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ELEYENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To   the   Senate   and   House  of   Representatives  in  General  Court 

assembled. 

The  work  of  the  Board  during  the  year  1896 
has  been  of  about  the  average  amount  and  of 
the  same  general  nature  as  in  former  years, 
except  that  arbitration  eases,  as  distinguished 
from  eases  of  conciliation,  have  been  relatively 
more  numerous  than  heretofore.  Practically  the 
whole  of  the  shoe  manufacturing  mdustry  of 
Marlborough  was  passed  upon  in  this  manner, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  by  the  Board  during 
the  first  half  of  the  year.  Settlements  have 
been  made  in  Boston  and  other  places  between 
associations  of  employers,  on  the  one  side,  and 
unions  on  the  other  side,  in  which  it  was  ex- 
pressly stipulated  that  questions  arising  in  the 
future  which  could  not  be  settled  by  agreement 
of  the  parties  or  by  local  arbitration  should  be 
referred  to  the  decision  of  this  Board,  without 
strike  or  lockout.  The  practical  advantage  to  all 
parties  of  such  a  standing  agreement  for  arbitra- 
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tion  has  been  amply  shown  in  the  past,  and  is 
likely  to  be  even  more  fully  illustrated  in  the 
future.  Such  a  stipulation  has  now  been  adopted 
in  several  cities  and  towns,  for  the  trades  of  shoe- 
making,  steam-fitting,  brewing  and  other  trades. 

There  appears  to  have  been  of  late  a  marked 
change  in  the  attitude  of  organized  labor  towards 
arbitration,  notably  in  Boston  and  Lynn.  It  is 
a  cause  of  regret  that  the  expressed  willingness 
of  workmen  and  the  unions  to  submit  questions 
to  the  decision  of  an  impartial  tribunal  has  not 
always  been  met  in  a  conciliatory  spirit  by  em- 
ployers. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Board,  in  all  its 
reports  to  the  General  Court,  to  give  in  a  con- 
densed and  readable  form  an  account  of  the  sev- 
eral phases  assumed  during  the  year  by  the  "  labor 
question."  so  called.  For  obtaining  the  most  ac- 
curate information  the  Board  probably  possesses 
better  opportunities  than  any  other  three  persons 
not  actually  within  the  arena,  and  not  parties  to 
the  debate. 

With  this  view  of  what  is  expected  of  the 
Board,  we  are  led  every  year  to  take  cogni- 
zance of  strikes  and  lockouts  when  there  is  no 
reasonable  expectation  of  an  early  adjustment  by 
agreement  of  the  parties.     Sometimes  under  these 
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discouraging  conditions,  by  the  exercise  of  pa- 
tience, tact  and  discretion,  good  results  have  been 
achieved  through  the  efforts  or  by  the  advice  of 
the  Board,  but  a  perceptible  lapse  of  time  is 
essential  for  the  purpose,  and  the  first  attempts 
at  getting  acquainted  with  the  parties  and  securing 
their  confidence  are  sometimes  spoken  of  by  the 
newspapers  and  by  magazine  writers  as  «  failnres." 
The  apparent  results  or  want  of  result  in  such 
cases  are  by  themselves  no  proper  test  of  the 
work  of  a  Board  or  of  the  value  of  an  economical 
principle  or  policy.  Some  people  who  are  un- 
favorable to  any  form  of  state  arbitration  and, 
therefore,  determined  not  to  see  any  good  that 
may  be  done  by  it,  are  ready  to  cite  all  these  cases 
as  "  failures  "  of  state  arbitration,  although  rightly 
viewed  they  merely  show  the  failure  in  particular 
instances  of  employees  or  employers  to  make  use 
of  an  influence  which  always  works  for  harmony 
and  never  for  discord.  Arbitration  presupposes 
a  certain  amount  of  intelligence  and  a  considerable 
degree  of  self  control  on  the  part  of  those  who  are 
expected  to  resort  to  it.  The  reasonable  expecta- 
tion is  that  it  will  be  resorted  to  before  war  is 
declared  and  everybody  thereby  made  angry  and 
excited.  The  realization  of  this  truth  makes  slow, 
but,  as  we  believe,  steady   progress   among  the 
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people,  and  until  it  is  well  understood  the  results 
of  any  form  of  arbitration  must  of  necessity  fall 
short  of  what  ought  to  be  seen.  Ifot  to  men- 
tion the  commendation  which  the  Massachusetts 
plan,  and  the  results  accomplished  here,  have 
received  from  our  own  citizens,  from  officers  and 
citizens  of  other  states,  and  in  the  official  reports 
of  foreign  countries,  the  tangible  results  of  this 
influence,  as  exerted  in  this  Commonwealth,  appear 
to  the  Board  a  sufficient  justification  of  the  prin- 
ciple of  state  arbitration. 

.Arbitration  is  at  present  in  high  favor  as  a 
means  of  settling  disputes  between  nations,  and 
it  has  always  been  esteemed  by  sensible  people 
as  a  method  of  adjusting  controversies  which 
not  infrequently  arise  between  individual  neigh- 
bors. The  lesson  which  we  are  all  slowly  and 
painfully  learning  is  that  arbitration  is  also  the 
best  method  of  settling  troublesome  questions 
which  arise  between  an  employer  on  the  one  hand 
and  numbers  of  his  employees,  on  the  other,  who 
have  learned  through  organization  to  exert  a 
force  which,  as  individuals,  they  could  not  exert 
with  any  hope  pf  success.  What  is  called  state 
arbitration  may  indeed  still  be  on  trial,  but  not 
more  so  than  any  other  form  of  arbitration;  and 
when  the  tendency  of  thought  in  the  Republic  is 
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duly  considered,  it  can  hardly  be  denied  that  the 
Commonwealth,  as  a  whole,  has  a  deep  and  prac- 
tical interest  in  the  just  settlement  of  labor  dis- 
putes ;  and  no  cry  of  "  paternalism  ^  or  other 
merely  theoretical  objection  ought  to  be  sufficient 
to  prevent  the  Commonwealth  from  safeguarding 
the  interests  of  its  people,  in  any  way  which  may 
seem  proper  under  the  shifting  and  complex  con- 
ditions of  our  business  and  social  life. 

The  Board  has  taken  cognizance  during  the 
year  of  controversies  involving  persons  whose 
yearly  earnings  are  estimated  at  $1,216,300. 
The  total  yearly  earnings  under  ordinary  condi- 
tions of  the  factories,  etc.,  involved  are  estimated 
at  $10,012,480. 

The  expense  of  maintaining  the  State  Board 
for  the  year  has  been  $11,305.86. 

Following  are  accounts  of  particular  cases  dealt 
with  by  the  Board,  but  no  report  can  fiiUy  show 
the  influence  exerted,  because  it  often  happens 
that  an  agreement  is  reached  by  the  parties,  with- 
out any  action  by  the  Board  at  the  close  of  the 
affair,  the  parties  nevertheless  acting  under  the  in- 
fluence and  advice  of  the  Board  previously  given 
in  one  way  or  another.  And  it  is  no  uncommon 
occurrence  for  a  settlement  to  be  determined  by 
some  decision  of  the  Board  previously  announced 
and  published  in  a  similar  case.

THE  8.  H.  HOWE  SHOE  COMFAET  —  MARIr- 

BOBOUQH. 


In  the  series  of  Mariborough  cases  which  occu- 
pied much  of  the  time  of  the  Board  during  the 
first  half  of  the  current  year,  the  case  first  taken 
up  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  all  parties 
was  that  relating  to  reductions  in  the  three  fac- 
tories of  The  S.  H.  Howe  Shoe  Company  known 
as  "Diamond  M,"  "Diamond  A^'.  and  "Dia- 
mond F." 

The  decision  rendered  on  April  13  is  given 
below,  together  with  a  few  changes  which  were 
agreed  to  by  the  parties  on  April  27:  — 

In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  S.  H.  Howe 
Shoe  Company^  of  Marlborough^  and  its  Employees.

This  case  arises  out  of  the  claims  of  The  S.  H.  Howe 
Shoe  Company,  of  Marlboroagh,  for  a  substantial  re- 
duction on  certain  parte  of  the  work  in  three  of  its 
fiM^tories.     The  other  manufacturers  in  the  same  city 
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have  also  claimed  reductions;  but  with  the  exception 
of  the  case  of  the  Cotting  Avenue  Factory  (Rice  & 
Hutchins,  Incorporated),  decided  this  day,  all  the  other 
cases  have  been  kept  in  suspense,  at  the  request  of  the 
respective  parties  thereto,  in  the  hope  and  expectation 
that  the  two  decisions  rendered  to-day  will  afford  a 
basis  upon  which  most  of  the  wages  in  dispute  through- 
out the  city  may  be  adjusted  by  agreement. 

It  should,  however,  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Board 
has  necessarily  felt  obliged  to  make  its  conclusions 
applicable  to  the  conditions  of  the  factories  actually 
under  consideration;  and,  as  regards  other  factories, 
in  the  first  instance  at  least,  the  parties  interested  must 
judge  how  far  these  prices  are  fairly  applicable  to  such 
other  factories.

This  case  arises  out  of  the  claims  of  Rice  &  Hutchins, 
Incorporated,  of  Marlborough,  for  a  substantial  reduc- 
tion on  certain  parts  of  the  work  in  the  Cotting  Avenue 
Factory.  The  other  manufacturers  in  the  same  city  have 
also  claimed  reductions ;  but  with  the  exception  of  the 
case  of  The  S.  H.  Howe  Shoe  Company,  decided  this 
day,  all  the  other  cases  have  been  kept  in  suspense,  at 
the  request  of  the  respective  parties  thereto,  in  the  hope 
and  expectation  that  the  two  decisions  rendered  to-day 
will  afford  a  basis  upon  which  most  of  the  wages  in  dis- 
pute throughout  the  city  may  be  adjusted  by  agreement. 

It  should,  however,  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Board 
has  necessarily  felt  obliged  to  make  its  conclusions  ap- 
plicable to  the  conditions  of  the  factory  actually  under 
consideration;  and,  as  regards  other  factories,  in  the 
first  instance  at  least,  the  parties  interested  must  judge 
how  far  these  prices  are  fairly  applicable  to  such  other 
factories.

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WILLIAM  GRAY  A;  SONS— LEE. 


In  December,  a  year  ago,  a  strike  occurred  in 
Lee,  on  the  part  of  the  journeymen  stonecutters 
employed  by  William  Gray  &  Sons.  The  trouble 
arose  in  this  manner:  For  nearly  a  year  next 
preceding,  an  agreement  had  been  in  force  be- 
tween the  firm  and  their  stonecutters,  the  terms 
of  which  were  contained  in  the  following  letter 
dated  January  19,  1895,  and  accepted  by  the 
union :  — 

Journeymen  Stonecutters^  Association,  Lee,  Mass. 

Dear  Sirs  :  —  We  will  agree  to  accept  the  resolutions 
presented  by  you  on  January  16,  1895,  which  are  as 
follows :  — 

1.  That  nine  hours  constitute  a  day's  work. 

2.  That  eight  hours  on  Saturday. 

3.  That  thirty-four  cents  per  hour  be  the  wages. 

4.  That  the  regular  pay  day  be  every  second  Satur- 
day, and  three  days  kept  in  hand. 

5.  That  any  man  being  discharged  or  leaving,  to  get 
his  money  within  ten  (10)  hours**  notice. 

6.  That  there  be  no  alterations  in  the  above  resolu- 
tions for  the  term  of  six  (6)  months  from  date. 

Respectfully  yours,

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No  definite  information  concerning  the  contro- 
versy reached  the  Board  until  the  latter  part  of 
January,  when  communication  was  had  by  tele- 
phone with  the  firm  and  with  a  representative  of 
the  union.  The  latter  having  expressed  a  wish 
on  the  part  of  the  union  for  the  presence  and 
advice  of  the  Board,  a  visit  was  accordingly  made 
to  Lee  on  January  25,  when  the  Board  had  inter- 
views, first  with  a  committee  of  the  union,  and 
afterwards  with  the  superintendent,  at  the  quarry. 
In  brief,  the  workmen  said  that  the  strike  occurred 
on  December  9;  that  prior  to  that  time  an  attempt 
had  been  made  by  them  to  induce  the  firm  to  re- 
new the  agreement  that  was  soon  to  expire;  that 
to  this  the  firm  demurred,  saying  that  it  was 
not  necessary  to  take  any  such  action  as  was 
proposed,  until  the  agreement  had  run  out,  and 
adding  that  the  firm  did  not  purpose  making  any 
changes.  After  this  interview,  five  workmen, 
who  once  had  been  members  of  the  Lee  union, 
but  had  made  themselves  subjects  for  discipline 
under  the  rules  of  the  union,  were  brought  from 
Philadelphia  and  put  to  work  at  Lee. 

The  union  men  protested,  and  said  that  they 
could  not  work  with  these  men,  until  the  latter 
should  have  submitted,  and  made  their  peace 
with  the  organization.     The  firm  refused  to  dis-

charge  the  five  men,  and  the  others  thereupon 
left  work.  The  union  complained  that  the  firm 
had  not  kept  their  promise  that  no  changes  should 
be  made,  claiming  that,  instead  of  a  union  shop, 
the  place  had  now  been  changed  to  a  "  free "  or 
"open  shop."  The  firm,  however,  insisted  that 
they  had  done  nothing  inconsistent  with  the 
assurance  given,  that  the  wages  had  not  been 
changed,  and  that  the  union  men  had  voluntarily 
left  their  employment,  and  so  severed  their  rela- 
tions with  the  employers. 

It  was  made  evident  enough  to  the  Board 
that  the  situation  was  awkward  and  embarrass- 
ing for  all  concerned,  and  that  by  reason  of  the 
controversy  much  work  which  might  otherwise 
have  been  brought  to  Lee  had  been  diverted  to 
other  places.  Both  parties  seemed  to  desire  a 
settlement,  if  any  could  be  devised.  The  firm 
expressed  no  antagonism  to  the  union,  and  ap- 
peared to  have  no  intention  to  cut  down  wages. 
All  hinged  upon  the  question  whether  an  un- 
derstanding could  be  efiected  between  the  union 
and  the  five  workmen,  under  which  the  latter 
might  be  restored  to  their  former  good  standing 
with  the  union. 

It  was  thought  that  this  delicate  business 
could   be   handled  to  the  best  advantage  by  the 
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selectmen,  who  were  probably  known  to  all  the 
parties,  and  might  be  expected  to  desire  to 
promote  the  business  welfare  of  the  town. 
Accordingly,  the  following  letter  was  sent  to 
the  selectmen,  requesting  their  co-operation :  — 

State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation, 
Boston,  January  25,  1896. 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Lee. 

Gentlemen  :  —  Having  learned  of  a  controversy  in 
your  town  involving  William  Gray  &  Sons  and  their 
recent  employees,  the  Board  visited  the  place  yester- 
day and  had  separate  interviews  with  the  superintendent 
of  the  works  and  the  representatives  of  the  workmen's 
union.  The  real  difficulty  seems  to  have  arisen  between 
the  local  union  and  five  of  the  present  employees,  who 
were  formerly  members  in  good  standing,  but  are  so  no 
longer.  There  is  very  little  difierence  as  to  the  facts  in 
the  case,  and,  without  undertaking  to  rehearse  them  here 
unnecessarily,  we  desire  to  inform  you  that  after  our  con- 
ference with  the  parties,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  with 
a  little  assistance  from  you,  acting  in  the  public  interest 
and  for  the  good  of  all  concerned,  the  diflSculty  may  be 
promptly  adjusted.  The  thing  to  aim  at,  is  the  recon- 
ciliation  of  the  union  with  the  five  men  who  hold  them- 
selves aloof,  and  if  they  can  be  brought  together, 
there  appears  good  reason  to  believe  that  everything 
else  will  adjust  itself.  But  the  relations  between  those 
men  and  the  union  have  been  so  strained,  that  it  is 
doubtful  whether  they  can  be  brought  together  for  dis- 
cussion, except  through  the  assistance  and  mediation  of 
some  disinterested  person  or  persons,  and  we  think  that 
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your  board  or  some  member  of  it  can  best  perform  this 
kindly  and  beneficent  service.  We  shall  send  a  copy  of 
this  letter  to  the  committee  of  the  union ,  and  advise 
them,  as  we  have  already  done  informally,  to  call  upon 
you  immediately  and  express  their  willingness  to  await 
your  pleasure  in  fixing  a  time  when  they  can  meet  the 
five  delinquents,  in  your  presence,  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  the  situation  and  trying  to  agree  upon  some 
jWendly  arrangement  that  will  remove  the  one  stumbling- 
block  to  a  settlement  of  the  whole  trouble.  We  believe 
that  the  union  will  be  reasonable  and  lenient  in  the  en- 
forcement of  its  regulations,  and,  if  the  five  men  can  see 
their  way  to  an  accommodation  without  any  loss  to  their 
self-respect,  we  are  assured  by  the  superintendent  and  by 
Mr.  Gross  that  there  will  be  no  difficulty  on  the  part  of 
the  employers.  We  ask  you  to  undertake  this  service 
as  an  act  of  co-operation  with  us,  because  we  are  con- 
vinced that  with  your  local  knowledge  and  acquaintance, 
and  the  influence  which  you  must  necessarily  be  able  to 
exert,  you  can  act  more  eflectively  than  any  one  else.

The  above  communication  was  not  acknowl- 
edged, and  so  far  as  the  Board  has  been  in- 
formed, no  action  of  any  kind  was  taken  by  the 
selectmen.  Work  continued  slack  at  the  quarry 
all  through  the  summer  and  autumn,  and  the 
controversy  remained  unsettled.  Some  of  the 
workmen  left  town  and  obtained  work  elsewhere, 
but  the  union,  as  the  phrase  was,  "kept  up  the 
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fight"  by  attempting  measures  which  only  served 
to  aggravate  the  case. 

Finally,  on  October  15,  1896,  in  view  of  re- 
ports unfavorable  to  the  action  of.  the  workmen, 
a  formal  request  was  received  from  the  parties 
representing  the  union  workmen  that  the  Board 
would  proceed  to  an  investigation  of  the  matter 
and  make  a  report  of  the  facts.  In  response  to 
this  request,  the  Board  again  visited  Lee  and 
conferred  with  a  committee  of  the  workmen,  but 
it  did  not  appear  that  the  situation  had  materi- 
ally changed  in  any  way.  An  attempt  was  made 
to  see  the  firm,  but  they  were  not  in  town. 
Subsequently  an  interview  was  had,  by  appoint- 
ment, in  Boston,  with  one  of  the  firm,  who  stated 
that  work  was  then  so  slack  that  they  could  not 
employ  more  men,  under  any  conditions.  The 
Board  suggested  a  meeting  of  the  firm  with 
the  workmen;  but,  in  view  of  the  circumstances 
already  stated,  the  firm  was  unable  to  see  how 
any  interview  could  lead  to  any  practical  results, 
until  more  workmen  should  be  needed. 

A  general  report  of  the  interview  was  given 
to  the  workmen  who  signed  the  application  to 
the  Board,  concluding  with  the  expression  of  a 
hope  "that  in  the  near  future,  when  business 
revives,  a  desire  on  both  sides  for  a   settlement 
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of  this  difficulty  will  be  sufficiently  evident  to 
lead  to  a  satisfactory  agreement.  In  view  of 
this  probability,  the  Board  deems  it  inexpedient 

to  open  up  a  public  investigation  of  the  case.''

It  may  be  added  that,  while  this  report  has 
been  in  preparation,  this  controversy,  so  long 
drawn  out,  has  been  brough(t  to  an  end,  and 
some,  at  least,  of  the  former  employees  have  been 
reinstated  at  the  works  in  Lee. 
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C.  J.  SAWYEB— HUDSON. 


In  March,  the  employees  of  C.  J.  Sawyer, 
of  Hudson,  manufacturer  of  wooden  and  paper 
boxes,  were  notified  of  a  reduction  in  wages, 
which  was  to  go  into  effect  on  April  1,  1896, 
but  upon  objection  from  the  employees,  it  was 
agreed  to  submit  the  matter  to  the  State  Board.

The  employees  of  Nutter  &  Seabury,  of  Bos- 
ton, steamfitters,  went  on  strike  January  23,  and 
on  the  27th  the  Board  learned  that  the  occasion 
of  the  strike  was  the  employment  of  non-union 
men  on  work  at  the  Franklin  Brewery.  The  firm 
,  not  being  a  member  of  the  Master  Steamfitters' 
Association,  was  not  a  party  to  the  agreement 
entered  into  on  October  24,  1895,  as  set  forth  in 
the  Board's  report  for  that  year;  but  the  firm 
had  accepted  and  conformed  to  the  terms  of  that 
agreement  in  all  respects,  and  desired  the  same 
privileges  concerning  the  employment  of  non- 
union men  as  were  accorded  to  other  employers 
who  were  members  of  the  association. 

Mr.  Seabury  was  advised  by  the  Board  to 
see  the  Building  Trades  Council,  and  ascertain 
the  real  nature  of  the  objections  raised,  and  if, 
by  joining  the  association,  all  objections  would 
be  removed,  the  Board  recommended  that  the 
firm  apply  for  admission  to  membership.  The 
firm  had  no  objection  to  making  such  application. 
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except  the  necessary  delay,  at  a  time  when  work 
was  pressing  to  be  done.  However,  the  advice 
was  acted  npon,  and  on  January  29  the  Board 
was  informed  that  the  firm  had  joined  the 
association  of  employers,  that  everything  had 
been  arranged  satisfactorily,  and  the  workmen 
had  resumed  work.

About  the  middle  of  March  the  attention  of 
the  Board  was  attracted  to  a  strike  of  about  fifty 
girls  employed  by  the  American  Waltham  Watch 
Company.  The  work  of  these  employees  was 
^^  setting-up ''  in  the  finishing  department,  and 
the  difference  concerned  the  rate  of  wages.  The 
request  of  the  girls  having  been  refused,  some 
of  them  declined  to  do  certain  work,  and  were 
discharged.  Then  the  others  left  work.  On  the 
18th  the  Board  placed  itself  in  communication 
with  the  strikers,  and  offered  its  services  and 
advice,  if  desired.  The  reply  was  non-committal, 
and  showed  an  unwillingness  to  discuss  the  mat- 
ter in  any  public  manner.  On  the  19th,  notice 
was  given  that  the  factory  would  close  on  the 
2l6t.  On  the  same  day  the  strike  suddenly  came 
to  an  end,  and  twenty -five  of  the  girls  applied 
for  work.

HEBREW  FAHTTEBS  — BOSTON. 


By  a  written  notice  dated  April  7  and  received 
on  the  next  day  following,  the  Board  was  in- 
formed that,  on  the  6th  instant,  occurred  a  strike 
of  the  Hebrew  painters  and  decorators  employed 
by  Hebrews  in  Boston.  Their  demand  was  for 
thirty  cents  an  hour  and  improved  conditions. 
An  agent  of  the  union  said :  — 

No  one  can  comprehend  the  extent  to  which  the 
Hebrew  painters  of  this  city  have  been  crowded  down. 
Many  of  them  are  unable  to  work  in  shops  where  the 
English  language  is  spoken,  as  they  only  understand 
their  mother  tongue.  For  this  reason  they  have  not 
learned  rapidly  the  customs  of  this  country,  and  were 
ignorant  for  a  long  time  of  the  wages  paid  by  English- 
speaking  employers. 

Their  inability  to  speak  or  understand  the  language 
of  this  country  has  been  taken  advantage  of  by  the 
Hebrew  employers.  Men  have  been  paid  from  $5  a 
week  up  to  $2  a  day.  The  latter  price  has,  however, 
been  the  exception.  In  addition,  men  have  been  forced 
to  work  twelve,  thirteen  and  fourteen  hours  a  day  for 
these  low  wages;   the  employer  paid  off  when  he  got 
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ready;  such  a  thing  as  a  weekly  pay  day  was  for  a 
long  time  unknown. 

That  the  men  were  treated  in  such  a  manner  was  not 
due  to  incompetence  is  proven  from  the  fact  that  when 
they  picked  up  enough  English  to  go  to  work  elsewhere 
the  regular  union  rate  of  wages  has  been  paid  them. 

The  men  finally  concluded  that  the  Hebrew  employer 
had  gone  about  far  enough  with  the  underpay  and  over- 
work system,  and  a  union  was  started  some  six  months 
ago. 

Through  the  eflForts  of  the  Board,  an  interview 
with  the  parties  was  arranged,  and  on  April  11 
Messrs.  Guntner  and  Kyan,  representing  the  Build- 
ing Trades  Council  of  Boston,  met  with  eight  of 
the  Hebrew  master  painters,  at  the  rooms  of  the 
State  Board,  and  the  matters  in  dispute  were 
discussed;  but  an  insurmountable  obstacle  was 
reached  when  the  representatives  of  the  work- 
men insisted  that,  whatever  should  be  agreed 
upon,  each  employer  must  give  a  bond  to  the 
union  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  agree- 
ment. The  employers  had  urged  with  force  the 
necessity  of  their  being  allowed  to  pay  some  of 
their  workmen  the  wages  of  an  apprentice,  or, 
to  say  the  least,  at  a  rate  lower  than  would 
properly  be  paid  to  a  thoroughly  competent 
painter.  But  the  giving  of  bonds  such  as  were 
demanded   was    so    obviously   unreasonable,   and 
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practically  impossible,  that  it  was  not  considered 
by  them  worth  while  to  discuss  any  further  the 
real  questions  at  issue. 

Subsequently,  however,  in  hopes  of  a  better 
result,  the  Board  invited  the  parties  to  another 
conference.  They  came,  on  April  27,  and  the 
matters  were  fully  discussed.  At  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  Board,  the  matter  of  giving  bonds 
was  not  longer  insisted  upon.  One  point  after 
another  was  taken  up  and  substantially  settled, 
and  it  was  understood  and  agi'eed  that  both 
parties  should  meet  and  draw  up  a  formal 
agreement,  embodying  the  matters  already  in- 
formally settled,  and  deposit  it  with  the  State 
Board. 

The  Board  has  heard  nothing  further  from  the 
parties.

DODGE  BBOTHEBS  — NEWBTJBYPOBT. 


On  April  27  a  strike  occurred  in  the  shoe 
factory  of  Dodgo^  Brothers,  at  Newburyport, 
occasioned  by  the  discharge  of  a  certain  work- 
man i?vho  was  supposed  to  be  obnoxious  to  the 
firm  by  reason  of  prominence  in  the  settlement 
of  a  recent  strike. 

Sonie  attempts  were  made  by  the  firm  and  the 
representatives  of  the  union  to  adjust  the  dis- 
pute, but  without  result.  The  firm  advertised 
for  new  workmen,  and  with  some  difficulty  ob- 
tained them.  On  May  14  the  Board  visited  the 
city,  had  an  intei-view  with  the  foreman  of  the 
factory,  who  had  that  day  made  application 
to  the  mayor  for  police  protection;  subse- 
quently interviews  were  had  with  the  joint  local 
board,  representing  the  strikers,  and  with  the 
management  of  the  factory,  but  the  members  of 
the  firm  were  out  of  town  and  could  not  be 
seen. 

The  Board  was  informed  that  the  work  done 
by  one  of  the  workmen  was  not  satisfactory,  and, 


^ 
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even  after  warning  given,  his  work  was  open  to 
the  same  objection.  Subsequently  he  was  dis- 
charged for  idleness  and  remaining  away  from 
the  factory  on  a  Saturday.  A  strike  ensued,  but 
lasted  only  a  short  time.  It  was  further  ascer- 
tained that  on  May  7  there  was  another  strike, 
which  was  then  going  on,  and  most  of  the  em- 
ployees were  out. 

The  State  Board  recommended  a  conference 
of  the  parties,  to  be  held  in  the  presence  of 
the  Board,  the  representatives  of  the  workmen 
assenting  to  this;  and  later  the  superintendent 
at  the  factory  undertook  to  say  that  the  firm 
would  accept  an  invitation  from  the  State  Board 
to  attend  a  conference,  and  that  meanwhile,  in 
compliance  with  the  request  of  the  State  Board, 
no  new  workmen  would  be  hired.  Accordingly, 
on  May  16,  a  member  of  the  firm,  and  the  joint 
local  board  of  the  union,  met  with  the  State 
Board,  at  Newburyport,  and  the  controversy  was 
fully  discussed;  but  no  agreement  was  reached. 
Mr.  Dodge  firmly  refused  to  re-employ  the  work- 
man who  was  first  discharged,  but  said  he  would 
re-employ  as  many  of  the  old  hands  as  were 
necessary  to  fill  vacant  places.  The  strikers, 
both  men  and  women,  were  firmly  resolved  to 
make  common  cause  with  the  workman  in  ques- 
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tion,  and  would  not  permit  him  to  eliminate  him- 
self from  the  problem,  and  thus  allow  the  case 
to  be  settled  upon  considerations  of  the  greatest 
good  to  the  greatest  number. 

The  strike  was  in  force,  nominally,  at  least, 
all  summer;  very  few  of  the  former  employees 
returned  to  the  factory,  but  a  sufficient  number 
of  new  workmen  were  obtained,  and  when,  about 
September  1,  the  strike  was  practically  declared 
off,  the  factory  was  running  full,  and  many  appli- 
cants were  waiting  to  be  hired.

BBYANT  BOOT  ANB  SHOE  COMPANY -RANDOLPH.

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GJJSm  ft  CO.  —  CAMBBIDGE. 


On  June  12  a  number  of  the  men  employed  in 
the  bookbindery  of  Ginn  &  Co.,  at  Cambridge, 
struck.  New  men  were  employed,  with  a  view 
of  steady  work  and  protection.  Some  days  later 
the  bookbinders'  union  presented  five  demands  as 
a  basis  for  settlement.  The  firm  replied,  but  no 
agreement  being  effected,  the  pressmen  and  com- 
positors also  left  their  work.  Several  conferences 
were  had,  but  without  result,  and  more  new  work- 
men were  hired. 

On  July  6  the  firm  published  the  following 
statement :  — 

About  the  12th  of  Jane,  thirty-one  out  of  two  hundred 
and  two  employees  in  our  bindery  quit  work.  Binderies 
are  arranged  in  such  a  way  that  we  had  to  fill  the  places 
of  these  men  or  throw  out  of  employment  the  other  one 
hundred  and  seventy-one.  We  therefore  engaged  new 
hands,  promising  them  steady  work  and  protection. 
Some  days  later,  the  union  presented  five  demands  as 
a  basis  for  a  settlement  of  the  strike.  Our  reply  to 
the  representative  of  the  union  was  as  follows :  — 

We  were  glad  to  have  an  opportunity  to  meet  you  this 
morning  and    to  hear  everything  which  you  wished  to   say

with  reference  to  the  strike  of  some  of  our  employees,  and  we 
hasten  to  reply  specifically,  as  you  requested,  on  the  five  points 
that  you  left  for  our  consideration. 

First,  you  ask  that  we  agree  to  pay  stampers  eighteen  dollars 
a  week.  We  are  perfectly  willing  to  pay  competent  stampers 
these  wages,  or  more,  and,  in  fact,  are  doing  so  at  present, 
we  believe,  so  that  there  is  no  issue  at  all  respecting  wages. 

Second,  you  ask  that  we  employ  only  one  apprentice  in  the 
stamping  department  at  a  time,  and  require  him  to  work  four 
years  as  an  apprentice.  We  hardly  feel  that  we  ought  to 
agree  to  this,  since  it  might  be  impossible  at  some  time  to 
secure  the  necessary  number  of  experienced  workmen,  and 
such  an  agreement  would  make  it  impossible  for  us  to  train 
new  men  for  immediate  needs.  Can  you  guarantee  that  we 
could  always  obtain  enough  experienced  workmen? 

Third,  you  ask  that,  in  the  case  of  men  who  work  out  of 
regular  hours,  we  should  pay  one  and  a  half  times  as  much 
for  the  overtime  as  we  should  pay  for  the  same  amount  of 
work  during  regular  hours.  This  is,  we  believe,  our  regular 
rule,  and  has  been  right  along.  Of  course,  we  have  no  objec- 
tion to  doing  so. 

Fourth,  you  ask  us  to  agree  to  employ  none  but  union  men 
in  the  stamping  room.  There  seems  to  be  but  one  way  for  us 
to  reply.  We  have  no  quarrel  whatever  with  any  labor  oi^ani- 
zation.  Our  men  are  perfectly  free  to  join  any  union  or  society 
they  see  fit  to  join.  We  only  ask  that  they  do  their  work  well. 
On  the  other  hand,  we  do  not  think  it  would  be  right  for  us  to 
compel  employees  who  wish  to  be  perfectly  independent  to  join 
any  organization  or  society.  It  seems  to  us  that  we  should  be 
fairly  open  to  the  charge  of  coercing  our  employees.  In  short, 
it  seems  to  us  that  such  an  agreement  would  compel  us  to  be 
unjust  and  tyrannical. 

Fifth,  in  particular,  you  ask  us  to  agree  to  discharge  a  work- 
man named  Mr.  Apel,  who  withdrew  a  while  ago  from  the 
onion,   and   we  understood  you   to   say  distinctly  that   you 
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thought  the  union  would  be  more  disposed  to  concede  the 
other  points,  or  some  of  them,  than  to  withdraw  this  demand. 
Mr.  Apel,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  has  been  a  faithful  and 
efl9cient  workman.  He  has  aged  parents  to  support,  and  it 
is  evident  that,  if  your  union  has  sufficient  strength  to  compel 
us  to  discharge  a  man  of  whom  we  have  no  occasion  to  com- 
plain, it  would  also  be  strong  enough  to  prevent  his  employ- 
ment in  other  offices.  We  feel  bound  to  protect  this  and  all 
other  faithful  employees,  and  we  could* not  excuse  ourselves 
for,  without  any  just  cause,  depriving  him  and  those  dependent 
upon  him  of  daily  bread. 

After  this  the  unions  of  the  pressmen  and  the  type- 
setters took  up  the  matter,  being  bound  by  their  rules, 
they  said,  to  support  the  striking  bookbinders.  They 
demanded  that  the  latter  should  be  taken  back  in  a 
body.  We  replied  that  we  would  take  back  as  many 
as  we  could  possibly  find  places  for,  but  that  to  take 
them  all  back  would  compel  us  to  discharge  men  to 
whom  we  had  promised  permanent  places.  This  was  . 
the  cause  of  the  strike  of  our  typesetters  and  pressmen. 
No  question  whatever  of  wages  or  hours  was  raised. 

GiNN  &  Co. 

This  statement  of  the  case  was  replied  to  by 
the  representatives  of  the  workmen,  but  no  defi- 
nite step  was  taken  towards  a  settlement,  until 
by  invitation  from  the  State  Board  the  members 
of  the  firm  met  the  officers  of  the  Typographical 
Union  and  the  Bookbinders'  Union  at  the  rooms 
of  the  Board,  on  July  8  and  9.  At  these  two 
meetings  the  matters  in  dispute  were  thoroughly 
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and   intelligently  discussed   by  all   parties.      At 
the  end  it  appeared  that  the  only  serious  obsta- 
cle was  the  question  of  retaining  the  men  who 
had  been  hired  since  the  beginning  of  the  strike. 
At  times  there   seemed  to  be  reason  to  expect 
that   this   difficulty   might  be   overcome   without 
sacrifice  of  honor  by  the  employers,  but  the  last 
meeting  finally  broke  up  in  the  afternoon  without 
agreement.      Shortly    after   the   adjournment   of 
the  Board,  a  renewal  of  the  discussion  was  sug- 
gested by  one  of  the  firm,  and,  the  Board  having 
separated,  the  parties  interested  went  to  the  office 
of  the  firm,  near  by,  and  soon  came  to  an  amicable 
understanding.    Both  the  firm  and  the  representa- 
tives of  the  unions  expressed  their  appreciation  of 
the  services  of  the  Board  in  the  case. 
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BRADLEY,  HAGNEY  &  LEONARD— RANDdLPH. 


In  July  last,  Chase  lasting  machines  were  in- 
troduced into  the  factory  of  Bradley,  Hagney  & 
Leonard,  of  Randolph,  but  the  tinion  lasters  who 
were  then  employed  in  the  factory  refused  to 
work  on  the  machines  except  at  prices  specified 
and  demanded  by  them.  The  firm  refused,  the 
lasters  struck,  and  new  men  were  promptly  fur- 
nished by  the  machine  company. 

As  the  controversy  developed,  it  appeared  to 
be  a  contest  between  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Work- 
ers' Union  on  the  one  side  and  the  machine  com- 
pany and  its  men  on  the  other.  When  the 
Board  entered  into  communication  with  the  par- 
ties, the  firm  expressed  themselves  as  willing  to 
do  anything  in  reason  towards  adjusting  matters, 
and  the  leading  officers  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe 
Workers'  Union  were  informed  in  a  general  way 
how,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  the  difficulty 
might  be  settled.  It  was,  however,  subsequently 
learned  that  the  striking  workmen  would  not 
consider  any  suggestion  that  did  not  include  the 
discharge  of  non-union  men;    and,  as  the  Board 
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knew  that  the  firm  would  not  yield  the  point, 
nothing  further  was  attempted  in  the  way  of 
settlement. 

Some  weeks  afterwards,  about  the  middle  of 
November,  the  strike  was  declared  off.  The 
firm  consented  to  take  back  as  many  of  the  men 
as  were  needed  to  fill  vacancies,  and,  at  the  time 
of  writing  this  report,  about  one-half  of  those 
who  struck  have  been  reinstated.  All  this  might 
have  been  accomplished  a  month  earlier,  through 
the  agency  of  the  State  Board,  if  the  workmen 
or  their  local  representatives  had  seen  fit  to  co- 
operate to  that  end. 
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BOSTON  BBEWEBS. 


In  the  latter  part  of  June  the  employees  of 
the  Boston  breweries,  through  their  unions,  rep- 
resenting some  three  thousand  employees,  after 
much  deliberation  requested  the  master  brewers 
to  sign  with  them  an  agreement  which,  among 
other  things,  provided  for  the  employment  of 
union  men  only,  for  a  uniform  number  of  hours 
of  work  and  a  uniform  scale  of  wages.  Many 
other  matters  of  detail  were  embodied  in  the 
proposed  agreement,  and  the  proposition,  being 
favored  by  the  Central  Labor  Union  and  the 
Building  Trades  Council,  was  taken  under  con- 
sideration by  the  master  brewers'  association. 

Several  meetings  were  had  by  committees,  but, 
no  conclusion  being  reached,  the  workmen  placed 
the  care  of  their  interests  in  the  hands  of  the 
Central  Labor  Union.  At  length,  on  or  about 
September  18,  an  agreement  was  perfected  which 
received  the  signatures  of  most,  if  not  all,  of  the 
persons  and  corporations  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  brewing  in  Boston. 
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This  Board  had  no  hand  in  the  business,  but 
the  agreement  is  printed  below,  because  it  is 
worthy  of  notice  that  during  the  negotiations  a 
claim  was  inserted  which  provides  for  arbitration 
as  a  means  of  settling  differences,  so  long  as  the 
agreement  shall  remain  in  force. 

None  but  members  of  the  National  Brewery  Work- 
men's Union  shall  be  employed. 

Ten  in  twelve  consecutive  hours  shall  constitute  a 
day's  work,  two  hours  being  allowed  for  meals. 

When  required  to  work  overtime,  the  pay  shall  be 
35  cents  per  hour.  No  man  shall  refuse  to  work  over- 
time. 

Sunday  work  shall  be  entirely  suspended  unless  abso- 
lutely necessary,  and  in  case  of  such  necessity  35  cents 
per  hour  shall  be  allowed  for  each  hour  and  fraction 
thereof,  except  to  drivers  or  strikers,  who  shall  clean 
their  horses  in  the  morning  without  extra  allowance ; 
also  one  of  them  alternately  shall  help  the  stableman 
to  feed  and  bed  the  horses  in  the  afternoon,  without 
extra  pay.  Harnesses  and  wagons  shall  be  cleaned 
once  in  seven  days,  but  all  Sunday  work  shall  cease 
at  •/  A  •  M  • 

On  legal  holidays  and  election  days  work  shall  be 
paid  for  at  the  rate  of  35  cents  per  hour,  unless  a  full 
day's  work  is  done,  in  which  case  regular  rates  shall 
be  paid. 

No  overtime  shall  be  allowed  to  route  drivers  and 
strikers  except  when  required  to  do  other  than  their 
regular  work  during  such  overtime. 

Scale  of  wages:  First  man  in  cellar,  $18  per  week; 
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first  man  in  fermenting  room,  $18 ;  first  man  in  kettle 
department,  $18;  first  man  in  wash  house,  $18;  floor 
men  in  ale  and  porter  department,  $17  ;  men  in  cellar 
and  fermenting  room,  $16;  men  in  kettle  department, 
$16 ;  men  in  wash  house,  $15 ;  night  watchman  (seven 
nights  per  week),  $16;  route  drivers,  $17;  depot 
drivers,  $16;  strikers  (drivers'  helpers),  $13;  first  man 
in  stable  (seven  days),  $17;  night  man  in  stable  (seven 
nights),  $17;  firemen,  working  seven  days  or  seven 
nights,  $16  ;  other  men  in  stable,  $14. 

Firemen,  where  two  or  more  are  employed,  shall  work 
seven  days  or  nights  each  week,  eight  hours  to  be  a  day's 
work,  all  firemen  to  alternate.  Overtime  to  be  35  cents 
per  hour. 

Pay  days  shall  be  weekly. 

One  man  in  the  cellar,  one  man  in  the  kettle  depart- 
ment, one  man  in  the  fermenting  room,  one  man  in  the 
wash  house,  shall  be  considered  as  first  man  where  three 
or  more  men,  including  the  foreman,  are  employed  in  any 
of  these  departments,  and  shall  receive  pay  accordingly. 

Beer  shall  be  furnished  to  men  free  of  charge,  as 
formerly. 

In  case  of  prolonged  sickness  of  any  employee  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  first  chance  of  employment  in 
his  former  capacity  after  regaining  his  health. 

Employees  shall  be  discharged  only  for  cause,  such 
as  incompetency,  drunkenness,  negligence,  dishonesty, 
disobedience  or  disrespect  toward  employers,  foreman 
or  the  authorized  agents  of  the  employers. 

In  case  of  slack  business,  as  many  men  as  necessary 
may  be  laid  off  alternately,  not  longer  than  one  week 
at  a  time,  all  men  taking  their  turn  except  the  first 
man  of  each  department. 
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Extra  help  employed  during  the  busy  season  shall  not 
be  considered  as  regular  employees,  and  shall  be  en- 
titled to  temporary  employment  only. 

Each  workman  shall  have  the  right  to  board  and  live 
where  he  chooses,  and  no  help  shall  be  hired  on  the 
recommendation  of  customers. 

One  apprentice  shall  be  allowed  for  every  twenty- 
five  inside  employees  ;  such  apprentice  shall  be  instructed 
for  two  years  in  all  branches  of  the  trade,  and  shall  then 
become  a  member  of  the  union,  after  having  passed  a 
satisfactory  examination  before  the  same ;  no  apprentice 
shall  work  longer  than  this  agreement  stipulates ;  the 
apprentice  shall  not  be  less  than  sixteen  nor  more  than 
twenty  years  of  age. 

Extra  work  done  in  and  around  the  breweries  shall 
only  be  performed  by  union  men. 

Services  done  by  the  employees  in  the  interest  of  and 
for  the  benefit  of  the  union  shall  not  be  cause  for  dis- 
crimination or  discharge. 

No  inside  man  shall  be  allowed  to  take  the  place  of 
a  teamster,  striker  or  stableman,  and  vice  versa;  trip 
strikers  shall  be  engaged  by  the  day. 

Grievances  or  differences  between  employers  and  em- 
ployees, if  they  cannot  be  adjusted  between  a  committee 
of  the  employees  and  the  employer,  shall  be  laid  before 
an  arbitration  committee  consisting  of  five  members,  two 
of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  employer,  two  by 
the  employees,  and  the  fifth  by  the  four  men  so  ap- 
pointed; or  the  case  may  be  submitted,  by  mutual  con- 
sent, to  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration,  and  both  the 
employer  and  employees  shall  abide  by  the  decision  of 
said  committee  or  State  Board  of  Arbitration. 
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This  contract  is  to  remain  in  force  until  April  1, 
1898,  and  to  continue  annually,  unless  notice  has  been 
given  three  months  before  the  first  of  April  in  each 
year  by  either  party. 

No  present  wages  shall  be  reduced. 
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BOCKPOBT  GRAinTE  COMPANY  —  GLOXJCESTEB. 


In  July  last  the  workmen  employed  by  the 
Rockport  Granite  Company,  at  Bay  View,  struck 
for  higher  wages  for  cutting  paving  blocks.  On 
the  24th  the  Board  entered  into  communication 
with  the  workmen,  and  with  the  general  manager 
of  the  company.  The  former  expressed  regret 
that  they  had  not  thought  of  appealing  to  the 
Board  sooner,  but  said  that  there  was  a  prospect 
of  immediate  settlement.  Three  days  later,  word 
was  received  from  the  manager  that  the  strike 
had  been  settled  on  the  terms  offered  by  him  some 
time  before,  and  that  some  of  the  workmen  had 
returned  to  work. 
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WALKER  &  PRATT  MANUFACTURING  COMPANY  — 

BOSTON. 


On  July  23  complaint  was  received  from  the 
steamfitters  employed  by  the  Walker  &  Pratt 
Manufacturing  Company,  alleging  the  hiring  of  a 
non-union  "  helper/'  contrary  to  the  rules  adopted 
for  "steam  fitters  and  helpers/'  and  contrary  to 
the  terms  of  the  agreement  entered  into  on  Octo- 
ber 24, 1895,  as  set  forth  in  the  last  annual  report 
of  this  Board.  On  the  27th  the  employer  and 
the  agent  of  the  workmen  met  the  Board,  by 
appointment.  The  employer  urged  that,  the 
workman  in  question  being  a  "helper,''  and  not 
a  steamfitter,  the  agreement  referred  to  did  not 
apply  to  him.  It  appeared,  however,  that  in  all 
the  shops  of  the  Master  Steam  Fitters'  Association 
were  posted  "  Rules  for  Steam  Fitters  and  Helpers  " 
signed  by  the  president  and  the  secretary  of  the 
association,  from  which  fact  it  was  argued  by  the 
workmen  that  the  evident  intention  of  the  associa- 
tion was  to  include  the  helpers  in  the  agreement. 

Article  III.  of  the  agreement  was  as  follows:  — 
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That,  in  hiring  steam  fitters  in  the  future,  menibers  of 
the  Boston  Steam  Fitters'  Union  shall  be  given  the  prefer- 
ence, when  of  equal  capacity  and  skill. 

The  Board  was  asked  to  put  a  construction 
upon  this  article.  After  discussing  the  matter  in- 
formally, the  Board,  in  view  of  the  delicate  nature 
of  the  questions  raised,  advised  that  an  applica- 
tion in  regular  form  be  made  up  and  filed,  and 
that  efforts  be  made  to  have  the  subject  acted 
upon  by  the  association  and  the  union.  Accord- 
ingly an  application  from  the  agent  of  the  steam- 
fitters^  union  was  filed,  and  notice  thereof  was 
sent  to  the  association.  At  length,  on  August 
14,  the  employer,  the  agent  of  the  union  and  the 
president  of  the  association  met  the  Board,  and 
the  questions  in  dispute  were  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed. It  was  agreed  by  all  that  the  helpers 
ought  to  be  and  were  in  fact  considered  as 
on  the  same  footing,  under  the  rules,  as  the 
steamfitters;  but  as  the  Board  hesitated,  under 
the  circumstances,  to  put  a  construction  upon  a 
clause  which  had  been  agreed  to  by  the  associa- 
tion and  the  union,  it  was  finally  recommended, 
as  the  most  proper  course  to  be  adopted,  in  view 
of  the  rights  of  persons  not  represented,  that 
the  agent  of  the  union  should  present  the  matter 
of  his  complaint  directly  to  the  association,  and 
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request  a  conference  with  a  committee  of  the 
association,  for  the  purpose  of  settling  a  matter 
of  mutual  concern.  The  Board  said  that,  in  case 
no  result  should  be  obtained  in  this  manner,  the 
matter  might  be  brought  to  the  Board's  attention 
again.  This  course  met  with  the  approval  of  the 
parties,  and  a  short  time  afterwards  the  objection 
was  removed,  and  the  controversy  settled  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all  concerned. 
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H.  B.  REED  — WEYMOUTH. 


The  stitchers  employed  by  H.  B.  Reed,  at 
South  Weymouth,  struck  on  July  27  against 
a  new  price  list  introduced  by  the  employer.  A 
few  days  later  a  representative  of  organized  labor 
in  Brockton,  acting  in  behalf  of  the  strikers, 
called  to  see  the  Board  and  asked  for  informa- 
tion concerning  the  Board's  mode  of  procedure, 
and  subsequently  the  employer  called  and  made 
similar  inquiries.  Both  parties  obtained  the  de- 
sired information,  and  on  August  3  the  stitchers 
returned  to  work,  pending  an  attempt  at  a  set- 
tlement. The  negotiations  were  greatly  pro- 
longed by  reason  of  the  employer's  desire  to 
establish  an  agreement  with  all  his  employees, 
under  which  all  questions  which  might  arise  in 
the  future  should  be  referred  to  the  decision  of 
the  State  Board,  if  the  parties  were  unable  to 
agree  to  a  settlement  by  themselves.  While  this 
report  has  been  in  preparation,  information  has 
been  received  that  the  question  of  stitching  prices 
has  been  settled,  with  an  agreement  like  that 
outlined  above,  signed  by  the  representatives  of 
all  hands  except  the  lasters* 
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PITCHBXJRG  RAILROAD  COMPANY— BOSTON. 


By  an  application  filed  July  3,  and  emanating 
from  the  freight  handlers  employed  by  the  Fitch- 
burg  Kailroad  Company  in  Boston,  the  Board 
was  informed  that  there  was  a  controversy  be- 
tween employer  and  employees,  and  was  requested 
to  investigate  the  following  grievances :  — 

1.  The  employees  are  frequently  required  to  work 
from  noon  till  midnight,  without  an  opportunity  to  eat. 

2.  Leave  of  absence  is  never  granted,  for  any  reason. 

3.  Employees  have  been  and  still  are  discharged  for 
making  necessary  visits  to  the  management  of  the  road. 

4.  Men  are  frequently  discharged  without  any  cause. 

5.  No  organization  of  the  men,  and  no  authorized 
agent,  have  been  recognized  by  the  employer. 

After  the  usual  evidence  of  agency  had  been 
received,  the  Board  called  upon  the  general  man- 
ager and  laid  before  him  in  detail  the  several 
matters  complained  of,  and  subsequently  furnished 
him  with  a  copy  of  the  application.  At  the  re- 
quest of  the  Board,  he  said  that  he  would  look 
into  the  matter  and  communicate  later  with  the 
Board.    On  the  13th  an  oral  communication  was 
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received  from  him,  which  was  in  substance  that 
the  men  were  allowed  time  for  supper,  when 
working  at  Bight  after  8  o'clock,  on  the  com- 
pany's time,  fifteen  minutes  each;  that  on  June 
27  there  was  an  exception:  seven  gangs  came 
together  and  demanded  supper  on*  company's 
time,  at  7.15  o'clock  p.  m.  The  day  ends  at 
7  o'clock.  Six  of  the  gangs  were  induced  to 
return  to  work  and  finish  loading  the  train  that 
was  nearly  ready  to  start  out.  The  remaining 
gang  decided  to  go  home,  and  tried  to  induce 
the  others  to  go  home  also.  It  was  expected 
that  all  work  would  be  completed  by  8  o'clock; 
none  of  the  foremen  went  to  supper,  because  they 
were  anxious  to  get  the  work  done,  and  avoid 
overtime  work.  None  of  the  men  were  com- 
pelled to  work  after  hours.  If  they  did  so,  they 
did  it  voluntarily,  and  were  paid  for  it.  As  the 
men  who  went  home  were  not  employed  after- 
wards, this  was  thought  to  be  the  immediate  oc- 
casion of  the  application  to  the  Board.  The 
substance  of  the  interview  with  the  general  man- 
ager and  of  his  oral  communication  was  reported 
to  a  committee  of  four,  representing  the  work- 
men and  all  members  of  the  discharged  gang. 

The  accuracy  of  the  statements   made  by  the 
manager  were  in  some  respects  denied,  but  they 
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all  agreed  in  saying,  in  response  to  the  Board's 
questions,  that,  if  the  discharged  men  could  be 
re-employed,  there  would  be  no  occasion  to  pro- 
ceed further  with  the  matter.  The  Board  there- 
upon undertook  to  make  its  best  endeavors  to 
that  end,  and,  after  two  visits  made  when  the 
general  manager  was  out  of  town,  an  interview 
was  at  last  obtained,  in  which  the  re-hiring  of 
the  men  was  urged  as  strongly  as  the  circum- 
stances would  permit.  It  was,  however,  of  no 
avail,  because  the  manager  said  that,  in  the  first 
place,  work  was  slack,  and  he  was  more  in- 
clined to  discharge  some  of  the  men  he  had 
than  to  employ  more;  and,  second,  that  the  pol- 
icy of  the  corporation  was  opposed  to  the  recog- 
nition of  the  American  Railway  Union,  or  the 
employment  of  any  of  its  members.  This  position 
was  adhered  to  throughout  the  conversation, 
and  was  of  necessity  decisive  of  the  question  of 
re-hiring  the  discharged  men.

WYMASr  BESTATJBANTS  — BOSTON. 


On  August  13  the  waiters  employed  by 
Charles  P.  Wyman,  on  Spring  Lane  and  Wash- 
ington Street,  and  in  other  places  in  Boston, 
struck  for  an  increase  in  the  rate  of  wages,  and 
for  a  shorter  working  day.  The  strikers  were 
sustained  by  the  Boston  Waiters'  Alliance.  On 
the  18th  the  Board  received  from  the  president 
of  the  alliance  a  formal  written  notice  of  the 
strike,  and  a  request  for  an  investigation  by  the 
Board.  The  Board  sought  and  obtained  inter- 
views with  the  proprietors  of  the  restaurants 
involved,  and  learned  from  Charles  P.  Wyman 
that  he  had  all  the  help  he  needed,  and  would 
not  take  back  the  old  employees,  and  had  nothing 
to  arbitrate  upon.  At  the  place  of  business  on 
Causeway  Street  the  Board  was  informed  that  the 
restaurant  belonged  to  G.  S.  Wyman  &  Co.,  that 
there  had  been  no  strike  and  no  trouble  whatever. 

The  result  of  these  inquiries  was  given  to  the 
president  of  the  alliance,  who  said  that  the 
Boston    Central    Labor    Union    had    taken    up 
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the  matter  of  the  several  controverbies  in  the 
"Wyman  restaurants,  so  called,  and  that  that 
body  was  considering  the  advisability  of*  asking 
further  proceedings  by  the  State  Board;  but 
nothing  more  was  heard  by  the  Board. 
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HOISTING  Ac  PORTABLE  ENGINEEBS  —  BOSTON. 


On  May  4  occurred  a  general  strike  of  the 
hoisting  and  portable  engineers  of  Boston,  based 
upon  a  demand  for  an  eight-hour  da}^  without 
reduction  of  wages,  and  the  employment  of  none 
but  union  men,  New  men  were  employed,  and 
the  agitation  was  kept  up  through  the  newspapers 
and  by  other  means.  In  the  latter  part  of  June 
it  was  thought  that  the  State  Board  might  be  able 
to  bring  the  parties  most  interested  to  agree 
to  a  conference,  and  thus  dispose  of  a  constant 
source  of  annoyance  to  all  concerned. 

The  action  of  the  Board  in  this  difficult  under- 
taking is  sufficiently  set  forth  in  the  following 
report,  which  was  given  to  the  public  on  Sep- 
tember 4 :  — 

In  the  matter  of  the  strike  of  Hoisting  and  Portable  Engineers^ 

Boston, 

On  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  June  this  Board  received 
formal  notice  in  writing  that  a  strike  had  occurred  in 
Boston  on  May  4,  1896,  involving  Woodbury  &  Leigh- 
ton,  McNeil  Brothers,  Soule  &  Son,  Clark  &  Whitney, 
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and  other  builders,  and  those  lately  employed  by  them 
as  hoisting  and  portable  engineers.  This  Board,  at  the 
time  of  said  notification,  was  requested  to  put  itself  in 
communication  with  the  employers  and  the  employees 
involved,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  amica- 
ble settlement  between  them ;  **  and  if  the  Board  deems 
it  advisable,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  said  con- 
troversy, and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly 
responsible  or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  continu- 
ance of  the  same." 

Acting  in  response  to  the  above  request,  this  Board 
entered  into  communication  with  the  Mason  Builders' 
Association,  of  which  the  employers  most  directly  con- 
cerned were  members,  and  proposed  a  conference  with 
the  engineers  or  their  representatives.  This  suggestion 
was  not  favorably  received  by  the  employers,  who  said, 
through  their  secretary,  that  the  association  <<  has  done 
all  that  possibly  can  be  expected  of  it,  and,  as  it  can  see 
no  possible  way  of  any  change  in  its  position,  it  does 
not  consider  it  advisable  to  enter  into  the  conference 
suggested." 

The  Board  having  been  credibly  informed  that  the 
employers  were  averse  to  recognizing  any  union  which 
was  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Building  Trades  Coun- 
cil, it  was  next  attempted  by  a  committee  of  that  council 
to  obtain  an  interview  with  the  Master  Builders'  Associa- 
tion, for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  obstacles  in  the 
way,  and  with  a  desire  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  remove 
any  such  obstacles.  This  method  of  procedure  was  ap- 
proved by  this  Board,  for  the  reason  that  the  Master 
Builders'  Association  appears  to  hold,  with  reference  to 
employers  in  the  building  trades,  a  position  somewhat 
analogous  to  that  held  by  the  Building  Trades  Council 
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towards  the  various  artisans  employed  in  those  trades ; 
and  it  seemed  reasonable  to  expect  that,  if  these  two 
representative  bodies  would  meet  and  confer  through 
their  respective  committees,  not  only  might  the  case 
of  the  eno^ineers  be  settled,  but  an  asrreement  mi^i^ht  be 
arrived  at  respecting  matters  of  general  concern  to  all 
the  workmen,  and  thus,  for  the  future,  strikes  and  lock- 
outs be  averted,  at  least  to  a  considerable  extent. 

The  Master  Builders'  Association  did  not  repiy 
promptly  to  the  request  of  the  Building  Trades  Council ; 
but  after  much  delay  a  letter  was  received  from  the  sec- 
retary of  the  association,  dated  July  17,  and  stating 
that,  at  a  meeting  held  two  days  before,  after  pro- 
longed discussion,  it  was  voted  not  to  appoint  dele- 
gates to  such  a  committee  of  conference. 

All  attempts  to  establish  new  and  better  relations  for 
the  future  between  employers  and  employed  in  the 
building  trades  having  failed,  the  Board  was  requested 
by  the  hoisting  and  portable  engineers  and  their  friends 
to  give  a  public  hearing  in  their  particular  case,  and  to 
pass  judgment  upon  the  facts  as  they  might  be  dis- 
closed in  evidence;  and,  as  a  further  reason  for  so 
doing,  it  was  represented  that  a  general  strike  of  the 
building  trades  of  Boston  was  threatened  and  seemed 
likely  to  occur.  Accordingly,  the  usual  notice  was 
given  in  the  daily  papers  of  Boston,  of  a  hearing  to  be 
held  at  the  State  House  on  August  5,  and  at  the  time 
and  place  appointed  the  Board  was  addressed  by  rep- 
resentatives of  the  several  building  trades,  including 
the  engineers,  and  by  representatives  of  the  Central 
Labor  Union  of  Boston.  Isaac  F.  Woodbury  appeared 
as  representing  the  Mason  Builders'  Association,  and 
took  part  in  the  discussion,  but  no  other  of  the  em- 
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ployers   interested  offered  any  suggestion  or  made   any 
statement  to  the  Board.* 

It  appeared  from  the  testimony  at  the  hearing  that 
the  unions  of  the  building  trades  of  Boston  were  heartily 
in  favor  of  establishing  such  relations  with  their  em- 
ployers that,  instead  of  resorting  to  strikes  and  lockouts, 
all  differences  which  might  arise  should  be  discussed 
amicably,  and,  in  case  of  failure  to  agree,  should  be 
referred  to  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration,  or  some 
other  board  of  arbitration  to  be  established  by  agree- 
ment of  the  parties  concerned.  It  appeared  also  that, 
when  a  committee  of  the  hoisting  and  portable  engineers 
called  upon  and  met  the  committee  of  the  Mason 
Builders'  Association,  a  printed  agreement  was  set  be- 
fore the  workmen,  with  a  request  that  they  should  first 
sign  the  paper  in  behalf  of  themselves  and  those  whom 
they  represented.  They  hesitated  about  doing  this, 
and  said  that  it  seemed  to  them  the  better  course  to 
discuss  what  they  had  met  to  talk  about,  before  signing 
anything ;  and,  in  any  event,  their  authority  as  a  com- 
mittee was  not  sufficient  to  warrant  them  in  signing 
the  paper  presented.  This  ended  the  interview,  for  the 
employers  positively  refused  to  discuss  any  questions 
at  issue  without  the  preliminary  of  signing.  There- 
upon the  Central  Labor  Union  of  Boston  took  up  the 
cause  of  the  engineers,  and  made  an  unsuccessful  effort 
to  obtain  a  conference  between  the  engineers  and  the 
Mason  Builders.      Then  followed,  as  has  already  been 

*  A  qaestion  having  been  raised  as  to  the  accuracy  of  this  statement,  it  is 
proper  to  state  here  that,  according  to  the  stenographer's  report,  Mr.  Wood- 
bury said,  "  I  represent  Woodbury  k  Leighton,  McNeil  Brothers,  Soule  &  Son, 
C.  Everett  Clarlc  &  Co.,  and  also  other  baiiders  who  are  members  of  the 
Mason  Builders'  Association." 
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stated,  the  attempts  of  the  Building  Trades  Council  and 
the  State  Board,  —  all  without  practical  results. 

Owing  to  the  course  of  affairs,  and  the  fact  that  the 
workmen  struck  without  first  applying  to  the  State 
Board,  under  the  law,  it  is  unnecessary  for  the  Board 
now  to  express  an}^  opinion  concerning  the  reasonable- 
ness or  unreasonableness  of  the  demands  made  by  the 
engineers,  for  the  enforcement  of  which  they  went  on 
the  strike.  Under  the  circumstances  of  this  case,  all 
that  this  Board  can  now  do  is  to  report  the  conclu- 
sions  as  to  which  party  to  this  controversy  *'  is  mainly 
responsible  or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  con- 
tinuance of  the  same." 

First.  —  The  Board  regrets  that  it  was  deemed  neces- 
sary to  resort  to  the  strike  in  the  first  instance,  for  it 
is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  all  the  later  attempts  of 
the  Central  Labor  Union,  the  Building  Trades  Council 
and  the  State  Board  to  further  some  reasonable  scheme 
of  arbitration  could  have  been  entered  upon  with  more 
hope  of  success  if  there  had  been  no  strike  on  hand 
to  embarrass  all  concerned. 

Second.  —  The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that,  when 
the  representatives  of  the  hoisting  and  portable  en- 
gineers had  met  their  employers,  it  was  unwise,  if  not 
unreasonable,  for  the  employers  to  refuse  to  talk  witli 
them  about  grievances  or  supposed  grievances,  unless 
they  should  first  accept  and  adopt  without  discussion  a 
certain  plan  devised  by  the  employers  for  the  settle- 
ment of  all  differences.  This  opinion  is  formed  with- 
out any  reference  to  the  merits  of  the  proposed  plan, 
.  or  the  validity  of  the  workmen's  objections  to  it.  On 
these  points  the  Board  expresses  no  opinion. 

Third. — It  appeared  at  the  hearing  that  the  mason 
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builders  are  all  either  members  of  the  Master  Builders' 
Association  or  closely  allied  with  that  corporation.  It 
therefore  seems  to. this  Board  that  it  was  a  proper  and 
commendable  thing  for  the  Building  Trades  Council  to 
undertake  to  confer  with  the  larger  body  of  employers 
in  the  trades,  with  a  view  to  settling  the  grievances  of 
the  engineers,  and  at  the  same  time  to  make  such  an 
agreement  for  the  future  as  would  assure  more  stable 
relations  between  employer  and  employed.  Conse- 
quently the  Board  regrets  that  the  Master  Builders' 
Association  declined  to  meet  the  council  for  the  pur- 
poses suggested,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  mem- 
bers of  that  association,  in  view  of  the  public  and 
private  interests  involved,  will  yet  reconsider  their 
position,  which,  if  persisted  in,  may  weigh  heavily 
against  all  reasonable  and  impartial  attempts  in  the 
future  to  solve  the  labor  question  fairly  to  all  con- 
cerned.

BesulL  The  hope  so  mildly  expressed  by  the 
Board  that  the  Master  Builders'  Association 
would  reconsider  their  position  and  co-operate 
to  bring  about  a  settlement  of  the  difficulty,  was 
not  fulfilled  by  any  action  of  that  body.  One 
thing,  however,  may  be  noted:  after  the  report 
of  the  State  Board  was  published,  the  agitation 
of  the  strike  on  the  part  of  the  workmen  and 
the  unions  ceased,  and  the  public  was  subjected 
to  no  more  annoyance  by  reason  of  it. 
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JOHN  O'CONNELL  &  SONS-MABLBOROUGH. 


Among  the  Marlborough  applications,  filed 
January  22,  1896,  was  one  relating  to  reductions 
made  in  the  factory  of  John  O'Connell  &  Sons. 
On  September  4  the  Board  received  a  letter 
from  the  agents  of  the  "Boot  and  Shoe  Work- 
ers' Joint  Council,"  in  Marlborough,  stating  that 
they  had  been  unable  to  settle  prices  with  the 
firm,  and  asking  the  Board  to  take  up  the  ap- 
plication and  proceed  to  a  decision.  A  few  days 
later  the  same  agents  filed,  at  the  request  of  the 
Board,  a  list  of  eight  itenis  which  they  claimed 
to  be  still  unsettled. 

After  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  arrange  a 
meeting  at  Marlborough,  an  interview  was  had 
with  a  member  of  the  firm,  in  Boston.  The 
point  was  taken,  that  the  application  filed  Jan- 
uary 22  was  no  longer  in  force,  and  bound  no 
one,  for  the  reason  that  everything  that  was  in 
dispute  at  the  above  date  had  been  settled.  It 
was  stated,  further,  that  the  firm  had  received 
from  the  agents  of  the  union  a  list  of  prices 
desired   for   the  work   represented    by  the   eight 
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items  in  the  list  filed  with  the  Board.  The  firm 
replied  that  the  prices  asked  for  would  not  be 
paid,  but  that  a  list  would  be  submitted  to  them 
by  the  firm,  and  if  not  satisfactory  to  the  work- 
men, the  firm  would  pay  by  the  day  for  the 
work  covered  by  the  disputed  items.  Such  a 
list  was  prepared,  but  was  not  acceptable  to  the 
workmen,  and  thereafter  the  work  was  paid  for 
at  day  prices. 

These  statements  were  not  controverted  by 
anyone,  and  therefore  the  Board  answered  that 
there  being  grave  doubts,  to  say  the  least, 
whether  any  action  could  be  legally  taken 
against  the  objection  of  the  firm,  under  the  ap- 
plication already  filed,  the  Board  was  of  the 
opinion  that,  if  the  Employees  had  any  matters 
in  dispute  with  the  firm,  such  matters  should 
properly  be  presented  in  the  form  of  a  new  ap- 
plication, containing  a  list  of  items,  and  stating 
distinctly  what  was  desired.  The  Board  heard 
nothing  further  of  the  matter. 
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STRIKE  OF  SAILMAKEBS  — BOSTON. 


On  September  25  there  was  a  strike  of  the  « 
sailmakers  of  Boston  for  a  nine-hour  day,  with- 
out reduction  of  wages.  The  employers  objected 
that  the  condition  of  business  would  not  warrant 
what  was,  in  effect,  a  demand  for  increased  wages, 
but  some  of  them  at  least  were  disposed  to  agree 
to  a  nine-hour  day,  with  a  proportional  reduction 
of  wages.  On  the  30th  the  Board  entered  into 
communication  with  the  employers  and  workmen, 
and  found  that  the  former  were  not  organized,  but 
were  intending  shortly  to  effect  an  organization 
with  which  to  meet  the  attacks  of  the  strikers. 

Tbe  Board's  offer  of  mediation  was  accepted 
by  the  strikers,  so  far  as  to  agree  to  meet  the 
employers  in  conference  with  the  State  Board,  for 
a  settlement.  The  employers  were  not  willing  to 
say,  in  advance  of  receiving  an  invitation  to  a 
conference,  whether  they  would  accept  it,  or  not. 

« 

Accordingly,  on  October  9,  the  Board  invited 
both  parties  to  meet  the  Board  for  a  conference 
on  the  13th  instant,  "  provided  a  settlement  shall 
not  have  been  reached  before  that  time." 
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At  the  time  appointed  a  committee  representing 
the  striking  workmen  appeared,  but  a  letter  was 
at  the  same  time  received  from  the  Master  Sail- 
makers'  Association,  saying  that,  while  they  had 
no  question  in  regard  to  the  good  intentions  of 
the  Board  in  the  matter,  they  "  must  respectfully 
decline  to  attend  said  conference."  This  action 
on  the  part  of  the  employers  was  undoubtedly 
inflnenced  by  the  fact  that  the  strike  of  sailmakcrs 
in  Gloucester  had  ended  in  failure.  The  Boston 
strike  soon  died  out.  In  fact,  the  Board  heard 
nothing  more  about  it  after  the  attempt  at  a 
conference. 
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STBIKE  OF  SAILMAEERS  -  GLOUCESTER. 


The  sailmakers  of  Gloucester  struct,  on  Sep- 
tember 28,  stating  their  grievances  as  follows: 
"That  there  shall  be  no  monthly  men  employed 
in  any  loft;  that  there  shall  be  but  two  appren- 
tices in  a  loft,  and  that  their  time  shall  be  three 
years;  that  nine  hours  shall  constitute  a  day's 
wori  and  $3*  a  day's  pay;  that  35  cents  shall  be 
paid  for  all  overtime,  including  legal  holidays; 
that  we  shall  make  rules  and  sign  petitions,  one 
week  after  this  petition  is  signed,  to  go  into  effect; 
that  we,  the  journeymen  of  Gloucester,  refuse  to 
work  in  a  loft  where  these  rules  are  not  observed/' 

The  first  result  of  the  agitation  was  the  forma- 
tion, of  a  master  sailmakers'  association  by  the 
employers,  and  at  a  meeting  it  was  voted  that,  in 
view  of  the  depressed  condition  of  business,  it 
was  necessary  to  adhere  to  the  rate  of  wages  then 
paid,  that  is,  30  cents  per  hour.  It  was  also  voted 
that  nine  hours  should  be  considered  a  day's  work, 
to  be  paid  for  at  the  above  rate,  overtime  to  be 
paid  for  at  the  same  rate. 
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An  interview  was  had  with  the  workmen  at 
Gloucester,  on  October  6;  and,  in  reply  to  a 
question,  they  said  that  they  would  accept  an 
invitation  to  a  conference  with  the  employers  and 
the  State  Board,  if  such  a  conference  could  be 
arranged.  Two  days  later,  interviews  were  had 
with  some  of  the  employers,  relative  to  a  con- 
ference, but  the  strike  was  then  breaking  up  and 
the  men  returning  to  work;  consequently  noth- 
ing was  done  by  the  Board,  and  the  strike  came 
to  an  end  on  the  following  day. 
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GBEGOBY,  SHAW  &  CO.  — SOUTH  FBAMINQHASC. 


On  or  about  September  22  the  firm  of  Gregory, 
Shaw  &  Co.,  of  South  Framingham,  shoe  manu- 
facturers, exhibited  to  their  employees  a  revised 
and  reduced  price  list,  which  it  was  intended  to 
put  in  force  on  November  1  following.  Four 
days  later  the  executive  board  of  the  union  re- 
turned the  list  to  the  superintendent,  saying  that 
they  could  not  accept  the  proposed  list,  but 
would  be  willing  to  sit  down  with  him  and  make 
up  a  new  list  to  be  agreed  to.  No  reply  was 
made  to  this.  On  October  26,  the  executive 
board  wrote  a  letter  to  the  firm,  saying,  among 
other  things,  that  they  were  still  ready  to  join  in 
making  up  a  fair  list  of  prices,  or  they  would 
agree  to  submit  the  case  jointly  to  the  State 
Board.  In  the  answer  which  was  received  no 
notice  was  taken  of  the  above  suggestion  or 
offer. 

In  the  latter  part  of  October,  notice  was  given 
by  the  superintendent  that  on  Saturday,  the  31st, 
the  factory  would  shut  down  for  repairs,  and 
would  be  re-opened  on  November  5.     However, 
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on  the  day  next  preceding  the  appointed  time 
for  resuming  work,  the  employees  voted  not  to 
accept  the  new  schedule  of  wages,  and  practi- 
cally all  the  employees  remained  away  from 
the  factory.  The  firm  then  advertised  for  new 
employees. 

By  a  letter  dated  November  10,  and  received 
on  the  following  day,  the  selectmen  of  Framing- 
ham,  acting  in  accordance  with  chapter  269, 
Acts  of  1887,  section  5,  notified  the  State  Board 
"that  differences  exist  between  the  firm  of 
Gregory,  Shaw  &  Co-,  of  Framingham,  and  their 
employees,  and  that  said  employees  are  at  pres- 
ent idle.'*  In  response  to  this  notification,  the 
Board  visited  South  Framingham,  on  the  13th, 
and  met  successively  the  superintendent  of  the 
factory  and  a  committee  of  the  workmen.  It 
was  learned  that  all  but  about  thirty  or  forty 
of  the  employees  were  out,  and,  although  a  few 
new  ones  had  been  engaged,  not  much  was  being 
done  in  the  factory. 

The  superintendent  said  that  the  reduced  list 
had  been  prepared  with  care,  and  in  view  of 
what  the  firm  could  afford  to  pay,  not  bringing 
the  prices  down  to  the  basis  of  their  most  active 
competitors,  but  recognizing  the  fact  that  their 
immediate    neighbors,    although    not    competitors 
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of  theirs  to  any  extent,  were  paying  higher 
prices  than  their  real  competitors,  who  were  more 
remote.  In  view  of  these  facts,  he  said  that  the 
firm  could  not  consent  to  submit  the  wage  list 
to  arbitration;  that  the  factory  was  open  to  any 
one  who  might  apply  for  work,  and  there  would 
be  no  discrimination  against  the  old  employees. 

The  workmen  were  found  equally  firm  in  their 
determination  not  to  yield  to  any  arbitrary  list 
made  up  by  the  firm,  without,  as  they  thought, 
allowing  the  employees  sufficient  consideration. 
They  thought  also  that  their  willingness  to  sub- 
mit to  arbitration  and  the  refusal  of  the  firm 
should  count  in  favor  of  the  workmen.  Under 
this  state  of  facts  the  Board  could  do  nothing 
but  wait  for  such  a  change  of  feeling  on  one 
side  or  the  other  as  seemed  likely  to  come  in 
the  course  of  time. 

The  Board  has  communicated  with  the  parties, 
from  time  to  time,  either  directly  or  indirectly; 
but,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  no  mate- 
rial change  has  manifested  itself  in  the  attitude 
of  the  parties  towards  each  other. 
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WEST  END  STREET  RAILWAY  COMPANY  -  BOSTON. 


On  December  24  occurred  a  noteworthy  strike 
on  the  part  of  employees  of  the  West  End  Street 
Railway  Company,  in  Boston.  The  facts  and 
grievances  are  so  fully  set  forth  in  the  statements 
published  by  the  respective  parties,  that  not  much 
in  the  way  of  comment  will  be  necessary* 

On  December  1  M.  L.  Young,  president  of  the 
conductors',  drivers'  and  motormen's  union,  pre- 
sented to  the  corporation,  for  consideration,  a  pro- 
posed agreement,  which  was  as  follows :  — 

Article  1. 

All  revenue  work  in  car  service  shall  be  described  as 
regular  cars,  extra  cars  and  special  (or  chartered)  cars. 

Article  2. 

No  more  than  ten  (10)  hours'  work  to  be  performed 
within  twelve  (12)  consecutive  hours  will  be  exacted 
from  conductors,  drivers  or  motormen  in  any  one  day, 
except  as  provided  by  law. 

All  time  to  be  calculated  from  the  time  they  report 
for  duty  until  relieved  or  car  put  up  and  accounts 
deposited.  •  . ,  ;  : 
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Article  3. 

All  work  done  by  regular  men  shall  be  laid  out  on 
the  basis  of  ten  (10)  hours'  work,  to  be  done  in  not 
more  than  twelve  (12)  consecutive  hours,  and  men  shall 
be  paid  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50  *) 
per  day  for  all  work  as  described  in  article  2. 

In  all  cases  wherein  the  work  of  regular  men,  owing 
to  accident  or  unavoidable  delay,  exceeds  ten  (10)  hours, 
such  overtime  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  thirty  (30) 
cents  per  hour,  in  addition  to  the  amounts  above  pro- 
vided, as  follows :  — 

For  ten  (10)  minutes  or  less,  five  (5)  cents. 

For  over  ten  (10)  minutes  and  less  than  twenty-one 
(21)  minutes,  ten  (10)  cents. 

Men  doing  full  schedule  work,  which  shall  not  exceed 
Feven  and  one-half  (7J)  hours,  on  regular  night  cars, 
shall  receive  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50). 

Extra  cars  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  thirty  (30)  cents 
per  hour,  any  fraction  of  one-half  hour  to  be  called  one- 
half  hour.  Any  work  done  in  five  consecutive  hours  to 
be  paid  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  ($1.25). 

Article  4. 

All  special  (chartered)  cars  starting  previous  to  ten 
(10)  P.31.  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  thirty  (30)  cents  per 
hour.  Conductors,  drivers  and  motormen  of  such  cars 
starting  between  ten  (10)  p.m.  and  five  (5)  a.m.  shall 
be  paid  one  dollar  ($1)  for  the  first  two  (2)  hours  or 
fraction  thereof,  and  at  the  rate  of  fifty  (50)  cents  per 
hour  thereafter. 

*  Tbie  demand  wai  soon  changed  to  f  2.26. 
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Article  5. 

All  men  on  cars  starting  before  three  (3)  p.m.  who 
report  within  one  hour  after  their  car  has  gone  out  shall 
be  placed  at  the  foot  of  the  extra  list  for  that  day  only. 
On  cars  starting  after  three  (3)  p.m.  such  men  shall  be 
placed  at  the  foot  of  the  extra  list  for  the  balance  of  thut 
day  and  also  for  the  following  day;  and  in  either  case 
shall  be  charged  with  a  tardy  report,  and  for  the  fourth 
tardy  report  they  shall  be  charged  with  a  miss. 

Three  subsequent  misses  shall  be  treated  in  a  like  man- 
ner; but  for  the  fifth  within  one  year  (said  year  to  begin 
January  1)  he  shall  have  the  standing  only  of  a  new  man 
employed  by  the  company,  beginning  at  the  bottom  of 
the  extra  list. 

A  division  superintendent  may,  within  his  discretion, 
accept  an  excuse  from  an  employee  for  the  first  or  any 
subsequent  miss. 

When  conductors,  drivers  or  motormen  are  placed  at 
the  foot  of  the  extra  list  for  missing,  as  provided  in  this 
article,  they  shall  report  (at  the  station  to  which  they 
have  been  ordered)  each  day  while  so  rated  at  seven  (7) 
A.M.  roll-call  and  remain  until  six  (6)  p.m.,  unless  de- 
tailed or  excused.  Each  failure  to  do  so  will  be  called 
a  miss,  and  will  entail  an  additional  day  at  the  foot  of 
the  list. 

Article  6. 

All  extra  conductors,  drivers  and  motormen  shall  re- 
port each  day  at  seven  (7)  a.3I.  roll-call  at  the  station 
to  which  they  are  regularly  assigned  for  work,  and  re- 
main there  until  six  (6)  p.m.,  unless  previously  detailed 
or  excused.  Failure  to  do  so  will  place  the  oflender  at 
the  foot  of  the  extra  list  for  one  day. 
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Extra  men  will  find  it  to  their  advantage  to  report 
before  seven  (7)  a.m.  roll-call,  and  men  so  reporting 
after  five  (5)  a.m.  shall  be  listed  and  receive  work  in 
rotation  as  they  report,  holding  such  position  only  until 
seven  (7)  a.m.,  after  which  time  each  man  will  take  his 
*    regular  position  on  the  list. 

The  division  superintendent  may  detail  in  rotation 
extra  men  to  report  at  any  station  prior  to  seven 
(7)  a.m.  Men  especially  detailed  for  early  work  shall 
have     precedence    for    work    given    out    before    seven 

(7)  A.M. 

Failure  to  report  on  time  will  subject  the  offender  to 
the  same  penalty  as  provided  for  extra  men  missing  at 
seven  (7)  a.m.  roll-call. 

Work  to  be  given  out  to  the  extra  men  on  the  follow- 
ing plan :  — 

When  there  is  but  one  central  station  or  headquarters 
for  the  assignment  of  extra  men  in  a  division,  the  man 
longest  in  service  in  that  division  shall  be  the  first  man 
on  the  list,  and  shall  be  assigned  to  the  first  vacancy 
occurring  each  day,  unless  already  detailed  or  excused. 

When  there  is  more  than  one  central  station  or  head- 
quarters for  the  assignment  of  extra  men  in  a  division, 
men  shall  b/^  rated  by  stations,  at  each  of  which  the 
man  longest/ in  service  in  tbat  division  shall  be  the  first 
man  on  the  list,  and  shall  be  assigned  to  the  first  vacancy 
occurring  each  day  at  that  station,  unless  already  de- 
tailed or  excused. 

All  extra  men  shall  be  allowed  to  exchange  cars  or 
places  on  the  list  at  each  station,  holding  such  place 
of  men  exchanged  with  until  change  of  time,  when  each 
man  shall  receive  his  rating  at  station  according  to 
length  of  service  in  the  division. 
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Extra  men  shall  retain  their  position  or  rating  on  the 
list  when  returning  from  any  forenoon  detail,  said  posi- 
tion or  rating  to  cease,  if  also  assigned  to  work  on  the 
afternoon  list  or  detail.  With  this  exception,  work 
given  out  to  extra  men  at  any  time  of  day  shall  be 
according  to  rating. 

All  early  reporting  men  shall  be  paid  for  time  held 
at  station  previous  to  seven  (7)  a.m.  roll  call,  unless 
detailed,  for  work. 

Article  7. 

Conductors,  drivers  and  motormen.  of  all  cars  re- 
porting at  or  before  five-thirty  (5.30)  a.m.  to  have  not 
less  than  one-half  hour  for  breakfast,  and  these  and  all 
other  conductors,  drivers  and  motormen  to  have  at  least 
one  hour  and  thirty  minutes  for  dinner;  and  said  time 
to  be  allowed  as  near  the  middle  of  the  day's  work  as 
possible.  And  that  no  conductor,  driver  or  motorman 
be  required  to  work  more  than  six  (6)  consecutive  hours 
without  such  meal  time  being  allowed. 

Article  8. 

Regular  men  having  no  Sunday  time  and  are  com- 
pelled to  report  shall  be  paid  for  the  time  held  at  station. 

Article  9. 

When,  in  any  division,  there  is  a  regular  car  to  be 
given  away,  arising  directly  or  indirectly  from  resigna- 
tion or  discharge,  the  regular  man  who  has  been  longest 
in  the  service  of  the  company  in  that  division  shall  have 
the  preference  in  making  application  for  such  car. 

All  cars  shall  be  advertised  on  the  list  at  least  three 
days  before  they  are  given  away. 
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When  necessary  to  re-rate  the  men  at  one  or  more 
stations,  they  shall  be  re-rated  at  those  stations  only, 
the  car  getting  through  first  according  to  schedule  to 
be  given  to  the  man  at  those  stations  who  has  been 
longest  in  the  service  in  that  division. 

Regular  cars  to  be  given  away,  arising  from  change 
of  time  tables,  shall  be  given  to  the  extra  men,  be- 
ginning at  the  head  of  the  extra  list ;  but  when  regular 
cars  are  lost  by  change  of  time,  the  men  displaced  shall 
have  the  place  on  the  extra  li»t  to  which  they  are 
entitled  by  their  rating. 

When  a  line  of  cars  is  transferred  from  one  division 
to  another,  the  men  running  such  cars  shall,  if  they 
desire,  aldo  be  transferred,  and  shall  retain  their  cars 
until  a  change  of  time,  or  new  rating,  when  they  and 
all  other  men  in  that  division  shall  receive  their  rating 
from  the  time  hired  with  the  company.  Any  man  losing 
his  regular  car  through  change  of  time  shall  have  the 
right  to  ask  for  any  car  to  be  given  away  in  that 
division. 

This  article  is  subject  to  the  provision  that  no  man 
shall  be  assigned  to  service  upon  an  electric  car  unless, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  division  superintendent,  he  is 
competent  for  such  service. 

Article  10. 

No  conductor,  driver  or  motorman  shall  be  compelled 
to  work  more  than  two  (2)  weeks  without  having  a 
day  off,  if  he  desires  it. 

Regular  men  or  extra  men,  when  assigned  for  work, 
desiring  to  be  excused,  must  notify  the  oflScial  in  charge 
of  the  station  from  which  they  run,  or  at  the  office 
of  the  superintendent  (as  he  msiy  direct),  at  or  before 
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two  (2)  P.M.  on  the  day  preceding  the  day  they  desire 
to  be  excused.  v 

Men  asking  to  be  off,  having  failed  to  give  notice 
on  the  previous  day,  if  excused,  shall  forfeit,  to  the 
man  taking  their  places,  all  pay  for  the  trips  they  have 
run  when  the  same  do  not  constitute  half  of  the  work 
on  that  car  for  the  day. 

Article  11. 

If,  under  pressure  of  necessity,  a  division  superin- 
tendent decides  it  to  be  expedient  to  run  extra  trips, 
he  may  call  upon  regular  men  for  such  duty;  but  a 
record  of  such  extra  work  shall  be  kept,  and  such  work 
shall  be  distributed,  as  nearly  as  possible,  from  time 
to  time,  among  all  the  regular  men  in  that  division, 
so  that  they  may  be  called  upon  to  do  no  more  than 
their  fair  share  of  extra  work  of  this  nature. 

Regular  men,  when  called  upon  to  do  such  extra  work, 
shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  thirty  (30)  cents  per  hour. 
No  single  trip  of  this  kind  to  be  run  at  less  than  fifty 
{50)  cents.  Regular  men  so  reporting  shall  receive  not 
less  than  fifty  (50)  cents,  whether  the  trip  be  run  or  not. 

When  necessary  to  loan  men  from  one  division  to 
another,  they  shall  be  taken  from  the  bottom  of  the 
extra  list,  and  shall  receive  for  each  day  so  detailed  not 
less  than  one  dollar  (ll)*  but  shall  not  take  precedence 
over  the  extra  men  in  the  division  to  which  they  have 
been  loaned. 

Article  12. 

On  all  lines,  when  the  running  time  is  less  than  one 
(1)  hour  and  forty  (40)  minutes  per  r  >und  trip,  Sunday 
regular  work  will  be  laid  out  on  a  basis  of  nine  (9)  hours 
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in  eleven  (11),  not  to  exceed  nine  and  one-half  (9 J)  in 
eleven  and  one-half  (Hi)  consecutive  hours. 

Time  worked  over  »eight  and  one-half  (8J)  hours  on 
Sundays,  on  regular  and  extra  cars,  to  be  paid  for  as 
overtime. 

The  full  number  of  men  running  regular  week-day  cars 
to  be  considered  in  the  order  of  their  rating  when  making 
assignments  to  regular  cars  on  Sundays;  and  if  fewer 
cars  are  run,  the  men  dropped  are  not  required  to  work 
unless  they  desire  to,  and  in  that  case  shall  go  to  the 
bottom  of  the  extra  list. 

Regular  men  having  no  Sunday  time  shall  not  have 
prefetence  over  extra  men  for  Sunday  work. 

All  Sunday  work  on  regular  cars  shall  be  paid  for  at 
the  rate  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50)*  per  day. 

All  provisions  for  Sunday  work  and  pay  shall  also 
apply  to  all  State  and  national  holidays. 

Article  13. 

No  employee's  position  as  conductor,  driver  or  motor- 
man  will  be  kept  for  him  longer  than  thirty  (30)  days : 
provided,  however,  that,  if  he  is  sick,  the  conductor, 
driver  or  motorman  rating  next  below  him  at  that 
station  shall  be  advanced  one  car,  the  final  vacancy 
thus  created  to  be  filled  from  the  head  of  the  extra 
list,  and  the  original  rating  shall  be  restored  upon  his 
return  to  car  service. 

If  he  is  otherwise  employed  by  the  company,  the  car 
shall  be  advertised  after  the  expiration  of  thirty  (30) 
days,  and  given  away,  subject  to  being  restored  to  the 
man  upon  his  return  to  car  service.

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Article  14. 

When  working  on  snow  plows .  or  levellers  the  rates 
of  pay  shall  be  as  follows :  — 

Drivers  of  six  (6)  horse  teams  shall  receive  forty-five 
(45)  cents  per  hour. 

Drivers  of  four  (4)  horse  teams  shall  receive  forty  (40) 
cents  per  hour. 

Motormen  on  electric  plows  shall  receive  forty  (40) 
cents  per  hour. 

Conductors,  drivers  and  motormen  not  working  on 
cars  shall  have  the  preference  in  snow  work,  other  than 
above  named,  and  shall  be  paid  thirty-five  (35)  cents 
per  hour,  counting  from  the  time  they  report  at  the 
station  until  they  are  excused. 

Article  15. 

Men  shall  be  furnished  when  necessary  to  carry  the 
pole  in  four  (4)  horse  time. 

Article  16. 

Conductors,  drivers  and  motormen  shall  at  all  times 
while  on  duty  wear  a  full  regulation  suit  and  cap,  as 
follows :  — 

The  regulation  uniform  shall  consist  of  a  double- 
breasted  sack  coat  of  navy  blue  cloth,  with  vest  and 
trousers  of  the  same  material. 

The  uniform  overcoat  shall  be  double-breasted  and  of 
navy  blue  cloth,  but  wearing  it  shall  not  be  compulsory 
upon  drivers  and  motormen. 

The  regulation  cap  shall  be  of  black  serge. 

From  November  1  to  April  15  a  navy  blue  Scotch 
havelock  cap  may  be  worn ;  and  during  June,  July  and 
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August  a  regulation  straight-brimmed   brown   straw  hat 
may  be  worn  by  motormen,  drivers  and  conductors. 

The  cap  of  the  conductor  must  have  a  one-quarter- 
inch  gilt  stripe  on  the  upper  side  of  the  band  or  lapel , 
and  the  cap  or  hat  of  the  motorman  or  driver,  with  the 
exception  of  the  rubber  hat,  must  have  a  quarter-inch 
silver  stripe  on  the  upper  side  of  the  band  or  lapel. 

During  extremely  hot  weather  a  black  alpaca  coat  or 
vest,  with  the  company's  regulation  buttons,  may  be 
worn  by  either  conductor,  driver  or  motorman. 

From  November  1  to  April  15  motormen  and  drivers 
when  wearing  overcoats  need  not  wear  the  uniform  suit. 

During  wet  weather  they  may  wear  a  rubber  coat,  and 
duting  cold  weather  they  may  wear  a  fur  coat. 

All  uniform  garments,  except  the  rubber  and  fur  over- 
coats, must  be  equipped  with  the  company's  regulation 
buttons,  which  will  be  furnished  by  the  company  upon 
receiving  a  deposit  therefor.  Upon  the  termination  of 
service  of  an  employee  the  buttons  must  be  returned 
to  the  company  and  the  deposit  will  be  repaid. 

Suits,  overcoats  and  caps  may  be  purchased  by  the 
men  where  they  choose,  but  must  be  of  good  quality, 
will  be  inspected  from  time  to  time,  and  must  be  kept 
in  good  condition  and  renewed  when  necessary. 

Regulation  badges  shall  at  all  times  be  worn  upon  the 
cap  or  hat,  plainly  exposed  to  view. 

Conductors,  drivers  and  motormen  may  ride  upon  the 
cars  without  payment  of  fare  only  when  in  full  uniform, 
as  above  provided  for. 

Article   17. 

All  employees  who  deposit  five  dollars  ($5)  or  over 
with  the  company  shall  receive  interest  at  the  rate  of 
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four  (4)  per  cent,  per   annum   on   sach   deposits   after 
thirty  (30)  days. 

Article  18. 

No  conductor,  driver   or  motorman  shall   be  laid  off 
on  account  of  any  accident  that  occurs  while  in  charge  ' 
of  his  car  previous  to  an  investigation  of  the  same.' 

Any  conductor,  driver  or  motorman  reporting  back 
from  the  claim  department  shall  receive  a  definite  state- 
ment from  the  division  superintendent  as  to  when  he 
shall  report  fur  work. 

Complaints  shall  be  fairly  investigated  and  employees 

« 

exonerated  shall  be  paid  for  lost  time. 

Article  19. 

No  official  in  the  employ  of  the  company  shall  be 
allowed  to  keep  boarders,  lodgers  or  engage  in  any 
business  in  which  he  may  receive  compensation  from  a 
conductor,  driver  or  motorman  when  attention  has  been 
called  to  it. 

Article  20. 

The  company  to  recognize  a  committee  of  eight  (with 
or  without  a  stenographer),  to  consist  of  one  employee 
from  each  division,  who  shall  have  full  power  to  adjust 
grievances  arising  under  this  agreement  with  the  man- 
agement upon  conference.  Any  request  for  a  confer- 
ence shall  be  accompanied  by  a  written  statement  of  the 
grievance  to  be  acted  upon. 

ArRTICLE    21. 

All  service  upon  the  cars  of  this  company  shall  be 
governed  by  such  rules  and  regulations,  not  conflicting 
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with  the  terms  of  this  agreement,  as  the   manngement 
may  from  time  to  time  establish. 

Article  22. 

A  copy  of  these  regulations  shall  be  framed  and 
posted  in  the  lobbies  of  the  several  stations. 

In  the  letter  which  accompanied  the  forego- 
ing draft  of  agreement,  a  conference  was  asked 
for,  and  one  or  two  meetings  took  place  be- 
tween a  committee  of  the  union  and  the  super- 
intendent of  the  company.  At  length  the 
committee  were  informed  by  the  superintendent 
that  he  had  no  authority  to  sign  any  agreement 
with  them.  Thereupon  the  following  correspond- 
ence ensued: —

Dear  Sir  :  —  The  agreement  is  in  your  hands,  and 
ha^  been  fully  discussed  by  your  accredited  representa- 
tive.    The  conference  committee  is  ready  to  sign.

Deah  Sib:  —  Your  second  communication  of  this  date 
is  received.  The  draft  of  an  agreement  which  you  have 
forwarded  differs  in  many  particulars  from  any  pre- 
vious agreement  of  the  Company,  and  from  the  regula- 
tions under  which  the  Company  has  been  operated  since 
the  expiration  of  the  agreement,  and  which  have  been 
substantially  in  accordance  with  the  last  agreement. 
The  only  exceptions  that  have  been  made  have  been 
in  favor  of  the  men. 

To  make  an  agreement  at  the  present  time  would 
require  the  authority  of  the  Directors.  You  are  aware 
that  the  matter  has  not  been  discussed  by  )axe  or  by 
any  Committee  of  the  Directors. 

I  am  quite  ready  to  assure  you  by  letter  that  the 
present  regulations  of  the  Company  and  the  rate  of  pay 
will  be  continued  during  the  ensuing  year,  and  that 
the  Officers  of  the  Company  will  be  ready  at  all  times 
to  confer  with  any  member  of  the  Union  who  may  be  an 
employee  of  the  company  or  with  any  other  employees 
of  the  company  in  regard  to  any  question  which  may 
arise,  or  any  grievance  which  may  be  thought  to  exist.

Dear  Sir  :  —  I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  last 
communication  of  this  date. 

We  can  only  proceed  according  to  the  firbt  communi- 
cation sent  you  this  morning.

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Simultaneously  with  the  dictating  of  this  last 
message  a  strike  was  ordered;  but  late  in  the 
afternoon  a  committee  had  a  meeting  with  the 
president  of  the  company,  and  it  was  suggested 
that  the  strike  be  postponed  for  one  week,  in 
order  that  th^  president  might  have  time  to  lay 
the  matter  of  signing  an  agreement  before  the 
board  of  directors.  The  committee  were  disposed 
to  agree  to  the  proposition,  but  said  that  they 
must  report  it  to  a  body  of  the  employees  as- 
sembled in  a  meeting  elsewhere,  and  would  report 
their  action  later. 

The  following  letter  was  sent  to  the  meeting:  — 

Boston,  December  23, 1896. 

Mr.  M.  L.  Young,  Chairman^  and  Members  of  the  CommiUee  of  the 
Conductors^  Drivers  and  Motormen's  Union, 

Dear  Sirs  :  —  For  the  first  time  the  copy  of  the  agree- 
ment proposed  by  you  was  presented  to  me  on  Decem- 
ber 22. 

As  I  have  informed  your  Committee,  I  have  no  au- 
thority whatever  to  enter  into  such  an  agreement  for  the 
Company,  except  by  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
But,  a3  I  have  proposed  to  your  Committee  this  evening, 
I  will  present  the  same  to  the  consideration  of  the  Board, 
and  inform  your  Committee,  on  December  30,  as  to  their 
decision.  Respectfully,

The  following  appeal  to  the  public  was   issued 
by  the  union  on  the  evening  of  the  23d :  —

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An  Appeal  to  the  Public. 

To  the  Officers  of  the  West  End  Street  Bailway  and  to  the  Public, 

We,  as  conductors,  drivers  and  motormen  of  the  West 
End  Street  Railway  system,  regret  exceedingly  that  we 
have  thus  far  failed  to  secure  an  agreement  under  which 
T^e  can  work  during  the  year  1897. 

Our  repeated  requests  have  caused  us  only  to  be  trifled 
with,  and  our  frequent  requests  to  your  president  ignored. 

The  necessity  for  this  agreement  between  us,  as  em- 
ployer and  employees,  is  imperative. 

Our  experience  duriog  the  past  year  and  more,  with- 
out ao  agreement,  has  been  such  as  men  who  are  capable 
of  handling  the  cars  on  the  crowded  streets  of  Boston 
will  not  endure. 

We  confess  that  you  have  been  ignorant  of  these  con- 
ditions, and,  were  we  to  continue  to  endure  them,  you 
would  necessarily  remain  so. 

You  lay  down  rules  for  our  guidance,  and  exact  condi- 
tions that  require  the  full  measure  of  the  average  man's 
ability  to  fulfil.  But,  under  your  system  of  discipline, 
we  owe  unqualified  and  unquestioning  obedience  to  in- 
numerable masters,  each  of  whom  in  turn,  we  presume, 
is  held  responsible  for  results,  and  each  exacts  all  addi- 
tional labor  from  us  that  he  possibly  can. 

You  have  at  least  three  general  departments,  each  of 
which  is  independent  of  the  other,  and  each  of  which  has 
unlimited  power  in  matters  of  discipline.  Two  of  these 
departments  at  least  are  managed  in  detail  by  a  system 
of  officers  subordinate  to  one  another,  in  charge  of  super- 
intendents, inspectors,  detectives,  foremen,  starters,  etc., 
each  of  whom,  feeling  that  he  has  the  lion's  share  of 
power,  is  too  often  prone  to  use  it  like  a  lion.     To  the 
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whims  of  each  of  these  petty  tyrants  —  if  they  choose 
to  be  tyrants,  which  is  altogether  too  frequently  the  case 
—  we  are  daily  and  hourly  subject,  and  a  word  of  com- 
plaint means  a  loss  of  one  or  more  days  of  pay,  and  too 
often  discharge. 

If  a  man  complains  to  a  superior  officer  concerning  his 
treatment,  he  is  usually  discriminated  against  in  innumec- 
able  ways,  and  is  soon  taught  the  lesson,  **  Woe  to  that 
man  who  complains,"  and  he  bears  his  ills  in  silence  until 
he  can  «'  get  another  job,"  or  grows  dogged  and  careless. 

The  only  way  in  which  the  men  can  safely  make  known 
their  grievances  to  the  proper  power  to  remedy  them  is 
through  the  representative  of  an  organization.  The  work 
without  an  agreement  whereby  these  things  can  be  ad- 
justed  and  regulated,  and  not  left  to  the  arbitrary  will 
and  whims  of  subordinates,  is  almost  intolerable. 

With  it  each  man  knows  his  duty  and  his  work,  knows 
when  and  where  to  make  complaints,  and  how.  And 
even  with  the  agreement  discharge  and  abuse  are  so 
common  that  many  men  prefer  to  suffer  the  injustice  in 
silence  and  take  discharge  when  it  comes,  rather  than 

■ 

take  the  consequence  of  complaint,  however  just  their 
complaint  may  be. 

The  management  knows  nothing  of  this,  except  in  a 
general  way,  and  cannot  know  it  otherwise. 

No  one  knows  better  than  we  that  strong  and  severe 
discipline  is  necessary  in  this  business,  and  in  this  we 
are  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  management,  and  would 
be  pleased  to  work  with  them  in  producing  and  main- 
taining it. 

No  one  knows  the  weak  points  of  the  system  better 
than  we,  who  are  made  to  feel  and  experience  the  weak- 
nesses.    We  feel  and   know   that  we   can    be   of  great 
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adyantage  to  the  management  of  the  road  if  we  can  be 
heard  by  them  direct,  and  not  be  compelled  to  have 
our  statements  travel  up  to  them  through  a  series  of 
subordinate  officers,  or  be  thrust  aside  from  listless 
ears. 

We  do  not  wish  to  ask  anything  unreasonable  in  this 
agreement,  and  will  insist  on  nothing  unreasonable. 
But  we  insist  on  an  agreement  of  some  kind.  You  say 
you  prefer  to  deal  with  us  as  individuals,  and  not  as  a 
body. 

But  we  have  tried  this  with  practically  the  same  gen- 
eral rules  enforced  that  we  now  insist  on  in  the  form  of 
an  agreement,  and  we  cannot  endure  it.  During  the  year 
1896  we  have  been  compelled  to  work  daily  in  a  very 
large  number  of  cases  from  lOJ  hours  to  11  hours,  in 
utter  violation  of  law,  and  our  constant  complaints 
were  unavailing.  We  have  been  scheduled  for  a  set  of 
trips  on  a  time-table  which  the  company  knows  it  is 
impossible  to  run,  and,  though  we  have  repeatedly 
made  it  known,  we  still  are  compelled  to  work  over 
the  legal  limit  of  a  day's  work,  though  it  could  be 
remedied  in  any  case  in  a  moment's  work  on  the  time- 
table. 

We  are  compelled  to  lose  time  and  money  by  being 
laid  off  from  work  continually,  even  discharged  for  the 
merest  trifle,  and  the  persons  having  power  to  cause  us 
this  loss  use  it  unscrupulously,  unintelligently  and  care- 
lessly. There  is  perhaps  an  average  of  30  men  daily 
thus  laid  off,  and  an  average  of  perhaps  2  per  day 
discharged. 

How  would  an  army  officer  who  would  follow  such 
methods  be  regarded?  How  long  would  any  country 
tolerate  a  man  as  an  officer  who,  having  but  3,000  men. 
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would  keep  an  average  of  30  men  per  day  in  the  guard 
house  aud  have  an  average  of  2  per  day  court-martialed 
or  shot? 

We  have  been  compelled  to  stand  on  our  cars  from 
6^  to  7^  hours  daily,  in  sunshine  and  in  storm,  with- 
out an  opportunity  to  attend  to  the  calls  of  nature  or 
to  get  a  meal,  and  our  complaints  are  met  only  with 
reprimands. 

We  have  organized  ourselves  into  a  union  for  mutual 
good,  and  we  hope  to  be  with  the  management  instead 
of  against  it,  and  all  the  encouragement  we  get  is  a 
contemptuous  snub  by  the  president.  We  want  no 
trouble,  and  abhor  a  strike. 

We  are  banded  together  for  mutual  good,  not  to  cre- 
ate trouble,  but  to  prevent  it.  We  have  no  secrets. 
Our  obligations,  our  constitution  and  by-laws  are  open 
to  your  inspection. 

We  maintain  that  the  rights  of  the  employee  are  as 
sacred  as  those  of  the  employer,  and  we  wish  to  work 
as  employee  for  employer,  and  not  as  slave  for  master. 

Without  an  agreement,  our  wages  may  be  cut  down 
any  day  and  we  have  no  remedy.  With  an  agreement, 
we  know  what  we  are  doing. 

We  regard  it  as  our  bill  of  rights  which  protects  us 
from  arbitrary  rule. 

On  the  next  day  the  following  statement  was 
added  by  the  company:  — 

Boston,  December  24,  1896. 
To  the  Employees  of  (he  West  End  Street  Railway  Company, 

In  order  that  there  bo  no  misunderstanding  in  regard 
to  the  position  of  the  Company  in  regard  to  the  agree- 
ment which  was  presented  by  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
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Conductors,  Drivers  and  Motormen's  Union,  I  would  state 
that  the  first  presentation  of  the  same  was  made  to  me 
on  December  22.  On  the  same  date  I  received  a  letter 
from  Mr.  M.  L,  Young,  chairman,  under  date  of  Decem- 
ber 21,  asking  that  an  hour  be  set  that  day  for  the 
signing  of  the  same. 

The  signing  of  the  agreement  required  action  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  who  have  had  no  opportunity  of 
considering  the  same,  and  it  was  impossible  to  comply 
with  the  request,  inasmuch  as  I  had  no  authority  for 
Bfgning  the  agreement  except  by  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

These  facts  were  stated  to  your  Committee  on  the 
evening  of  December  23,  after  a  protracted  interview, 
and  the  proposition  was  made  by  me  and  put  in  writ- 
inor  that  the  matter  of  aoreement  should  be  deferred 
to  December  30 ;  in  the  mean  time  the  same  would  be 
presented  to  the  Directors  for  their  consideration,  and 
a  direct  answer  was  promised  your  Committee  at  that 
time.  This  proposition  was  accepted  by  your  Committee, 
with  the  promise  that  there  would  be  no  interference 
with  the  running  of  the  cars  until  December  30,  when, 
if  the  action  of  the  Directors  was  not  satisfactory  to  the 
Committee,  the  whole  matter  would  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  Committee  for  their  consideration.  This  was  ac- 
cepted by  me  in  good  faith,  and  I  had  every  reason  to 
presume  that  the  Committee  were  acting  in  the  same 
good  faith. 

On  investigation  I  found  that  a  copy  of  the  agree- 
ment was  forwarded  to  the  General  Superintendent  on 
December   1,  with  the   request  for  a  conference   on  or 

0 

before  December  15.  The  first  conference  was  held  on 
December  14.     From  that  date  to  December  21  several 
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commuDications  passed  between  the  General  Superintend- 
ent and  the  Chairman  of  the  Union,  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  wherein  and  how  far  the  Company  and  its 
employees  might  agree  upon  the  provisions  thereof. 
This  was  necessary  before  any  decided  action  could  be 
taken,  and,  as  I  had  stated  before,  the  copy  of  the  agree- 
ment was  not  placed  in  my  hands  until  December  22.

The  strike  began  on  the  morning  of  the  24th, 
but  its  effects  were  not  fully  realized  until  noon. 
The  Board  called  upon  the  chief  representative 
of  the  strikers  and  obtained  his  statement,  and 
then  the  Board  called  upon  the  president  of  the 
company  and  had  an  interview  with  him.  The 
mayor  of  the  city  called  upon  the  Board,  in  or- 
der to  obtain  information  concerning  the  situa- 
tion, and  to  express  his  desire  to  co-operate  as 
far  as  possible  with  any  efforts  that  might  be 
made  towards  a  settlement.  There  was,  however, 
no  occasion  for  any  further  action  in  any  oflScial 
capacity;  for  the  storm  quickly  subsided,  and, 
even  before  some  of  the  employees  had  received 
the  order  to  strike,  those  who  had  stopped  work- 
ing in  the  morning  had  already  gone  back  to 
their  places.  About  midnight  of  the  24th,  the 
strike  was  formally  declared  off.  To  say  nothing 
of  the  inconvenience  to  the  innocent  public,  the 
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result  of  the  strike  was  unusually  disastrous  to 
those  who  had  resorted  to  this  method  of 
redressing  grievances.  The  employees  were 
compelled  to  make  personal  application  for  re- 
employment, and  many  were  rejected.  Some 
who  were  taken  back  were  placed  in  less  ac- 
ceptable positions  than  before.  The  corporation 
was  left  in  full  command  of  the  situation,  and 
whereas,  on  the  23d  of  December,  it  was  under- 
stood that  there  would  be  another  conference  in 
a  week,  and  that  the  question  of  agreement 
should  rest  in  abeyance  until  that  time,  and 
there  seemed  good  reason  to  believe  that  the 
union  would  be  recognized  in  some  way,  all  such 
expectations  were  now  at  an  end.  There  was  no 
conference,  and,  as  a  natural  consequence,  no 
agreement,  and  no  recognition  of  union. 

It  appears  that  the  action  of  the  conference 
committee,  favoring  an  agreement  with  the  presi- 
dent to  a  postponement  for  one  week,  was  com- 
municated to  a  larger  body  of  the  employees; 
and,  although  the  conference  committee  of  seven 
had  voted  in  favor  of  accepting  the  proposition 
for  delay,  the  larger  body  refused  to  confirm  the 
action  of  the  committee,  and  voted  that  a  strike 
should  be  declared. 

It  unfortunately  happened  that  between  the  vote 
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of  the  committee  and  their  report  to  the  main 
body  some  members  of  the  committee,  acting 
without  authority  t<?  do  so,  reported  at  the  office 
of  the  company  that  the  president's  proposition 
had  been  acted  upon  favorably;  the  officials, 
understanding  that  the  main  body  had  so  acted, 
and  that  everything  would  go  on  as  usual  until 
December  30,  reported  to  the  president  of  the 
company  that  the  meeting  had  authorized  the 
acceptance  of  the  company's  proposition,  and  that 
there  would  be  no  interference  with  the  running 
of  the  cars  before  December  30.  In  a  statement 
given  to  the  newspapers  by  the  president  of  the 
corporation,  on  Decembef  29,  is  the  following:  — 

West  End  Street  Railway  Company, 

General  Otfiobs,  81  Milk  Street, 
Boston,  December  29, 1896. 

So  much  has  been  printed  and  said  which  was  not 
reliable,  and  in-order  that  the  public  and  the  present 
and  past  employees  of  the  Company  should  be  informed 
of  the  circumstances  connected  with  the  so-called  strike 
which  happened  on  December  24,  and  which  resulted  in 
such  serious  inconvenience  and  loss  to  the  public,  it  is 
deemed  proper  that  the  following  statement  should  be 
made  through  the  press. 

The  first  intimation  that  any  such  interference  with  the 
business  of  the  Company  was  contemplated  was  received 
at  12  o'clock  noon,  December  23,  through  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Young,  Chairman  Conductors,  Drivers  and  Motor- 
men's  Union,  in  which  he  stated  that,  unless  an  agree- 
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ment  was  signed  before  3  o'clock  that  afternoon,  no  cars 
would  be  run  after  12  o'clock  p.m.  A  courteous  reply 
was  made  that  at  least  before  any  steps  should  be  taken 
which  would  be  so  serious  to  the  public,  to  the  em- 
ployees and  the  Company,  an  interview  should  be  held, 
and  an  interview  was  proposed  by  the  company  at 
the  convenience  of  the  officers  of  the  union.  This  was 
refused. 

Later  an  official  of  the  Company  was  asked  to  visit  the 
headquarters  of  the  Union,  and  suggest  in  person  an 
interview.  He  returned  and  reported  that  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  Union  would  meet  the  officials  of  the  Com- 
pany. There  was  no  reluctance  on  the  part  of  any 
official  of  the  Company  in  recognizing  the  Union  which 
this  meeting  would  clearly  mean. 

At  5.30  o'clock  P.M.,  on  December  23,  seven  employees 
of  the  Company,  representing  themselves  as  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Union,  met 
several  Officers  of  the  Company  at  the  office  of  the  Com- 
pany, 81  Milk  Street.  They  declared  themselves  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Conductors,  Drivers  and  Motor- 
men's  Union,  and  stated  they  met  with  authority  as  such. 
This  interview  lasted  some  three  hours.  It  was  proposed 
by  the  President  of  the  Company  that,  as  he  did  not 
recognize  his  authority  to  sign  any  agreement  without 
action  of  the  Directors,  the  whole  matter  be  held  in  abey- 
ance until  December  30,  and  that  the  agreement  should  be 
presented  to  the  Directors,  and  an  answer  would  be  given 
the  Supreme  Council  on  or  before  December  30  of  their 
action  on  the  same,  which  would  be  decisive. 

It  was  agreed  by  the  Council  to  take  this  proposition 
to  the  meeting  at  Eliot  Street,  and  report  the  action  of 
the  meeting  at  10  o'clock.     At  nearly  12  o'clock,  mid- 
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nighty  several  members  of  the  Supreme  Council  reported 
in  person  at  81  Milk  Street  that  the  meeting  had  author- 
ized the  acceptance  of  the  proposition  of  the  President, 
and  that  they  came  with  authority  to  say  that  there 
would  be  no  interference  with  the  running  of  the  cars 
previous  to  December  30. 

In  the  presence  of  Officers  of  the  Company  the  tele- 
phones of  the  Company  were  used  by  members  of  the 
Supreme  Council  to  notify  the  various  headquarters  of 
the  Union  of  the  action  of  the  meeting.  This  was  ac- 
cepted by  the  officials  of  the  Company,  who  had  been  in 
attendance,  and  all  left  for  their  respective  homes. 

I  retired  about  1  o'clock  a.m.  on  Thursday  morning. 
At  2  o'clock  A.M.  a  representative  of  a  Boston  paper 
called  at  my  house,  and  sent  word  to  my  chamber  t£at 
the  Supreme  Council  had  broken  their  promise,  and 
ordered  a  strike  from  that  time. 

On  the  morning  of  December  24  few  cars  compara- 
tively were  upon  the  streets,  and  it  was  known  that  mem- 
bers of  the  Supreme  Council  and  their  representatives 
were  active  through  the  various  divisions  of  the  system 
during  the  early  hours  of  the  morning,  as  well  as  during 
the  forenoon,  to  prevent,  if  possible,  by  personal  appeal, 
any  more  cars  from  being  taken  out,  and  such  as  were 
out  to  be  returned  to  the  house.  From  12  o'clock  at 
night  of  December  23  to  11  o'clock  a.m.  December  24, 
no  communication  of  any  nature  had  been  had  with  any 
member  of  the  Supreme  Council. 

At  10  o'clock,  December  24,  a  representative  of  a 
Boston  paper  called  and  informed  me  that  at  9.30  that 
morning  Mr.  Young,  Chairman  Supreme  Council,  called 
and  left  notice  that  at  12  o'clock  the  tie-up  of  the  cars 
would  be  complete. 
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From  this  time,  if  not  before,  it  was  certain  that  the 
Supreme  Council  were  an  entirely  irresponsible  body, 
and  not  acting  in  good  faith  when  they  left  at  midnight 
on  December  23,  with  the  promises  they  had  made 
sustained  by  action  of  the  General  Committee  as  they 
stated.  There  were  two  ways  in  which  they  could  have 
shown  their  own  honesty  of  purpose.  One  was  to  have 
themselves  taken  their  cars  and  shown  their  disposition 
to  keep  their  promises ;  the  other,  to  give  the  officials  of 

the  Company  the  earliest  information  that  the  promises 

« 

would  not  be  kept.  Neither  was  done,  and  the  time 
between  12  o'clock  at  night  of  the  23d  and  11  o'clock 
A.M.  of  the  24th  was  spent  by  them,  as  I  have  said,  to 
bring  about  a  complete  suspension  of  car  travel. 

At  11  o'clock  of  the  24th,  Mr.  Young,  Chairman,  and 
other  members  of  the  Supreme  Council  called  to  inform 
me,  as  a  matter  of  courtesy,  as  they  said,  that  there 
would  be  no  cars  running  after  12  o'clock,  noon.  Mr. 
Young  acknowledged  that  he  had  given  this  information 
to  the  papers  at  9.30  o'clock. 

Here  all  intercourse  with  the  Supreme  Council  ceased, 
and  the  officials  at  once  proceeded  to  take  steps  to  in- 
sure  the   opening   of  the   road  at  the  earliest   possible 

« 

moment,  that  the  public  might  be  relieved  from  the 
very  great  inconvenience  and  loss  which  had  been  forced 
upon  them. 

The  Company  found  that  a  large  number  of  employees 
had  voluntarily  left  its  employ,  and  new  men  must  be 
employed  or  former  employees  re-employed.  An  ad- 
vertisement for  new  men  was  issued,  and  circulars  to 
those  who  remained  in  the  employ  of  the  Company  and 
those  who  left  the  employ,  clearly  stating  the  position 
of  the  Company. 
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At  6  o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  December  24  I  was 
in  communication  with  the  several  divisions  of  the  road 
through  the  superintendents,  and  was  assured  by  all 
that  the  old  employees  had  returned  in  such  numbers 
that  all  cars  would  be  run  on  schedule  time  on  the  25th. 
At  8  o'clock  on  the  evening  of  the  24th  I  was  informed 
by  a  newspaper  representative  that  he  had  information 
from  Eliot  Street  that  the  strike  was,  or  would  be,  de- 
clared off.  1  replied  that  I  had  little  interest  in  any 
action  the  Supreme  Council  might  take  in  regard  to  the 
strike,  as  the  men  were  returning  in  all  the  divisions 
faster  than  they  could  be  assigned  to  cars. 

I  am  informed  through  the  papers  that  the  strike  was 
formally  declared  off  at  11.30  o'clock  on  the  evening 
of  December  24.  The  Supreme  Council  had  not  con- 
sidered it  of  importance  enough  to  communicate  to  me. 
I  remained  at  the  office  of  the  Company  on  Saturday,  the 
26th,  until  5  o'clock;  I  had  not  then  nor  have  I  to  this 
time  received  any  communication  from  the  Supreme  Coun- 
cil, or  any  member  of  it,  in  person  or  by  telephone,  or 
letter  since  11  o'clock  a.m.,  Thursday,  the  24th,  except 
that  late  on  Thursday  evening  I  was  called  up  on  the 
telephone  by  what  seemed  to  be  a  man's  voice,  who  said 
that  he  was  Mr.  Howard,  who  asked  if  all  the  old  men 
in  division  1  could  be  reinstated  on  their  old  cars. 

At  this  time  there  was  no  strike  except  in  the  minds 
of  the  Council,  as  for  hours  the  old  employees  had  been 
returning  and  been  assigned  cars  if  their  application  was 
approved,  in  the  order  of  their  application.  I  explained 
to  Mr.  Howard  what  course  the  Company  would  adopt 
and  upon  his  stating  that  he  had  not  seen  the  notices 
issued  by  the  Company,  I  read  the  same  to  him  through 
the  telephone  until  he  claimed  to  understand  the  situ- 
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ation.  From  his  statement  since  in  the  papers  he  must 
have  been  mistaken  when  he  said  he  understood  the  ac- 
tion the  company  had  taken,  for  the  statements  made 
by  him  are  without  foundation. 

On  December  25  the  full  complement  of  cars  were 
run  on  schedule  time. 

On  December  24  a  notice  was  posted  in  the  various 
carhouses  of  the  company,  authorizing  the  re-employ- 
ment by  the  division  superintendents  of  former  em- 
ployees of  the  Company  who  should  apply  before  12 
o'clock  midnight  of  December  25,  if  the  applicants 
should  be  deemed  desirable  for  the  Company;  after 
this  time  all  application  for  employment  would  be  made 
at  the  Employment  OflSce  of  the  Company. 

At  12  o'clock,  midnight,  December  25,  there  were 
423  of  the  old  employees  who  had  not  been  assigned 
cars  by  the  superintendents.  Three  hundred  and  fifteen 
of  this  number  had  applied,  and  their  applications  had 
been  declined.  One  hundred  and  eight  had  made  no 
application.  Of  the  108,  8  have  since  applied  to  the 
Employment  Bureau,  and  have  been  rehired.  Of  the  315, 
8  have  made  application  and  been  rehired.  Up  to  the 
time  of  writing,  6  o'clock  p.m.,  December  29,  210  have 
been  employed  by  the  Employment  Office  since  December 
24.     This  includes  the  old  men  rehired,  as  stated  above. 

The  management  of  the  Company  regretted  that  the 
public,  to  whom  they  owe  so  much,  should  have  been 
put  to  the  great  inconvenience  and  expense  caused  by 
the  forced  withdrawal  of  so  many  cars  on  December  24. 

They  desire  to  thank  the  employees  who  remained  at 
their  post.  They  can  be  assured  their  services  are  appre- 
ciated, and  to  say  to  the  employees  who  have  again 
entered  the  service  of  the  Company,  if  their  subsequent

The  constitution  of  Idaho  permits  the  establishment  by 
law  of  boards  of  arbitration  to  determine  industrial  con- 
troversies submitted  in  writing  by  all  the  parties  in 
interest.  The  constitution  of  Wyoming  directs  the  legis- 
lature to  establish  courts  of  arbitration  to  determine  all 
differences  between  associations  of  laborers  and  their  em- 
ployers, and  provides  for  appeals  to  the  supreme  court 
of  the  state  from  the  decisions  of  compulsory  boards  of 
arbitration. 

The  laws  of  Iowa,  Kansas,  Pennsylvania  and  Texas 
authorize  the  law  courts  to  appoint  tribunals  of  voluntary 
arbitration  ;  and  such  is  the  law  of  Maryland  also,  which, 
moreover,  empowers  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  in- 
vestigate industrial  controversies  when  the  employer  is  a 
corporation,  indebted  to,  or  incorporated  by,  that  state ; 
to  propose  arbitration  to  the  opposing  j)arties,  and  if  the 
proposition  is  accepted,  to  provide  in  due  form  for 
referring  the  case ;  but  if  either  party  refuse  to  submit 
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to  arbitration,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  controversy  and  re- 
port the  same  to  the  next  legislature. 

The  law  of  Missouri  authorizes  the  Commissioner  of 
Labor  Statistics  to  form  local  boards  of  arbitration.  This 
officer,  and  like  officers  in  Colorado  and  North  Dakota, 
are  charged  with  the  duty  of  mediating  between  employer 
and  employed,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  either,  whenever 
a  difference  exists  which  results  or  threatens  to  result  in 
a  strike  or  lock-out.  In  Nebraska  it  is  the  duty  of  such 
officer  to  examine  into  the  causes  of  strikes  and  lock-outs.

Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employees  in  the  department  of  the 
business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their 
duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain  a 
concise  statement  of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  prom- 
ise to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work  without  any  lock-out 
or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said  board,  if  it  shall  be  made 
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within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of  iQling  said  application.  When 
an  application  is  signed  by  an  agent  claimiDg  to  represent  a 
majority  of  such  employees,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that 
such  agent  is  duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  em- 
ployees, but  the  names  of  the  employees  giving  such  authority 
shall  be  kept  secret  by  said  board.  As  soon  as  may  be  after 
the  receipt  of  said  application  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall 
cause  public  notice  to  be  given  for  the  time  and  place  for  the 
hearing  thereon ;  but  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both 
parties  to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  present 
therewith  a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given. 
When  such  request  is  made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties 
interested  in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order;  and  the 
board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice 
to  be  given,  notwithstanding  such  request. 

When  notice  has  been  given  as  aforesaid,  each  of  the  pai'ties 
to  the  controversy,  the  employer  on  the  one  side,  and  the  em- 
ployees interested  on  the  other  side,  may  in  writing  nominate, 
and  the  board  may  appoint,  one  person  to  act  in  the  case  as 
expert  assistant  to  the  board.  The  two  persons  so  appointed 
shall  be  skilled  in  and  conversant  with  the  business  or  trade 
concerning  which  the  dispute  has  arisen.  It  shall  be  their  duty, 
under  the  direction  of  the  board,  to  obtain  and  report  to  the 
board  information  concerning  the  wages  paid  and  the  methods 
and  grades  of  work  prevailing  in  manufacturing  establishments 
within  the  Commonwealth  of  a  character  similar  to  that  in  which 
the  matters  in  dispute  have  arisen.  Said  expert  assistants  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty ;  such  oath  to 
be  administered  by  any  member  of  the  board,  and  a  record 
thereof  shall  be  preserved  with  the  record  of  the  proceedings  in 
the  case.  They  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury 
of  the  Commonwealth  such  compensation  as  shall  be  allowed 
and  certified  by  the  board,  together  with  all  necessary  travelling 
expenses.*  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  board  from  appointing  such  other  additional  expert  assistant 
or  assistants  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  Should  the  petitioner 
or  petitioners  fail  to  perform  the  promise  made  in  said  applica- 
tion, the  board  shall  proceed  no  further  thereupon  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  adverse  party.     The  board  shall  have

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power  to  summon  as  witness  any  operative  in  the  departments 
of  basinesB  affected  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of 
wages  earned  in  those  departments,  and  to  examine  them  under 
oath,  and  to  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the 
record  of  wages  paid.  Summonses  may  be  signed  and  oaths 
administered  by  any  member  of  the  board. 

Sect.  5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided,  and  render  a 
written  decision,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection,  shall 
be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board,  and  published  at  the 
discretion  of  the  same  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to  the 
general  court  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  in  each 
year. 

Sect.  6.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
Join  in  said  application  for  six  months,  or  until  either  party  has 
given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  not  to  be  bound 
by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  therefrom.  Said 
notice  may  be  given  to  said  employees  by  posting  the  same  in 
three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or  factory  where  they  work. 

Sect.  7.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as 
described  in  section  three  of  this  act  may  submit  the  matters  in 
dispute,  in  writing,  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion ;  such  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the 
employer  may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employees 
or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators 
so  designated  may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
board.  Such  board  shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  referred  to 
it,  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might 
have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  whatever  binding 
effect  may  be  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  in  the 
written  submission.  The  jurisdiction  of  such  board  shall  be 
exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to  it,  but  it  may 
ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  state  board. 
The  decision  of  such  board  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  of 
the  close  of  any  hearing  held  by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once 
be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  contro- 
versy or  difference  arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  state  board.  Each  of  such  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the 
controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  the  arbitration 
exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  in  writing  by  the  mayor  of 
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such  city  or  the  board  of  selectmen  of  such  town,  the  sum  of 
three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  not  exceeding  ten 
days  for  any  one  arbitration.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear 
to  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the  board  of  selectmen  of  a  town  that 
a  strike  or  lock-out  such  as  described  in  section  eight  of  this 
act  is  seriously  threatened  or  actually  occurs,  the  mayor  of  such 
city  or  the  board  of  selectmen  of  such  town  shall  at  once  notify 
the  state  board  of  the  facts. 

Sect.  8;  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
state  board,  either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the 
board  of  selectmen  of  a  town,  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
section  or  otherwise,  that  a  strike  or  lock-out  is  seriously 
threatened  or  has  actually  occurred  in  any  city  or  town  of  the 
Commonwealth,  involving  an  employer  and  his  present  or  past 
employees,  if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or  up  to  the  occur- 
rence of  the  strike  or  lock-out  was  employing,  not  less  than 
twenty-five  persons  inr  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any 
city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
state  board  to  put  itself  in  communication  as  soon  as  may  be 
with  such  employer  and  employees,  and  endeavor  by  mediation 
to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  or  to  endeavor 
to  persuade  them,  provided  that  a  strike  or  lock-out  has  not 
actually  occurred  or  is  not  then  continuing,  to  submit  the 
matters  in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion, as  above  provided,  or  to  the  state  board ;  and  said  state 
board  may,  if  it  deems  it  advisable,  investigate  the  cause  or 
causes  of  such  controversy,  and  ascertain  which  party  thereto 
is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  con- 
tinuance of  the  same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a  report  find- 
ing such  cause  or  causes,  and  assigning  such  responsibility  or 
blame.  The  board  shall  have  the  same  powers  for  the  fore- 
going purposes  as  are  given  it  by  section  three  of  this  act. 

Sect.  9.  Witnesses  summoned  by  the  state  board  shall  be 
allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the 
further  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in 
excess  of  two  hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents  a  mile  for 
travel  each  way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment 
or  business  to  the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each 
witness  shall  certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and 
attendance,  and  the  amount  due  him  shall  be  paid  forthwith  by 
the  board,  and  for  such  purpose  the  board  shall  be  entitled  to

draw  from  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  provided  for 
in  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four. 

Skct.  10.  The  members  of  said  state  board  shall  until  the 
first  day  of  July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
be  paid  five  dollars  a  day  each  for  each  day  of  actual  service  ; 
and  on  and  after  said  date  they  shall  each  receive  a  salary  at 
the  rate  of  two  thousand  dollars  a  year,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and  both  before  and  after  said 
date  they  shall  be  allowed  their  necessary  travelling  and  other 
expenses,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 


[St.  1892,  Chapter  882.] 

An  Act  relating  to  the  duties  and  compensation  of  expert 
assistants  appointed  by  the  state  board  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation. 

Be  it  enacted^  etc.^  as  follows : 

Section  1 .  In  all  controveraies  between  an  employer  and  his 
employees  in  which  application  is  made  to  the  state  board  of 
arbitration  and  conciliation,  as  provided  by  section  four  of  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  sixty- three  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-six  as  amended  by  section  three  of  chapter 
two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  by  section  one  of  chapter  three 
hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety,  said  board  shall  appoint  a  fit  person  to  act  in 
the  case  as  expert  assistant  to  the  board.  Said  expert  assist- 
ants shall  attend  the  sessions  of  said  board  when  required, 
and  no  conclusion  shall  be  announced  as  a  decision  of  said 
board,  in  any  case  where  such  assistants  have  acted,  until  after 
notice  given  to  them,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  appointing  a  time 
and  place  for  a  final  conference  between  said  board  and  expert 
assistant  on  the  matters  included  in  the  proposed  decision. 
Said  expert  assistants  shall  be  privileged  to  submit  to  the 
board,  at  any  time  before  a  final  decision  shall  be  determined 
upon  and  published,  any  facts,  advice,  arguments  or  sugges- 
tions which  they  may  deem  applicable  to  the  case.  They  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  by  any  mem- 
ber of  said  board,  and  a  record  thereof  shall  be  preserved  with 
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the  record  of  the  proceedings  in  the  case.  They  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  for  their  services  from  the  treasury  of  the 
Commonwealth  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual 
service,  together  with  all  their  necessary  travelling  expenses. 

Sect.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.     [4P~ 
proved  June  15y  1892.

[Chapter  63.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  amioable  adjustment  of  griey- 
ances  and  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
and  employes,  and  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  State 
Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration.  [Paased  March  10, 
1887;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  in  Senate  and 

Assennbly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any 
nature  shall  arise  between  any  employer  and  his  employes,  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  submit  the  same,  in  writing,  to  a  board  of 
arbitrators  for  hearing  and  settlement.  Said  board  shall  con- 
sist of  three  persons.  When  the  employes  concerned  are  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  of  any  labor  organization,  which  is  repre- 
sented by  one  or  more  delegates  in  a  central  body,  the  said 
body  shall  have  power  to  designate  one  of  said  arbitrators,  and 
the  employer  shall  have  power  to  designate  one  other  of  said 
arbitrators,  and  the  said  two  arbitrators  shall  designate  a  third 
person,  as  arbitrator,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board.  In 
case  the  employes  concerned  in  any  grievance  or  dispute  are 
members  in  good  standing  of  a  labor  organization  which  is  not 
represented  in  a  central  body,  then  the  organization  of  which 
they  are  members  shall  have  the  power  to  select  and  designate 
one  arbitrator  for  said  board,  and  said  board  shall  be  organized 
as  hereinbefore  provided.  And  in  case  the  employes  concerned 
in  any  grievance  or  dispute  are  not  members  of  any  labor 
organization,  then  a  majority  of  said  employes,  at  a  meeting 
duly  held  for  that  purpose,  shall  designate  one  arbitrator  for 
said  board,  and  the  said  board  shall  be  organized  as  herein- 
before provided.  In  all  cases  of  arbitration  the  grievance  or 
matter  of  dispute  shall  be  succinctly  and  clearly  stated   in 
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writing,  signed  by  the  parties  to  the  arbitration,  or  some  duly 
anthorized  person  on  their  behalf,  and  submitted  to  such  board 
of  arbitration. 

§  2.  Each  arbitrator  so  selected  shall  sign  a  consent  to  act 
as  such,  and  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  before  an  officer 
authorized  to  administer  oaths,  to  faithfully  and  impartially 
dischai^e  his  duties  as  such  arbitrator,  which  consent  and  oath 
may  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  where  such 
dispute  arises.  When  the  said  board  is  ready  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business  it  shall  select  one  of  its  number  to  act  as  secre- 
tary, and  the  parties  to  the  dispute  shall  receive  notice  of  a 
time  and  place  of  hearing.  The  chairman  shall  have  power  to 
administer  oaths  and  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  production  of 
books  and  papers,  and  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  to  the 
same  extent  that  such  power  is  possessed  by  the  courts  of 
record  or  the  judges  thereof  in  this  State.  The  board  may 
make  and  enforce  the  rules  for  its  government  and  the  transac- 
tion of  the  business  before  it,  and  fix  its  sessions  and  adjourn- 
ment, and  shall  hear  and  examine  such  witnesses  as  may  be 
brought  before  the  board,  and  such  other  proof  as  may  be  given 
relntiye  to  the  matter  in  dispute. 

§  3.  After  the  matter  has  been  fully  heard,  the  said  board 
or  a  majority  of  its  members  shall,  within  ten  days,  render  a 
decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  them,  giving  such  details 
as  will  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  decision  and  the  points 
disposed  of.  Such  decision  shall  be  a  settlement  of  the  matter 
referred  to  said  arbitrators  unless  an  appeal  is  taken  there- 
from as  is  hereinafter  provided.  The  decision  shall  be  in 
duplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  and  the  other  transmitted  to  the  secretary 
of  the  State  Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration,  herein- 
after mentioned,  together  with  the  testimony  taken  before 
said  board. 

§  4.  When  the  said  board  shall  have  rendered  its  decision 
its  power  shall  cease,  unless  there  may  be  in  existence  at  the 
time  other  similar  grievances  or  disputes  between  the  same 
classes  of  persons,  and  in  such  cases  such  persons  may  submit 
their  differences  to  the  said  board,  which  shall  have  power  to 
act  and  arbitrate  and  decide  upon  the  same  as  fully  as  if  said 
board  was  originally  created  for  the  settlement  of  such  other 
difference  or  differences. 
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§  5.  Within  three  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the 
Governor  shall,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  ap* 
point  a  State  Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration,  to  consist  of 
three  competent  persons,  each  of  whom  shall  hold  his  office  for 
the  term  of  three  years,  to  commence  immediately  upon  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  present 
State  Board  of  Arbitration,  created  under  chapter  four  hun- 
dred and  ten  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six. 
One  of  said  persons  shall  be  selected  from  the  party  which,  at 
the  last  general  election,  cast  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for 
Governor  of  this  State,  and  one  of  said  persons  shall  be  selected 
from  the  party  which,  at  the  last  general  election,  cast  the  next 
greatest  number  of  votes  for  Governor  of  this  State ;  and  the 
other  of  said  persons  shall  be  selected  from  a  bona  fide  labor 
organization  of  this  State.  If  any  vacancy  happens  by  resigr 
nation  or  otherwise,  he  shall,  in  the.  same  manner,  appoint  an 
arbitrator  for  the  residue  of  the  term.  If  the  Senate  shall  not 
be  in  session  at  the  time  any  vacancy  shall, occur  or  exist,  the 
Governor  shall  appoint  an  arbitrator  to  fill  the  vacancy,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Senate  when  convened.  Said  board  shall 
have  a  clerk  or  secretary,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board, 
to  serve  three  years,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  full  and 
faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  and  also  all 
documents  and  testimony  forwarded  by  the  local  boards  of  arbi- 
tration, and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  said  board  may 
prescribe.  He  shall  have  power,  under  the  direction  of  the 
board,  to  issue  subpoenas,  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases 
before  said  board,  to  call  for  and  examine  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  any  parties  to  the  controversy,  with  the  same 
authority  to  enforce  their  production  as  is  possessed  by  the 
courts  of  record,  or  the  judges  thereof,  in  this  State.  Said 
arbitrators  and  clerk  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional 
oath  of  office,  and  be  sworn  to  the  due  and  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  before  entering  upon 
the  discharge  of  the  same.  An  office  shall  be  set  apart  in  the 
capitol  by  the  person  or  persons  having  charge  thereof,  for  the 
proper  and  convenient  transaction  of  the  business  of  said  board. 

§  6.  An  appeal  may  be  taken  from  the  decision  of  any  local 
board  of  arbitration  within  ten  days  after  the  rendition  and 
filing  of  such  decision.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  State  Board 
of  Mediation  and  Arbitration  to  hear  and  consider  appeals  from 
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the  decisions  of  local  boards  and  promptly  proceed  to  the  in- 
vestigation of  such  cases,  and  the  decision  of  said  board  thereon 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  in  the  premises  upon  both  parties 
to  the  arbitration.  Such  decision  shall  be  in  writing,  and  a 
copy  thereof  shall  be  furnished  to  each  party.  Any  two  of  the 
arbitrators  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, and  may  hold  meetings  at  any  time  or  place  within  the 
State.  Examinations  or  investigations  ordered  by  the  board 
may  be  held  and  taken  by  and  before  any  one  of  their  number, 
if  so  directed.  But  the  proceedings  and  decisions  of  any  single 
arbitrator  shall  not  be  deemed  conclusive  until  approved  by  the 
board  or  a  majority  thereof.  Each  arbitrator  shall  have  power 
to  administer  oaths. 

§  7.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature  shall 
arise  between  any  employer  and  his  employes,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same  directly  to  said  State  board 
in  the  first  instance,  in  case  such  parties  elect  to  do  so,  and 
shall  jointly  notify  said  board  or  its  clerk,  in  writing,  of  said 
election.  Whenever  such  notification  to  said  board  or  its  clerk 
is  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  proceed,  with  as 
little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality  of  such  grievance  or  dis- 
pute, and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  grievance  or  dis- 
pute. The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dispute  shall  thereupon 
submit  to  said  board,  in  writing,  succinctly,  clearly  and  in  de- 
tail, their  grievances  and  complaints,  and  the  cause  or  causes 
thereof,  and  severally  agree  in  writing  to  submit  to  the  decision 
of  said  board  as  to  matters  so  submitted,  and  a  promise  or 
agreement  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work  without  a  lock- 
out or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said  board,  provided  it  shall 
be  rendered  within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  investi- 
gation. The  board  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  fully  investigate 
and  inquire  into  the  matters  in  controversy,  and  to  take  testi- 
mony under  oath  in  relation  thereto,  and  shall  have  power,  by 
its  chairman  or  clerk,  to  administer  oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas 
for  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  the  production  of  books  and 
papers,  to  the  same  extent  as  such  power  is  possessed  by  courts 
of  record  or  the  judges  thereof,  in  this  State. 

§  8.  After  the  matter  has  been  fully  heard,  the  said  board, 
or  a  majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days,  render  a 
decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of 
them,  stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the 
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decision  and  the  points  disposed  of  by  them.  The  decision 
shall  be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  filed  by  the 
clerk  of  the  board  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  where  the 
controversy  arose,  and  one  copy  shall  be  served  on  each  of  the 
parties  to  the  controversy. 

§  9.  .Whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occur,  or  is  seri- 
ously threatened  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and  shall  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  board,  it  shall  be  its  duty,  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  locality  of 
such  strike  or  lockout,  and  put  itself  in  communication  with  the 
parties  to  the  controversy,  and  endeavor,  by  mediation,  to  effect 
an  amicable  settlement  of  such  controversy  ;  and,  if  in  its  judg- 
ment it  is  deemed  best,  to  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  the 
controversy,  and  to  that  end  the  board  is  hereby  authorized  to 
subpoena  witnesses,  compel  their  attendance,  and  send  for  per- 
sons and  papers,  in  like  manner  and  with  the  same  powers  as  it 
is  authorized  to  do  by  section  seven  of  this  act. 

§  10.  The  fees  of  witnesses  shall  be  fifty  cents  for  each 
day's  attendance,  and  four  cents  per  mile  traveled  by  the  near- 
est route  in  getting  to  or  returning  from  the  place  where  attend* 
ance  is  required  by  the  board.  All  subpoenas  shall  be  signed 
by  the  secretary  of  the  board,  and  may  be  served  by  any  person 
of  full  age,  authorized  by  the  board  to  serve  the  same. 

§  11.  Said  board  shall  make  a  yearly  report  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  shall  include  therein  such  statements,  facts  and  expla- 
nations as  will  disclose  the  actual  working  of  the  board,  and 
such  suggestions  as  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  them  con- 
ducive to  harmonizing  the  relations  of  and  disputes  between 
employers  and  the  wage-earning  masses,  and  the  improvement 
of  the  present  system  of  production. 

§  12.  Each  arbitrator  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annual  salary 
of  $3,000,  payable  in  quarterly  instalments  from  the  treasury 
of  the  State.  The  clerk  or  secretary  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  $2,000,  payable  in  like  manner. 

§  13.  Whenever  the  term  "  employer"  or  ^'employers"  ia 
used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include  ^*  firm,"  ^^  joint-stock 
association,"  "  company,"  or  *'  corporation,"  as  fully  as  if  each 
of  the  last-named  terms  was  expressed  in  each  place. 

§  14.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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MONTANA. 

There  was  a  law  in  Montana,  approved  February  28,  1887, 
entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  a  territorial  board  of  arbitra- 
tion for  the  settlement  of  dififerences  between  employers  and 
employes."  The  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  territory  on 
March  14,  1889,  created  a  commission  to  codify  laws  and  pro- 
cedure, and  to  revise,  simplify  and  consolidate  statutes ;  and 
Montana  became  a  state  on  November  8  of  the  same  year. 

The  following  is  the  law  relating  to  arbitration  of  industrial 
disputes,  as  it  appears  in  ^^  The  Codes  and  Statutes  of  Montana 
in  force  July  1,  1895.'

The  Political  Code. 

[Part  III,  Title  VII,  Chapter  XIX.] 

§  3330.  There  is  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion consisting  of  three  members,  whose  term  of  office  is  two 
years  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified. 
The  board  must  be  appointed  ^by  the  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time 
the  governor  shall  appoint  some  one  to  serve  out  the  unexpired 
term,  and  he  may  in  like  manner  remove  any  member  of  said 
board.     [§  3330,     Act  approved  March  15y  1895.'] 

§  3331.  One  of  the  board  must  be  an  employer,  or  selected 
from  some  association  representing  employers  of  labor;  and 
one  of  them  must  be  a  laborer,  or  selected  from  some  labor 
organization,  and  not  an  employer  of  labor,  and  the  other  must 
be  a  disinterested  citizen. 

§  3332.  The  members  of  the  board  must,  before  entering 
npon  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  the  oatli  required  by  the 
constitution.  They  shall  at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one 
of  their  number  as  chairman.  Said  board  may  appoint  and 
remove  a  clerk  of  the  board,  who  shall  receive  such  compensa- 
tion as  may  be  allowed  by  the  board,  but  not  exceeding  five 
dollars  per  day  for  the  time  employed.  The  board  shall,  as  soon 
as  possible  after  its  organization,  establish  such  rules  or  modes 
of  procedure  as  are  necessary,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
governor.     [§  3332.    Act  approved  March  15^  1895.'] 

§  3333.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  dispute,  not  involving 
questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  civil  action,  exists 
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between  an  employer  (if  he  employs  twenty  or  more  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business  in  the  state)  and  his  employees, 
the  board  must,  on  application  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  visit 
the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  inquiry  into  the  cause 
thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who  may. come 
before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything, 
ought  to  be  done,  by  either  or  both,  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and 
the  board  must  mftke  a  written  decision  thereon.  The  decision 
must  at  once  be  made  public,  aud  must  be  recorded  in  a  book 
kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  board,  and  a  statement  thereof  pub- 
lished in  the  annual  report,  and  the  board  must  cause  a  copy 
thereof  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county. where  the  dis- 
pute arose. 

§  3334.  The  application  to  the  board  of  arbitration  and 
conciliation  must  be  signed  by  the  employer,  or  by  a  majority 
of  his  employees  in  the  department  of  the  business  in  which  the 
controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their  duly  authorized  agent 
or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the 
grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in 
business  or  at  work  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the 
decision  of  said  bpard  if  it  shall  be  made  within  four  weeks 
of  the  date  of  filiug  said  application.  When  an  application  is 
signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of  such 
employes,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such  agent  is  duly 
authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes,  but  the 
names  of  the  employes  giving  such  authority  shall  be  kept 
secret  by  said  board ;  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of 
said  application  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public 
notice  to  be  given  for  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing 
thereon ;  but  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties 
to  the  conti'oversy  join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith 
a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given;  when  such 
request  is  made  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested 
in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order ;  and  the  board  may, 
at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given,  notwithstanding  such  request.  When  notice  has  been 
given  as  aforesaid,  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  t)ie 
employer  on  one  side,  and  the  employes  interested  on  the 
other  side,  may  in  writing  nominate,  and  the  board  may 
appoint,  one  peraon  to  act  in  the  case  as  expert  assistant  to 
the  board.

The  two  persons  so  appointed  shall  be  skilled  in  and  conver- 
sant with  the  business  or  trade  concerning  which  the  dispute 
has  arisen.  It  shall  be  their  duty,  ander  the  direction  of  the 
boards  to  obtain  and  report  to  the  board,  information  concern- 
ing the  wages  paid,  the  hours  of  labor  and  the  methods  and 
grades  of  work  prevailing  in  manufacturing  establishments,  or 
other  industries  or  occupations,  witliin  the  state  of  a  character 
similar  to  that  in  which  the  matters  in  dispute  have  arisen. 
Said  expert  assistants  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge 
of  their  duty ;  such  oath  to  be  administered  by  any  member  of 
the  board,  and  a  record  thereof  shall  be  preserved  with  the 
record  of  the  proceedings  in  the  case.  They  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  state  such  compensation 
as  shall  be  allowed  and  certified  by  the  board  not  exceeding 

dollars  per  day,  together  with  all  necessary  traveling 

expenses.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  board  from  appointing  such  other  additional  expert  assist- 
ant or  assistants  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  who  shall  be  paid 
in  like  manner.  Should  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to 
perform  the  promise  made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall 
proceed  no  further  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  -of 
the  adverse  party.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  summon  as 
witness  any  operative  or  employe  in  the  department  of  busi- 
ness affected  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages 
earned  in  those  departments,  and  to  examine  them  under  oath, 
and  to  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the  record 
of  wages  paid.  Summons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  adminis- 
tered by  any  member  of  the  board.  [§  3334.  Act  approved 
March  15, 1895.'] 

§  3335.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided,  and  render 
a  written  decision,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection, 
shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board,  and  published 
at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to 
the  governor  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each 
year.     [§  3335.    Act  approved  March  15, 1895.'] 

§  3336.  Any  decision  made  by  the  board  is  binding  upon 
the  parties  who  join  in  the  application  for  six  months,  or 
nntil  either  party  has  given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his 
intention  not  to  be  bound  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty 
days  therefrom.    The  notice  must  be  given  to  employes  by 
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postiog  the  same  iq  three  conspicuoaB  places  in  the  shop,  office, 
factory,  store,  mill,  or  mine  where  the  employes  work. 

§  3337.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as  de- 
scribed in  §  3333  of  this  code  may  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pate,  in  writing,  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  ; 
such  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer 
may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employes,  or  their  duly 
authorized  agent,  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators  so  designated 
may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board.  Such 
board  shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  referred  to  it,  have  and 
exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might  have  and 
exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  whatever  binding  effect  may 
be  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  in  the  written 
submission.  The  jurisdiction  of  such  board  shall  be  exclusive 
in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and 
receive  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  state  board.  The  deci- 
sion of  such  board  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  of  the 
close  of  any  hearing  held  by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once 
be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy 
or  difference  arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to 
the  state  boani  and  entered  upon  its  records.  Each  of  such 
arbitrators  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the 
county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject 
of  the  arbitration  exists,  if  such  payment  shall  be  approved  by 
the  commissioners  of  said  county,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for 
each  day  of  actual  service,  not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one 
arbitration. 

Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  any  city  or 
two  commissioners  of  any  county,  that  a  strike  or  lockout  such 
as  described  hereafter  in  this  section  is  seriously  threatened  or 
actually  occurs,  the  mayor  of  such  city,  or  said  commissfoners 
of  such  county,  shall  at  once  notify  the  state  board  of  the  fact. 

Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  state  board, 
either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city,  or  two  or  more  com- 
missioners of  a  county,  as  provided  in  this  section,  or  otherwise, 
that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened  or  has  actually 
occurred  in  any  city  or  county  of  this  state,  involving  an  em- 
ployer and  his  present  or  past  employes,  if  at  the  time  he  is 
employing  or  up  to  the  occurrence  of  the  strike  or  lockout  was 
employing  not  less  than  twenty  persons  in  the  same  general 
line  of  business  in  any  city,  town  or  county  in  this  state,  it 
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shall  be  the  daty  of  the  state  board  to  pat  itself  in  communica- 
tion as  soon  as  may  be  with  such  employer  and  employes,  and 
endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between 
them,  or  to' endeavor  to  persuade  them,  providing  that  a  strike 
or*  lockout  has  not  actually  occurred  or  is  not  then  continuing, 
to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation  as  above  prpvided,  or  to  the  state  board;  and 
said  state  board  may,  if  it  deems  it  advisable,  investigate  the 
cause  or  causes  of  such  controversy,  and  ascertain  which  party 
thereto  is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy  for  the  existence 
or  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a  report 
finding  such  cause  or  causes,  and  assigning  such  responsibilty 
or  blame.  The  board  shall  have  the  same  powers  for  the  fore- 
going purposes  as  are  given  it  by  §  3388  of  this  code. 

Witnesses  summoned  by  the  state  board  shall  be  allowed  the 
sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the  further  sum 
of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in  excess  of 
two  hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents  a  mile  for  travel  each 
way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment  or  business  to 
the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each  witness  shall 
certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and  attendance,  and 
the  amount  due  him  shall  be  (see  §  9  of  Massachusetts  act  and 
make  such  provision  as  deemed  best)  certified  to  the  state  board 
of  examiners  for  auditing,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  as  other 
expenses  of  the  state  from  any  moneys  in  the  state  treasury. 
[§  3337.    Act  approved  March  15,  1895.'] 

§  3838.  The  arbitrators  hereby  created  must  be  paid  five 
dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service  and  their  necessary  travel- 
ing expenses  and  necessary  books  or  record,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  state,  as  by  law  provided. 


MICHIGAN. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  amicable  adjustment  of  griev- 
ances and  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
and  employees,  and  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a 
State  Court  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration. 

Section  1.  The  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature  shall  arise 
between  any  employer  and  his  employees,  it  shall  be  lawful  to 
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submit  the  same  in  writing  to  a  coart  of  arbitrators  for  hearing 
and  settlement,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

§  2.  After  the  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  may,  when- 
ever he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  appoint  a  State  Court  of  Mediation  and  Arbitra- 
tion, to  consist  of  three  competent  persons,  who  shall  hold  their 
terms  of  office,  respectively,  one,  two  and  three  years,  and  upon 
the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms  the  said  term  of  office 
shall  be  uniformly  for  three  years.  If  any  vacancy  happens  by 
resignation  or  otherwise  he  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  appoint 
an  arbitrator  for  the  residue  of  the  term.  If  the  Senate  shall 
not  be  in  session  at  the  time  any  vacancy  shall  occur  or  exist, 
the  Governor  shall  appoint  an  arbitrator  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Senate  when  convened.  Said 
court  shall  have  a  clerk  or  secretary,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  court,  to  serve  three  years,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep 
a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  court  and 
also  all  documents,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  said 
court  may  prescribe.  He  shall  have  power,  under  the  direction 
of  the  court,  to  issue  subpoenas,  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases 
before  said  court,  to  call  for  and  examine  all  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  any  parties  to  the  controversy,  with  the  same 
authority  to  enforce  their  production  as  is  possessed  by  the 
courts  of  record,  or  the  judges  thereof,  in  this  State.  Said 
arbitrators  and  clerk  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional 
oath  of  office,  and  be  sworn  to  the  due  and  faithful  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  before  entering  upon 
the  discharge  of  the  same.  An  office  shall  be  set  apart  in  the 
capitol  by  the  person  or  persons  having  charge  thereof,  for  the 
proper  and  convenient  transaction  of  the  business  of  said  court. 

§  3.  Any  two  of  the  arbitrators  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  may  hold  meetings  at  any 
time  or  place  within  the  State.  Examinations  or  investigations 
ordered  by  the  court  may  be  held  and  taken  by  and  before  any 
one  of  their  number,  if  so  directed.  But  the  proceedings  and 
decisions  of  any  single  arbitrator  shall  not  be  deemed  conclusive 
until  approved  by  the  court  or  a  majority  thereof.  Each  arbi- 
trator shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths. 

§  4.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature  shall 
arise  between  any  employer  and  his  employees,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same  directly  to  said  State  court,

and  shall  jointly  notify  said  coart  or  its  clerk,  in  writing,  of  such 
grievance  or  dispute.  Whenever  such  notification  to  said  court 
or  its  clerk  is  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  proceed, 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality  of  such  grievance 
or  dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  grievance  or 
dispute.  The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dispute  shall  thereupon 
submit  to  said  court,  in  writing,  succinctly,  clearly  and  in  detail, 
their  grievances  and  complaints,  and  the  cause  or  causes  thereof, 
and  severally  agree  in  writing  to  submit  to  the  decision  of  said 
court  as  to  matters  so  submitted,  and  a  promise  or  agreement  to 
continue  on  in  business  or  at  work,  without  a  lockout  or  strike, 
until  the  decision  of  said  court,  provided  it  shall  be  rendered 
within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  investigation.  The 
court  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  fully  investigate  and  inquire  into 
the  matters  in  controversy,  and  to  take  testimony,  under  oath, 
in  relation  thereto,  and  shall  have  power,  by  its  chairman  or 
clerk,  to  administer  oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance 
of  witnesses,  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  to  the  same 
extent  as  such  power  is  possessed  by  courts  of  record,  or  the 
judges  thereof,  in  this  State. 

§  5.  After  the  matter  has  been  fully  heard  the  said  board,  or 
majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days,  render  a  deci- 
sion thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  de- 
cision and  the  points  disposed  of  by  them.  The  decision  shall 
be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  filed  by  the  clerk  of 
the  court  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  where  the  contro- 
versy arose,  and  one  copy  shall  be  served  on  each  of  the  parties 
to  the  controversy. 

§  6.  Whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occur  or  is  seriously 
threatened,  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and  shall  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  court,  it  shall  be  its  duty,  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  locality  of 
such  strike  or  lockout  and  put  itself  in  communication  with  the 
parties  to  the  controversy,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect 
an  amicable  settlement  of  such  controversy ;  and,  if  in  its  judg- 
ment it  is  deemed  best,  to  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of 
the  controversy,  and  to  that  end  the  court  is  hereby  authorized 
to  subpoena  witnesses,  compel  their  attendance,  and  send  for 
persons  and  papers,  in  like  manner  and  with  the  same  powers  as 
it  is  authorized  to  do  by  section  four  of  this  act. 
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§  7.  The  fees  of  witnesses  shall  be  one  dollar  for  each  day*8 
attendance,  and  seven  cents  per  mile  traveled  by  the  nearest 
routes  in  getting  to  and  returning  from  the  place  where  attend- 
ance is  required  by  the  court,  to  be  allowed  by  the  Board  of 
State  Auditors  upon  the  certiflcate  of  the  court.  All  subpoenas 
shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  court,  and  may  be  served 
by  any  person  of  full  age  authorized  by  the  court  to  serve  the 
same. 

§  8.  Said  court  shall  make  a  yearly  report  to  the  Legislat- 
ure, and  shall  include  therein  such  statements,  facts  and  ex- 
planations as  will  disclose  the  actual  working  of  the  court,  and 
such  suggestions  as  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  them  conducive 
to  harmonizing  the  relations  of  and  disputes  between  employers 
and  the  wage-earning. 

§  9.  Each  arbitrator  shall  be  entitled  to  five  dollars  per  day 
for  actual  service  performed,  payable  from  the  treasury  of  the 
State.  The  clerk  or  secretary  shall  be  appointed  from  one  of 
their  number,  and  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  not  to  exceed 
twelve  hundred  dollars,  without  per  diem,  per  year,  payable  in 
the  same  manner. 

§  10.  Whenever  the  term  "  employer  "  or  "  employers  "  is 
used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include  ^^  firm  "  '^  joint  stock 
association,"  *' company"  or  '* corporation,"  as  fully  as  if  each 
of  the  last-named  terms  was  expressed  in  each  place.  [4P~

CALIFORNIA. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  fbr  the 
settlement  of  dififerenoes  between  employers  and  em- 
ployes, to  define  the  duties  of  said  board,  and  to 
appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty-five  himdred  dollars 
therefor. 

The  People  of  the  Stale  of  California^  represented  in  Senate  and 

Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year, 
the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  appoint  three  competent  persons 
to  serve  as  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation.  One 
shall  represent  the  employers  of  labor,  one  shall  represent  labor, 
employes,  and  the  third  man  shall  represent  neither,  and  shall 
be  chairman  of  the  board.     They  shall  hold  office  for  one  year 
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and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  If  a 
vacancy  occurs,  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter  the  Governor 
shall  appoint  someone  to  serve  the  unexpired  term ;  provided, 
however,  that  when  the  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference, 
as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  act,  do  not  desire  to  submit 
their  controversy  to  the  State  board,  they  may  by  agreement 
each  choose  one  person,  and  the  two  shall  choose  a  third, 
who  shall  be  chairman  and  umpire,  and  the  three  shall  con- 
stitute a  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  for  the  special 
controversy  submitted  to  it,  and  shall  for  that  purpose  have  the 
same  powers  as  the  Stat-e  board.  The  members  of  said  board 
or  boards,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall 
be  sworn  faitbfnlly  to  discharge  the  duties  thereof.  They  shall 
adopt  such  rules  of  procedure  as  they  may  deem  best  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  2.  Wlienever  any  controversy  or  difference  exists  between 
an  employer,  whether  an  individual,  copartnership,  or  corpora- 
tion, which,  if  not  arbitrated,  would  involve  a  strike  or  lockout, 
and  his  employes,  the  board  shall,  upon  application,  as  herein- 
after provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit,  if 
necessary,  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  careful  inquiry 
into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who 
may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if 
anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either,  or  both, 
to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision  thereof. 
This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded 
upon  proper  books  of  recofd  to  be  kept  by  the  board. 

§  3.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer,  or 
by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  business 
in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their  duly 
authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain  a  con- 
cise statement  of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise 
to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work,  without  any  lockout  or 
strike,  until  the  decision  of  said  board,  which  must,  if  possible, 
be  m&de  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of  filing  the  application. 
Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  said  application,  the  chairman 
of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be  given  of  the  time 
and  place  for  hearing.  Should  the  petitioners  fail  to  keep  the 
promise  made  therein,  the  board  shall  proceed  no  further  there- 
upon without  the  written  consent  of  the  adverse  party.  And 
the  party  violating  the  contract  shall  pay  the  extra  cost  of  the 
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board  entailed  thereby.  The  board  may  then  reopen  the  case 
and  proceed  to  the  final  arbitration  thereof  as  provided  in 
section  two  hereof. 

§  4.  The  decision  rendered  by  the  board  shall  be  binding 
upon  the  parties  who  join  in  the  application  for  six  months,  or 
until  either  party  has  given  the  other  a  written  notice  of  his 
intention  not  to  be  further  bound  by  the  conditions  thereof 
after  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  or  any  time  agreed  upon  by 
the  parties,  which  agreement  shall  be  entered  as  a  part  of  the 
decision.  Said  notice  may  be  given  to  the  employes  by  post- 
ing a  notice  thereof  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or 
factory  where  they  work. 

§  5.  Both  employers  and  employes  shall  have  the  right  at 
any  time  to  submit  to  the  board  complaints  of  grievances  and 
ask  for  an  investigation  thereof.  The  board  shall  decide 
whether  the  complaint  is  entitled  to  a  public  investigation,  and 
if  they  decide  in  the  affirmative,  they  shall  proceed  to  hear  the 
testimony,  after  giving  notice  to  all  parties  concerned,  and 
publish  the  result  of  their  investigations  as  soon  as  possible 
thereafter. 

§  6.  The  arbitrators  hereby  created  shall  be  paid  five  dollars 
per  day  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  also  tlieir  necessary 
traveling  and  other  expenses  incident  to  the  duties  of  their 
ofiScc  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State  treasury  ;  but  the  expenses 
and  salaries  hereby  authorized  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars  for  the  two  years. 

§  7.  The  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated out  of  any  money  in  the  State  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  for  the  expenses  of  the  board  for  the  first  two 
years  after  its  organization. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.     [^Approved  March  10^  1891. 


NEW   JEBSBY. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  amicable  adjustment  of  griev- 
ances and  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
and  employes,  and  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  State 
Board  of  Arbitration. 

Section  1 .     That  whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any 
nature  growing  out  of  the  relation  of  employer  and  employes 
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shall  arise  or  exist  between  employer  and  employes,  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  submit  all  matters  respecting  such  grievance  or  dis- 
pute, in  writing,  to  a  board  of  arbitrators,  to  hear,  adjudicate 
and  determine  the  same ;  said  board  shall  consist  of  five  per- 
sons ;  when  the  employes  concerned  in  any  such  grievance  or 
dispute  as  aforesaid  are  members  in  good  standing  of  any  labor 
organization,  which  is  represented  by  one  or  more  delegates  in 
a  central  body,  the  said  central  body  shall  have  power  to  desig- 
nate two  of  said  arbitrators ;  and  the  employer  shall  have  the 
power  to  designate  two  others  of  said  arbitrators,  and  the  said 
four  arbitrators  shall  designate  a  fifth  person  as  arbitrator,  who 
shall  be  chairman  of  the  board ;  in  case  the  employes  concerned 
in  any  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are  members  in 
good  standing  of  a  labor  organization  which  is  not  represented 
in  a  central  body,  then  the  organization  of  which  they  are 
members  shall  have  the  power  to  select  and  designate  two  arbi- 
trators for  said  board,  and  said  board  shall  be  organized  as 
hereinbefore  provided  ;  and  in  case  the  employees  concerned  in 
any  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are  not  members  of 
any  labor  organization,  then  a  majority  of  said  employes,  at  a 
meeting  duly  held  for  that  purpose,  shall  designate  two  arbitra- 
tors for  said  board,  and  the  said  board  shall  be  organized  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

§  2.  That  any  board  as  aforesaid  selected  may  present  a 
petition  to  the  county  judge  of  the  county  where  such  grievances 
or  disputes  to  be  arbitrated  may  arise,  signed  by  at  least  a  ma- 
jority of  said  board,  setting  forth  in  brief  terms  the  nature  of 
the  grievance  or  dispute  between  the  parties  to  said  arbitration, 
and  praying  the  license  or  order  of  such  judge  establishing  and 
approving  said  board  of  arbitration ;  upon  the  presentation  of 
said  petition  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  judge  to  make  an 
order  establishing  such  board  of  arbitration  and  referring  the 
matters  in  dispute  to  it  for  hearing,  adjudication  and  determina- 
tion ;  the  said  petition  and  oixier  or  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  filed 
in  the  oflSce  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  said  judge 
resides. 

§  3.  That  the  arbitrators  so  selected  shall  sign  a  consent  to 
act  as  such,  and  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  before  an 
oflQcer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  to  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially discharge  his  duties  as  such  arbitrator,  which  consent 
and  oath  shall  be  immediately  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
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of  the  county  wherein  such  arbitrators  are  to  act;  when  the 
said  board  is  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business,  it  shall 
select  one  of  its  members  to  act  as  secretary,  and  the  parties  to 
the  dispute  shall  receive  notice  of  a  time  and  place  of  hearing ; 
the  chairman  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  to  issue 
subpoenas  for  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  and  for  the 
attendance  of  witnesses,  to  the  same  extent  that  such  power  is 
possessed  by  the  courts  of  record  or  the  Judges  thereof  in  this 
State ;  the  board  may  make  and  enforce  the  rules  for  its  gov« 
ernment  and  transaction  of  the  business  before  it  and  fix  its 
sessions  and  adjournments,  and  shall  hear  and  examine  such 
witnesses  as  may  be  brought  before  the  board,  and  such  other 
proof  as  may  be  given  relative  to  the  matters  in  dispute. 

§  4.  That  after  the  matter  has  been  fully  heard,  the  said 
board  or  a  majority  of  its  members  shall,  within  ten  days,  render 
a  decision  thereon,  in  writing,  signed  by  them,  giving  such  de- 
tails as  will  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  decision  and  the 
matters  adjudicated  and  determined  ;  such  adjudication  and  de- 
termination shall  be  a  settlement  of  the  matter  referred  to  said 
arbitrators,  unless  an  appeal  is  taken  therefrom  as  hereinafter 
provided  ;  the  adjudication  and  determination  shall  be  in  dupli- 
cate, one  copy  of  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  county,  and  the  other  transmitted  to  the  secretary  of 
the  State  Board  of  Arbitration  hereinafter  mentioned,  together 
with  the  testimony  taken  before  said  board. 

§  5.  That  when  the  said  board  shall  have  rendered*  its  adju- 
dication and  determination  its  powers  shall  cease,  unless  there 
may  be  in  existence  at  the  time  other  similar  grievances  or  dis- 
putes between  the  same  classes  of  persons  mentioned  in  section 
one,  and  in  such  case  such  persons  may  submit  their  differences 
to  the  said  board,  which  shall  have  power  to  act  and  adjudicate 
and  determine  the  same  as  fully  as  if  said  board  was  originally 
created  for  the  settlement  of  such  other  difference  or  differences. 

§  6.  That  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the 
governor  shall  appoint  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration,  to  consist 
of  three  competent  persons,  each  of  whom  shall  hold  his  office 
for  the  term  of  five  years ;  one  of  said  persons  shall  be  selected 
from  a  bona  fide  labor  organization  of  this  State.  If  any  va- 
cancy happens,  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  Governor  shall, 
in  the  same  manner,  appoint  an  arbitrator  for  the  residue  of  the 
term.    Said  board  shall  have  a  secretary,  who  shall  be  appointed 
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by  and  hold  office  daring  the  pleasure  of  the  board,  and  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  keep  a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  board,  and  also  possession  of  all  documents  and  tes- 
timony forwarded  by  the  local  boards  of  arbitration,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  the  said  board  may  prescribe ;  he  shall  have 
power,  under  the  direction  of  the  board,  to  issue  subpoenas,  to 
administer  oaths  in  all  cases  before  said  board,  to  call  for  and 
examine  books,  papers  and  documents  of  any  parties  to  the 
controversy,  with  the  same  authority  to  enforce  their  produc- 
tion as  is  possessed  by  the  courts  of  record,  or  the  judges 
thereof,  in  this  State.  Said  arbitrators  of  said  State  board  and 
the  clerk  thereof  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath 
of  office,  and  be  sworn  to  the  due  and  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  before  entering  upon  the 
discharge  of  the  same.  An  office  shall  be  set  apart  in  the  capi- 
tol  by  the  person  having  charge  thereof,  for  the  proper  and 
convenient  transaction  of  the  business  of  said  board. 

§  7.  That  an  appeal  may  be  taken  from  the  decision  of  any 
local  board  of  arbitration  within  ten  days  after  the  filing  of  its 
adjudication  and  determination  of  any  case.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  State  Board  of  Arbitration  to  hear  and  consider 
appeals  from  the  decisions  of  local  boards  and  promptly  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  investigation  of  such  cases,  and  the  adjudication 
and  determination  of  said  board  thereon  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive in  the  premises  upon  all  parties  to  the  arbitration  ;  such 
adjudications  and  determinations  shall  be  in  writing,  and  a  copy 
thereof  shall  be  furnished  to  each  party.  Any  two  of  the  State 
Board  of  Arbitrators  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  and  may  hold  meetings  at  any  time  or  place 
within  the  State.  Examinations  or  investigations  ordered  by 
the  State  board  may  be  held  and  taken  by  and  before  any  one 
of  their  number,  if  so  directed ;  but  the  proceedings  and  de- 
cision of  any  single  arbitrator  shall  not  be  deemed  conclusive 
until  approved  by  the  board  or  a  majority  thereof.  Each  arbi- 
trator shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths. 

§  8.  That  whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature 
shall  arise  between  any  employer  and  his  employees,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same  directly  to  said  State 
board  in  the  first  instance,  in  case  such  parties  elect  to  do  so, 
and  shall  jointly  notify  said  board  or  its  clerk,  in  writing,  of 
such  election.     Whenever  such  notification  to  said  board  or  its 
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clerk  is  given,  it  shall  be  the  doty  of  said  board  to  proceed,  with 
as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality  of  such  grievance  or 
dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  grievance  or 
dispute.  The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dispute  shall  there- 
upon submit  to  said  board,  in  writing,  succinctly,  clearly  and 
in  detail,  their  grievances  and  complaints,  and  the  cause  or 
causes  thereof,  and  severally  agree,  in  writing,  to  submit  to  the 
decision  of  said  board  as  to  matters  so  submitted,  and  a  promise 
or  agreement  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work,  withQut  a 
lockout  or  strike,  until  the  decision  of  said  board,  provided  it 
shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the 
investigation ;  the  board  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  fully  in- 
vestigate and  inquire  into  the  matters  in  controversy,  and  to 
take  testimony  under  oath  in  relation  thereto,  and  shall  have 
power,  by  its  chairman  or  clerk,  to  administer  oaths,  to  issue 
subpoenas  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  the  production  of 
books  and  papers,  to  the  same  extent  as  such  power  is  possessed 
by  courts  of  record,  or  the  judges  thereof,  in  this  State. 

§  9.  That  after  the  matter  has  been  fully  heard,  the  said 
board,  or  a  majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days, 
render  a  decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed  by^them  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the 
nature  of  the  decision,  and  the  points  disposed  of  by  them. 
The  decision  shall  be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be 
filed  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county 
where  the  controversy  arose,  and  one  copy  shall  be  served  on 
each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy. 

§  10.  That  whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occur  or  is 
seriously  threatened  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and  shall  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  board,  it  shall  be  its  duty,  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  locality  of 
such  strike  or  lockout  and  put  itself  in  communication  with  the 
parties  to  the  controversy,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect 
an  amicable  settlement  of  such  controversy ;  and,  if  in  its  judg- 
ment it  is  deemed  best,  to  inquire  into  the  cause  of  the  contro- 
versy, and  to  that  end  the  board  is  hereby  authorized  to  sub- 
poena witnesses,  compel  their  attendance,  and  send  for  persons 
and  papers,  in  like  manner  and  with  the  same  powers  as  it  is 
authorized  to  do  by  section  eight  of  this  act. 

§  11.  That  the  fees  of  witnesses  of  aforesaid  State  board 
shall  be  fifty  cents  for  each  day's  attendance  and  four  cents  per 
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mile  traveled  by  the  nearest  roate  in  getting  to  or  returning 
from  the  place  where  attendance  is  required  by  the  board  ;  all 
sobpoenas  shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  and 
may  be  served  by  any  person  of  full  age,  authorized  by  the 
board  to  serve  the  same. 

§  12.  That  said  board  shall  annually  report  to  the  legislat- 
ure and  shall  include  in  their  report  such  statements,  facts  and 
explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  working  of  the  board,  and 
such  suggestions  with  regard  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  them 
conducive  to  harmonizing  the  relations  of  and  disputes  between 
employers  and  employes,  and  the  improvement  of  the  present 
system  of  production  by  labor. 

§  13.  That  each  arbitrator  of  the  State  board  and  the  secre- 
tary thereof  shall  receive  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  day 
actually  employed  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  herein  and 
actual  expenses  incurred,  including  such  rates  of  mileage  as  are 
now  provided  by  law,  payable  by  the  State  treasurer  on  duly 
approved  vouchers. 

S  14.  That  whenever  the  term  '*  employer"  or  ''  employes" 
is  used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include  ^^firm,"  ^^joint- 
stock  association,"  "  company,"  "  corporation,"  or  "  individual 
and  individuals,"  as  fully  as  if  each  of  said  terms  was  expressed 
in  each  place. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.  [^Approved 
March  24, 1892.     P.  L.,  Chap.  137. 


A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  ^*An  act  to  provide  for 
the  amicable  adjustment  of  grievances  and  disputes 
that  may  arise  between  employers  and  employes,  and 
to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  State  Board  of  Arbitra- 
tion/' approved  March  twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-two,  and  to  end  the  term  of  office  of  any 
person  or  persons  appointed  under  this  act. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  That  Samuel  S.  Sherwood,  William  M. 
Doughty,  James  Martin,  Charles  A.  Houston,  Joseph  L.  Moore 
be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  board  of  arbitration,  each 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  approval  of  this 
supplement  and  that  each  arbitrator  herein  named  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  in  lieu 
of  all  fees,  per  diem  compensation  and  mileage,  and  one  of  said 
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arbitrators  shall  be  chosen  by  said  arbitrators  as  the  secretary 
of  said  board  and  he  shall  receive  an  additional  compensation  of 
two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  the  salaries  herein  stated  to 
be  payable  out  of  moneys  in  the  State  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  of  death,  resignation  or 
incapacity  of  any  member  of  the  board,  the  Governor  shall 
appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  an 
arbitrator  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  such  arbitrator  or  arbi- 
trators so  dying,  resigning  or  becoming  incapacitated. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  term  of  office  of  the  arbitra- 
tors now  acting  as  a  board  of  arbitrators,  shall,  upon  the  passage 
of  this  supplement,  cease  and  terminate,  and  the  persons  named 
in  this  supplement  as  the  board  of  arbitrators  shall  immediately 
succeed  to  and  become  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  board  of  arbitrators  now  acting  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  which  this  act  is  a  supplement. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  after  the  expiration  of  the  terms 
of  office  of  the  persons  named  in  this  supplement,  the  Governor 
shall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
their  successors  for  the  length  of  term  and  at  the  salary  named 
in  the  first  section  of  this  supplement. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  immedi- 
ately.    {^Approved  March  25^  1895. 


OHIO. 


On  March  14,  1893,  Ohio  adopted  a  law  providing  for  a 
State  board  of  arbitration.  The  statute,  as  amended  May  18, 
1894,  and  April  24,  1896,  is  as  follows  :  — 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  state  board  of  arbitration  for  the 
settlement  of  differences  between  employers  and  their 
employes  and  to  repeal  an  act  entitled  **An  act  to 
authorize  the  creation  and  to  provide  for  the  operation 
of  tribunals  of  voluntary  arbitration,  to  adjust  indus- 
trial disputes  between  employers  and  employes^'*  passed 
Feb.  10. 1885. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  That  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  the  governor  of  the  state,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
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sent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  three  competent  persons 
to  serve  as  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided.  One  of  them  shall  be  an  em- 
ployer or  selected  from  some  association  representing  employers 
of  labor,  one  of  them  shall  be  an  employe  or  an  employe 
selected  from  some  labor  organization  and  not  an  employer  of 
labor,  and  the  third  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  other  two ;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  two  ap- 
pointed do  not  agree  on  the  third  man  at  the  expiration  of  thirty 
days,  he  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor ;  and  provided,  also, 
that  appointments  made  when  the  senate  is  not  in  session  may 
be  confirmed  at  the  next  ensuing  session. 

Section  2.  One  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  and  one  for  three  years,  and  all  appointments  thereafter 
shall  be  for  three  years  or  until  their  respective  successors  are  ap- 
pointed in  the  manner  above  provided.  If,  for  any  reason  a 
vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  governor  shall,  in  the  same 
manner,  appoint  some  person  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term, 
and  he  may  remove  any  member  of  said  board. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge 
thereof.  They  shall  organize  at  once  by  the  choice  of  one  of 
their  number  as  chairman,  and  one  of  their  number  as  secre- 
tary. The  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its  organiza- 
tion, establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be  approved  by 
the  governor. 

Section  4.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  in- 
volving questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  or  action  in 
any  court  of  the  state,  exists  between  an  employer  (whether  an 
individual,  co-partnership  or  corporation)  and  his  employes,  if, 
at  the  time  he  employs  not  less  than  twenty- five  persons  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business  in  this  state,  the  board  shall,  upon 
application  as  hereinafter  provided  and  as  soon  as  practical 
thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  careful 
inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein 
"who  may  come,  or  be  subpoenaed  before  them,  advise  the  re- 
spective parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted 
to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute.  The  term  employer 
in  this  act  includes  several  employers  co-operating  with  respect 
to  any  such  controversy  or  difference,  and  the  term  employes 
includes  aggregations  of  employes  of  several  employers  so  co- 
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operating.  And  where  any  strike  or  lock-out  extends  to  several 
counties,  the  expenses  incurred  under  this  act  are  not  payable 
out  of  the  state  treasury,  shall  be  apportioned  among  and  paid 
by  such  counties  as  said  board  may  deem  equitable  and  may 
direct. 

Section  5.  Such  mediation  having  failed  to  bring  about  an 
adjustment  of  the  said  differences,  the  board  shall  immediately 
make  out  a  written  decision  thereon.  This  decision  shall  at  once 
be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to 
be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement 
thereof  published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for, 
and  the  said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city  or  county  where  said  business  is  carried  on. 

Section  6.  Said  application  for  arbitration  and  conciliation 
to  said  board  can  be  made  by  either  or  both  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy ;  and  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective  instances  by  said 
employer  or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of 
the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  the 
duly  authorized  agent  of  either  or  both  parties.  When  an  appli- 
cation is  signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of 
such  employes,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such  agent  is 
duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes,  but  the 
names  of  the  employes  giving  such  authority  shall  be  kept  secret 
by  said  board. 

Section  7.  Said  application  shall  contain  a  concise  statement 
of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in 
business  or  at  work  in  the  same  manner  as  at  the  time  of  the 
application,  without  any  lock-out  or  strike,  until  the  decision  of 
said  board,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  ten  days  of  the  date  of 
filing  said  application ;  provided,  a  joint  application  may  con- 
tain a  stipulation  that  the  decision  of  the  board  under  such  joint 
application  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  to  the  extent  so 
stipulated,  and  such  decision  to 'such  extent  may  be  made  and 
enforced  as  a  rule  of  court  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
county  from  which  such  joint  application  comes,  as  upon  a 
statutory  award. 

Section  8.  As  soon  as  may  be,  after  the  receipt  of  said  appli- 
cation, the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  therein,  but  public 
notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  controversy 
join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written  request 
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that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  is  made, 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such  manner  as 
the  board  may  order,  and  the  board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the 
proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be  given,  notwithstanding 
such  request.  Should  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to  per- 
form the  promise  made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall 
proceed  no  further  therein  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
adverse  party. 

Section  9.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  subpoena  as  wit- 
nesses any  operative  in  the  department  of  business  affected,  or 
other  persons  shown  by  affidavit,  on  belief,  or  otherwise,  to  have 
knowledge  of  the  matters  in  controversy  or  dispute,  and  any 
who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  such  departments,  and 
examine  them  under  oath  touching  such  matters,  and  to  require 
the  production  of  books  or  papers  containing  the  record  of  wages 
earned  or  paid.  Subpoenas  may  be  signed  and  oaths  admin- 
istered by  any  member  of  the  board.  A  subpoena  or  any  notice 
may  be  delivered  or  sent  to  any  sheriff,  constable  or  police 
officer,  who  shall  forthwith  serve  or  post  the  same,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  make  due  return  thereof  according  to  directions, 
and  for  such  service  he  shall  receive  the  fees  allowed  by  law  in 
similar  cases,  payable  from  the  treasurer  of  the  county  wherein 
the  controversy  to  be  arbitrated  exists,  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
county  auditor,  issued  on  the  certificate  of  the  board  that  such 
fees  are  correct  and  due.  And  the  board  shall  have  the  same 
power  and  authority  to  maintain  and  enforce  order  at  its  hear- 
ings and  obedience  to  its  writs  of  subpoena  as  by  law  conferred 
on  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  like  purpoees. 

Section  10.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference,  as 
described  in  section  4  of  this  act,  may  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute, in  writing,  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  ; 
such  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer 
may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employes  or  their  duly 
authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators  so  designated 
may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board. 

Section  11.  Such  local  board  of  arbitration  shall,  in  respect 
to  the  matters  referred  to  it,  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
which  the  state  board  might  have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision 
shall  have  whatever  binding  effect  may  be  agreed  by  the  parties 
to  the  controversy  in  the  written  submission.  The  jurisdiction 
of  such  local  board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters 
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Bubmitted  to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and 
assistance  of  tbe  state  board.  The  decision  of  said  board  shall 
be  rendered  within  ten  days  of  the  close  of  any  hearing  held 
by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
city  or  county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  arose,  and 
a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  state  board. 

Section  12.  Each  of  such  arbitrators  of  such  a  local  board 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  or 
county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference,  that  is  the  sub- 
ject of  the  arbitrators  exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  in 
writing  by  the  city  council  or  the  administrative  board  of  such 
city  or  board  of  county  commissioners  of  such  county,  the  sum 
of  three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  not  exceeding 
ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration. 

Section  13.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  a  mayor  or 
probate  judge  in  this  state  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously 
threatened,  or  has  actually  occurred,  in  his  vicinity,  he  shall  at 
once  notify  the  state  board  of  the  fact,  giving  the  name  and 
location  of  the  employer,  the  nature  of  the  trouble,  and  the 
number  of  employes  involved,  so  far  as  his  information  will 
enable  him  to  do  so.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  state  board,  either  by  such  notice  or  otherwise,  that  a 
strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened,  or  has  actually  oc- 
curred, in  this  state,  involving  an  employer  and  bis  present  or 
past  employes,  if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or,  up  to  the 
occurrence  of  the  strike  or  lockout,  was  employing  not  less 
than  twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in 
the  state,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  to  put  itself  in 
communication,  as  soon  as  may  be,  with  such  employer  and 
employes. 

Section  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  in  tbe 
above  described  cases  to  endeavor,  by  mediation  or  conciliation, 
to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  or,  if  that  seems 
impracticable,  to  endeavor  to  persuade  them  to  submit  the.  mat- 
ters in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation, 
as  above  provided,  or  to  the  state  board ;  and  said  board  may, 
if  it  deem  it  advisable,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such 
controversy  and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  respon- 
sible or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  continuance  of  the 
same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a  report  finding  such  cause 
or  causes,  and   assigning  such  responsibility  or  blame.    The 
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board  shall  have  the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes 
as  are  given  it  by  sectioD  9  of  this  act ;  provided,  if  neither  a 
settlement  nor  an  arbitration  be  had  becanse  of  the  opposition 
thereto  of  one  party  to  the  controversy,  such  investigation  and 
publication  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  other  party,  be  had. 
And  the  expense  of  any  publication  under  this  act  shall  be 
certified  and  paid  as  provided  therein  for  payment  of  fees. 

Section  15.  Witnesses  summoned  by  the  state  board  shall 
be  allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the 
further  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in 
excess  of  two  hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents  a  mile  for 
travel  each  way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment  or 
business  to  the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each  wit* 
ness  shall  state  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and  attend- 
ance, and  said  state  board  shall  certify  the  amount  due  each 
witness  to  the  auditor  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or 
difference  exists,  who  shall  issue  his  warrant  upon  the  treasury 
of  said  county  for  the  said  amount. 

Section  16.  The  said  state  board  shall  make  a  yearly  re- 
port to  the  governor  and  legislature,  and  shall  include  therein 
such  statements,  facts  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the 
actual  workings  of  the  board,  and  such  suggestions  as  to  legis- 
lation as  may  seem  to  the  members  of  the  board  conducive  to 
the  friendly  relations  of,  and  to  the  speedy  and  satisfactory 
adjustment  of  disputes  between  employers  and  employes. . 

Section  17.  The  members  of  said  board  of  arbitration  and 
conciliation  hereby  created  shall  each  be  paid  five  dollars  a  day 
for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  their  necessary  traveling  and 
other  expenses.  The  chairman  of  the  board  shall,  quarterly, 
certify  the  amount  due  each  member  and  on  presentation  of  his 
certificate  the  auditor  of  state  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
treasury  of  the  state  for  the  amount.  When  the  state  board 
meets  at  the  capitol  of  the  state,  the  adjutant  general  shall  pro- 
vide rooms  suitable  for  such  meeting. 

Section  18.  That  an  act  entitled  ^^  An  act  to  authorize  the 
creation  and  to  provide  for  the  operation  of  tribunals  of  volun- 
tary arbitration  to  adjust  industrial  disputes  between  employers 
and  employes,"  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  state,  passed 
February  10,  1885,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage. 
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LOUISIANA. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  for  the 
settlement  of  differences  between  employers  and  em- 
ployes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Loaisiana,  that  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  the  Governor  of  the  State,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  five  competent  persons  to  serve  as 
a  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  in  the  manner  herein- 
after provided.  Two  of  them  shall  be  employers,  selected  or 
recommended  by  some  association  or  board  representing  em- 
ployers of  labor ;  two  of  them  shall  be  employes,  selected  or 
recommended  by  the  various  labor  organizations,  and  not  an 
employer  of  labor,  and  the  fifth  shall  be  appointed  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  other  four ;  provided,  however,  that  if 
the  four  appointed  do  not  agree  on  a  fifth  man  at  the  expiration 
of  thirty  days,  he  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor ;  provided, 
also,  that  if  the  employers  or  employes  fail  to  make  their  recom- 
mendation as  herein  provided  within  thirty  days,  then  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  make  said  appointments  in  accordance  with  the  spirit 
and  intent  of  this  act.  Said  appointments,  if  made  when  the 
Senate  is  not  in  session,  may  be  confirmed  at  the  next  ensuing 
session. 

§  2.  Two  shall  be  appointed  for  two  years,  two  for  three 
years,  and  one,  the  fifth  member,  for  four  years,  and  all  appoint- 
ments thereafter  shall  be  for  four  years,  or  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  in  the  manner  above  provided.  If,  for  any  reason, 
a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall  in  the  same 
manner  appoint  some  person  to  serv^e  out  the  unexpired  term. 

§  3.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  thereof. 
They  shall  organize  at  once  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number 
as  chairman  and  one  of  their  number  as  secretary.  The  board 
shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its  organization,  establish  rules 
of  procedure. 

§  4.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  involving 
questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  or  action  in  any 
court  of  the  State,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  indi- 
vidual, copartnership  or  corporation,  and  his  employes,  if  at  the 
time  he  employs  not  less  than  twenty  persons  in  the  same  gen- 
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eral  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  parish  of  this  State,  the  board 
shall,  upon  application  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  as  soon  as 
practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make 
careful  inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  inter- 
ested therein  who  may  come  before  them,  and  advise  the  respec- 
tive parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to 
by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute. 

§  5.  Such  mediation  having  failed  to  bring  about  an  adjust- 
ment  of  the  said  differences,  the  board  shall  immediately  make 
out  a  written  report.  This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public, 
shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record,  to  be  kept  by  the 
secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement  thereof  published 
in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the  said  board 
shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  court 
of  the  city  or  parish  where  said  business  is  carried  on. 

§  6.  Said  application  for  arbitration  and  conciliation  to  said 
board  can  be  made  by  either  or  both  parties  to  the  controversy, 
and  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective  instances  by  said  employer 
or  by  a  majority  of  the  employes  in  the  department  of  the  busi- 
ness in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  the  duly 
authorized  agent  of  either  or  both  parties.  When  an  applica- 
tion is  signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of 
such  employes,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such  agent  is 
duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes,  but  the 
names  of  the  employes  giving  authority  shall  be  kept  secret  by 
said  board. 

§  7.  Said  application  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the 
grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in  busi- 
ness or  at  work  in  the  same  manner  as  at  the  time  of  the  appli- 
cation without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said 
board,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  ten  days  of  the  date  of  filing 
said  application. 

§  8.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  said  application, 
the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be  given 
of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  therein,  but  public  notice 
need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  join  in  the  application  and 
present  therewith  a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be 
given.  When  such  request  is  made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the 
parties  interested  in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order,  and 
the  board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public 
notice  to  be  given,  notwithstanding  such  request.     Should  the 
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petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to  perform  the  promise  made  in  said 
application,  the  board  shall  proceed  no  further  therein  until  said 
petitioner  or  petitioners  have  complied  with  every  order  and  re- 
quirement of  the  board. 

§  9.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  summon  as  witnesses  any 
operative  in  the  department  of  the  business  affected,  and  any 
person  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those  depart- 
ments,  and  examine  them  under  oath,  and  to  require  the  pro- 
duction of  books  and  papers  containing  the  record  of  wages 
earned  or  paid.  Summons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  adminis- 
tered by  any  member  of  the  board.  The  board  shall  have  the 
right  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  or  the  production 
of  papers. 

§  10.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  a  city 
or  the  judge  of  any  district  court  in  any  parish,  other  than  the 
parish  of  Orleans,  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened 
or  actually  occurs,  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  judge  of  the  district 
court  of  such  parish  shall  at  once  notify  the  State  board  of  the 
fact.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  State 
board,  either  by  the  notice  of  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the  judge 
of  the  district  court  of  the  parish,  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
part  of  this  section,  or  otherwise,  that  a  lockout  or  strike  is  seri- 
ously threatened,  or  has  actually  occurred,  in  any  city  or  parish 
of  this  State,  involving  an  employer  and  his  present  or  past  em- 
ployes, if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or  up  to  the  occurrence 
of  a  strike  or  lockout  was  employing  not  less  than  twenty  per- 
sons in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  parish 
in  the  State,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  board  to  put  itself 
in  communication  as  soon  as  may  be  with  such  employer  and 
employes. 

§  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  board  in  the  above- 
described  cases  to  endeavor,  by  mediation  or  conciliation,  to 
effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  and  to  endeavor  to 
persuade  them,  provided  a  strike  or  lockout  has  not  actually 
occurred  or  is  not  then  continuing,  to  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute to  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation ;  and 
the  State  board  shall,  whether  the  same  be  mutually  submitted 
to  them  or  not,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  contro- 
versy, and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible 
or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  continuance  of  the  same, 
and  shall  make  and  publish  a  report  finding  such  cause  or  caoses 
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and  assigning  such  responsibility  or  blame.  The  board  shall 
have  the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes  as  are  given  it 
by  section  nine  of  this  act. 

f  12.  The  said  State  board  shall  make  a  biennial  report  to 
the  Governor  and  Legislature,  and  shall  include  therein  such 
statements,  facts  and  explaivations  as  will  disclose  the  actual 
workings  of  the  board,  and  such  suggestions  as  to.  legislation  as 
may  seem  to  the  members  of  the  board  conducive  to  harmon- 
izing the  relations  of  and  disputes  between  employers  and 
employes. 

§  13.  The  members  of  said  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and 
Conciliation,  hereby  created,  shall  each  be  paid  five  dollars  a 
day  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  their  necessary  traveling 
and  other  expenses.  The  chairman  of  the  board  shall  quarterly 
certify  the  amount  due  each  member,  and,  on  presentation  of 
his  certificate,  the  Auditor  of  the  State  shall  draw  his  warrant 
on  the  treasury  of  the  State  for  the  amount. 

§  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.     [^Approved  July  12y  1894. 


WISCONSIN. 

[Chapter  364.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and 
conciliation  for  the  settlement  of  differences  between 
employers  and  their  employes. 

Tfie  people  of  the  state  of   Wisconsin^  represented  in  sena'.e  and 

assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  governor  of  the  state  shall  within  sixty 
days  after  the  passage  and  publication  of  this  act  appoint  three 
competent  persons  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  to  serve 
as  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation.  One  of  such 
board  shall  be  an  employer,  or  selected  from  some  association 
representing  employers  of  labor;  one  shall  be  selected  from 
some  labor  organization  and  not  an  employer  of  labor ;  and  the 
third  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other 
two;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  two  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernor as  herein  provided  do  not  agree  upon  the  third  member 
of  such  board  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  the  governor 
shall  appoint  such  third  member.    The  members  of  said  board 
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shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time  the 
governor  shall  appoint  a  member  of  such  board  to  serve  out  the 
unexpired  term,  and  he  may  remove  any  member  of  said  board. 
Each  member  of  such  board  shall  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office  be  sworn  to  support  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  and 
to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office.  Said  board  shall 
at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number  as  chair- 
man and  another  as  secretary. 

Section  2.  Said  board  shall  as  soon  as  possible  after  its 
organization  establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  governor  and  attorney-general. 

Section  3.     Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  the 
subject  of  litigation  in  the  courts  of  this  state  exists  between 
an  employer,  whether  an  individual,  co-partnership  or  corpora- 
tion, and  his  employes,  if  at  the  time  he  employs  not  less  than 
twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any 
city,  village  or  town  in  this  state,  said  board  shall  upon  appli- 
cation as  hereinafter  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  there- 
after, visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  careful  inquiry 
into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who 
may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  par4iies  what,  (if 
anything,)  should  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to 
adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision  thereof.     This 
decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be  published  in 
two  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  locality  of  such  dis- 
pute, shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to  be  kept 
by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  succinct  statement  thereof 
published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and 
said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such  decision  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city,  village  or  town  where  said  business  is 
carried  on. 

Section  4.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  em- 
ployer, or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of 
the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or 
their  duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  con- 
tain a  concise  statement  of  the  grievances  complained  of  and 
a  promise  and  agreement  to  continue  in  business  or  at  work 
without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said  board ; 
provided,  however,  that  said  board  shall  render  its  decision 
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within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  filing  such  application.  As 
soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  said  application  the  secre- 
tary of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be  given  of  the 
time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereof ;  but  public  notice  need 
not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  controversy  join  in  the 
application  and  request  in  writing  that  no  public  notice  be 
given.  When  notice  has  been  given  as  aforesaid  the  board 
may  in  its  discretion  appoint  two  expert  assistants  to  the  board, 
one  to  be  nominated  by  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy ; 
provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  board  from  appointing  such  other  additional  expert  assist- 
ants as  they  may  deem  necessary.  Such  expert  assistants  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty,  such  oath  to 
be  administered  by  any  member  of  the  board.  Should  the  peti- 
tioner, or  petitioners,  fail  to  perform  the  promise  and  agree- 
ment made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall  proceed  no 
further  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  of  the  adverse 
party.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  subpoena  as  witnesses 
any  operative  in  the  departments  of  business  affected  by  the 
matter  in  controversy,  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of 
wages  earned  in  such  departments  and  to  examine  them  under 
oath,  and  to  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the 
record  of  wages  paid.  Subpoenas  may  be  signed  and  oaths 
administered  by  any  member  of  the  board. 

Section  5.  The  decision  of  the  board  herein  provided  for 
shall  be  open  to  public  inspection,  shall  be  published  in  a 
biennial  report  to  be  made  to  the  governor  of  the  state  with 
such  recommendations  as  the  board  may  deem  proper,  and  shall 
be  printed  and  distributed  according  to  the  provisions  govern- 
ing the  printing  and  distributing  of  other  state  reports. 

Section  6 .  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
join  in  said  application  for  six  months,  or  until  either  party  has 
given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  Intention  not  to  be  bound 
by  such  decision  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  sixty  days 
from  the  date  of  said  notice.  Said  notice  may  be  given  by 
serving  the  same  upon  the  employer  or  his  representative,  and 
by  serving  the  same  upon  the  employes  by  posting  the  same  in 
three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop,  factory,  yard  or  upon  the 
premises  where  they  work. 

Section  7.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as 
described  in  section  3  of  this  act  may  submit  the  matters  in 
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dispute  in  writing  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia 
ation ;  said  board  may  either  be  matually  agreed  upon  or  the 
employer  may  designate  one  of  such  arbitrators,  the  .employes 
or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators 
so  designated  may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of 
such  local  board  ;  such  board  shall  in  respect  to  the  matters  re- 
ferred to  it  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state 
board  might  have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  such 
binding  effect  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy in  the  written  submission.  The  jurisdiction  of  such 
local  board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters  sub- 
mitted to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assist- 
ance of  the  state  board.  Such  local  board  shall  render  its  de- 
cision in  writing  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  any  hearing 
held  by  it,  and  shall  file  a  copy  thereof  with  the  secretary  of 
the  state  board.  Each  of  such  local  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  treasurer  of  the  city,  village  or  town  in 
which  the  controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  arbi- 
tration exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  in  writing  by  the 
mayor  of  such  city,  the  board  of  trustees  of  such  village,  or  the 
town  board  of  such  town,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  each  day 
of  actual  service  not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration. 

Section  8.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  a 
city,  the  village  board  of  a  village,  or  the  town  board  of  a  town, 
that  a  strike  or  lockout  such  as  is  described  in  section  9,  of  this 
act,  is  seriously  threatened  or  actually  occurs,  the  mayor  of 
such  city,  or  the  village  board  of  such  village,  or  the  town  board 
of  such  town,  shall  at  once  notify  the  state  board  of  such  facts, 
together  with  such  information  as  may  be  available. 

Section  9.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
state  board  by  notice  as  herein  provided,  or  otherwise,  that  a 
strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened,  or  has  actually  occurred, 
which  threatens  to  or  does  involve  the  business  interests  of  any 
city,  village  or  town  of  this  state,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
state  board  to  investigate  the  same  as  soon  as  may  be  and  en- 
deavor by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between 
employer  and  employes,  and  to  endeavor  to  persuade  them,  pro- 
vided a  strike  or  lockout  has  not  actually  occurred  or  is  not 
then  continuing,  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  a  local 
board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  as  herein  provided  for,  or 
to  the  state  board.     Said  state  board  may  if  it  deems  advisable 
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investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  controversy,  ascertain 
which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy  for 
the  existence  or  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may  make  and 
publish  a  report  finding  such  cause  or  causes  and  assigning  such 
responsibility  or  blame. 

Section  10.  Witnesses  subpoenaed  by  the  state  board  shall 
be  allowed  for  their  attendance  and  travel  the  same  fees  as  are 
allowed  to  witnesses  in  the  circuit  courts  of  this  state.  Each 
witness  shall  certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and 
attendance,  and  the  amount  due  him  upon  approval  by  the 
board  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury. 

Section  1 1 .  The  members  of  the  state  board  shall  receive 
the  actual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  under  this  act,  and  the  further  sum  of 
five  dollars  a  day  each  for  the  number  of  days  actually  and 
necessarily  spent  by  them,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  state 
treasury. 

Section  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  publication.  {^Api/roved  April  19y

MINNESOTA. 


An  Aot  to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  dififerenoes  between 
employers  and  employes,  and  to  authorize  the  creation 
of  boards  of  arbitration  and  conciliation,  and  to  appro- 
priate  money  for  the  maintenance  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota : 

Section  1.  That  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  the  Governor  shall,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  appoint  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Concilia- 
tion, consisting  of  three  competent  persons,  who  shall  hold  office 
until  their  successors  are  appointed.  On  the  first  Monday  in 
January,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  thereafter, 
biennially,  the  Governor,  by  and  with  like  advice  and  consent, 
shall  appoint  said  board,  which  shall  be  constituted  as  follows : 
One  of  them  shall  be  an  employer  of  labor,  one  of  them  shall  be 
a  member  selected  from  some  bona  fide  trade  union  and  not  an 
employer  of  labor,  and  who  may  be  chosen  from  a  list  submitted 
by  one  or  more  trade  and  labor  assemblies  in  the  State,  and  the 
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third  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other 
two  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  be  neitlier  an  employe 
or  an  employer  of  skilled  labor ;  provided,  however,  that  if  the 
two  first  appointed  do  not  agree  in  nominating  one  or  more 
persons  to  act  as  the  third  member  before  the  expiration  of  ten 
days,  the  appointment  shall  then  be  made  by  the  Governor 
without  such  recommendation.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  at  any 
time,  the  Governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint  some  one 
having  the  same  qualifications  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term, 
and  he  may  also  remove  any  member  of  said  board. 

§  2.  The  said  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  their 
appointment,  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  members  as 
president  and  another  as  secretary,  and  establish,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  such  rules  of  procedure  as  may 
seem  advisable. 

§  3.  That  whenever  any  controversy  or  difiference  arises  re- 
lating to  the  conditions  of  employment  or  rates  of  wages  between 
any  employer,  whether  an  individual,  a  copartnership  or  cor- 
poration, and  whether  resident  or  non-resident,  and  his  or  their 
employes,  if  at  the  time  he  or  it  employs  not  less  than  ten  per- 
sons in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  in 
this  State,  the  board  sball,  upon  application,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the 
dispute  and  make  a  careful  inquiry  into  the  causes  thereof,  hear 
all  pereons  interested  therein  who  may  come  before  them,  advise 
the  repective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  submitted 
to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  within  ten  days 
after  said  inquiry  make  a  written  decision  thereon.  This  deci- 
sion shall  at  once  be  made  public  and  a  short  statement  thereof 
published  in  a  biennial  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the 
said  board  shall  also  cause  a  copy  of  said  decision  to  be  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  where  said 
business  is  carried  on. 

§  4.  That  said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  busi- 
ness in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their  duly 
authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain  a  concise 
statement  of  the  grievance  alleged,  and  shall  be  verified  by  at 
least  one  of  the  signers.  When  an  application  is  signed  by  an 
agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of  such  employes,  the 
board  shall,  before  proceeding  further,  satisfy  itself  that  such 
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agent  is  duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes, 
but  the  names  of  the  employes  giving  such  authority  shall  be 
kept  secret  by  said  board.  Within  three  days  after  the  receipt 
of  said  application  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public 
notice  to  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  where  said  hearing 
shall  be  held.  But  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both 
parties  to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  present 
therewith  a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given. 
When  such  request  is  made  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties 
interested  in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order ;  and  the 
board  may  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings  cause  public  notice 
to  be  given,  notwithstanding  such  request. 

§  5.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  summon  as  wit- 
nesses any  clerk,  agent  or  employe  in  the  departments  of  the 
business  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those  de- 
partments, and  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the 
records  of  wages  paid.  Summons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  ad- 
ministered by  any  member  of  the  board.  Witnesses  summoned 
before  the  board  shall  be  paid  by  the  board  the  same  witness 
fees  as  witnesses  before  a  district  court. 

§  6.  That  upon  the  receipt  of  an  application,  after  notice 
has  been  given  as  aforesaid,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before 
provided,  and  render  a  written  decision  which  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  and  shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the 
board  and  published  at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  a  biennial 
report  which  shall  be  made  to  the  Legislature  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year  in  which  the  liCgislature 
is  in  regular  session. 

§  7.  In  all  cases  where  the  application  is  mutual,  the  deci- 
sion  shall  provide  that  the  same  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
parties  concerned  in  said  controversy  or  dispute  for  six  months, 
or  until  sixty  days  after  either  party  has  given  the  other  notice 
in  writing  of  his  or  their  intention  not  to  be  bound  by  the  same. 
Such  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employes  by  posting  the  same 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop,  factory  or  place  of  em- 
ployment. 

§  8.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  said  board, 
either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city,  the  county  commis- 
sioners, the  president  of  a  chamber  of  commerce  or  other  repre- 
sentative body,  the  president  of  the  central  labor  council  or 
assembly,  or  any  five  reputable  citizens,  or  otherwise,  that  what 
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is  commonly  known  as  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened 
or  has  actually  occurred,  in  any  city  or  town  of  the  State,  involv- 
ing an  employer  and  his  or  its  present  or  past  employes,  if  at  the 
time  such  employer  is  employing,  or  up  to  the  occurrence  of  the 
strike  or  lockout  was  employing,  not  less  than  ten  persons  in 
the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  in  this  State, 
and  said  board  shall  be  satisfied  that  such  information  is  cor- 
rect, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board,  within  three  days  there- 
after, to  put  themselves  in  communication  with  such  employer 
and  employes  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable 
settlement  between  them,  or  to  persuade  them  to  submit  the 
matter  in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion, as  hereinafter  provided,  or  to  said  State  board,  and  the  said 
State  board  may  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  contro- 
versy and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible 
for  the  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a 
report  assigning  such  reponsibility.  The  said  board  shall  have 
the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes  as  are  given  them 
by  sections  three  and  four  of  this  act. 

§  9.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference,  as  specified 
in  this  act,  may  submit  the  matter  in  dispute  in  writing  to  a 
local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  ;  such  board  may  either 
be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer  may  designate  one  of 
the  arbiters,  the  employes  or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another, 
and  the  two  arbiters  so  designated  may  choose  a  third,  who  shall 
also  be  chairman  of  the  board.  Each  arbiter  so  selected  shall 
sign  a  consent  to  act  as  such,  and  shall  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  before  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  to  faithfully 
and  impartially  discharge  his  duty  as  such  arbiter,  which  con- 
sent and  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  offlce-of  the  clerk  of  the  dis- 
trict court  of  the  county  where  such  dispute  arises.  Such  board 
shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to  them,  have  and 
exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  State  board  might  have  and 
exercise,  iand  their  decisions  shall  have  whatever  binding  effect 
may  be  agreed  to  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  in  the  written 
submission.  Vacancies  in  such  local  boards  may  be  filled  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  regular  appointments  are  made.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  State  board  to  aid  and  assist  in  the  forma- 
tion of  such  local  boards  throughout  the  State  in  advance  of  any 
strike  or  lockout,  whenever  and  wherever  in  their  judgment  the 
formation  of  such  local  boards  will  have  a  tendency  to  prevent 
or  allay  the  occurrence  thereof.     The  jurisdiction  of  such  local 
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boards  shall  be  exclasive  in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to 
them  ;  bat  they  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assistance 
of  the  State  board.  The  decisions  of  sach  local  boards  shall  be 
rendered  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  any  hearing  held 
before  them ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be  filed  with  the  clerk 
of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  controversy 
arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  State  board. 

§  10.  Each  member  of  said  State  board  shall  receive  as  com- 
pensation five  dollars  a  day,  including  mileage,  for  each  and 
every  day  actually  employed  in  the  performance  of  the  duties 
provided  for  by  this  act ;  such  compensation  shall  be  paid  by 
the  State  Treasurer  on  duly  detailed  vouchers  approved  by  said 
board  and  by  the  Governor. 

§  11.  The  said  board,  in  their  biennial  reports  to  the  Legis- 
lature, shall  include  such  statements,  facts  and  explanations  as 
will  disclose  the  actual  workings  of  the  board  and  such  sugges- 
tions with  regard  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  them  conducive 
to  harmonizing  the  relations  of  and  the  disputes  between  em- 
ployers and  employes ;  and  the  improvement  of  the  present  rela- 
tions between  labor  and  capital.  Such  biennial  reports  of  the 
board  shall  be  printed  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
regulations  as  the  reports  of  the  executive  ofiScers  of  the  State. 

§  12.  There  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  State  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  13.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.     [^Approved  April  25^  1895, 


CONNBCITICTJT. 

[Chapter  COXXXIX.] 

An  Act  creating  a  State  Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  ffouse  of  Representatives  in  General 

Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  During  each  biennial  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  the  Governor  shall,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  appoint  a  State  Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitra- 
tion, to  consist  of  three  competent  persons,  each  of  whom  shall 
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hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years.  One  of  said  persons 
shall  be  selected  from  the  party  which  at  the  last  general  elec- 
tion cast  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  Grovernor  of  this 
State,  and  one  of  said  persons  shall  be  selected  from  the  party 
which  at  the  last  general  election  cast  the  next  greatest  number 
of  votes  for  Governor  of  this  State,  and  the  other  of  said 
persons  shall  be  selected  from  a  bona  fide  labor  organization  of 
this  State.  Said  board  shall  select  one  of  its  number  to  act  as 
clerk  or  secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  full  and 
faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  and  also  to  keep 
and  preserve  all  documents  and  testimony  submitted  to  said 
board ;  he  shall  have  power  under  the  direction  of  the  Board, 
to  issue  subpoenas,  and  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases  before 
said  board,  and  to  call  for  and  examine  the  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  the  parties  to  such  cases.  Said  arbitrators  shall 
take  and  subscribe  to  the  constitutional  oath  of  office  before 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

§  2.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature  shall 
arise  between  any  employer  and  his  employes,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  parties  to  submit  .the  same  directly  to  the  State  Board 
of  Mediation  and  Arbitration,  in  case  such  parties  elect  to  do 
so,  and  shall  notify  said  board,  or  its  clerk,  in  writing,  of  such 
election.  Whenever  such  notification  to  said  board  or  its  clerk 
is  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  proceed,  with  as 
little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality  of  such  grievance  or  dis- 
pute, and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  the  grievance  or 
dispute.  The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dispute  shall  there- 
upon submit  to  said  board,  in  writing,  succinctly,  clearly,  and 
in  detail,  their,  grievances  and  complaints,  and  the  cause  or 
causes  thereof,  and  severally  promise  and  agree  to  continue  in 
business,  or  at  work,  without  a  strike  or  lockout,  until  the  de- 
cision of  said  board  is  rendered  ;  provided,  it  shall  be  rendered 
within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  investigation.  The 
board  shall  thereupon  proceed  fully  to  investigate  and  inquire 
into  the  matters  in  controversy,  and  to  take  testimony  under 
oath  in  relation  thereto,  and  shall  have  power,  by  its  chairman 
or  clerk,  to  administer  oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses,  and  the  production  of  books  and  papers. 

§  8.  After  a  matter  has  been  fully  heard,  the  said  board, 
or  a  majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days,  render  a 
decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  the  members  of  the  board, 
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or  a  majority  of  them,  stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show 
the  nature  of  the  decision  and  the  points  disposed  of  by  said 
board.  The  decision  shall  be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of  which 
shall  be  filed  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  in  the  of&ce  of  the 
town  or  city  clerk  in  the  town  where  the  controversy  arose, 
and  one  copy  shall  be  served  on  each  of  the  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy. 

§  4.  Whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occur,  or  is  seri- 
ously threatened  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and  shall  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  board,  it  shall  be  its  duty,  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  locality  of  such 
strike  or  lockout  and  put  itself  in  communication  with  the  parties 
to  the  controversy,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  ami- 
cable settlement  of  such  strike  or  lockout ;  and,  if  in  the  judg- 
ment of  said  board  it  is  best,  it  shall  inquire  into  the  cause  or 
causes  of  the  controversy,  and  to  that  end  the  board  is  hereby 
authorized  to  subpoena  witnesses,  and  send  for  persons  and 
papers. 

§  5.  Said  board  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December 
in  each  year,  make  a  report  to  the  Governor,  and  shall  include 
therein  such  statements,  facts,  and  explanations  as  will  disclose 
the  actual  working  of  the  board,  and  such  suggestions  as  to 
legislation  as  may  seem  to  it  conducive  to  harmony  in  the  rela- 
tions between  employers  and  employed,  and  to  the  improvement 
of  the  present  system  of  production. 

§  6.  Whenever  the  term  "employer"  or  "employers"  is 
used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include  "  firm,"  "  joint-stock 
association,"  *'  company  "  or  "  corporation,"  as  fully  as  if  each 
of  the  last-named  terms  was  expressed  in  each  place. 

§  7.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  receive  as  compensa- 
tion for  actual  services  rendered  under  this  act,  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  per  day  and  expenses,  upon  presentation  of  their  voucher 
to  the  Comptroller,  approved  by  the  Governor. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.  [^Approved 
June  28^  1895. 
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ILLIKOIS. 

An  Aot  to  oreate  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  for  the  in- 
vestigation or  settlement  of  difierences  between  em- 
ployers and  their  employes,  and  to  define  the  powers 
and  duties  of  said  board. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  lUinoie^ 
represented  in  the  General  Assembly :  As  soon  as  this  act  shall 
take  effect  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  shall  appoint  three  persons,  not  more  than  two  of 
whom  shall  belong  to  the  same  political  party,  who  shall  be 
styled  a  State  ''  Board  of  Arbitration,"  to  serve  as  a  State 
Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation;  one  and  only  one  of 
whom  shall  be  an  employer  of  labor,  and  one  and  only  one 
of  whom  shall  be  an  employ^  and  shall  be  selected  from  some 
labor  organization.  They  shall  hold  office  until  March  1, 1897, 
or  until  their  successors* are  appointed,  but  said  board  shall  have 
no  power  to  act  as  such  until  they  and  each  of  them  are  con- 
firmed by  the  Senate.  On  the  first  day  of  March,  1897,  the 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  ap- 
point three  persons  as  members  of  said  board  in  the  manner 
above  provided,  one  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years 
and  one  for  three  years,  or  until  their  respective  successors  are 
appointed,  and  on  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year  thereafter 
the  Governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint  one  member  of 
said  board  to  succeed  the  member  whose  term  expires,  and  to 
serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  or  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed. If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall 
in  the  same  manner  appoint  some  one  to  serve  out  the  unex- 
pired term.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge 
thereof.  The  board  shall  at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one 
of  their  number  as  chairman,  and  they  shall,  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble after  such  organization,  establish  suitable  rules  of  pro- 
cedure. The  board  shall  have  power  to  select  and  remove  a 
secretary,  who  shall  be  a  stenographer,  and  who  shall  receive  a 
salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  not  to  exceed  $1,200  per  annum 
and  his  necessary  traveling  expenses,  on  bills  of  items  to  be 
approved  by  the  board,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  State  treasury. 

§  2.  When  any  controversy  or  difference  not  involving  ques- 
tions which  may  be  the  subject  of  an  action  at  law  or  bill  in 
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equity,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  individaal,  co- 
partnership or  corporation,  employing  not  less  than  twenty-<five 
persons,  and  his  employes  in  this  State,  the  board  shall,  upon 
application  as  herein  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  there- 
after, visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  a  careful  inquiry 
into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who 
may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if 
anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  both  to  adjust 
said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision  thereof.  This  deci- 
sion shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper 
books  of  record  to  be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and 
a  short  statement  thereof  published  in  the  annual  report  herein- 
after provided  for,  and  the  board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to 
be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city,  town  or  village  where  said 
business  is  carried  on. 

§  3.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer  or  by 
a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  business 
in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  by  both  parties, 
and  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the  grievances  com- 
plained of  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work 
without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said  board,  if 
it  shall  be  made  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of  filing  said 
application.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  said  appli- 
cation, the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to 
be  given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereon,  but 
public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written 
request  that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  is 
made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such 
manner  as  the  board  may  order,  and  the  board  may,  at  any 
stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be  given,  not- 
withstanding such  request.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to 
summon  as  witness  any  operative,  or  expert  in  the  departments 
of  business  affected  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of 
wages  earned  in  those  departments,  or  any  other  person,  and  to 
examine  them  under  oath,  and  to  require  the  production  of 
books  containing  the  record  of  wages  paid.  The  board  shall 
have  power  to  issue  subpoenas,  and  oaths  may  be  administered 
by  the  chairman  of  the  board. 

§  4.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application,  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided,  and  render 
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a  written  decision,  which  shall  be  open  to  pablio  inspection, 
shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board  and  published 
at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to 
the  Governor  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

§  5.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
join  in  said  application  for  six  months  or  until  either  party  has 
given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  or  their  intention  not  to 
be  bound  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  therefrom. 
Said  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employes  by  posting  in  three 
conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or  factory  where  they  work. 

§  6.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  State 
board  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened  in  the 
State,  involving  an  employer  and  his  employes,  if  he  is  em- 
ploying not  less  than  twenty- five  persons,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  State  board  to  put  itself  in  communication  as  soon  as 
may  be,  with  such  employer  or  employes,  and  endeavor  by 
mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  or  to 
endeavor  to  persuade  them  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to 
the  State  board. 

*  §  7.  The  members  of  the  said  board  shall  each  receive  a 
salary  of  $1,500  a  year,  and  necessary  traveling  expenses,  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  State,  upon  bills  of  par- 
ticulars approved  by  the  Governor. 

§  8.  Any  notice  or  process  issued  by  the  State  Board  of 
Arbitration,  shall  be  served  by  any  sheriff,  coroner  or  constable 
to  whom  the  same  may  be  directed  or  in  whose  hands  the  same 
may  be  placed  for  service. 

§  9.  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists,  therefore  it  is  enacted 
that  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.     [^Approved  Augtist  2,  1895.     Special  session. 


UTAH. 

[Chapter  LXII.] 

An  Act  to  create  a  State  Board  of  Labor,  Conciliation  and 
Arbitration,  for  the  investigation  and  settlement  of 
differenoes  between  Employers  and  their  Employes, 
and  to  define  the  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  said  Board, 
and  to  fix  their  Compensation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Utah : 

Section  1.    As  soon  as  this  act  shall  be  approved,  the  gov- 
ernor, by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  three 
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persons,  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  same 
political  party,  who  shall  be  styled  a  State  Board  of  Labor,  Con- 
ciliation and  Arbitration,  to  serve  as  a  State  Board  of  Labor, 
Conciliation  and  Arbitration,  one  of  whom  and  only  one  of 
whom  shall  be  an  employer  of  labor,  and  only  one  of  whom 
shall  be  an  employee,  and  the  latter  shall  be  selected  from 
some  labor  organization,  and  the  third  shall  be  some  person 
who  is  neither  an  employee  nor  an  employer  of  manual  labor, 
and  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board.  One  to  serve  for  one 
year,  one  for  three  years  and  one  for  five  years  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Governor  at  the  time  of  their  appointment, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms,  their  successors  shall  be 
appointed  in  like  manner  for  the  term  of  four  years.  If  a  va- 
cancy occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall,  in  the  same  man- 
ner appoint  some  one  to  serve  the  unexpired  term  and  until  the 
appointment  and  qualification  of  his  successor.  Each  member 
of  said  board  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  shall  at  once  organize  by  selecting  from 
its  members  a  secretary,  and  they  shall,  as  soon  as  possible 
after  such  organization,  establish  suitable  rules  of  procedure. 

Sec.  3.  Wheu  any  controversy  or  difference,  not  involving 
questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  an  action  at  law  or  bill 
in  equity,  exists  between  an  employer  (whether  an  individual, 
copartnership  or  corporation)  employing  not  less  than  ten  per- 
sons, and  his  employees,  in  this  State,  the  board  shall,  upon 
application  as  herein  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  there- 
after, visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute,  and  make  a  careful  inquiry 
into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein,  who 
may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if 
anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to 
adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be 
recorded  upon  the  proper  book  of  record  to  be  kept  by  the  sec- 
retary of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement  thereof  published  in 
the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sec.  5.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer, 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employees  in  the  department  of  the  busi- 
ness in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  by  both 
parties,  and  shall  contain  a  cc^hcise  statement  of  the  grievances 
complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at 
work  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  a  decision  of  said  board. 
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if  it  shall  be  made  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of  filing  the 
said  application. 

Sec.  6.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  receiving  said  applica- 
tion, the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given,  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereon,  but  pub- 
lic notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written 
request  that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  is 
made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such 
manner  as  the  board  may  order,  and  the  board  may  at  any 
stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice,  notwithstanding 
such  request.    . 

Sec.  7.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to  summon  as  wit- 
nesses by  subpoena  any  operative  or  expert  in  the  department 
of  business  affected,  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of 
wages  earned  in  those  departments,  or  any  other  person,  and  to 
administer  oaths,  and  to  examine  said  witnesses  and  to  require 
the  production  of  books,  papers  and  records.  In  case  of  a  dis- 
obedience to  a  subpoena  the  board  may  invoke  the  aid  of  any 
court  in  the  State  in  requiring  the  attendance  and  testimony  of 
witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers  and  documents 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section.  Any  of  the  district  courts 
of  the  State,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  which  such  inquiry  is 
carried  on,  may,  in  case  of  contumacy  or  refusal  to  obey  a 
subpoena  issued  to  any  such  witness,  issue  an  order  requiring 
such  witness  to  appear  before  said  board  and  produce  books 
and  papers  if  so  ordered,^  and  give  evidence  touching  the  matter 
in  question.  Any  refusal  to  obey  such  order  of  the  court  may 
be  punished  by  such  court  as  a  contempt  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided  and  render  a 
written  decision,  and  the  findings  of  the  majority  shall  consti- 
tute the  decision  of  the  board,  which  decision  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the 
board  and  published  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to  the 
Governor  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

Sec.  9.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
join  in  said  application,  or  who  have  entered  their  appearance 
before  said  board,  until  either  party  has  given  the  other  notice 
in  writing  of  his  or  their  intention  not  to  be  bound  by  the  same, 
and  for  a  period  of  90  days  thereafter.     Said  notice  may  be 
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given  to  said  employees  by  posting  in  three  conspicaous  places 
where  they  work. 

Sec.  10.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
State  board  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened  in 
the  State  involving  any  employer  and  his  employees,  if  he  is  em- 
ploying not  less  than  ten  persons,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
State  board  to  put  itself  into  communication  as  soon  as  may  be, 
with  such  employer  and  employees,  and  endeavor  by  mediation 
to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them  and  endeavor  to 
persuade  them  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  the  State 
board. 

Sec.  11.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  each  receive  a 
per  diem  of  three  dollars  for  each  day's  service  while  actually 
engaged  in  the  hearing  of  any  controversy  between  any  em- 
ployer and  his  employees,  and  five  cents  per  mile  for  each  mile 
necessarily  traveled  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place 
where  engaged  in  hearing  such  controversy,  the  same  to  be  paid 
by  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  appearing  before  said  board, 
and  the  members  of  said  board  shall  receive  no  compensation 
or  expenses  for  any  other  service  performed  under  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  Any  notice  or  process  issued  by  the  State  Board 
of  Arbitration  shall  be  served  by  any  sheriff,  to  whom  the  same 
may  be  directed,  or  in  whose  hands  the  same  may  be  placed  for 
Bervice  without  charge.     [^Approved  March  24^  1896. 


IDAHO. 

Idaho  was  admitted  to  the  Union  on  July  3, 1890.  Article 
13  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  contains  the  following :  — 

Section  7.  The  legislature  may  establish  boards  of  arbitra- 
tion whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  hear  and  determine  all  differ- 
ences and  controversies  between  laborers  and  their  employers, 
which  may  be  submitted  to  them  in  writing  by  all  the  parties. 
Such  board  of  arbitration  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and 
anthority,  in  respect  to  administering  oaths,  subpoenaing  wit- 
nesses and  compelling  their  attendance,  preserving  order  dur- 
ing the  sittings  of  the  board,  punishing  for  contempt,  and 
reqairing  the  production  of  papers  and  writings,  and  all  other 
powers  and  privileges,  in  their  nature  applicable,  conferred  by 
law  on  justices  of  the  peace. 
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WYOMING. 

Wyoming  was  admitted  to  the  Union  on  July  11,  1890. 
Article  5  of  the  Constitution  has  the  following  provisions  for 
the  arbitration  of  labor  disputes  : 

Section  28.  The  legislature  shall  establish  courts  of  arbitra- 
tion, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  hear,  and  determine  all  differ- 
ences, and  controversies  between  organizations  or  associations 
of  laborers,  and  their  employers,  which  shall  be  submitted  to 
them  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  may  provide. 

Section  30.  Appeals  from  decisions  of  compulsory  boards 
of  arbitration  shall  be  allowed  to  the  supreme  court  of  the 
state,  and  the  manner  of  taking  such  appeals  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 


IOWA. 

An  Aot  to  authorize  the  oreation  and  to  provide  for  the 
operation  of  tribunals  of  voluntary  arbitration  to  adjust 
industrial  disputes  between  employers  and  employes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa : 

Section  1.  That  the  district  court  of  each  county,  or  a 
judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall  have  power,  and  upon  the  pres- 
entation of  a  petition  or  of  the  agreement  hereinafter  named,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court,  or  a  judge  thereof  in  vacation, 
to  issue  in  the  form  hereinafter  named,  a  license  or  authority 
for  the  establishment  within  and  for  each  county  of  tribunals 
for  voluntary  arbitration  and  settlement  of  disputes  between 
employers  and  employed  in  the  manufacturing,  mechanical  or 
mining  industries. 

§  2.  The  said  petition  or  agreement  shall  be  substautially 
in  the  form  hereinafter  given,  and  the  petition  shall  be  signed 
by  at  least  twenty  persons  employed  as  workmen,  and  by  four 
or  more  separate  firms,  individuals  or  corporations  within  the 
county,  or  by  at  least  four  employers,  each  of  whom  shall  em- 
ploy at  least  five  workmen,  or  by  the  representative  of  a  firm, 
corporation  or  individual  employing  not  less  than  twent}'  men 
in  their  trade  or  industry ;  provided,  that  at  the  time  the  peti- 
tion is  presented  the  judge  before  whom  such  petition  is  pre- 
sented may,  upon  motion,  require  testimony  to  be  given  as  to 
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the  representative  character  of  said  petitioners,  and  if  it  appears 
that  said  petitioners  do  not  represent  the  will  of  a  majority  or 
at  least  one-half  of  each  party  to  the  dispute,  the  license  for  the 
establishment  of  said  tribunal  may  be  denied,  or  may  make  such 
other  order  in  this  behalf  as  to  him  shall  seem  fair  to  both  sides. 

§  3.  If  the  said  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  requisite 
number  of  both  employers  and  workmen,  and  be  in  proper  form 
and  contain  the  names  of  the  people  to  compose  the  tribunal, 
being  an  equal  number  of  employers  and  workmen,  the  judge 
shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  issued,  a  license,  substantially  in 
the  form  hereinafter  given,  authorizing  the  existence  of  such 
tribunal  and  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  there- 
of, and  an  entry  of  the  license  so  granted  shall  be  made  upon 
the  journal  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  peti- 
tion originated. 

§  4.  Said  tribunal  shall  continue  in  existence  for  one  year 
from  date  of  the  license  creating  it,  and  may  take  jurisdiction 
of  any  dispute  between  employers  and  workmen  in  any  mechan- 
ical, manufacturing  or  mining  industry  or  business  who  shall 
have  petitioned  for  the  tribunal  or  have  been  represented  in  the 
petition  therefor,  or  who  may  submit  their  disputes  in  writing 
to  such  tribunal  for  decision.  VAcancies  occurring  in  the  mem- 
bership of  the  tribunal  shall  be  filled  by  the  judge  or  court  that 
licensed  said  tribunal  from  three  names  presented  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  tribunal,  remaining  in  that  class  in  which  the  vacan- 
cies occur.  The  removal  of  any  member  to  an  adjoining  county 
shall  not  cause  a  vacancy  in  either  the  tribunal  or  post  of  umpire. 
Disputes  occurring  in  one  county  may  be  referred  to  a  tribunal 
already  existing  in  an  adjoining  county.  The  place  of  umpire 
in  any  of  said  tribunals,  and  vacancies  occurring  in  such  place, 
shall  only  be  filled  by  the  mutual  choice  of  the  whole  of  the 
representatives  of  both  employers  and  workmen  constituting 
the  tribunal  immediately  upon  the  organization  of  the  same, 
and  the  umpire  shall  be  called  upon  to  act  after  disagreement 
is  manifested  in  the  tribunal,  by  failure  during  three  meetings 
held  and  full  discussion  had.  His  award  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive upon  such  matters  as  are  submitted  to  him  in  writing 
and  signed  by  the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  tribunal,  or  by 
parties  submitting  the  same. 

§  5.  The  said  tribunal  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  two 
employers  or  their  representatives  and  two  workmen  or  their

representatives.  The  exact  number  ^^bieb  sball  ia  eacb  case 
constitute  tbe  tribunal  sball  be  inserted  in  tbe  petition  or  agree- 
ment, and  tbey  sball  be  named  in  the  license  issued.  The  said 
tribnual,  when  convened,  shall  be  organized  by  the  selection  of 
one  of  their  members  as  chairman  and  one  as  secretary,  who 
shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members,  or,  if  such 
majority  cannot  be  had  after  two  votes,  then  by  secret  ballot 
or  by  lot,  as  they  prefer. 

§  6.  The  members  of  the  tribunal  shall  receive  no  compen- 
sation for  their  services  from  the  city  or  county,  but  the  ex- 
penses of  the  tribunal,  other  than  fuel,  light,  and  the  use  of  the 
room  and  furniture,  may  be  paid  by  voluntary  subscription, 
which  the  tribunal  is  authorized  to  receive  and  expend  for  such 
purposes.  The  sessions  of  said  tribunal  shall  be  held  at  the 
county  seat  of  the  county  where  the  petition  for  the  same  was 
presented,  and  a  room  in  the  courthouse,  or  elsewhere,  for  the 
use  of  said  tribunal,  shall  be  provided  by  the  county  board  of 
supervisors. 

§  7.  When  no  umpire  is  acting,  the  chairman  of  the  tribunal 
shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  to  all  witnesses  who  may 
be  produced,  and  a  majority  of  said  tribunal  may  provide  for 
the  examination  and  investigation  of  books,  documents  and  ac- 
counts pertaining  to  the  mattera  in  hearing  before  the  tribunal, 
and  belonging  to  either  party  to  the  dispute  ;  provided^  that  the 
tribunal  may  unanimously  direct  that,  instead  of  producing 
books,  papers  and  accounts  before  the  tribunal,  an  accountant 
agreed  upon  by  the  entire  tribunal  may  be  appointed  to  exam- 
ine such  books,  papers  and  accounts,  and  such  accountant  shall 
be  sworn  to  well  and  truly  examine  such  books,  documents  and 
accounts  as  may  be  presented  to  him,  and  to  report  the  results 
of  such  examination  in  writing  to  said  tribunal.  Before  such 
examination,  the  information  desired  and  required  by  the  tri- 
bunal shall  be  plainly  stated  in  writing  and  presented  to  said 
accountant,  which  statement  shall  be  signed  by  the  members  of 
said  tribunal  or  by  a  majority  of  each  class  thereof.  Attorneys 
at  law  or  other  agents  of  either  party  to  the  dispute  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  appear  or  take  part  in  any  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  tribunal  or  before  the  umpire. 

§  8.  When  the  umpire  is  acting  he  shall  preside  and  he  shall 
have  all  the  power  of  the  chairman  of  the  tribunal,  and  his  de- 
termination upon  all  questions  of  evidence  or  other  questions,  in 
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coDductiDg  the  inquiries  there  pending,  shall  be  final.  Com- 
mittees of  the  tribunal,  consisting  of  an  equal  number  of  each 
class,  may  be  constituted  to  examine  into  any  question  in  dis- 
pute between  employers  and  workmen  which  may  have  been  re- 
ferred to  said  committee  by  the  tribunal,  and  such  committee 
may  hear  and  settle  the  same  finally,  when  it  can  be  done  by  a 
unanimous  vote ;  otherwise  the  same  shall  be  reported  to  the 
full  tribunal  and  be  there  heard,  as  if  the  question  had  not  been 
referred.  The  said  tribunal,  in  connection  with  the  said  um- 
pire, shall  have  power  to  make  or  ordain  and  enforce  rules  for 
the  government  of  the  body  when  in  session,  to  enable  the  busi- 
ness to  be  proceeded  with  in  order,  and  to  fix  its  sessions  and 
adjournments,  but  such  rules  shall  not  conflict  with  this  statute 
Dor  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
Iowa. 

§  9.  Before  the  umpire  shall  proceed  to  act,  the  question 
or  questions  in  dispute  shall  be  plainly  defined  in  writing  and 
signed  by  the  members  of  the  tribunal,  or  a  majority  thereof  of 
each  class,  or  by  the  parties  submitting  the  same,  and  such 
writing  shall  contain  the  submission  of  the  decision  thereof  to 
the  umpire  by  name,  and  shall  provide  that  his  decision  thereon, 
after  hearing,  shall  be  final.  The  umpire  shall  be  sworn  to  im- 
partially decide  all  questions  that  may  be  submitted  to  him  dur- 
ing his  term  of  office.  The  submission  and  his  award  may  be 
made  in  the  form  hereinafter  given,  and  said  umpire  must  make 
bis  award  within  ten  days  from  the  time  the  question  or  ques- 
tions in  dispute  are  submitted  to  him.  Said  award  shall  be 
made  to  the  tribunal,  and  if  the  award  is  for  a  specific  sum  of 
money,  said  award  may  be  made  a  matter  of  record  by  filing  a 
copy  thereof  in  the  district  court  of  the  county  wherein  the  tri- 
bunal is  in  session.  AVhen  so  entered  of  record  it  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive,  and  the  proper  court  may,  on  motion  of  any  one 
interested,  enter  judgment  thereon  ;  and  when  the  award  is  for 
a  specific  sum  of  money,  may  issue  fiual  and  other  process  to 
enforce  the  same. 

§  10.  The  form  of  the  joint  petition  or  agreement  praying 
for  a  tribunal  under  this  act  shall  be  as  follows :  — 

To  the  district  court  of  county  (or  to  a  judge  thereof,  as  the 

case  may  be) : 

The  subscribers  hereto,  being  the  number  and  having  the  qualifica-

An  Act  to  establish  boards  of  arbitration,  and  defining 

their  powers  and  duties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  district  court  of  each  countv,  or  a 
judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall  have  the  power,  and  upon  the 
presentation  of  a  petition,  as  hereinafter  provided,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  court,  or  judge,  to  issue  a  license,  or  authority, 
for  the  establishment,  within  and  for  any  county  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  said  court,  of  a  tribunal  for  voluntary  arbitra- 
tion and  settlement  of  disputes  between  employers  and  em- 
ployed, in  the  manufacturing,  mechanical,  mining  and  other 
industries. 

§  2.  The  said  petition  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
hereinafter  given,  and  the  petition  shall  be  signed  by  at  least 
five  persons  employed  as  workmen,  or  by  two  or  more  separate 
firms,  individuals  or  corporations  within  the  county,  who  are 
employers  within  the  county;  provided,  that  at  the  time  the 
petition  is  presented,  the  judge  before  whom  said  petition  is 
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presented  may,  upon  motion,  reqaire  testimony  to  be  taken  as 
to  the  representative  character  of  said  petitioners,  and  if  it 
appears  that  the  requisite  number  of  said  petitioners  are  not  of 
the  character  they  represent  themselves  to  be,  the  establishment 
of  the  said  tribunal  may  be  denied,  or  he  may  make  such  other 
order  in  that  behalf  as  shall  to  him  seem  fair  to  both  sides. 

§  3.  If  the  said  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  requisite 
number  of  either  employers  or  workmen,  and  be  in  proper  form^ 
the  judge  shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  issued  a  license,  authoriz- 
ing the  existence  of  such  a  tribunal  and  containing  the  names 
of  four  persons  to  compose  the  tribunal,  two  of  whom  shall  be 
workmen  and  two  employers,  all  residents  of  said  county,  and 
fixing  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  thereof ;  and  an 
entry  of  the  license  so  granted  shall  be  made  upon  the  journal  of 
the  district  court  in  the  county  in  which  the  petition  originated. 

§  4.  Said  tribunal  shall  continue  in  existence  for  one  year 
from  the  date  of  the  license  creating  it,  and  may  take  jurisdic- 
tion of  any  dispute  between  employers  and  workmen  in  any 
mechanical,  manufacturing,  mining  or  other  industry,  who  may 
submit  their  disputes  in  writing  to  such  tribunal  for  decision. 
Vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  tribunal  shall  be 
filled  by  the  judge  or  court  that  licensed  said  tribunal.  Disputes 
occurring  in  one  county  may  be  referred  to  a  tribunal  already 
existing  in  an  adjoining  county.  Said  court  at  the  time  of 
the  issuance  of  said  license  shall  appoint  an  umpire  for  said 
tribunal,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  impartially  decide  all  questions 
that  may  be  submitted  to  him  during  his  term  of  office.  The 
umpire  shall  be  called  upon  to  act  after  disagreement  is  mani- 
fested in  the  tribunal  by  failure  to  agree  during  three  meetings 
held  and  full  discussion  had.  His  award  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive upon  such  matters  only  as  are  submitted  to  him  in  writ- 
ing and  signed  by  the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  tribunal,  or 
by  parties  submitting  the  same.  And  the  award  of  said  tribunal 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  the  (piestions  so  submitted  to 
it;  provided,  that  said  award  may  be  impeached  for  fraud,  ac- 
cident or  mistake. 

§  5.  The  said  tribunal  when  convened  shall  be  organized  by 
the  selection  of  one  of  their  number  as  chairman,  and  one  as 
secretary,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members. 

§  6.  The  members  of  the  tribunal  and  the  umpire  shall  each 
receive  as  compensation  for  their  services,  out  of  the  treasury 
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of  the  oooDty  in  which  said  dispute  shall  arise,  two  dollars  for 
each  day  of  actual  service.  The  sessions  of  said  tribunal  shall 
be  held  at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  where  the  petition  for 
the  same  was  presented,  and  a  suitable  room  for  the  use  of  said 
tribunal  shall  be  provided  by  the  county  commissioners. 

§  7.  All  submission  of  matters  in  dispute  shall  be  made  to 
the  chairman  of  said  tribunal,  who  shall  file  the  same.  The 
chairman  of  the  tribunal  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  to 
all  witnesses  who  may  be  produced,  and  a  majority  of  said  tribu- 
nal may  provide  for  the  examination  and  investigation  of  books, 
documents  and  accounts  necessary,  material,  and  pertaining  to 
the  matters  in  hearing  before  the  tribunal,  and  belonging  to 
either  party  to  the  dispute.  The  umpire  shall  have  power  when 
necessary  to  administer  oaths  and  examine  witnesses,  and  ex- 
amine and  investigate  books,  documents  and  accounts  pertain- 
ing to  the  matters  submitted  to  him  for  decision. 

§  8.  The  said  tribunal  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain  and 
enforce  rules  for  the  government  of  the  body,  when  in  session, 
to  enable  the  business  to  be  proceeded  with  in  order,  and  to  fix 
its  sessions  and  adjournments  ;  but  such  rules  shall  not  conflict 
with  this  statute,  nor  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  State ;  provided,  that  the  chairman  of 
said  tribunal  may  convene  said  tribunal  in  extra  session  at  the 
earliest  day  possible  in  cases  of  emergency. 

§  9.  Before  the  umpire  shall  proceed  to  act,  the  question  or 
questions  in  dispute  shall  be  plainly  defined  in  writing,  and 
signed  by  the  members  of  the  tribunal  or  a  majority  thereof,  or 
by  the  parties  submitting  the  same ;  and  such  writing  shall  con- 
tain the  submission  of  the  decision  thereof  to  the  umpire  by  name, 
and  shall  provide  that  his  decision  thereon  after  hearing  shall  be 
final ;  and  said  umpire  must  make  his  award  within  five  days 
from  the  time  the  question  or  questions  in  dispute  are  submitted 
to  him.  Said  award  shall  be  made  to  the  tribunal ;  and  if  the 
award  is  for  a  specific  sum  of  money,  said  award  of  money,  or 
the  award  of  the  tribunal  when  it  shall  be  for  a  specific  sum, 
may  be  made  a  matter  of  record  by  filing  a  copy  thereof  in  the 
district  court  of  the  county  wherein  the  tribunal  is  in  session. 
When  so  entered  of  record  it  shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  and 
the  proper  court  may,  on  motion  of  anyone  interested,  enter 
judgment  thereon ;  and  when  the  award  is  for  a  specific  sum 
of  money,  may  issue  final  and  other  process  to  enforce  the 
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same ;  provided,  that  any  such  award  may  be  impeached  for  ' 
fraud,  accident  or  mistake. 

§  10.    The  form  of  the  petition  praying  for  a  tribunal  under 
this  act  shall  be  as  follows :  — 

To  the  district  court  of  county  (or  a  judge  thereof,  as  the 

case  may  be)  :  The  subscribers  hereto,  being  the  number  and  having 
the  qualifications  required  in  this  proceeding,  being  desirous  of  estab- 
lishing a  tribunal  of  voluntary  arbitration,  for  the  settlement  of  dis- 
putes in  the  manufacturing,  mechanical,  mining  and  other  industries, 
pray  that  a  license  for  a  tribunal  of  voluntary  arbitration  may  be 
issued  to  be  composed  of  four  persons  and  an  umpire,  as  provided 
by  law. 


PBNNSYLVAN^IA. 

An  Aot  to  establish  boards  of  arbitration  to  settle  all 
questions  of  wages  and  other  matters  at  variance  be- 
tween capital  and  labor. 

Whereas,  The  great  industries  of  this  Commonwealth  are  fre* 
quently  suspended  by  strikes  and  lockouts,  resulting  at  times  in 
criminal  violation  of  the  law  and  entailing  upon  the  State  vast 
expense  to  protect  life  and  property  and  preserve  the  public 
peace : 

And,  whereas,  No  adequate  means  exist  for  the  adjustment 
of  these  issues  between  capital  and  labor,  employers  and  em- 
ployes, upon  an  equitable  basis  where  each  party  can  meet  to- 
gether upon  terms  of  equality  to  settle  the  rates  of  compensation 
for  labor  and  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  their  branches 
of  industry,  in  harmony  with  law  and  a  generous  public  senti- 
ment; therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  et  cetera,  That  whenever  any  dif- 
ferences arise  between  employers  and  employes  in  the  mining, 
manufacturing  or  transportation  industries  of  the  Common- 
wealth which  cannot  be  mutually  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of 
a  majority  of  all  parties  concerned,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  either 
party,  or  for  both  parties  jointly,  to  make  application  to  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  wherein  the  service  is  to  be  performed 
about  which  the  dispute  has  arisen  to  appoint  and  constitute  a 
board  of  arbitration  to  consider,  arrange  and  settle  all  matters 
at  variance  between  them,  which  must  be  fully  set  forth  in  the 
application ;  such  application  to  be  in  writing  and  signed  and 
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daly  acknowledged  before  a  proper  oflScer  by  the  representatives 
of  the  persons  employed  as  workmen,  or  by  the  representatives 
of  a  firm,  individual  or  corporation,  or  by  both,  if  the  applica- 
tion is  made  jointly  by  the  parties ;  such  applicants  to  be  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  and  the  said  application  shall  be 
filed,  with  the  record  of  all  proceedings  had  in  consequence 
thereof,  among  the  records  of  said  court. 

§  2.  That  when  the  application  duly  authenticated  has  been 
presented  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  as  aforesaid,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  said  court,  if  in  its  judgment  the  said  application 
allege  matters  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  the  interven- 
tion of  a  board  of  arbitrators,  in  order  to  preserve  the  public 
peace  or  promote  the  interests  and  harmony  of  labor  and  capital, 
to  grant  a  rule  on  each  of  the  parties  to  the  alleged  controversy, 
where  the  application  is  made  jointly,  to  select  three  citizens  of 
the  county,  of  good  character  and  familiar  with  all  matters  in 
dispute,  to  serve  as  members  .of  the  said  board  of  arbitration, 
which  shall  consist  of  nine  members,  all  citizens  of  this  Com- 
monweallh ;  as  soon  as  the  said  members  are  appointed  by  the 
respective  parties  to  the  issue,  the  court  shall  proceed  at  once 
to  fill  the  board  by  the  selection  of  three  persons  from  the  citi- 
zens of  the  county  of  well-known  character  for  probity  and  gen- 
eral intelligence,  and  not  directly  connected  with  the  interests 
of  either  party  to  the  dispute,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated 
by  the  said  judge  as  president  of  the  board  of  arbitration. 
Where  but  one  party  makes  application  for  the  appointment  of 
such  board  of  arbitration  the  court  shall  give  notice,  by  order 
of  court,  to  both  parties  in  interest,  requiring  them  each  to  ap- 
point three  persons  as  members  of  said  board  within  ten  days 
thereafter,  and  in  case  either  party  refuses  or  neglects  to  make 
such  appointment,  the  court  shall  thereupon  fill  the  board  by  the 
selection  of  six  persons  who,  with  the  three  named  by  the  other 
party  in  the  controversy,  shall  constitute  said  board  of  arbitra- 
tion. The  said  court  shall  also  appoint  one  of  the  members 
thereof  secretary  to  the  said  board,  who  shall  also  have  a  vote 
and  the  same  powers  as  any  other  member,  and  shall  also  desig- 
nate the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  said  board.  They 
shall  also  place  before  them  copies  of  all  papers  and  minutes  of 
proceedings  to  the  case  or  cases  submitted. 

§  3.     That  when  the  board  of  arbitration  has  been  thus  ap- 
pointed and  constituted,  and  each  member  has  been  sworn  or 
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affirmed,  and  the  papers  have  been  submitted  to  them,  they 
shall  first  carefully  consider  the  records  before  them,  and  then 
determine  the  rules  to  govern  their  proceedings ;  they  shall  sit 
with  closed  doors  until  their  organization  is  consummated,  after 
which  their  proceedings  shall  be  public.  The  president  of  the 
board  shall  have  full  authority  to  preserve  order  at  the  sessions, 
and  may  summon  or  appoint  officers  to  assist,  and  in  all  ballot- 
ings  he  shall  have  a  vote.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  him,  at  the 
request  of  any  two  members  of  the  board,  to  send  for  persons, 
books  and  papers,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  enforce  their 
presence  and  to  require  them  to  testify  in  any  manner  before 
the  board,  and  for  any  wilful  failure  to  appear  and  testify 
before  said  board,  when  requested  by  the  said  board,  the  per- 
son or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  thereof  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of 
the  county  where  the  offense  is  committed,  shall  be  sentenced 
to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  thirty  days,  either  or  both,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 

§  4.  That  as  soon  as  the  board  is  organized,  the  president 
shall  announce  that  the  sessions  are  opened,  and  the  variants 
may  appear  with  their  attorneys  and  counsel,  if  they  so  desire, 
and  open  their  case ;  and  in  all  proceedings  the  applicant  shall 
stand  as  plaintiff,  but  when  the  application  is  jointly  made,  the 
employees  shall  stand  as  plaintiff  in  the  case ;  each  party  in 
turn  shall  be  allowed  a  full  and  impartial  hearing  and  may 
examine  experts  and  present  models,  drawings,  statements  and 
any  proper  matter  bearing  on  the  case,  all  of  which  shall  be 
carefully  considered  by  the  said  board  in  arriving  at  their  con- 
clusions, and  the  decision  of  the  said  board  of  arbitration  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive  of  all  matters  brought  before  them  for 
adjustment ;  and  the  said  board  of  arbitration  may  adjourn  from 
the  place  designated  by  the  court  for  holding  its  sessions,  when 
it  deems  it  expedient  to  do  so,  to  the  place  or  places  where  the 
dispute  arises,  and  hold  sessions  and  personally  examine  the 
workings  and  matters  at  variance,  to  assist  their  judgment. 

§  5.  That  the  compensation  of  the  members  of  the  board  of 
arbitration  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit :  Each  shall  receive  four 
dollars  per  diem  and  ten  cents  per  mile,  both  ways,  between 
their  homes  and  the  place  of  meeting,  by  the  nearest  comfort- 
able routes  of  travel,  to  be   paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the 
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county  where  the  arbitration  is  held ;  and  witnesses  shall  be 
allowed  from  the  treasury  of  the  said  county  the  same  fees  now 
allowed  by  law  for  similar  service. 

§  6.  That  the  board  of  arbitrators  shall  duly  execute  their 
decision,  which  shall  be  reached  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  by  having  the  names  of  those  voting  in  the  affirm- 
ative signed  thereon  and  attested  by  the  secretary,  and  their 
decisions,  together  with  all  the  papers  and  minutes  of  their 
proceedings,  shall  be  returned  to  and  filed  in  the  court  afore- 
said for  safe  keeping. 

§  7.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 
^Approved  the  18th  day  of  May ^  A.D,  1893. 


TEXAS. 

[Chapter  61.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  amicable  adjustment  of  griev- 
ances and  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
or  receiver  and  employes,  and  to  authorize  the  orea- 
tion  of  a  board  of  arbitration;  to  provide  for  com- 
pensation of  said  board,  and  to  provide  penalties  for 
the  violation  hereof. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enxicted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Texas :  That  whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature, 
growing  out  of  the  relation  of  employer  and  employes,  shall 
arise  or  exist  between  employer  and  employes,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful upon  mutual  consent  of  all  parties,  to  submit  all  matters 
respecting  such  grievance  or  dispute  in  writing  to  a  board  of 
arbitrators  to  hear,  adjudicate,  and  determine  the  same.  Said 
board  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  persons.  When  the  employees 
concerned  in  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  the  aforesaid  are 
members  in  good^standing  of  any  labor  organization  which  is 
represented  by  one  or  more  delegates  in  a  central  body,  the 
said  central  body  shall  have  power  to  designate  two  (2)  of  said 
arbitrators,  and  the  employer  shall  have  the  power  to  designate 
two  (2)  others  of  said  arbitrators,  and  the  said  four  arbitrators 
shall  designate  a  fifth  person  as  arbitrator,  who  shall  be  chair- 
man of  the  board.  In  case  the  employes  concerned  in  any  such 
grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are  members  in  good  standing 
of  a  labor  organization  which  is  not  represented  in  a  central 
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body,  then  the  organizitioQ  of  which  they  are  members  shall 
designate  two  members  of  said  board,  and  said  board  shall  be 
organized  as  hereinbefore  provided ;  and  in  case  the  employes 
concerned  in  any  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are 
not  members  of  any  labor  organization,  then  a  majority  of  said 
employes,  at  a  meeting  duly  held  for  that  purpose,  shall  desig- 
nate two  arbitrators  for  said  board,  and  said  board  shall  be 
organized  as  hereinbefore  provided :  Provided,  that  when  the 
two  arbitrators  selected  by  the  respective  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy, the  district  judge  of  the  district  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  subject  matter  shall,  upon  notice  from  either  of  said  arbi- 
trators that  they  have  failed  to  agree  upon  the  fifth  arbitrator, 
appoint  said  fifth  arbitrator. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  board  as  aforesaid  selected  may  present  a 
petition  in  writing  to  the  district  judge  of  the  county  where  such 
grievance  or  dispute  to  be  arbitrated  may  arise,  signed  by  a 
majority  of  said  board,  setting  forth  in  brief  terms  the  facts 
showing  their  due  and  regular  appointment,  and  the  nature  of 
the  grievance  or  dispute  between  the  parties  to  said  arbitration, 
and  praying  the  license  or  order  of  such  judge  establishing  and 
approving  of  said  board  of  arbitration.  Upon  the  presentation 
of  said  petition  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  judge,  if  it  appear 
that  all  requirements  of  this  act  have  been  complied  with,  to 
make  an  order  establishing  such  board  of  arbitration  and  re- 
ferring the  matters  in  dispute  to  it  for  hearing,  adjudication 
and  determination.  The  said  petition  and  order,  or  a  copy 
thereof,  shall  be  filed  in  the  ofiSce  of  the  district  clerk  of  the 
county  in  wliich  the  arbitration  is  sought. 

Sec.  3.  That  when  a  controversy  involves  and  aflPects  the 
interests  of  two  or  more  classes  or  grades  of  employees  belong- 
ing to  different  labor  organizations,  or  of  individuals  who  are 
not  members  of  a  labor  organization,  then  the  two  arbitrators 
selected  by  the  employees  shall  be  agreed  upon  and  selected  by 
the  concurrent  action  of  all  such  labor  organizations,  and  a 
majority  of  such  individuals  who  are  not  members  of  a  labor 
organization. 

Sec.  4.  The  submission  shall  be  in  writing,  shall  be  signed 
by  the  employer  or  receiver  and  the  labor  organization  repre- 
senting the  employees,  or  any  laborer  or  laborers  to  be  affected 
by  such  arbitration  who  may  not  belong  to  any  labor  organiza- 
tion, shall  state  the  question  to  be  decided,  and  shall  contain 
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appropriate  provisions  by  which  the  respective  parlies  shall 
stipulate  as  follows : 

1.  That  pending  the  arbitration  the  existing  status  prior  to 
any  disagreement  or  strilce  shall  not  be  changed. 

2.  That  the  award  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  said  board  of  arbitra- 
tion is  held,  and  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  both  parties, 
unless  set  aside  for  error  of  law,  apparent  on  the  record. 

3.  That  the  respective  parties  to  the  award  will  each  faith- 
fully execute  the  same,  and  that  the  same  may  be  specifically  en- 
forced in  equity  so  far  as  the  powers  of  a  court  of  equity  permit. 

4.  That  the  employees  dissatisfied  with  the  award  shall  not 
by  reason  of  such  dissatisfaction  quit  the  service  of  said  em 
ployer  or  receiver  before  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  nor 
without  giving  said  employer  or  receiver  thirty  days  written 
notice  of  their  intention  so  to  quit. 

5.  That  said  award  shall  continue  in  force  as  between  the 
parties  thereto  for  the  period  of  one  year  after  the  same  shall 
go  into  practical  operation,  and  no  new  arbitration  upon  the 
same  subject  between  the  same  parties  shall  be  had  until  the 
expiration  of  said  one  year. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  arbitrators  so  selected  shall  sign  a  consent 
to  act  as  such  and  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  before  some 
ofiQcer  authorized  to  administer  the  same  to  faithfully  and  im- 
partially discharge  his  duties  as  such  arbitrator,  which  consent 
and  oath  shall  be  immediately  filed  in  the  ofiUce  of  the  clerk  of 
the  district  court  wherein  such  arbitrators  are  to  act.  When 
said  board  is  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business  it  shall  select 
one  of  its  members  to  act  as  secretary  and  the  parties  to  the 
dispute  shall  receive  notice  of  a  time  and  place  of  hearing, 
which  shall  be  not  more  than  ten  days  after  such  agreement  to 
arbitrate  has  been  filed. 

Sec.  6.  The  chairman  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths 
and  to  issue  sub^osnas  for  the  production  of  books  and  papers 
and  for  the  attepdance  of  witnesses  to  the  same  extent  that  such 
power  is  possessed  by  the  court  of  record  or  the  judge  thereof 
in  this  State.  The  board  may  make  and  enforce  the  rules  for 
its  government  and  transaction  of  the  business  before  it  and 
fix  its  sessions  and  adjournment,  and  shall  herein  examine  such 
witnesses  as  may  be  brought  before  the  board,  and  such  other 
proof  as  may  be  given  relative  to  the  matter  in  dispute. 
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Sec.  7.  That  when  said  board  shall  have  rendered  its  ad- 
judication and  determioatioQ  its  powers  shall  cease,  unless  there 
may  be  at  the  time  in  existence  other  similar  grievances  or  dis- 
putes between  the  same  class  of  persons  mentioned  in  section  1, 
and  in  such  case  such  persons  may  submit  their  differences  to 
said  board,  which  shall  have  power  to  act  and  adjudicate  and 
determine  the  same  as  fully  as  if  said  board  was  originally 
created  for  the  settlement  of  such  difference  or  differences. 

Sec.  8.  That  during  the  pendency  of  arbitration  under  this 
act  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  employer  or  receiver  party  to 
such  arbitration,  nor  his  agent,  to  discharge  the  employees 
parties  thereto,  except  for  inefficiency,  violation  of  law,  or  neg- 
lect of  duty,  or  where  reduction  of  force  is  necessary,  nor  for 
the  organization  representing  such  employees  to  order,  nor  for 
the  employees  to  unite  in,  aid  or  abet  striices  or  boycotts  against 
such  employer  or  receiver. 

Sec.  9.  That  each  of  the  said  board  of  arbitrators  shall 
receive  three  dollars  per  day  for  every  day  in  actual  service,  not 
to  exceed  ten  (10)  days,  and  travelling  expenses  not  to  exceed 
five  cents  per  mile  actually  traveled  in  getting  to  or  returning 
from  the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  That  the  fees 
of  witnesses  of  aforesaid  board  shall  bo  fifty  cents  for  each 
day's  attendance  and  five  cents  per  mile  traveled  by  the  nearest 
route  to  and  returning  from  the  place  where  attendance  is  re- 
quired by  the  board.  All  subpoenas  shall  be  signed  by  the  sec- 
retary of  the  board  and  may  be  served  by  any  person  of  full 
age  authorized  by  the  board  to  serve  the  same.  That  the  fees 
and  mileage  of  witnesses  and  the  per  diem  and  traveling  ex- 
penses of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  taxed  as  costs  against  either 
or  all  of  the  parties  to  such  arbitration,  as  the  board  of  arbi- 
trators may  deem  just,  and  shall  constitute  part  of  their  award, 
and  each  of  the  parties  to  said  arbitration  shall,  before  the  arbi- 
tration (arbitrators)  proceed  to  consider  the  matters  submitted 
to  them,  give  a  bond,  with  two  or  more  good  and  sufficient 
sureties  in  an  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  arbitration, 
conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all  the  expenses  connected  with 
the  said  arbitration. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  award  shall  be  made  in  triplicate.  One 
copy  shall  be  filed  in  the  district  clerk's  office,  one  copy  shall 
be  given  to  the  employer  or  receiver,  and  one  copy  to  the  em- 
ployees or  their  duly  authorized  representative.    That  the  award 
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being  Gled  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  district  court,  as  herein- 
before provided,  shall  go  into  practical  operation  and  judgment 
shall  be  entered  thereon  accordingly  at  the  expiration  of  ten 
days  from  such  filing,  unless  within  such  ten  days  either  party 
shall  file  exceptions  thereto  for  matter  of  law  apparent  on  the 
record,  in  which  case  said  award  shall  go  into  practical  opera- 
tion and  judgment  rendered  accordingly  when  such  exceptions 
shall  have  been  fully  disposed  of  by  either  said  district  court  or 
on  appeal  therefrom. 

Sec.  11.  At  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  decision  of 
the  district  court  upon  exceptions  taken  to  said  award  as  afore- 
said, judgment  shall  be  entered  in  accordance  with  said  deci- 
sion, unless  during  the  said  ten  days  either  party  shall  appeal 
therefrom  to  the  Court  of  Civil  Appeals  holding  jurisdiction 
thereof.  In  such  case  only  such  portion  of  the  record  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  appellate  court  as  is  necessary  to  the  proper 
understanding  and  consideration  of  the  questions  of  law  pre- 
sented by  said  exceptions  and  to  be  decided.  The  determina- 
tion of  said  Court  of  Civil  Appeals  upon  said  questions  shall  be 
final,  and  being  certified  by  the  clerk  of  said  Court  of  Civil 
Appeals,  judgment  pursuant  thereto  shall  thereupon  be  entered 
by  said  district  court.  If  exceptions  to  an  award  are  finally 
sustsiined,  judgment  shall  be  entered  setting  aside  the  award ; 
but  in  such  case  the  parties  may  agree  upon  a  judgment  to  be 
entered  disposing  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  controversy,  which 
judgment,  when  entered,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  judgment  entered  upon  an  award. 

Sec.  12.  The  near  approach  of  the  end  of  the  session,  and 
the  great  number  of  bills  requiring  the  attention  of  the  Legis- 
lature, creates  an  imperative  public  necessity  and  an  emergency 
that  the  constitutional  rule  requiring  bills  to  be  read  in  each 
house  on  three  several  days  be  suspended,  and  it  is  so  sus- 
pended.    [^Approved  April  24^  1895. 


MARYLAND. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  reference  of  disputes  between 
employers  and  employes  to  arbitration. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Mary- 
land, that  whenever  any  controversy  shall  arise  between  any 
corporation  incorporated  by  this  State  in  which  this  State  may 
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be  interested  as  a  stockholder  or  creditor,  and  any  person  in  the 
employment  or  service  of  such  corporation,  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  board  of  public  works,  shall  tend  to  impair  the  usefulness 
or  prosperity  of  such  corporation,  the  said  board  of  public  works 
shall  have  power  to  demand  and  receive  a  statement  of  the 
grounds  of  said  controversy  from  the  parties  to  the  same ;  and 
if,  in  their  judgment,  tliere  shall  be  occasion  so  to  do,  they  shall 
have  the  right  to  propose  to  the  parties  to  said  controversy,  or 
to  any  of  them,  that  the  same  shall  be  settled  by  arbitration ; 
and  if  the  opposing  parties  to  said  controversy  shall  consent  and 
agree  to  said  arbitration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of 
public  works  to  provide  in  due  form  for  the  submission  of  the 
said  controversy  to  arbitration,  in  such  manner  that  the  same 
shall  be  finally  settled  and  determined  ;  but  if  the  said  corpora- 
tion or  the  said  person  in  its  employment  or  service,  so  engaged 
in  controversy  with  the  said  corporation,  shall  refuse  to  submit 
to  such  arbitration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of 
public  works  to  examine  into  and  ascertain  the  cause  of  said 
controversy,  and  report  the  same  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

§  2.  All  subjects  of  dispute  arising  between  corporations, 
and  any  person  in  their  employment  or  service,  and  all  subjects 
of  dispute  between  employers  and  employes  in  any  trade  or 
manufacture,  may  be  settled  and  adjusted  in  the  manner  here- 
tofore mentioned. 

§  3.  Whenever  such  subjects  of  dispute  shall  arise  as  afore- 
said, it  shall  be  lawful  for  either  party  to  the  same  to  demand 
and  have  an  arbitration  or  reference  thereof  in  the  manner  fol- 
lowing, that  is  to  say :  When  the  party  complaining  and  the 
party  complained  of  shall  come  before,  or  agree  by  any  writing 
under  their  hands,  to  abide  by  the  determination  of  any  judge 
or  justice  of  the  peace,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  judge  or  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  to  hear  and  finally  determine  in  a  summary 
manner  the  matter  in  dispute  between  such  parties  ;  but  if  such 
parties  shall  not  come  before,  or  agree  to  abide  by  the  determi- 
nation of  such  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  but  shall  agree  to 
submit  their  said  cause  of  dispute  to  arbitrators  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  article,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  such 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  and  such  judge  or  justice  of  the 
peace  is  hereby  required,  on  complaint  made  before  him,  and 
proof  that  such  agreement  for  arbitration  has  been  entered  into, 
to  appoint  arbitrators  for  settling  the  matters  in  dispute ;  and 
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Buch  jndge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  then  and  there  propose 
no  less  than  two  nor  more  than  four  persons,  one-half  of  whom 
shall  be  employers  and  the  other  half  employes,  acceptable  to 
the  parties  to  the  dispute,  respectively,  who,  together  with  such 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  have  full  power  finally  to 
hear  and  determine  such  dispute. 

§  4.  In  all  such  cases  of  dispute  as  aforesaid,  as  in  all  other 
cases,  if  the  parties  mutually  agree  that  the  matter  in  dispute 
shall  be  arbitrated  and  determined  in  a  mode  different  from  the 
one  hereby  prescribed,  such  agreement  shall  be  valid,  and  the 
award  and  determination  thereon  by  either  mode  or  arbitration 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  between  the  parties.  It  shall  be 
lawful  in  all  cases  for  an  employer  or  employe,  by  writing 
under  his  hand,  to  authorize  any  person  to  act  for  him  in  sub- 
mitting to  arbitration  and  attending  the  same. 

§  5.  Every  determination  of  dispute  by  any  judge  or  justice 
of  the  peace  shall  be  given  as  a  judgment  of  the  court  over 
which  said  judge  presides,  and  of  the  justice  of  the  peace  de- 
termining the  same ;  and  the  said  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace 
shall  award  execution  thereon  as  upon  verdict,  confession  or 
nonsuit;  and  every  award  made  by  arbitrators  appointed  by 
any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  under  the  provisions  of  this 
article  shall  be  returned  by  said  arbitrators  to  the  judge  or  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  by  whom  they  were  appointed ;  and  said  judge 
or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  enter  the  same  as  an  amicable  action 
between  the  parties  to  the  same  in  the  court  presided  over  by  said 
jndge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  with  the  same  effect  as  if  said 
action  had  been  regularly  commenced  in  said  court  by  due  proc- 
ess of  law,  and  shall  thereupon  become  a  judgment  of  said 
court,  and  execution  thereon  shall  be  awarded  as  upon  verdict, 
confession  or  nonsuit ;  and  in  all  proceedings  under  this  article, 
whether  before  a  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  or  arbitrators, 
ooets  shall  be  taxed  as  they  are  now  allowed  by  law  in  similar 
proceedings,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  equally  by  the  parties 
to  the  dispute ;  such  award  shall  remain  four  days  in  court  dur- 
ing its  sitting,  after  the  return  thereof,  before  any  judgment  shall 
be  entered  thereon ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  court  within 
that  time  that  the  same  was  obtained  by  fraud  or  malpractice 
in  or  by  surprise,  imposition  or  deception  of  the  arbitrators,  or 
without  due  notice  to  the  parties  or  their  attorneys,  the  court 
may  set  aside  such  award  and  refuse  to  give  judgment  thereon. 
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MISSOIJBI. 

An  Aot  to  provide  for  a  Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitra- 
tion for  the  settlement  of  differences  between  employ- 
ers and  their  employes. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri^  as 

follows : 

Sbction  1.  Upon  information  furnished  by  an  employer  of 
laborers,  or  by  a  committee  of  employes,  or  from  any  other 
reliable  source,  that  a  dispute  has  arisen  between  employers 
and  employes,  which  dispute  may  result  in  a  strike  or  lockout, 
the  commissioner  of  labor  statistics  and  inspection  shall  at  once 
visit  the  place  of  dispute  and  seek  to  mediate  between  the 
parties,  if,  in  his  discretion,  it  is  necessary  so  to  do. 

§  2.  If  a  mediation  can  not  be  effected,  the  commissioner 
may,  at  his  discretion,  direct  the  formation  or  a  board  of  arbi- 
tration, to  be  composed  of  two  employers  and  two  employes 
engaged  in  a  similar  occupation  to  the  one  in  which  the  dispute 
exists,  but  who  are  not  parties  to  the  dispute,  and  the  commis- 
sioner of  labor  statistics  and  inspection,  who  shall  be  president 
of  the  board. 

§  3.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  summon  and  examine 
witnesses  and  hear  the  matter  in  dispute,  and,  within  three  days 
after  the  investigation,  render  a  decision  thereon,  which  shall 
be  published,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  furnished  each  party  in 
dispute,  and  shall  be  final,  unless  objections  are  made  by  either 
party  within  tye  days  thereafter  ;  provided  that  the  only  effect 
of  the  investigation  herein  provided  for  shall  be  to  give  the 
facts  leading  to  such  dispute  to  the  public  through  an  unbiased 
channel. 

§  4.  In  no  case  shall  a  board  of  arbitration  be  formed  when 
work  has  been  discontinued,  either  by  action  of  the  employer 
or  the  employes ;  should,  however,  a  lockout  or  strike  have 
occurred  before  the  commissioner  of  labor  statistics  could  be 
notified,  he  may  order  the  formation  of  a  board  of  ai'bitration 
upon  resumption  of  work. 

§  5.  The  board  of  arbitration  shall  appoint  a  clerk  at  each 
session  of  the  board,  who  shall  receive  three  dollars  per  day  for 
his  services,  to  be  paid,  upon  approval  by  the  commissioner  of 
labor  statistics,  out  of  the  fund  appropriated  for  expenses  of 
the  bureau  of  labor  statistics.     [^Approved  April  11^  1889. 
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COLORADO. 

Section  nine  of  the  law  creating  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statis- 
tics of  the  State  of  Colorado  makes  the  following  provision  for 
settlement  of  labor  disputes :  — 

§  9.  If  any  difference  shall  arise  between  any  corporation 
or  person,  employing  twenty-five  or  more  employes,  and  such 
employes,  threatening  to  result,  or  resulting  in  a  strike  on 
the  part  of  such  employes,  or  a  lockout  on  the  part  of  such 
employer,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner,  when 
requested  so  to  do  by  fifteen  or  more  of  said  employes,  or 
by  the  employers,  to  visit  the  place  of  such  disturbance  and 
diligently  seek  to  mediate  between  such  employer  and  em- 
ployes.    ^Approved  March  24^  1887.'] 


irOBTH  DAKOTA. 

Chapter  46,  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  relating  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture  and  Labor,  has  the  following :  — 

SscnoK  7.  If  any  difference  shall  arise  between  any  corpo- 
ration or  person,  employing  twenty-five  or  more  employes,  and 
such  employes,  threatening  to  result,  or  resulting  in  a  strike  on 
the  part  of  such  employes,  or  a  lockout  on  the  part  of  such  em- 
ployer, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner,  when  requested 
so  to  do  by  fifteen  or  more  employes,  or  by  the  employer,  to 
visit  the  place  of  such  disturbance  and  diligently  seek  to  medi- 
ate between  such  employer  and  employes. 


NEBBASKA. 

Section  four  of  the  law  creating  the  Bureau  of  Labor  and 
Industrial  Statistics  of  the  State  of  Nebraska  is  as  follows :  — 

§  4.  The  duties  of  said  commissioner  shall  be  to  collect, 
collate  and  publish  statistics  and  facts  relative  to  manufacturers, 
industrial  classes,  and  material  resources  of  the  state,  and  es- 
pecially to  examine  into  the  relations  between  labor  and  capital ; 
the  means  of  escape  from  fire  and  protection  of  life  and  health 
in  factories  and  workshops,  mines  and  other  places  of  industries ; 
the  employment  of  illegal  child  labor ;  the  exaction  of  unlawful 
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hours  of  labor  from  any  employee ;  the  educational,  sanitary, 
moral,  and  financial  condition  of  laborers  and  ailisans ;  the  cost 
of  food,  fuel,  clothing,  and  building  material ;  the  causes  of 
strikes  and  lockouts,  as  well  as  kindred  subjects  and  ^matters 
pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  industrial  interests  and  classes. 
[Approved  March  31^  1887. 
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TWELFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  the    Senate   and   House   of  Bepresenlalives  in  General  Court 

assembled. 

In  the  following  pages  is  contained  a  report 
of  the  work  of  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration 
and  Conciliation  for  the  year  1897,  or  rather 
an  account  of  what  the  Board  has  done  or 
attempted  in  the  particular  cases  that  are 
described.  From  the  nature  of  the  business, 
it  necessarily  happens  that  much  effort  is 
exerted  and  time  expended  of  which  no  spe- 
cific mention  is  made  in  any  report ;  for  ever 
since  the  formation  of  the  Board  its  annual 
reports  have  been  framed  with  the  design  of 
laying  before  the  public  in  a  concise  and  read- 
able form  only  the  material  facts  relative  to 
controversies  in  which  the  Board  has  taken 
action,  or  so  much  at  least  as  may  serve  as 
a  suitable  record  of  the  practical  workings  and 
results  of  the  plan  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion in  the  name  of  the  State  as  a  method 
of    adjusting    disputes    between    employers    and 
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employees.  It  should  be  a  cause  of  gratifica- 
tion to  know  that  the  reports  of  this  Board 
are  sought  for  and  read  by  manufacturers, 
mechanics,  laboring  men  and  others ;  that  they 
are  used  in  the  lecture  rooms  and  recitation 
rooms  of  colleges  and  technical  schools ;  and 
that  a  larger  number  of  copies  even  than  is 
now  authorized  by  law  might  be  distributed 
among  appreciative  readers.  These  facts,  to- 
gether with  other  circumstances  of  a  like  ten- 
dency, go  to  prove  that,  while  the  work  of  the 
Board,  taken  one  year  with  another,  remains 
about  the  same  in  character  and  extent,  with- 
out any  special  enlargement  of  the  sphere  of 
its  influence,  the  belief  in  arbitration  and  con- 
ciliation as  useful  and  practical  methods  has 
not  abated,  but  rather  become  more  extended 
and  more  firmly  established  among  those  who 
have  given  most  thought  to  the  solution  of  the 
problems  of  labor  and  capital.  During  the  year 
there  have  been  some  attempts  more  or  less 
successful  to  settle  disputes  by  private  arbi- 
tration, that  is,  by  a  board  or  committee  chosen 
by  the  parties  themselves  for  a  particular  case. 
In  all  such  cases,  this  Board  has  expressed 
its  willingness  to  co-operate  as  far  as  possible 
with  the   wishes   of  the    parties   concerned,   and 
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some  of  the  cases  which  are  here  reported 
were  originally  begun  in  this  way  and  event- 
ually brought  to  the  State  Board  after  unsuc- 
cessful attempts  to  effect  a  settlement  through 
a  board  selected   by  the  parties. 

During  many  weeks  last  summer  the  princi- 
pal industry  of  the  active  and  thriving  city  of 
Brockton  was  seriously  affected  by  a  succes- 
sion of  strikes  and  lockouts  in  several  shoe 
factories  of  that  city.  Some  of  the  differences 
which  then  arose  were  submitted  to  this  Board 
and  were  adjusted  in  a  mamier  fairly  satis- 
factory to  the  parties  concerned ;  and  it  may 
safely  be  added  that  none  of  the  disputes 
which  then  arose  were  of  such  a  nature  that 
they  could  not  have  been  settled  in  a  similar 
way,  either  with  the  assistance  of  this  Board 
or  without  it.  It  is  due  to  the  Board  of 
Trade  of  that  city,  as  well  as  the  Boards  of 
Trade  of  Lynn  and  New  Bedford,  to  say  that 
they  have  exerted  a  very  laudable  and  eflScient 
influence  in  their  respective  cities,  by  co-opera- 
ting with  us,  by  counselling  moderation  and 
reasonableness,  by  recommending  some  form  of 
arbitration  as  a  means  of  settlement,  and  by 
spreading  information  concerning  the  aims  and 
methods    of    the   State   Board.     The  results    of 
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disinterested  work  of  this  kind  done  by  citi- 
zens of  good  standing  and  influence  in  their 
own  communities  may  not  be  so  immediately 
conspicuous  as  in  some  other  kinds  of  public 
effort,  but  such  efforts  are  nevertheless  intelli- 
gently directed,  and  if  continued  must  neces- 
sarily be  productive  of  good  results  to  the 
whole   Commonwealth, 

The  Board  has  taken  cognizance  during  the 
year  of  controversies  involving  persons  whose 
yearly  earnings  are  estimated  at  -$1,036,360, 
The  total  yearly  earnings  in  the  factories, 
etc.,  involved,  under  ordinary  conditions,  are 
estimated  at  $3,840,800. 

The  expense  of  maintaining  the  State  Board 
for  the  year  has  been  $10,397,87-

Early  in  December,  1896,  an  application  was 
received  from  the  employees  of  Williams,  Clark 
&  Co.,  of  Lynn,  shoe  manufacturers,  in  the 
departments  of  heeling  and  beating-out.  The 
action  of  the  Board  is  suflBciently  set  forth 
in  a  decision  rendered  on  January  25,  as  fol- 
lows :  — 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  employees  of  WiUiams,  dark

In  this  case  the  employees  of  Williams,  Clark  &  Co., 
of  Lynn,  shoe  manufacturers,  have  made  application  to 
this  Board,  as  prescribed  by  law,  asking  the  Board 
to  investigate  certain  reductions  in  the  price  of  labor 
in  their  factory,  and  advise  the  parties  <<what,  if  any- 
thing, ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either  or 
both,"  to  adjust  the  dispute.  There  has  been  no  strike. 
In  &ct,  these  proceedings  have  been  resorted  to  in 
order  to  prevent  strikes  in  the  city  and  to  substitute 
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a  more   rational   and   business-like   method   of  settling 
such  disputes. 

Immediately  upon  the  filing  of  the  application ,  it  was 
laid  by  the  Board  before  the  firm  in  a  personal  inter- 
view, and  they  were  asked  to  join  in  the  application 
so  that  both  parties  might  be  bound  by  the  decision. 
After  due  deliberation,  the  firm  declined  to  join  in  the 
application,  for  the  reason  as  stated  by  them,  that  they 
could  not  afford  to  pay  more  than  the  wages  indicated 
by  their  reduced  list.  Upon  being  questioned  more 
particularly,  they  said  that  their  meaning  was,  that,  in 
view  of  the  wages  paid  by  their  competitors,  they 
could  not  afford  to  pay  more  than  the  reduced  list. 
The  Board  proceeded  to  give  notice  in  the  newspapers, 
as  well  as  a  special  notice  to  tlie  firm,  of  a  public 
hearing  which  was  had  at  the  City  Hall  in  Lynn,  on 
December  17.  The  firm  did  not  appear  at  the  hear- 
ing, but  most  of  the  workmen  immediately  interested, 
and  some  from  other  factories,  were  present  and  gave 
their  testimony.  An  investigation  was  then  made  by 
the  Board,  with  the  aid  of  sworn  expert  assistants, 
into  the  prices  and  conditions  prevailing  in  other  fac- 
tories which  were  supposed  to  be  competitors  of  Wil- 
liams, Clark  &  Co.  Ten  factories  were  named  by  the 
firm  as  competitors,  and  others  were  added  to  the  list 
either  by  suggestion  of  the  Board  or  of  the  represent- 
atives of  the  workmen.  The  firm  admitted  that  they 
had  no  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  prices  paid  by  their 
competitors,  but  such  information  has  been  obtained 
by  the  Board  in  all  but  two  of  the  factories  on  the  list. 
Throughout  these  proceedings  the  firm,  although  for 
reasons  of  their  own   not  willing  to  join,  technically 
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speaking,  in  the  arbitration,  have  treated  the  Board  with 
courtesy  and  have  readily  supplied  such  information  as 
desired  by  the  Board. 

As  a  result  of  the  investigation,  the  Board  is  unable 
to  find  in  the  prices  paid  by  other  manufacturers,  even 
those  named  by  the  firm  as  their  closest  competitors 
in  the  market,  any  sufficient  reason  or  justification  for 
the  reduction  which  was  put  in  force  on  December  1, 
1896,  for  the  work  of  beating  out,  heel-nailing  on  the 
National  machine,  shaving  on  the  Bazzell  machine,  scour- 
ing and  breasting  heels  and  burnishing  heels. 

It  is  impossible  for  the  Board  to  foresee  all  the 
practical  consequences  of  this  decision,  but  it  is  natu- 
ral to  expect  that  the  employees  will  think  that  the 
attitude  of  the  firm  ought  to  be  changed,  or  at  least 
reconsidered  after  this  finding  by  an  impartial  public 
board,  appointed  by  law  to  ascertain  and  declare  what 
is  right  for  employer  and  employees  in  cases  of  this 
character.  In  view  of  the  probability  that  the  mutual 
relations  of  the  firm  and  their  employees  may  again 
be  the  subject  of  friendly  discussion  by  them,  the 
Board  deems  it  important  that  certain  things  be  borne 
in  mind  by  both  parties,  viz. :  — 

It  should  be  noted  that  this  factory  has  always  been 
a  good  factory  for  the  employees  to  work  in,  and  that 
the  relations  between  the  firm  and  their  work  people 
have  always  been  pleasant,  and,  in  the  main,  mutually 
satisfactory.  There  is  everything  in  favor  of  preserv- 
ing this  condition  of  things.  While  in  many  respects 
the  conditions  under  which  these  employees  work  are 
sufficiently  favorable,  it  may  be,  and  it  so  appears  to

the  Board,  that  in  making  the  reductions  complained 
of,  the  firm  did  not  make  sufficient  allowance  for  cer- 
tain other  conditions,  such  as  the  frequency  of  small 
lots,  which  operate  more  unfavorably  to  the  workmen 
in  this  factory  than  in  any  other  factory  investigated, 
and  the  obvious  diiSerence  between  the  product  of 
this  factory  and  some  others  paying  lower  rates  of 
wages. 

The  firm  said  frankly  that  they  could  not  learn  with 
any  certainty  the  prices  paid  by  their  competitors,  but 
the  Board  has  obtained  those  prices,  and  in  some  of 
the  shops  cited  by  the  firm,  where  reductions  have 
lately  been  put  in  force,  the  reduced  prices  in  those 
shops  are  nearer  to  Williams,  Clark  &  Co.'s  old  prices 
than  to  their  new  list,  when  quality  of  work  and  gen- 
eral conditions  are  kept  in  mind.  But  while  the  Board 
has  considered,  and  has  given  its  decision  on  the  ques- 
tion, whether  or  not  the  firm's  position  is  justified  by 
the  competition  of  wage  lists,  it  ought  nevertheless  to 
be  remembered  in  any  future  discussion  of  the  subject, 
that  other  considerations  may,  and  often  do,  cause  one 
side  or  the  other  to  concede  something  for  the  sake 
of  harmony  and  agreement.  The  firm  knows  better 
than  anyone  else  just  how  hard  it  is  to  sell  goods  in 
a  poor  market,  already  well  nigh  filled  by  other  sellers 
equally  active  and  enterprising.  Neither  employer  nor 
employees  need  to  be  told  that  when  times  are  hard 
and  business  depressed,  it  should  be  impossible  for 
any  difference  to  arise  which  cannot  be  adjusted  in 
some  manner,  if  only  temporarily  or  until  business 
shall  improve. 
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Finally^  it  is  hoped  that  this  firm  and  their  employees 
-will  be  willing  to  reconsider  all  the  matters  involved 
in  this  case,  with  a  disposition,  as  heretofore  shown 
on  both  sides,  to  agree  to  what  is  reasonably  fair  under 
all  the  circumstances.

On  January  18,  a  joint  application  was  re- 
ceived from  N.  C.  Griffin,  of  Cochituate,  shoe 
manufacturer,  and  his  employees  in  the  last- 
ing department,  requesting  the  Board  to  fix 
prices  for  the  work  of  lasting  on  the  Con- 
solidated Hand-Method  machine.  The  workmen 
had  struck,  but  returned  to  work  as  a  condi- 
tion precedent  to  arbitration  proceedings.  The 
action  of  the  Board  is  sufficiently  set  forth  in 
the  decision  rendered  February  19,  as  fol- 
lows :  —

Having  duly  considered  the  evidence  and  the  state- 
ments of  parties  and  expert  assistants,  and  in  view  of 
all  the  circumstances  and  conditions  of  the  factory  in 
question,  the  Board  recommends  that  the  following

Result  —  On  February  20,  a  letter  was  re- 
ceived from  Mr.  Griffin  desiring  to  know 
whether  the  half  a  cent  extra  awarded  for 
extra  sizes  was  to  be  divided  between  the 
operator  and  puller  over,  or  between  the  sole- 
layer  and  pounder-up.  On  March  1,  the  Board 
replied  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Board 
that  the  extra  amount  awarded  should  be 
divided  into  four  equal  parts  and  distributed 
as  follows:  one  each  for  the  two  pullers-over 
and  pounders,  one  for  the  operator  and  one 
for  the  sole-layer. 

The  decision  was   accepted  by  all   concerned. 
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JOSEPH  M.  HERMAN  &  CO.— MIIiLIS. 


A  joint  application  was  received  on  January 
22,  ]897,  from  Joseph  M.  Herman  &  Co.,  of 
Millis,  shoe  manufacturers,  and  their  employees, 
concerning  the  prices  paid  for  the  work  of 
sole-tacking  and  pulling  lasts.  The  firm  pro- 
posed  a  reduction  of  two  cents  a  dozen  for 
the  work  in  question,  which  was  opposed  by 
the   workmen. 

A  hearing  of  the  parties  was  had  on  Janu- 
ary 27.  It  appeared  from  the  declaration  of 
the  representative  of  the  firm  that  it  was  in- 
tended in  the  near  future  to  revise  all  the 
prices  in  the  factory  with  a  view  to  making 
a  product  of  a  lower  grade  than  was  then 
made ;  and  after  some  discussion  and  a  failure 
to  effect  agreement,  it  was  suggested  by  the 
Board  that  in  view  of  the  probability  of  a 
larger  question  arising,  further  proceedings  on 
this  subject  be  deferred,  and  the  employees 
paid  on  account  in  the  meantime,  until  prices 
should    be    settled    either    by   agreement    or    by 
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arbitration,  as  circumstances  might  require.  The 
suggestion  was  acquiesced  in  by  all  concerned, 
and  no  objection  being  made,  the  application 
was  placed  on  file,  subject  to  the  right  of 
either  party  to  call  it  up   again. 

Subsequently,  on  April  12,  at  the  request 
of  the  employees'  agent  a  hearing  was  assigned 
for  April  21,  and  the  parties  were  notified 
accordingly.  A  reply  was  received  from  the 
firm  acknowledging  receipt  of  the  notice  and 
stating  that  the  difference  had  assumed  such 
a  form  that  it  could  be  easily  settled  by  the 
agreement  of  the  parties,  and  requesting  a 
postponement  of  the  hearing.  The  agents  of 
the  employees  were  promptly  notified  of  this 
communication,  and  on  April  20,  the  Board 
was  notified  that  the  case  had  been  settled  by 
agreement. 
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T.  D.  BABBY  &  CO.— BBOCKTOIT. 


A  joint  application  was  received  on  March  8 
from  T.  D.  Barry  &  Co.,  of  Brockton,  shoe 
manufacturers,  and  the  lasters  in  their  employ, 
requesting  the  Board  to  fix  a  price  for  lasting 
McKay-sewed  shoes  on  the  Chase  lasting 
machine ;  also  a  price  for  lasting  similar  work 
by  hand. 

The  parties  having  been  heard  and  the  usual 
investigation  made,  the  Board  rendered  the  fol- 
lowing decision  on  April  30,   1897 :  — 

In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  T.  D.  Barry  S  Oo.^  of 
Brockton,  and  the  lasters  in  their  employ. 

Pbtition  filed  March  8,  1897.  Hbabino,  March  12. 

The  written  application  in  this  case  calls  for  the  fix- 
ing of  prices  for  lasting  McKay-sewed  shoes  on  the 
Chase  High  Speed  Lasting  Machine.  A  price  for  last- 
ing similar  work  by  hand  was  also  called  for  by  the 
application;  but  this  part  of  the  case  was  withdrawn 
by  agreement  at  the  hearing. 

Having  considered  the  question  of  machine  lasting, . 
the   Board   recommends    that    the   following   prices    be 
paid  in  the  factory  of  T.  D.  Barry  &  Co.,  at  Brockton, 
for  lasting  McKay-sewed  work  on  the  Chase  High  Speed 
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Lasting  Machine,  that  is,   for  pulling  over,  operating 
and  pulling  lasts  :  —

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T.  H.  JONES.  —  STONEHAM. 


A  notice  was  posted  in  the  shoe  factory  of 
T.  H.  Jones  at  Stonehara,  on  January  25, 
stating  in  effect  that  all  the  employees  were 
thereby  discharged,  but  that  on  the  next  day 
the  factory  would  be  opened  for  all  who 
desired  to  work  on  terms  prescribed  by  the 
firm,  that  is,  upon  a  reduced  price  list.  Some 
thirty  or  more  of  the  employees  accepted  the 
price  list  and  returned  to  work,  but  the  major- 
ity did  not  do  so.  Thereupon  others  were 
hired  as  opportunity  offered,  residents  of  the 
town  being  preferred. 

On  February  2,  the  Board  visited  the  fac- 
tory and  were  informed  by  the  superintendent 
that  the  reduction  was  necessary  and  reason- 
able, that  there  had  been  a  lack  of  discipline 
and  good  order  in  the  factory  for  some  little 
time,  that  the  employer  declined  to  treat  with 
the  unions  or  their  representatives,  and  must 
insist  upon  hiring  workmen  as  individuals;  that 
the    determination    was    to   run    a   "free   shop" 
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and  that  there  was  no  controversy  to  settle 
by   arbitration   or  otherwise. 

The  Board  then  called  upon  the  representa- 
tives of  the  lasters'  union  and  were  informed 
that  two  or  three  weeks  before,  a  concession 
had  been  made  to  another  shop  in  Stoneham, 
and  it  was  in  contemplation  to  do  as  much 
for  Mr.  Jones,  but  before  there  was  oppor- 
tunity, the  discharge  camer  suddenly  and  the 
employer  put  himself  in  a  position  antagonistic 
to  the  union;  that  the  union  had  offered  to 
leave  the  matter  to  the  State  Board,  but  the 
proposition  had  not  been  entertained  favorably 
by  the  employer.  At  this  time  the  question 
was  not  one  of  a  wage  list,  but  whether  the 
unions  were  to  be  recognized. 

As  Mr.  Jones  was  not  accessible  at  this 
time,  although  he  had  been  notified  of  the 
Board's  coming,  a  member  of  the  Board  called 
upon  him  at  •  Stoneham  on  February  18,  but 
was  unable  to  find  him.  Again  on  March  2^ 
the  Board  made  another  attempt,  and  although 
Mr.  Jones  was  found,  his  former  position  was 
firmly  adhered  to.  On  May  25  a  last  inter- 
view was  had  with  Mr.  Jones,  who  stated 
that  he  then  had  two  hundred  and  sixty  em- 
ployees,  and  had  applied   to   the   court   for    an 
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injunction  against  interference  of  outsiders,  that 
with  him  it  was  "free  shop  or  nothing,"  and 
that  under  no  consideration  would  he  recog- 
nize the   union. 

In  the  mean  time  the  contest  had  proceeded 
in  the  usual  way  in  such  controversies,  with 
considerable  embarrassment  to  all  concerned. 
On  May  28  an  injunction  was  obtained  from 
the  Superior  Court  against  "interfering  with 
the  plaintiflTs  business  by  persuading  or  at- 
tempting to  persuade  any  one  in  the  plaintiff's 
employment,  or  by  obstructing  or  interfering 
with  any  person  who  is  now  or  who  may 
hereafter  be  in  the  plaintiff's  employment,  or 
who  may  desire  to  enter  the  same,  as  he  is 
approaching  or  leaving  the  plaintiff's  premises, 
or  by  intimidating  or  attempting  to  intimidate, 
physically  or  morally,  by  threats  or  otherwise, 
any  such  person,  with  a  view  to  prevent  him, 
or  to  prevent  other  persons  from  entering  or 
continuing  in   such   employment." 

As  might  be  expected,  the  order  of  the  court 
brought  to  an  end  a  wearisome  controversy  of 
four  months'   standing. 
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BARBOTJB  STOCKWELL  COMPANY— C A  MBRTDQE. 


On  February  5  a  controversy  arose  between 
the  Barbour  Stockwell  Company  of  Cambridge 
and  the  iron  moulders  employed  by  the  com- 
pany. The  workmen  complained  that  they  were 
expected  to  perform  a  difficult  kind  of  work 
at  the  rates  for  regular  work,  which  in  their 
view  of  the  matter  was  equivalent  to  a  reduc- 
tion of  wages,  and  they  were  asked  by  the 
company  to  sign  a  written  agreement  concern- 
ing work  and  wages. 

Inquiry  was  made  by  the  Board,  and  a  com- 
mittee of  the  workmen  invited  to  meet  the 
Board  and  make  a  statement  of  their  case. 
They  responded  so  far  as  to  call  and  inform 
the  Board  of  the  circumstances  complained  of, 
adding  that  the  vice-president  of  their  inter- 
national union  expected  to  meet  the  officers  of 
the  company  sometime  during  the  day  for  the 
purpose  of  efTecting  a  settlement,  if  possible. 
If,   however,    no   agreement    should  be  reached. 
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they   said  that  they  would   willingly    place   the 
matter  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Board. 

No  settlement  was  effected.  The  Board  was 
not  called  in;  non-union  men  were  hired,  and 
the  works  have  since  been  operated  as  usual. 
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GBBGOBY,  SHAW  &  CO.-FBAMINaHAlL 


In  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Board  is  an 
account  of  a  strike  or  lockout  in  the  factory 
of  Gregory,  Shaw  &  Co.  at  South  Framing* 
ham,  which  at  the  time  of  making  that  report 
was  still  unsettled.  Early  in  February,  1897, 
the  advice  of  the  Board  was  sought  by  the 
representatives  of  the  former  employees,  and 
an  attempt  was  made  to  have  the  strike  de- 
clared off,  or  some  action  taken  which  would 
at  least  permit  the  workmen  who  desired  to 
return,  to  do  so  without  loss  of  their  stand- 
ing in  the  union.  Several  interviews  were  had 
with  the  representatives  of  the  workmen.  One 
interview  with  the  firm  was  had,  but  no  hope 
was  held  out  that  the  attitude  of  the  firm 
would  be  changed.  A  final  report  was  made 
to  the  workmen,  and  on  March  8  the  Board 
was  informed  that  the  union  had  "declared  the 
contest  at  an  end." 
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D.  A,  DONOVAN  &  CO.  — LYNN, 


On  February  16,'  notice  was  received  from 
the  firm  of  D.  A.  Donovan  &  Co.,  of  Lynn, 
shoe  manufacturers,  stating  that  a  strike  had 
occurred  in  their  factory  on  the  preceding  day 
by  reason  of  a  difference  about  the  wages  to 
be  paid  to  their  cutters. 

The  Board  promptly  placed  itself  in  commu- 
nication with  the  parties  interested,  and  on 
February  17,  with  the  effective  co-operation  of 
the  Hon.  E.  B.  Hayes  with  the  Board,  the 
difficulty  was  adjusted  by  agreement,  a  copy 
of  which  was  fQed  with  the  Boards 
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JAMES  FHELAN  A  SONS  — LYNN. 


On  February  24  the  Board  having  received 
notice  of  a  strike  in  the  factory  of  James 
Phelan  &  Sons,  of  Lynn,  shoe  manufacturers, 
on  the  part  of  the  hand-sewers  in  their  employ 
engaged  upon  "turned"  work,  separate  inter- 
views were  had,  and  later,  a  conference  between 
'the  firm  and  a  committee  of  employees  was  had 
at  the  rooms  of  the  Lynn  Board  of  Trade,  in 
the  presence  of  a  member  of  the  State  Board, 
and  the  secretary  of  the  Lynn  Board  of  Trade. 

The  offer  then  made  by  the  firm  was  sub- 
mitted on  the  following  day  to  a  meeting  of 
the  shop's  crew,  and  afterwards  to  the  union; 
and  after  much  discussion,  and  upon  the  assur- 
ance that  some  changes  would  be  made  for  the 
greater  convenience  of  the  workmen,  the  offer 
was  accepted  and  a  settlement  agreed  to. 
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HABNEY  BBOTHEBS— LYIOr. 


On  February  24  notice  was  received  of  a 
strike  of  lasters  and  sole-fasteners  employed  by 
Harney  Brothers  of  Lynn,  shoe  manufacturers. 
The  next  day  the  Board  had  communication 
with  the  parties.  The  firm  expressed  its  will- 
ingness to  leave  the  question  to  the  State 
Board,  or  the  local  Board  of  Trade,  or  any* 
fair  tribunal. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  State  Board,  com- 
mittees of  conference  were  appointed,  but  it 
was  found  to  be  necessary  to  call  in  the  joint 
local  council.  Subsequently  on  the  26th  a  com- 
mittee of  the  council  was  chosen,  and  met  the 
firm  at  the  rooms  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  in 
the  presence  of  a  member  of  the  State  Board 
and  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 
The  conference  lasted  till  midnight,  and  all 
matters  in  dispute  were  adjusted,  except  one, 
which  was  satisfactorily  arranged  on  the  fol- 
lowing day,  and  on  March  1  all  hands  returned 
to   work.

LYNN   COAL   DEALEBS— LYNN. 


On  March  26,  1897,  the  following  decision 
was  rendered:  — 

In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  the  Coal  Dealers  of  Lynn 

and  the  Coal  Handlers  of  thaJt  city. 
Pbtitxon  filbd  Fbbrua&t  26,  1897.  Hbabino,  March  3. 

This  case  arises  out  of  a  demand  on  the  part  of  the 
coal  dealers  of  Lynn  for  a  lower  price  to  be  paid  for 
unloading  coal  at  the  wharves.  There  are  six  gangs 
of  coal  handlers  in  the  city,  and  the  Board  is  expected 
to  award  a  price  per  ton,  to  be  divided  among  the 
seven  men  who  constitute  the  gang,  and  also  a  price 
per  hour  for  extra  wheelers. 

After  full  hearing  and  discussion  of  the  circumstances 
of  the  case,  the  Board  recommends  that  the  sum  of 
twenty-two  cents  a  ton  be  paid,  and  fifty  cents  an  hour 
for  extra  wheeling.

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WILLIAMS,  CLABK  &  CO.— LYNN. 


On  March  8  something  like  a  general  strike 
occurred  in  the  factory  of  Williams,  Clark  & 
Co.,  of  Lynn.  The  lasters,  sole-fasteners,  trim- 
mers, heelers,  beaters-out-  and  edge-setters,  or 
most  of  them,  left  their  work.  The  grievance 
was  the  same  as  at  the  time  of  the  application 
made  to  the  Board  in  December,  1896,  the 
report  of  which  is  included  in  this  volume, 
the  firm  having  done  nothing  to  conform  to 
the  recommendations  made  by  the  Board.  Com- 
munication was  had  with  the  agent  of  the 
lasters'  union,  who  said  that  the  matter  was 
under  the  direction  of  the  "joint  council,  No. 
4;"  and  when  the  firm  was  advised  of  the 
Board's  readiness  to  mediate,  the  reply  was 
that  they  had  no   suggestions  to  offer. 

A  few  days  afterwards  the  striking  employees 
were  paid  off,  and  attempts  were  made  to  pro- 
cure new  operatives  in  their  places.  On  the 
14th,  the  Board  called  upon  the  firm  and 
found    that    a  few   new    men    had    been    hired. 
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The  firm  said  that  the  mam  contention  was 
in  the  lasting  department,  and  that  they  were 
willing  to  pay  as  much  for  lasting  as  was 
paid  by  their  competitors  in  Lynn,  but  that 
the  lasters  wanted  a  half  cent  more  than  their 
competitors  were  paying;  that  they  would  not 
recognize  the  union  and  would  stand  by  the 
men  whom  they  had  hired  since  the  strike; 
that  they  intended  to  run  a  "free  shop"  and 
had  nothing  to   arbitrate. 

On  the  18th  the  joint  local  council  voted  to 
leave  the  matter  to  the  State  Board  or  any 
other  board  "which  will  equally  represent  both 
sides."  The  following  letter  was  thereupon  sent 
to  the  firm:  — 

Boston,  March  22,  1897. 
Messrs.  Wn^UAMS,  Clark  &  Co.,  Lynn^  Mass, 

Gentlemen  :  —  This  Board  has  received  formal  notice 
from  the  Lynn  Local  Joint  Council  No.  4,  that  that 
body  voted  on  March  18,  1897 :  — 

"That  this  Council  leave  the  adjustment  of  the  dif- 
ficulty at  Williams  and  Clark's  to  arbitration  by  any 
board  which  will  equally  represent  both  sides." 

We  deem  it  our  duty  to  ask  your  attention  to  this 
action  of  the  Council,  and  to  say  that  although  we 
understand  that  the  Council  would  prefer  to  submit 
"the  difficulty''  in  question  to  the  State  Board,  we 
shall  be  glad  to  assist  in  settling  the  matter  through 
a  local  board  or  committee,  to  be  selected  by  the  parties 
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directly  involved,  if  for  any  reason  such  a  course  shall 
appear  to  be  more  agreeable  to  you. 

Assuming  that  a  settlement  by  some  means  is  desired 
by  all  parties,  we  beg  to  express  the  hope  that  a  set- 
tlement by  some  form  of  arbitration  will  not  be  pre- 
vented by  any  misunderstanding  as  to  matters  of  detail, 
which  misunderstanding,  if  there  be  any,  might  be  re- 
moved  by  having  a  conference  with  this  Board.  It  is 
unnecessary  to  say  that  we  shall  be  glad  to  confer 
with  you  at  any  time  you  may  desire. 

The  answer  was,  in  effect,  that  the  firm  was 
not  disposed  to  change  their  attitude,  but  in 
case  there  should  be  any  change  they  would 
advise  the  Board.

No  settlement  was  effected,  and,  on  or  about 
May  3,  the  strike  was  finally  declared  off.

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8TBIKE   OF   ORAmn^    CUTTEBS  —  BOSTON. 


On    March    1    a    general    strike    occurred  on 
the  part  of  the  granite  cutters  of  Boston  and 
vicinity.     The    agreement    which    had    subsisted 
for    about    four    years    between    the    union    on 
the  one  hand  and  the  association  of  employers 
on  the  other  hand,  and  was  founded  upon  the 
decision  of  this   Board  rendered  in  the  case  of 
the    Hallowell    Granite     Company    on    May     7, 
1887,    had    come    to    an    end,    and    the    cutters 
desired   certain  material    alterations  to  be   made 
before  the  agreement   should  be  renewed,   viz.: 
tihat   thirty-one    cents    per    hour   should    be    the 
minimum  wages;   that  the  clause  as  to  no  dis- 
crimination between  imion    men    and    non-union 
men    should    be    left   out;    that    "  a    suspension 
of  work  on  buildings  in  course   of  construction 
or  undergoing  repairs  or   alterations,  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Building  Trades  Council  of  Boston 
and  Vicinity,  is  not   to   be  considered  a  viola- 
tion of  this  agreement." 

On  the  second  day  of  the   strike  the  Board 
communicated    with   the    representatives    of    the 
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granite  cutters  and  obtained  their  views  of  the 
matters  in  controversy  and,  later  in  the  same 
day,  a  committee  of  the  workmen  called  upon 
the  Board  by  appointment,  and  in  reply  to  a 
question  said  that  if  the  Board  should  see  fit 
to  arrange  for  a  conference  with  the  employers, 
they,  the  committee,  would  be  willing  to  meet 
a  committee  of  the  employers.  On  the  follow- 
ing day  the  Board  sought  and  obtained  an 
interview  with  Henry  Murray,  one  of  the  em- 
ployers who  was  understood  to  be  president 
of  the  association.  A  conference  was  suggested 
to  take  place  between  the  employers  and  the 
representatives  of  the  union,  in  the  presence 
of  the  State  Board.  Mr.  Murray  seemed  not 
to  favor  the  suggestion,  but  said  that  he  would 
lay  the  matter  before  a  meeting  of  his  execu- 
tive board  which  was  to  take  place  on  the  5th. 
Subsequently  it  was  learned  from  Mr.  Murray 
that  he  had  reported  the  suggestion  of  con- 
ference to  his  board,  and  that  it  was  not  favor- 
ably received.  The  employers  gradually  obtained 
new  workmen,  and  although  the  strike  was 
continued,  in  form  at  least,  throughout  the 
month,  nothing  further  occurred  to  attract  the 
Board's  attention  to  it.  It  was  formally  de- 
clared off  on  or   about  March  31.

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T.  D.  BARRY  Ai  CO.— BROCKTON. 


At  Brockton,  on  March  12,  while  the  Board 
was  hearing  the  case  presented  by  T.  D.  Barry 
&  Co.  and  the  lasters  employed  by  them,  it 
was  reported  that  the  edgemakers  and  sole- 
fasteners  employed  in  the  same  factorjr  had 
gone  out  on  a  strike  demanding  to  be  paid 
by  the  piece  instead  of  by  the  hour,  as  they 
were  then  paid.  The  firm  promptly  announced 
that  they  would  give  the  strikers  an  oppor- 
tunity to  return  to  work  at  any  time  until  and 
including  the  morning  of  the  next  day,  and 
submit  any  grievance  that  they  might  have  to 
the  State  Board,  according  to  an  agreement 
previously  entered  into  between  the  firm  and 
the  joint  local  council,  representing  various 
unions.  It  appeared,  however,  that  the  sole- 
fasteners  and  edgemakers  were  no  longer  rep- 
resented in  the  joint  local  council,  having 
withdrawn  therefrom  at  the  time  when  the 
policy  of  arbitration  was  adopted.  Subsequently 
on  the  same  day  the  Board  called  on  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  striking  workmen.  They 
insisted    upon   their    demand    for   a   piece  price 
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and  said  that  the  strikers  would  not  return 
until  the  demand  was  granted,  but  expressed 
themselves  as  willing  to  meet  the  firm  in  a 
conference  with  the   State  Board,  if   desired. 

The  firm  then  being  called  upon  made  an 
elaborate  statement  of  the  earnings  in  their 
factory,  and  a  list  of  manufacturers  in  Brock- 
ton who  paid  their  workmen  by  the  day  and 
by  the  piece  respectively.  The  firm  considered 
the  position  taken  by  the  strikers  to  be  a  plain 
breach  of  the  agreement  made  with  the  jomt 
council  which,  at  the  date  of  the  agreement 
certainly,  represented  the  edgemakers  and  sole- 
fasteners,  and  as  they  persisted  in  refusing  to 
return  to  work  until  their  demands  were  granted, 
the  firm  said  that  there  was  no  need  of  any 
assistance  from  the  strikers,  and  anticipated  no 
trouble  in  filling  their  places;  they  did  not  fear 
any  extension  of  the  strike,  because  they  be- 
lieved that  all  the  other  departments  considered 
themselves  bound  by  the  agreement  made  with 
the   firm  by   the  joint  council. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  Board  had 
no  further  suggestions  to  make.  The  strikers 
went  their  way,  the  remaining  employees,  who 
thought  they  knew  when  they  were  well  off, 
remained  at  work,  and  the  places  of  those 
who  had  left  were   promptly  filled. 
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P.  M.  SHAW  &  SON— BBOCKTON. 


On  March  10  a  strike  occurred  in  the  sole- 
leather  department  of  F.  M.  Shaw  &  Son, 
Brockton,  and  the  Board  being  in  that  city  on 
the  12th,  called  by  request  at  the  factory  to 
learn  the  situation,  and  were  informed  at  the 
office  that  the  workmen  in  question  had  been 
employed  in  cutting  lifts,  in  an  outside  shop, 
and  complained  that  they  had  been  given  heavier 
stock  to  cut,  and  could  not  therefore  earn  so 
much  as  formerly. 

The  Board  did  not  see  any  of  the  workmen, 
who  were  said  to  be  nineteen  Swedes  and 
unable  to  speak  English,  and  the  firm  made 
light  of  the  affair,  saying  that  in  view  of  the 
condition  of  business  it  was  not  their  intention 
or  wish  to  continue  that  part  of  the  work 
which  had  been  done  by  the  striking  workmen. 

Nothing  further  was  heard  of  the  occurrence. 
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WHITMAN  Sd  KEITH— BBOCKTON. 


On  March  19,  having  received  notice  of  a 
lockout  in  the  factory  of  "Whitman  &  Keith  at 
Brockton,  the  Board  went  to  that  city  and  called 
upon  the  firm  at  their  factory.  They  said  that 
on  March  18  they  had  discharged  all  their 
employees  because  of  an  apprehension  that  the 
men  were  about  to  strike,  although  it  was  ad- 
mitted that  no  formal  demand  had  been  made 
upon  the  firm.  They  had  given  notice  to  their 
former  employees  that  the  foremen  of  depart- 
ments would  be  on  hand  at  the  factory  on  Satur- 
day, March  20,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  all 
applicants  for  work  who  felt  competent  and 
willing  to  act  as  individuals;  that  former  prices 
would  be  maintained  and  former  employees  pre- 
ferred. Arbitration  was  suggested  but  the  pro- 
posal was  not  favorably  entertained. 

A  breach  between  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers' 
Union  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Sole-fasteners' 
and  Edge-makers'  Union  on  the  other,  assisted 
the    finn    to    employ    again    a   good   portion  of 
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their  old  employees  and  the  factory  resumed 
operations  on  the  22d.  A  few  days  later, 
strikes  were  ordered  by  all  the  unions,  and 
matters  were  worse  than  ever.  The  struggle 
with  the  unions  continued  for  some  time,  occa- 
sionally former  employees  drifted  back,  and  in 
process  of  time  the  controversy  died  out  with- 
out any  settlement. 
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T.  D.  BABRY  ft  CO.  —  BBOCKTOW. 


On  March  27  a  joint  application  was  received 
from  T.  D.  Barry  &  Co.,  of  Brockton,  shoe 
manufacturers,  and  the  treers  employed  by  them, 
alleging  a  difference  as  to  price  to  be  paid  for 
treeing. 

Pursuant  to  notice  given,  the  Board  met  at 
Brockton  on  April  16,  at  which  time  Mr.  Barry 
of  the  firm  appeared  and  presented  a  paper  pur- 
porting to  be  signed  by  the  treers  then  employed, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  saying  that  they  were 
"satisfied  with  the  present  prices  paid  for  tree- 
ing, and  are  willing  to  work  for  those  prices 
until  July  1st,  1897.''  George  H.  Lord,  who 
had  signed  the  application  as  agent  and  in  be- 
half of  those  employed  at  the  date  of  the  ap- 
plication, was  present,  and  did  not  question  the 
genuineness  of  the  certificate  presented  by  the 
firm;  nor  did  he  profess  to  represent  a  majority 
of  the  treers  then  at  work  in  the  factory  in 
question.  There  appearing  upon  this  statement 
of  facts  to  be  no  difference  to  be  adjusted  by 
the   Board,   the   application  was   dismissed. 
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T.  D.  BABBY  &  CO.— BBOCKTON. 


On  March  29  a  joint  application  waa  received 
from  T.  D.  Barry  &  Co.,  of  Brockton,  shoe 
manufacturers,  and  their  employees  in  the  finish- 
ing department,  requesting  the  Board  to  act 
upon  a  new  price  list  for  finishing. 

Pursuant  to  notice  given,  the  Board  met  the 
parties  for  the  purpose  of  a  hearing,  at  Brock- 
ton, on  April  16;  but  in  view  of  the  disposi- 
tion previously  made  of  the  application  of  the 
treers,  F.  J.  McSherry,  who  appeared  as  agent 
of  the  finishers,  requested  leave  to  withdraw 
the  application.  The  firm  agreed,  and  the  appli- 
cation was  accordingly  dismissed. 
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P.  B.  ABBOTT  COMPANY  — LYOTff, 


On  April  2  a  joint  application  was  received 
from  the  F.  B.  Abbott  Company  of  Lynn,  shoe 
manufacturers,  alleging  that  the  turned  work- 
men had  requested  an  increase  of  wages.  A 
hearing  was  given  on  April  7,  and  on  May  5 
the  following  decision  was  rendered:  —

In  this  case  the  Board  is  called  upon  to  fix  prices 
for  making  Goodyear  turned  Oxfords  by  teams  of  two 
men  each.  After  due  hearing  and  consideration  of  all 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  Board  recommends 
that  the  following  prices  be  paid  for  such  work  in  the 
factory  of  the  F.  B.  Abbott  Company  at  Lynn :  —

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Result.  —  The  decision  was  accepted  in  good 
faith  ;  but  soon  after  the  announcement  of  the 
decision,  a  complaint  was  received  from  the 
workmen,  alleging  an  error  on  the  part  of 
the  Board.  The  expert  assistants  were  there- 
upon called  in,  and  after  consultation  they  un- 
dertook at  the  request  of  the  Board  to  try- 
to  accommodate  matters  without  re-opening  the 
case.  Subsequently  they  reported  that  the  com- 
pany was  willing  to  make  some  concession,  and 
the  Board  heard  nothing  more  from  it. 

The  underlying  difficulty  in  the  case  was 
that  the.  company  was  attempting  to  make 
turned  work  in  Lynn  where,  in  comparison 
with  Haverhill,  very  little  of  the  kind  of  work 
in  question  was  done.  For  this  and  other 
reasons  the  company  did  not  make  much  work 
of  this  class  in  the  year  last  past. 
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SFBIlf GFIELD  BBEWEBIES  —  SPBINGFIELD. 


On  April  14  a  communication  was  received 
from  the  Mayor  of  Springfield  containing  notice 
of  a  strike  which  had  occurred  on  the  13th 
on  the  part  of  men  employed  in  the  breweries 
of  that  city.  It  appeared  by  the  morning 
papers  that  a  settlement  had  been  reached 
and  upon  communicating  with  the  mayor  it 
was  learned  that  the  report  was  correct,  and 
the  services  of  the  Board  were  not  required. 
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CHARLES  W.  DEAN-WAYLAKD. 


On  April  21  the  Board  was  informed  that  a 
strike  had  occurred  in  the  factory  of  Charles 
W.  Dean  at  Cochituate.  The  employer  was 
willing  to  leave  the  matter  to  the  State  Board, 
but  the  employees  most  directly  involved  pre- 
ferred to  have   a  local  board  of  arbitration. 

The  Board  invited  the  firm  and  representa- 
tives of  the  employees  to  meet  the  Board  in 
conference.  Such  a  meeting  accordingly  took 
place  at  the  factory  on  April  23.  It  appeared 
that  the  employees  of  all  departments  were 
out,  and  that  there  was  a  difference  as  to  the 
wages  of  treers.  The  employees,  after  a  full 
discussion,  still  adhered  to  their  preference  for 
a  local  board.  The  State  Board  expressed  its 
willingness  to  assist  in  forming  a  local  board 
if  the  parties  prefeiTed  it,  but  could  not  see 
how  there  could  be  any  arbitration  unless  the 
employees  returned  to  work.  Then  it  appeared 
that  the  employees  were  unwilling  to  return 
to  work  until  two  objectionable  persons   should 
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be  discharged.  The  employer  firmly  refused  to 
discharge  the  persons  referred  to.  At  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  State  Board,  Mr.  Dean  then 
waived  his  preference  for  the  State  Board  and 
agreed  to  refer  the  matter  to  a  local  board, 
provided  it  should  confine  itself  to  questions  of 
prices.  The  local  committee  agreed  to  lay  the 
proposal  before  the  shop's  crew.  Subsequently 
Mr.  Dean  informed  the  Board  that  objection  had 
been  withdrawn  as  to  one  of  the  persons  ob- 
jected to,  but  his  proposal  had  been  disagreed 
to.  Thereupon  he  gave  the  Board  formal  notice 
of  a  strike ;  due  notice  thereof  was  given  to 
the  workmen.  On  April  27,  another  meeting 
of  the  shop's  crew  was  held  and  it  was  voted 
to  waive  their  demand  for  the  discharge  of 
the  obnoxious  employees  and  return  to  work 
on  May  3 ;  and  on  the  10th  a  joint  applica- 
tion was  received  placing  the  matter  in  the 
hands  of  this  Board.  Subsequently,  after  hear- 
ing the  parties,  the  following  decision  was 
rendered  on  July  11,  1897 :  —

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APSLBY  BUBBEIt  OOMPAmr  —  HUDSOU'. 


On  or  about  May  19  a  reduced  wage  list  was 
announced  in  the  factory  of  the  Apsley  Rubber 
Company  at  Hudson.  Objection  was  made  by 
the  employees,  and  after  some  discussion  it  was 
agreed  by  both  sides  to  submit  the  prices  to 
arbitration.  On  the  21st  the  employees  by  their 
agents  filed  an  application  with  this  Board  in 
the  usual  form.  ^N'o  attempt  was  made  at  once 
to  bring  the  application  to  the  attention  of  the 
employer,  for  the  reason  that  the  applicants  re- 
quested delay,  in  order  that  lists  of  the  prices 
in  question  might  be  carefully  prepared  and 
verified  by  both  sides.  On  May  28  the  Board 
was  requested  by  the  employees  to  proceed,  and 
communication  being  had  with  Mr.  L.  D.  Apsley 
by  telephone,  he  expressed  to  the  Board  his  con- 
sent to  join  in  the  application  and  proceed  with 
the  case.  On  June  2,  however,  and  before  the 
company  had^^signed  anything  in  token  of  agree- 
ment to  submit  the  case  to  arbitration,  the  sit- 
uation was  materially  changed  by  reason  of  an 
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unwise  act  of  the  company.     The   2d  was  pay- 
day,   and    when    the    employees    received    their 
envelopes,  they  found  to  their  astonishment  that, 
in  addition  to  the  reduction  which  had  been  an- 
nounced, and  to  which  they  had  decided  to  submit, 
pending  arbitration,  about  thirty  per  cent,  more 
had  been  withheld.       The   employees   demanded 
the  reason  of  this   and   were  told  that  the  ad- 
ditional thirty  per  cent,  was  withheld  in  antici- 
pation of  a  decision  which  would  establish  prices 
even    lower    than    the    company's    reduced    list. 
This    explanation,   as    may  readily    be    believed, 
was   not    satisfactory,   and  for  the  greater  part 
of    a   day  the   stitchers    sat    at    their    machines 
refusing  to    work  until    their  money  should  be 
paid    to    them.       Thereupon    the    company    dis- 
charged all   the   employees   and   posted    a    price 
list  under  which  it  was  announced  that  the  fac- 
tory would  open  on  the  following  Monday.     All 
who  wished  work  were  notified  to  apply  at  the 
office  in  person.     Thus  all  attempts  at  a  settle- 
ment by  arbitration  were  wrecked,  and  the  com- 
pany declared  its   factory   a   "free   shop." 

On  June  4,  the  day  next  after  the  lockout, 
the  Board  visited  Hudson,  met  a  committee  of 
the  employees,  men  and  women,  and  having 
heard    their   statements,   called   on    Mr.   Apsley, 
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the  president  of  the  company,  whose  account 
of  what  had  occuiTed  was  substantially  the 
same  as  the  Board  had  already  received.  A 
conference  with  the  employees  was  recommended, 
but  Mr.  Apsley  expressed  himself  as  satisfied 
with  what  he  had  done,  and  thought  it  best  for 
all  concerned  that  he  should  adhere  to  the  posi- 
tion already  taken  by  him.  He  had,  however, 
given  directions  that  the  operatives  should  be 
paid  all  their  earnings  in  full. 

In  accordance  with  the  notice  given,  the 
factory  was  reopened  on  June  14,  under  a 
price  list  prepared  by  the  company  and  claimed 
to  be  higher  than  the  highest  paid  by  com- 
petitors. Many  of  the  old  employees  acting 
under  the  influence  and  advice  of  this  Board, 
returned  and  applied  for  work,  in  order  to  test 
the  price  list,  especially  as  the  president  of  the 
company  assured  them  and  also  promised  this 
Board  that,  if  upon  actual  trial  it  should  be 
ascertained  that  the  employees  could  not  earn 
fair  wages,  he  would  make  such  changes  in 
their  favor  as  might  be  necessary.  In  conse- 
quence of  this  assurance,  and  for  other  reasons, 
most  of  the  employees  returned  to  work,  but  on 
the  very  next  day  the  Board  was  notified  that 
the    dissatisfaction    was    so    great    and    was    so 
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openly  expressed  that  a  strike  might  occur  at 
any  moment.  Accordingly  the  Board  visited  the 
place  again  on  the  16th,  and  had  separate  inter- 
views with  the  president  and  the  employees. 
The  Board  urged  the  employees  to  continue  at 
work  long  enough  at  least  to  give  the  new 
wage  list  a  fair  trial,  adding  that  nothing  short 
of  two  or  three  weeks  would  afford  such  a  test, 
and  that  they  ought  to  be  more  patient,  after 
having  decided  of  their  own  free  will  to  return 
to  work  under  the  assurances  of  their  employer. 
It  was,  however,  impossible  to  stem  the  tide, 
and  two  days  afterwards  the  employees  left 
work.  New  workmen,  many  of  them  unac- 
quainted with  the  trade,  were  hired  to  fill  the 
places  of  the  former  employees,  who  were  per- 
sons of  exceptional  skill  and  large  experience 
in  the  work.  So  far  as  the  Board  has  been 
informed,  no  further  attempts  have  been  made 
at  a  settlement.

On  or  about  June  1  a  general  reduction  oi 
wages  was  proposed  in  the  several  shoe  fac- 
tories in  Marlborough  owned  by  the  S.  H. 
Howe  Shoe  Company.  After  conferring  with 
the  employees  through  their  representatives,  a 
reduction  of  five  per  cent,  was  agreed  to  for 
a  stated  time,  that  is  until  May  1,  1898,  but 
after  much  discussion,  eleven  items  in  the 
stitching  and  bottoming  departments  still  re- 
mained unsettled.  And  in  accordance  with  the 
custom  which  has  for  years  prevailed  in  Marl- 
borough, both  parties  finding  that  they  could 
not  agree  upon  the  prices,  agreed  to  leave  the 
matter  to   the   decision   of  the   State   Board. 

On  September  15,  the  followmg  decision  was 
rendered :  —

HABIiEY   BBOTHEBS  — LYNN. 


On  July  22  occurred  a  strike  of  the  cutters 
employed  by  Harney  Brothers  of  Lynn,  shoe 
manufacturers.  Two  days  afterwards  the  Board 
opened  communication  with  both  sides  to  the 
dispute,  which  arose  out  of  a  reduction  in  the 
price  list  for  cutting.  It  was  ascertained  •  that 
the  firm  would  consent  to  submit  the  question 
of  wages  to  the  State  Board  and  re-instate 
the  strikers,  pending  arbitration.  On  the  26th, 
the  executive  board  of  the  Knights  of  Labor 
voted  to  join  in  an  application  to  the  State 
Board  and  permit  all  the  men  to  return  to 
work  who  wished  to  do  so,  but  stipulating  that 
they  should  return  under  the  former  prices  and 
not  under  the  reduced  scale,  pending  arbitra- 
tion.  The  firm  being  advised  of  this  action, 
adhered  to  its  original  position,  but  said  they 
would  not  agree  to  pay  former  prices  pending 
a  decision.  The  next  day  the  situation  was 
made  more  difficult  by  a  vote  of  the  shop's 
crew,  to  the  effect  that  they  should   not   only 
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insist  upon  the  former  prices,  pending  arbitra- 
tion, but  should  object  to  going  to  work  with 
men  who  had  been  hired  by  the  firm  since 
the  beginning  of  the  strike.  The  firm  being 
informed  by  the  State  Board  of  the  condition 
of  affairs,  said  that  on  the  whole  they  were 
as  well  satisfied  to  let  matters  stay  as  they 
were;  that  they  had  succeeded  beyond  their 
expectation  in  obtaining  a  sufiicient  number  of 
new  cutters;  that  they  no  longer  desired  the 
return  of  the  strikers;  that  they  would  not 
treat  with  or  recognize  the  union  in  any  way, 
and  requested  the  State  Board  to  take  no  fur- 
ther action  in  the  matter. 

Subsequently,  however,  the  matter  was  settled 
on  or  about  August  16,  under  an  agreement 
fixing  the  wages,  and  providing  that  the  men 
who  had  been  hired  during  the  strike  should 
be  retained  and  all  of  the  old  employees  who 
wished  to  return  to  work  were  to  be  re-instated. 
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C.  F.  DBISCOLL  — nOLLISTON. 


A  joint  application   was  received  on   August 

r 

25  from  C.  F.  DriscoU,  of  Holliston,  shoe  man- 
ufacturer, and  his  employees,  relating  to  wages. 
The  case  was  assigned  for  a  hearing  on  August 
30,  and  the  parties  notified  accordingly.  But 
on  the  28th  a  letter  was  received  from  John  F. 
Tobin,  representing  the  employees,  stating  that 
nearly  all  the  items  in  dispute  had  been  settled 
by  agreement,  and  suggesting  that  further  time 
be  allowed  to  enable  the  parties  to  come  to  an 
agreement  concerning  what  was  left.  Accord- 
ingly, with  the  approval  of  the  employer,  the 
hearing  was  postponed,  subject  to  the  action 
of  either  party. 

Subsequently,  on  September  27,  Mr.  Tobin  in- 
formed the  Board  that  all  the  items,  except  the 
lasting,  had  been  settled,  but  that  it  would  be 
necessary  for  the  Board  to  settle  that  part  of 
the  controversy, 

A  hearing  was  accordingly  had  at  HoUiston 
on  October  28,  and  five  days  later  the  follow- 
ing decision  was  rendered :  — 
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III  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  C.   F.   DriscoUj  of

Pbtttion  filed  Aug.  25, 1897.  Heabino,  Oct.  8, 1897. 

Since  the  filing  of  the  application  in  this  case,  the 
parties  concerned  have  settled  by  agreement  all  the 
diflTerences  between  them,  except  the  price  for  lasting 
boj's'  split  boots. 

Having  duly  considered  this  matter,  the  Board  recom- 
mends that  the  sum  of  forty-one  and  one-half  cents  per 
dozen  pairs  be  paid  in  the  factory  in  question  for  lasting 
boys'  boots  by  hand. 

By  agreement  of  the  parties  this  decision  is  to  take 
effect  from  the  twentieth  day  of  August,  A.D.  1897.

On  August  24  the  State  Board  received  notice 
that  on  the  day  next  preceding  a  strike  had 
occurred  in  the  factory  of  B.  H.  Spaulding,  of 
Milford,  manufacturer  of  straw  goods.  The  point 
at  issue  was  a  proposed  reduction  of  wages  for 
sewing  straw  braid  of  different  kinds  and  qual- 
ities. After  a  conference  between  the  employer 
and  employees,  all  agreed  that  work  should 
be  resumed  and  the  dispute  left  to  the  decision 
of  the  State  Board.  A  formal  application  was 
made  and  signed,  and  a  hearing  was  had  at  the 
factory  on  August  31.  Subsequently  on  Septem-

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QEOBQE  a.  SNOW  — BBOCETON. 


On  August  19  a  strike  occurred  on  the 
part  of  the  lasters  employed  by  George  G. 
Snow,  of  Brockton,  shoe  manufacturer.  The 
point  at  issue  was  a  reduction  in  wages.  On 
the  25th  the  State  Board  visited  the  city  and 
conferred  with  both  sides.  It  was  learned  that 
the  employer  had  made  an  agreement  for  one 
year  with  the  Consolidated  Hand-Method  Last- 
ing Machine  Company  to  do  his  Goodyear  last- 
ing, and  that  he  had  nothing  to  arbitrate  with 
his  workmen.  The  agent  of  the  lasters  said 
that  he  understood  that  such  an  agreement  had 
been  entered  into,  that  he  and  those  whom  he 
represented  were  disposed  to  treat  Mr.  Snow 
fairly,  and  would  consent,  if  necessary,  to  come 
to  the   State  Board. 

The  machine  company  then  undertook  to 
effect  a  settlement  of  wages  with  the  union, 
but  the  lasters   refused    to    negotiate  with    the 
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company,  saying  that  their  difference  was  with 
Mr.   Snow. 

The  Board  exerted  all  its  influence  in  recom- 
mending arbitration  in  some  form,  and  on  Sep- 
tember 2  a  settlement  was  effected  by  agreement 
of  the  parties. 
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STAR  BBEWINQ  COMPANY -BOSTON. 


On  August  31  an  application  was  received 
from  the  Star  Brewing  Company,  of  Boston, 
stating  as  the  cause  of  dispute  the  fact  that 
a  certain  man  employed  as  a  driver,  had  been 
discharged,  as  the  company  alleged,  for  good 
and  sufficient  reasons.  Upon  inquiry  into  the 
circumstances  it  was  learned  that  the  driver 
in  question  had  been  discharged  for  serious 
misconduct,  and  when  discharged,  the  union 
had  demanded  that  the  matter  be  submitted 
to  arbitration  under  a  standing  agreement  be- 
tween the  company  and  its  employees.  "When 
asked  to  name  arbitrators,  the  unions  named 
two  officers  of  unions  of  brewery  employees. 
The  general  manager  under  protest  accepted 
the  names  and  submitted  two  names  on  his 
own  part.  The  proceedings  lagged,  and  .a  de- 
mand was  made  that  the  discharged  man  be 
re-instated  with  back  pay.  This  was  refused. 
More  conferences  followed,  and  at  last  some 
changes  having  been   made   in   the    composition 
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of  the  arbitration  committee  chosen  by  the 
parties,  the  committee  met,  chose  an  umpire, 
and  proceeded  to  hear  the  facts  of  the  case. 
When  it  came  to  a  vote  two  of  the  committee 
voted  one  way  and  two  the  other.  The  um- 
pire declined  to  vote.  It  was  then  unanimously 
agreed  to  leave  the  case  to  the  State  Board. 
An  application  was  made  out  and  signed  by 
the  general  manager  of  the  company,  and  filed 
with  the  Board  August  31.  After  repeated 
attempts  to  obtam  the  signature  of  some  one 
representing  the  unions,  a  telephone  message 
was  received  from  the  secretary  of  the  union 
to  the  effect  that  they  did  not  care  to  pursue 
the  controversy  further.  The  application  was 
accordingly  dismissed. 
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J.  F.  DESMOND  SHOE  COMPANY  — MAHLBOBOUGH. 


A  joint  application  was  received  on  October  1 
from  the  J.  F.  Desmond  Shoe  Company,  of 
Marlborough,  and  its  employees,  relating  to 
wages  paid  for  trimming  heels,  edge-setting 
and  treeing. 

A  hearing  was  had  at  Marlborough  on  Octo- 
ber 6,  and  after  all  parties  had  been  fully 
heard,  the  Board  succeeded  in  bringing  the 
parties   to   an   agreement. 
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STEAMFITTERS*  HELPERS— BOSTON. 


On  October  13,  the  Board  received  a  call 
from  a  committee  representing  the  journeymen 
steamfitters  and  steamfitters'  helpers,  of  Boston, 
who  complained  that  Lynch  &  Woodward, 
members  of  the  master  steamfitters'  association 
of  Boston,  and  as  such  bound  by  the  agree- 
ment made  on  October  24,  1895  between  the 
association  and  the  journeymen  steamfitters,  had 
failed  to  observe  that  part  of  the  agreement 
which  stipulated  that  preference  should  be  given 
to  members  of  the  union,  when  of  equal  skill 
and  capacity. 

As  the  agreement  referred  to  expressly  pro- 
vided that  all  differences  should  be  referred, 
in  the  first  instance,  to  an  arbitration  commit- 
tee, and  in  case  of  failure  to  agree,  to  the 
State  Board,  this  Board  undertook  to  bring 
the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  association, 
with  a  view  to  a  conference  between  commit- 
tees of  the  association  and  union  respectively. 
The   President   of  the   association,   upon  receiv- 
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ing  notice  from  this  Board,  said  that  when  he 
should  have  received  from  the  union  a  written 
statement  of  the  matter  complained  of,  he  would 
call  a  meeting  of  the  association  to  consider 
the  matter.  The  agent  of  the  union  was  ac- 
cordingly notified  by  the  Board  and  advised 
to  prepare  and  present  such  a  statement  to 
the  president  of  the  association.  Subsequently 
the  Board  was  informed  that  a  meeting  of  the 
association  had  been   called  for   October  27. 

Committees  were  appointed  by  the  respective 
organizations  and  the  proposed  changes  consid- 
ered. The  committees  reported  back,  but  before 
any  conclusion  was  reached  the  matter  was 
taken  up  and  indirectly  disposed  of  by  the 
Superior   Court. 
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EDISON  ELEOTBIC  II.LT7MINATING  COMPANY 

BOSTON.

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  firemen  employed  by 
the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston, 

Pbtition  filed  Jan.  7, 1898.  Hbarino,  Jan.  21. 

The  application  in  this  case  is  signed  by  Michael 
Murphy  as  **  authorized  agent  of  legally  qualified  fire- 
men" employed  by  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company  at  its  three  stations  in  Boston;  and  the 
Board  having  been  satisfied  that  he  was  authorized  to 
represent  a  majority  of  the  employees  of  the  company 
in  the  department  in  question,  after  communicating 
with  the  company  informally,  as  a  board  of  concilia- 
tion, gave  the  usual  public  notices  of  a  meeting  at 
which  all  persons  interested  might  appear  and  be 
heard  upon  the  subject  matter  of  the  application. 

At  the  time  and  place  appointed  several  of  the  fire- 
men employed  by  the  company,  and  many  other  fire- 
men and  engineers  more  or  less  directly  interested 
appeared  and  addressed  the  Board.  The  company  did 
not  appear  or  take  any  part  in  the  proceedings,  although 
duly  notified  by  this  Board  at  every  stage  of  the  case. 
This  is,  therefore,  an  arbitration  proceeding  in  which 
one  party  only  is  before  the  Board,  and  no  one  is 
legally  bound  by  the  result,  although  it  is  due  to  the 
workmen  to   say  that  they  oflfered  to   submit  the   dis- 
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puted  matters  to  the  judgment  of  this  Board  and  abide 
the  result.  It  is,  however,  an  application  which  the 
employees  had  a  legal  right  to  present.  There  has 
been  no  strike,  nor  so  far  as  appears  any  threats  of 
a  strike ;  and  since  this  method  of  proceeding  has 
been  instituted  by  law  to  prevent  strikes  and  lockouts, 
and  since  in  this  particular  case  it  has  been  resorted 
to  in  preference  to  a  strike,  intelligently  and  with 
much  self-control  on  the  part  of  the  employees,  and 
their  representatives,  it  was  not  unnaturally  hoped  and 
expected  that  the  corporation  would  consent  to  join  in 
the  proceeding  in  the  form  contemplated  by  law  for 
the  amicable  settlement  of  differences  between  employ- 
ers and  employees.  The  grievances  set  forth  in  the 
application  and  presented  at  the  hearing  are  as  fol- 
lows :  — 

1 .  That  employees  of  said  companv  are  deprived  of  their 
right  to  belong  to  a  trade  union. 

2.  That  employees  known  to  officials  in  the  employ  of 
said  company  to  belong  to  a  trade  union,  are  unfairly  treated 
with  a  view  to  causing  them  to  withdraw  from  a  trade  union. 

3.  That  employees  are  deprived  of  their  right  to  select 
counsel  of  their  own  choice  to  present  their  grievances  to  the 
management  of  said  company. 

4.  That  when,  at  the  suggestion  of  those  in  authority  over 
them,  employees  of  said  company  have  sought  redress  of  their 
grievances,  their  complaints  have  been  ignored  and  not  reme- 
died. 

6.  That  when,  by  conciliation,  an  effort  was  made  by  the 
employees  of  said  company  through  a  committee  chosen  by 
them  to  have  certain  grievances  redressed,  said  committee 
(composed  of  employees  of  the  said  company  exclusively) 
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was  given  to  understand  that  they  had  incurred  the  enmity 
of  the  management  of  said  company,  and  one  of  the  members 
of  said  committee  of  employees  was  summarily  removed  to  a 
less  desirous  position  than  he  was  filling  up  to  the  time  of 
serving  on  said  committee,  and  to  a  dififerent  station  where 
he  was  less  acquainted  with  the  work. 

6.  That  the  hours  of  labor  are  too  long,  being  two  hours 
per  day  longer  than  is  required  of  firemen  in  other  and  less 
difiScult  steam  plants. 

7.  That  wages  are  not  as  high  as  the  amount  of  service 
demands,  even  with  a  reduction  of  the  length  of  the  working 
day. 

8.  That  men  are  required  to  report  at  unreasonable  hours 
for  duty. 

At  this  stage  of  the  proceedings,  a  public  hearing 
having  been  given,  and  such  communication  as  was 
practicable  having  been  had  with  the  corporation  through 
its  general  counsel,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  this  Board, 
in  the  language  of  the  statute,  to  **  advise  the  respective 
parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted 
to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  make 
a  written  decision  thereof."  It  may  be  added  that  in 
the  performance  of  this  duty  the  Board  desires  not  to 
condemn  any  one,  or  to  assign  any  measure  of  blame, 
as  is  provided  in  cases  where  a  strike  or  lockout  has 
occurred.  In  this  case  the  relation  of  employer  and 
employee  still  subsists,  except  as  to  two  men  recently 
discharged,  and  whatever  suggestions  may  be  ofiTered 
by  this  Board,  must,  in  the  intent  of  the  law,  and 
properly  so,  be  confined  to  such  suggestions  by  way  of 
advice,  as  shall  tend  'Ho  adjust  said  dispute,"  and  not 
to  embitter  it. 
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.  In  this  view  of  its  legal  duty,  it  appears  to  the  Board 
that  the  first  five  grievances  stated  in  the  application 
arise  out  of  the  present  unsatisfactory  relations  between 
the  company  and  the  firemen,  and  from  the  want  of  any 
understanding  or  agreement  as  to  the  mode  of  hearing 
and  settling  complaints  when  they  arise  on  the  part  of 
the  workmen.  This  company,  for  reasons  best  known 
to  its  officers,  has  refiised  to  recognize  committees  of  the 
union  to  which  its  firemen  belonged;  and  when  after 
such  failure  to  obtain  a  hearing  a  committee  of  the  em- 
ployees themselves  were  met  by  the  officers  of  the  com- 
pany, and  stated  their  complaints  of  the  difficulty  of 
their  work,  the  length  of  the  daily  watch  and  the  un- 
seasonable hours  at  which  they  were  required  to  begin 
and  to  leave  oif  work,  the  refusal  to  make  any  change 
and  the  tardiness  of  the  response  were  not  calculated 
to  allay  the  discontent.  From  what  we  have  learned 
in  this  case,  we  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  re- 
sult would  have  been  different  if  the  regular  agents 
of  the  union  had  been  admitted  and  dealt  with  as  recog- 
nized representatives  of  the  employees.  We  are  now 
speaking  merely  of  the  lack  of  any  established  means 
for  hearing  and  determining  the  reasonableness  or  un- 
reasonableness of  such  complaints,  and  the  Board  ear- 
nestly recommends  this  subject  as  worthy  of  thoughtful 
consideration  both  by  the  employer  and  employees. 

The  last  three  specifications  in  the  application  express 
in  brief  the  complaints  of  the  firemen  concerning  the 
hours  of  labor,  that  is,  that  their  watches  or  shifts  are 
longer  than  is  required  of  other  firemen,  and  that  some 
men  are  required  to  report  for  work  at  unseasonable 
times.      We  find  that  outside  of  the   electric   lighting 
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companies  the  very  general  rule  among  engineers  and 
firemen  is  to  work  but  eight  hours  at  a  shift  when  all- 
night  work  is  required  as  well  as  work  by  day;  that 
sometimes  when  power  is  needed  for  twelve  hours  only, 
the  men  are  on  duty  for  the  full  twelve  hours,  and  are 
allowed  extra  compensation  for  all  work  done  after  a 
certain  limited  time,  and  this  arrangement  is  acceptable 
to  all  concerned.  The  nature  of  the  business  of  electric 
lighting  companies  requires  the  constant  attendance  of 
engineers  and  firemen  throughout  the  twenty-four  hours, 
•and  successive  relays  of  men  must  report  for  duty  at 
certain  specified  times  in  the  day  and  night,  work 
through  their  watch,  and  give  place  to  others  who  come 
to  their  relief. 

With  the  Edison  Company  the  length  of  the  watch 
or  day's  work  is  ten  hours  each  day  for  seven  days  in 
the  week,  except  an  occasional  half  day  on  Sunday. 
There  is  no  extra  pay  for  overtime  work,  but  if  a  man 
should  be  sick,  the  company  allows  him  a  <<  sick  bene- 
fit," that  is,  he  is  allowed  thirty-one  days  during  the 
year  for  sickness,  without  abatement  of  wages.  Some 
vacations  are  also  allowed  in  consideration  of  the  hard 
work  and  the  practically  continuous  employment.  The 
firemen  say  that  they  would  willingly  dispense  with  the 
present  sick  benefits  if  a  more  suitable  division  of 
the  time  could  be  devised.  This,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board,  was  a  proper  matter  for  them  to  bring  up  for 
discussion  with  their  employer;  and  aft;er  making  all 
due  allowance  for  possible  exaggeration,  this  Board  is 
of  the  opinion  that  justice  and  a  proper  regard  for  the 
welfare  of  the  employees  call  for  a  re-arrangement  of 
hours  so  that  at  least  no  fireman  shall  be  required  to 
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work  continuously  a  longer  time  than  is  required  of  other 
firemen  who  work  for  electric  lighting  companies  in 
Boston.  This  would  naturally  involve  a  reconsideration 
of  the  scale  of  wages,  but  we  are  assured  that  if  the 
reasonable  wishes  of  the  workmen  shall  be  met  in  the 
matter  of  hours,  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  fairly  ad- 
justing the  wages.  The  Board  therefore  recommends 
and  advises  that  a  suitable  re-arrangement  of  hours  be 
made,  and  that  the  wages  be  fairly  adjusted  to  the  new 
conditions,  without  any  allowance  for  sick  benefits  or 
for  vacations  with  pay,  unless  the  other  workmen  see 
fit  to  do  the  work  of  the  one  who  may  be  absent. 

These  suggestions  are  made  in  the  belief  that  the 
adoption  of  them,  in  a  reasonable  spirit  on  both  sides, 
will  be  a  decided  benefit  to  the  management  and  to  the 
workmen  employed,  and  will  place  them  on  the  same 
footing  as  other  employers  and  employees  in  Boston 
engaged  in  similar  business.

C.  W.  VARNEY  A;  CO. -LYNN. 


On  November  22,  upwards  of  twenty  lasters 
employed  by  C.  W.  Yamey  &  Co.,  of  Lynn, 
shoe  manufacturers,  struck  against  a  reduction 
of  wages,  as  they  alleged.  On  the  day  next 
following,  the  Board  sought  and  obtained  inter- 
views with  the  firm  and  with  the  workmen. 
The  firm  denied  that  there  was  in  reality  any 
reduction  proposed,  but  said  that  the  intention 
was  to  produce  a  lower  grade  of  goods  at  a 
lower  rate  of  wages,  which,  it  was  expected, 
would  result  in  constant  employment  for  the 
workmen.  If  the  strikers  should  not  return, 
an  intention  was  expressed  of  procuring  new 
workmen  in  their  places.  The  strikers  insisted 
that  the  reduction  affected  grades  of  woi'k 
which  were  then  being  produced  and  had  been 
produced  in  the  past ;  and  the  Board  recom- 
mended that  they  send  a  committee  to  see 
the  firm  and  endeavor  first  to  make  sure  of 
the  facts,  and  then  try  to  arrange  the  matters 
that  might  be  in  dispute.  Subsequently  a  com- 
mittee called  upon  the  firm,  but  no  settlement 
was   then  reached   or  at  any   time   afterwards.

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APPENDIX. 


Twenty-four  states  in  the  union  have  made  constitu- 
tional or  statutory  provision  for  mediation  of  one  kind  or 
another  in  the  settlement  of  industrial  disputes.  Of  these 
the  statutes  of  the  following  sixteen  contemplate  the  ad- 
ministration of  conciliation  and  arbitration  laws  through 
permanent  state  boards  :  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Mon- 
tana, Michigan,  California,  New  Jersey,  Ohio,  Louisiana, 
Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Connecticut,  Illinois,  Utah,  Indi- 
ana, Idaho  and  Colorado. 

The  constitution  of  Wyoming  directs  the  legislature  to 
establish  courts  of  arbitration  to  determine  all  diflerences 
between  associations  of  laborers  and  their  employers,  and 
provides  for  appeals  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  state 
from  the  decisions  of  compulsory  boards  of  arbitration. 

The  laws  of  Iowa,  Kansas,  Pennsylvania  and  Texas 
authorize  the  law  courts  to  appoint  tribunals  of  voluntary 
arbitration ;  and  such  is  the  law  of  Maryland  also,  which, 
moreover,  empowers  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  in- 
vestigate industrial  controversies  when  the  employer  is  a 
corporation,  indebted  to,  or  incorporated  by,  that  state ; 
to  propose  arbitration  to  the  opposing  parties,  and  if  the 
proposition  is  accepted,  to  provide  in  due  form  for  refer- 
ring the  case ;  but  if  either  party  refuse  to  submit  to 
arbitration,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  controversy  and  re- 
port the  same  to  the  next  legislature. 

.  The  law  of  Missouri  authorizes  the  Commissioner  of 
Labor  Statistics  to  form  local  boards  of  arbitration,  and, 
as  in  North  Dakota,  to  mediate  between  employer  and 
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employed,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  either,  whenever  a 
difference  exists  which  results  or  threatens  to  result  in 
a  strike  or  lockout.  In  Nebraska  it  is  the  duty  of  such 
officer  to  examine  into  the  causes  of  strikes  and  lockouts. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  law  of  the  state  concerning  arbitration  is  as  fol- 
lows, being  chapter  263  of  the  Acts  of  1886,  approved 
June  2,  entitled,  «*  An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board 
of  Arbitration,  for  the  settlement  of  differences  between 
employers  and  their  employees,"  as  amended  by  St.  1887, 
chapter  269  ;  St.  1888,  chapter  261 ;  and  St.  1890,  chap- 
ter 385 ;  also  St.  1892,  chapter  382. 

Section  1.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  appoint  three  competent  per- 
sons to  serve  as  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  One  of  them  shall  be  an  em- 
ployer or  selected  from  some  association  representing  employers 
of  labor,  one  of  them  shall  be  selected  from  some  labor  organi- 
zation and  not  an  employer  of  labor,  the  third  shall  be  appointed 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other  two :  provided,  however j 
that  if  the  two  appointed  do  not  agree  on  the  third  man  at  the 
expiration  of  thirty  days,  he  shall  then  be  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernor. They  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed.  On  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven  the  governor,  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  appoint  three  members  of 
said  board  in  the  manner  above  provided,  one  to  serve  for  three 
years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year,  or  until  their 
respective  successors  are  appointed;  and  on  the  first  day  of 
July  in  each  year  thereafter  the  governor  shall  in  the  same  man- 
ner appoint  one  member  of  said  board  to  succeed  the  member 
whose  term  then  expires,  and  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three 
years  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed.  If  a  vacancy  occurs 
at  any  time,  the  governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint 
some  one  to  ser\'e  out  the  unexpired  term ;  and  he  may  in  like 
manner  remove  any  member  of  said  board.     Each  member  of 
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said  board  shall,  before  entering  upon'  the  duties  of  his  office, 
be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  thereof.  •  They  shall  at  once 
organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number  as  chairman. 
Said  board  may  appoint  and  remove  a  clerk  of  the  board,  who 
shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  allowed  by  the  board,  but 
not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars  a  year. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its 
organization,  establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  governor  and  council. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  in- 
volving questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  at  law  or 
bill  in  equity,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  indi- 
vidual, copartnership  or  corporation,  and  his  employees,  if  at 
the  time  he  employs  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, the  board  shall,  upon  application  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality 
of  the  dispute  and  make  careful  inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof, 
hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who  may  come  before  them, 
advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done 
or  submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and 
make  a  written  decision  thereof.  This  decision  shall  at  once 
be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record 
to  be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement 
thereof  published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for, 
and  the  said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  where  said  business  is  carried  on. 

Sect.  4.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employees  in  the  department  of  the 
business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their 
duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain  a 
concise  statement  of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  prom- 
ise to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work  without  any  lock-out 
or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said  board,  if  it  shall  be  made 
within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of  filing  said  application.  When 
an  application  is  signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a 
majority  of  such  employees,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that 
such  agent  is  duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  em- 
ployees, but  the  names  of  the  employees  giving  such  authority 
shall  be  kept  secret  by  said  board.     As  soon  as  may  be  after 
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the  receipt  of  said  application  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall 
cause  public  notice  to  be  given  for  the  time  and  place  for  the 
hearing  thereon ;  but  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both 
parties  to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  present 
therewith  a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given. 
When  such  request  is  made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties 
interested  in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order;  and  the 
board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice 
to  be  given,  notwithstanding  such  request. 

When  notice  has  been  given  as  aforesaid,  each  of  the  parties 
to  the  controversy,  the  employer  on  the  one  side,  and  the  em- 
ployees interested  on  the  other  side,  may  in  writing  nominate, 
and  the  board  may  appoint,  one  person  to  act  in  the  case  as 
expert  assistant  to  the  board.  The  two  persons  so  appointed 
shall  be  skilled  in  and  conversant  with  the  business  or  trade 
concerning  which  tlie  dispute  has  arisen.  It  shall  be  their  duty, 
under  the  direction  of  the  board,  to  obtain  and  report  to  the 
board  information  concerning  the  wages  paid  and  the  methods 
and  grades  of  work  prevailing  in  manufacturing  establishments 
within  the  Commonwealth  of  a  character  similar  to  that  in  which 
the  matters  in  dispute  have  arisen.  Said  expert  assistants  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty ;  such  oath  to 
be  administered  by  any  member  of  the  board,  and  a  record 
thereof  shall  be  preserved  with  the  record  of  the  proceedings  in 
the  case.  They  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury 
of  the  Commonwealth  such  compensation  as  shall  be  allowed 
and  certified  by  the  board,  together  with  all  necessary  travelling 
expenses.*  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  board  from  appointing  such  other  additional  expert  assistant 
or  assistants  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  Should  the  petitioner 
or  petitioners  fail  to  perform  the  promise  made  in  said  applica- 
tion, the  board  shall  proceed  no  further  thereupon  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  adverse  party.  The  board  shall  have 
power  to  summon  as  witness  any  operative  in  the  departments 
of  business  affected  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of 
wages  earned  in  those  departments,  and  to  examine  them  under 
oath,  and  to  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the 
record  of  wages  paid.  Summonses  may  be  signed  and  oaths 
administered  by  any  member  of  the  board.

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Sect.  5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided,  and  render  a 
written  decision,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection,  shall 
be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board,  and  published  at  the 
discretion  of  the  same  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to  the 
general  court  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  in  each 
year. 

Sect.  6.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
Join  in  said  application  for  six  months,  or  until  either  party  has 
given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  not  to  be  bound 
by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  therefrom.  Said 
notice  may  be  given  to  said  employees  by  posting  the  same  in 
three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or  factory  where  they 
work. 

Sect.  7.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as 
described  in  section  three  of  this  act  may  submit  the  matters  in 
dispute,  in  writing,  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion ;  such  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the 
employer  may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employees 
or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrator 
so  designated  may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
board.  Such  board  shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  referred  to 
it,  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might 
have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  whatever  binding 
effect  may  be  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  in  the 
written  submission.  The  jurisdiction  of  such  board  shall  be 
exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to  it,  but  it  may 
ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  state  board. 
The  decision  of  such  board  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  of 
the  close  of  any  hearing  held  by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once 
be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  contro- 
versy or  difference  arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  state  board.  Each  of  such  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the 
controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  the  arbitration 
exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  in  writing  by  the  mayor  of 
such  city  or  the  board  of  selectmen  of  such  town,  the  sum  of 
three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actaal  service,  not  exceeding  ten 
days  for  any  one  arbitration.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear 
to  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the  board  of  selectmen  of  a  town  that 
a  strike  or  lock-out  such  as  described  in  section  eight  of  this 
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act  is  seriously  threatened  or  actually  occurs,  the  mayor  of  such 
city  or  the  board  of  selectmen  of  such  town  shall  at  once  notify 
the  state  board  of  the  facts. 

Sect.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
state  board,  either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the 
board  of  selectmen  of  a  town,  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
section  or  otherwise,  that  a  strike  or  lock-out  is  seriously 
threatened  or  has  actually  occurred  in  any  city  or  town  of  the 
Commonwealth,  involving  an  employer  and  his  present  or  past 
employees,  if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or  up  to  the  occur- 
rence of  the  strike  or  lock-out  was  employing,  not  less  than 
twenty- five  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any 
city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
state  board  to  put  itself  in  communication  as  soon  as  may  be 
with  such  employer  and  employees,  and  endeavor  by  mediation 
to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  or  to  endeavor 
to  persuade  them,  provided  that  a  strike  or  lock-out  has  not 
actually  occurred  or  is  not  then  continuing,  to  submit  the 
mattera  in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion, as  above  provided,  or  to  the  state  board ;  and  said  state 
board  may,  if  it  deems  it  advisable,  investigate  the  cause  or 
causes  of  such  controversy,  and  ascertain  which  party  thereto 
is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  con- 
tinuance of  the  same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a  report  find- 
ing such  cause  or  causes,  and  assigning  such  responsibility  or 
blame.  The  board  shall  have  the  same  powers  for  the  fore- 
going purposes  as  are  given  it  by  section  three  of  this  act. 

Sect.  9.  Witnesses  summoned  by  the  state  board  shall  be 
allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the 
further  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in 
excess  of  two  hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents  a  mile  for 
travel  each  way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment 
or  business  to  the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each 
witness  shall  certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and 
attendance,  and  the  amount  due  him  shall  be  paid  forthwith  by 
the  board,  and  for  such  purpose  the  board  shall  be  entitled  to 
draw  from  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  provided  for 
in  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four. 

Sect.  10.  The  members  of  said  state  board  shall  until  the 
first  day  of  July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
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be  paid  Rve  dollars  a  day  each  for  each  day  of  actual  service ; 
and  on  and  after  said  date  they  shall  each  receive  a  salary  at 
the  rat^  of  two  thousand  dollars  a  year,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and  both  before  and  after  said 
date  they  shall  be  allowed  their  necessary  travelling  and  other 
expenses,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

[St.  1892,  Chaftbr  382.] 

An  Act  relating  to  the  duties  and  compensation  of  expert 
assistants  appointed  by  the  state  board  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation. 

Be  it  enacted^  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  all  controversies  between  an  employer  and  his 
employees  in  which  application  is  made  to  the  state  board  of 
arbitration  and  conciliation,  as  provided  by  section  four  of  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  sixty- three  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-six  as  amended  by  section  three  of  chapter 
two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  by  section  one  of  chapter  three 
hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety,  said  board  shall  appoint  a  fit  person  to  act  in 
the  case  as  expert  assistant  to  the  board.  Said  expert  assist- 
ants shall  attend  the  sessions  of  said  board  when  required, 
and  no  conclusion  shall  be  announced  as  a  decision  of  said 
board,  in  any  case  where  such  assistants  have  acted,  until  after 
notice  given  to  them,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  appointing  a  time 
and  place  for  a  final  conference  between  said  board  and  expert 
assistant  on  the  matters  included  in  the  proposed  decision. 
Said  expert  assistants  shall  be  privileged  to  submit  to  the 
board,  at  any  time  before  a  final  decision  shall  be  determined 
upon  and  published,  any  facts,  advice,  arguments  or  sugges- 
tions which  they  may  deem  applicable  to  the  case.  They  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  by  any  mem- 
ber of  said  board,  and  a  record  thereof  shall  be  preserved  with 
the  record  of  the  proceedings  in  the  case.  They  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  for  their  services  from  the  treasury  of  the 
Commonwealth  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual 
service,  together  with  all  their  necessary  travelling  expenses. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [^Ap- 
proved June  15^  1892. 
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NEW  YORK.

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Section  140.  Organisation  of  board.  —  There  shall  con- 
tinae  to  be  a  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbitration,  coDsist- 
ing  of  three  competent  persons  to  be  known  as  arbitrators, 
appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senate,  each  of  whom  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term 
of  three  years,  and  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
doUars.  The  term  of  office  of  the  successors  of  the  members 
of  such  board  in  office  when  this  chapter  takes  effect,  shall  be 
abridged  so  as  to  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December 
preceding  the  time  when  each  such  term  would  otherwise  expire, 
and  thereafter  each  term  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January. 

One  member  of  such  board  shall  belong  to  the  political  party 
casting  the  highest,  and  one  to  the  party  casting  the  next  high- 
est number  of  votes  for  governor  at  the  last  preceding  guber- 
natorial election.  The  third  shall  be  a  member  of  an  incorpo- 
rated labor  organization  of  this  state. 

Two  members  of  such  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  and  may  hold  meetings  at  any  time 
or  place  within  the  state.  Examinations  or  investigations  or- 
dered by  the  board  may  be  held  and  taken  by  and  before  any  of 
their  number,  if  so  directed,  but  a  decision  rendered  in  such  a 
case  shall  not  be  deemed  conclusive  until  approved  by  the  board. 

§  141.  Secretary  and  hia  duties.  —  The  board  shall  ap- 
point a  secretary,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years. 
He  shall  keep  a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  board,  and  all  documents  and  testimony  forwarded  by  the 
local  boards  of  arbitration,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  boai*d  may  prescribe.  He  may,  under  the  direction  of 
the  board,  issue  subpoenas  and  administer  oaths  in  all  cases  be- 
fore the  board,  and  call  for  and  examine  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  any  parties  to  the  controversy. 

He  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars, 
payable  in  the  same  manner  as  that  of  the  members  of  the 
board. 

§  142.  Arbitration  by  the  board.  —  A  grievance  or  dis- 
pute between  an  employer  and  his  employes  may  be  submitted 
to  the  board  of  arbitration  and  mediation  for  their  determina- 
tion and  settlement.  Such  submission  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
contain  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  grievance  or  dispute  and  the 
cause  thereof,  and  also  an  agreement  to  abide  the  determination 
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of  the  board,  and  during  the  investigation  to  continue  in  busi- 
ness or  at  work,  without  a  lock-out  or  strike. 

Upon  such  submission  the  board  shall  examine  the  matter  in 
controversy.  For  the  purpose  of  such  inquiry  they  may  sub- 
poena witnesses,  compel  their  attendance  and  take  and  hear 
testimony.  Witnesses  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees  as  in 
courts  of  record.  The  decision  of  the  board  must  be  rendered 
within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  investigation. 

§  143.  Mediation  in  case  of  strike  or  lock-out.  —  When- 
ever a  strike  or  lock-out  occurs  or  is  seriously  threatened,  the 
board  shall  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  locality  thereof, 
and  endeavor,  by  mediation,  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  of 
the  controversy.  It  may  inquire  into  the  cause  thereof,  and  for 
that  purpose  has  the  same  power'  as  in  the  case  of  a  controversy 
submitted  to  it  for  arbitration. 

§  144.  Decisions  of  board.  —  Within  ten  days  after  the 
completion  of  every  examination  or  investigation  authorized  by 
this  article,  the  board  or  majority  thereof  shall  render  a  decision, 
stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  contro- 
versy and  the  points  disposed  of  by  them,  and  make  a  written 
report  of  their  findings  of  fact  and  of  their  recommendations  to 
each  party  to  the  controversy. 

Every  decision  and  report  shall  be  filed  in  the  oflfice  of  the 
board  and  a  copy  thereof  served  upon  each  party  to  the  contro- 
versy, and  in  case  of  a  submission  to  arbitration,  a  copy  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  or  counties  where 
the  controversy  arose. 

§  145.  Annual  report.  —  The  board  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  legislature,  and  shall  include  therein  such  state- 
ments and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  work  of  the 
board,  the  facts  relating  to  each  controversy  considered  by 
them  and  the  decision  thereon,  together  with  such  suggestions 
a«  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  them  conducive  to  harmony  in 
the  relations  of  employers  and  employes. 

§  146.  Submission  of  controversies  to  local  arbitrators. 
—  A  grievance  or  dispute  between  an  employer  and  his  em- 
ployes may  be  submitted  to  a  board  of  arbitrators,  consisting 
of  three  persons,  for  hearing  and  settlement.  When  the  em- 
ployes concerned  are  members  in  good  standing  of  a  labor 
organization,  which  is  represented  by  one  or  more  delegates  in 
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a  central  body,  one  arbitrator  may  be  appointed  by  such  central 
body  and  one  by  the  employer.  The  two  so  designated  shall 
appoint  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board. 

If  the  employes  concerned  in  such  grievance  or  dispute  are 
members  of  good  standing  of  a  labor  organization  which  is  not 
represented  in  a  central  body,  the  organization  of  which  they 
are  members  may  select  and  designate  one  arbitrator.  If  such 
employes  are  not  members  of  a  labor  organization,  a  majority 
thereof,  at  a  meeting  duly  called  for  that  purpose,  may  desig- 
nate one  arbitrator  for  such  board. 

§  147.  Consent;  oath;  powers  of  arbitrators.  —  Before 
entering  upon  his  duties,  each  arbitrator  so  selected  shall  sign 
a  consent  to  act  and  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  faithfully  and 
impartially  discharge  his  duties  as  such  arbitrator,  which  con- 
sent and  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  or 
counties  where  the  controversy  arose.  When  such  board  is 
ready  for  the  transaction  of  business,  it  shall  select  one  of  its 
members  to  act  as  secretary,  and  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  hearing  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  to  the  controversy. 

The  board  may,  through  its  chairman,  subpoena  witnesses, 
compel  their  attendance  and  take  and  hear  testimony. 

The  board  may  make  and  enforce  rules  for  its  government 
and  the  transaction  of  the  business  before  it,  and  fix  its  sessions 
and  adjournments. 

§  148.  Decision  of  arbitrators.  —  The  board  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  the  close  of  the  hearing,  render  a  written  decision, 
signed  by  them,  giving  such  details  as  clearly  show  the  nature 
of  the  controversy  and  the  questions  decided  by  them.  Such 
decision  shall  be  a  settlement  of  the  matter  submitted  to  such 
arbitrators,  unless  within  ten  days  thereafter  an  appeal  is  taken 
therefrom  to  the  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbitration. 

One  copy  of  the  decision  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  or  counties  where  the  controversy  arose, 
and  one  copy  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  secretary  of  the  state 
board  of  mediation  and  arbitration. 

§  149.  Appeals.  —  The  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbi- 
tration shall  hear,  consider  and  investigate  every  appeal  to  it 
from  any  such  board  of  local  arbitrators,  and  its  decisions  shall 
be  in  writing  and  a  copy  thereof  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
the  county  or  counties  where  the  controversy  arose,  and  dupli- 
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cate  copies  served  apon  each  party  to  the  controversy.  Such 
decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  parties  to  the 
arbitration. 


MONTANA. 


Thjere  was  a  law  in  Montana,  approved  February  28,  1887, 
entitled  ' '  An  Act  to  provide  for  a  territorial  board  of  arbitra- 
tion for  the  settlement  of  differences  between  employers  and 
employees."  The  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  territory  on 
March  14,  1889,  created  a  commission  to  codify  laws  and  pro- 
cedure, and  to  revise,  simplify  and  consolidate  statutes;  and 
Montana  became  a  state  on  November  8  of  the  same  year. 

The  following  is  the  law  relating  to  arbitration  of  industrial 
disputes,  as  it  appears  in  ''  The  Codes  and  Statutes  of  Montana 
in  force  July  1,  1895." 

The  Political  Code. 

[Part  III,  Title  VII,  Chapter  XIX.] 

§  8830.  There  is  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  concili- 
ation consisting  of  three  members,  whose  term  of  office  is  two 
years  and  until  their  successora  are  appointed  and  qualified. 
The  board  must  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time 
the  governor  shall  appoint  some  one  to  serve  out  the  unexpired 
term,  and  he  may  in  like  manner  remove  any  member  of  said 
board.     [§  3330.     Act  approved  March  15 y  1895.^ 

§  3331.  One  of  the  board  must  be  an  employer,  or  selected 
from  some  association  representing  employee  of  labor;  and 
one  of  them  must  be  a  laborer,  or  selected  from  some  labor 
organization,  and  not  an  employer  of  labor,  and  the  other  must 
be  a  disinterested  citizen. 

§  3332.  The  members  of  the  board  must,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  the  oath  required  l)y  the 
constitution.  They  shall  at  once  organize  by  the  cboice  of  one 
of  their  number  as  chairman.  Said  board  may  appoint  and 
remove  a  clerk  of  the  board,  who  shall  receive  such  compensa- 
tion as  may  be  allowed  by  the  board,  but  not  exceeding  five 
dollars  per  day  for  the  time  employed.  The  board  shall,  as  soon 
as  possible  after  its  organization,  establish  such  rules  or  modes

of  procedure  as  are  necessary,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
governor.     [§  3332.     Act  approved  March  15^  1895,'] 

§  3833.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  dispute,  not  involving 
questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  civil  action,  exists 
between  an  employer  (if  he  employs  twenty  or  more  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business  in  the  state)  and  his  employes, 
the  board  must,  on  application  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  visit 
the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  inquiry  into  the  cause 
thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who  may  come 
before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything, 
ought  to  be  done,  by  either  or  both,  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and 
the  board  must  make  a  written  decision  thereon.  The  decision 
must  at  once  be  made  public,  and  must  be  recorded  in  a  book 
kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  board,  and  a  statement  thereof  pub- 
lished in  the  annual  report,  and  the  board  must  cause  a  copy 
thereof  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  where  the  dis- 
pute arose. 

§  3334.  The  application  to  the  board  of  arbitration  and 
conciliation  must  be  signed  by  the  employer,  or  by  a  majority 
of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  business  in  which  the 
controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their  duly  authorized  agent 
or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the 
grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in 
business  or  at  work  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the 
decision  of  said  board  if  it  shall  be  made  within  four  weeks 
of  the  date  of  filing  said  application.  When  an  application  is 
signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of  such 
employes,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such  agent  is  duly 
authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes,  but  the 
names  of  the  employes  giving  such  authority  shall  be  kept 
secret  by  said  board ;  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of 
said  application  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public 
notice  to  be  given  for  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing 
thereon ;  but  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties 
to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith 
a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given ;  when  such 
request  is  made  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested 
in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order ;  and  the  board  may, 
at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given,  notwithstanding  such  request.     When  notice  has  been 
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given  as  aforesaid,  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  the 
employer  on  one  side,  and  the  employes  interested  on  the 
other  side,  may  in  writing  nominate,  and  the  board  may 
appoint,  one  person  to  act  in  the  case  as  expert  assistant  to 
the  boaixl. 

The  two  persons  so  appointed  shall  be  skilled  in  and  conver- 
sant with  the  business  or  trade  concerning  which  the  dispute 
has  arisen.  It  shall  be  their  duty,  under  the  direction  of  the 
board,  to  obtain  and  report  to  the  board,  information  concern- 
ing the  wages  paid,  the  hours  of  labor  and  the  methods  and 
grades  of  work  prevailing  in  manufacturing  establishments,  or 
other  industries  or  occupations,  within  the  state  of  a  character 
similar  to  that  in  which  the  matters  in  dispute  have  arisen. 
Said  expert  assistants  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge 
of  their  duty ;  such  oath  to  be  administered  by  any  member  of 
the  board,  and  a  record  thereof  shall  be  preserved  with  the 
record  of  the  proceedings  in  the  case.  They  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  state  such  compensation 
as  shall  be  allowed  and  certified  by  the  boai-d  not  exceeding 

dollars  per  day,  together  with  all  necessary  traveling 

expenses.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  board  from  appointing  such  other  additional  expert  assist- 
ant or  assistants  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  who  shall  be  paid 
in  like  manner.  Should  the  petitioper  or  petitioners  fail  to 
perform  the  promise  made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall 
proceed  no  further  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  adverse  party.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  summon  as 
witness  any  operative  or  employe  in  the  department  of  busi- 
ness affected  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages 
earned  in  those  departments,  and  to  examine  them  under  oath, 
and  to  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the  record 
of  wages  paid.  Summons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  adminis- 
tered by  any  member  of  the  board.  [§  3334.  Act  approved 
March  15,  1895.'\ 

§  8335.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided,  and  render 
a  written  decision,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection, 
shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board,  and  published 
at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to 
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the  governor  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each 
year.     [§  3335.     Act  approved  March,  15^  1895.'] 

§  3336.  Any  decision  made  by  the  board  is  binding  upon 
the  parties  who  join  in  the  application  for  six  months,  or 
until  either  party  has  given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his 
intention  not  to  be  boand  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty 
days  therefrom.  The  notice  must  be  given  to  employes  by 
posting  the  same  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop,  office, 
factory,  store,  mill,  or  mine  where  the  employes  work. 

§  3337.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as  de- 
scribed in  §  3333  of  this  code  may  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute, in  writing,  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation ; 
such  board  may  be  either  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer 
may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employes,  or  their  duly 
authorized  agent,  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators  so  designated 
may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chaiiman  of  the  boaixl.  Such 
board  shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  referred  to  it,  have  and 
exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might  have  and 
exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  whatever  binding  effect  may 
be  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  in  the  written 
submission.  The  jurisdiction  of  such  board  shall  be  exclusive 
in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and 
receive  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  state  board.  The  deci- 
sion of  such  board  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  of  the 
close  of  any  hearing  held  by  it;  such  decision  shall  at  once 
be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy 
or  difference  arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to 
the  state  board  and  entered  on  its  records.  Each  of  such 
arbitrators  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the 
county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject 
of  the  arbitration  exists,  if  such  payment  shall  be  approved  by 
the  commissioners  of  said  county,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for 
each  day  of  actual  service,  not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one 
arbitration. 

Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  any  city  or 
two  commissioners  of  any  county,  that  a  strike  or  lockout  such 
as  described  hereafter  in  this  section  is  seriously  threatened  or 
actually  occurs,  the  mayor  of  such  city,  or  said  commissioners 
of  such  county,  shall  at  once  notify  the  state  board  of  the  fact. 
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Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  state  board, 
either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city,  or  two  or  more  com- 
missioners of  a  county,  as  provided  in  this  section,  or  otherwise, 
that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened  or  has  actually 
occurred  in  any  city  or  county  of  this  state,  involving  an  em- 
ployer and  his  present  or  past  employes,  if  at  the  time  he  is 
employing  or  up  to  the  occurrence  of  the  strike  or  lockout  was 
employing  not  less  than  twenty  persons  in  the  same  general 
line  of  business  in  any  city,  town  or  county  in  this  state,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  to  put  itself  in  communica- 
tion as  soon  as  may  be  with  such  employer  and  employes,  and 
endeavor  by  mediation  to  efifect  an  amicable  settlement  between 
them,  or  to  endeavor  to  persuade  them,  providing  that  a  strike 
or  lockout  has  not  actually  occurred  or  is  not  then  continuing, 
to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation  as  above  provided,  or  to  the  state  board ;  and 
said  state  board  may,  if  it  deems  it  advisable,  investigate  the 
cause  or  causes  of  such  controversy,  and  ascertain  which  party 
thereto  is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy  for  the  existence 
or  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a  report 
finding  such  cause  or  causes,  and  assigning  such  responsibility 
or  blame.  The  board  shall  have  the  same  powers  for  the  fore- 
going purposes  as  are  given  it  by  §  3333  of  this  code. 

Witnesses  summoned  by  the  state  board  shall  be  allowed  the 
sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the  further  sum 
of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in  excess  of 
two  hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents  a  mile  for  travel  each 
way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment  or  business  to 
the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each  witness  shall 
certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and  attendance,  and 
the  amount  due  him  shall  be  (see  §  9  of  Massachusetts  act  and 
make  such  provision  as  deemed  best)  certified  to  the  state  board 
of  examiners  for  auditing,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  as  other 
expenses  of  the  state  from  any  moneys  in  the  state  treasury. 
[§  3337.     Act  approved  March  15,  1895.'] 

§  3338.  The  arbitrators  hereby  created  must  be  paid  five 
dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service  and  their  necessary  travel- 
ing expenses  and  necessary  books  or  record,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  state,  as  by  law  provided. 
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MICHIGAN. 

[Public  Acta,  1889,  No.  238.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  amicable  adjustment  of  griev-» 
anoes  and  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
and  employes,  and  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a 
State  court  of  mediation  and  arbitration. 

Section  1 .  The  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacty  That 
whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature  shall  arise 
between  any  employer  and  his  employes,  it  shall  be  lawful  to 
submit  the  same  in  writing  to  a  court  of  arbitrators  for  hearing 
and  settlement,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  After  the  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  may, 
whenever  he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  appoint  a  State  court  of  mediation  and  arbitra- 
tion, to  consist  of  three  competent  persons,  who  shall  hold  their 
terms  of  office,  respectively,  one,  two  and  three  yeara,  and  upon 
the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms  the  said  term  of  office 
shall  be  uniformly  for  three  years.  If  any  vacancy  happens  by 
resignation  or  otherwise  he  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  appoint 
an  arbitrator  for  the  residue  of  the  term.  If  the  Senate  shall 
not  be  in  session  at  the  time  any  vacancy  shall  occur  or  exist, 
the  Governor  shall  appoint  an  arbitrator  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Senate  when  convened.  Said 
court  shall  have  a  clerk  or  secretary,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  court,  to  sei*ve  three  years,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep 
a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  court  and 
also  all  documents,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  said 
court  may  presciibe.  He  shall  have  power,  under  the  direction 
of  the  court,  to  issue  subpoenas,  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases 
before  said  court,  to  call  for  and  examine  all  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  any  parties  to  the  controversy,  with  the  same 
authority  to  enforce  their  production  as  is  possessed  by  the 
courts  of  record,  or  the  judges  thereof,  in  this  State.  Said 
arbitrators  and  clerk  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional 
oath  of  office,  and  be  sworn  to  the  due  and  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  before  entering  upon  the 
discharge  of  the  same.  An  office  shall  be  set  apart  in  the  capitol 
by  the  person  or  persons  having  charge  thereof,  for  the  proper 
and  convenient  transaction  of  the  business  of  said  couit. 
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Sec.  3.  Any  two  of  the  arbitrators  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  may  hold  meetings  at  any 
time  or  place  within  the  State.  Examinations  or  investigations 
ordered  by  the  court  may  be  held  and  taken  by  and  before  any 
one  of  their  number,  if  so  directed.  But  the  proceedings  and 
decisions  of  any  single  arbitrator  shall  not  be  deemed  conclusive 
until  approved  by  the  court  or  a  majority  thereof.  Each  arbi- 
trator shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature  shall 
arise  between  any  employer  and  his  employes,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same  directly  to  said  State  court, 
and  shall  jointly  notify  said  court  or  its  clerk,  in  writing,  of  such 
grievance  or  dispute.  Whenever  such  notification  to  said  court 
or  its  clerk  is  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  proceed, 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality  of  such  grievance 
or  dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  grievance  or 
dispute.  The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dispute  shall  thereupon 
submit  to  said  court,  in  writing,  succinctly,  clearly  and  in  detail, 
their  grievances  and  complaints,  and  the  cause  or  causes  thereof, 
and  severally  agree  in  writing  to  submit  to  the  decision  of  said 
court  as  to  matters  so  submitted,  and  a  promise  Or  agreement  to 
continue  on  in  business  or  at  work,  without  a  lockout  or  strike, 
until  the  decision  of  said  court,  provided  it  shall  be  rendered 
within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  investigation.  The 
court  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  fully  investigate  and  inquire  into 
the  matters  in  controversy,  and  to  take  testimony,  under  oath, 
in  relation  thereto,  and  shall  have  power,  by  its  chairman  or 
clerk,  to  administer  oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance 
of  witnesses,  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  to  the  same 
extent  as  such  power  is  possessed  by  courts  of  record,  or  the 
judges  thereof,  in  this  State. 

Sec.  5.  After  the  matter  has  been  fully  heard  the  said  board, 
or  majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days,  render  a  deci- 
sion thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  de- 
cision and  the  points  disposed  of  by  them.  The  decision  shall 
be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  filed  by  the  clerk  of 
the  court  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  where  the  contro- 
versy arose,  and  one  copy  shall  be  served  on  each  of  the  parties 
to  the  controversy. 
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Sec.  6.  Whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occur  or  is  seri- 
ously threatened,  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and  shall  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  court,  it  shall  be  its  duty,  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  locality  of 
such  strike  or  lockout  and  put  itself  in  communication  with  the 
parties  to  the  controversy,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect 
an  amicable  settlement  of  such  controversy ;  and,  if  in  its  judg- 
ment it  is  deemed  best,  to  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of 
the  controversy,  and  to  that  end  the  court  is  hereby  authonzed 
to  subpoena  witnesses,  compel  their  attendance,  and  send  for 
persons  and  papers,  in  like  manner  and  with  the  same  powers  as 
it  is  authorized  to  do  by  section  four  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  The  fees  of  witnesses  shall  be  one  dollar  for  each 
day's  attendance,  and  seven  cents  per  mile  traveled  by  the  near- 
est route  in  getting  to  and  returning  from  the  place  where 
attendance  is  required  by  the  court,  to  be  allowed  by  the  board 
of  State  auditors  upon  the  certificate  of  the 'court.  All  sub- 
poenas shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  court,  and  may 
be  sei'ved  by  any  person  of  full  age  authorized  by  the  couil  to 
serve  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Said  court  shall  make  a  yearly  report  to  the  Legis- 
lature, and  shall  include  therein  such  statements,  facts  and 
explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  working  of  the  court, 
and  such  suggestions  as  to  legislation,  as  may  seem  to  them 
conducive  to  harmonizing  the  relations  of,  and  disputes  be- 
tween, employers  and  the  wage-earning. 

Sec.  9.  Each  arbitrator  shall  be  entitled  to  five  dollars  per 
day  for  actual  service  performed,  payable  from  the  treasury  of 
the  State.  The  clerk  or  secretary  shall  be  appointed  from  one 
of  their  number,  and  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  not  to  ex- 
ceed twelve  hundred  dollars,  without  per  diem,  per  year,  pay- 
able in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  1 0 .  Whenever  the  term  ' '  employer  "or  * '  employers  "  is 
used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include  <<  firm  "  '« joint  stock 
association,"  *' company"  or  ** corporation,"  as  fully  as  if  each 
of  the  last  named  terms  was  expressed  in  each  place.  [^Ap' 
proved  July  3^  1889, 
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CALIFORNIA. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  fo^  the 
settlement  of  differences  between  employers  and  em- 
ployes, to  define  the  duties  of  said  Board,  and  to 
appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
therefor. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California^  represented  in  Senate 

and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1 .  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year, 
the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  appoint  three  competent  pei^sons 
to  serve  as  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation.  One 
shall  represent  the  employers  of  labor,  one  shall  represent  labor 
employes,  and  the  third  member  shall  represent  neither,  and  shall 
be  Chairman  of  the  Boai*d.  They  shall  hold  offibe  for  one  year 
and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  If  a 
vacancy  occura,  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter  the  Governor 
shall  appoint  some  one  to  serve  the  unexpired  term ;  provided^ 
however^  that  when  the  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difiference, 
as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  Act,  do  not  desire  to  submit 
their  controversy  to  the  State  Boai-d,  they  may  by  agreement 
each  choose  one  person,  and  the  two  shall  choose  a  third, 
who  shall  be  Chaii*man  and  umpire,  and  the  three  shall  con- 
stitute a  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  for  the  special 
<;ontroversy  submitted  to  it,  and  shall  for  that  purpose  have  the 
same  powers  as  the  State  Board.  The  members  of  the  said 
Board  or  Boards,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office, 
shall  be  sworn  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  thereof.  They 
shall  adopt  such  rules  of  procedure  as  they  may  deem  best  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

SfflC.  2.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  exists  be- 
tween an  employer,  whether  an  individual,  copartnership,  or 
corporation,  which,  if  not  arbitrated,  would  involve  a  strike  or 
lockout,  and  his  employes,  the  Boaid  shall,  upon  application, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter, 
visit,  if  necessary,  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  careful 
inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein 
who  may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what, 
if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either,  or 
both,   to  adjust  said  dispute,   and   make  a  written  decision 
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thereof.     This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be 
recorded. upon  projper  books  of  record  to  be  kept  by  the  board. 

Sec.  3.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer,  or 
by  a  inajority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  business 
in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their  duly 
authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain  a  con- 
cise statement  of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise 
to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work,  without  any  lockout  or 
strike,  until  the  decision  of  said  Board,  which  must,  if  possible, 
be  made  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of  filing  the  application. 
Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  said  application,  the  Chairman 
of  said  Board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be  given  of  the  time 
and  place  for  hearing.  Should  the  petitionee  fail  to  keep  the 
promise  made  therein,  the  Board  shall  proceed  no  further  there- 
upon without  the  written  consent  of  the  adverse  party.  And 
the  party  violating  the  contract  shall  pay  the  extra  cost  of  the 
Board  entailed  thereby.  The  Board  may  then  reopen  the  case 
and  proceed  to  the  final  arbitration  thereof  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion two  hereof. 

Sec.  4.  The  decision  rendered  by  the  Board  shall  be  bind- 
ing upon  the  parties  who  join  in  the  application  for  six  months, 
or  until  either  party  has  given  the  other  a  written  notice  of  his 
intention  not  to  be  further  bound  by  the  conditions  thereof 
after  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  or  any  time  agreed  upon  by 
the  parties,  which  agreement  shall  be  entered  as  a  part  of  the 
decision.  Said  notice  may  be  given  to  the  employes  by  post- 
ing a  notice  thereof  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or 
factory  where  they  work. 

Sec.  5.  Both  employers  and  employ  s  shall  have  the  right 
at  any  time  to  submit  to  the  Board  complaints  of  grievances 
and  ask  for  an  investigation  thereof.  The  Board  shall  decide 
whether  the  complaint  is  entitled  to  a  public  investigation,  and 
if  they  decide  in  the  affirmative,  they  shall  proceed  to  hear  the 
testimony,  after  giving  notice  to  all  parties  concerned,  and 
publish  the  result  of  their  investigations  as  soon  as  possible 
thereafter. 

Sec.  6.  The  arbitrators  hereby  created  shall  be  paid  five 
dollars  per  day  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  also  their 
necessary  traveling  and  other  expenses  incident  to  the  duties 
of  their  ofiSce  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Ti*easury ;  but  the 
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expenses  and  salaries  hereby  authorized  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  for  the  two  years. 

Sec.  7.  The  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  State  Treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  for  the  expenses  of  the  Board  for  the  first 
two  years  after  its  organization. 

Sec.  8.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.     [^Approved  March  lOy  1891. 


NEW  JEBSEY. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  amicable  adjustment  of  griev- 
ances aiid  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
and  employees,  and  to  authorise  the  orestion  of  a  state 
board  of  arbitration. 

1 .  Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute 
of  any  nature  growing  out  of  the  relation  of  employer  and  em- 
ployee shall  arise  or  exist  between  employer  and  employees,  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  submit  all  matters  respecting  such  grievance  or 
dispute,  in  writing,  to  a  board  of  arbitrators,  to  hear,  adjudicate 
and  determine  the  same ;  said  board  shall  consist  of  five  per- 
sons ;  when  the  employees  concerned  in  any  such  grievance  or 
dispute  as  aforesaid  are  members  in  good  standing  of  any  labor 
organization,  which  is  represented  by  one  or  more  delegates  in 
a  central  body,  the  said  central  body  shall  have  power  to  desig- 
nate two  of  said  arbitrators ;  and  the  employer  shall  have  the 
power  to  designate  two  others  of  said  arbitrators,  and  the  said 
four  arbitrators  shall  designate  a  fifth  person  as  arbitrator,  who 
shall  be  chairman  of  the  board ;  in  case  the  employees  concerned 
in  any  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are  members  in 
good  standing  of  a  labor  organization  which  is  not  represented 
in  a  central  body,  then  the  organization  of  which  they  are 
members  shall  have  the  power  to  select  and  designate  two  arbi- 
trators for  said  board,  and  said  board  shall  be  oiganized  as 
hereinbefore  provided ;  and  in  case  the  employees  concerned  in 
any  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are  not  members  of 
any  labor  organization,  then  a  majority  of  said  employees,  at  a 
meeting  duly  held  for  that  purpose,  shall  designate  two  arbitra- 
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tors  for  aaid  board,  and  the  said  board  shaU  be  oreanized  aa 
hereinbefore  provided. 

2.  And  be  U  enacted^  That  any  board  as  aforesaid  selected 
may  present  a  petition  to  the  county  judge  of  the  county  where 
such  grievances  or  disputes  to  be  arbitrated  may  arise,  signed 
by  at  least  a  majority  of  said  board,  setting  forth  in  brief  terms 
the  nature  of  the  grievance  or  dispute  between  the  parties  to 
said  arbitration,  and  praying  the  license  or  order  of  such  judge 
estabUshing  and  approving  said  board  of  arbitration ;  upon  the 
presentation  of  said  petition  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
judge  to  make  an  order  establishing  such  board  of  arbitration 
and  referring  the  matters  in  dispute  to  it  for  hearing,  adjudica- 
tion and  determination ;  the  said  petition  and  order  or  a  copy 
thereof  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in 
which  the  said  judge  resides. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  arbitrators  so  selected  shall 
sign  a  consent  to  act  as  such,  and  shall  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  before  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  to  faith- 
fully and  impartially  discharge  his  duties  as  such  arbitrator, 
which  consent  and  oath  shall  be  immediately  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  county  wherein  such  arbitrators  are  to  act ;  when 
the  said  board  is  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business,  it  shall 
select  one  of  its  members  to  act  as  secretary,  and  the  parties  to 
the  dispute  shall  receive  notice  of  a  time  and  place  of  hearing ; 
the  chairman  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  to  issue 
subpoenas  for  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  and  for  the 
attendance  of  witnesses,  to  the  same  extent  that  such  power  is 
possessed  by  the  courts  of  record  or  the  judges  thereof  in  this 
state ;  the  board  may  make  and  enforce  the  rules  for  its  gov- 
ernment and  transaction  of  the  business  before  it  and  fix  its 
sessions  and  adjournments,  and  shall  hear  and  examine  such 
witnesses  as  may  be  brought  before  the  board,  and  such  other 
proof  as  may  be  given  relative  to  the  matters  in  dispute. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  after  the  matter  has  been  fully 
heard,  the  said  board  or  a  majority  of  its  members  shall  within 
ten  days  render  a  decision  thereon,  in  writing,  signed  by  them, 
giving  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the 
decision  and  the  matters  adjudicated  and  determined ;  such 
adjudication  and  determination  shall  be  a  settlement  of  the 
matter  referred  to  said  arbitrators,  unless  an  appeal  is  taken 
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therefrom  as  hereinafter  provided ;  the  adjudication  and  deter- 
mination shall  be  in  duplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county,  and  the  other  transmitted 
to  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  arbitration  hereinafter 
mentioned,  together  with  the  testimony  taken  before  said  board. 

5.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  when  the  said  board  shall  have 
rendered  its  adjudication  and  determination  its  powers  shall 
cease,  unless  there  may  be  in  existence  at  the  time  other  similar 
grievances  or  disputes  between  the  same  classes  of  persons  men- 
tioned in  section  one,  and  in  such  case  such  persons  may  submit 
their  differences  to  the  said  board,  which  shall  have  power  to 
act  and  adjudicate  and  determine  the  same  as  fuUy  as  if  said 
board  was  originally  created  for  the  settlement  of  such  other 
difference  or  differences. 

6.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  within  thirty  days  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act  the  governor  shall  appoint  a  state  board  of 
arbitration,  to  consist  of  three  competent  persons,  each  of  whom 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  five  years ;  one  of  said  per* 
sons  shall  be  selected  from  a  bona  fide  labor  organization  of 
this  state.  If  any  vacancy  happens,  by  resignation  or  other- 
wise, the  governor  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  appoint  an 
arbitrator  for  the  residue  of  the  term ;  said  board  shall  have  a 
secretary,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  and  hold  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  board  and  whose  duty  shall  be  to  keep  a  full 
and  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  and  also 
possession  of  all  documents  and  testimony  forwarded  by  the 
local  boards  of  arbitration,  and  perfoim  such  other  duties  as  the 
said  board  may  prescribe ;  he  shall  have  power,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  board,  to  issue  subpoenas,  to  administer  oaths  in  all 
cases  before  said  board,  to  call  for  and  examine  books,  papers 
and  documents  of  any  parties  to  the  controversy,  with  the  same 
authority  to  enforce  their  production  as  is  possessed  by  the 
courts  of  record,  or  the  judges  thereof,  in  this  state ;  said  arbi- 
trators of  said  state  board  and  the  clerk  thereof  shall  take  and 
subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of  office,  and  be  sworn  to  the 
due  and  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  same;  an 
office  shall  be  set  apart  in  the  capitol  by  the  person  having 
charge  thereof,  for  the  proper  and  convenient  transaction  of 
the  business  of  said  board. 
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7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  an  appeal  may  be  taken  from  the 
decision  of  any  local  board  of  arbitration  within  ten  days  after 
the  filing  of  its  adjudication  and  determination  of  any  case ;  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  state  board  of  arbitration  to  hear 
and  consider  appeals  from  the  decisions  of  local  boards  and 
promptly  to  proceed  to  the  investigation  of  sach  cases,  and  the 
adjudication  and  determination  of  said  board  thereon  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive  in  the  premises  upon  all  parties  to  the  arbi- 
tration ;  such  adjudications  and  determinations  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing, and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  furnished  to  each  party ;  any 
two  of  the  state  board  of  arbitrators  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  may  hold  meetings  at  any 
time  or  place  within  the  state ;  examinations  or  investigations 
ordered  by  the  state  boai*d  may  be  held  and  taken  by  and 
before  any  one  of  their  number  if  so  directed ;  but  the  proceed- 
ings and  decision  of  any  single  arbitrator  shall  not  be  deemed 

'  conclusive  until  approved  by  the  board  or  a  majority  thereof ; 
each  arbitrator  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths. 

8.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  whenever  any  grievance  or  dis- 
pute of  any  nature  shall  arise  between  any  employer  and  his 
employees,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same 
directly  to  said  state  board  in  the  first  instance,  in  case  such 
parlies  elect  to  do  so,  and  shall  jointly  notify  said  board  or  its 
clerk,  in  writing,  of  such  election ;  whenever  such  notification 
to  said  board  or  its  clerk  is  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
board  to  proceed,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality 
of  such  grievance  or  dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or 
causes  of  grievance  or  dispute ;  the  parties  to  the  grievance  or 
dispute  shall  thereupon  submit  to  said  board,  in  writing,  suc- 
cinctly, clearly  and  in  detail,  their  grievances  and  complaints, 
and  the  cause  or  causes  thereof,  and  severally  agree,  in  writing, 
to  submit  to  the  decision  of  said  board  as  to  matters  so  sub- 
mitted, and  a  promise  or  agreement  to  continue  on  in  business 
or  at  work,  without  a  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said 
board,  provided  it  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  after  the 
completion  of  the  investigation ;  the  board  shall  thereupon  pro- 
ceed to  fully  investigate  and  inquire  into  the  matters  iu  contro- 
versy, and  to  take  testimony  under  oath  in  relation  thereto, 
and  shall  have  power  by  its  chairman  or  clerk,  to  administer 
oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  the 
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production  of  books  and  papers,  to  the  same  extent  as  such 
power  is  possessed  by  courts  of  record,  or  the  judges  thereof, 
in  this  State. 

9.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  after  the  matter  has  been  fully 
heard,  the  said  board,  or  a  majority  of  its  members,  shall, 
within  ten  days,  render  a  decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed 
by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  stating  such  details  as  will 
clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  decision,  and  the  points  disposed 
of  by  them ;  the  decision  shall  be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of 
which  shall  be  filed  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  in  the  clerk's  office 
of  the  county  where  the  controversy  arose,  and  one  copy  shall 
be  served  on  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy. 

10.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  whenever  a  strike  or  lockout 
shall  occur  or  is  seriously  threatened  in  any  part  of  the  state, 
and  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  board,  it  shall  be  its 
duty,  and  it  is  hereby  directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable, to  the  locality  of  such  strike  or  lockout  and  put  itself 
in  communication  with  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  and  en- 
deavor by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  of  such 
controversy ;  and,  if  in  its  judgment  it  is  deemed  best,  to 
inquire  into  the  cause  of  the  controversy,  and  to  that  end  the 
board  is  hereby  authorized  to  subpoena  witnesses,  compel  their 
attendance,  and  send  for  persons  and  papers,  in  like  manner 
and  with  the  same  powers  as  it  is  authorized  to  do  by  section 
eight  of  this  act. 

1 1 .  And  he  it  enacted^  That  the  fees  of  witnesses  of  afore- 
said state  boai*d  shall  be  fifty  cents  for  each  day's  attendance 
and  four  cents  per  mile  traveled  by  the  nearest  route  in  getting 
to  or  returning  from  the  place  where  attendance  is  required  by 
the  board;  all  subpoenas  shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of 
the  board  and  may  be  served  by  any  person  of  full  age,  au- 
thorized by  the  board  to  serve  the  same. 

12.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  said  board  shall  annually  report 
to  the  legislature,  and  shall  include  in  their  report  such  state- 
ments, facts  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  working 
of  the  board,  and  such  suggestions  with  regard  to  legislation  as 
may  seem  to  them  conducive  to  harmonizing  the  relations  of 
and  disputes  between  employers  and  employees,  and  the  im- 
provement of  the  present  system  of  production  by  labor. 

13.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  each  arbitrator  of  the  state 
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board  and  the  secretary  thereof  shall  receive  ten  dollars  for 
each  and  every  day  actually  employed  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties  herein  and  actual  expenses  incurred,  including  such  rates 
of  mileage  as  are  now  provided  by  law,  payable  by  the  state 
treasurer  on  duly  approved  vouchers. 

14.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  whenever  the  term  *'  employer  " 
or  '^employers"  is  used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include 
"firm,"  *' joint  stock  association,"  "company,"  "corpora- 
tion," or  "  individual  and  individuals,"  as  fully  as  if  each  of  said 
terms  was  expressed  in  each  place. 

15.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately.    [Approved  March  24 j  1892.     P.  i.,  Chap.  137. 


A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  **  An  act  to  provide  for 
the  amicable  adjustment  of  grievances  and  disputes 
that  may  arise  between  employers  and  employees,  and 
to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  state  board  of  arbitra- 
tion/' approved  March  twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-two,  and  to  end  the  term  of  office  of  any 
person  or  persons  appointed  under  this  act. 

1.  Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey^  That  Samuel  S.  Sherwood,  William  M. 
Doughty,  James  Martin,  Charles  A.  Houston,  Joseph  L.  Moore 
be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  board  of  arbitration,  each 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  approval  of  this 
supplement,  and  that  each  arbitrator  herein  named  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  in  lieu 
of  all  fees,  per  diem  compensation  and  mileage,  and  one  of  said 
arbitrators  shall  be  chosen  by  said  arbitrators  as  the  secretary 
of  said  board,  and  he  shall  receive  an  additional  compensation 
of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  the  salaries  herein  stated  to 
be  payable  out  of  moneys  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  of  death,  resignation  or 
incapacity  of  any  member  of  the  board,  the  governor  shall 
appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  an 
arbitrator  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  such  arbitrator  or  arbi- 
trators so  dying,  resigning  or  becoming  incapacitated. 

8.     And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  term  of  office  of  the  arbitra- 
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tors  now  acting  as  a  board  of  arbitrator,  shall,  upon  the  passage 
of  this  supplement,  cease  and  terminate,  and  the  persons  named 
in  this  supplement  as  the  board  of  arbitrators  shall  immediately 
succeed  to  and  become  vested  with  all  the  powera  and  duties  of 
the  board  of  arbitrators  now  acting  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  which  this  act  is  a  supplement. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  after  the  expiration  of  the  terms 
of  office  of  the  persons  named  in  this  supplement,  the  governor 
shall  appoint  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate 
their  successors  for  the  length  of  term  and  at  the  salary  named 
in  the  first  section  of  this  supplement. 

5.  And  be  U  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately.    [A^Toved  March  25^  1895.    P.  Z.,  CJiap,  341. 


OHIO. 


On  March  14,  1893,  Ohio  adopted  a  law  providing  for  a  State 
board  of  arbitration.  The  statute,  as  amended  May  21,  1894, 
and  April  27,  1896,  is  as  follows:  — 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  state  board  of  arbitration  for  the 
settlement  of  differenoes  between  employers  and  their 
employes  and  to  repeal  an  act  entitled  ^'An  act  to 
authorize  the  creation  and  to  provide  for  the  operation 
of  tribunals  of  voluntary  arbitration,  to  adjust  indus- 
trial disputes  between  employers  and  employes," 
passed  Feb.  10,  1886. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Ohio^  That  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  the  governor  of  the  state,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  three  competent  persons 
to  serve  as  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided.  One  of  them  shall  be  an  em- 
ployer or  selected  from  some  association  representing  employers 
of  labor,  one  of  them  shall  be  an  employe  or  an  employe 
selected  from  some  labor  organization  and  not  an  employer  of 
labor,  and  the  third  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  other  two ;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  two  ap- 
pointed do  not  agree  on  the  third  man  at  the  expiration  of  thirty 
days,  he  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor ;  and  provided,  also, 
that  appointments  made  when  the  senate  is  not  in  session  may 
be  confirmed  at  the  next  eusuing  session. 
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Section  2.  One  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  and  one  for  three  years,  and  all  appointments  thereafter 
shall  be  for  three  years  or  until  their  respective  successors  are 
appointed  in  the  manner  above  provided.  If,  for  any  reason 
a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  governor  shall,  in  the  same 
manner,  appoint  some  person  to  serve  oat  the  unexpu^d  term, 
and  he  may  remove  any  member  of  said  board. 

Section  8.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  before  enter- 
ing  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge 
thereof.  They  shall  organize  at  once  by  the  choice  of  one  of 
their  number  as  chairman,  and  one  of  their  number  as  secre- 
taiy.  The  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its  organiza- 
tion, establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be  approved  by 
the  governor. 

Section  4.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  in- 
volving questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  or  action  in 
any  court  of  the  state  exists  between  an  employer  (whether  an 
individual,  copartnerehip  or  corporation)  and  his  employes,  if, 
at  the  time  he  employs  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business  in  this  state,  the  boai*d  shall,  upon 
application  as  hereinafter  provided  and  as  soon  as  practical 
thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  careful 
inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein 
who  may  come,  or  be  subpoenaed  before  them,  advise  the  re- 
spective parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted 
to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute.  The  term  employer 
in  this  act  includes  several  employers  co-operating  with  respect 
to  any  such  controversy  or  difference,  and  the  term  employes 
includes  aggregations  of  employes  of  several  employers-  so  co- 
operating. And  where  any  strike  or  lock-out  extends  to  several 
counties,  the  expenses  incurred  under  this  act  are  not  payable 
out  of  the  state  treasury,  shall  be  apportioned  among  and  paid  by 
such  counties  as  said  board  may  deem  equitable  and  may  direct. 

Section  5.  Such  mediation  having  failed  to  bring  about  an 
adjustment  of  the  said  differences,  the  board  shall  immediately 
make  out  a  written  decision  thereon.  This  decision  shall  at  once 
be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to 
be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement 
thereof  published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for, 
and  the  said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city  or  county  where  said  business  is  carried  on. 
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Section  6.  Said  application  for  arbitration  and  conciliation 
to  said  board  can  be  made  by  either  or  both  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy ;  and  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective  instances  by  said 
employer  or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of 
the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  the 
duly  authorized  agent  of  either  or  both  parties.  When  an  appli- 
cation is  signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of 
such  employes,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such  agent  is 
duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes,  but  the 
names  of  the  employes  giving  such  authority  shall  be  kept  secret 
by  said  board. 

Skction  7.  Said  application  shall  contain  a  concise  statement 
of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in 
business  or  at  work  in  the  same  manner  as  at  the  time  of  the 
application,  without  any  lock-out  or  strike,  until  the  decision  of 
said  board,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  ten  days  of  the  date  of 
filing  said  application ;  provided,  a  joint  application  may  con- 
tain a  stipulation  that  the  decision  of  the  board  under  such  joint 
application  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  to  the  extent  so 
stipulated,  and  such  decision  to  such  extent  may  be  made  and 
enforced  as  a  rule  of  court  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
county  from  which  such  joint  application  comes,  as  upon  a 
statutory  award. 

Section  8.  As  soon  as  may  be,  after  the  receipt  of  said  appli- 
cation, the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  therein,  but  public 
notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  controversy 
join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written  request 
that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  is  made, 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such  manner  as 
the  board  may  order,  and  the  board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, cause  public  notice  to  be  given,  notwithstanding  such 
request.  Should  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to  perform  the 
promise  made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall  proceed  no 
further  therein  without  the  written  consent  of  the  adverse  party. 

Section  9.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  subpoena  as  wit- 
nesses any  operative  in  the  department  of  business  affected,  or 
other  persons  shown  by  affidavit,  on  belief,  or  otherwise,  to  have 
knowledge  of  the  matters  in  controversy  or  dispute,  and  any 
who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  such  departments,  and 
examine  them  under  oath  touching  such  matters,  and  to  require 
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the  prodaction  of  books  or  papers  containing  the  record  of  wages 
earned  or  paid.  Subpoenas  may  be  signed  and  oaths  admin- 
istered by  any  member  of  the  board.  A  subpoena  or  any  notice 
may  be  delivered  or  sent  to  any  sheriff,  constable  or  police 
officer,  who  shall  forthwith  serve  or  post  the  same,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  make  due  return  thereof  according  to  directions, 
and  for  such  service  he  shall  receive  the  fees  allowed  by  law  in 
similar  cases,  payable  from  the  treasurer  of  the  county  wherein 
the  controversy  to  be  arbitrated  exists,  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
county  auditor,  issued  on  the  certificate  of  the  board  that  such 
fees  are  correct  and  due.  And  the  boaix!  shall  have  the  same 
power  and  authority  to  maintain  and  enforce  order  at  its  hear- 
ings and  obedience  to  its  writs  of  subpoena  as  by  law  conferred 
on  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  like  puiposes. 

Section  10.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference,  as 
described  in  section  4  of  this  act,  may  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute, in  writing,  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation ; 
such  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer 
may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employes  or  their  duly 
authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators  so  designated 
may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board. 

Section  11.  Such  local  board  of  arbitration  shall,  in  respect 
to  the  matters  referred  to  it,  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
which  the  state  board  might  have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision 
shall  have  whatever  binding  effect  may  be  agreed  by  the  parties 
to  the  controversy  in  the  written  submission.  The  jurisdiction 
of  such  local  board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters 
submitted  to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and 
assistance  of  the  state  board.  The  decision  of  said  board  shall 
be  rendered  within  ten  days  of  the  close  of  any  hearing  held 
by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
city  or  county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  arose,  and 
a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  state  board. 

Section  12.  Each  of  such  arbitrators  of  such  a  local  board 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  or 
county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference,  that  is  the  sub- 
ject of  the  arbitrators  exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  in 
writing  by  the  city  council  or  the  administrative  board  of  such 
city  or  board  of  county  commissioners  of  such  county,  the  sum 
of  three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  not  exceeding 
ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration. 
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Section  13.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  a  mayor  or 
probate  judge  in  this  state  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously 
threatened,  or  has  actually  occurred,  in  his  vicinity,  he  shall  at 
once  notify  the  state  board  of  the  fact,  giving  the  name  and 
location  of  the  employer,  the  nature  of  the  trouble,  and  the 
number  of  employes  involved,  so  far  as  his  information  will 
enable  him  to  do  so.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  state  board,  either  by  such  notice  or  otherwise,  that  a 
strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened,  or  has  actually  oc- 
curred, in  this  state,  involving  an  employer  and  his  present  or 
past  employes,  if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or,  up  to  the 
occurrence  of  the  strike  or  lockout,  was  employing  not  less 
than  twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in 
the  state,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  to  put  itself  in 
communication,  as  soon  as  may  be,  with  such  employer  and 
employes. 

Section  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  in  the 
above  described  cases  to  endeavor,  by  mediation  or  conciliation, 
to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  or,  if  that  seems 
impracticable,  to  endeavor  to  persuade  them  to  submit  the  mat- 
ters in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation, 
as  above  provided,  or  to  the  state  board ;  and  said  board  may, 
if  it  deem  it  advisable,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such 
controversy  and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  respon- 
sible or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  continuance  of  the 
same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a  report  finding  such  cause 
or  causes,  and  assigning  such  responsibility  or  blame.  The 
board  shall  have  the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes 
as  are  given  it  by  section  9  of  this  act ;  provided,  if  neither  a 
settlement  nor  an  arbitration  be  had  because  of  the  opposition 
thereto  of  one  party  to  the  controversy,  such  investigation  and 
publication  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  other  pai-ty,  be  had. 
And  the  expense  of  any  publication  under  this  act  shall  be 
certified  and  paid  as  provided  therein  for  payment  of  fees. 

Section  15.  Witnesses  summoned  by  the  state  board  shall 
be  allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the 
further  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in 
excess  of  two  hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents  a  mile  for 
travel  each  way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment  or 
business  to  the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.     Each  wit- 
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ness  shall  state  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and  attend- 
ance, and  said  state  board  shall  certify  the  amount  due  each 
-witness  to  the  auditor  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or 
difference  exists,  who  shall  issue  his  warrant  upon  the  treasury 
of  said  county  for  the  said  amount. 

Section  16.  The  said  state  board  shall  make  a  yearly  re- 
port to  the  governor  and  legislature,  and  shall  include  therein 
such  statements,  facts  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the 
actual  workings  of  the  board,  and  such  suggestions  as  to  legis- 
lation as  may  seem  to  the  members  of  the  board  conducive  to 
the  friendly  relations  of,  and  to  the  speedy  and  satisfactory  ad- 
justment of  disputes  between  employers  and  employes. 

Section  17.  The  members  of  said  boai*d  of  arbitration  and 
conciliation  hereby  created  shall  each  be  paid  five  dollars  a  day 
for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  their  necessary  traveling  and 
other  expenses.  The  chairman  of  the  board  shall,  quarterly, 
certify  the  amount  due  each  member  and  on  presentation  of  his 
certificate  the  auditor  of  state  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
treasury  of  the  state  for  the  amount.  When  the  state  board 
meets  at  the  capitol  of  the  state,  the  adjutant  general  shall  pro- 
vide rooms  suitable  for  such  meeting. 

Section  18.  That  an  act  entitled  ^' An  act  to  authorize  the 
creation  and  to  provide  for  the  operation  of  tribunals  of  volun- 
tary arbitration  to  adjust  industrial  disputes  between  employers 
and  employes,"  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  state,  passed 
February  10,  1895,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

[No.  139.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  for  the 
settlement  of  differences  between  employers  and  em- 
ployees. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  that  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  the  Governor  of  the  State,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  five  competent  persons  to  serve  as 
a  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  in  the  manner  herein- 
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after  provided.  Two  of  them  shall  be  employers,  selected  or 
recommended  by  some  association  or  Board  representing  em- 
ployers of  labor ;  two  of  them  shall  be  employees,  selected  or 
recommended  by  the  various  labor  organizations,  and  not  an 
employer  of  labor,  and  the  fifth  shall  be  appointed  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  other  four ;  provided  however,  that  if  the 
four  appointed  do  not  agree  on  the  fifth  man  at  the  expiration 
of  thirty  days,  he  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor;  pro- 
vided, also,  that  if  the  employers  or  employees  fail  to  make  their 
recommendation  as  herein  provided  within  thirty  days,  then  the 
Grovernor  shall  make  said  appointments  in  accordance  with  the 
spirit  and  intent  of  this  Act ;  said  appointments,  if  made  when 
the  Senate  is  not  in  session,  may  be  confirmed  at  the  next  en- 
suing session. 

Sec.  2.  Two  shall  be  appointed  for  two  years,  two  for  three 
years,  and  one,  the  fifth  member,  for  four  years,  and  all  appoint- 
ments thereafter  shall  be  for  four  years,  or  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  in  the  manner  above  provided.  If,  for  any  reason, 
a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall  in  the  same 
manner  appoint  some  person  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  3.  Eacli  member  of  said  Board  shall  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  ofiQce,  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge 
thereof.  They  shall  organize  at  once  by  the  choice  of  one  of 
their  number  as  chairman  and  one  of  their  number  as  secretary. 
The  Board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its  organization, 
establish  rules  of  procedure. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  involv- 
ing questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  or  action  in  any 
court  of  the  State,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  in- 
dividual, copartnership  or  corporation,  and  his  employees,  if  at 
the  time  he  employs  not  less  than  twenty  persons  in  the  same 
general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  parish  of  this  State,  the 
board  shall,  upon  application  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  as 
soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute 
and  make  careful  inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  per- 
sons interested  therein  who  may  come  before  them,  and  advise 
the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or 
submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute. 

Sec.  5 .  Such  mediation  having  failed  to  bring  about  an  adjust- 
ment of  the  said  differences,  the  Board  shall  immediately  make 
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out  a  written  decision  thereon.  This  decision  shall  at  once  be 
made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to  be 
kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement  thereof 
published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the 
said  Board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of 
the  court  of  the  city  or  parish  where  said  business  is  carried  on. 

Sec.  6.  Said  application  for  arbitration  and  conciliation  to 
said  Boaixi  can  be  made  by  either  or  both  pailies  to  the  contro* 
versy,  and  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective  instances  by  said 
employer  or  by  a  majority  of  the  employees  in  the  department  of 
the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or 
the  duly  authorized  agent  of  either  or  both  parties.  When  an 
application  is  signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  ma- 
jority of  such  employees,  the  Board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such 
agent  is  duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employees, 
but  the  names  of  the  employees  giving  authority  shall  be  kept 
secret  by  said  board. 

Sec.  7.  Said  application  shall  contain  a  concise  statement 
of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on 
in  business  or  at  work  in  the  same  manner  as  at  the  time  of  the 
application  without  any  lockout  or  stnke  until  the  decision  of 
said  Board,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  ten  days  of  the  date  of 
filing  said  application. 

Sec.  8.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  said  applica- 
tion, the  secretary  of  said  Board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  therein,  but  public 
notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  join  in  the  applica- 
tion and  present  therewith  a  written  request  that  no  public  notice 
be  given.  When  such  request  is  made,  notice  shall  be  given  to 
the  parties  interested  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  may  order,  and 
the  Board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public 
notice  to  be  given,  notwithstanding  such  request.  Should  the 
petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to  perform  the  promise  made  in  said 
application,  the  Board  shall  proceed  no  further  therein  until  said 
petitioner  or  petitioners  have  complied  with  every  order  and  re- 
quirement of  the  Board. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  summon  as  witnesses 
any  operative  in  the  department  of  the  business  affected,  and  any 
person  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those  depart- 
ments, and  examine  them  under  oath,  and  to  requu^e  the  pro- 
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daction  of  books  and  papers  containing  the  reeoixl  6f  wages 
earned  or  paid.  Summons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  adminis- 
tered by  any  member  of  the  Board.  The  Board  shall  have  the 
right  to  compel  th3  attendance  of  witnesses  or  the  production 
of  papers. 

Sec.  10.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  Mayor  of  a 
city  or  the  judge  of  any  District  Court  in  any  parish,  other  than 
the  parish  of  Orleans,  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threat- 
ened or  actually  occurs,  the  Mayor  of  such  city  or  judge  of  the 
District  Court  of  such  parish  shall  at  once  notify  the  State 
Board  of  the  fact.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  State  Board,  either  by  the  notice  of  the  Mayor  of  a  city 
or  the  judge  of  the  District  Court  of  the  parish,  as  provided  in 
the  preceding  part  of  this  section,  or  otherwise,  that  a  lockout 
or  strike  is  seriously  threatened,  or  has  actually  occurred,  in  any 
city  or  parish  of  this  State,  involving  an  employer  and  his  pres- 
ent or  past  employees,  if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or  up  to 
the  occurrence  of  a  strike  or  lockout  was  employing  not  less 
than  twenty  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any 
city  or  parish  in  the  State,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State 
Board  to  put  itself  in  communication  as  soon  as  may  be  with 
such  employer  and  employees. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  in  the  above- 
described  cases  to  endeavor,  by  mediation  or  conciliation,  to 
effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  and  to  endeavor  to 
persuade  them,  provided  a  strike  or  lockout  has  not  actually 
occurred  or  is  not  then  continuing,  to  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute to  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation ;  and 
the  State  Board  shall,  whether  the  same  be  mutually  submitted 
to  them  or  not,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  contro- 
versy, and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible 
or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  continuance  of  the  same, 
and  shall  make  and  publish  a  report  finding  such  cause  or  causes 
and  assigning  such  responsibility  or  blame.  The  Board  shall 
have  the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes  as  are  given  it 
by  Section  9  of  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  The  said  State  Board  shall  make  a  biennial  report 
to  the  Governor  and  Legislature,  and  shall  include  therein  such 
statements,  facts  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual 
workings  of  the  Board,  and  such  suggestions  as  to  legislation  as 
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may  seem  to  the  members  of  the  board  conducive  to  the  rela- 
tions of  and  disputes  between  employers  and  employees. 

Sec.  13.  The  membera  of  said  State  Board  of  Arbitration 
and  conciliation,  hereby  created,  shall  each  be  paid  five  dollars  a 
day  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  their  necessary  traveling 
and  other  expenses.  The  chairman  of  the  Board  shall  quarterly 
certify  the  amount  due  each  member,  and,  on  presentation  of 
his  certificate  the  Auditor  of  the  State  shall  draw  his  waiTant 
on  the  Treasury  of  the  State  for  the  amount. 

Sec.  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.     [^Approved  July  12,  1894.

[Chapter  364.] 


An  Aot  to  provide  for  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and 
conciliation  for  the  settlement  of  differenoes  between 
employers  and  their  employes. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  governor  of  the  state  shall  within  sixty 
days  after  the  passage  and  publication  of  this  act  appoint  three 
competent  persons  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  to  serve 
as  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation.  One  of  such 
board  shall  be  an  employer,  or  selected  from  some  association 
representing  employers  of  labor;  one  shall  be  selected  from 
some  labor  organization  and  not  an  employer  of  labor ;  and  the 
third  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other 
two ;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  two  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernor as  herein  provided  do  not  agree  upon  the  third  member 
of  such  board  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  the  governor 
shall  appoint  such  third  member.  The  members  of  said  board 
shall  hold  ofiSce  for  the  term  of  two  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time  the 
governor  shall  appoint  a  member  of  such  board  to  serve  out  the 
unexpired  term,  and  he  may  remove  any  member  of  said  board. 
Each  member  of  such  board  shall  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  oCBce  be  sworn  to  support  the  constitution  of  the 
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United  States,  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  and 
to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office.  Said  board  shall 
at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number  as  chair- 
man and  another  as  secretary. 

Section  2.  Said  board  shall  as  soon  as  possible  after  its 
organization  establish  such  niles  of  procedure  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  governor  and  attorney-general. 

Section  8.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  the 
subject  of  litigation  in  the  courts  of  this  state  exists  between 
an  employer,  whether  an  individual,  co-partnership  or  corpora- 
tion, and  his  employes,  if  at  the  time  he  employs  not  less  than 
twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any 
city,  village  or  town  in  this  state,  said  Jboard  shall  upon  appli- 
cation as  hereinafter  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  there- 
after, visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  careful  inquiry 
into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who 
may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  (if 
anything,)  should  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to 
adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision  thereof.  This 
decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be  published  in 
two  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  locality  of  >  such  dis- 
pute, shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to  be  kept 
by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  succinct  statement  thereof 
published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and 
said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such  decision  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city,  village  or  town  where  said  business  is 
canied  on. 

Section  4.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  em- 
ployer, or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of 
the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or 
their  duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  con- 
tain a  concise  statement  of  the  grievances  complained  of  and 
a  promise  and  agreement  to  continue  in  business  or  at  work 
without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said  board ; 
provided,  however,  that  said  board  shall  render  its  decision 
within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  filing  such  application.  As 
soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  said  application  the  secre- 
tary of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be  given  of  the 
time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereof ;  but  public  notice  need 
not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  controversy  join  in  the 
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application  and  request  in  writing  that  no  public  notice  be 
given.  When  notice  has  been  given  as  aforesaid  the  board 
may  in  its  discretion  appoint  two  expert  assistants  to  the  board, 
one  to  be  nominated  by  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy; 
provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  board  from  appointing  such  other  additional  expert  assist- 
ants as  they  may  deem  necessary.  Such  expert  assistants  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty,  such  oath  to 
be  administered  by  any  member  of  the  board.  Should  the  peti- 
tioner, or  petitioners,  fail  to  perform  the  promise  and  agree- 
ment made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall  proceed  no 
further  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  of  the  adverse 
party.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  subpoena  as  witnesses 
any  operative  in  the  departments  of  business  affected  by  the 
matter  in  controversy,  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of 
wages  earned  in  such  departments  and  to  examine  them  under 
oath,  and  to  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the 
record  of  wages  paid.  Subpoenas  may  be  signed  and  oaths 
administered  by  any  member  of  the  board. 

Section  5.  The  decision  of  the  board  herein  provided  for 
shall  be  open  to  public  inspection,  shall  he  published  in  a 
biennial  report  to  be  made  to  the  governor  of  the  state  with 
such  recommendations  as  the  board  may  deem  proper,  and  shall 
be  printed  and  distributed  according  to  the  provisions  govern- 
ing the  printing  and  distributing  of  other  state  reports. 

Section  6.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties 
who  join  in  said  application  for  six  months,  or  until  either  party 
has  given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  not  to  be 
bound  by  such  decision  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  sixty 
days  from  the  date  of  said  notice.  Said  notice  may  be  given 
by  serving  the  same  upon  the  employer  or  his  representative, 
and  by  serving  the  same  upon  the  employes  by  posting  the  same 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop,  factory,  yard  or  upon 
the  premises  where  they  work. 

Section  7.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as 
described  in  section  3  of  this  act  may  submit  the  matters  in 
dispute  in  writing  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion; said  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon  or  the 
employer  may  designate  one  of  such  arbitrators,  the  employes 
or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators 
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so  designated  may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of 
such  local  board ;  such  board  shall  in  respect  to  the  matters  re- 
ferred to  it  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state 
board  might  have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  such 
binding  effect  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy in  the  written  submission.  The  jurisdiction  of  such 
local  board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters  sub- 
mitted to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assist- 
ance of  the  state  board.  Such  local  board  shall  render  its 
decision  in  writing  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  any  hear- 
ing held  by  it,  and  shall  file  a  copy  thereof  with  the  secretary  of 
the  state  board.  Each  of  such  local  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  treasurer  of  the  city,  village  or  town  in 
which  the  controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  arbi- 
tration exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  in  writing  by  the 
mayor  of  such  city,  the  board  of  trustees  of  such  village,  or  the 
town  board  of  such  town,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  each  day 
of  actual  service  not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration. 

Section  8.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  a 
city,  the  village  board  of  a  village,  or  the  town  board  of  a  town, 
that  a  strike  or  lockout  such  as  is  described  in  section  9,  of  this 
act,  is  seriously  threatened  or  actually  occurs,  the  mayor  of 
such  city,  or  the  village  board  of  such  village,  or  the  town  board 
of  such  town,  shall  at  once  notify  the  state  board  of  such  facts, 
together  with  such  information  as  may  be  available. 

Section  9.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
state  board  by  notice  as  herein  provided,  or  otherwise,  that  a 
strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened,  or  has  actually  occurred, 
which  threatens  to  or  does  involve  the  business  interests  of  any 
city,  village  or  town  of  this  state,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
state  board  to  investigate  the  same  as  soon  as  may  be  and  en- 
deavor by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between 
employers  and  employes,  and  endeavor  to  persuade  them,  pro- 
vided a  strike  or  lockout  has  not  actually  occurred  or  is  not 
then  continuing,  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  a  local 
boai*d  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  as  herein  provided  for,  or 
to  the  state  board.  Said  state  board  may  if  it  deems  advisable 
investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  controversy,  ascertain 
which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy  for 
the  existence  or  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may  make  and 
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pablish  a  report  finding  such  cause  or  causes  and  assigning  such 
responsibility  or  blame. 

Section  10.  Witnesses  subpoenaed  by  the  state  board  shall 
be  allowed  for  their  attendance  and  travel  the  same  fees  as  are 
allowed  to  witnesses  in  the  circuit  courts  of  this  state.  Each 
witness  shall  certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and 
attendance,  and  the  amount  due  him  upod  approval  by  the 
board  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury. 

Section  11.  The  members  of  the  state  board  shall  receive 
the  actual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  under  this  act,  and  the  further  sum  of 
five  dollars  a  day  each  for  the  number  of  days  actually  and 
necessarily  spent  by  them,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  state 
treasury. 

Section  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  publication.  [^Approved  April  19^

[Chapter  170.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  dlfierenoes  between 
employers  and  employes,  and  to  authorise  the  creation 
of  boards  of  arbitration  and  conciliation,  and  to  appro- 
priate money  for  the  mainteniuioe  thereof. 

Be  it  tnacted  by  the  LegiskUure  of  the  8laU  of  Minnesota: 

Section  1.  That  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  the  governor  shall,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate,  appoint  a  state  board  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation,  consisting  of  three  competent  persons,  who 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  On  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  1897  and  thereafter  biennially,  the 
governor,  by  and  with  like  advice  and  consent,  shall  appoint 
said  boaixl,  who  shall  be  constituted  as  follows;  One  of 
them  shall  be  an  employer  of  labor,  one  of  them  shall  be  a 
member  selected  from  some  bona  fide  trade  union  and  not  an 
employer  of  labor,  and  who  may  be  chosen  from  a  list  submitted 
by  one  or  more  trade  and  labor  assemblies  in  the  State,  and  the 
third  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other 
two  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  be  neither  an  employe, 
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or  an  employer  of  skilled  labor ;  provided  —  however,  that  if  the 
two  first  appointed  do  not  agree  in  nominating  one  or  more 
persons  to  act  as  the  third  member  before  the  expiration  of  ten 
(10)  days,  the  appointment  shall  then  be  made  by  the  governor 
without  such  recommendation.  Should  a  vacancy  occar  at  any 
time,  the  governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint  some  one 
having  the  same  qbalifications  to  serve  oat  the  unexpired  term, 
and  he  may  also  remove  any  member  of  said  board. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  their 
appointment,  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  members  as 
president  and  another  as  secretary,  and  establish,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  governor,  such  rules  of  procedure  as  may 
seem  advisable. 

Sec.  3.  That  whenever  any  controversy  or  difiTerence  arises, 
relating  to  the  conditions  of  employment  or  rates  of  wages  be- 
tween any  employer,  whether  an  individual,  a  copartnership  or 
corporation,  and  whether  resident  or  non-resident,  and  his  or  their 
employes,  if  at  the  time  he  or  it  employs  not  less  than  ten  (10) 
pei*son8  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  in 
this  state,  the  boai*d  shall,  upon  application,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the 
dispute  and  make  a  careful  inquiry  into  the  causes  thereof,  hear 
all  persons  interested  therein  who  may  come  before  them,  advise 
the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  submitted 
to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  within  ten  days 
after  said  inquiry  make  a  written  decision  thereon.  This  deci- 
sion shall  at  once  be  made  public  and  a  short  statement  thereof 
published  in  a  biennial  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the 
said  board  shall  also  cause  a  copy  of  said  decision  to  be  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  where  said 
business  is  carried  on. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  em- 
ployer or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of 
the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or 
their  duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain 
a  concise  statement  of  the  grievance  alleged,  and  shall  be  verified 
by  at  least  one  of  the  signers.  When  an  application  is  signed 
by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of  such  employes, 
the  board  shall,  before  proceeding  further,  satisfy  itself  that  such 
agent  is  duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes,

but  the  names  of  the  employes  giving  such  authority  shall  be 
kept  secret  by  said  board.  Within  three  days  after  the  receipt 
of  ijaid  application  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public 
notice  to  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  where  said  hearing 
shall  be  held.  But  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both 
parties  to  the  controveray  join  in  the  application  and  present 
therewith  a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given. 
When  such  request  is  made  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties 
interested  in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order;  and  the 
board  may  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings  cause  public  notice 
to  be  given  notwithstanding  such  request. 

Sbc.  5.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  summon  as  wit- 
nesses any  clerk,  agent  or  employe  in  the  departments  of  the 
business  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those  de- 
partments, and  require  the  production  of  b^oks  containing  the 
records  of  wages  paid.  *  Summons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  ad- 
ministered by  any  member. of  the  board.  Witnesses  summoned 
before  the  board  shall  be  paid  by  the  board  the  same  witness 
fees  as  witnesses  before  a  district  court. 

Seo.  6.  That  upon  the  receipt  of  an  application,  after  notice 
has  been  given  as  aforesaid,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before 
provided,  and  render  a  written  decision  which  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  and  shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the 
board  and  published  at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  a  biennial 
report  which  shall  be  made  to  the  legislature  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year  in  which  the  legislature 
is  in  regular  session. 

Sec.  7.  In  all  eases  where  the  applicatiop  is  mutual,  the  de- 
cision shall  provide  that  the  same  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
parties  concerned  in  said  controversy  or  dispute  for  six  months, 
or  until  sixty  days  after  either  party  has  given  the  other  notice 
in  writing  of  his  or  their  intention  not  to  be  bound  by  the  same. 
Such  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employes  by  posting  the  same 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop,  factory  or  place  of 
employment. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  said 
boaixl,  either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city,  the  county  com- 
missioners, the  president  of  a  chamber  of  commerce  or  other  rep- 
resentative body,  the  president  of  the  central  labor  council  or 
assembly,  or  any  five  reputable  citizens,  or  otherwise,  that  what 
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is  commoDly  known  as  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened 
or  has  actually  occurred,  in  any  city  or  town  of  the  state,  involv- 
ing an  employer  and  his  or  its  present  or  past  employes,  if  at  the 
time  such  employer  is  employing,  or  up  to  the  occurrence  of  the 
strike  or  lockout  was  employing,  not  less  than  ten  persons  in 
the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  in  this  State, 
and  said  board  shall  be  satisfied  that  such  information  is  cor- 
rect, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board,  within  three  days  there- 
after, to  put  themselves  in  communication  with  such  employer 
and  employes  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable 
settlement  between  them,  or  to  persuade  them  to  submit  the 
matter  in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion, as  hereinafter  provided,  or  to  said  state  board,  and  the  said 
State  board  may  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  contro- 
versy and  ascertai]^  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible 
for  the  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a 
report  assigning  such  responsibility.  The  said  board  shall  have 
the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes  as  are  given  them 
by  sections  three  and  four  of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  The  parties  to  any  controverey  or  difference,  as  spec- 
ified in  this  act,  may  submit  the  matter  in  dispute  in  writing  to  a 
local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation ;  such  board  may  either 
be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer  may  designate  one  of 
the  arbiters,  the  employes  or  their  duly  authonzed  agent  another, 
and  the  two  arbiters  so  designated  may  choose  a  third,  who  shall 
also  be  chairman  of  the  board.  Each  arbiter  so  selected  shall 
sign  a  consent  to  act  as  such,  and  shall  take  and  subsciibe  an 
oath  before  an  oflSq^r  authorized  to  administer  oaths  to  faithfully 
and  impartially  discharge  his  duty  as  such  arbiter,  which  con- 
sent and  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  ofiSce  of  the  clerk  of  the  dis- 
trict court  of  the  county  where  such  dispute  arises.  Such  boai'd 
shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to  them,  have  and 
exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might  have  and 
exercise,  and  their  decisions  shall  have  whatever  binding  effect 
may  be  agreed  to  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  in  the  written 
submission.  Vacancies  in  such  local  boards  may  be  filled  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  regular  appointments  are  made.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  state  board  to  aid  and  assist  in  the  forma- 
tion of  such  local  boards  throughout  the  state  in  advance  of  any 
strike  or  lockout,  whenever  and  wherever  in  their  judgment  the 
formation  of  such  local  boards  will  have  a  tendency  to  prevent 
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or  allay  the  occurrence  thereof.  The  jurisdiction  of  such  local 
boards  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to 
them ;  but  they  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assistance 
of  the  state  board.  The  decisions  of  such  local  boards  shall  be 
rendered  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  any  hearing  held 
before  them ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be  filed  with  the  clerk 
of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  controversy 
arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  state  board. 

Sec.  10.  Each  member  of  said  State  board  shall  receive  aa 
compensation  five  ($5)  dollars  a  day,  including  mileage,  for 
each  and  every  day  actually  employed  in  the  performance  of 
the  duties  provided  for  by  this  act ;  such  compensation  shall  be 
paid  by  the  state  treasurer  on  duly  detailed  vouchers  approved 
by  said  board  and  by  the  governor. 

Sec.  11.  Th^  said  board,  in  their  biennial  reports  to  the  leg- 
islature, shall  include  such  statements,  facts  and  explanations  as 
will  disclose  the  actual  workings  of  the  board  and  such  sugges- 
tions with  regard  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  them  conducive 
to  harmonizing  the  relations  of  and  the  disputes  between  em- 
ployers and  employes ;  and  the  improvement  of  the  present  rela- 
tions between  labor  and  capital.  Such  biennial  reports  of  the. 
board  shall  be  printed  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
regulations  as  the  reports  of  the  executive  officers  of  the  state. 

Sec  12.  There  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.     [Approved  April  25^  1895. 


COWWECTICITT. 

[Cbaptbr  CCXXXIX.] 

An  Act  creating  a  State  Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration. 

Be  ii  ewtcted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 

Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.     During   each  biennial  session  of  the  general 
assembly,  the  governor  shall,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
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the  senate,  appoint  a  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbitration, 
to  consist  of  three  competent  persons,  each  of  whom  shall 
hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years.  One  of  said  persons 
shall  be  selected  from  the  party  which  at  the  last  general  elec- 
tion cast  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  governor  of  this 
state,  and  one  of  said  persons  shall  be  selected  from  the  party 
which  at  the  last  general  election  cast  the  next  greatest  number 
of  votes  for  governor  of  this  state,  and  the  other  of  said  per- 
sons shall  be  selected  from  a  bona  fide  labor  organization  of 
this  state.  Said  board  shall  select  one  of  its  number  to  act  as 
clerk  or  secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  full  and 
faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  and  also  to  keep 
and  preserve  all  documents  and  testimony  submitted  to  said 
board  ;  he  shall  have  power  under  the  direction  of  the  Board, 
to  issue  subpoenas,  and  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases  before 
said  board,  and  to  call  for  and  examine  the  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  the  parties  to  such  cases.  Said  arbitrators  shall 
take  and  subscribe  to  the  constitutional  oath  of  office  before 
entenng  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature 
#ehall  arise  between  any  employer  and  his  employes,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same  directly  to  the  state 
board  of  mediation  and  arbitration,  in  case  such  parties  elect  to 
do  so,  and  shall  notify  said  board,  or  its  clerk,  in  writing,  of  such 
election.  Whenever  such  notification  to  said  board  or  its  clerk 
is  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  proceed,  with  as 
little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality  of  such  grievance  or  dis- 
pute, and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  the  grievance  or 
dispute.  The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dispute  shall  there- 
upon submit  to  said  board,  in  writing,  succinctly,  cleariy,  and 
in  detail,  their  grievances  and  complaints,  and  the  cause  or 
causes  thereof,  and  severally  promise  and  agree  to  continue  in 
business,  or  at  work,  without  a  strike  or  lockout,  until  the  de- 
cision of  said  board  is  rendered ;  provided,  it  shall  be  rendered 
within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  investigation.  The 
board  shall  thereupon  proceed  fully  to  investigate  and  inquire 
into  the  matters  in  controversy,  and  to  take  testimony  under 
oath  in  relation  thereto,  and  shall  have  power,  by  its  chairman 
or  clerk,  to  administer  oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses,  and  the  production  of  books  and  papers. 
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Sec.  8.  After  a  matter  has  been  fully  heai-d,  the  said  board, 
or  a  majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days,  render  a 
decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  the  members  of  the  board, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show 
the  nature  of  the  decision  and  the  points  disposed  of  by  said 
board.  The  decision  shall  be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of  which 
shall  be  filed  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  in  the  office  of  the 
town  or  city  clerk  in  the  town  where  the  controversy  arose, 
and  one  copy  shall  be  served  on  each  of  the  parties  to  the 
controversy. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occur,  or  is  seri- 
ously threatened  in  any  part  of  the  state,  and  shall  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  board,  it  shall  be  its  duty,  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to.the  locality  of  such 
strike  or  lockout  and  put  itself  in  communication  with  the  parties 
to  the  controversy,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  ami- 
cable settlement  of  such  sti'ike  or  lockout ;  and,  if  in  the  judg- 
ment of  said  board  it  is  best,  it  shall  inquire  into  the  cause  or 
causes  of  the  controversy,  and  to  that  end  the  board  is  hereby 
authorized  to  subpoena  witnesses,  and  send  for  peraons  and 
papers. 

Sec.  5.  Said  board  shall,  on  or  before  the  firat  day  of 
December  in  each  year,  make  a  report  to  the  Governor,  and 
shall  include  therein  such  statements,  facts,  and  explanations 
as  will  disclose  the  actual  working  of  the  board,  and  such  sug- 
gestions as  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  it  conducive  to  har- 
mony in  the  relations  between  employers  and  employed,  and  to 
the  improvement  of  the  present  system  of  production. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  the  term  ''employer"  or  ''employers"  is 
used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include  "  firm,"  "  joint-stock 
association,"  "company"  or  "corporation,"  as  fully  as  if  each 
of  the  last-named  terms  was  expressed  in  each  place. 

Sec.  7.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  receive  as  compen- 
sation for  actual  services  rendered  under  this  act,  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  per  day  and  expenses,  upon  presentation  of  their  voucher 
to  the  comptroller,  approved  by  the  governor. 

Sec.  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.  [^Ap- 
proved  June  28^  1895.

ILLINOIS. 

[Special  Session.] 

An  Act  to  create  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  for  the  in- 
vestigation or  settlement  of  differences  between  em- 
ployers and  their  employes,  and  to  define  the  powers 
and  duties  of  said  board. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  lUinois^ 
represented  in  the  General  Assembly :  As  soon  as  this  act  shall 
take  effect  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  three  persons,  not  more  than  two 
of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  same  political  party,  who  shall  be 
styled  a  State  ^' Board  of  Arbitration,"  to  serve  as  a  State 
Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation;  one  and  only  one  of 
whom  shall  be  an  employer  of  labor,  and  one  and  only  one 
of  whom  shall  be  an  em  ploy  6  and  shall  be  selected  from  some 
labor  organization.  They  shall  hold  office  until  March  1,  1897, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed,  but  said  board  shall 
have  no  power  to  act  as  such  until  they  and  each  of  them  are 
confirmed  by  the  Senate.  On  the  first  day  of  March,  1897,  the 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  ap- 
point three  persons  as  members  of  said  board  in  the  manner 
above  provided,  one  to  seive  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years 
and  one  for  three  years,  or  until  their  respective  successors  ai'e 
appointed,  and  on  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year  thereafter 
the  Governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint  one  member  of 
said  board  to  succeed  the  member  whose  term  expires,  and  to 
serve  for  the  term  of  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed. If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall 
in  the  same  manner  appoint  some  one  to  serve  out  the  unex- 
pired term.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge 
thereof.  The  board  shall  at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one 
of  tlieir  number  as  chairman,  and  they  shall,  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble after  such  organization,  establish  suitable  rules  of  pro- 
cedure. The  board  shall  have  power  to  select  and  remove 
a  secretary,  who  shall  be  a  stenographer,  and  who  shall  re- 
ceive a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  not  to  exceed  $1,200 
per  annum  and  his  necessary  traveling  expenses,  on  bills  of

items  to  be  approved  by  the  board,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  State 
treasury. 

§  2.  When  any  controversy  or  difference  not  involving  ques- 
tions which  may  be  the  subject  of  an  action  at  law  or  a  bill  in 
equity,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  individual,  co- 
partnership or  corporation,  employing  not  less  than  twenty-five 
persons,  and  his  employes  in  this  State,  the  board  shall,  upon 
application  as  herein  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  there- 
after, visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  a  careful  inquiry 
into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who 
may  come  before  them,  advise  th^  respective  parties  what,  if 
anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  both  to  adjust 
said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision  thereof.  This  deci- 
sion shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper 
books  of  record  to  be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and 
a  short  statement  thereof  published  in  the  annual  report  herein- 
after provided  for,  and  the  board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to 
be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city,  town  or  village  where  said 
business  is  carried  on. 

§  3.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer  or  by 
a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  business  in 
which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  by  both  parties, 
and  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the  grievances  com- 
plained of  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work 
without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said  board, 
if  it  shall  be  made  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of  filing  said 
application.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  said  appli- 
cation, the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to 
be  given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereon,  but 
public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  con- 
troveray  join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written 
request  that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  is 
made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such 
manner  as  the  board  may  order,  and  the  board  may,  at  any 
stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be  given,  not- 
withstanding such  request.  Tbe  board  shall  have  the  power  to 
summon  as  witness  any  operative,  or  expert  in  the  departments 
of  business  affected  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of 
wages  eaiiied  in  those  departments,  or  any  other  person,  and 
to  examine  them  under  oath,  and  to  require  the  production  of 
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books  containing  the  record  of  wages  paid.  The  board  shall 
have  power  to  issue  subpoenas,  and  oaths  may  be  administered 
by  the  chairman  of  the  board. 

§  4.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application,  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided,  and  render 
a  written  decision,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection, 
shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board  and  published 
at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to 
the  Governor  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

§  5.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
join  in  said  application  for  six  months  or  until  either  party  has 
given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  or  their  intention  not  to 
be  bound  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  therefrom. 
Said  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employes  by  posting  in  three 
conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or  factory  where  they  work. 

§  6.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  State 
board  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened  in  the 
State,  involving  an  employer  and  his  employes,  if  he  is  em- 
ploying not  less  than  twenty-five  persons,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  State  board  to  put  itself  in  communication  as  soon  as 
may  be,  with  such  employer  or  employ^,  and  endeavor  by 
mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  or  to 
endeavor  to  persuade  them  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to 
the  State  board. 

§  7.  The  members  of  the  said  board  shall  each  receive  a 
salary  of  $1,500  a  year,  and  necessary  traveling  expenses,  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  State,  upon  bills  of  particulars 
approved  by  the  Governor. 

§  8.  Any  notice  or  process  issued  by  the  State  Board  of 
Arbitration,  shall  be  served  by  any  sheriff,  coroner  or  constable 
to  whom  the  same  may  be  directed  or  in  whose  hands  the  same 
may  be  placed  for  service. 

§  9.  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists,  therefore  it  is  enacted 
that  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.     [^Approved  August  2,  1895. 
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UTAH, 

[Chapter  LXII.] 

An  Act  to  create  a  State  Board  of  Iiabor,  Conciliation  and 
Arbitration,  for  the  investigation  and  settlement  of 
differences  between  Employers  and  their  Employes, 
and  to  define  the  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  said  Board, 
and  to  fix  their  Compensation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Utah : 

Section  1 .  As  soon  as  this  act  shall  be  approved,  the  Gov- 
ernor, by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  three 
persons,  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  same 
political  party,  who  shall  be  styled  a  State  Board  of  Labor,  Con- 
ciliation and  Arbitration,  to  serve  as  a  State  Board  of  Labor, 
Conciliation  and  Arbitration,  one  of  whom  and  only  one  of 
whom  shall  be  an  employer  of  labor,  and  only  one  of  whom 
shall  be  an  employe,  and  the  latter  shall  be  selected  from 
some  labor  organization,  and  the  third  shall  be  some  person 
who  is  neither  an  employe  nor  an  employer  of  manual  labor, 
and  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board.  One  to  serve  for  one 
year,  one  for  three  years  and  one  for  five  years  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Governor  at  the  time  of  their  appointment, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms,  their  successors  shall  be 
appointed  in  like  manner  for  the  term  of  four  years.  If  ti  vacancy 
occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall,  in  the  same  manner  ap- 
point some  one  to  serve  the  unexpired  term  and  until  the  appoint- 
ment and  qualification  of  his  successor.  Each  member  of  said 
board  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  be 
sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  shall  at  once  organize  by  selecting  from 
its  members  a  secretary,  and  they  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after 
such  organization,  establish  suitable  rules  of  procedure. 

Sec  3.  When  any  controversy  or  difference,  not  involving 
questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  an  action  at  law  or  bill 
in  equity,  exists  between  an  employer  (whether  an  individual, 
copartnejrship  or  corporation)  employing  not  less  than  ten  per- 
sons, and  his  employes,  in  this  State,  the  board  shall,  upon 
application  as  herein  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  there- 
after, visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute,  and  make  a  careful  inquiry 
into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein,  who 
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may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if 
anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to 
adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  wiitten  decision  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be 
recorded  upon  the  proper  book  of  record  to  be  kept  by  the  sec- 
retary of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement  thereof  published  in 
the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sec.  5.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer, 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  busi- 
ness in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  by  both 
parties,  and  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the  grievances 
complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at 
work  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  a  decision  of  said  board, 
if  it  shall  be  made  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of  filing  the 
said  application. 

Sec.  6.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  receiving  said  applica- 
tion, the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given,  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereon,  but  pub- 
lic notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written 
request  that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  is 
made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such 
manner  as  the  board  may  order,  and  the  board  may  at  any 
stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice,  notwithstanding 
such  request. 

*'  Sec  7.  The  board  shall  have  the  power,  to  summon  as 
witnesses  by  subpoena  any  operative  or  expert  in  the  department 
of  business  affected,  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of 
wages  earned  in  those  departments,  or  any  other  person,  and  to 
administer  oaths,  and  to  examine  said  witnesses  and  to  require 
the  production  of  books,  papers  and  records.  In  case  of  a  dis- 
obedience to  a  subpcena  the  board  may  invoke  the  aid  of  any 
court  in  the  State  in  requiring  the  attendance  and  testimony  of 
witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers  and  documents 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section.  Any  of  the  district  courts 
of  the  State,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  which  such  inquiiy  is 
carried  on,  may,  in  case  of  contumacy  or  refusal  to  obey  a 
subpoena  issued  to  any  such  witness,  issue  an  order  requiring 
such  witness  to  appear  before  said  board  and  produce  books 
and  papers  if  so  ordered,  and  give  evidence  touching  the  matter 
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in  question.  Any  refusal  to  obey  such  order  of  the  court  may 
be  punished  by  such  court  as  a  contempt  thereof." 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided  and  render  a 
written  decision,  and  the  findings  of  the  majority  shall  consti- 
tute the  decision  of  the  board,  which  decision  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the 
board  and  published  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to  the 
Governor  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

Sec.  9.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
join  in  said  application,  or  who  have  entered  their  appearance 
before  said  board,  until  either  party  has  given  the  other  notice 
in  wilting  of  his  or  their  intention  not  to  be  bound  by  the  same, 
and  for  a  period  of  90  days  thereafter.  Said  notice  may  be 
given  to  said  employees  by  posting  in  three  conspicuous  places 
where  they  work. 

Sec.  10.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
State  board  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened  in 
the  State  involving  any  employer  and  his  employes,  if  he  is  em- 
ploying not  less  than  ten  persons,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
State  board  to  put  itself  into  communication  as  soon  as  may  be, 
with  such  employer  and  employes,  and  endeavor  by  mediation 
to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them  and  endeavor  to 
persuade  them  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  the  State 
board. 

Sec.  11.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  each  receive  a 
per  diem  of  three  dollars  for  each  day's  service  while  actually 
engaged  in  the  hearing  of  any  controversy  between  any  em- 
ployer and  his  employees,  and  five  cents  per  mile  for  each  mile 
necessarily  traveled  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place 
where  engaged  in  hearing  such  controversy,  the  same  to  be  paid 
by  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  appearing  before  said  board, 
and  the  members  of  said  board  shall  receive  no  compensation 
or  expenses  for  any  other  service  performed  under  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  Any  notice  or  process  issued  by  the  State  Board 
of  Arbitration  shall  be  served  by  any  sheriff,  to  whom  the  same 
may  be  directed,  or  in  whose  hands  the  same  may  be  placed  for 
service  without  charge.     [^Approved  March  24^  1896. 
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INDIANA. 

[Chafteb  LXXXVIII.] 

An  Act  providing  for  the  creation  of  a  Labor  Commission, 
and  defining  its  duties  and  powers,  and  providing  for 
arbitrations  and  investigations  of  labor  troubles.  Ap- 
proved March  4,  1897. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Asserribly  of  the 
State  of  Indiana^  That  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  created 
a  commission  to  be  composed  of  two  electors  of  the  State, 
which  shall  be  designated  the  Labor  Commission,  and  which 
shall  be  charged  with  the  duties  and  vested  with  the  powers 
hereinafter  enumerated. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  said  Commission  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  and  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified.  One  of  said 
Commissioners  shall  have  been  for  not  less  than  ten  years  of 
his  life  an  employe  for  wages  in  some  department  of  industry 
in  which  it  is  usual  to  employ  a  number  of  persons  under  single 
direction  and  control,  and  shall  be  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment affiliated  with  the  labor  interest  as  distinguished  from  the 
capitalist  or  employing  interest.  The  other  of  said  Commis- 
sioners shall  have  been  for  not  less  than  ten  years  an  employer 
of  labor  for  wages  in  some  department  of  industry  in  which  it 
is  usual  to  employ  a  number  of  persons  under  single  direction 
and  control,  and  shall  be  at  the  time  of  his  appointment  affili- 
ated with  the  employing  interest  as  distinguished  from  the  labor 
interest.  Neither  of  said  Commissioner  shall  be  less  than 
forty  years  of  age;  they  shall  not  be  members  of  the  same 
political  party,  and  neither  of  them  shall  hold  any  other  State, 
county,  or  city  office  in  Indiana  during  the  term  for  which  he 
shall  be  appointed.  Each  of  said  Commissioners  shall  take 
and  subscribe  an  oath,  to  be  endorsed  upon  his  commission,  to 
the  effect  that  he  will  punctually,  honestly,  and  faithfully  dis- 
charge his  duties  as  such  Commissioner. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Commission  shall  have  a  seal  and  shall  be 
provided  with  an  office  at  Indianapolis,  and  may  appoint  a  Sec- 
retary who  shall  be  a  skillful  stenographer  and  typewriter,  and 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum  and  his 
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traveling  expenses  for  every  day  spent  by  him  in  the  discharge 
of  duty  away  from  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commissionera  upon 
receiving  creditable  information  in  any  manner  of  the  existence 
of  any  strike,  lockout,  boycott,  or  other  labor  complication  in 
this  State  affecting  the  labor  or  employment  of  fifty  persons  or 
more  to  go  to  the  place  where  such  complication  exists,  put 
themselves  into  communication  with  the  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy and  offer  their  services  as  mediators  between  them.  If 
they  shall  not  succeed  in  effecting  an  amicable  adjustment  of 
the  controversy  in  that  way  they  shall  endeavor  to  induce  the 
parties  to  submit  their  differences  to  arbitration,  either  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  or  otherwise,  as  they  may  elect. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  purpose  of  arbitration  under  this  act,  the 
Labor  Commissioners  and  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  of 
the  county  in  which  the  business  in  relation  to  which  the  con- 
troversy shall  arise,  shall  have  been  carried  on  shall  constitute 
a  Board  of  Arbitrators,  to  which  may  be  added,  if  the  parties 
so  agree,  two  other  members,  one  to  be  named  by  the  employer 
and  the  other  by  the  employes  in  the  arbitration  agreement. 
If  th^  parties  to  the  controversy  are  a  railroad  company  and 
employes  of  the  company  engaged  in  the  running  of  ti'ains,  any 
terminal  within  this  State,  of  the  road,  or  of  any  division 
thereof,  may  be  taken  and  treated  as  the  location  of  the  busi- 
ness within  the  terms  of  this  section  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
jurisdiction  to  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  to  act  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Arbitration. 

Sec.  6.  An  agreement  to  enter  into  arbitration  under  this 
act  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  state  the  issue  to  be  submitted 
and  decided  and  shall  have  the  effect  of  an  agreement  by  the 
parties  to  abide  by  and  perform  the  award.  Such  agreement 
may  be  signed  by  the  employer  as  an  individual,  firm  or  corpo- 
ration, as  the  case  may  be,  and  execution  of  the  agreement  in 
the  name  of  the  employer  by  any  agent  or  representative  of 
such  employer  then  and  theretofore  in  control  or  management 
of  the  business  or  department  of  business  in  relation  to  which 
the  controversy  shall  have  arisen  shall  bind  the  employer.  On 
the  part  of  the  employes,  the  agreement  may  be  signed  by  them 
in  their  own  person,  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  those  concerned 
in  the  controversy  signing,  or  it  may  be  signed  by  a  committee 
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by  them  appointed.  Such  committee  may  be  created  by  elec- 
tion at  a  meeting  of  the  employes  concenied  in  the  controversy 
at  which  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  such  employes  shall  be 
present,  which  election  and  the  fact  of  the  presence  of  the  re- 
quired number  of  employes  at  the  meeting  shall  be  evidenced 
by  the  affidavit  of  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  such  meeting 
attached  to  the  arbitration  agreement.  If  the  employes  con- 
cerned in  the  controversy,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  members  of 
any  labor  union  or  workingmen's  society,  they  may  be  repre- 
sented in  the  execution  of  said  arbitration  agreement  by  officers 
or  committeemen  of  the  union  or  society  designated  by  it  in  any 
manner  conformable  to  its  usual  methods  of  transacting  busi- 
ness, and  others  of  the  employes  represented  by  committee  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  7.  If  upon  any  occasion  calling  for  the  presence  and 
intervention  of  the  Labor  Commissioners  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  one  of  said  Commissionera  shall  be  present  and  the 
other  absent,  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county  in 
which  the  dispute  shall  have  arisen,  as  defined  in  section  5,  shall 
upon  the  application  of  the  Commissioners  present,  appoint  a 
Commissioner  pro  tern,  in  the  place  of  the  absent  Commissioner, 
and  such  Commissioner  pro  tern,  shall  exercise  all  the  powers 
of  a  Commissioner  under  this  act  until  the  termination  of  the 
duties  of  the  Commission  with  respect  to  the  particular  contro- 
versy upon  the  occasion  of  which  the  appointment  shall  have 
been  made,  and  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  pro- 
vided by  this  act  for  the  other  Commissioners.  Such  Commis- 
sioner 2^ro  tern,  shall  represent  and  be  affiliated  with  the  same 
interests  as  the  absent  Commissioner. 

Sec.  8.  Before  entering  upon  their  duties  the  arbitrators 
shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  effect  that 
they  will  honestly  and  impartially  perform  their  duties  as  arbi- 
trators and  a  just  and  fair  award  render  to  the  best  of  their 
ability.  The  sittings  of  the  arbitrators  shall  be  in  the  court 
room  of  the  Circuit  Court,  or  such  other  place  as  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  the 
hearing  is  had.  The  Circuit  Judge  shall  be  the  presiding  mem- 
ber of  the  Board.  He  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpoenas  for 
witnesses  who  do  not  appear  voluntarily,  directed  to  the  Sheriff 
of  the  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  seiTe  the  same  without

delay.  He  shall  have  power  to  adminieter  oaths  and  affirma- 
tions to  witnesses,  enforce  order,  and  direct  and  control  the 
examinations.  The  proceedings  shall  be  informal  in  character, 
but  in  general  accordance  with  the  practice  governing  the  Cir- 
cuit Courts  in  the  trial  of  civil  causes.  All  questions  of  prac- 
tice, or  questions  relating  to  the  admission  of  evidence  shall  be 
decided  by  the  presiding  member  of  the  Board  summarily  and 
without  extended  argument.  The  sittings  shall  be  open  and 
public,  or  with  closed  doors,  as  the  Board  shall  direct.  If  five 
members  are  sitting  as  such  Board  three  members  of  the  Board 
agreeing  shall  have  power  to  make  an  award,  otherwise,  two. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  shall  attend  the  sittings  and 
make  a  record  of  the  proceedings  in  shorthand,  but  shall  ti'an- 
scribe  so  much  thereof  only  as  the  Commission  shall  direct. 

Sec.  9.  The  arbitrators  shall  make  their  award  in  writing 
and  deliver  the  same  with  the  arbitration  agreement  and  their 
oath  as  arbitrators  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county 
in  which  the  hearing  was  had,  and  deliver  a  cop}'  of  the  award 
to  the  employer,  and  a  copy  to  the  first  signer  of  the  arbitration 
agreement  on  the  part  of  the  employes.  A  copy  of  all  the 
papers  shall  also  be  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  Commission 
at  Indianapolis. 

Seo.  10.  The  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  shall  record  the 
papers  delivered  to  him  as  directed  in  the  last  preceding  section, 
in  the  order  book  of  the  Circuit  Court.  Any  person  who  was  a 
party  to  the  arbitration  proceedings  may  present  to  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  county  in  which  the  hearing  was  had,  or  the  Judge 
thereof  in  vacation,  a  verified  petition  referring  to  the  proceed- 
ings and  the  recoi-d  of  them  in  the  oi*der  book  and  showing  that 
said  award  has  not  been  complied  with,  stating  by  whom  and  in 
what  respect  it  has  been  disobeyed.  And  thereupon  the  Court 
or  Judge  thereof  in  vacation  shall  grant  a  rule  against  the  party 
or  parties  so  charged,  to  show  cause  within  five  days  why  said 
award  has  not  been  obeyed,  which  shall  be  served  by  the  Sheriff 
as  other  process.  Upon  return  made  to  the  rule  the  Judge  or 
Court  if  in  session,  shall  hear  and  determine  the  questions  pre- 
sented and  make  such  order  or  orders  directed  to  the  parties 
before  him  in  personam^  as  shall  give  just  effect  to  the  award. 
Disobedience  by  any  party  to  such  proceedings  of  any  order  so 
made  shall  be  deemed  a  contempt  of  the  court  and  may  be  pun- 
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ished  accord'mgly.  But  such  puDishment  ehall  not  extend  to 
impnsonment  except  in  case  of  wilful  and  contnmacious  dis- 
obedience. In  all  proceedings  under  this  section  the  award  shall 
be  regarded  as  presumptively  binding  upon  the  employer  and  all 
employes  who  were  parties  to  the  contrpversy  submitted  to  arbi- 
tration, which  presumption  shall  be  overcome  only  by  proof  of 
dissent  from  the  submission  delivered  to  the  arbitrators,  or  one 
of  them,  in  writing  before  the  commencement  of  the  hearing. 

Sec.  1 1 .  The  Labor  Commission,  with  the  advise  and  assist- 
ance of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State,  which  he  is  hereby 
required  to  render,  may  make  rules  and  regulations  respecting 
proceedings  in  arbitrations  under  this  act  not  inconsistant  with 
this  act  or  the  law,  including  forms,  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
printed  and  furnished  to  all  persons  applying  therefor,  and  all 
arbitration  proceedings  under  this  act  shall  thereafter  conform 
to  such  rules  and  regulations. 

Sec.  12.  Any  employer  and  his  employes,  not  less  than 
twenty-five  in  number,  between  whom  differences  exist  which 
have  not  resulted  in  any  open  rupture  or  strike,  may  of  their 
own  motion  apply  to  the  Labor  Commission  for  arbitration  of 
their  differences,  and  upon  the  execution  of  an  arbitration  agree- 
ment as  hereinbefore  provided,  a  Board  of  Arbitrators  shall  be 
organized  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided,  and  the  arbi- 
tration shall  take  place  and  the  award  be  rendered,  recorded  and 
enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  in  arbitrations  under  the  pro- 
visions found  in  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  In  all  cases  arising  under  this  act  requiring  the 
attendance  of  a  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  as  a  member  of  an 
Arbitration  Board,  such  duty  shall  have  precedence  over  any 
otlier  business  pending  in  his  court,  and  if  necessary  for  the 
prompt  transaction  of  such  other  business  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  appoint  some  other  Circuit  Judge,  or  Judge  of  a  Superior  or 
the  Appellate  or  Supreme  Court  to  sit  in  the  Circuit  Court  in  his 
place  during  the  pendency  of  such  arbitration,  and  such  ap- 
pointee shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  his  services  as 
is  now  allowed  by  law  to  Judges  appointed  to  sit  in  case  of 
change  of  Judge  in  civil  actions.  In  case  the  Judge  of  the 
Circuit  Court,  whose  duty  it  shall  become  under  this  act  to  sit 
upon  any  Board  of  Arbitrators,  shall  be  at  the  time  actually 
engaged  in  a  trial  which  can  not  be  interrupted  without  loss  and

injury  to  the  parties,  and  which  will  in  his  opinion  continue  for 
more  than  three  days  to  come,  or  is  disabled  from  acting  by 
sickness  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Judge  to  call 
in  and  appoint  some  other  Circuit  Judge,  or  some  Judge  of  a 
Superior  Court,  or  the  Appellate  or  Supreme  Court,  to  sit  upon 
such  Board  of  Arbitrators,  and  such  appointed  Judge  shall  have 
the  same  power  and  perform  the  same  duties  as  member  of  the 
Board  of  Arbitration  as  are  by  this  act  vested  in  and  charged 
upon  the  Circuit  Judge  regularly  sitting,  and  he  shall  receive  the 
same  compensation  now  provided  by  law  to  a  Judge  sitting  by 
appointment  upon  a  change  of  Judge  in  civil  cases,  to  be  paid 
in  the  same  way. 

Sec.  14.  If  the  parties  to  any  such  labor  controversy  as  is 
defined  in  section  4  of  this  act  shall  have  failed  at  the  end  of 
five  days  after  the  first  communication  of  said  Labor  Com- 
mission with  them  to  adjust  their  differences  amicably,  or  to 
agree  to  submit  the  same  to  arbitration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Labor  Commission  to  proceed  at  once  to  investigate  the 
facts  attending  the  disagreement.  In  this  investigation  the 
Commission  shall  be  entitled,  upon  request,  to  the  presence  and 
assistance  of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State,  in  person  or  by 
deputy,  whose  duty  it  is  hereby  made  to  attend  without  delay, 
upon  request  by  letter  or  telegram  from  the  Commission.  For 
the  purpose  of  such  investigation  the  Commission  shall  have 
power  to  issue  subpoenas,  and  each  of  the  Commissioners  shall 
have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  afiSrmations.  Such  subpcena 
shall  be  under  the  seal  of  the  Commission  and  signed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commission,  or  a  member  of  it,  and  shall  com- 
mand the  attendance  of  the  person  or  persons  named  in  it  at  a 
time  and  place  named,  which  subpcena  may  be  served  and  re- 
turned as  other  process  by  any  Sheriff  or  Constable  in  the  State. 
In  case  of  disobedience  of  any  such  subpoena,  or  the  refusal  of 
any  witness  to  testify,  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county  within 
which  the  subpoena  was  issued,  or  the  Judge  thereof  in  vacation, 
shall,  upon  the  application  of  the  Labor  Commission,  grant  a 
rule  against  the  disobeying  person  or  persons,  or  the  person 
refusing  to  testify,  to  show  cause  forthwith  why  he  or  they 
should  not  obey  such  subpoena,  or  testify  as  required  by  the 
Commission,  or  be  adjudged  guilty  of  contempt,  and  in  such 
proceedings  such  court,  or  the  Judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall

be  empowered  to  compel  obedience  to  such  subpoena  as  in  the 
case  of  subpoena  issued  under  the  order  and  by  authority  of  the 
court,  or  to  compel  a  witness  to  testify  as  witnesses  in  court  are 
compelled  to  testify.  But  no  person  shall  be  required  to  attend 
as  a  witness  at  any  place  outside  the  county  of  his  residence. 
Witnesses  called  by  the  Labor  Commission  under  this  section 
shall  be  paid  $1.00  per  diem  fees  out  of  the  expense  fund  pro- 
vided by  this  act,  if  such  payment  is  claimed  at  the  time  of  their 
examination. 

Sec.  15.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  investigation  authorized 
by  the  last  preceding  section,  the  Labor  Commission  shall  forth- 
with report  the  facts  thereby  disclosed  affecting  the  merits  of  the 
controversy  in  succinct  and  condensed  form  to  the  Grovemor, 
who,  unless  he  shall  perceive  good  reason  to  the  contrary,  shall 
at  once  authorize  such  report  to  be  given  out  for  publication. 
And  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  such  report  shall  be 
printed  under  the  direction  of  the  Commission  and  a  copy  shall 
be  supplied  to  any  one  requesting  the  same. 

Sec.  16.  Any  employer  shall  be  entitled,  in  his  response  to 
the  inquiries  made  of  him  by  the  Commission  in  the  investigation 
provided  for  in  the  two  last  preceding  sections,  to  submit  in 
writing  to  the  Commission,  a  statement  of  any  facts  material  to 
the  inquiry,  the  publication  of  which  would  be  likely  to  be  in- 
jurious to  his  business,  and  the  facts  so  stated  shall  be  taken 
and  held  as  confidential,  and  shall  not  be  disclosed  in  the  report 
or  otherwise. 

Sec.  17.  Said  Commissioners  shall  receive  a  compensation 
of  ten  dollars  each  per  diem  for  the  time  actually  expended,  and 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  while  absent  from  home 
in  the  performance  of  duty,  and  each  of  the  two  members  of  a 
Board  of  Arbitration  chosen  by  the  parties  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  the  days  occu* 
pied  in  service  upon  the  Board.  The  Attorney- General,  or  his 
deputy,  shall  receive  his  necessary  and  actual  traveling  expenses 
while  absent  from  home  in  the  service  of  the  Commission.  Such 
compensation  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of 
State  upon  warra»it8  drawn  by  the  Auditor  upon  itemized  and 
verified  accounts  of  time  spent  and  expenses  paid.  All  such 
accounts,  except  those  of  the  Commissioners,  shall  be  certified 
as  correct  by  the  Commissioners,  or  one  of  them,  and  the 
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accounts  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  certified  by  the  Secretai*y 
of  the  Commission.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  policy  of 
this  act  that  the  arbitrations  and  investigations  provided  for  in 
it  shall  be  conducted  with  all  reasonable  promptness  and  dis- 
patch, and  no  member  of  any  Board  of  Arbitration  shall  be 
allowed  payment  for  moi*e  than  fifteen  days'  service  in  any  one 
arbitration,  and  no  Commissioner  shall  be  allowed  payjnent  for 
more  than  ten  days'  service  in  the  making  of  the  investigation 
provided  for  in  section  14  and  sections  following. 

Sec.  18.  For  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commission,  the  compensation  of  the  Commissioners  and 
other  arbitrators,  the  traveling  and  hotel  expenses  herein  author- 
ized to  be  paid,  and  for  witness  fees,  printing,  stationei-y, 
postage,  telegrams  and  office  expenses  there  is  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  1897  and 
five  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  1898. 


IDAHO. 


Thd  following  bill,  having  remained  with  the  governor  more  than  ten  secular 
days  after  the  legislature  adjourned,  became  a  law  March  20, 1897. 

An  Aot  to  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration,  for  the 
Settlement  of  Differences  between  Employees  and  their 
*    Employers  and  to  provide  for  Iiocal  Boards  of  Arbi- 
tration subordinate  thereto. 

Be  ii  enacted  by  Vie  LegislaLure  of  the  Stale  of  Idaho : 

Section  1.  The  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  shall,  on  or  before  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  ninety-seven,  appoint  three  competent  per- 
sons to  serve  as  a  State  board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  One  of  them  shall  be  an 
employer  or  selected  from  some  association  representing  em- 
ployers of  labor;  one  of  them  shall  be  selected  from  some 
labor  organization  and  not  an  employer  of  labor ;  the  third  shall 
be  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other  two ;  Pro- 
vided,  however^  That  if  the  two  appointed  do  not  agree  on  the 
third  man  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  he  shall  then  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor.     On  or  before  the  fourth  day  of 
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March,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  the  Governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  three  mem- 
bers of  said  board  in  the  manner  above  provided ;  one  to  serve 
for  six  years ;  one  for  four  years ;  and  one  for  two  years ;  or 
until  their  respective  successors  are  appointed ;  and  on  or  before 
the  fourth  day  of  March  of  each  year  during  which  the  legis- 
lature of  this  State  is  in  its  regular  biennial  session  thereafter, 
the  Governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint  one  member  of 
said  board  to  succeed  the  member  whose  term  then  expires  and 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  six  years  or  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed. If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall  in 
the  same  manner  appoint  some  one  to  serve  out  the  unexpired 
term ;  and  he  may  in  like  manner  remove  any  member  of  said 
board.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  thereof. 
They  shall  at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  mem- 
bers as  chairman.  Said  board  shall  choose  one  of  its  members 
as  secretary  and  may  also  appoint  and  remove  a  clerk  of  the 
board,  who  shall  receive  pay  only  for  time  during  which  his  ser- 
vices are  actually  required  and  that  at  a  rate  of  not  more  than 
four  dollars  per  day  during  such  time  as  he  may  be  employed. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its  organ- 
ization, establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Governor  and  Senate. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference,  not  in- 
volving questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  at  law  or 
bill  in  equity,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  individual, 
co-partnership  or  corporation,  and  his  employees  if  at  the  time 
he  employs  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general 
line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  or  village  or  county  in  this 
State,  the  board  shall  upon  application  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the 
dispute  and  make  careful  inquiiy  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all 
persons  interested  therein  who  may  come  before  them,  advise 
the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or 
submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  make 
a  written  decision  thereof.  This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made 
public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to  be  kept 
by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement  thereof 
published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the 
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said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with  the  County 
Recorder  of  the  county  where  such  business  is  carried  on. 

Sec.  4.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employees  in  the  department  of  the  busi- 
ness in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their  duly 
authorized  agent  or  by  both  parties  and  shall  contain  a  concise 
statement  of  the  grievance  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  con- 
tinue in  the  business  or  at  work  without  any  lockout  or  strike 
until  the  decision  of  said  board  if  it  shall  be  made  in  three  weeks 
of  the  date  of  filing  said  application,  when  an  application  is 
signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of  such 
employees,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such  agent  is  duly 
aotborized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employees,  but  the  names 
of  the  employees  giving  such  authonty  shall  be  kept  secret  by 
said  board.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  said  appli- 
cation, the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereof ;  but  public 
notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  controversy 
join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written  request 
that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  be  made, 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such  manner  as 
the  board  may  order  and  the  board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the 
proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be  given,  notwithstanding 
such  request.  Should  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to  per- 
form the  promise  made  iu  said  application,  the  board  shall  pro- 
ceed no  further  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
adverse  party.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to  summons  as 
witness  any  operative  in  the  departments  of  business  affected, 
and  any  person,  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those 
departments  and  to  examine  them  under  oath  and  to  require  the 
production  of  books  containing  the  record  of  wages  paid.  Sum- 
mons may  be  signed  and  oaths  administered  by  any  member  of 
the  board. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided  and  render  a 
written  decision  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  shall 
be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board  and  published  at  the 
discretion  of  the  same,  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to  the 
Governor  of  the  State  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  of 
each  year. 
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Sec.  6.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
join  in  said  application  for  six  months,  or  until  either  party  has 
given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  not  to  be  bound 
by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  therefrom.  Said 
notice  may  be  given  to  said  employees  by  posting  the  same  in 
three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or  factory,  mill  or  at  the 
mine  where  they  work  or  are  employed. 

Sec.  7.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as  de- 
scribed in  Section  3  of  this  act  may  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute, in  writing  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation, 
such  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer 
may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employees  or  their 
duly  authorized  agent,  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators  so  desig- 
nated may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board. 

Such  boai-d  shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  referred  to  it,  have 
and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might  have 
and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  whatever  binding  effect 
may  be  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  in  the  written 
submission. 

The  Jurisdiction  of  such  board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect 
to  the  matters  submitted  to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the 
advice  and  assistance  of  the  state  board.  The  decision  of  such 
board  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  of  the  close  of  any 
h'earing  held  by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be  filed  with  the 
recorder  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference 
arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  state  board. 
Each  of  such  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
treasury  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference 
that  is  the  subject  of  the  arbitration  exists,  if  such  payment  is 
approved  in  writing  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  such 
county,  the  sum  of  thr^e  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service, 
not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration,  whenever  it  is 
made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  a  county  that  a  strike  or  lockout  such  as  described  in 
Section  8  of  this  act  is  seriously  threatened  or  actually  occurs, 
the  mayor  of  such  city  or  the  board  of  commissioners  of  such 
county  shall  at  once  notify  the  state  board  of  the  facts. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
state  board,  either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the 
board  of  commissioners  of  a  county,  as  provided  in  the  precede 
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ing  section  or  otherwise,  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously 
threatened  or  has  actually  occurred  in  any  county  or  town  of 
the  State,  involving  an  employer  and  his  present  or  past  em- 
ployees, if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or  up  to  the  occurrence 
of  the  strike  or  lockout  was  employing  not  less  than  twenty-five 
persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any  county  or 
town  in  the  State,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  board  to  put 
itself  in  communication  as  soon  as  may  be  with  such  employer, 
and  employees,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable 
settlement  between  them,  or  to  endeavor  to  persuade  them; 
Provided^  That  a  strike  or  lockout  has  not  actually  occuiTed 
or  is  not  then  continuing,  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  a 
local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation,  as  above  pro\dded, 
or  to  the  State  board ;  and  said  State  board  may,  if  it  deems  it 
advisable,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  controversy, 
and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible  or  blame- 
worthy for  the  existence  or  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may 
make  and  publish  a  report  finding  such  cause  or  causes  and 
assigning  such  responsibility  or  blame.  The  board  shall  have 
the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes  as  are  given  it  by 
Section  3  of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  Witnesses  summoned  by  the  State  board  shall  be 
allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in  excess  of 
two  houi*8,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents,  a  mile  for  travel  each 
way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment  or  business  to 
the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each  witness  shall 
certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and  attendance,  and 
the  amount  due  him  shall  be  paid  forthwith  by  the  board,  and 
for  such  purpose  the  board  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  from  the 
ti*easury  of  the  State  for  the  payment  thereof  any  of  the  unap- 
propriated moneys  of  the  State. 

Sec.  10.  The  members  of  said  state  board  shall  be  paid  six 
dollars  per  day  for  each  day  that  they  are  actually  engaged 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
of  the  State,  and  they  shall  be  allowed  their  necessary  traveling 
and  other  expenses,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  ti^easury  of 
the  State.

COLOBADO. 

[Chapter  2  op  the  Sbssioit  Laws  or  1897*    Approved  March  31.'\ 

An  Act  creating  a  State  and  local  Boards  of  Arbitration 
and  providing  for  the  adjustment  of  differences  between 
Employers  and  Employes  and  defining  the  powers  and 
duties  thereof  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Be  U  entteted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Stale  of  Colorculo: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  a  State  Board  of 
Arbitration  consisting  of  three  members,  which  shall  be  charged, 
among  other  duties  provided  by  this  Act,  with  the  consideration 
and  settlement  by  means  of  arbitration,  conciliation  and  adjust- 
ment, when  possible,  of  strikes,  lockouts  and  labor  or  wage 
controversies  arising  between  employers  and  employes. 

Section  2.  Immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  the 
Governor  shall  appoint  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration,  consisting 
of  three  qualified  resident  citizens  of  the  State  of  Colorado  and 
above  the  age  of  thirty  years.  One  of  the  members  of  said 
Board  shall  be  selected  from  the  ranks  of  active  members  of 
bona  fide  labor  organizations  of  the  State  of  Colorado,  and  one 
shall  be  selected  from  active  employers  of  labor  or  from  organi- 
zations representing  employers  of  labor.  The  third  member 
of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  from  a  list 
which  shall  not  consist  of  more  than  six  names  selected  from 
entirely  disinterested  ranks  submitted  by  the  two  members  of 
the  Boanl  above  designated.  If  any  vacancy  should  occur  in 
said  Board,  the  Governor  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  appoint 
an  eligible  citizen  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  as  herein 
before  provided. 

Section  3.  The  third  member  of  said  Board  shall  be  Secre- 
tary thereof,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as 
a  member  of  the  Board,  to  keep  a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the 
pmceedings  of  the  Board  and  perform  such  clerical  work  as 
may  be  necessary  for  a  concise  statement  of  all  official  business 
that  may  be  transacted.  He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  docu- 
ments and  testimony  of  an  official  character  relating  to  the 
business  of  the  Board ;  and  shall  also  have,  under  direction  of 
a  majority  of  the  Board,  power  to  issue  subpcenas,  to  administer 
oaths  to  witnesses  cited  before  the  Board,  to  call  for  and  exam- 
ine books,  papei*s  and  documents  necessary  for  examination  in 
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the  adjustment  of  labor  differences,  with  the  same  authority  to 
enforce  their  production  as  is  possessed  by  courts  of  record 
or  the  judges  thereof  in  this  State. 

Section  4.  Said  members  of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  shall 
take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of  office,  and  be 
sworn  to  the  due  and  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
same.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  set  apart  and  furnish  an 
office  in  the  State  Capitol  for  the  proper  and  convenient  trans- 
action of  the  business  of  said  Board. 

Section  5.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any 
oature  shall  arise  between  employer  and  employes,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same  directly  to  said  Board, 
in  case  such  parties  elect  to  do  so,  and  shall  jointly  notify  said 
Board  or  its  Clerk  in  writing  of  such  desire.  Whenever  such 
notification  is  given  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  to  pro- 
ceed with  as  little  delay  as  possible  to  the  locality  of  such  griev- 
ance or  dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  such 
grievance  or  dispute.  The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dispute 
shall  thereupon  submit  to  said  Board  in  writing,  clearly  and  in 
detail,  their  grievances  and  complaints  and  the  cause  or  causes 
therefor,  and  severally  agree  in  writing  to  submit  to  the  deci- 
sion of  said  Board  as  to  the  matters  so  submitted,  promising 
and  agreeing  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work,  without  a 
lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  is  rendered  by  the  Board, 
provided  such  decision  shall  be  given  within  ten  days  after  the 
completion  of  the  investigation.  The  Board  shall  thereupon 
proceed  to  fully  investigate  and  inquire  into  the  matters  in  con- 
troversy and  to  take  testimony  under  oath  in  relation  thereto ; 
and  shall  have  power  under  its  Chairman  or  Clerk  to  administer 
oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  the 
production  of  books  and  papers  in  like  manner  and  with  the 
same  powers  as  provided  for  in  Section  3  of  this  Act. 

Section  6.  After  the  matter  has  been  fully  heard,  the  said 
Board,  or  a  majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days, 
render  a  decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  them  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the 
nature  of  the  decision  and  the  points  disposed  of  by  them. 
The  Clerk  of  said  Board  shall  file  four  copies  of  such  decision, 
one  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  copy  served  to  each  of  the 
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parties  to  the  controversy,  and  one  copy  retained  by  the 
Board. 

Section  7.  Whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occur  or 
seriously  threaten  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and  shall  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  or  any  one  thereof 
by  a  written  notice  from  cither  of  the  parties  to  such  threatened 
strike  or  lockout,  or  from  the  Mayor  or  Clerk  of  the  city  or 
town,  or  from  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  district  where 
such  strike  or  lockout  is  threatened,  it  shall  be  their  duty,  and 
they  are  hereby  directed,  to  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  to 
the  locality  of  such  strike  or  lockout  and  put  themselves  in 
communication  with  the  parties  to  the  controversy  and  endeavor 
by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  of  such  contro- 
versy, and,  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  deemed  best,  to  inquire 
into  the  cause  or  causes  of  the  controversy :  and  to  that  end 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  subpoena  witnesses,  compel 
their  attendance,  and  send  for  persons  and  papers  in  like  man- 
ner and  with  the  same  powers  as  it  is  authorized  by  Section  3  of 
this  Act. 

Section  8.  The  fees  of  witnesses  before  said  Board  of  Ar- 
lyitration  shall  be  two  dollars  ($2.00)  for  each  day's  attendance, 
«nd  five  (5)  cents  per  mile  over  the  nearest  traveled  routes  in 
going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  where  attendance  is  re- 
quised  by  the  Board.  All  subpoenas  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  and  may  be  served  by  any  person  of 
legal  age  authorized  by  the  Board  to  serve  the  same. 

Section  9«  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as 
desevibed  in  Section  5  of  this  Act  may  submit  the  mattera  in 
dispute  in  writing  to  a  local  Board  of  Arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion ;  said  Board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon  or  the 
employer  may  designate  one  of  such  arbitrators,  the  employes 
or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators 
so  designated  may  choose  a  third  who  shall  be  Chairman  of 
such  local  Board ;  sibch  Board  shall  in  respect  to  tbe  matters 
Inferred  to  it  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  State 
Board  might  have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  such 
binding  effect  as. may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  to  tbe  con- 
troversy <in  the  written  submission.  The  jurisdiction  of  such 
local  Board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matter  submitted 
to  it,  twt  it  may  ask  «iid  receive  the  advice  and  assistance  of 
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the  State  Board.  Such  local  Board  shall  render  its  decision  in 
writing,  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  any  hearing  held  by 
it,  and  shall  file  a  copy  thereof  with  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board.  Each  of  sach  local  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive from  the  Treasurer  of  the  city,  village  or  town  in  which 
the  controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  arbitration 
exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  such  city, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  such  village,  or  the  Town  Board  of 
such  town,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  ser- 
vice not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration :  Provided, 
that  when  such  hearing  is  held  at  some  point  having  no  organ- 
ized town  or  city  government,  in  such  case  the  costs  of  such 
hearing  shall  be  paid  jointly  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy : 
Provided  further  that  in  the  event  of  any  local  Board  of  Arbi- 
tration or  a  majority  thereof  failing  to  agree  within  ten  (10) 
days  after  any  case  being  placed  in  their  hands,  the  State  Boaixl 
shall  be  called  upon  to  take  charge  of  said  case  as  provided  by 
this  Act. 

Section  10.  Said  State  Board  shall  report  to  the  Governor 
annually,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  in  each 
year,  the  work  of  the  Board,  which  shall  include  a  concise  state- 
ment of  all  cases  coming  before  the  Board  for  adjustment. 

Section  1 1 .  The  Secretarv  of  State  shall  be  authorized  and 
instructed  to  have  printed  for  circulation  one  thousand  (1,000) 
copies  of  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  provided  the 
volume  shall  not  exceed  four  hundred  (400)  pages. 

Section  12.  Two  members  of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  shall 
each  receive  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  annually, 
and  shall  be  allowed  all  money  actually  and  necessarily  ex- 
pended for  traveling  and  other  necessary  expenses  while  in  the 
performance  of  the  duties  of  their  office.  The  member  herein 
designated  to  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  receive  a 
salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200)  per  annum.  The 
salaries  of  the  members  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  instalments 
by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  the  warrants  issued  by  the  Auditor 
of  the  State.  The  other  expenses  of  the  Board  shall  be  paid 
in  like  manner  upon  approved  vouchers  signed  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  and  the  Secretary  thereof. 

Section  13.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
shall  be  as  follows :  That  of  the  members  who  are  to  be  selected 
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from  the  ranks  of  labor  organizations  and  from  the  active  em- 
ployers of  labor  shall  be  for  two  years,  and  thereafter  every 
two  years  the  Governor  shall  appoint  one  from  each  class  for 
the  period  of  two  years.  The  thiixl  member  of  the  Board  shall 
be  appointed  as  herein  provided  every  two  years.  The  Gov- 
ernor shall  have  power  to  remove  any  members  of  said  Board 
for  cause  and  fill  any  vacancy  occasioned  thereby. 

Section  14.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  there  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  General 
Revenue  Fund  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars  for  the  fiscal 
years  1897  and  1898,  only  one-half  of  which  shall  be  used  in 
each  year,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

Section  15.  In  the  opinion  of  the  General  Assembly  an 
emei'gency  exists ;  therefore,  this  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be 
in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 


WYOMING. 

Wyoming  was  admitted  to  the  Union  on  July  11,  1890. 
Article  5  of  the  Constitution  has  the  following  provisions  for 
the  arbitration  of  labor  disputes : 

Section  28.  The  legislature  shall  establish  courts  of  arbitral 
tion,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  hear,  and  determine  all  differ- 
ences, and  controversies  between  organizations  or  associations 
of  laborers,  and  their  employers,  which  shall  be  submitted  to 
them  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  may  provide. 

Section  30.  Appeals  from  decisions  of  compulsory  boards 
of  arbitration  shall  be  allowed  to  the  supreme  court  of  the 
state,  and  the  manner  of  taking  such  appeals  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

IOWA. 

An  Act  to  Authorize  the  Creation  and  to  Provide  for  the 
Operation  of  Tribunals  of  Voluntary  Arbitration  to 
Adjust  Industrial  Disputes  between  Employers  and 
Employed. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Biate  of  Iowa: 

Section  1.  That  the  district  court  of  each  county,  or  a 
judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall  have  power,  and  upon  the  pres- 
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entalion  of  a  petition^  or  of  the  agreement  hereinafter  named,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court,  or  a  judge  thereof  in  vacation, 
to  issue  in  the  form  hereinafter  named,  a  license  or  authority 
for  the  establishment  within  and  for  each  county  of  tribunals 
for  voluntary  arbitration  and  settlement  of  disputes  between 
employers  and  employed  in  the  manufacturing,  mechanical  or 
mining  industries. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  petition  or  agreement  shall  be  substantially 
in  the  form  hereinafter  given,  and  the  petition  shall  be  signed 
by  at  least  twenty  person  employed  as  workmen,  and  by  four 
or  more  separate  firms,  individuals,  or  corporations  within  the 
county,  or  by  at  least  four  employers,  each  of  whom  shall  em- 
ploy at  least  five  workmen,  or  by  the  representative  of  a  firm, 
corporation  or  individual  employing  not  less  than  twenty  men 
in  their  trade  or  industry ;  provided,  that  at  the  time  the  peti- 
tion is  presented,  the  judge  before  whom  said  petition  is  pre- 
sented may,  upon  motion  require  testimony  to  be  taken  as  to 
the  representative  character  of  said  petitioners,  and  if  it 
appears  that  said  petitioners  do  not  represent  the  will  of  a 
majority,  or  at  least  one-half  of  each  party  to  the  dispute, 
the  license  for  the  establishment  of  said  tnbunal  may  be  de- 
nied, or  may  make  such  other  order  in  this  behalf  as  to  him 
shall  seem  fair  to  both  sides. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  said  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  requisite 
number  of  both  employers  and  workmen,  and  be  in  proper  form 
and  contain  the  names  of  the  persons  to  compose  the  tribunal, 
being  an  equal  number  of  employers  and  workmen,  the  judge 
shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  issued  a  license  substantially  in 
the  form  hereinafter  given,  authorizing  the  existence  of  such 
tribunal  and  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  there- 
of, and  an  entry  of  the  license  so  granted  shall  be  made  upon 
the  journal  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  peti- 
tion originated. 

Sec.  4.  Said  tribunal  shall  continue  in  existence  for  one  year 
from  date  of  the  license  creating  it,  and  may  take  jurisdiction 
of  any  dispute  between  employere  and  workmen  in  any  mechan- 
ical, manufacturing,  or  mining  industry,  or  business,  who  shall 
have  petitioned  for  the  tribunal,  or  have  been  represented  in  the 
petition  therefor,  or  who  may  submit  their  disputes  in  writing 
to  such  tribunal  for  decision.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  mem- 
bership of  the  tribunal  shall  be  filled  by  the  judge  or  court  that 
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licensed  said  tribunal,  from  three  names,  presented  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  tribunal  remaining  in  that  class,  in  which  the  vacan- 
cies occur.  The  removal  of  any  member  to  an  adjoining  county, 
shall  not  cause  a  vacancy  in  either  the  tribunal  or  post  of  umpire. 
Disputes  occurring  in  one  county  may  be  referred  to  a  tribunal 
already  existing  in  an  adjoining  county.  The  place  of  umpire 
in  any  of  said  tribunals  and  vacancies  occurring  in  such  place, 
shall  only  be  filled  by  the  mutual  choice  of  the  whole  of  the 
representatives,  of  both  employers  and  workmen  constituting 
the  tribunal,  immediately  upon  the  organization  of  the  same, 
and  the  umpire  shall  be  called  upon  to  act  after  disagreement 
is  manifested  in  the  tribunal  by  failure  during  three  meetings 
held  and  full  discussion  had.  His  award  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive upon  such  matters  only  as  are  submitted  to  him  in 
writing  and  signed  by  the  whole  of  the  members^  of  the  tri- 
bunal, or  by  parties  submitting  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  tribunal  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  two 
employei-s  or  their  representatives,  and  two  workmen  or  their 
representatives.  The  exact  number  which  shall  in  each  case 
constitute  the  tribunal,  shall  be  inserted  in  the  petition  or  agree- 
ment, and  they  shall  be  named  in  the  license  issued.  The  said 
tribunal,  when  convened  shall  be  organized  by  the  selection  of 
one  of  their  members  as  chairman  and  one  as  secretary,  who 
shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members,  or  if  such 
majority  cannot  be  had  after  two  votes,  then  by  secret  ballot, 
or  by  lot,  as  they  prefer. 

Sec.  6.  The  members  of  the  tribunal  shall  receive  no  com- 
pensation for  their  services  from  the  city  or  county,  but  the  ex- 
penses of  the  tribunal,  other  than  fuel,  light  and  the  use  of  the 
room  and  furniture,  may  be  paid  by  voluntary  subscription, 
which  the  tribunal  is  authorized  to  receive  and  expend  for  such 
purposes.  The  sessions  of  said  tribunal  shall  be  held  at  the 
county  seat  of  the  county  where  the  petition  for  the  same  was 
presented,  and  a  room  in  the  court  house  or  elsewhere  for  the 
use  of  said  tribunal  shall  be  j)rovided  by  the  county  board  of 
supervisors. 

Sec.  7.  When  no  umpire  is  acting,  the  chairman  of  the  tri- 
bunal shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  to  all  witnesses  who 
may  be  produced,  and  a  majority  of  said  tribunal  may  provide 
for  the  examination  and  investigation  of  books,  documents  and 
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accoants  pertaining  to  the  matters  in  hearing  before  the  tribunal, 
and  belonging  to  either  party  to  the  dispute ;  provided^  that  the 
tribunal  may  unanimously  direct  that  instead  of  producing 
books,  papers  and  accounts  before  the  tribunal,  an  accountant 
agreed  upon  by  the  entire  tribunal  may  be  appointed  to  examine 
such  books,  papers  and  accounts,  and  such  accountant  shall  be 
sworn  to  well  and  truly  examine  such  books,  documents  and 
accounts,  as  may  be  presented  to  him,  and  to  report  the  results 
of  such  examination  in  writing  to  said  tribunal.  Before  such 
examination,  the  information  desired  and  required  by  the  tri- 
bunal shall  be  plainly  stated  in  writing,  and  presented  to  said 
accountant,  which  statement  shall  be  signed  by  the  members  of 
said  tribunal,  or  by  a  majority  of  each  class  thereof.  Attorneys 
at  law  or  other  agents  of  either  party  to  the  dispute,  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  appear  or  take  part  in  any  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  tribunal,  or  before  the  umpire. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  umpire  is  acting  he  shall  preside  and  he 
shall  have  all  the  power  of  the  chairman  of  the  tribunal,  and  his 
determination  upon  all  questions  of  evidence,  or  other  questions 
in  conducting  the  inquiries  there  pending,  shall  be  final.  Com- 
mittees of  the  tribunal  consisting  of  an  equal  number  of  each 
class  may  be  constituted  to  examine  into  any  question  in  dis- 
pute between  employers  and  workmen  which  may  have  been  re- 
ferred to  said  committee  by  the  tribunal,  and  such  committee 
may  hear,  and  settle  the  same  finally,  when  it  can  be  done  by  a 
unanimous  vote ;  otherwise  the  same  shall  be  reported  to  the 
full  tribunal,  and  be  there  heard  as  if  the  question  had  not  been 
referred.  The  said  tribunal  in  connection  with  the  said  um- 
pire shall  have  power  to  make  or  ordain  and  enforce  rules  for 
the  government  of  the  body  when  in  session  to  enable  the  busi- 
ness to  be  proceeded  with,  in  order,  and  to  fix  its  sessions  and 
adjournments,  but  such  rules  shall  not  conflict  with  this  statute 
nor  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
Iowa. 

Sec.  9.  Before  the  umpire  shall  proceed  to  act,  the  question 
or  questions  in  dispute  shall  be  plainly  defined  in  writing  and 
signed  by  the  members  of  the  tribunal,  or  a  majority  thereof  of 
each  class,  or  by  the  parties  submitting  the  same,  and  such 
writing  shall  contain  the  submission  of  the  decision  thereof  to 
the  umpire  by  name,  and  shall  provide  that  his  decision  thereon. 
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after  hearing  shall  be  final.  The  umpire  shall  be  sworn  to  im- 
partially decide  all  questions  that  may  be  submitted  to  him  dur- 
ing his  term  of  office.  The  submission  and  his  award  may  be 
made  in  the  form  hereinafter  given,  and  said  umpire  must  make 
his  award  within  ten  days  from  the  time  the  question  or  ques- 
tions in  dispute  are  submitted  to  him.  Said  award  shall  be 
made  to  the  tribunal ;  and  if  the  award  is  for  a  specific  sum  of 
money,  said  award  may  be  made  a  matter  of  record  by  filing  a 
copy  thereof  in  the  district  court  of  the  county  wherein  the  tri- 
bunal is  in  session.  When  so  entered  of  record  it  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive,  and  the  proper  court  may,  on  motion  of  any  one 
interested  enter  judgment  thereon ;  and  when  the  award  is  for 
a  specific  sum  of  money  may  issue  final  and  other  process  to 
enforce  the  same. 

Sec.  10.  The  form  of  the  joint  petition  or  agreement  pray- 
ing for  a  tribunal  under  this  act  shall  be  as  follows :

the  case  may  be) : 

The  subscribers  hereto  being  the  number,  and  having  the  qualifica- 
tions required  in  this  proceeding,  being  desirous  of  establishing  a 
tribunal  of  voluntary  arbitration  for  the  settlement  of  disputes  in  the 
(here  name  the  branch  of  industry),  trade,  and  having  agreed  upon 
A,  B,  C,  I),  and  £  representing  the  employers,  and  G,  H,  I,  J,  and  K 
representing  the  workmen,  as  members  of  said  tribunal,  who  each 
are  qualified  to  act  thereon,  pray  that  a  license  for  a  tribunal  in  the 
trade  may  be  issued  to  said  persons  named  above.

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KANSAS. 

An  Aot  to  establish  boards  of  arbitration,  and  defining 

their  powers  and  duties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Stale  of  Kansas  .* 

Section  1.  That  the  district  court  of  each  county,  or  a 
judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall  have  the  power,  and  upon  the 
preseutatioD  of  a  petition  as  hereinafter  provided  it  shall  be 
the  duty,  of  said  court  or  judge  to  issue  a  license  or  authority 
for  the  establishment  within  ai^i  for  any  county  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  said  court,  of  a  tribunal  for  voluntary  arbitra- 
tion and  settlements  of  disputes  between  employers  and  em- 
ployed in  the  manufacturing,  mechanical,  mining  and  other 
industries. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  petition  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
hereinafter  given,  and  the  petition  shall  be  signed  by  at  least 
five  persons  employed  as  workmen,  or  by  two  or  more  separate 
firms,  individuals,  or  corporations  within  the  county  who  are 
employers  within  the  county :  Provided^  That  at  the  time  the 
petition'  is  presented,  the  judge  before  whom  said  petition  is 
presented  may,  upon  motion,  require  testimony  to  be  taken  as 
to  the  representative  character  of  said  petitioners,  and  if  it 
appears  that  the  requisite  number  of  said  petitioners  are  not  of 
the  character  they  represent  themselves  to  be,  the  establishment 
of  the  said  tribunal  may  be  denied,  or  he  may  make  such  other 
order  in  that  behalf  as  shall  to  him  seem  fair  to  both  sides. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  said  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  requisite 
number  of  either  employers  or  workmen,  and  be  in  proper  form,

Said  tribunal  shall  continue  in  existence  for  one  year, 
from  the  date  of  the  license  creating  it,  and  may  take  jurisdic- 
tion of  any  dispute  between  employers  and  workmen  in  any 
mechanical,  manufacturing,  mining,  or  other  industry,  who  may 
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Bnbmit  their  disputes  in  writing  to  such  tribunal  for  decision. 
Vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  tribunal  shall  be 
fiUed  by  the  judge  or  court  that  licensed  said  tribunal.  Disputes 
occurring  in  one  county  may  be  referred  to  a  tribunal  already 
existing  in  an  adjoining  county.  Said  court  at  the  time  of 
the  issuance  of  said  license  shall  appoint  an  umpire  for  said 
ti'ibunal,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  impartially  decide  all  questions 
that  may  be  submitted  to  him  during  his  term  of  office.  The 
umpire  shall  be  called  upon  to  act  after  disagreement  is  mani- 
fested in  the  tribunal  by  failure  to  agree  during  three  meetings 
held  and  full  discussion  had.  His  award  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive upon  such  matters  only  as  are  submitted  to  him  in  writ- 
ing and  signed  by  the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  tribunal,  or 
by  parties  submitting  the  same.  And  the  award  of  ^aid  tribunal 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  the  questions  so  submitted  to 
it :  Provided^  That  said  award  may  be  impeached  for  fraud,  ac- 
cident or  mistake. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  tribunal  when  convened  shall  be  organized 
by  the  selection  of  one  of  their  number  as  chairman,  and  one 
as  secretary,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members. 

Sec.  6.  The  members  of  the  tribunal  and  the  umpire  shall 
each  receive  as  compensation  for  their  services,  out  of  the  treas- 
ury of  the  county  in  which  said  dispute  shall  arise,  two  dollars 
for  each  day  of  actual  service.  The  sessions  of  said  tribunal 
shall  be  held  at  the  county  deat  of  the  county  where  the  petition 
for  the  same  was  presented,  and  a  suitable  room  for  the  use  of 
said  tribunal  shall  be  provided  by  the  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  7.  All  submissions  of  matters  in  dispute  shall  be  made 
to  the  chairman  of  said  tribunal,  who  shall  file  the  same.  The 
chairman  of  the  tribunal  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  to 
all  witnesses  who  may  be  produced,  and  a  majority  of  said  tribu- 
nal may  provide  for  the  examination  and  investigation  of  books, 
documents  and  accounts  necessary,  material,  and  pertainiug  to 
the  matters  in  hearing  before  the  tribunal,  and  belonging  to 
either  party  to  the  dispute.  The  umpire  shall  have  power  when 
necessary  to  administer  oaths  and  examine  witnesses,  and  ex- 
amine and  investigate  books,  documents  and  accounts  pertain- 
ing to  the  matters  submitted  to  him  for  decision. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  tribunal  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain 
and  enforce  rules  for  the  government  of  the  body,  when  in  ses- 
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sion,  to  enable  the  basiness  to  be  proceeded  with  in  order,  and 
to  fix  its  sessions  and  adjournments ;  but  such  rules  shall  not 
conflict  with  this  statute  nor  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  state :  Provided^  That  the  chairman 
of  said  tribunal  may  convene  said  tribunal  in  extra  session  at 
the  earliest  day  possible,  in  cases  of  emergency. 

Sec.  9.  Before  the  umpire  shall  proceed  to  act,  the  question 
or  questions  in  dispute  shall  be  plainly  defined  in  writing  and 
signed  by  the  members  of  the  tribunal  or  a  majority  thereof,  or 
by  the  parties  submitting  the  same ;  and  such  writing  shall  con- 
tain the  submission  of  the  decision  thereof  to  the  umpire  by  name, 
and  shall  provide  that  his  decision  thereon  after  heanng  shall  be 
final ;  and  said  umpire  must  make  his  award  within  five  days 
from  the  time  the  question  or  questions  in  dispute  are  submitted 
to  him.  Said  award  shall  be  made  to  the  tribunal ;  and  if  the 
award  is  for  a  specific  sum  of  money,  said  award  of  money,  or 
the  award  of  the  tribunal,  when  it  shall  be  for  a  specific  sum, 
may  be  made  a  matter  of  record  by  filing  a  copy  thereof  in  the 
district  court  of  the  county  whei*ein  the  tribunal  is  in  session.

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PENNSYLVANIA. 

An  Act  to  establish  boards  of  arbitration  to  settle  all 
questions  of  wages  and  other  matters  of  yariance  be*- 
tween  capital  and  labor. 

Whereas,  The  great  industries  of  this  Commonwealth  are 
frequently  suspended  by  strikes  and  lockouts  resulting  at  times 
in  criminal  violation  of  the  law  and  entailing  upon  the  State 
vast  expense  to  protect  life  and  property  and  preserve  the  pub- 
lic peace : 

And,  whereas,  No  adequate  means  exist  for  the  adjustment 
of  these  issues  between  capital  and  labor,  employers  and  em- 
ployes, upon  an  equitable  basis  where  each  party  can  meet  to- 
gether upon  terms  of  equality  to  settle  the  rates  of  compensation 
for  labor  and  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  their  branches 
of  industry  in  harmony  with  law  and  a  generous  public  senti- 
ment: Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  whenever  any  differ- 
ences arise  between  employers  and  employes  in  the  mining, 
manufacturing  or  transportation  industries  of  the  Common- 
wealth which  cannot  be  mutually  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of 
a  majority  of  all  parties  concerned,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  either 
party,  or  for  both  parties  jointly,  to  make  application  to  the 
court  of  common  pleas  wherein  the  service  is  to  be  performed 
about  which  the  dispute  has  arisen  to  appoint'  and  constitute  a 
board  of  arbitration  to  consider,  aiTange  and  settle  all  matters 
at  variance  between  them  which  must  be  fully  set  forth  in  the 
application,  such  application  to  be  in  writing  and  signed  and 
duly  acknowledged  before  a  proper  officer  by  the  representatives 
of  the  persons  employed  as  workmen,  or  by  the  representatives 
of  a  firm,  individual  or  corporation,  or  by  both,  if  the  applica- 
tion is  made  jointly  by  the  parties ;  such  applicants  to  be  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  and  the  said  application  shall  be 
filed  with  the  record  of  all  proceedings  had  in  consequence 
thereof  among  the  records  of  said  court. 

Section  2.  That  when  the  application  duly  authenticated  has 
been  presented  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  as  aforesaid,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  court,  if  in  its  judgment  the  said  applica- 
tion allege  matters  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  the  inter- 
vention of  a  board  of  arbitrators  in  order  to  preserve  the  public 
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peace,  or  promote  the  interests  and  harmony  of  labor  and  capital, 
to  grant  a  rule  on  each  of  the  parties  to  the  alleged  controversy, 
where  the  application  is  made  jointly,  to  select  three  citizens  of 
the  county  of  good  character  and  familiar  with  all  matters  in 
dispute  to  serve  as  members  of  the  said  board  of  arbitration 
which  shall  consist  of  nine  members  all  citizens  of  this  Com- 
monwealth ;  as  soon  as  the  said  members  are  appointed  by  the 
respective  parties  to  the  issue,  the  court  shall  proceed  at  once 
to  fill  the  board  by  the  selection  of  three  persons  from  the  citi- 
zens of  the  county  of  well-known  character  for  probity  and  gen- 
eral intelligence,  and  not  directly  connected  with  the  interests 
of  either  party  to  the  dispute,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated 
by  the  said  judge  as  president  of  the  board  of  arbitration. 

Where  but  one  party  makes  application  for  the  appointment  of 
such  board  of  arbitration  the  court  shall  give  notice  by  order  of 
court  to  both  parties  in  interest,  requiring  them  each  to  appoint 
three  persons  as  members  of  said  board  within  ten  days  there- 
after, and  in  case  either  party  refuse  or  neglects  to  make  such 
appointment  the  court  shall  thereupon  fill  the  board  by  the  selec- 
tion of  six  persons  who,  with  the  three  named  by  the  other  party 
in  the  controversy,  shall  constitute  said  board  of  arbitration. 

The  said  court  shall  also  appoint  one  of  the  members  thereof 
secretary  to  the  said  board,  who  shall  also  have  a  vote  and 
the  same  powers  as  any  other  member,  and  shall  also  desig- 
nate the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  said  board.  They 
shall  also  place  before  them  copies  of  all  papera  and  minutes  of 
proceedings  to  the  case  or  cases  submitted. 

Section  3.  That  when  the  board  of  arbitrators  has  been  thus 
appointed  and  constituted,  and  each  member  has  been  sworn  or 
affirmed  and  the  papers  have  been  submitted  to  them,  they 
shall  first  carefully  consider  the  records  before  them  and  then 
determine  the  rules  to  govern  their  proceedings ;  they  shall  sit 
with  closed  doors  until  their  organization  is  consummated  after 
which  their  proceedings  shall  be  public.  The  president  of  the 
board  shall  have  full  authority  to  preserve  order  at  the  sessions 
and  may  summon  or  appoint  officers  to  assist  and  in  all  ballot- 
ings  he  shall  have  a  vote.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  him  at  the 
request  of  any  two  members  of  the  board  to  send  for  persons, 
books  and  papers,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  enforce  their 
presence  and  to  require  them  to  testify  in  any  matter  before 
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the  board,  and  for  any  wilful  failure  to  appear  and  testify 
before  said  board,  when  requested  by  the  said  board,  the  per- 
son or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  thereof  in  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
the  county  where  the  offence  is  committed,  shall  be  sentenced 
to  pay  a  iSne  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  thirty  days,  either  or  both,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 

Section  4.  That  as  soon  as  the  board  is  organized  the 
president  shall  announce  that  the  sessions  are  opened  and  the 
variants  may  appear  with  their  attorneys  and  counsel,  if  they 
so  desire,  and  open  their  case,  and  in  all  proceedings  the  appli- 
cant shall  stand  as  plaintiff,  but  when  the  application  is  jointly 
made,  the  employes  shall  stand  as  plaintiff  in  the  case,  each 
party  in  turn  shall  be  allowed  a  full  and  impartial  hearing 
and  may  examine  experts  and  present  models,  drawings,  state^ 
ments  and  any  proper  matter  bearing  on  the  case,  all  of  which 
shall  be  carefully  considered  by  the  said  board  in  arriving  at 
their  conclusions,  and  the  decision  of  the  said  board  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive  of  all  matters  brought  before  them  for  ad- 
justment, and  the  said  board  of  arbitration  may  adjourn  from 
the  place  designated  by  the  court  for  holding  its  sessions,  when 
it  deems  it  expedient  to  do  so,  to  the  place  or  places  where  the 
dispute  arises  and  hold  sessions  and  personally  examine  the 
workings  and  matters  at  variance  to  assist  their  judgment. 

Section  5.  That  the  compensation  of  the  members  of  the 
board  of  arbitration  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit :  each  shall  re- 
ceive four  dollars  per  diem  and  ten  cents  per  mile  both  ways 
between  their  homes  and  the  place  of  meeting  by  the  nearest 
comfortable  routes  of  travel  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of 
the  county  where  the  arbitration  is  held,  and  witnesses  shall 
be  allowed  from  the  treasury  of  the  said  county  the  same  fees 
now  allowed  by  law  for  similar  services. 

Section  6.  That  the  board  of  arbitrators  shall  duly  execute 
their  decision  which  shall  be  reached  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
all  the  members  by  having  the  names  of  those  voting  in  the 
affirmative  signed  thereon  and  attested  by  the  secretary,  and 
their  decisions,  together  with  all  the  papers  and  minutes  of 
their  proceedings,  shall  be  returned  to  and  filed  in  the  court 
aforesaid  for  safe  keeping. 
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Section  7.  All  laws  and  paits  of  laws  incoDsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 
[^Approved  the  18th  day  of  May ^  A.D.  1893. 


TEXAS. 

[Chaptek  379.] 

An  Aot  to  provide  for  the  amicable  adjustment  of  griev- 
ances and  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
or  receiver  and  employes,  and  to  authorize  the  crea- 
tion of  a  board  of  arbitration;  to  provide  for  com- 
pensation of  said  board,  and  to  provide  penckltieB  for 
the  violation  hereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Texas :  That  whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature, 
growing  out  of  the  relation  of  employer  and  employes,  shall 
arise  or  exist  between  employer  and  employes,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful upon  mutual  consent  of  all  parties,  to  submit  all  matters 
respecting  such  grievance  or  dispute  in  writing  to  a  board  of 
arbitrators  to  hear,  adjudicate,  and  determine  the  same.  Said 
board  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  persons.  When  the  employes 
concerned  in  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  the  aforesaid  are 
members  in  good  standing  of  any  labor  organization  which  is 
represented  by  one  or  more  delegates  in  a  central  body,  the 
said  central  body  shall  have  power  to  designate  two  (2)  of  said 
arbitrators,  and  the  employer  shall  have  the  power  to  designate 
two  (2)  others  of  said  arbitrators,  and  the  said  four  arbitratora 
shall  designate  a  fifth  person  as  arbitrator,  who  shall  be  chair- 
man of  the  board.  In  case  the  employes  concerned  in  any  such 
grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are  members  in  good  standing 
of  a  labor  organization  which  is  not  represented  in  a  central 
body,  then  the  organization  of  which  they  are  members  shall 
designate  two  members  of  said  board,  and  said  board  shall  be 
organized  as  hereinbefore  provided ;  and  in  case  the  employes 
concerned  in  any  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are 
not  members  of  any  labor  organization,  then  a  majority  of  said 
employes,  at  a  meeting  duly  held  for  that  purpose,  shall  desig- 
nate two  arbitrators  for  said  board,  and  said  board  shall  be 
organized  as  hereinbefore  provided :  Provided^  that  when  the 
two  arbitrators  selected  by  the  respective  parties  to  the  contro- 
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versy,  the  district  judge  of  the  district  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  subject  matter  shall,  upon  notice  from  either  of  said  arbi- 
trators that  they  have  failed  to  agree  upon  the  fifth  arbitrator, 
appoint  said  fifth  arbitrator. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  board  as  aforesaid  selected  may  present  a 
petition  in  writing  to  the  district  judge  of  the  county  where  such 
grievance  or  dispute  to  be  arbitrated  may  arise,  signed  by  a 
majority  of  said  board,  setting  forth  in  brief  terms  the  facts 
showing  their  due  and  regular  appointment,  and  the  nature  of 
the  grievance  or  dispute  between  the  parties  to  said  arbitration, 
and  praying  the  license  or  order  of  such  judge  establishing  and 
approving  of  said  board  of  arbitration.  Upon  the  presentation 
of  said  petition  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  judge,  if  it  appear 
that  all  requirements  of  this  act  have  been  complied  with,  to 
make  an  order  establishing  such  board  of  arbitration  and  re- 
ferring the  matters  in  dispute  to  it  for  hearing,  adjudication 
and  determination.  The  said  petition  and  order,  or  a  copy 
thereof,  shall  be  filed  in  the  oflSce  of  the  district  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  the  arbitration  is  sought. 

Sec.  3.  That  when  a  controversy  involves  and  affects  the 
interests  of  two  or  more  classes  or  grades  of  employes  belong- 
ing to  different  labor  organizations,  or  of  individuals  who  are 
not  members  of  a  labor  organization,  then  the  two  arbitrators 
selected  by  the  employes  shall  be  agreed  upon  and  selected  by 
the  concurrent  action  of  all  such  labor  organizations,  and  a 
majority  of  such  individuals  who  are  not  members  of  a  labor 
organization. 

Sec.  4.  The  submission  shall  be  in  writing,  shall  be  signed 
by  the  employer  or  receiver  and  the  labor  organization  repre- 
senting the  employes,  or  any  laborer  or  laborers  to  be  affected 
by  such  arbitration  who  may  not  belong  to  any  labor  organiza- 
tion, shall  state  the  question  to  be  decided,  and  shall  contain 
appropriate  provisions  by  which  the  respective  parties  shall 
stipulate  as  follows : 

1 .  That  pending  the  arbitration  the  existing  status  prior  to 
any  disagreement  or  strike  shall  not  be  changed. 

2.  That  the  award  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  said  board  of  arbitra- 
tion is  held,  and  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  both  parties, 
unless  set  aside  for  error  of  law,  apparent  on  the  record. 
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3.  That  the  respective  parties  to  the  award  will  each  faith- 
fully execute  the  same,  and  that  the  same  may  be  specifically 
enforced  in  equity  so  far  as  the  powers  of  a  court  of  equity 
permit. 

4.  That  the  employes  dissatisfied  with  the  award  shall  not 
by  reason  of  such  dissatisfaction  quit  the  service  of  said  em- 
ployer or  receiver  before  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  nor 
without  giving  said  employer  or  receiver  thirty  days  written 
notice  of  their  intention  so  to  quit. 

5.  That  said  award  shall  continue  in  force  as  between  the 
parties  thereto  for  the  period  of  one  year  after  the  same  shall 
go  into  practical  operation,  and  no  new  arbitration  upon  the 
same  subject  between  the  same  parties  shall  be  had  until  the 
expiration  of  said  one  year. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  arbitrators  so  selected  shall  sign  a  consent 
to  act  as  such  and  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  before  some 
ofiicer  authorized  to  administer  the  same  to  faithfully  and  im- 
partially discharge  his  duties  as  such  arbitrator,  which  consent 
and  oath  shall  be  immediately  filed  in  the  oflSce  of  the  clerk  of 
the  district  court  wherein  such  arbitrators  are  to  act.  When 
said  board  is  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business  it  shall  select 
one  of  its  members  to  act  as  secretary  and  the  parties  to  the 
dispute  shall  receive  notice  of  a  time  and  place  of  hearing, 
which  shall  be  not  more  than  ten  days  after  such  agreement  to 
arbitrate  has  been  filed. 

Sec.  6.  The  chairman  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths 
and  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  production  of  books  and  papers 
and  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses  to  the  same  extent  that  such 
power  is  possessed  by  the  court  of  record  or  the  judge  thereof 
in  this  State.  The  board  may  make  and  enforce  the  rules  for 
its  government  and  transaction  of  the  business  before  it  and 
fix  its  sessions  and  adjournment,  and  shall  herein  examine  such 
witnesses  as  may  be  brought  before  the  board,  and  such  other 
proof  as  may  be  given  relative  to  the  matter  in  dispute. 

Sec.  7.  That  when  said  board  shall  have  rendered  its  ad- 
judication and  determination  its  powera  shall  cease,  unless  there 
may  be  at  the  time  in  existence  other  similar  grievances  or  dis- 
putes between  the  same  class  of  persons  mentioned  in  section  1 , 
and  in  such  case  such  persons  may  submit  their  differences  to 
said  board,  which  shall  have  power  to  act  and  adjudicate  and 
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determine  the  same  as  fully  as  if  said  board  was  originally 
created  for  the  settlement  of  sach  difference  or  differences. 

Sec.  8.  That  daring  the  pendency  of  arbitration  under  this 
act  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  employer  or  receiver  party  to 
such  arbitration,  nor  his  s^ent,  to  discharge  the  employes 
parties  thereto,  except  for  inefficiency,  violation  of  law,  or  neg- 
lect of  duty,  or  where  reduction  of  force  is  necessary,  nor  for 
the  organization  representing  such  employes  to  order,  nor  for 
the  employes  to  unite  in,  aid  or  abet  strikes  or  boycots  against 
such  employer  or  receiver. 

Sec.  9.  That  each  of  the  said  board  of  arbitrators  shall 
receive  three  dollars  per  day  for  every  day  in  actual  service,  not 
to  exceed  ten  (10)  days,  and  traveling  expenses  not  to  exceed 
five  cents  per  mile  actually  traveled  in  getting  to  or  returning 
from  the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  That  the  fees 
of  witnesses  of  aforesaid  board  shall  be  fifty  cents  for  each 
day's  attendance  and  five  cents  per  mile  traveled  by  the  nearest 
route  to  and  returning  from  the  place  where  attendance  is  re- 
quired by  the  board.  All  subpoenas  shall  be  signed  by  the  sec- 
retary of  the  board  and  may  be  served  by  any  person  of  full 
age  authorized  by  the  board  to  serve  the  same.  That  the  fees 
and  mileage  of  witnesses  and  the  per  diem  and  traveling  ex- 
penses of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  taxed  as  costs  against  either 
or  all  of  the  parties  to  such  arbitration,  as  the  board  of  arbi- 
trators may  deem  just,  and  shall  constitute  part  of  their  award, 
and  each  of  the  parties  to  said  arbitration  shall,  before  the  arbi- 
tration (arbitrators)  proceed  to  consider  the  matters  submitted 
to  them,  give  a  bond,  with  two  or  more  good  and  sufficient 
sureties  in  an  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the  boai-d  of  arbitration, 
conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all  the  expenses  connected  with 
the  said  arbitration. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  award  shall  be  made  in  triplicate.  One 
copy  shall  be  filed  in  the  district  clerk's  office,  one  copy  shall 
be  given  to  the  employer  or  receiver,  and  one  copy  to  the  em- 
ployes or  their  duly  authorized  representative.  That  the  award 
being  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  district  court,  as  herein 
before  provided,  shall  go  into  practical  operation  and  judgment 
shall  be  entered  thereon  accordingly  at  the  expiration  of  ten 
days  from  such  filing,  unless  within  such  ten  days  either  party 
shall  file  exceptions  thereto  for  matter  of  law  apparent  on  the 
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record,  in  which  case  said  award  shall  go  into  practical  oper- 
ation and  judgment  rendered  accordingly  when  such  exceptions 
shall  have  been  fully  disposed  of  by  either  said  district  court  or 
on  appeal  therefrom. 

Sec.  11.  At  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  decision  of 
the  district  court  upon  exceptions  taken  to  said  award  as  afore- 
said, judgment  shall  be  entered  in  accordance  with  said  deci- 
sion, unless  during  the  said  ten  days  either  party  shall  appeal 
therefrom  to  the  Court  of  Civil  Appeals  holding  jurisdiction 
thereof.  In  such  case  only  such  portion  of  the  record  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  appellate  court  as  is  necessary  to  the  proper 
understanding  and  consideration  of  the  questions  of  law  pre- 
sented by  said  exceptions  and  to  be  decided.  The  determination 
of  said  Court  of  Civil  Appeals  upon  said  questions  shall  be 
final,  and  being  certified  by  the  clerk  of  said  Court  of  Civil 
Appeals,  judgment  pursuant  thereto  shall  thereupon  be  entered 
by  said  district  court.  If  exceptions  to  an  award  are  finally 
sustained,  judgment  shall  be  entered  setting  aside  the  award ; 
but  in  such  case  the  parties  may  agree  upon  a  judgment  to  be 
entered  disposing  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  controversy,  which 
judgment,  when  entered,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  judgment  entered  upon  an  award. 

Sec.  12.  The  near  approach  of  the  end  of  the  session,  and 
the  great  number  of  bills  requiring  the  attention  of  the  Legis- 
lature, creates  an  imperative  public  necessity  and  an  emergency 
that  the  constitutional  rule  requiring  bills  to  be  read  in  each 
house  on  three  several  days  be  suspended,  and  it  is  so  sus- 
pended.    [^Approved  Apnl  24 j  1895. 


MARYLAND. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  reference  of  disputes  between 
employers  and  employees  to  arbitration. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  OenercU  Assembly  of  Mary- 
land^ That  whenever  any  controversy  shall  arise  between  any 
corporation  incorporated  by  this  State  in  which  this  State  may 
be  interested  as  a  stockholder  or  creditor,  and  any  persons  in  the 
employment  or  service  of  such  corporation,  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  tend  to  impair  the  useful- 
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nesB  or  prosperity  of  sach  corporation,  the  said  Board  of  Public 
Works  shall  have  power  to  demand  and  receive  a  statement  of  the 
grounds  of  said  controversy  from  the  parties  to  the  same ;  and 
if,  in  their  judgment,  there  shall  be  occasion  so  to  do,  they  shall 
have  the  right  to  propose  to  the  parties  to  said  controversy,  or 
to  any  of  them,  that  the  same  shall  be  settled  by  arbitration ; 
and  if  the  opposing  parties  to  said  controversy  shall  consent  and 
agree  to  said  arbitration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  of 
Public  Works  to  provide  in  due  form  for  the  submission  of  the 
said  controversy  to  arbitration,  in  such  manner  that  the  same 
may  be  finally  settled  and  determined ;  but  if  the  said  corpora- 
lion  or  the  said  person  in  its  employment  or  service,  so  engaged 
in  controversy  with  the  said  corporation,  shall  refuse  to  submit 
to  such  arbitration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  of 
Public  Works  to  examine  into  and  ascertain  the  cause  of  said 
controversy,  and  report  the  same  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  all  subjects  of  dispute  aris- 
ing between  corporations,  and  any  person  in  their  employment 
or  service,  and  all  subjects  of  dispute  between  employers  and 
employees,  employed  by  them  in  any  trade  or  manufacture,  may 
be  settled  and  adjusted  in  the  manner  heretofore  mentioned. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  whenever  such 
subjects  of  dispute  shall  arise  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  either  party  to  the  same  to  demand  and  have  an  arbi- 
tration or  reference  thereof  in  the  manner  following,  that  is  to 
say:  Where  the  party  complaining  and  the  pai*ty  complained 
of  shall  come  before,  or  agree  by  any  writing  under  their 
hands,  to  abide  by  the  determination  of  any  judge  or  justice 
of  the  peace,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  judge  or  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  to  hear  and  finally  determine  in  a  summary 
manner  the  matter  in  dispute  between  such  parties ;  but  if  such 
parties  shall  not  come  before,  or  so  agree  to  abide  by  the  deter- 
mination of  such  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  but  shall  agree  to 
submit  their  said  cause  of  dispute  to  arbitrators  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  such 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  and  such  judge  or  justice  of  the 
peace  is  hereby  required,  on  complaint  made  before  him,  and 
proof  that  such  agreement  for  arbitration  has  been  entered  into, 
to  appoint  arbitrators  for  settling  the  matters  in  dispute,  and 
such  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  then  and  there  propose 
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not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  foar  persons,  one-half  of  whom 
shall  be  employers  and  the  other  half  employees,  acceptable  to 
the  parties  to  the  dispute,  respectively,  who,  together  with  such 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  have  full  power  finally  to 
hear  and  determine  such  dispute. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  in  all  such  cases  of 
dispute  as  aforesaid,  as  in  all  other  cases,  if  the  parties  mutu- 
ally agree  that  the  matter  in  dispute  shall  be  arbitrated  and 
determined  in  a  different  mode  to  the  one  hereby  prescribed, 
such  agreement  shall  be  valid,  and  the  award  and  determina- 
tion thereon  by  either  mode  of  arbitration  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive  between  the  parties. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  in 
all  cases  for  an  employer  or  employee,  by  writing  under  his 
hand,  to  authorize  any  person  to  act  for  him  in  submitting  to 
arbitration  and  attending  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  every  determination 
of  dispute  by  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  be  given 
as  a  judgment  of  the  court  over  which  said  judge  presides,  and 
of  the  justice  of  the  peace  determining  the  same ;  and  the  said 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  award  execution  thereon  as 
upon  verdict,  confession  or  nonsuit ;  and  every  award  made  by 
arbitrators  appointed  by  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  under 
these'  provisions  of  this  statute,  shall  be  returned  by  said  arbi- 
trator to  the  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  by  whom  they  were 
appointed ;  and  said  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  enter  the 
same  as  an  amicable  action  between  the  parties  to  the  same  in  the 
court  presided  over  by  said  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  with 
the  same  effect  as  if  said  action  had  been  regularly  commenced 
in  said  court  by  due  process  of  law,  and  shall  thereupon  become 
a  judgment  of  said  court,  and  execution  thereon  shall  be  awarded 
as  upon  verdict,  confession  or  nonsuit ;  in  the  manner  provided 
in  article  seven  of  the  Public  General  Laws  of  Maryland ;  and 
in  all  proceedings  under  this  act,  whether  before  a  judge  or  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  or  arbitrators,  costs  shall  be  taxed  as  are 
now  allowed  by  law  in  similar  proceedings,  and  the  same  shall 
be  paid  equally  by  the  parties  to  the  dispute ;  such  award  shall 
remain  four  days  in  court  during  its  sitting,  after  the  return 
thereof,  before  any  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon ;  and  if  it 
shall  appear  to  the  court  within  that  time  that  the  same  was 
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obtained  by  fraud  or  malpractice  in  or  by  surpnse,  imposition 
or  deception  of  the  arbitrators,  or  without  due  notice  to  the  par- 
ties or  their  attorneys,  the  court  may  set  aside  such  award  and 
refuse  to  give  judgment  thereon.     \^Approved  April  i,  1878. 


MISSOUBI. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  a  board  of  mediation  and  arbitra- 
tion for  the  settlement  of  difTerenoea  between  employ- 
ers and  their  employes* 

Be  U  enacted  by  (he  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  as 

follows : 

Section  1 .  Upon  information  furnished  by  an  employer  of 
laborers,  or  by  a  committee  of  employes,  or  from  any  other 
reliable  source,  that  a  dispute  has  arisen  between  employers 
and  employes,  which  dispute  may  result  in  a  strike  or  lockout, 
the  commissioner  of  labor  statistics  and  inspection  shall  at  once 
visit  the  place  of  dispute  and  seek  to  mediate  between  the 
parties,  if,  in  his  discretion  it  is  necessary  so  to  do. 

Sec.  2.  If  a  mediation  can  not  be  effected,  the  commissioner 
may  at  his  discretion  direct  the  formation  of  a  board  of  arbi- 
tration, to  be  composed  of  two  employers  and  two  employes 
engaged  in  a  similar  occupation  to  the  one  in  which  the  dispute 
exists,  but  who  are  not  parties  to  the  dispute,  and  the  commis- 
sioner of  labor  statistics  and  inspection,  who  shall  be  president 
of  the  board. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  summon  and  examine 
witnesses  and  hear  the  matter  in  dispute,  and,  within  three  days 
after  the  investigation,  render  a  decision  thereon,  which  shall 
be  published,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  furnished  each  party  in 
dispute,  and  shall  be  final,  unless  objections  are  made  by  either 
party  within  five  days  thereafter:  Provided,  that  the  only  effect 
of  the  investigation  herein  provided  for  shall  be  to  give  the 
facts  leading  to  such  dispute  to  the  public  through  an  unbiased 
channel. 

Sec.  4.  In  no  case  shall  a  board  of  arbitration  be  formed 
when  work  has  been  discontinued,  either  by  action  of  the  em- 
ployer or  the  employes ;  should,  however,  a  lockout  or  strike 
have  occurred  before  the  commissioner  of  labor  statistics  could 
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be  notified,  he  may  oixler  the  formation  of  a  board  of  arbitra- 
tion upon  resumption  of  work. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  of  arbitration  shall  appoint  a  clerk  at 
each  session  of  the  board,  who  shall  receive  three  dollars  per  day 
for  his  services,  to  be  paid,  upon  approval  by  the  commissioner 
of  labor  statistics,  out  of  the  fund  appropriated  for  expenses 
of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics.     [^Approved  April  11^  1889. 


NORTH  DAKOTA. 

Chapter  46,  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  defining  the  duties  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Labor,  has  the  following :  — 

Section  7.  If  any  difference  shall  arise  between  any  cor- 
poration or  person,  employing  twenty-five  or  more  employes,  and 
such  employes,  threatening  to  result,  or  resulting  in  a  strike  on 
the  part  of  such  employes,  or  a  lockout  on  the  part  of  such  em- 
ployer, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner,  when  requested 
so  to  do  by  fifteen  or  more  of  said  employes,  or  by  the  em- 
ployers, to  visit  the  place  of  such  disturbance  and  diligently 
seek  to  mediate  between  such  employer  and  employes. 


NEBRASKA. 

The  law  creating  the  Bureau  of  Labor  and  Industrial  Statis- 
tics of  the  State  of  Nebraska,  defines  the  duties  of  the  chief 
oflicer  as  follows :  — 

Sec.  4.  The  duties  of  said  commissioner  shall  be  to  collect, 
collate  and  publish  statistics  and  facts  relative  to  manufacturers, 
industrial  classes,  and  material  resources  of  the  state,  and  es- 
pecially to  examine  into  the  relations  between  labor  and  capital ; 
the  means  of  escape  from  fire  and  protection  of  life  and  health 
in  factories  and  workshops,  mines  and  other  places  of  industries ; 
the  employment  of  illegal  child  labor ;  the  exaction  of  unlawful 
hours  of  labor  from  any  employee ;  the  educational,  sanitary, 
moral,  and  financial  condition  of  laborers  and  artisans ;  the  cost 
of  food,  fuel,  clothing,  and  building  material;  the  causes  of 
strikes  and  lockouts,  as  well  as  kindred  subjects  and  matters 
pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  industrial  interests  and  classes.

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THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  the   Senate  and  House  oj  Etepreeeniativee  in  General  Court 

aesembUd, 

The  subsequent  pages  of  this  report  contain 
an  account  of  the  varying  success  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation  during  the  year  1898.  The  con- 
troversies to  which  the  attention  of  the  Board 
has  been  directed  have  been  fewer  than  for  sev- 
eral years  past;  but  the  strikes  at  New  Bed- 
fordy  Brockton  and  Marlborough  have  been  suffi- 
ciently noteworthy,  and  have  exhibited  most  of 
the  usual  aspects  of  such  contests,  —  very  costly 
and  productive  of  anxiety  to  all  parties  con- 
cerned, and  as  an  experience  useful  only  to 
deter  employers  and  employees  from  entering 
again  upon  such  contests,  if  there  is  any  means 
of  avoiding  them.  It  would  not  be  difficult  to 
avoid  them,  if  only  at  the  beginning  a  careful 
examination  of  the  whole  situation,  a  frank  rec- 
ognition of  obstinate  facts  and  some  apprecia- 
tion of  the  immediate  and  remote  consequences 
to  be  expected,  could  be  made  one-half  as 
prominent  as    such    considerations    are    sure    to 
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become  before  the  effects  of  the  struggle  have 
altogether  disappeared. 

A  few  instances  of  what  is  called  "private 
arbitration,"  in  disputes  between  employer  and 
employed,  have  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Board,  but,  so  far  as  the  Board  is  informed, 
have  not  been  attended  by  any  noteworthy  cir- 
cumstances. As  in  former  years,  individual  mem- 
bers of  this  Board  have  been  at  times  invited  to 
become  part  of  such  private  board  or  committee; 
but  in  all  such  cases  it  has  been  deemed  not  ad- 
visable for  a  member  of  this  Board  to  take  part 
as  an  arbitrator  chosen  by  the  parties. 

Another  rule  of  procedure  which  for  some 
time  past  has  governed  the  action  of  the  Board 
is  that  in  directing  investigations  by  expert 
assistants  appointed  by  the  Board  and  receiv- 
ing their  compensation  from  the  Commonwealth, 
it  has  seemed  proper  to  limit  their  movements 
to  this 'state.  This  restriction  originated  in  a 
desire  to  promote  economy  in  the  expenditure 
of  public  money,  and  to  secure  a  reasonable 
degree  of  promptness  in  arriving  at  decisions. 
It  has,  however,  never  been  enforced  to  the  ex- 
tent of  excluding  any  evidence  of  prices  and 
conditions  prevailing  in  other  states,  when  such 
evidence  has  been    submitted    in   a   satisfactory 
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form,  and  under  circumstances  which  admitted 
of  reasonable  opportunity  of  verification.  Re- 
cently in  the  controversy,  still  unsettled,  in  the 
Marlborough  shoe  factories,  a  complaint  was  ex- 
pressed by  one  of  the  manufacturers  that,  by 
reason  of  the  confinement  of  expert  examinations 
within  the  bounds  of  our  own  state,  evidence 
of  actual  competition  in  other  and  neighboring 
states  could  not  be  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Board  in  an  effective  manner.  The  Board, 
after  consulting  with  His  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor, informed  the  parties  in  Marlborough  that 
if,  in  the  pending  dispute,  arbitration  should  at 
any  time  be  desired  by  both  parties,  the  Board 
would  undertake  to  extend  the  investigation  by 
expert  assistants  anywhere  within  the  limits  of 
the  six  New  England  States,  subject  only  to  the 
exercise  of  a  wise  discretion  of  the  Board  in 
view  of  the  circumstances  as  they  might  appear. 
However,  there  has  not  yet  been  any  occasion 
for  departing  from  the  usual  course  in  this  case, 
for  the  reason  that,  as  appears  elsewhere  in  this 
report,  although  arbitration  in  some  form  has 
been  proposed  by  both  parties,  they  have  re- 
mamed  widely  at  variance  concerning  the  con- 
ditions to  be  established  by  agreement  as  pre- 
liminaries to  arbitration. 
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The  controversies  of  which  the  Board  has 
taken  active  cognizance  during  the  year  involved 
more  or  less  directly  employees  whose  yearly 
earnings  are  estimated  at  $4,227,570.  The  total 
earnings  under  ordinary  conditions  of  •  the  fac- 
tories, etc.,  involved,  are  estimated  at  $7,849,703. 

The  expense  of  maintaining  the  State  Board 
for  the  year  has  been  $8,714.07.

HEW  BEDFOBD  OLOTH  MILI.8— NEW  BBDfOBB. 


On  December  31,  1897,  notices  were  set  up  in 
each  of  the  cloth  mills  of  New  Bedford,  saying :  — 

Notice. 

On  and  after  Jan.  17th,  1898,  the  pay  of  all  persons 
employed  by  this  corporation  will  be  reduced  10  per 
cent. 

Beginning  early  in  January,  meetings  were 
held  by  the  spinners  and  weavers  respectively, 
to  discuss  the  proposed  reduction.  The  general 
disposition  of  the  operatives  was  to  strike  against 
the  reduction,  but  some  were  of  the  opinion  that 
it  would  be  expedient  to  wait  until  spring  be- 
fore taking  extreme  action.  A  mass  meeting  of 
the  weavers  manifested  a  strong  sentiment  of 
opposition  to  the  proposed  reduction,  and  a  de- 
termination to  resist  it  by  a  strike  as  soon  as 
an  attempt  should  be  made  to  put  the  reduc- 
tion in  force.      They  also  brought  forward  the 
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old  grievance  of  the  system  of  "fining"  the 
weavers  for  injperfect  work. 

On  the  6th  a  committee  of  the  spinners  sought 
and  obtained  a  conference  with  the  agents  of 
several  cloth  mills  which  had  given  notice  of 
a  reduction,  at  which  meeting  the  manufacturers 
stated  the  reasons  that  in  their  opinion  made 
it  necessary  to  reduce  wages. 

On  the  9th  the  mule  spinners  of  New  Bed- 
ford received  from  their  National  Union  permis- 
sion to  strike;  and  the  next  day  this  Board 
received  a  telegram  from  the  Hon.  Stephen  A. 
Brownell,  formerly  mayor  of  that  city,  saying:  — 

I  request  your  presence  here  today,  if  possible.     Mill 

strike  probable,  unless  your  services  can  save  the  ter- 

rible  calamity.     Answer. 

Stephen  A.  Brownell, 

President  of  the  Board  of  TrajdA. 

In  response  to  the  above  request,  the  Board 
went  to  ^N'ew  Bedford  on  the  11th  and  was  met 
by  the  mayor,  Hon.  Charles  B.  Ashley,  and 
Messrs.  Brownell  and  Raymond,  who,  with  the 
mayor,  were  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Trade  to  do  what  might  be  practicable  to 
assist  the  State  Board  to  avert  a  strike.  The 
most   prominent  points   in  the    situation   having 
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been  briefly  laid  before  the  Board,  and  steps 
taken  to  obtain  an  interview  with  the  mill  treas- 
urers in  the  afternoon,  an  interview  was  had 
with  Samuel  Boss,  one  of  the  most  prominent 
representatives  of  the  spinners,  who  said  that 
he  with  two  others  had  been  chosen  by  the 
spinners  to  meet  the  State  Board.  He  was  in- 
formed of  the  attempts  that  were  being  made 
to  obtain  an  interview  with  the  treasurers  in 
the  afternoon,  and  he  undertook  with  his  asso- 
ciates to  be  in  readiness  to  respond  to  a  message 
from  the  Board.  No  notice  had  been  received 
that  any  committee  or  committees  had  been 
chosen  by  other  departments  to  meet  the  Board. 
At  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  according  to 
appointment,  the  Board  met  nine  treasurers  of 
the  cloth  mills  of  New  Bedford.  At  first  no 
other  person  was  present,  but  before  any  dis- 
cussion was  had  the  Board  requested  that  the 
committee  of  spinners  be  admitted  to  take  part 
in  the  conference.  This  was  assented  to,  but 
upon  the  condition  that  none  but  spinners  should 
be  admitted.  Thereupon  Mr.  Ross's  committee 
was  sent  for  and  appeared.  The  session  lasted 
about  two  hours  and  a  half,  but  ended  without 
any  definite  result.  In  the  course  of  it,  sugges- 
tions more  or  less  definite  were  offered   on  each 
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side,  with  a  view  to  averting  the  strike,  which, 
as  all  agreed,  threatened  the  city;  but  no  sug- 
gestion was  made  on  either  side  which  the  other 
side  seemed  disposed  to  entertain  with  any  de- 
gree of  favor.  The  members  of  the  Board 
offered  some  suggestions  for  the  consideration 
of  the  parties  respectively,  and  asked  that  the 
whole  situation  be  reconsidered  by  them  before 
all  hope  of  an  understanding  should  be  dis- 
missed. 

The  Board  having  learned  indirectly  that  the 
weavers  and  operatives  in  some  other  depart- 
ments were  disappointed  at  not  meeting  the 
Board  when  in  New  Bedford,  one  of  its  mem- 
bers went  to  that  city  again  on  the  14th,  met 
representatives  of  all  the  different  departments 
or  trades  involved  in  the  proposed  reduction, 
and  established  communication  between  them 
and  the  Board. 

All  departments  seemed  determined  to  strike, 
if  the  reduction  should  be  insisted  upon;  and 
attempts  were  made  to  induce  the  treasurers  to 
postpone  decisive  action  for  one  week,  in  the 
hope  that  some  adjustment  might  be  arrived  at. 
All  attempts  to  avert  the  calamity  were  of  no 
avail.  On  January  17,  the  appointed  day,  the 
strike  began,  and  the  cloth  mills  represented  by 
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nine  corporations  and  operating  eighteen  nulls 
were   soon  closed. 

Several  informal  interviews  were  had  from 
time  to  time  with  one  or  more  of  the  treas- 
urers, and  with  representatives  of  the  opera- 
tives, separately.  At  length,  on  February  26, 
at  the  instance  of  the  mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Trade,  the  State  Board  sought  a  meeting  with 
the  different  committees  of  the  operatives.  It 
was  then  ascertained  that,  although  the  weavers 
were  affected  in  some  degree  by  the  general 
reduction  of  wages,  nevertheless,  that  matter  was 
considered  by  them  of  less  importance  than  the 
long-standing  grievance  of  fines,  or  grading, 
which  affected  the  weavers  alone.  The  Board 
advised  them  to  meet  again  by  themselves,  and 
all  departments  to  agree  upon  a  common  line 
of  action.  The  Board  adjourned,  to  meet  again 
at  the  same  place  on  March  2. 

On  the  appointed  day  the  Board  was  met  by 
a  comnaittee  representing  all  classes  of  opera- 
tives involved  in  the  strike,  and  the  latter  unan- 
imously requested  the  Board  to  ask  the  treas- 
urers of  the  cloth  mills  to  meet  the  weavers' 
committee  in  conference  regarding  the  weavers' 
fines.  It  was  further  suggested  that  the  meet- 
ing be  had  in  the  presence  of  the   State  Board, 
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with  the  understanding  that  no  party  would  be 

bound  thereby,  except  so  far  as  might  be  agreed. 

The  following  correspondence  then  ensued:  — 

New  Bxdpord,  Mass.,  March  2, 1898. 
To  the  Treasurers  of  the  Cloth  MiUs  of  New  Bedford, 

Gentlemen  :  —  At  a  meeting  of  this  Board  held  this 
day  in  New  Bedford,  a  committee  from  each  department 
of  the  operatives  came  together  and  unanimously  re- 
quested the  Board  to  ask  you  to  meet  a  committee  of 
weavers  representing  all  the  weavers  of  the  cloth  mills 
of  this  city  in  a  conference,  for  the  purpose  of  discuss- 
ing and  settUng  what  is  called  the  **  fines  question,'*  or 
what  we  understand  to  be  the  same  thing,  the  question 
of  grading,  as  it  affects  the  wages  of  weavers.  It  was 
further  suggested  that  the  conference,  provided  the  pro- 
posal should  be  assented  to,  be  held  in  the  presence  of 
this  Board ;  but  it  is  to  be  understood  that  no  party  to 
the  proceedings  will  be  bound  except  so  far  as  the  parties 
may  agree.  Accordingly  the  Board  hereby  presents  the 
above  request,  in  the  hope  that  it  will  be  granted ;  for 
whatever  may  be  the  result  of  the  proposed  meeting,  no 
one  can  be  injured  by  it,  and  we  venture  to  express  a 
hope  that  it  may  lead  to  a  final  settlement,  soon  after- 
wards, of  the  whole  controversy,  from  the  effect  of  which 
the  city  is  suffering.

Dear  Sir  :  —  Your  letter  of  the  2nd  inst.  suggesting 
a  conference  with  a  Committee  of  Weavers  upon  what 
is  called  the  ** fines  question"  is  received. 

While  not  ignoring  any  effort  towards  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  question,  it  is  our  opinion  the  more  sat- 
isfactory result  can  be  obtained  by  the  weavers  commu- 
nicating through  you  any  propositions  or  suggestions 
they  may  have  looking  to  an  improvement  of  the  present 
system.  If  the  weavers  are  agreed  upon  a  method  which 
they  think  wiU  secure  good  work,  and  will  prevent  care- 
lessness and  indifference,  and  save  the  manufacturers  from 
the  loss  which  follows  the  production  of  '*  Seconds,"  such 
suggestions  will  be  carefully  considered  by  us  in  a  spirit 
of  fairness.  In  our  judgment  such  course  is^preferable 
to  a  conference  at  this  time.

A  few  days  later,  at  the  request  of  the  Board, 
the  weavers'  conference  committee  submitted  cer- 
tain propositions  in  writing  concerning  the  grad- 
ing system,  or  fines  for  imperfect  weaving. 
Subsequently  on  the  same  day  the  Board  with- 
out comment  laid  the  propositions  before  the 
treasurers  and  requested  an  early  reply.  The 
propositions  were  as  follows :  — 
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Nbw  Bedford,  March  7, 1898. 
Treamrers  of  Cloth  Mills  of  New  Bedford. 

First.  —  If  the  weaver  is  not  making  cloth  of  a  quality- 
such  as  will  meet  the  requirements  of  the  manufact- 
urer, said  weaver  to  have  his  or  her  attention  called 
to  such  cloth  and  to  be  reprimanded  or  discharged  at 
the  option  of  the  manufacturer,  or  by  any  person  that 
the  manufacturer  may  care  to  appoint  to  perform  such 
duties. 

Second.  —  In  case  a  weaver  has  been  reprimanded  and 
is  still  retained  by  his  employer,  and  said  weaver  either 
through  incompetency  or  neglect  further  produces  cloth 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  manufacturer  (or  other  per- 
son who- may  have  been  placed  in  charge  of  suclf  work) 
is  below  the  standard  required  for  such  class  of  goods, 
said  weaver  to  be  paid  only  one  half  of  the  price  paid  for 
the  higher  standard  of  cloth  belonging  to  such  grade  or 
style,  and  to  be  discharged  if  so  desired  by  the  manu- 
facturer. 

Third.  —  If  the  weaver  (by  mutual  consent  between 
himself  or  herself  and  the  manufaxsturer,  or  other  person 
who  may  be  appointed  to  perform  such  duties)  still  con- 
tinues in  the  employment  of  said  manufacturer,  and  said 
weaver  further  produces  cloth  which  is  claimed  by  the 
manufacturer,  or  any  other  person  placed  in  charge  of 
such  work,  as  being  of  an  inferior  quality,  said  weaver 
to  be  paid  full  price  and  immediately  discharged.  If  said 
weaver  is  further  retained  by  said  manufacturer,  none  but 
full  prices  to  be  paid. 

Fourth. — The  manufacturer  at  all  times  to  have  the 
full  right  and  privilege  of  obtaining  through  a  court  of 
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law,  damages  to  cloth  caused  by  incompetency  or  neglect 
of  weaver,  said  damages  not  to  extend  beyond  the  whole 
of  the  price  paid  for  weaving  said  cloth. 

Fifth,  —  A  copy  of  this  agreement  signed  by  the  manu- 
facturer or  his  (or  her)  agent  and  to  be  signed  by  each 
weaver  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  hiring  by  said  corpora- 
tion, said  agreement  to  hold  good  for  one  year  from  the 
date  of  such  signing. 

Sixth.  —  K  after  being  hired,  and  within  one  year  of 

such  hiring  said  weaver  is  paid  at  the  lower  rate  according 

to  clause  (2)  two,  and  said  weaver  is  discharged  or  quits 

the  employment  of  said  manufacturer,  and  if  said  weaver 

is  again  hired  within  the  year  by  the  same  manufacturer 

or  corporation,  no  new  agreement  to  be  made  until  the 

expiration  of  one  year  from  the   date   of  the   original 

signature.

On  the  8th  a  letter  was  received  from  Mr. 
Andrew  G.  Pierce,  saying  that  the  propositions 
transmitted  by  the  Board  had  been  "  considered 
by  the  treasurers  and  they  will  be  prepared  to 
meet  a  committee  consisting  of  an  equal  num- 
ber  of  union  and  non-union  weavers  of  this  city 
any  day  after  Wednesday  next,  to  consider  the 
same,  that  may  be  convenient  for  you  to  be 
present  at  Room  28,  Masonic  Building." 

This  reply  was  communicated  to  the  weavers. 
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and  March  10  was  fixed  as  the  djite  of  the  con- 
ference. At  the  time  and  place  fixed  a  com- 
mittee of  weavers,  consisting  of  three  union 
men  and  three  non-imion  men,  met  the  treas- 
urers with  the  Board. 

Although  it  had  been  understood  by  all  parties 
that  the  conference  was  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  the  six  propositions  shaped  by  the 
weavers'  committee,  now  the  spokesman  stated 
that  at  a  meeting  of  the  weavers  held  March  9 
those  propositions  had  been  set  aside,  and  a 
demand  for  the  abolition  of  all  fines  for  imper- 
fect weaving  had  been  framed,  which  the  com- 
mittee was  instructed  to  present. 

This  proposition  the  treasurers  declined  to  dis- 
cuss. Then  the  weavers  invited  the  treasurers 
to  submit  any  proposition  they  pleased  for  their 
consideration.  The  treasurers  thereupon  pre- 
sented four  propositions,  concerning  the  matter 
of  grading,  and  the  meeting  dissolved  without 
further  action.  These  propositions  were  as 
follows :  — 

First.  —  If  the  Weaver  is  not  making  cloth  of  a  quality 
such  as  will  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Manufacturer, 
such  Weaver  to  have  his  or  her  attention  called  to  such 
cloth,  and  to  be  reprimanded  or  discharged  at  the  option 
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of  the  Manufacturer,  or  by  any  person,  that  the  ManufSskct- 
urer  may  care  to  appoint  to  perform  such  duties. 

Second.  —  In  case  a  Weaver  has  been  reprimanded  and 
is  still  retained  by  his  employer,  and  said  Wearer  either 
through  incompetency  or  neglect  further  produces  cloth 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Manufacturer  (or  other  per- 
son who  may  have  been  placed  in  charge  of  such  work) 
is  below  the  standard  required  for  such  class  of  goods, 
said  Weaver  to  be  paid  only  one-half  of  the  price  paid 
for  the  higher  standard  of  cloth  belonging  to  such  grade, 
or  style,  and  to  be  discharged  if  so  desired  by  the  Manu- 
facturer. 

Third.  —  The  manufacturer  at  all  times  to  have  the  full 
right  and  privilege  of  obtaining  through  a  court  of  law, 
damages  to  cloth  caused  by  incompetency  or  neglect  of 
Weaver,  said  damages  not  to  extend  beyond  the  whole 
of  the  price  paid  for  weaving  said  cloth. 

Fourth.  —  A  copy  of  this  agreement  signed  by  the 
Manufacturer,  or  his  or  her  Agent,  and  to  be  signed  by 
such  Weaver  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  hiring  by  said  Cor- 
poration. This  agreement  to  hold  good  during  the  em- 
ployment of  said  Weaver. 

An  account  of  the  proceedings  at  the  con- 
ference was  furnished  to  a  committee  represent- 
ing all  departments  of  work  except  the  weavers, 
who,  although  invited,  did  not  appear.  The  com- 
mittee desired  another  conference  about  the  ten 
per  cent,  reduction;  but  the  Board  expressed  its 
opinion  that  it  would  be  idle  to  suggest  to  the 
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treasurers  another  conference  at  that  time,  but 
promised  to  renew  its  efforts  at  any  time  when 
there  should  be  any  encouragement  to  do  so. 

Subsequently  there  was  a  meeting  of  the 
treasurers  with  representatives  of  the  five  tex- 
tile unions  involved,  and  a  reduction  of  five  per 
cent,  was  proposed  by  the  latter,  but  no  agree- 
ment was  reached. 

On  April  11,  the  mills  were  re-opened;  day 
by  day  the  operatives  returned,  and  the  con- 
troversy ceased  to  be  of  importance  to  the 
public. 
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WHITE  BBOTHERS  Sd  CO.  — LOWELL. 


On  or  about  the  Ist  of  January,  the  hand- 
shavers  employed  by  White  Brothers  &  Co.,  of 
Lowell,  manufacturers  of  leather,  upwards  of 
forty  in  number,  went  on  a  strike  against  a 
proposed  reduction  in  the  prices  paid  for  shav- 
ing skins  by  hand.  Separate  interviews  were 
had  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  with  the 
employer  on  the  one  hand  and  the  employees 
on  the  other  hand,  and  the  services  of  the 
Board  were  offered.  The  firm  at  first  thought 
that  there  was  no  occasion  for  arbitration,  and 
said  that  they  intended  to  set  up  machines  to 
do  the  work  in  question. 

The  machines  did  not  in  all  respects,  however, 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  firm;  and  early  in 
March,  the  former  workmen  being  still  unrecon- 
ciled, a  conference  was  had  between  the  firm 
and  the  agents  of  the  workmen,  in  the  pres- 
ence and   at  the  invitation  of  this  Board. 

This  meeting  resulted  in  an  agreement  to 
refer  the  matter  in  controversy  to  the  State 
Board,  the   decision  to   take   effect  from  March 
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14,  1898,  and  to  continue  for  one  year,  the 
workmen  to  return  at  once  to  work,  pending 
a  decision. 

On  April  18,  a  decision  was  rendered,  as 
follows :  — 

In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  White  Brothers  dt  Co^,  Leather 
Mant^facturers^  of  Lowell,  and  t?ieir  employee; 

Pbtition  filbd  MA.ROH  16.  Hbarino,  BCabch  24. 

This  case  arises  out  of  a  proposed  reduction  in  the 
wages  of  those  employees  whose  work  is  the  shaving  of 
calf  skins  by  hand.  The  reduction  is  urged  on  the  ground 
of  competition  in  the  trade,  and  is  opposed  on  the  ground 
that  the  prices  heretofore  paid  by  White  Brothers  &  Co. 
for  work  of  this  kind  have  been  too  low,  in  comparison 
with  competitors,  and  in  view  of  the  requirements  of  the 
firm. 

The  information  obtained  outside  of  the  factory  in  ques- 
tion has  been  somewhat  meagre  ;  but,  after  a  full  hearing 
of  the  parties,  and  the  usual  investigation  by  expert  assist- 
ants, the  Board  sees  no  sufficient  reason  for  any  reduc- 
tion, nor  does  the  Board  recommend  any  advance.  It 
is  accordingly  recommended  that,  whatever  may  be  the 
method  or  system  of  grading,  the  same  wages  be  paid  as 
before  the  proposed  reduction. 

By  agreement  of  the  parties,  this  decision  is  to  take 
effect  from  March  14,  1898,  and  remain  in  force  for  one 
year.  By  the  Board,

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FAUKCB  ft  SPINNEY —  LYNK. 


On  January  7,  the  cutters  employed  by  Faunce 
&  Spinney,  of  Lynn,  shoe  manufacturers,  struck 
for  an  mcrease  of  wages  and  because  of  the 
discharge  of  certain  workmen.  Interviews  were 
sought  and  obtained  by  the  Board  with  the 
parties  in  dispute,  but  nothing  definite  was  ac- 
complished in  the  direction  of   a  settlement. 

New  workmen  and  some  of  the  former  em- 
ployees were  hired  by  the  firm,  and  the  firm 
reports  that  they  were  "able  in  the  course  of 
about  three  weeks  to  secure  all  the  help  we 
needed,  and,  aside  from  a  good  deal  of  incon- 
venience, and  some  small  loss,  we  experienced 
no  harm  from  the  strike." 
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HENNESSEY  SHOE  COMPANY— LYNN. 


A  strike  of  lasters  employed  by  the  Hen- 
nessey Shoe  Company,  of  Lynn,  occurred  on 
January  18.  The  next  day,  however,  two-thirds 
of  the  workmen  returned  to  work,  but  the 
mmority  kept  up  the  strike,  and  the  union  de- 
clared the  factory  a  non-union  shop.  On  the 
following  Saturday  all  the  lasters  left  work, 
being  dissatisfied  with  the  new  prices.  The 
company  made  an  offer  of  settlement,  which, 
after  some  discussion,  resulted  in  an  agreement 
under  which  the  men  returned  to  work  on  the 
26th. 
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QEOBQE  O.  DAVIS  OOMFANY— LYlfN. 


On  or  about  January  7,  a  dispute  arose  be- 
tween the  George  C.  Davis  Company,  of  Lynn, 
shoe  manufacturers,  and  the  cutters  in  its  em- 
ploy, which  resulted  in  the  discharge  of  a  num- 
ber of  workmen,  for  the  reason,  as  alleged,  that 
they  would  not  do  the  work  as  the  company 
wished  to  have  it  done. 

Interviews  were  had  between  the  representa- 
tives of  the  company  and  the  agent  of  the 
union,  and  the  Board  opened  communication 
with  both  parties,  with  a  view  to  assisting  in 
a  settlement,  and  the  local  board  of  trade  ex- 
erted itself  with  a  similar  end  in  view.  At 
length,  on  or  about  January  25,  it  was  agreed 
to  leave  the  matter  to  the  decision  of  a  board 
of  arbitration  selected  by  the  parties  to  the 
dispute. 

One  of  the  arbitrators  chosen  reported  to  this 
Board  that  after  one  or  more  meetings  of  the 
arbitrators  a  time  was  set  for  a  final  deter- 
mination, but  that  no  formal  decision  was  ever 
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made,  for  the  reason  that  before  the  time  fixed 
the  company  "accepted  the  price  list  presented 
by  the   cutters." 

The  company  was,  however,  far  from  sat- 
isfied  with  the  result,  and  soon  after  removed 
its  business  to  Boston. 
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J.  B.    WHIPPLE  &  CO.  — BOSTON. 


On  January  31,  an  application  was  received 
from  J.  R.  Whipple  &  Co.,  proprietors  of 
Young's  Hotel,  the  Parker  House  and  La 
Touraine,  all  in  Boston,  stating:  "Until  Jan- 
uary 1,  1897,  we  paid  our  firemen  $35  per 
month  and  board  for  twelve  hours'  work,  seven 
days  in  the  week,  which  included  time  for  two 
meals  each  day,  being  relieved  by  the  engineer. 
Since  January  1,  1897,  we  have  paid  our  fire- 
men $45  per  month  and  board,  for  eight  hours' 
work,  seven  days  in  the  week,  which  did  not 
include  any  time  for  meals;  and  the  firemen's 
union  agreed  that  all  Boston  hotels  should  pay 
the  same  wages.  We  find  the  other  hotels  have 
not  paid  said  wages,  and  we  now  offer  our  fire- 
men $40  per  month  and  board,  for  twelve  hours' 
work  for  six  days  in  the  week,  which  includes 
time  for  two  meals  each  day,  being  relieved  by 
the  engineer  to  get  said  meals." 

The  employees  interested,  joining  in  the  ap- 
plication, stated  the  case  as  follows:    "The  said 
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Firemen's  Protective  Union,  6130,  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  has  been  notified  that  the  said 
J,  Reed  Whipple  desires  to  reduce  wages  and 
to  compel  his  firemen  to  work  twelve  (12)  hours 
per  day  when  they  now  work  but  eight  (8) 
hours  per  day.  That  owing  to  the  nature  of 
the  steam  plants  of  said  J.  Reed  Whipple,  the 
hours  proposed  are  too  excessive  for  the  work 
required  and  the  wages  too  low.  That  we  de- 
sire the  Board  to  appoint  an  expert  to  examine 
the  plant  and  all  similar  plants  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  to  submit  a  report  as  to  our  claim 
as  above  in  relation  to  the  nature  of  the  plant." 
A  hearing  was  given  to  the  parties  interested, 
on  February  11.  After  a  full  and  free  discus- 
sion, an  agreement  was  reached  to  the  effect 
that  the  wages  of  firemen  employed  at  the 
three  hotels  named  should  be  at  the  rate  of 
$35  a  month  for  seven  days  in  the  week,  hours 
and  meals  to  remain  as  at  present,  this  agree- 
ment to  take  effect  from  February  1,  1898,  and 
continue   in  force   for  six  months   thereafter. 
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J.  M.  STOVEB  — LOWELL. 


On  February  15,  nearly  all  the  employees 
of  J.  M.  Stover,  shoe  manufacturer,  of  Lowell, 
struck  against  an  alleged  reduction  of  wages. 

Neither  party  having  communicated  with  the 
Board,  interviews  were  had  on  March  3  with 
the  employer  on  the  one  hand  and  the  work- 
men on  the  other  hand.  The  employer  denied 
that  he  had  reduced  wages,  and  said  that  the 
strike  was  due  to  fear  and  misapprehension; 
that  he  had  hired  new  workmen,  that  none  of 
those  so  employed  would  be  displaced  at  the 
instance  of  the  strikers,  and  none  of  the  former 
employees  would  be  remstated,  except  upon  m- 
dividual  application  and  satisfying  all  require- 
ments. 

Eight  days  later,  and  also  on  the  24th,  both 
parties  were  found  in  the  same  imyielding  mood. 

On  May  11,  the  employer  said,  in  answer  to 
the  Board's  inquiry,  that,  although  not  doing  so 
much  as  formerly,  nevertheless  he  waa  doing  a 
good  business,  and  that  some  of  the  old  em- 
ployees had  expressed  a  desire  to  return,  but 
that  they  would  not  be  taken  back. 
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MILE  FBODUCERS  AND  DEALERS —  BOSTON,  &o. 


On  March  28,  a  letter  was  received  from  Johi> 
B.  Bowker,  secretary  of  the  Xew  England  Milk 
Producers'  Union,  transmitting  a  paper  signed 
by  the  oflScers  of  said  union  and  by  the  presi-^ 
dent  of  the  JS'ew  England  Dairy  Association^ 
agreeing  to  submit  to  this  Board  for  decision 
a  question  which  had  arisen  between  the  parties 
as  to  the  division  of  the  surplus  milk  and  pay- 
ment therefor. 

After  full  consideration,  the  Board  declined 
to  take  cognizance  of  the  case,  for  the  reason 
that  the  controversy  did  not  fall  within  the 
statutes  defining  the  Board's  power  and  duties; 
and  the  agreement  was  accordingly  returned  ta 
Mr.  Bowker,  who  thereupon  sought  the  inter- 
position of  His  Excellency  the  Governor. 

At  the  instance  of  the  Governor,  an  interview 
was  had  with  him  and  the  Assistant  Attorney- 
General,  at  which  the  nature  of  the  case  was 
discussed,  and  the  conditions  under  which  the 
Board  might  with  propriety  take  cognizance  of 
it,  under  the  agi'eement  of  the  parties  interested. 
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Thereupon    the     following    correspondence     en- 
sued :  —

My  dear  Sir  :  —  Since  our  interview  of  yesterday  I 
have  conferred  with  two  members  of  the  State  Board  of 
Arbitration  and  Conciliation  regarding  your  request  that 
the  Board  shall  take  cognizance  of  the  differences  existing 
between  your  Union  and  the  New  England  Dairy  Asso- 
ciation. 

I  am  informed  that  the  letter  of  the  Board,  dated  March 
28th,  addressed  to  yourself,  in  which  the  Board  decline 
to  consider  the  matter,  was  influenced  in  part  by  an  hon- 
orable  scruple  on  the  part  of  the  chairman  of  the  Board 
based  upon  the  following  facts :  that  a  brother  of  his  is 
the  treasurer  of  one  of  the  companies  interested  in  the 
controversy  and  that  he  himself  has  from  time  to  time 
acted  as  their  counsel  in  legal  matters  although  not  re- 
tained as  general  counsel  and  not  at  the  present  time  so 
employed. 

The  chairman  desires  that  these  facts  should  be  folly 
stated  to  your  Union  and  if,  upon  a  carefol  consideration 
of  them,  the  two  parties  to  the  controversy  still  desire 
that  the  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  shall  act 
in  the  matter  of  their  differences,  the  Board  is  willing 
to  undertake  the  duty,  with  the  understanding  that  they 
sit  as  a  private  board,  without  expense  to  the  Common- 
wealth, the  controversy  not  being  one  that  falls  within 
the  duties  of  the  Board  to  consider  under  the  statute 
creating  it.

As  early  a  hearing  upon  the  case  as  could  be  secured 
with  convenience  to  your  Honorable  Board  would,  I  am 
sure,  be  for  the  best  interests  of  all  parties  concerned, 
and  if  I  might  be  permitted,  would  suggest  that  next 
Tuesday,  April  26th  be  fixed  as  a  date  for  the  hearing, 
and  both  parties  to  the  agreement  notified  to  be  present 
at  that  time,  prepared  to  go  on  with  the  hearing  or  show 
cause  for  a  further  continuance  of  the  same.

Gentlemen  :  —  I  have  been  employed  as  the  legal  ad- 
viser of  the  New  England  Milk  Producers'  Union  with 
reference  to  effecting  some  arrangement  between  them 
and  the  New  England  Dairy  Association  in  regard  to 
surplus  milk,  a  matter  which  has  already  been  laid  before 
your  Board. 

I  understand  that  the  Board  is  waiting  for  an  answer 
or  an  application  from  the  Dairy  Association  as  to  whether 
the  Board  shall  hear  and  make  an  award  between  the 
parties. 

I  am  in  possession  of  the  correspondence  between  the 
Governor  and  my  clients  and  also  between  your  Board 
and  my  clients. 

As  I  understand,  at  first  the  Board  failed  to  see  its  way 
to  act  in  the  premises,  and  afterwards,  after  some  corre- 
spondence with  the  Governor,  were  willing  to  act  if  parties 
agreed.  The  parties'  agreement  was  then  in  writing.  I 
suppose  it  was  authorized,  certainly  it  was  so  far  as  I  am 
aware,  on  the  part  of  the  producer. 

Under  date  of  the  22nd  of  April  you  wrote  to  Mr. 
Bowker  the  Secretary  of  the  Producers'  Union  inclosing 
a  letter  from  Mr.  Whiting  and  saying  <'as  soon  as  the 
Board  shall  hear  anything  further  from  the  Association 
I  wilt  inform  you." 
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I  beg  to  suggest  that  the  matter  is  in  a  sense  in  your 
liands  and  inasmuch  as  Mr.  Whiting's  letter,  saying  that 
he  would  call  the  Association  together  and  give  the  Board 
an  answer,  was  dated  April  18th,  it  would  be  very  proper 
for  the  Board  to  address  another  letter  to  Mr.  Whiting 
asking  if  he  is  not  ready  now  to  give  his  answer. 

I  have  seen  Mr.  Whiting  and  did  not  find  on  his  part 
a  desire  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  original  agree- 
ment and  submit  to  the  Board.  But  it  seems  to  me  that 
we  are  entitled  to  an  answer  through  the  Board  as  to 
whether  the  Association  is  willing  to  allow  the  Board  to 
proceed  or  not. 

I  write  this,  therefore,  to  request  you  to  act  in  the 
matter  and  either  obtain  a  consent  or  a  refusal  from  the 
New  England  Dairy  Association. 

As  it  is  now,  the  whole  matter  is  merely  standing  still. 

Should  we  want  to  apply  to  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners, I  should  not  like  to  have  it  appear,  or  be  said, 
that  the  matter  was  still  pending  before  another  Board. 

My  conference  with  Mr.  Whiting  was  very  pleasant, 
but  he  did  not  seem  to  take  the  view  that  I  did,  which 
was,  that  inasmuch  as  this  matter  had  once  been  sub- 
mitted to  you,  presumably  in  good  faith,  and  the  delay 
that  had  occurred  was  not  by  reason  of  any  action  or 
neglect  on  our  part,  nor  as  far  as  I  know,  on  the  part 
of  the  Dairy  Association,  it  ought  to  be  carried  out  now 
in  good  faith,  and  if  it  is  already  to  any  extent  embar- 
rassed by  the  lapse  of  time,  the  sooner  the  thing  could 
be  settled  the  better.

Gentlemen:  —  I  am  in  receipt  of  the  copy  of  the 
letter  written  by  Mr.  George  O.  Whiting  to  your  Board 
under  date  of  May  5th,  which  you  kindly  forward  to  me. 
A  glance  at  it  shows  that  Mr.  Whiting  is  desirous  not  to 
answer  the  question  you  asked  in  your  letter  of  May  2nd. 
1  presume  you  forwarded  him  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  you. 

I  had  seen  Mr.  Whiting,  as  I  stated  in  that  letter.  He 
told  me  exactly  what  he  has  written  you  now,  that  he 
asked  Mr.  Bowker  to  come  down  and  see  the  contractors. 
He  expressed  himself  to  me  as  entertaining  a  very  un- 
complimentary opinion  of  Mr.  Bowker,  and  it  waa  per- 
fectly evident  that  he  did  not  care  to  see  him.  I  went 
there  to  tell  him  that  the  matter  was  in  my  hands,  and 
that  I  was  retained,  just  as  I  told  you. 

All  I  ask  of  the  State  Board  is  to  get  an  answer  from 
the  New  England  Dairy  Association  as  to  whether  they 
are  willing  to  go  on  and  arbitrate  or  not,  and  if  they 
refuse  to  give  an  answer  as  Mr.  Whiting  does  in  his 
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letter  of  May  5th,  to  determine  what  coarse  the  Board 
of  Arbitration  will  take. 

The  written  agreement  to  arbitrate  is  in  your  hands, 
I  assume.  Will  the  Board  go  on  ex  parte  and  hear  the

Dear  Sir  :  —  I  have  your  letter  of  May  9th  and  fear 
that  you  interpreted  my  letter  of  May  7  th  as  a  kind  of 
a  demand  on  your  Board,  which  was  far  from  my  inten- 
tion. If  you  so  considered  it,  I  beg  pardon  for  the  posi- 
tive form  in  which  I  couched  my  letter  which  made  it 
capable  of  misapprehension. 

I  thought  if  the  Board  wrote  Mr.  Whiting  that  his  letter 
of  May  5th  was  not  an  answer  as  to  whether  he  was  will- 
ing to  go  on  with  the  arbitration  or  not,  it  might  bring 
an  answer  from  him. 

In  my  letter  under  date  of  April  29th  I  recognized  the 
fact  that  the  Board  had  not  asserted  any  jurisdiction, 
but  rather  had  declined  it  except  upon  agreement  of  the 
parties,  and  in  my  last  letter  I  submitted  the  proposition 
whether  the  Board  might  not  proceed  to  give  a  hearing 
ex  parte^  if  the  New  England  Dairy  Association  did  not 
wish  to  proceed. 

So  far  as  this  is  concerned,  however,  your  letter  gives 
me  the  answer  from  the  Board  which  I  wanted,  and  which 
is  perhaps  sufficient  for  my  purpose,  namely,  that  the

In  the  maJUer  of  the  joint  application  of  A,  J,  BcUes  A  Co.,  of  Webster, 

and  their  employees, 

Pbtition  riLBD  April  6, 1896.  Hbakino,  April  12, 1898. 

The  application  in  this  case  relates  to  the  wages  to 
be  paid  for  operating  on  the  Consolidated  Hand  Method 
Machine.  Heretofore  one  price  has  been  paid  the  opera- 
tor for  shoes  of  all  qualities  and  all  kinds  of  leather, 
with  nothing  extra  for  cap  toes,  or  samples.  The  firm 
now  desires  to  estabUsh  a  lower  price  for  operating  on 
unlined  bicycle  shoes,  and  the  application  is  confined  to 
this  class  of  shoes. 

After  hearing  the  parties,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion 
that  it  would  not  be  just  to  the  workmen,  to  recommend 
any  reduction  on  the  bicycle  shoes,  unless  at  the  same 
time  there  should  be  a  revision  of  the  wages  paid  for 
operating  on  the  shoes  of  a  superior  quality.  For  this 
and  other  reasons,  the  Board  recommends  that  the  former 
price  of  20  cents  per  24  pairs  be  paid. 

By  agreement  of  the  parties  this  decision  is  to  take 
effect  from  April  2,  1898.

BOSTON  BOOFEBS— BOSTON  AND  VICINITY. 


On  June  14  an  application  was  received  which 
bore  the  signatures  of  A.  A.  Scannell,  James  A. 
Haley  and  George  M.  Guntner,  the  last  named 
signing  as  "Agent  of  the  Building  Trades 
Council  of  Boston,"  setting  forth  a  difference 
with  the  master  roofers  of  Boston,  as  follows:  — 

The  diflSoulty  arose  from  a  controversy  between  the 
master  roofers  of  Boston  and  workmen  employed  by 
them  as  roofers,  numbering  more  than  two  hundred  per- 
sons.    The  nature  of  the  controversy  is  as  follows :  — 

The  workmen  complain  that  their  nine-hour  workday 
is  too  long  and  ought  to  be  reduced  to  eight  hours,  with- 
out reduction  in  their  pay  per  day. 

The  workmen  have  used  every  means  in  their  power, 
both  by  letters  and  circulars,  and  by  conmiittees  waiting 
on  the  master  roofers,  to  get  the  master  roofers  to  meet 
the  workmen  in  conference,  but  have  failed. 

The  Board  at  once  sought  and  obtained  an 
interview  with  some  of  the  more  prominent  of 
the  master  roofers,  and  invited  both  parties  to 
meet  with  the  Board  in  conference  on  the  22d. 
The  meeting  was   accordingly  held,   and  a  dis- 
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cuseion  was  had  of  the  proposal  to  reduce  the 
working  day  to  eight  hours,  without  reduction 
of  a  day's  pay.  The  conference  was  adjourned 
m  order  to  permit  some  modification  of  the  in- 
structions of  the  workmen's  committee. 

On  July  15  the  conference  was  resumed  on 
the  invitation  of  this  Board.  The  discusssion 
was  resumed,  and,  objection  being  raised  that 
the  workmen's  committee  appeared  not  yet  to 
be  in  a  position  to  state  in  simple  and  definite 
language  the  position  of  the  men  whom  they 
represented,  the  conference  was  ended  with  the 
understanding  that  the  workmen's  claims  should 
be  stated  more  definitely  and  plainly,  and  when 
that  should  have  been  done  the  Board  would 
notify  all  parties  of  another  meeting.  The  em- 
ployers were  not  formally  organized,  but  as  in- 
dividuals they  undertook  to  do  what  they  could 
to  secure  united  action  on  their  side.  Both 
sides  agreed  to  appoint  committees,  which  should 
be  ready  to  meet  when  a  meeting  should  seem 
desirable. 

On  July  27  the  Board  was  notified  that  the 
workmen's  committee  was  ready  for  another 
conference,  and  on  August  6  the  Board  was 
notified  that  a  committee  had  been  appointed 
by  the  master  roofers. 
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Invitations  were  accordingly  issued  for  a  new 
conference  in  the  presence  of  the  Board,  and 
the  matters  in  dispute  were  further  discussed  at 
a  meeting  held  August  8.  At  this  conference 
some  concession  was  offered  by  the  employers, 
which,  for  want  of  authority  or  other  reasons, 
was  not  accepted  by  the  workmen's  committee. 
There  was  therefore  no  result. 

On  October  23  a  written  request  was  received 
from  the  representatives  of  the  workmen  for 
another  meeting,  and  a  copy  transmitted  to  the 
master  roofers  for  their  consideration. 

The  employers  having  expressed  a  preference 
to  meet  the  workmen's  committee  elsewhere  than 
at  the  rooms  of  the  State  Board,  this  Board 
urged  the  committee  to  meet  them  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  employers  might  propose;  and 
on  December  12  a  letter  from  the  employers 
informed  the  Board  that  the  master  roofers  were 
in  direct  consultation  with  the  agent  of  the  work- 
men. The  Board  has  since  learned  that  in  these 
direct  negotiations  the  parties  failed  to  reach 
any  agreement.

The  matters  oomplained  of  by  the  workmen  in  thifi 

♦ 

case  are  as  follows :  — 

They  (1)  '*ask  for  one  cent  per  pair  increase  over 
present  prices  on  all  cork  inner-sole  work,"  and  (2)  for 
•*an  agreement  that  hereafter  lasters  employed  by  this 
firm  shall  not  be  required  to  perform  any  work  except 
to  last  shoes  in  a  proper  manner,  and  (3)  shall  not  be 
required  to  contribute  toward  any  supplies  for  the  factory, 
in  order  to  hold  their  jobs  as  lasters." 

As  to  the  matter  of  extra  compensation,  after  due  con- 
sideration of  all  the  facts  presented,  the  Board  recom- 
mends that  one-half  of  one  cent  per  pair,  extra,  be  paid 
for  lasting  all  work  with  the  ground  cork  and  canvas 
inner-sole  lately  introduced  into  the'  factory. 

As  to  the  second  grievance  stated  above,  it  appears  to 
have  been  founded  upon  a  request  that  the  lasters  should 
wash  windows  and  do  other  work  of  like  nature  in  their 
immediate  vicinity  in  the  factory.  In  regard  to  this 
matter  the  Board  recommends  that  no  cleaning  of  any 
part  of  the  building  be  asked  or  required  of  the  lasters, 
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except  to  sweep  and  keep  as  neat  as  possible,  each  man 
his  own  berth  and  that  part  of  the  floor  actually  occupied 
by  him. 

Under  the  third  grievance  alleged,  the  only  act  specified 
was  that  the  janitor  in  his  laudable  efforts  to  establish  and 
maintain  good  sanitary  conditions  in  the  factory  had  asked 
the  employees  to  contribute  a  small  sum  for  the  purchase 
of  toilet  paper,  in  order  to  dispense  altogether  with  the 
use  of  anything  less  suitable  or  anything  calculated  to 
obstinict  the  pipes.  This  contribution,  so  far  as  appears, 
was  cheerfully  given  by  most  of  the  employees,  but  being 
objected  to  as  a  matter  of  principle  by  the  lasters  it  is 
made  a  grievance  in  this  case.  The  firm  gave  its  assur- 
ance at  the  hearing  that  it  hail  never  been  their  intention 
to  require  the  contribution  from  any  unwilling  employee 
and  that  no  one  had  risked  his  place  by  revising  to  accede 
to  the  request ;  and  that  it  would  not  in  the  future  be  re- 
quired of  the  employees. 

This  assurance  should  under  ordinary  circumstances  be 
accepted  as  suflScient ;  but  in  order  to  cover  the  'ground 
a  little  more  folly  and  explicitly,  the  Board  recommends 
that  this  contribution  be  neither  required  nor  asked  of 
the  employees,  and  then,  if  the  employees  see  fit  to  con- 
tribute of  their  own  motion  to  this  or  any  other  improve- 
ment  in  the  factory  which  shaU  be  clearly  for  their  benefit, 
there  can  be  no  question  that  they  do  it  voluntarily. 

By  agreement  of  the  parties,  this  decision  is  to  take 
effect  from  June  24,  1898.

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GEOBGE  C.  DAVIS  COMPANY— BOSTON. 


On  June  29  the  Board  received  notice  in 
writing  that  a  strike  had  occurred,  June  24,  on 
the  part  of  lasters  employed  by  the  George  C. 
Davis  Company,  of  Boston,  formerly  of  Lynn, 
in  opposition  to  a  reduction  of  wages. 

Interviews  were  had  by  this  Board  with  the 
officers  of  the  company  and  with  the  lasters. 
It  was  thus  learned  that,  by  reason  of  the 
recent  removal  of  the  firm  from  Lynn  to  Bos- 
ton, the  business  had  not  been  fully  established 
nor  the  several  departments  organized  on  a  per- 
manent basis  of  prices.  After  receiving  assur- 
ance of  the  attitude  of  the  management  towards 
the  strikers,  the  Board  recommended  to  the  latter 
that  they  consider  the  advisability  of  returning 
to  work,  in  view  of  the  admitted  facts,  and 
knowing  that  after  a  fair  trial  of  the  proposed 
prices  they  would  have  the  same  right  to  ap- 
peal to  the  Board,  either  through  mediation  or 
arbitration. 

After  some  further  consideration  of  the  situa- 
tion of  affairs,  and  acting  by  advice  of  the 
Board,  the  men  returned  to  work. 
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BIOB  tt  HUTCHUrS— UABLBOBOUGH. 


On  or  about  Augast  13,  the  employees  of 
Bice  &  Hutchins  in  the  Middlesex  factory,  so 
called,  at  Marlborough,  went  on  a  strike  which 
had  its  origin  in  a  protest  on  the  part  of  the 
stitchers  (girls  and  women),  against  the  con- 
tmued  employment  of  the  forewoman  of  the 
stitching  room.  The  alleged  grievance  was 
not  at  first  fully  countenanced  by  the  Joint 
Council,  and  no  strike  was  sanctioned;  but 
the  determination  of  the  stitchers  that  they 
would  work  no  longer  under  the  person  ob- 
jected to  finally  prevailed  so  far  as  to  bring 
on  a  general  strike  in  the  factory. 

Neither  employers  nor  employees  invited  the 
interposition  of  the  State  Board;  and,  under  the 
peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  Board 
was  unable  to  see  how  it  could  advise  either  of  the 
parties  beyond  urging  the  agent  of  the  strikers  to 
lose  no  opportunity  to  confer  with  the  employers, 
for  the  purpose  of  ending  the  controversy. 

The  factory  was  closed  for  a  time,  and  after- 
wards operations  were  resumed  with  such  em- 
ployees as  could  be  obtained. 
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LUDDY  &  CIJBBIEB-LYNN. 


The  cutters  employed  by  Luddy  &  Currier, 
of  Lynn,  shoe  manufacturers,  struck  on  August 
2G.  The  grievances  complained  of  were  that 
wages  had  been  reduced,  and  that  the  work- 
men were  required  to  pay  for  damage  to  stock 
for  which  they  were  not  justly  blamable. 

Both  parties  having  been  visited  by  the 
Board,  it  was  learned  that  the  firm  had  an- 
ticipated the  strike  by  discharging  about  one- 
half  of  the  full  number  of  cutters,  and  did  not 
regard  the  difficulty  as  serious. 
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I.ASTBRS'  STBIEE— BROCKTON  AND  THE  VICINITY. 


On  September  19  a  general  strike  in  the  shoe 
factories  of  Brockton  and  the  vicinity  was  begun 
under  the  direction  of  the  lasters'  union,  not- 
withstanding attempts  by  this  Board  to  avert 
the  misfortune. 

The '  notice  to  the  manufacturers  was  as  fol- 
lows :  —

To  the  Manufacturers  of  BrockUm, 

Kealizing  the  necessity  of  a  uniform  price-list  for  Last- 
ing Shoes,  The  Lasters  of  Brockton  and  adjoining  towns 
after  careful  consideration  present  to  the  Manufacturers 
the  following  list  of  prices,  which  we  believe  to  be  fair 
and  just.  We  reahze  that  for  several  years  past,  prices 
for  lasting  on  New  Goods  have  been  too  low,  and  being 
desirous  of  re-adjusting  prices  in  a  satisfactory  manner, 
we  respectfully  submit  the  enclosed  Price-hst  for  your 
consideration,  and  we  await  any  action  you  should  wish 
to  take  in  regard  to  its  acceptance  previous  to  Sept.  19, 
1898.  M.  Cunningham,

The  professed  aim  of  the  strike  was  to  es- 
tablish  a  uniform  price  list  already  made  up  by 
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the  unions,  and  not  allowing  for  difference  of 
conditions  or  the  different  grades  of  goods 
made  in  the  several  factories.  Some  firms  ac- 
cepted the  proposed  list;  others  accepted  it 
with  the  reservation  that  it  should  stand, 
provided  the  lasters  should  be  successful  in 
forcing  its  adoption  by  other  manufacturers; 
others,  after  exhausting  every  reasonable  at- 
tempt to  come  to  a  f au-  understandmg,  includ- 
ing  an  offer  of  arbitration,  declared  for  free 
shops,  and  have  since  held  to  the  position  then 
taken. 

The  Board  had  interviews  with  some  of  the 
leading  manufacturers  and  with  the  lasters'  com- 
mittee in  charge  of  the  strike,  and  ventured 
to  express  an  unfavorable  opinion  of  the 
policy  of  insisting  upon  a  uniform  list  for  fao- 
tories  which  differed  materially  in  conditions 
and  grade  of  product;  but  the  workmen  were 
determined  to  adhere  to  the  policy  which  they 
had  declared.  After  a  trial  of  endurance  be- 
tween the  unions  and  the  manufacturers,*  con- 
tinuing through  nearly  six  weeks,  the  contest 
was  given  up  by  the  former,  and  on  October 
28  the  workmen  were  authorized  by  the  dis- 
trict committee  to  return  to  work. 
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W.  L.  DOUGLAS  SHOE  COUFANY-BBOCETOZT. 


Several  weeks  before  the  Brockton  strike  col- 
lapsed the  lasters  in  the  Douglas  shoe  factory 
returned  to  work,  and  manifested  a  desire  to 
enter  again  into  harmonious  relations  with  their 
employer.  The  industiy  of  this  factory  had  for 
many  years  been  free  from  serious  disturbance, 
by  reason  of  an  agreement,  which,  however,  was 
now  deemed  susceptible  of  improvement.  While 
the  general  controversy  about  wages  was  going 
on  around  them,  the  general  officers  of  the 
Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union  were  conferring 
with  the  oflScere  of  the  W.  L.  Douglas  Shoe 
Company  with  a  view  to  avoiding  such  difficul- 
ties in  the  future,  through  a  written  agreement 
which  should  take  note  of  conditions  that 
seemed  entitled  to  more  consideration  than  was 

accorded  to  them  on  either  side,  at  the  date  of 

•  

the  old  agreement.  The  Board's  advice  was 
sought  and  obtained  on  October  14,  when  an 
explanation  of  procedure  under  the  state  law 
governing  industrial  arbitration  was  sent,  for 
the  information  of  both  parties.  Though  the 
Board  took   no    further    action    in    the    matter 
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and  was  not  present  at  any  of  their  meetings, 
it  is  deemed  proper  to  insert  the  result,  for  the 
reason  that  it  provides,  by  a  standing  agree- 
ment, for  arbitration  as  a  means  of  settling 
differences. 

The  following  is  the  full  text  of  the  agree- 
ment which  the  officers  of  the  union,  at  the 
present  time,  are  willing  to  enter  into  with 
any   other  manufacturer,  either  with  or  without 

the  stipulations  in  relation  to  the  union  stamp:  — 

Agreement  entered  into  this  26th  day  of  October  A.D. 
1898  by  and  between  the  W.  L.  Douglas  Shoe  Company, 
of  Brockton,  Massachusetts,  shoe  manufacturer,  party  of 
the  first  part,  and  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union, 
party  of  the  second  part,  witnesseth :  — 

First.  —  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  that  it  will 
employ  as  boot  and  shoe  workers  in  its  factory  in  Brock- 
ton none  but  members  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers' 
Union  in  good  standing. 

Second.  —  That  it  will  not  employ  any  member  of  the 
Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union  or  any  other  person  as 
a  boot  and  shoe  worker  who  is  objectionable  to  said  union, 
either  on  account  of  being  in  arrears  for  dues  or  from  any 
other  cause,  after  receiving  notice  of  the  objection  by  some 
authorized  agent  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union 
or  local  union  or  unions. 

Third. — That  it  will  not  hinder  or  obstruct  the  col- 
lectors of  said  union  working  in  its  factory  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  of  collecting  the  dues  of  the 
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members  of  said  union  due  to  the  respective  local 
unions. 

Fourth,  — That  it  will  not  cause  or  allow  the  union 
stamp  y  which  wiU  be  applied  to  it  by  the  party  of  the 
second  part,  as  a  part  of  this  agreement,  to  be  placed  on 
any  goods  not  made  in  a  factory  for  which  the  use  of 
the  union  stamp  was  granted. 

Fifth,  — That  party  of  the  second  part  or  its  deputy 
shall  at  all  times  be  allowed  to  visit  the  factory  on  busi- 
ness connected  with  the  union  stamp. 

Sixth.  — The  party  of  the  second  part  may  present  to 
the  party  of  the  first  part  a  bill  of  prices  of  the  local 
union  or  unions  which,  if  it  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  shall 
be  referred  to  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration  in  the 
manner  provided  in  paragraph  12. 

Seventh.  —  The  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  sup- 
ply to  the  party  of  the  first  part  its  union  stamp,  and  that 
in  making  prices  with  the  party  of  the  first  pail;  no  addi- 
tional price  shall  be  made  for  the  use  of  the  stamp,  which 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  free  of 
charge;  nor  shall  any  discrimination  be  made  between 
the  party  of  the  first  part  and  other  firms,  persons  or 
corporations  who  may  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  party  of  the  second  part  for  the  use  of  the  union 
stamp. 

Eighth.  —  That  all  reasonable  eflbrts  shall  be  made  by 
the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union  to  advertise  the  union 
stamp  in  the  public  press,  trade  journals,  labor  unions, 
labor  conventions  and  otherwise,  and  to  use  every  exer- 
tion to  create  a  demand  for  the  union  stamped  goods 
among  consumers. 

Ninth.  —  That  they  will  furnish  to  the  party  of  the  first 
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part  when  and  as  often  aa  it  may  be  required,  all  boot 
and  shoe  workers  desired  by  the  party  of  the  first  part. 

Tenth.  —  That  the  right  of  the  party  of  the  first  part 
to  use  the  union  stamp  sh£|,ll  be  in  no  way  affected  by  any 
action  of  a  local  union  or  unions,  or  by  the  fact  that  one 
or  more  local  unions  has  withdrawn  from  or  been  dis- 
missed from  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union. 

Eleventh. — Both  parties  agree  to  adjust  in  an  honest 
and  equitable  manner  all  grievances  of  whatever  nature 
and  all  matters  of  dispute  in  reference  to  wages  or  any 
other  subject,  including  the  true  construction  of  this 
agreement,  that  may  arige  between  them,  and  in  case  of 
failure  to  mutually  adjust  any  dispute  or  grievance,  the 
party  of  the  first  part  and  the  members  of  the  depart- 
ment or  departments  where  such  dispute  or  grievance 
shall  arise,  shall  join  in  the  manner  provided  by  statute, 
in  an  application  to  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of 
Arbitration  for  a  decision  on  the  matter  or  matters  in 
dispute,  and  the  decision  of  said  Board  shall  be  binding 
upon  the  party  of  the  first  part,  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  the  local  unions  and  employees. 

Twelfth,  —  A  general  officer  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe 
Workers'  Union  may  join  with  the  parties  to  the  appli- 
cation to  said  Board,  and  should  more  than  one  depart- 
ment be  affected  by  a  dispute,  the  Joint  Council  to  which 
the  local  unions,  represented  in  the  factory  are  attached, 
may  also  join  with  the  parties  to  the  application.  A 
general  officer  may  act  as  the  authorized  agent  of  the 
employees  in  the  application  in  any  case,  to  the  State 
Board. 

Thirteenth.  —  While  this  agreement  remains  in  force, 
there  shall  be  no  strike  declared  by  any  person  or  persons 
for  any  cause,  pretext  or  excuse  whatsoever  in  the  factory 
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of  the  party  of  the  first  pail,  nor  shall  the  party  of  the 
first  part  for  any  cause,  pretext  or  excuse  whatsoever, 
cause  a  lockout  against  any  of  its  employees.  The  party 
of  the  first  part  shall  suffer  no  interruption  of  business 
during  the  decision  of  any  dispute  or  grievance. 

Fourteenth,  —  This  agreement  shall  remain  in  force  for 
three  years  from  Nov.  1,  1898.  Should  either  party  de- 
sire to  alter,  amend  or  annul  this  agreement,  it  shall  give 
a  written  notice  thereof  to  the  other  party  three  months 
before  the  expiration  of  the  agreement,  and  if  the  parties 
fail  to  give  such  notice,  the  agreement  shall  continue  in 
force  for  another  year  and  so  on  from  year  to  year  until 
such  notice  is  given. 

Fifteenth.  — In  case  the  party  of  the  first  part  violates 
the  terms  of  this  agreement,  directly  or  indirectly  (which 
may  be  a  matter  of  dispute  to  be  referred  to  the  State 
Board  of  Arbitration)  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall 
have  the  right  to  demand  and  receive  from  the  party  of 
the  first  part  the  stamp  or  stamps  delivered  to  it  by  the 
party  of  the  second  part  under  this  agreement,  and  to 
take  the  stamp  or  stamps  wherever  the  same  may  be, 
without  being  liable  to  any  claim  for  damages  or  other- 
wise. The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  that  it  will 
surrender  said  union  stamp  or  stamps  on  the  termina- 
tion  of  this  agreement  or  upon  the  decision  of  the  State 
Board  that  it  has  violated  its  terms,  and  that  it  will  make 
no  contest  against  the  party  of  the  second  part  upon  the 
question  of  the  ownership  of  said  stamp  or  stamps,  but 
the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  be  treated  and  recog- 
nized as  the  owner  of  the  same. 

Sixteenth.  —  No  person  shall  have  the  right  to  demand 
or  receive  the  said  union  stamp  from  the  party  of  the  first 
part,  except  the  General  President  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe 
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Workers'  Union,  or  some  person  duly  authorized  by  him 
in  writing  to  receive  the  same,  which  authorization  shall 
be  signed  by  the  General  President  and  bear  the  seal  of 
the  organization  as  affixed  hereto.  In  case  the  party  of 
the  first  part  shall  be  unable  for  any  cause  to  deliver  the 
said  stamp  to  the  party  of  the  second  part,  or  whoever 
may  hold  the  office  of  General  President  of  the  Boot  and 
Shoe  Workers'  Union,  or  to  the  person  properly  author- 
ized by  him  to  receive  the  said  stamp,  the  party  of  the 
first  part  shall  be  liable  to  the  party  of  the  second  part, 
or  to  the  party  who  holds  the  office  of  General  President, 
in  the  sum  of  $200,  to  be  recovered  by  the  party  of  the 
second  part,  or  whosoever  may  hold  the  office  of  the 
General  President  of  said  union,  in  an  action  of  conti'act 
against  the  party  of  the  first  part  as  liquidated  damages. 

Seventeenth,  —  In  case  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall 
cease  to  do  business,  or  shall  transfer  interest,  or  any  part 
thereof,  to  any  person,  or  persons  or  corporations,  this 
agreement  shall  be  ended,  and  the  stamp  shall  be  re- 
turned to  the  General  President.  And  in  the  event  of  a 
change  in  the  membership  of  any  firm  who  shall  have 
entered  into  this  agreement,  this  agreement  shall  be 
ended  and  the  union  sta,mp  returned  to  the  General 
President,  when  a  new  agreement  of  similar  tenor  as 
this  may  be  entered  into.

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THEATBIOAL  STAGE  EMPLOYEES -BOSTON. 


On  October  10,  the  Board  received  notice  in 
writing  of  a  controversy  which  had  been  going 
on  for  more  than  a  month  between  the  mana- 
gers of  the  HoUis  Street  Theatre,  Boston  Mu- 
seum, Boston  Theatre,  Park  Theatre,  Tremont 
Theatre,  Colmnbia  Theatre  and  Keith's  Theatre, 
all  of  Boston. 

By  interviews  with  the  parties  concerned,  it 
was  learned  by  the  Board  that  the  members  of 
the  Theatrical  Stage  Employees'  Union  had 
ceased  to  work  in  the  above-named  theatres  on 
September  5,  excepting  those  who  refused  to 
follow  the  leadership  of  the  union,  preferring 
to  keep  their  places,  l^ew  employees  had  been 
hired  to  fill  vacancies,  and,  so  far  as  appeared, 
the  theatres  were  in  operation  as  usual,  the  man- 
agers  asserting  that  they  had  suffered  no  serf- 
0U8  inconvenience,  and  did  not  desire  to  efifect 
any  settlement  with  the  organization, — preferred 
to  be  as  they  were. 

The  Board  took  no  further  action  in  the 
matter. 
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IVER  JOHirSON'8    ARMS     AND     CYOI.B    WORKS  — 

FITOHBTTBa. 


About  the  middle  of  September,  a  strike 
against  a  reduction  of  wages  occurred  in  the 
bicycle  factory  of  the  Iver  Johnson's  Arms  and 
Cycle  Works,  of  Fitchburg. 

Neither  party  sought  the  assistance  of  the 
Board,  although  its  services  were  tendered.  In 
the  latter  part  of  October  a  settlement  was 
reached  by  agreement  of  the  parties. 
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A.  B.  LITTLB  A  OO.^LYVN. 


On  October  25,  the  workmen  employed  by 
A.  E.  Little  &  Co.  as  hand-sewers  went  on  a 
strike  for  higher  wages.  About  a  week  later 
the  Board  made  inquiry,  and  was  informed  that 
alterations  were  being  made  in  the  factory,  and 
that  an  understanding  was  likely  to  come  when 
the  factory  should  be  ready  to  resume  the  mak- 
mg  of  hand-sewed  shoes. 

Subsequently  the  Board  was  informed  that 
the  matter  had  been  settled  by  agreement,  and 
the  men  had  resmned  work. 
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SHOE  WORKERS'  STRIKE  -  MARLBOROUGH. 


On  or  about  November  10,  "announcements" 
were  posted  in  the  shoe  factories  of  Mari- 
borough,  conducted  by  the  S.  H.  Howe  Shoe 
Company,  Rice  &  Hutchins  and  John  A.  Frye, 
which,  although  varying  in  some  particulars,  all 
asserted  the  intention  of  the  manufacturers  to 
conduct  their  business  in  the  future  without 
reference  to  or  recognition  of  any  labor  organi- 
zation or  its  agents. 

The  announcement  made  by  the  S.  H.  Howe 
Shoe  Company,  which  was  carefully  prepared, 
was  as  follows  :  — 

Believing  that  the  success  and  continuance  of  our  busi- 
ness in  Marlboro  demand  a  change,  both  in  price  lists 
and  method  of  agreement,  we  make  the  following  an- 
nouncement :  — 

All  price  lists  and  labor  agreements  now  in  force  in  our 
different  factories  will  terminate  on  Wednesday,  Nov.  23, 
1898. 

New  price  lists  and  agreements,  binding  for  one  year, 
have  been  prepared  and  will  insure  uniform  and  reason- 
able  wages  in  every  department,  (provided  outside  inter- 
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ference  and  limitation  are  removed,  and  inside  harmony 
and  mutual  good  wiU  are  restored.) 

All  contracts  and  agreements  will  be  made  by  and 
between  our  company,  and  our  employees,  and  all  mat- 
ters of  difference  must  be  settled  by  and  between  our 
company  and  our  employees,  either  singly  or  in  com- 
mittee. 

As  managers  of  the  business  we  claim  and  shall  care- 
fully exercise  the  right  to  hire  or  discharge  (for  cause) 
any  person  or  persons  whenever  in  our  judgment  the 
interest  of  the  business  requires  such  change. 

We  do  not  claim  the  right  to  interfere  in  any  way  with 
the  individual  or  social  freedom  of  any  person,  but  we  do 
desire  a  united  and  harmonious  organization,  and  shall 
endeavor  to  protect  by  all  proper  and  lawful  means  all 
persons  who  enter  our  employ. 

By  this  change  of  method  and  re-organization  we  be- 
lieve we  shall  recover  and  be  able  to  hold  our  place  in 
the  front  rank  of  manufacturers,  thereby  providing  steady 
employment  for  the  greater  number. 

We  are  now  ready,  and  shall  be  glad  to  confer  with  any 
or  all  of  our  present  employees  in  relation  to  future  em- 
ployment.

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The  proprietors  of  this  fisu^ry  hereby  announce  to  all 
who  desire  to  contract  for  the  future  performance  of  any 
labor  therein,  that  after  prices,  terms  and  conditions  of 
said  labor  are  mutually  agreed  to,  each  shall  consent  in 
writing  to  the  following :  - 

Having  agreed  to  labor  in  the  Cotting  Ave.  Factory 

at until  Nov.  23rd  1899,  upon  certain  prices  and 

terms,  and  with  fiill  knowledge  of  conditions  existing  in 
factory,  I  hereby  further  agree  that  I  will  not,  until  Nov. 
23rd.  1899,  either  by  myself  or  by  joining  with  others, 
take  any  action,  secretly  or  otherwise,  with  the  intent  to 
interfere  with  the  continuous  running  of  the  factory ;  and 
that  I  will  not  recognize  any  authority  which  makes  re* 
quests  or  gives  orders  contrary  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of 
this  agreement.

Because  of  the  unwise  and  arbitrary  method  of  interfer- 
ence  with  the  conduct  of  this  business  heretofore  pursued 
by  the  accredited  agents  of  labor  organizations,  which* 
have  caused  financial  losses  both  to  employer  and. em- 
ployed, making  it  unsafe  for  those  who  manage  the  busi* 
ness  and  are  responsible  financially  for  its  success  to  make 
contracts  for  materials,  labor  or  for  the  certain  deUvery  of 
the  product —  Shoes,  the  proprietors  of  this  factory  here- 
by announce  to  aU  who  desire  to  contract  for  the  future 
performance  of  any  labor  therein,  that  after  prices,  terms, 
and  conditions  of  said  labor  are  mutually  agreed  to,  each 
shall  consent  in  writing  to  the  following :

Reply  of  JoirU  Council  JSTo.  8  to  the  Above. 

Marlboro,  Mass.,  Not.  10th,  1896. 
To  the  Shoe  Manufacturers^  Business  Men  and  Public  at  Large, 

In  view  of  the  recent  attack  of  the  shoe  manufacturers 
of  this  city  upon  organized  labor,  and  to  the  end  that 
our  position  in  the  impending  controversy  shaU  not  be 
misunderstood,  we  desire  with  charity  for  all  and  with 
malice  toward  none,  to  submit  our  side  of  the  case,  and 
ask  for  it  a  fisdr  consideration  by  all  who  are  in  any  way 
interested  in  the  matter. 

In  1893  Mr.  Howe  asked  for  a  ten  per  cent,  reduction 
and  stated  that  unless  he  got  the  reduction  he  asked  for, 
his  factories  might  run  one  day  in  the  week  or  they  might 
not  run  at  all.  Notwithstanding,  his  proposition  was  de- 
oUned ;  his  three  factories  run  six  days  per  week  of  ten 
hours  each  and  Mr.  Howe  shortly  afterward  purchased  a 
fourth  factory  and  said  at  the  end  of  that  year  it  had  been 
the  most  successful  year  he  had  ever  had. 

In  November,  1895,  we  received  from  the  manu&ct- 
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urers  a  new  price  list  involving  a  reduction  of  from  five 
per  cent,  to  forty  per  cent.  After  some  negotiations  the 
matter  was  submitted  to  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration 
and  we  received  a  decision  reducing  our  wages,  which  we 
accepted. 

In  1896,  just  prior  to  Labor  Day,  Mr.  Howe  called  in 
one  of  the  agents  and  stated  that  his  relations  with  the 
unions  had  been  so  pleasant  and  the  condition  of  his 
business  was  so  satisfactory  that  he  desired  to  contribute 
$75.00  towards  the  union  labor  day  celebration. 

In  April,  1897,  Mr.  Howe  asked  for  a  reduction  of 
ten  per  cent.  To  avoid  trouble  the  unions  compromised 
by  allowing  until  May  1st,  1898,  a  discount  of  five  per 
cent,  on  all  wages  except  upon  eleven  items  which  were 
referred  to  the  State  Board  and  their  decision  gave  a  still 
greater  reduction,  which  we  accepted.  This  reduction 
of  wages  applied  to  every  factory  in  the  city. 

In  July,  1897,  Mr.  Rice  made  a  proposition  that  he 
would  locate  a  new  factory  in  this  city,  providing  the 
unions  would  agree  not  to  have  anything  to  do  with  said 
factory  for  a  period  of  two  years.  In  deference  to  the 
clamor  of  business  men  and  against  our  judgment,  we 
conceded  even  this  peculiar  request,  and  directed  our 
agents  to  sign  the  agreement,  which  was  done.  The 
request  stated  their  intention  to  manufacture  Misses', 
Children's  and  **  Little  Men's  "  shoes,  mostly  spring  heels. 
He  having  violated  this  agreement  by  making  goods  not 
contemplated  in  the  request,  the  agents  waited  upon  him, 
when  Mr.  Rice  declined  to  discuss  any  matter  connected 
with  the  Elondike  factory  notwithstanding  the  question 
at  issue  was  an  alleged  violation  of  the  agreement  on  his 
part.     April  1,   1898,  we   gave  the   manufacturers   the 
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customary  thirty  days'  notices  that  the  five  per  cent,  dis- 
count on  wages  expired  with  the  agreement  on  May  1, 
1898,  and  that  all  prices  would  be  net  after  that  date. 
Thirty-six  hours  previous  to  the  expiration  of  this  thirty 
days'  notice  we  were  given  to  understand  that  there  would 
be  trouble  unless  the  5  per  cent,  discount  was  continued. 
Once  again  we  conceded  our  wages  for  the  benefit  of  the 
business  interests,  and  agreed  to  continue  the  five  per 
cent,  discount  indefinitely. 

In  a  few  instances,  some  of  the  Unions  being  underpaid 
as  compared  with  competing  towns,  asked  increase  in 
wages,  but  none  of  these  just  grievances  have  been 
pressed,  and  business  men  or  business  interests  have 
suffered  no  less  because  of  them. 

A  few  weeks  ago  some  of  the  Lasters  contemplating 
stopping  work  on  the  lasting  machines  in  sympathy  with 
the  lasters  of  south  eastern  Massachusetts  but  on  more 
mature  consideration  they  decided  that  such  an  action 
would  be  an  inconvenience  to  our  manufacturers  and  a 
detriment  to  our  beloved  city,  and  therefore  voted  to  in- 
definitely postpone  the  matter. 

For  many  years  our  Unions  have  endeavored  and  have 
the  reputation  of  having  followed  an  extremely  conserva- 
tive course.  There  has  not  been  a  single  instance  in 
years,  when  we  have  refused  to  submit  any  grievance  we 
had,  to  the  impartial  tribunal  provided  by  the  statutes 
of  our  state.  We  consider  this  method  of  Arbitration 
to  be  the  sole  cause  of  our  city's  freedom  from  the  fre- 
quent and  extremely  costly  labor  wars  that  have  afflicted 
every  other  shoe  city. 

It  remains  for  our  most  prominent  citizen,  elected  day 
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before  yesterday  by  our  votes,  to  one  of  the  highest  posi- 
tions in  our  state,  to  repudiate  one  of  its  longest  estab- 
lished institutions,  and  this  at  a  time  when  one  of 
Brockton's  leading  manufacturers,  paying  the  highest 
wages,  has  considered  it  to  his  business  advantage  to 
sign  an  agreement  for  three  years  to  arbitrate  all  disputes 
and  to  employ  only  Union  help. 

We  are  ready  to  meet  the  manufacturers  upon  the  basis 
of  arbitration  of  all  disputes  that  cannot  be  mutually  ad- 
justed, but  we  are  denied  that  opportunity. 

The  notices  posted  and  the  agreements  required,  con- 
template that  each  individual  shall  surrender  his  or  her 
individual  rights  to  hold  membership  in  a  legitimate 
organization  of  their  craft,  and  shall  work  at  prices  and 
under  conditions  wholly  dictated  by  the  employer.  In  * 
proof  of  this  we  submit  that  prices  have  today  been  pro- 
posed in  Middlesex  factory  reducing  wages  from  15  to  40 
per  cent. 

It  is  stated  that  this  action  on  the  part  of  the  manufactu- 
rers, was  taken  because  of  arbitrary  and  unwise  actions  of 
the  agents. 

The  agents  at  all  times  have  acted  under  instruction, 
and  it  is  well  understood  by  the  shoemakers  and  manu- 
fecturers  of  this  city  that  15  to  40  per  cent,  reductions 
would  have  taken  place  long  ago  were  it  not  for  the 
organization  as  represented  by  the  agents,  and  hence  the 
desire  of  the  manufacturers  to  prejudice  the  minds  of  the 
members  and  the  public  against  the  agents. 

To  the  business  men  we  desire  to  say  that  while  we 
have  in  the  past  conceded  much  in  their  interest,  we  have 
now  reached  a  point  where  further  concession  would  be 
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traitorous  to  every  principle  we  hold  dear,  and  while  we 
would  prefer  to  be  on  friendly  terms  with  them  we  shall 
positively  refuse  to  surrender  our  inalienable  right  to 
belong  to  and  maintain  our  Unions  as  in  the  past. 

We  fully  realize  that  the  ensuing  contest  will  be  one 
in  which  all  business  and  real  estate  interest  will  suffer. 

It  will  probably  be  many  years  before  this  city  and  its 
many  interests  will  recover  from  the  blow  which  some 
of  its  leading  citizens  are  about  to  inflict  on  it.  This 
battle  was  not  of  our  seeking  but  is  forced  upon  us,  hence 
we  absolve  ourselves  from  all  blame. 

Conscious  of  the  righteousness  of  our  cause  we  will 
oppose  the  present  attempt  of  the  manufacturers  to  the 
bitter  end,  cost  the  community  what  it  may,  as  we  regard 
the  interests  and  rights  of  the  workers  whose  labor  has 
created  all  values  in  this  city,  to  be  superior  to  every 
other  consideration  which  may  be  involved.

The  employers  did  not  enter  into  any  formal 
organization,  but  had  a  common  aim  and  were 
actuated  by  a  similar  motive,  which  was  two- 
fold; namely,  the  establishing  of  a  lower  labor 
cost  in  the  manufacture  of  shoes,  and  inciden- 
tally, as  a  means  to  that  end,  the  elimination 
of  labor  organizations  from  the  discussion  of 
wages  or  the  hiring  and  discharge  of  work- 
men.    The  issue  was  so  comprehensive   and  the 
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challenge  so  boldly  made  that  a  straggle  was 
certain   to  ensue. 

The  strike  at  Brockton  and  recent  exhibitions 
of  the  union  feeling  in  Mariborough,  notably 
in  the  case  of  the  Middlesex  factory,  had  also 
had  more  or  less  influence  in  determming  the 
manufacturers  to  take  the  course  outlined  in 
the  above  declarations. 

On  the  15th  most  of  the  factories  in  which 
the  notices  had  been  posted  were  deserted  by 
employees.  A  few  days  later  the  notice  was 
posted  in  the  factory  of  John  O'Connell  & 
Sons,  and  the  employees  m  that  factory  joined 
the  strike. 

At  first  it  was  the  disposition  of  the  manu- 
facturers to  wait  until  their  former  employees 
should  see  fit  to  return  to  work.  No  specific 
list  of  prices  was  made  public  by  any  manu- 
facturer. In  fact,  there  seemed  to  be  a  general 
agreement  that  the  new  list  or  lists  should  not 
be  made  public  by  them,  and  they  have  never 
been  shown  to  this  Board. 

On  November  28  the  Board  received  notice 
of  the  strike  from  the  mayor  of  Marlborough, 
and  several  times,  both  before  that  date  and 
afterwards,  visited  that  city  and  conferred  sepa- 
rately   with    the    representatives    of    the    work 
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people  and  with  the  manufacturers,  in  the  hope 
of  effecting  some  understanding  that  should 
enable  the  operatives  to  resume  their  usual  oc- 
cupations,  and  at  the  same  time  secure  for  the 
manufacttu^rs  any  needed  reductions  in  wages 
and  reasonable  assurance  of  fair  treatment  at 
all  times. 

The  employers  seemed  inflexible  in  their  de- 
termination to  adhere  to  the  policy  which  they 
had  announced  in  their  posted  notices.  The 
employees  expressed  their  willingness  to  leave 
the  whole  matter  to  the  decision  of  the  State 
Board,  and  abide  by  the  result,  and  asserted 
their  readiness  to  make  substantial  concessions 
if  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a  just 
settlement,  —  in  fact,  to  do  anything  short  of 
obliterating  their  organization.  In  order  to  meet 
any  personal  objection  on  the  part  of  the  manu- 
facturers, the  then  representatives  of  the  unions 
stood  ready  to  withdraw  themselves  from  the 
proceedings,  and  permit  any  future  negotiations 
to  be  conducted  by  others  who  were  not  per- 
sonally obnoxious  by  reason  of  anything  that 
had  occurred  in  the  past. 

All  attempts  at  an  adjustment  were  fruitless, 
and  the  lines  remained  drawn  as  in  the  begin- 
ning until  January  21,  when  an  interview  was 
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sought    and    obtained    by  the    Board    with    the 

manufacturers   in   Boston.  As   a  result   of  this 

interview    the    following  correspondence    took 
place : — 

BosTOK,  Mass.,  Jan.  28, 1899. 
2b  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation. 

Gentlemen:  —  Referring  to  the  conversation  which 
took  place  on  Saturday  the  21st,  when  your  Board  so 
kindly  called  on  us,  and  proffered  its  services  in  the  hope 
that  some  adjustment  could  be  reached,  of  the  present 
unhappy  conditions  in  Marlboro,  —  we  desire  to  present 
the  following  as  what  we  understand  to  be  the  proposi- 
tions discussed  and  agreed  upon : 

Provided  your  Honorable  Board  can  bring  about  the 
ending  of  the  strike,  and  the-  return  to  work  of  as  many 
workmen  as  can  be  employed  to  advantage,  under  the 
posted  announcement  in  our  various  factories,  and  at  the 
prices  now  established,  we  will  modify  the  posted  notice, 
so  that  the  agreement  to  work  for  the  year  may  be  verbal 
instead  of  written.  Should  any  differences  arise  between 
employ  era  and  employed  —  not  covered  by  the  notices  as 
posted,  and  the  new  price-lists  —  that  cannot  be  settled 
in  Marlboro,  they  shall  be  referred  for  final  adjustment  to 
your  Honorable  Board. 

It  will  be  our  aim,  however,  as  soon  as  our  factories  are 
again  fully  running,  to  encourage  the  organization  of  a 
shop  committee,  composed  entirely  of  our  own  employees 
—  to  adjust  as  far  as  possible  new  conditions  as  they  arise. 

It  must  be  fully  underatood  that  all  of  our  factories  are 
partially  filled  with  satisfactory  operatives,  who  will  not 
be  discharged  to  make  room  for  others. 
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We  hope  and  believe  that  when  once  our  factories  are 
in  fiill  operation  under  better  auspices,  we  shall  be  able 
to  sell  shoes  in  such  quantities  as  will  enable  us  to  employ 
the  greater  number  of  the  skilled  workmen  in  Marlboro.

of  the  present  aspect  of  the  controversy. 

After  a  discussion  lasting  through  several  hours  we  have 
been  authorized  and  requested  to  report  to  you  the  follow- 
ing propositions  which,  as  we  understand,  state  what  the 
working  men  and  women  of  Marlborough  would  be  will- 
ing to  agree  to  "  in  order  to  reach  an  adjustment : "  — 

If  all  <<  posted  annonncements  "  (or  iron  dads)  are  removed 
and  all  the  old  employees  are  reinstated,  we  agree  to  resume 
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employment  on  the  present  prices,  pending  an  adjustment  of  the 
same  by  your  honorable  board,  or  some  other  board  mutually 
agreed  upon  by  both  parties,  said  adjudicated  prices  to  date 
from  the  time  of  application  for  readjustment. 

We  reaflSrm  that  we  stand  ready  at  all  times  to  arbitrate  all 
differences  that  may  arise  between  us  and  our  employers.

Gentlemen  :  —  At  the  time  you  called  on  us,  Jan.  2l8t, 
to  offer  the  services  of  your  Honorable  Board  in  the  Marl- 
boro matter,  we  stated  very  fiilly  and  frankly  our  posi- 
tion, and  assured  you  that  our  factories  would  be  run,  if 
run  at  all,  in  accordance  with  those  statements.  In  order 
that  there  should  be  no  misunderstanding,  we  sent  you  on 
the  23rd  inst.  in  writing  the  conditions  (copy  attached) 
on  which  we  shall  insist  in  the  future  conduct  of  our 
business. 

We  understood  that  you  were  hopeftil  of  bringing 
assistance  to  the  shoe  workers  and  shoe  manufacturers 
of  Marlboro  on  those  lines.  Your  conununication  of  the 
25th  inst.  just  received,  containing  a  proposition  almost 
the  exact  opposite  of  ours,  shows  how  mistaken  were  your 
hopes,  because  of  course  you  understand  that  we  cannot 
comply  with  the  demand  to  remove  the  notices,  nor  to 
re-instate  any  greater  number  of  our  old  employees  than 
will  be  required  to  fiU  present  vacancies. 

Firmly  believing  that  we  cannot  successfully  conduct 
our  business  except  by  mutual  agreement  with  our  own 
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employees  with  the  same  freedom  enjoyed  by  other  New 
England  manufacturers,  we  again  express  our  purpose  of 
standing  by  our  announcements  as  communicated  to  your 
Honorable  Board  in  our  letter  of  Jan.  23rd.

Gentlemen: — The  position  of  the  work  people  as 
represented  by  you  in  your  letter  to  this  Board  dated 
January  24,  1899,  was  reported  by  us  to  the  manu&ct- 
urers  last  Wednesday,  and  on  Saturday  we  received  from 
them  a  letter  saying : 

We  cannot  comply  with  the  demand  to  remove  the  notices, 
nor  to  re-iDstate  any  greater  number  of  our  old  employees  than 
will  be  required  to  fill  present  vacancies.  Firmly  believing  that 
we  cannot  successfally  conduct  our  business  except  by  mutual 
agreement  with  our  own  employees  with  the  same  freedom 
enjoyed  by  other  New  England  manufacturers,  we  again  ex- 
press our  purpose  of  standing  by  our  announcements  as  com- 
municated to  your  Honorable  Board  in  our  letter  of  January 
2drd. 
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The  matter  contained  in  the  letter  referred  to  has 
already  been  kid  before  you,  and  we  now  transmit  the 
substance  of  the  reply  of  the  manufacturers  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  shoe  workers  of  Marlborough.

It  Bhould  be  noted  that,  in  order  to  bring  the 
open  controversy  to  an  end,  the  mannfacturers 
had  so  far  changed  their  position  as  to  offer  to 
abide  by  the  decision  of  the  State  Board,  pro- 
vided the  workmen,  that  is,  "as  many  workmen 
as  can  be  employed  to  advantage,"  would  re- 
turn and  accept  the  new  prices  (not  yet  made 
public) . 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  nothing 
has  occurred  on  either  side  to  invite  further 
attempts  by  the  Board  to  effect  a  settlement.

Following  more  or  less  closely  upon  the  un- 
successful termination  of  the  strike  of  the 
lasters  of  Brockton  and  the  vicinity,  elsewhere 
mentioned  in  this  report,  a  joint  appUcation  was 
received  from  the  Commonwealth  Shoe  and 
Leather  Company  and  its  lasters  at  "Whitman; 
and  after  great  deliberation  upon  all  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case,  the  Board  rendered  the 
following  decision  on  January  25 :  — 

In  the  matter  of  tf^  joint  application  of  the  Commonwealth  Shoe  and 
Leather  Company^  of  Whttman,  and  the  lasters  in  its  employ.

This  case  comes  to  the  Board  upon  the  application  of 
the  employer  for  a  reduction  in  the  prices  of  lasting,  and 
also  its  desire  to  fix  prices  for  lasting  Goodyear  boots  on 
the  Chase  machine,  the  last  described  work  now  being 
done  by  hand. 

After  hearing  the  parties  concerned,  and  upon  much 
careful  consideration,  the  Board  recommends  that  the 
following  prices  be  paid  in  the  company's  factory  at 
Whitman :  —

The  above  prices  are  intended  to  cover  the  work  of  palling 
lasts  and  tacking  in  shanks ;  bnt  when  such  palling  and  tack- 
ing are  not  done  by  the  laster,  a  dedaction  shonld  be  made  from 
the  prices  here  recommended  of  one-qnarter  of  a  cent  per  pair 
for  each  part. 

In  the  matter  of  lasting  Goodyear  boots  on  the  Chase  ma- 
chine, said  work  now  being  done  by  hand,  the  Board  is  nnable 
to  make  any  recommendation,  for  the  reason  that  we  have 
no  actual  experience  of  the  new  method  in  this  factory,  and 
have  not  found  any  other  factory  in  which  this  kind  of  work 
is  done  on  the  machine  named.

Result  —  A  few  days  after  the  decision  was 
made  public,  the  lasters  who  were  parties  to  the 
application,  through  their  agents,  signified  to  the 
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company  their  refusal  to  work  for  the  prices 
recommended  in  the  Board's  decision. 

An  appeal  was  made  by  representatives  of  the 
lasters'  union  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor, 
who  replied  that  he  did  not  feel  it  incumbent 
upon  him  to  constitute  himself  a  court  of  appeal 
from  this  Board  or  other  of  the  state  boards. 

Subsequently  the  Governor  received  a  letter 
from  the  company,  and  both  letters  were  re- 
ferred by  him  to  this  Board  "for  its  consid- 
eration."    The  correspondence  is  annexed:  —

To  His  Excellency  Roger  Woloott,  Governor  of  Massachusetts. 

A  petition  to  your  Excellency  having  been  published 
extensively  in  the  daily  papers,  signed  by  a  committee 
of  the  lasters  employed  at  the  factories  of  this  Com- 
pany in  Whitman,  requesting  you  to  investigate  a  deci- 
sion of  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration  affecting  the 
prices  paid  for  lasting  in  our  factories  in  Whitman, 
we  would  respectfully  state  that,  in  our  opinion,  the 
award  by  the  State  Board  was  not  only  as  favorable 
to  the  workmen  as  the  evidence  submitted  in  the 
case  would  warrant,  but,  as  we  suppose  is  usual  in 
such  matters,  leaned  perceptibly  to  their  advantage.  The 
dealing  of  this  Company  with  its  employees  has  always 
been  on  a  basis  of  the  utmost  fairness,  and  the  Company 
has  in  the  past  few  months  made  considerable  sacrifices 
to  avoid  a  rupture  which  has  several  times  been  threatened 
by  what  seemed  to  us  to  be  the  arbitrary  action  of  our 
employees  in  this  department.     We  do  not  recall  ever 
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having  seen  such  a  petition  as  the  one  handed  your  Ex- 
cellency, and  of  course  are  not  aware  what  action  will  be 
taken  in  consequence  of  it.  It  seems  to  us,  however,  that 
after  the  very  considerable  amount  of  time  and  trouble 
taken  by  both  sides  in  securing  evidence  to  lay  before 
the  State  Board,  and  in  view  of  their  patient  and  care- 
ful investigation,  that  the  decision  which  they  have  ren- 
dered should  have  absolute  binding  fprce  on  both  parties 
to  such  a  controversy.  We  wish  to  say,  however,  that 
if  it  seems  best  to  your  Excellency  that  the  evidence  sub- 
mitted to  the  State  Board  should  be  reviewed,  as  requested 
by  the  Committee  of  laaters,  this  Company  would  be  most 
willing  to  cooperate  in  making  such  a  hearing  the  fullest 
and  most  satisfactory  possible,  if  our  workmen  do  in  the 
meantime  show  their  good  faith  by  recognizing  the  deci- 
sion  already  given,  and  continue  at  their  work  without 
in  any  way  disturbing  the  business  of  the  Company  until 
the  result  of  such  examination  of  the  evidence  as  may  be 
ordered,  shall  have  been  completed.  In  this  event  the 
Company  will  bind  itself  to  accept  the  result  of  any  such 
review,  and  will  pay  the  price  list  recommended  after  the 
review  of  evidence,  and  will  consider  any  new  prices  as 
binding  from  the  date  of  the  original  application  to  the 
State  Board.  Of  course,  if  our  workmen  ignore  their 
plain  duty  under  these  circumstances,  and  pending  the 
decision  in  the  matter,  shall  leave  their  work,  thereby 
stopping  the  production  of  the  factories,  we  shall  feel 
relieved  of  any  obligation  to  discuss  the  matter  further 
and  shall  protect  our  interests  as  the  occasion  may  require.

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The  foregoing  notice  appears  to  have  been 
given  in  accordance  with  St.  1887,  c.  269,  §  6, 
and  was  such  a  notice  as  either  party  to  the 
case  might  properly  give.  The  operatives  at 
the  same  time  returned  to  work,  and  the  busi- 
ness of  manufacturing  boots  and  shoes  was  re- 
sumed in  all  departments  of  the  factory  under 
the   State  Board's  prices. 

At  the  same  time  the  manager  announced  that 
the  workmen  would  not  be  required  to  refund 
or  otherwise  account  for  the  surplus  of  earn- 
ings paid  to  them  pending  the  decision,  and  in 
excess  of  the  prices  recommended  by  the  Board ; 
and  a  satisfactory  settlement  was  agreed  upon, 
to  take  effect  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixty 
days,  and  to  continue  until  December  1,  1899,

This  case  arises  upon  the  application  of  the  firm  for 
a  reduced  price  list  for  stitching.  This  factory  employs 
fourteen  stitchers  only,  and  about  thirty-five  men  and 
women  in  all  departments. 

The  returns  of  wages  paid  in  other  factories  for  similar 
work  are  not  so  complete  as  were  desired,  but  it  is  clear 
that  the  earnings  of  the  stitchers  in  this  factory  are  very 
moderate,  and  the  conditions  under  which  the  work  is 
done  are  not  favorable  to  the  earning  of  larger  wages  by 
the  stitchers. 

In  view  of  all  the  evidence  obtained  and  of  the  peculiar 
circumstances  of  the  particular  case,  the  Board  is  unable 
to  see  good  reason  for  any  reduction  and  therefore  recom- 
mends the  payment  of  the  same  prices  as  heretofore  paid.

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In  1886  Massachusetts  and  New  York  established  state 
boards  of  arbitration. 

A  statute  of  the  United  States,  enacted  in  1888,  pro- 
vided for  the  settlement  of  controversies  between  rail- 
roads and  theit  employees  through  the  services  of  special 
temporary  tribunals  known  as  **  boards  of  arbitration  or 
commission."    To  form  a  board  of  arbitration  each  party 
in  interest  chose  a  member,  and  the  two  members  chose  a 
third  for  chairman  ;  but  when  the  commission  was  formed 
the  President  of  the  United  States  appointed  two  mem- 
bers to  act  with  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  who  was 
chairman  ex  officio.     Such  a  commission  in  1894,  report- 
ing on  the  Chicago  Strike,  recommended  changes  in  the 
law,  and  suggested  to  the  states  ^*  the  adoption  of  some 
system  of  conciliation  and  arbitration  like  that  in  use  in 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts."    In  1898  the  law 
was  repealed,  its  essential  provisions  were  re-enacted  and 
procedure  was  specified  with  greater  elaboration.     The 
statute  of  1898  requires  the  Chairman  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  and  the  Commissioner  of  Labor 
to  mediate  in  one  way  or  another  between  the  parties 
with  a  view  to  inducing  them  either  to  terminate  their 
controversy  by  agreement  or  to  refer  it  to  the  board  of 
arbitration.      The  board   of   arbitration,  as  under  the 
former  act,  is  constituted  in  the  usual  way;  but  when 
five  days  elapse  without  choice  of  a  third  member,  the 
duty  of  making  such  a  choice  devolves  upon  the  two 
mediators  above  mentioned. 
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Twenty-four  states  in  the  union  have  thus  far  made 
constitutional  or  statutory  provision  for  mediation  of  one 
kind  or  another  in  the  settlement  of  industrial  disputes. 
Of  these  the  statutes  of  the  following  sixteen  contemplate 
the  administration  of  conciliation  and  arbitration  laws 
through  permanent  state  boards:  Massachusetts,  New 
York,  Montana,  Michigan,  California,  New  Jersey,  Ohio, 
Louisiana,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Connecticut,  Illinois, 
Utah,  Indiana,  Idaho  and  Colorado. 

The  constitution  of  Wyoming  directs  the  legislature  to 
establish  courts  of  arbitration  to  determine  all  differences 
between  associations  of  laborers  and  their  employers,  and 
provides  for  appeals  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  state 
from  the  decisions  of  compulsory  boards  of  arbitration. 

The  laws  of  Kansas,  Iowa,  Pennsylvania  and  Texas 
authorize  the  law  courts  to  appoint  tribunals  of  voluntary 
arbitration  ;  and  such  is  the  law  of  Maryland  also,  which, 
moreover,  empowers  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  in- 
vestigate industrial  controversies  when  the  employer  is  a 
corporation,  indebted  to,  or  incorporated  by,  that  state ; 
to  propose  arbitration  to  the  opposing  parties,  and  if  the 
proposition  is  accepted,  to  provide  in  due  form  for  refer- 
ring the  case ;  but  if  either  party  refuse  to  submit  to 
arbitration,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  controversy  and 
report  the  same  to  the  next  legislature. 

The  law  of  Missouri  authorizes  the  Commissioner  of 
Labor  Statistics  to  form  local  boards  of  arbitration,  and, 
as  in  North  Dakota,  to  mediate  between  employer  and 
employed,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  either,  whenever  a 
difference  exists  which  results  or  threatens  to  result  in 
'  a  strike  or  lockout.  In  Nebraska  it  is  the  duty  of  such 
officer  to  examine  into  the  causes  of  strikes  and  lockouts. 

Following  are  the  laws,  etc.,  relating  to  mediation  in 
industrial  controversies :  — 
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UNITED    STATES. 

[Public  Laws,  1898.] 

Chap.  870.— An  Aot  Oonoerning  oarriers  engaged  in  inter- 
state oommeroe  and  their  employees. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Oonffress  assembledj  That  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  any  common  carrier  or  car- 
riers and  their  officers,  agents,  and  employees,  except  masters 
of  vessels  and  seamen,  as  defined  in  section  forty-six  hundred 
and  twelve.  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  engaged  in 
the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property  wholly  by  railroad, 
or  partly  by  railroad  and  partly  by  water,  for  a  continuous  car- 
riage or  shipment,  from  one  State  or  Territory  of  the  United 
States,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  any  other  State  or  Terri- 
tory of  the  United  States,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  from 
any  place  in  the  United  States  to  an  adjacent  foreign  country, 
or  from  any  place  in  the  United  States  through  a  foreign  country 
to  any  other  place  in  the  United  States. 

The  term  '^railroad'*  as  used  in  this  Act  shall  include  all 
bridges  and  ferries  used  or  operated  in  connection  with  any 
railroad,  and  also  all  the  road  in  use  by  any  corporation  oper- 
ating a  railroad,  whether  owned  or  operated  under  a  contract, 
agreement,  or  lease  ;  and  the  term  ^^  transportation"  shall  in- 
clude all  instrumentalities  of  shipment  or  carriage. 

The  term  *^  employees  "  as  used  in  this  Act  shall  include  all 
persons  actually  engaged  in  any  capacity  in  train  operation  or 
train  service  of  any  description,  and  notwithstanding  that  the 
cars  upon  or  in  which  they  are  employed  may  be  held  and  oper- 
ated by  the  carrier  under  lease  or  other  contract:  Pronided^ 
however^  That  this  Act  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  employees 
of  street  railroads  and  shall  apply  only  to  employees  engaged  in 
railroad  train  service.  In  every  such  case  the  carrier  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  acts  and  defaults  of  such  employees  in  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  said  cars  were  owned 
by  it  and  said  employees  directly  employed  by  it,  and  any 
provisions  to  the  contrary  of  any  such  lease  or  other  contract 
shall  be  binding  only  as  between  the  parties  thereto  and  shall 
not  affect  the  obligations  of  said  carrier  either  to  the  public  or 
to  the  private  parties  concerned. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  a  controversy  concerning  wages,  hours  of 
labor,  or  conditions  of  employment  shall  arise  between  a  car- 
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Sec.  4.  The  award  being  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  a  circait 
court  of  the  United  States,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  go 
Into  practical  operation,  and  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon 
accordingly  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  such  filing,  unless 
within  such  ten  days  either  party  shall  file  exceptions  thereto 
for  matter  of  law  apparent  upon  the  record,  in  which  case  said 
award  shall  go  into  practical  operation  and  judgment  be  entered 
accordingly  when  such  exceptions  shall  have  been  finally  dis- 
posed of  either  by  said  circuit  court  or  on  appeal  therefrom. 

At  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  decision  of  the  circuit 
court  upon  exceptions  taken  to  said  award,  as  aforesaid,  judg- 
ment shall  be  entered  in  accordance  with  said  decision  unless 
during  said  ten  days  either  party  shall  appeal  therefrom  to  the 
circuit  court  of  appeals.  In  such  case  only  such  portion  of  the 
record  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  appellate  court  as  is  necessary 
to  the  proper  understanding  and  consideration  of  the  questions 
of  law  presented  by  said  exceptions  and  to  be  decided. 

The  determination  of  said  circuit  court  of  appeals  upon  said 
questions  shall  be  final,  and  being  certified  by  the  clerk  thereof 
to  said  circuit  court,  judgment  pursuant  thereto  shall  thereupon 
be  entered  by  said  circuit  court. 

If  exceptions  to  an  award  are  finally  sustained,  judgment 
shall  be  entered  setting  aside  the  award.  But  in  such  case  the 
parties  may  agree  upon  a  judgment  to  be  entered  disposing  of 
the  subject-matter  of  the  controversy,  which  judgment  when  en- 
tered shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  judgment  entered 
upon  an  award. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  the  arbitrators  herein 
provided  for,  or  either  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  administer 
oaths  and  affirmations,  sign  subpoenas,  require  the  attendance 
and  testimony  of  witnesses,  and  the  production  of  such  books, 
papers,  contracts,  agreements,  and  documents  material  to  a 
just  determination  of  the  matters  under  investigation  as  may  be 
ordered  by  the  court ;  and  may  invoke  the  aid  of  the  United 
States  courts  to  compel  witnesses  to  attend  and  testify  and  to 
produce  such  books,  papers,  contracts,  agreements  and  docu- 
ments to  the  same  extent  and  under  the  same  conditions  and 
penalties  as  is  provided  for  in  the  Act  to  regulate  commerce, 
approved  February  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven, 
and  the  amendments  thereto. 

Sec.  6.  Every  agreement  of  arbitration  under  this  act  shall 
be  acknowledged  by  the  parties  before  a  notary  public  or  clerk 
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First.  That  the  board  of  arbitration  shall  commence  their 
hearings  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  appointment  of 
the  third  arbitrator,  and  shall  find  and  file  their  award,  as  pro- 
vided in  this  section,  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the 
appointment  of  the  third  arbitrator ;  and  that  pending  the  arbi- 
tration the  status  existing  immediately  prior  to  the  dispute  shall 
not  be  changed :  Provided^  That  no  employee  shall  be  compelled 
to  render  personal  service  without  his  consent. 

Second.  That  the  award  and  the  papers  and  proceedings,  in- 
cluding the  testimony  relating  thereto  certified  under  the  hands 
of  the  arbitrators  and  which  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  a 
bill  of  exceptions,  shall  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  cir- 
cuit court  of  the  United  States  for  the  district  wherein  the  con- 
troveray  arises  or  the  arbitration  is  entered  into,  and  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive  upon  both  parties,  unless  set  aside  for  error 
of  law  apparent  on  the  record. 

Third.  That  the  respective  parties  to  the  award  will  each 
faithfully  execute  the  same,  and  that  the  same  may  be  specifi- 
cally enforced  in  equity  so  far  as  the  powers  of  a  court  of  equity 
permit :  Provided^  That  no  injunction  or  other  legal  process  shall 
be  issued  which  shall  compel  the  performance  by  any  laborer 
against  his  will  of  a  contract  for  personal  labor  or  service. 

Fourth.  That  employees  dissatisfied  with  the  award  shall  not 
by  reason  of  such  dissatisfaction  quit  the  service  of  the  em- 
ployer before  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  and  after  the 
making  of  such  award  without  giving  thirty  days'  notice  in 
writing  of  their  intention  so  to  quit.  Nor  shall  the  employer 
dissatisfied  with  such  award  dismiss  any  employee  or  employees 
on  account  of  such  dissatisfaction  before  the  expiration  of  three 
months  from  and  after  the  making  of  such  award  without  giving 
thirty  days'  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  so  to  discharge. 

Fifth.  That  said  award  shall  continue  in  force  as  between 
the  parties  thereto  for  the  period  of  one  year  after  the  same 
shall  go  into  practical  operation,  and  no  new  arbitration  upon 
the  same  subject  between  the  same  employer  and  the  same  class 
of  employees  shall  be  had  until  the  expiration  of  said  one  year 
if  the  award  is  not  set  aside  as  provided  in  section  four.  That 
as  to  individual  employees  not  belonging  to  the  labor  organiza- 
tion or  organizations  which  shall  enter  into  the  arbitration,  the 
said  arbitration  and  the  award  made  therein  shall  not  be  bind- 
ing, unless  the  said  individual  employees  shall  give  assent  in 
writing  to  become  parties  to  said  arbitration. 
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Sec.  4.  The  award  being  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  a  circuit 
coart  of  the  United  States,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  go 
into  practical  operation,  and  Judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon 
accordingly  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  such  filing,  unless 
within  such  ten  days  either  party  shall  file  exceptions  thereto 
for  matter  of  law  apparent  upon  the  record,  in  which  case  said 
award  shall  go  into  practical  operation  and  judgment  be  entered 
accordingly  when  such  exceptions  shall  have  been  finaUy  dis- 
posed of  either  by  said  circuit  court  or  on  appeal  therefrom. 

At  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  decision  of  the  circuit 
court  upon  exceptions  taken  to  said  award,  as  aforesaid,  judg- 
ment shall  be  entered  in  accordance  with  said  decision  unless 
during  said  ten  days  either  party  shall  appeal  therefrom  to  the 
circuit  court  of  appeals.  In  such  case  only  such  portion  of  the 
record  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  appellate  court  as  is  necessary 
to  the  proper  understanding  and  consideration  of  the  questions 
of  law  presented  by  said  exceptions  and  to  be  decided. 

The  determination  of  said  circuit  court  of  appeals  upon  said 
questions  shall  be  final,  and  being  certified  by  the  clerk  thereof 
to  said  circuit  court,  judgment  pursuant  thereto  shall  thereupon 
be  entered  by  said  circuit  court. 

If  exceptions  to  an  award  are  finally  sustained,  judgment 
shall  be  entei'ed  setting  aside  the  award.  But  in  such  case  the 
parties  may  agree  upon  a  judgment  to  be  entered  disposing  of 
the  subject-matter  of  the  controversy,  which  judgment  when  en- 
tered shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  judgment  entered 
upon  an  award. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  the  arbitrators  herein 
provided  for,  or  either  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  administer

Sec.  6.  Every  agreement  of  arbitration  under  this  act  shall 
be  acknowledged  by  the  parties  before  a  notary  public  or  clerk 
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of  a  district  or  circuit  coart  of  the  United  States,  and  when  so 
acknowledged  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  who  shall 
file  the  same  in  the  office  of  said  commission. 

Any  agreement  of  arbitration  which  shall  be  entered  into 
conforming  to  this  Act,  except  that  it  shall  be  executed  by  em- 
ployees individually  instead  of  by  a  labor  organization  as  their 
representative,  shall,  when  duly  acknowledged  as  herein  pro- 
vided, be  transmitted  to  the  chairman  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  who  shall  cause  a  notice  in  writing  to  be 
served  upon  the  arbitrators,  fixing  a  time  and  place  for  a  meet- 
ing of  said  board,  which  shall  be  within  fifteen  days  from  the 
execution  of  said  agreement  of  arbitration :  Provided^  however^ 
That  the  said  chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
shall  decline  to  call  a  meeting  of  arbitrators  under  such  i^ree- 
ment  unless  it  be  shown  to  his  satisfaction  that  the  employees 
signing  the  submission  represent  or  include  a  majority  of  aU 
employees  in  the  service  of  the  same  employer  and  of  the  same 
grade  and  class,  and  that  an  award  pursuant  to  said  submission 
can  justly  be  regarded  as  binding  upon  all  such  employees. 

Sec.  7.  During  the  pendency  of  arbitration  under  this  Act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  employer,  party  to  such  arbi- 
tration, to  discharge  the  employees,  parties  thereto,  except  for 
inefficiency,  violation  of  law,  or  neglect  of  duty ;  nor  for  the 
oj^anization  representing  such  employees  to  order,  nor  for  the 
employees  to  unite  in,  aid,  or  abet,  strikes  against  said  em- 
ployer ;  nor,  during  a  period  of  three  months  after  an  award 
under  such  an  arbitration,  for  such  employer  to  discharge  any 
such  employees,  except  for  the  causes  aforesaid,  without  giving 
thirty  days'  written  notice  of  an  intent  so  to  discharge ;  nor  for 
any  of  such  employees,  during  a  like  period,  to  quit  the  service 
of  said  employer  without  just  cause,  without  giving  to  said  em- 
ployer thirty  days'  written  notice  of  an  intent  so  to  do ;  nor  for 
such  organization  representing  such  employees  to  order,  counsel, 
or  advise  otherwise.  Any  violation  of  this  section  shall  subject 
the  offending  party  to  liability  for  damages:  Provided^  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  em- 
ployer, party  to  such  arbitration,  from  reducing  the  number  of 
its  or  his  employees  whenever  in  its  or  his  judgment  business 
necessities  require  such  reduction. 

Sec.  8.  In  every  incorporation  under  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter five  hundred  and  sixty-seven  of  the  United  States  Statutes 
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of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five  and  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-six  it  must  be  provided  in  the  articles  of  incorporation 
and  in  the  constitution,  rules,  and  by-laws  that  a  member  shall 
cease  to  be  such  by  participating  in  or  by  instigating  force  or 
violence  against  persons  or  propeily  during  strikes,  lockouts,  or 
boycotts,  or  by  seeking  to  prevent  others  from  working  through 
violence,  threats,  or  intimidations.  Members  of  such  incorpo- 
rations shall  not  be  personally  liable  for  the  acts,  debts,  or 
obligations  of  the  corporations,  nor  shall  such  corporations  be 
liable  for  the  acts  of  members  or  others  in  violation  of  law ; 
and  such  corporations  may  appear  by  designated  representatives 
before  the  board  created  by  this  Act,  or  in  any  suits  or  pro- 
ceedings for  or  against  such  corporations  or  their  members  in 
any  of  the  Federal  courts. 

Sec.  9.  Whenever  receivers  appointed  by  Federal  courts  are 
in  the  possession  and  control  of  railroads,  the  employees  upon 
such  railroads  shall  have  the  right  to  be  heard  in  such  courts 
upon  all  questions  affecting  the  terms  and  conditions  of  their 
employment,  through  the  officera  and  representatives  of  their 
associations,  whether  incorporated  or  unincorporated,  and  no 
reduction  of  wages  shall  be  made  by  such  receivers  without  the 
authority  of  the  court  therefor  upon  notice  to  such  employees, 
said  notice  to  be  not  less  than  twenty  days  before  the  hearing 
upon  the  receivers*  petition  or  application,  and  to  be  posted 
upon  all  customary  bulletin  boards  along  or  upon  the  railway 
operated  by  such  receiver  or  receivers. 

Sec.  10.  Any  employer  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  and  any  officer,  agent,  or  receiver  of  such  employer  who 
shall  require  any  employee,  or  any  person  seeking  employment, 
as  a  condition  of  such  employment,  to  enter  into  an  agreement, 
either  written  or  verbal,  not  to  become  or  remain  a  member  of 
any  labor  corporation,  association,  or  organization;  or  shall 
threaten  any  employee  with  loss  of  employment,  or  shall 
unjustly  discriminate  against  any  employee  because  of  his 
membership  in  such  a  labor  corporation,  association,  or  organ- 
ization ;  or  who  shall  require  any  employee  or  any  person 
seeking  employment,  as  a  condition  of  such  employment,  to 
enter  into  a  contract  whereby  such  employee  or  applicant  for 
employment  shall  agree  to  contribute  to  any  fund  for  charitable, 
social,  or  beneficial  purposes ;  to  release  such  employer  from 
legal  liability  for  any  personal  injury  by  reason  of  any  benefit 
received  from  such  fund  beyond  the  proportion  of  the  benefit 
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arising  from  the  employer's  contribution  to  such  fund  ;  or  who 
shall,  after  having  discharged  an  employee,  attempt  or  conspire 
to  prevent  such  employee  from  obtaining  employment,  or  who 
shall,  after  the  quitting  of  an  employee,  attempt  or  conspire  to 
prevent  such  employee  from  obtaining  employment,  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof  in  any  court  of  the  United  States  of  competent  juris- 
diction in  the  district  in  which  such  offence  was  committed, 
shall  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Seo.  11.  Each  member  of  said  board  of  arbitration  shall 
receive  a  compensation  of  ten  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  he 
is  actually  employed,  and  his  traveling  and  other  necessary 
expenses;  and  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  pay  the  same, 
together  with  the  traveling  and  other  necessary  and  proper 
expenses  of  any  conciliation  or  arbitration  had  hereunder,  not 
to  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year,  to  be  approved 
by  the  chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and 
audited  by  the  proper  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury,  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  thirtieth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  June  thirtieth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sbc.  12.  The  Act  to  create  boards  of  arbitration  or  commis- 
sion for  settling  controversies  and  differences  between  railroad 
corporations  and  other  common  carriers  engaged  in  interstate 
or  territorial  transportation  of  property  or  persons  and  their 
employees,  approved  October  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight,  is  hereby  repealed.

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  law  of  the  state  concerning  arbitration  is  as  fol- 
lows, being  chapter  263  of  the  Acts  of  1886,  approved 
Jane  2,  entitled,  '^  An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board 
of  Arbitration,  for  the  settlement  of  differences  between 
employers  and  their  employees,''  as  amended  by  St.  1887, 
chapter  269 ;  St.  1888,  chapter  261 ;  and  St.  1890,  chap- 
ter 885 ;  also  St.  1892,  chapter  382. 
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Section  1.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  shall,  on  or  before  the  firat  day  of  July  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  appoint  threjB  competent  per- 
sons to  serve  as  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  One  of  them  shall  be  an 
employer  or  selected  f  ram  some  association  representing  em- 
ployers of  labor,  one  of  them  shall  be  selected  from  some  labor 
organization  and  not  an  employer  of  labor,  the  third  shall  be 
appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other  two :  provided^ 
however^  that  if  the  two  appointed  do  not  agree  on  the  third 
man  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  he  shall  then  be  appointed 
by  the  governor.  They  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  or  until 
their  successors  are  appointed.  On  the  first  day  of  July  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven  the  governor,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  appoint  three  members 
of  said  board  in  the  manner  above  provided,  one  to  serve  for 
three  years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year,  or  until 
their  respective  successors  are  appointed ;  and  on  the  first  day 
of  July  in  each  year  thereafter  the  governor  shall  in  the  same 
manner  appoint  one  member  of  said  board  to  succeed  the  mem- 
ber whose  term  then  expires,  and  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three 
years  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed.  If  a  vacancy  occurs 
at  any  time,  the  governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint 
some  one.  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term ;  and  he  may  in  like 
manner  remove  any  member  of  said  board.  Each  member  of 
said  board  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  thereof.  They  shall  at  once 
organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number  as  chairman. 
Said  board  may  appoint  and  remove  a  clerk  of  the  board,  who 
shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  allowed  by  the  board,  but 
not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars  a  year. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its 
organization,  establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  governor  and  council. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  diflFerence  not  in- 
volving questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  at  law  or 
bill  in  equity,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  indi- 
vidual, copartnership  or  corporation,  and  his  employees,  if  at 
the  time  he  employs  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, the  board  shall,  upon  application  as  hereinafter  pro- 
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Tided,  and  aa  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality 
of  the  dispute  and  make  careful  inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof, 
hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who  may  come  before  them, 
advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done 
or  submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and 
make  a  written  decision  thereof.  This  decision  shall  at  once 
be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record 
to  be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement 
thereof  published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for, 
and  the  said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  where  said  business  is  carried  on. 

Sect.  4.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employees  in  the  department  of  the 
business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difiPerence  exists,  or  their 
duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain  a 
concise  statement  of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  prom- 
ise to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work  without  any  lock-out 
or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said  board,  if  it  shall  be  made 
within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of  filing  said  application.  When 
an  application  is  signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a 
majority  of  such  employees,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that 
such  agent  is  duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  em- 
ployees, but  the  names  of  the  employees  giving  such  authority 
shiJl  be  kept  secret  by  said  board.  As  soon  as  may  be  after 
the  receipt  of  said  application  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall 
caase  public  notice  to  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the 
hearing  thereon ;  but  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both 
parties  to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  present 
therewith  a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given. 
When  such  request  is  made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties 
interested  in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order ;  and  the 
boai^  may,  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice 
to  be  given,  notwithstanding  such  request. 

When  notice  has  been  given  as  aforesaid,  each  of  the  parties 
to  the  controversy,  the  employer  on  the  one  side,  and  the  em- 
ployees interested  on  the  other  side,  may  in  writing  nominate, 
and  the  board  may  appoint,  one  person  to  act  in  the  case  as 
expert  assistant  to  the  board.  The  two  persons  so  appointed 
shall  be  skilled  in  and  conversant  with  the  business  or  trade 
concerning  which  the  dispute  has  arisen.  It  shall  be  their  duty, 
under  the  direction  of  the  board,  to  obtain  and  report  to  the 
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board  information  concerning  the  wages  paid  and  the  methods 
and  grades  of  work  prevailing  in  manufacturing  establishments 
within  the  Commonwealth  of  a  character  similar  to  that  in  which 
the  matters  in  dispute  have  arisen.  Said  expert  assistants  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty ;  such  oath  to 
be  administered  by  any  member  of  the  board,  and  a  record 
thereof  shall  be  preserved  with  the  record  of  the  proceedings  in 
the  case.  They  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury 
of  the  Commonwealth  such  compensation  as  shall  be  allowed 
and  certified  by  the  board,  together  with  all  necessary  travelling 
expenses.*  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  board  from  appointing  such  other  additional  expert  assist- 
ant or  assistants  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  Should  the  peti- 
tioner or  petitioners  fail  to  perform  the  promise  made  in  said 
application,  the  board  shall  proceed  no  further  thereupon  with- 
out the  written  consent  of  the  adverse  party.  The  board  shall 
have  power  to  summon  as  witness  any  operative  in  the  depart- 
ments of  business  affected  and  any  person  who  keeps  the 
records  of  wages  earned  in  those  departments,  and  to  examine 
them  under  oath,  and  to  require  the  production  of  books  con- 
taining the  record  of  wages  paid.  Summonses  may  be  signed 
and  oaths  administered  by  any  member  of  the  board. 

Sect.  5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after 
such  notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided,  and 
render  a  written  decision,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspec- 
tion, shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board,  and 
published  at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  an  annual  report  to 
be  made  to  the  general  court  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Feb- 
ruary in  each  year. 

Sect.  6.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties 
who  join  in  said  application  for  six  months,  or  until  either  party 
has  given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  not  to  be 
bound  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  therefrom. 
Said  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employees  by  posting  the  same 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or  factory  where  they 
work. 

Sect.  7.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as 
described  in  section  three  of  this  act  may  submit  the  matters  in 
dispute,  in  writing,  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 

•  See  farther  m  to  experts,  their  duties  and  compensation,  St.  1892,  c.  882,  po&U 
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tioQ ;  such  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the 
employer  may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employees 
or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators 
so  designated  may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
board.  Such  board  shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  referred  to 
it,  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might 
have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  whatever  binding 
effect  may  be  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  in  the 
written  submission.  The  jurisdiction  of  such  board  shall  be 
exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to  it,  but  it  may 
ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  state  board. 
The  decision  of  such  board  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  of 
the  close  of  any  hearing  held  by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once 
be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  contro- 
versy or  difference  arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  state  board.  Each  of  such  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the 
controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  the  arbitration 
exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  in  writing  by  the  mayor  of 
such  city  or  the  board  of  selectmen  of  such  town,  the  sum  of 
three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  not  exceeding  ten 
days  for  any  one  arbitration.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear 
to  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the  board  of  selectmen  of  a  town 
that  a  strike  or  lock-out  such  as  described  in  section  eight  of 
this  act  is  seriously  threatened  or  actually  occurs,  the  mayor  of 
such  city  or  the  board  of  selectmen  of  such  town  shall  at  once 
notify  the  state  board  of  the  facts. 

Sect.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
state  board,  either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the 
board  of  selectmen  of  a  town,  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
section  or  otherwise,  that  a  strike  or  lock-out  is  seriously 
threatened  or  has  actually  occurred  in  any  city  or  town  of  the 
Commonwealth,  involving  an  employer  and  his  present  or  past 
employees,  if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or  up  to  the  occur- 
rence of  the  strike  or  lock-out  was  employing,  not  less  than 
twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any 
city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
state-  board  to  put  itself  in  communication  as  soon  as  may  be 
with  such  employer  and  employees,  and  endeavor  by  mediation 
to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  or  to  endeavor 
to  persuade  them,  provided  that  a  strike  or  lock-out  has  not 
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actually  occurred  or  is  not  then  continuing,  to  submit  the 
matters  in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion, as  above  provided,  or  to  the  state  board ;  and  said  state 
board  may,  if  it  deems  it  advisable,  investigate  the  cause  or 
causes  of  such  controversy,  and  ascertain  which  party  thereto 
is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  con- 
tinuance of  the  same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a  report  find- 
ing such  cause  or  causes,  and  assigning  such  responsibility  or 
blame.  The  board  shall  have  the  same  powers  for  the  fore- 
going purposes  as  are  given  it  by  section  three  of  this  act. 

Sect.  9.  Witnesses  summoned  by  the  state  board  shall  be 
allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the 
further  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in 
excess  of  two  hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents  a  mile  for 
travel  each  way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment 
or  business  to  the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each 
witness  shall  certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and 
attendance,  and  the  amount  due  him  shall  be  paid  forthwith  by 
the  board,  and  for  such  purpose  the  board  shall  be  entitled  to 
draw  from  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  provided  for 
in  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four. 

Sect.  10.  The  members  of  said  state  board  shall  until  the 
first  day  of  July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
be  paid  Hve  dollars  a  day  each  for  each  day  of  actual  service ; 
and  on  and  after  said  date  they  shall  each  receive  a  salary  at 
the  rate  of  two  thousand  dollars  a  year,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and  both  before  and  after  said 
date  they  shall  be  allowed  their  necessary  travelling  and  other 
expenses,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

[St.  1892,  Chapter  382.] 

An  Act  relating  to  the  duties  and  compensation  of  expert 
assistants  appointed  by  the  state  board  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation. 

Be  il  enacted^  etc,,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  In  all  controversies  between  an  employer  and  his 
employees  in  which  application  is  made  to  the  state  board  of 
arbitration  and  conciliation,  as  provided  by  section  four  of  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
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hundred  and  eighty-six  as  amended  by  section  three  of  chapter 
two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  by  section  one  of  chapter  three 
hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety,  said  board  shall  appoint  a  fit  person  to  act  in 
the  case  as  expert  assistant  to  the  board.  Said  expert  assist- 
ants shall  attend  the  sessions  of  said  board  when  requu^d, 
and  no  conclusion  shall  be  announced  as  a  decision  of  said 
board,  in  any  case  where  such  assistants  have  acted,  until  after 
notice  given  to  them,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  appointing  a  time 
and  place  for  a  final  conference  between  said  board  and  expert 
assistant  on  the  matters  included  in  the  proposed  decision. 
Said  expert  assistants  shall  be  privileged  to  submit  to  the 
board,  at  any  time  before  a  final  decision  shall  be  determined 
upon  and  published,  any  facts,  advice,  arguments  or  sugges- 
tions which  they  may  deem  applicable  to  the  case.  They  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  by  any  mem- 
ber of  said  board,  and  a  record  thereof  shall  be  preserved  with 
the  record  of  the  proceedings  in  the  case.  They  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  for  their  services  from  the  treasury  of  the 
Commonwealth  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual 
8er\'ice,  together  with  all  their  necessary  travelling  expenses. 

Sect.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.     [^Ap- 
proved  June  15^  1892.

Section  140.  Organisation  of  board.  —  There  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  a  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbitration,  consist- 
ing of  three  competent  persons  to  be  known  as  arbitrators, 
appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senate,  each  of  whom  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term 
of  three  years,  and  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
dollars.  The  term  of  office  of  the  successors  of  the  members 
of  such  board  in  office  when  this  chapter  takes  effect,  shall  be 
abridged  so  as  to  expire  on  the  thii-ty-first  day  of  December 
preceding  the  time  when  each  such  term  would  otherwise  expire, 
and  thereafter  each  term  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January. 

One  member  of  such  board  shall  belong  to  the  political  party 
casting  the  highest,  and  one  to  the  party  casting  the  next  high- 
est number  of  votes  for  governor  at  the  next  preceding  guber- 
natorial election.  The  third  shall  be  a  member  of  an  incorpo- 
rated labor  organization  of  this  state. 

Two  members  of  such  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  and  may  hold  meetings  at  any  time 
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or  place  within  the  state.  Examinations  or  investigations  or- 
dered by  the  board  may  be  held  and  taken  by  and  before  any  of 
their  number,  if  so  directed,  but  a  decision  rendered  in  such  a 
case  shall  not  be  deemed  conclusive  until  approved  by  the  board. 

§  141.  Secretary  and  his  dattea. — The  board  shall  ap- 
point a  secretary,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years. 
He  shall  keep  a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  board,  and  all  documents  and  testimony  forwarded  by  the 
local  boards  of  arbitration,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  board  may  prescribe.  He  may,  under  the  direction  of 
the  board,  issue  subpcenas  and  administer  oaths  in  all  cases 
before  the  board,  and  call  for  and  examine  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  any  parties  to  the  controversy. 

He  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars,  pay- 
able in  the  same  manner  as  that  of  the  members  of  the  board. 

§  142.  Arbitration  by  the  board.  —  A  grievance  or  dis- 
pute between  an  employer  and  his  employes  may  be  submitted 
to  the  board  of  arbitration  and  mediation  for  their  determina- 
tion and  settlement.  Such  submission  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
contain  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  grievance  or  dispute  and  the 
cause  thereof,  and  also  an  agreement  to  abide  the  determination 
of  the  board,  and  during  the  investigation  to  continue  in  busi- 
ness or  at  work,  without  a  lock-out  or  strike. 

Upon  such  submission  the  board  shall  examine  the  matter  in 
controversy.  For  the  purpose  of  such  inquiry  they  may  sub- 
poena witnesses,  compel  their  attendance  and  take  and  hear 
testimony.  Witnesses  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees  as  in 
courts  of  record.  The  decision  of  the  board  must  be  rendered 
within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  investigation. 

§  143.  Mediation  in  case  of  strike  or  lock-out,  —  When- 
ever a  strike  or  lock-out  occurs  or  is  seriously  threatened,  the 
board  shall  pixx^eed  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  locality  thereof, 
and  endeavor,  by  mediation,  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  of 
the  controversy.  It  may  inquire  into  the  cause  thereof,  and  for 
that  purpose  has  the  same  power  as  in  the  case  of  a  controversy 
submitted  to  it  for  arbitration. 

§  144.  Decisions  of  board.  —  Within  ten  days  after  the 
completion  of  every  examination  or  investigation  authorized  by 
this  article,  the  board  or  majority  thereof  shall  render  a  decision, 
stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  contro- 
versy and  the  points  disposed  of  by  them,  and  make  a  written 
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report  of  their  findings  of  fact  and  of  their  recommendations  to 
each  party  to  the  controversy. 

Every  decision  and  report  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
board  and  a  copy  thereof  served  upon  each  party  to  the  contro- 
versy, and  in  case  of  a  submission  to  arbitration,  a  copy  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  or  counties  where 
the  controversy  arose. 

§  145.  Annual  report.  —  The  board  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  legislature,  and  shall  include  therein  such  state- 
ments and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  work  of  the 
board,  the  facts  relating  to  each  controversy  considered  by 
them  and  the  decision  thereon,  together  with  such  suggestions 
as  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  them  conducive  to  harmony  in 
the  relations  of  employera  and  employes. 

§  146.  Submission  of  controversies  to  local  arbitrators. 
—  A  grievance  or  dispute  between  an  employer  and  his  em- 
ployes may  be  submitted  to  a  board  of  arbitrators,  consisting 
of  three  persons,  for  hearing  and  settlement.  When  the  em- 
ployes concerned  are  members  in  good  standing  of  a  labor 
oi^anization,  which  is  represented  by  one  or  more  delegates  in 
a  central  body,  one  arbitrator  may  be  appointed  by  such  cen- 
tral body  and  one  by  the  employer.  The  two  so  designated 
shall  appoint  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board. 

If  the  employes  concerned  in  such  grievance  or  dispute  are 
members  of  good  standing  of  a  labor  organization  which  is  not 
represented  in  a  central  body,  the  organization  of  which  they 
are  members  may  select  and  designate  one  arbitrator.  If  such 
employes  are  not  members  of  a  labor  organization,  a  majority 
thereof,  at  a  meeting  duly  called  for  that  purpose,  may  desig- 
nate one  arbitrator  for  such  boai*d. 

§  147.  Consent;  oath;  powers  of  arbitrators.  —  Before 
entering  upon  his  duties,  each  arbitrator  so  selected  shall  sign 
a  consent  to  act  and  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  faithfully 
and  impartially  discharge  his  duties  as  such  arbitrator,  which 
consent  and  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county 
or  counties  where  the  controversy  arose.  When  such  board  is 
ready  for  the  transaction  of  business,  it  shall  select  one  of  its 
members  to  act  as  secretary,  and  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  hearing  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  to  the  controversy. 

The  board  may,  through  its  chairman,  subpcena  witnesses, 
compel  their  attendance  and  take  and  hear  testimony. 
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The  board  may  make  and  enforce  rules  for  its  government 
and  the  transaction  of  the  business  before  it,  and  fix  its  ses- 
sions and  adjournments. 

§  148.  Deoision  of  arbitrators.  —  The  board  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  the  close  of  the  hearing,  render  a  written  decision, 
signed  by  them,  giving  such  details  as  clearly  show  the  nature 
of  the  controversy  and  the  questions  decided  by  them'.  Such 
decision  shall  be  a  settlement  of  the  matter  submitted  to  such 
arbitrators,  unless  within  ten  days  thereafter  an  appeal  is  taken 
therefrom  to  the  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbitration. 

One  copy  of  the  decision  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  or  counties  where  the  controversy  arose, 
and  one  copy  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  secretary  of  the  state 
board  of  mediation  and  arbitration. 

§  149.  Appeals — The  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbi- 
tration shall  hear,  consider  and  investigate  every  appeal  to  it 
from  any  such  board  of  local  arbitrators,  and  its  decisions  shall 
be  in  writing  and  a  copy  thereof  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
the  county  or  counties  where  the  controversy  arose,  and  dupli- 
cate copies  served  upon  each  party  to  the  controversy.  Such 
decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  parties  to  the 
arbitration. 


MONTANA. 


There  was  a  law  in  Montana,  approved  Feb.  28,  1887, 
entitled  ^^  An  Act  to  provide  for  a  territorial  board  of  arbitra- 
tion for  the  settlement  of  differences  between  employers  and 
employees."  The  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  territory  on 
March  14,  1889,  created  a  commission  to  codify  laws  and 
procedure,  and  to  revise,  simplify  and  consolidate  statutes; 
and  Montana  became  a  state  on  November  8  of  the  same  year. 

The  following  is  the  law  relating  to  arbitration  of  industrial 
disputes,  as  it  appears  in  ''  The  Codes  and  Statutes  of  Montana 
in  force  July  1,  1895." 

The  Political  Code. 

[Part  III,  Title  VII,  Chapter  XIX.] 

§  8330.  There  is  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  concili- 
ation consisting  of  three  members,  whose  term  of  office  is  two 
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years  and  until  their  sacoessors  are  appointed  and  qaalified. 
The  board  must  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time 
the  governor  shall  appoint  some  one  to  serve  out  the  unexpired 
term,  and  he  may  in  like  manner  remove  any  member  of  said 
board.     [§  3330.    Adt  apprtyved  March  15,  1895.'] 

§  3331.  One  of  the  board  must  be  an  employer,  or  selected 
from  some  association  representing  employers  of  labor;  and 
one  of  them  must  be  a  laborer,  or  selected  from  some  labor 
organization,  and  not  an  employer  of  labor,  and  the  other  must 
be  a  disinterested  citizen. 

§  3332.  The  members  of  the  board  must,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  the  oath  required  by  tiie 
constitution.  They  shall  at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one 
of  their  number  as  chairman.  Said  board  may  appoint  and 
remove  a  clerk  of  the  board,  who  shall  receive  such  compensa- 
tion as  may  be  allowed  by  the  board,  but  not  exceeding  five 
dollars  per  day  for  the  time  employed.  The  board  shall,  as  soon 
as  possible  after  its  organization,  establish  such  rules  or  modes 
of  procedure  as  are  necessary,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
governor.     [§  3332.    Act  approved  March  15, 1895.'] 

§  3333.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  dispute,  not  involving 
questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  civil  action,  exists 
between  an  employer  (if  he  employs  twenty  or  more  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business  in  the  state)  and  his  employes, 
the  board  must,  on  application  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  visit 
the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  inquiry  into  the  cause 
thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who  may  come 
before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything, 
ought  to  be  done,  by  either  or  both,  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and 
the  board  must  make  a  written  decision  thereon.  The  decision 
must  at  once  be  made  public,  and  must  be  recorded  in  a  book 
kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  board,  and  a  statement  thereof  pub- 
lished in  the  annual  report,  and  the  board  must  cause  a  copy 
thereof  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  where  the  dis- 
pute arose. 

§  3334.  The  application  to  the  board  of  arbitration  and 
conciliation  must  be  signed  by  the  employer,  or  by  a  majority 
of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  business  in  which  the 
controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their  duly  authorized  agent 
or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the 
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grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in 
business  or  at  work  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the 
decision  of  said  board  if  it  shall  be  made  within  four  weeks 
of  the  date  of  filing  said  application.  When  an  application  is 
signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of  such 
employes,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such  agent  is  duly 
authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes,  but  the 
names  of  the  employes  giving  such  authority  shall  be  kept 
secret  by  said  board ;  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of 
said  application  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public 
notice  to  be  given  for  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing 
thereon ;  but  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties 
to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith 
a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given ;  when  such 
request  is  made  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested 
in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order ;  and  the  board  may, 
at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given,  notwithstanding  such  request.  When  notice  has  been 
given  as  aforesaid,  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  the 
employer  on  one  side,  and  the  employes  interested  on  the  other 
side,  may  in  writing  nominate,  and  the  board  may  appoint,  one 
person  to  act  in  the  case  as  expert  assistant  to  the  board. 

The  two  persons  so  appointed  shall  be  skilled  in  and  conver- 
sant with  the  business  or  trade  concerning  which  the  dispute 
has  arisen.  It  shall  be  their  duty,  under  the  direction  of  the 
board,  to  obtain  and  report  to  the  board,  information  concern- 
ing the  wages  paid,  the  hours  of  labor  and  the  methods  and 
grades  of  work  prevailing  in  manufacturing  establishments,  or 
other  industries  or  occupations,  within  the  state  of  a  character 
similar  to  that  in  which  the  matters  in  dispute  have  arisen. 
Said  expert  assistants  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge 
of  their  duty ;  such  oath  to  be  administered  by  any  member  of 
the  board,  and  a  record  thereof  shall  be  preserved  with  the 
record  of  the  proceedings  in  the  case.  They  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  state  such  compensation 
as  shall  be  allowed  and  certified  by  the  board  not  exceeding 

dollars  per  day,  together  with  all  necessary  traveling 

expenses.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  board  from  appointing  such  other  additional  expert  assist- 
ant or  assistants  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  who  shall  be  paid 
in  like  manner.     Should  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to 
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perform  the  promise  made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall 
proceed  no  farther  thereupon  without  the  wntten  consent  of 
the  adverse  party.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  summon  as 
witness  any  operative  or  employe  in  the  department  of  busi- 
ness affected  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages 
earned  in  those  departments,  and  to  examine  them  under  oath, 
and  to  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the  record  of 
wages  paid.  Summons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  administered 
by  any  member  of  the  board.  [§  3334,  Act  approved  March 
16,  1895.'] 

§  3335.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  such 
notice,  the  boaixl  shall  proceed  as  before  provided,  and  render 
a  written  decision,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection, 
shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board,  and  published 
at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to 
the  governor  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each 
year.     [§  3335.    Act  approved  March  15,  1896."] 

§  3336.  Any  decision  made  by  the  board  is  binding  upon 
the  parties  who  join  in  the  application  for  six  months,  or  until 
either  party  has  given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  inten- 
tion not  to  be  bound  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty 
days  therefrom.  The  notice  must  be  given  to  employes  by 
posting  the  same  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop,  office, 
factory,  store,  mill,  or  mine  where  the  employes  work. 

§  3337.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as  de- 
scribed in  §  3333  of  this  code  may  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute, in  writing,  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation ; 
such  board  may  be  either  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer 
may  designate  one  of  the  arbitratora,  the  employes,  or  their 
duly  authorized  agent,  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators  so  desig- 
nated may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board. 
Such  board  shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  referred  to  it,  have 
and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might  have 
and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  whatever  binding  effect  may 
be  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  in  the  written  sub- 
mission. The  jurisdiction  of  such  board  shall  be  exclusive  in 
respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  re- 
ceive the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  state  board.  The  deci- 
sion of  such  board  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  of  the 
close  of  any  hearing  held  by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or 
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difference  arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
state  board  and  entered  on  its  records.  Each  of  sach  arbitra- 
tors shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  county 
in  which  the  controversy  or  diffei*ence  that  is  the  subject  of  the 
arbitration  exists,  if  such  payment  shall  be  approved  by  the 
commissioners  of  said  county,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for 
each  day  of  actual  service,  not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one 
arbitration. 

Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  any  city  or 
two  commissioners  of  any  county,  that  a  strike  or  lockout  such 
as  described  hereafter  in  this  section  is  seriously  threatened  or 
actually  occurs,  the  mayor  of  such  city,  or  said  commissioners 
of  such  county,  shall  at  once  notify  the  state  board  of  the  fact. 

Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  state  board, 
either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city,  or  two  or  more  com- 
missioners of  a  county,  as  provided  in  this  section,  or  otherwise, 
that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened  or  has  actually 
occurred  in  any  city  or  county  of  this  state,  involving  an  em- 
ployer and  his  present  or  past  employes,  if  at  the  time  he  is 
employing  or  up  to  the  occurrence  of  the  strike  or  lockout  was 
•  employing  not  less  than  twenty  persons  in  the  same  general 
line  of  business  in  any  city,  town  or  county  in  this  state,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  to  put  itself  in  communica- 
tion as  soon  as  may  be  with  such  employer  and  employes,  and 
endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between 
them,  or  to  endeavor  to  persuade  them,  providing  that  a  strike 
or  lockout  has  not  actually  occurred  or  is  not  then  continuing, 
to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation  as  above  provided,  or  to  the  state  board ;  and 
said  state  board  may,  if  it  deems  it  advisable,  investigate  the 
cause  or  causes  of  such  controversy,  and  ascertain  which  party 
thereto  is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy  for  the  existence 
or  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a  report 
finding  such  cause  or  causes,  and  assigning  such  responsibility 
or  blame.  The  board  shall  have  the  same  powers  for  the  fore- 
going purposes  as  are  given  it  by  §  8833  of  this  code. 

Witnesses  summoned  by  the  state  board  shall  be  allowed  the 
sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the  further  sum  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in  excess  of  two 
hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents  a  mile  for  travel  each 
way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment  or  business  to 
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the  place  where  the  board  is  in  seBsion.  Each  witness  shall 
certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and  attendance,  and 
the  amount  due  him  shall  be  (see  §  9  of  Massachusetts  act  and 
make  such  provision  as  deemed  best)  certified  to  the  state  board 
of  examiners  for  auditing,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  as  other 
expenses  of  the  state  from  any  moneys  in  the  state  treasury. 
[§  3337.    Act  approved  Marck  15, 1895.'] 

§  8388.  The  arbitrators  hereby  created  must  be  paid  five 
dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service  and  their  necessary  travel- 
ing expenses  and  necessary  books  or  record,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  state,  as  by  law  provided. 


HIGHIGAH. 

[PnbUc  Acts,  1889,  No.  238.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  amicable  adjustment  of  griev- 
ances and  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
and  employes,  and  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  State 
court  of  mediation  and  arbitration. 

Sbction  1.  Tlie  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That 
whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature  shall  arise 
between  any  employer  and  his  employes,  it  shall  be  lawful  to 
submit  the  same  in  writing  to  a  court  of  arbitrators  for  hearing 
and  settlement,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  After  the  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  may, 
whenever  he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  appoint  a  State  court  of  mediation  and  arbitra- 
tion, to  consist  of  three  competent  persons,  who  shall  hold  their 
terms  of  office,  respectively,  one,  two  and  three  years,  and  upon 
the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms  the  said  term  of  office 
shall  be  uniformly  for  three  years.  If  any  vacancy  happens  by 
resignation  or  otherwise  he  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  appoint 
an  arbitrator  for  the  residue  of  the  term.  If  the  Senate  shall 
not  be  in  session  at  the  time  any  vacancy  shall  occur  or  exist, 
the  Governor  shall  appoint  an  arbitrator  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Senate  when  convened.  Said 
court  shall  have  a  clerk  or  secretary,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  court,  to  serve  three  years,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep 
a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  court  and 
also  all  documents,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  said 
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court  may  prescribe.  He  shall  have  power,  under  the  direction 
of  the  coart,  to  issue  subpoenas,  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases 
before  said  court,  to  call  for  and  examine  all  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  any  parties  to  the  controversy,  with  the  same 
authority  to  enforce  their  production  as  is  possessed  by  the 
courts  of  record,  or  the  judges  thereof,  in  this  State.  Said 
arbitrators  and  clerk  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional 
oath  of  office,  and  be  sworn  to  the  due  and  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  before  entering  upon  the 
discharge  of  the  same.  An  office  shall  be  set  apart  in  the 
capitol  by  the  person  or  persons  having  charge  thereof,  for  the 
proper  and  convenient  transaction  of  the  business  of  said  court. 

Sec.  8.  Any  two  of  the  arbitrators  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  may  hold  meetings  at  any 
time  or  place  within  the  State.  Examinations  or  investigations 
ordered  by  the  court  may  be  held  and  taken  by  and  before  any 
one  of  their  number,  if  so  directed.  But  the  proceedings  and 
decisions  of  any  single  arbitrator  shall  not  be  deemed  conclusive 
until  approved  by  the  court  or  a  majority  thereof.  Each  arbi- 
trator shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths. 

Skc.  4.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature  shall 
arise  between  any  employer  and  his  employes,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same  directly  to  said  State  court, 
and  shall  jointly  notify  said  court  or  its  clerk,  in  writing,  of  such 
grievance  or  dispute.  Whenever  such  notification  to  said  court 
or  its  clerk  is  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  proceed, 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality  of  such  grievance 
or  dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  grievance  or 
dispute.  The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dispute  shall  thereupon 
submit  to  said  court,  in  writing,  succinctly,  clearly  and  in  detail, 
their  grievances  and  complaints,  and  the  cause  or  causes  thereof, 
and  severally  agree  in  writing  to  submit  to  the  decision  of  said 
court  as  to  matters  so  submitted,  and  a  promise  or  agreement  to 
continue  on  in  business  or  at  work,  without  a  lockout  or  strike, 
until  the  decision  of  said  court,  provided  it  shall  be  rendered 
within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  investigation.  The 
court  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  fully  investigate  and  inquire  into 
the  matters  in  controversy,  and  to  take  testimony,  under  oath, 
in  relation  thereto,  and  shall  have  power,  by  its  chairman  or 
clerk,  to  administer  oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance 
of  witnesses,  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  to  the  same 
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extent  as  such  power  is  possessed  by  courts  of  record,  or  the 
Juc^es  thereof,  in  this  State. 

Sec.  5.  After  the  matter  has  been  fully  heard  the  said  board, 
or  majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days,  render  a  deci- 
sion thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  de- 
cision and  the  points  disposed  of  by  them.  The  decision  shall 
be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  filed  by  the  clerk  of 
the  court  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  where  the  contro- 
versy arose,  and  one  copy  shall  be  served  on  each  of  the  parties 
to  the  controversy. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occur  or  is  seri- 
ously threatened,  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and  shall  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  court,  it  shall  be  its  duty,  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  locality  of 
such  strike  or  lockout  and  put  itself  in  communication  with  the 
parties  to  the  controversy,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect 
an  amicable  settlement  of  such  controversy ;  and,  if  in  its  Judg- 
ment it  is  deemed  best,  to  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of 
the  controversy,  and  to  that  end  the  court  is  hereby  authorized 
to  subpoena  witnesses,  compel  their  attendance,  and  send  for 
persons  and  papers,  in  like  manner  and  with  the  same  powers  as 
it  is  authorized  to  do  by  section  four  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  The  fees  of  witnesses  shall  be  one  dollar  for  each 
day's  attendance,  and  seven  cents  per  mile  traveled  by  the  near- 
est route  in  getting  to  and  returning  from  the  place  where 
attendance  is  required  by  the  court,  to  be  allowed  by  the  board 
of  State  auditors  upon  the  certificate  of  the  court.  AH  sub- 
poenas shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  court,  and  may 
be  served  by  any  person  of  full  age  authorized  by  the  court  to 
serve  the  same. 

Sec  8.  Said  court  shall  make  a  yearly  report  to  the  L^is* 
lature,  and  shall  include  therein  such  statements,  facts  and 
explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  working  of  the  court, 
and  such  suggestions  as  to  legislation,  as  may  seem  to  them 
conducive  to  harmonizing  the  relations  of,  and  disputes  be- 
tween, employers  and  the  wage-earning. 

Sec.  9.  Each  arbitrator  shall  be  entitled  to  five  dollars  per 
day  for  actual  service  performed,  payable  from  the  treasury  of 
the  State.  The  clerk  or  secretary  shall  be  appointed  from  one 
of  their  number,  and  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  not  to  ex- 
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ceed  twelve  hundred  dollars,  without  per  diem,  per  year,  pay- 
able in  the  same  manner. 

Sbc.  10.  Whenever  the  term  '*  employer"  or  "  employers"  is 
used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include  ^^  firm  "  *^  joint  stock 
association,"  '*  company"  or  ^'  corporation,"  as  fully  as  if  each 
of  the  last  named  terms  was  expressed  in  each  place.  [-4^" 
proved  July  5, 1889. 


OALIFORNIA. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  for  the 
settlement  of  diflbrenoes  between  employers  and  em- 
ployes, to  define  the  dnties  of  said  Board,  and  to 
appropriate  the  snm  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
therefbr. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Odlifomia^  represented  in  Senate 

and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  foUows : 

Section  1.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year, 
the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  appoint  three  competent  per- 
sons to  serve  as  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation. 
One  shall  represent  the  employers  of  labor,  one  shall  represent 
labor  employes,  and  the  third  member  shall  represent  neither, 
and  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Board.  They  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  quali- 
fied. If  a  vacancy  occurs,  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter  the 
Governor  shall  appoint  some  one  to  serve  the  unexpired  term; 
provided  J  however,  that  when  the  paities  to  any  controversy  or 
difference,  as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  Act,  do  not  desire 
to  submit  their  controversy  to  the  State  Board,  they  may  by 
agreement  each  choose  one  person,  and  the  two  shall  choose  a 
third,  who  shall  be  Chairman  and  umpire,  and  the  three  shall 
constitute  a  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  for  the 
special  controversy  submitted  to  it,  and  shall  for  that  purpose 
have  the  same  powers  as  the  State  Board.  The  members  of 
the  said  Board  or  Boards,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
their  office,  shall  be  sworn  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties 
thereof.  They  shall  adopt  such  rules  of  procedure  as  they  may 
deem  best  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  exists  be- 
tween an  employer,  whether  an  individual,  copartnership,  or 
corporation,  which.  If  not  arbitrated,  would  involve  a  strike  or 
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lockout,  and  his  employes,  the  Board  shall,  upon  application, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter, 
visit,  if  necessary,  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  careful 
inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein 
who  may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what, 
if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either,  or 
both,  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision 
thereof.  This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be 
recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to  be  kept  by  the  board. 

Sec.  3.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer, 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  tbie 
business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their 
duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain  a 
concise  statement  of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a 
promise  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work,  without  any 
lockout  or  strike,  until  the  decision  of  said  Board,  which  must, 
if  possible,  be  made  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of  filing 
the  application.  Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  said  applica- 
tion, the  Chairman  of  said  Board  shall  cause  public  notice  to 
be  given  of  the  time  and  place  for  hearing.  Should  the  peti- 
tioners fail  to  keep  the  promise  made  therein,  the  Board  shall 
proceed  no  further  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  adverse  party.  And  the  painty  violating  the  contract  shall 
pay  the  extra  cost  of  the  Board  entailed  thereby.  The  Board 
may  then  reopen  the  case  and  proceed  to  the  final  arbitration 
thereof  as  provided  in  section  two  hereof. 

Sec.  4.  The  decision  rendered  by  the  Board  shall  be  bind- 
ing upon  the  parties  who  join  in  the  application  for  six  months, 
or  until  either  party  has  given  the  other  a  written  notice  of  his 
intention  not  to  be  further  bound  by  the  conditions  thereof 
after  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  or  any  time  agreed  upon  by 
the  parties,  which  agreement  shall  be  entered  as  a  part  of  the 
decision.  Said  notice  may  be  given  to  the  employes  by  post- 
ing a  notice  thereof  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or 
factory  where  they  work. 

Sec.  5.  Both  employers  and  employes  shall  have  the  right 
at  any  time  to  submit  to  the  Board  complaints  of  grievances 
and  ask  for  an  investigation  thereof.  The  Board  shall  decide 
whether  the  complaint  is  entitled  to  a  public  investigation,  and 
if  they  decide  in  the  aflftrmative,  they  shall  proceed  to  hear  the 
testimony,  after  giving  notice  to  all  parties  concerned,  and 
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publish  the  result  of  their  investigations  as  soon  as  possible 
thereafter. 

Sec.  6.  The  arbitrators  hereby  created  shall  be  paid  five 
dollars  per  day  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  also  their 
necessary  traveling  and  other  expenses  incident  to  the  duties 
of  their  office  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury ;  but  the 
expenses  and  salaries  hereby  authorized  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  for  the  two  years. 

Sec.  7.  The  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  State  Treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  for  the  expenses  of  the  Board  for  the  first 
two  years  after  its  organization. 

Sbc.  8.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.     [^Approved  Mardi  10^  1891  • 


NEW  JEBSEY. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  amicable  adjustment  of  grieT- 
anoes  and  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
and  employees,  and  to  authorise  the  creation  of  a  state 
board  of  arbitration. 

1,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  arhd  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey^  That  whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute 
of  any  nature  growing  out  of  the  relation  of  employer  and  em- 
ployee shall  arise  or  exist  between  employer  and  employees,  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  submit  all  matters  respecting  such  grievance  or 
dispute,  in  writing,  to  a  board  of  arbitrators,  to  hear,  adjudicate 
and  determine  the  same ;  said  board  shall  consist  of  five  per- 
sons ;  when  the  employees  concerned  in  any  such  grievance  or 
dispute  as  aforesaid  are  members  in  good  standing  of  any  labor 
organization,  which  is  represented  by  one  or  more  delegates  in 
a  central  body,  the  said  central  body  shall  have  power  to  desig- 
nate two  of  said  arbitrators ;  and  the  employer  shall  have  the 
power  to  designate  two  others  of  said  arbitrators,  and  the  said 
four  arbitrators  shall  designate  a  fifth  person  as  arbitrator,  who 
shall  be  chairman  of  the  board ;  in  case  the  employees  concerned 
in  any  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are  members  in 
good  standing  of  a  labor  oi^anization  which  is  not  represented 
in  a  central  body,  then  the  organization  of  which  they  are 
members  shall  have  the  power  to  select  and  designate  two  arbi- 
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tarators  for  said  board,  and  said  board  shall  be  organized  as 
hereinbefore  provided ;  and  in  ease  the  employees  concerned  in 
any  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are  not  members  of 
any  labor  organization,  then  a  majority  of  said  employees,  at  a 
meeting  duly  held  for  that  purpose,  shall  designate  two  arbitra- 
tors for  said  board,  and  the  said  board  shall  be  organized  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  any  board  as  aforesaid  selected 
nmy  present  a  petition  to  the  county  judge  of  the  county  where 
such  grievances  or  disputes  to  be  arbitrated  may  arise,  signed 
by  at  least  a  majority  of  said  board,  setting  forth  in  brief  terms 
the  nature  of  the  grievance  or  dispute  between  the  parties  to 
said  arbitration,  and  praying  the  license  or  order  of  such  judge 
establishing  and  approving  said  board  of  arbitration ;  upon  the 
presentation  of  said  petition  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
judge  to  make  an  order  establishing  such  board  of  arbitration 
and  referring  the  matters  in  dispute  to  it  for  hearing,  adjudica- 
tion and  determination ;  the  said  petition  and  order  or  a  copy 
thereof  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in 
which  the  said  judge  resides. 

3.  And  be  it  ena/cted^  That  the  arbitrators  so  selected  shall 
sign  a  consent  to  act  as  such,  and  shall  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  before  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  to  faith- 
fully and  impartially  discharge  his  duties  as  such  arbitrator, 
which  consent  and  oath  shall  be  immediately  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  county  wherein  such  arbitrator  are  to  act ;  when 
the  said  board  is  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business,  it  shall 
select  one  of  its  members  to  act  as  secretary,  and  the  parties  to 
the  dispute  shall  receive  notice  of  a  time  and  place  of  hearing ; 
the  chairman  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  to  issue 
subpoenas  for  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  and  for  the 
attendance  of  witnesses,  to  the  same  extent  that  such  power  is 
possessed  by  the  courts  of  records  or  the  judges  thereof  in  this 
state ;  the  board  may  make  and  enforce  the  rules  for  its  gov- 
ernment and  transaction  of  the  business  before  it  and  fix  its 
sessions  and  adjournments,  and  shall  hear  and  examine  such 
witnesses  as  may  be  brought  before  the  board,  and  such  other 
proof  as  may  be  given  relative  to  the  matters  in  dispute. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  after  the  matter  has  been  fully 
heard,  the  said  board  or  a  majority  of  its  members  shall  within 
ten  days  render  a  decision  thereon,  in  writing,  signed  by  them, 
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giving  sucti  details  as  will  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the 
decision  and  the  matters  adjudicated  and  determined;  such 
adjudication  and  determination  shall  be  a  settlement  of  the 
matter  referred  to  said  arbitrators,  unless  an  appeal  is  taken 
therefrom  as  hereinafter  provided  ;  the  adjudication  and  deter- 
mination shall  be  in  duplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county,  and  the  other  transmitted 
to  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  arbitration  hereinafter 
mentioned,  together  with  the  testimony  taken  before  said  board. 

5.  And  be  U  enacted^  That  when  the  said  board  shall  have 
rendered  its  adjudication  and  determination  its  powers  shall 
cease,  unless  there  may  be  in  existence  at  the  time  other  similar 
grievances  or  disputes  between  the  same  classes  of  persons  men- 
tioned in  section  one,  and  in  such  case  such  persons  may  submit 
their  differences  to  the  said  board,  which  shall  have  power  to 
act  and  adjudicate  and  determine  the  same  as  fully  as  if  said 
board  was  originally  created  for  the  settlement  of  such  other 
difference  or  differences. 

6.  And  be  U  enacted^  That  within  thirty  days  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act  the  governor  shall  appoint  a  state  board  of 
arbitration,  to  consist  of  three  competent  persons,  each  of  whom 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  five  years ;  one  of  said  per- 
sons shall  be  selected  from  a  bona  fide  labor  organization  of  this 
state.  If  any  vacancy  happens,  by  resignation  or  otherwise, 
the  governor  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  appoint  an  arbitrator 
for  the  residue  of  the  term ;  said  board  shall  have  a  secretary, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  and  hold  office  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  board  and  whose  duty  shall  be  to  keep  a  full  and  faith- 
ful record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  and  also  possession 
of  all  documents  and  testimony  forwarded  by  the  local  boards 
of  arbitration,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  said  board 
may  prescribe ;  he  shall  have  power,  under  the  direction  of  the 
board,  to  issue  subpoenas,  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases  be- 
fore said  board,  to  call  for  and  examine  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  any  parties  to  the  controversy,  with  the  same 
authority  to  enforce  their  production  as  is  possessed  by  the 
courts  of  record,  or  the  judges  thereof,  in  this  state ;  said  arbi- 
trators of  said  state  board  and  the  clerk  thereof  shall  take  and 
subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of  office,  and  be  sworn  to  the 
due  and  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  same  ;  an  office

shall  be  set  apart  in  the  capitol  by  the  person  having  charge 
thereof,  for  the  proper  and  convenient  transaction  of  the  busi- 
ness of  said  board. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  an  appeal  may  be  taken  from  the 
decision  of  any  local  board  of  arbitration  within  ten  days  after 
the  filing  of  its  adjudication  and  determination  of  any  case ;  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  state  board  of  arbitration  to  hear 
and  consider  appeals  from  the  decisions  of  local  boards  and 
promptly  to  proceed  to  the  investigation  of  such  cases,  and  the 
adjudication  and  determination  of  said  board  thereon  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive  in  the  premises  upon  all  parties  to  the  arbi- 
tration ;  such  adjudications  and  determinations  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing, and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  furnished  to  each  party ;  any 
two  of  the  state  board  of  arbitrators  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  may  hold  meetings  at  any 
time  or  place  within  the  state ;  examinations  or  investigations 
ordered  by  the  state  board  may  be  held  and  taken  by  and  before 
any  one  of  their  number  if  so  directed  ;  but  the  proceedings  and 
decision  of  any  single  arbitrator  shall  not  be  deemed  conclusive 
until  approved  by  the  board  or  a  majority  thereof ;  each  arbi- 
trator shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths. 

8.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  whenever  any  grievance  or  dis- 
pute of  any  nature  shall  arise  between  any  employer  and  his 
employees,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same 
directly  to  said  state  board  in  the  first  instance,  in  case  such 
parties  elect  to  do  so,  and  shall  jointly  notify  said  board  or  its 
clerk,  in  writing,  of  such  election ;  whenever  such  notification 
to  said  board  or  its  clerk  is  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
board  to  proceed,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality 
of  such  grievance  or  dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or 
causes  of  grievance  or  dispute ;  the  parties  to  the  grievance  or 
dispute  shall  thereupon  submit  to  said  board,  in  writing,  suc- 
cinctly, clearly  and  in  detail,  their  grievances  and  complaints, 
and  the  cause  or  causes  thereof,  and  severally  agree,  in  writing, 
to  submit  to  the  decision  of  said  board  as  to  matters  so  sub- 
mitted, and  a  promise  or  agreement  to  continue  on  in  business 
or  at  work,  withouj^  a  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said 
board,  provided  it  shall  be  rendered  ^thin  ten  days  after  the 
completion  of  the  investigation  ;  the  board  shall  thereupon  pro- 
ceed to  fully  investigate  and  inquire  into  the  matters  in  contro- 
versy, and  to  take  testimony  under  oath  in  relation  thereto.

and  shall  have  power  by  its  chairman  or  clerk,  to  administer 
oaths,  to  issue  sabpcenas  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  the 
production  of  books  and  papers,  to  the  same  extent  as  such 
power  is  possessed  by  courts  of  record,  or  the  judges  thereof, 
in  this  State. 

9.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  after  the  matter  has  been  fully 
heard,  the  said  board,  or  a  majority  of  its  members,  shall, 
within  ten  days,  render  a  decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed 
by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  stating  such  details  as  will 
clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  decision,  and  the  points  disposed 
of  by  them ;  the  decision  shall  be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of 
which  shall  be  filed  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  in  the  clerk's  office 
of  the  county  where  the  controversy  arose,  and  one  copy  shall 
be  served  on  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy. 

10.  And  he  it  enactedj  That  whenever  a  strike  or  lockout 
shall  occur  or  is  seriously  threatened  in  any  part  of  the  state, 
and  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of.  the  boaitl,  it  shall  be  its 
duty,  and  it  is  hereby  directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practica- 
ble, to  the  locality  of  such  strike  or  lockout  and  put  itself  in 
communication  with  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  and  en- 
deavor by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  of  such 
controversy;  and,  if  in  its  judgment  it  is  deemed  best,  to 
inquire  into  the  cause  of  the  controversy,  and  to  that  end  the 
board  is  hereby  authorized  to  subpoena  witnesses,  compel  their 
attendance,  and  send  for  persons  and  papers,  in  like  manner 
and  with  the  same  powers  as  it  is  authorized  to  do  by  section 
eight  of  this  act. 

11.  And  be  it  encuiedy  That  the  fees  of  witnesses  of  afore- 
said state  board  shall  be  fifty  cents  for  each  day's  attendance 
and  four  cents  per  mile  traveled  by  the  nearest  route  in  getting 
to  or  returning  from  the  place  where  attendance  is  required  by 
the  board ;  all  subpoenas  shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of 
the  board  and  may  be  served  by  any  person  of  full  age,  author- 
ized by  the  board  to  serve  the  same. 

12.  And  be  it  enacted j  That  said  board  shall  annually  report 
to  the  legislature,  and  shall  include  in  their  report  such  state- 
ments, facts  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  working 
of  the  board,  and  such  suggestions  with  regard  to  legislation  as 
may  seem  to  them  conducive  to  harmonizing  the  relations  of 
and  disputes  between  employers  and  employees,  and  the  im- 
provement of  the  present  system  of  production  by  labor. 
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13.  And  be  U  enacted^  That  each  arbitrator  of  the  state 
board  and  the  secretary  thereof  shall  receive  ten  dollars  for 
each  and  every  day  actually  employed  in  the  perfoiinance  of 
his  duties  herein  and  actual  expenses  incurred,  including  such 
rates  of  mileage  as  are  now  provided  by  law,  payable  by  the 
state  treasurer  on  duly  approved  vouchers. 

14.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  whenever  the  term  *^  employer'* 
or  ^'employers"  is  used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include 
^^  firm/'  '^  joint  stock  association,"  '*  company,"  ^^  corporation," 
or  ^^  individual  and  Individuals,"  as  fully  as  if  each  of  said 
terms  was  expressed  in  each  place. 

15.  And  be  it  encLcted^  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately.   lAppr(yved  March  24, 1892.    P.  Z/.,  Chap.  137. 


A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  **  An  act  to  provide  for 
the  amicable  acl^ustment  of  grievanoes  and  disputes 
that  may  arise  between  employers  and  employees,  and 
to  authorise  the  creation  of  a  state  board  of  arbitra- 
tion/* approved  Maroh  twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-two,  and  to  end  the  term  of  ofQloe  of  any 
person  or  persons  appointed  under  this  aot. 

1.  Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Oenerai  Assembly  of  the 
StcUe  of  New  Jersey,  That  Samuel  S.  Sherwood,  William  M. 
Doughty,  James  Martin,  Charles  A.  Houston,  Joseph  L.  Moore 
be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  board  of  arbitration,  each 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  approval  of  this 
supplement,  and  that  each  arbitrator  herein  named  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  in  lieu 
of  all  fees,  per  diem  compensation  and  mileage,  and  one  of  said 
arbitrators  shall  be  chosen  by  said  arbitrators  as  the  secretary 
of  said  board,  and  he  shall  receive  an  additional  compensation 
of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  the  salaries  herein  stated  to 
be  payable  out  of  moneys  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  in  case  of  death,  resignation  or 
incapacity  of  any  member  of  the  board,  the  governor  shall 
appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  an 
arbitrator  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  such  arbitrator  or  arbi- 
trators so  dying,  resigning  or  becoming  incapacitated. 

8.    And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  term  of  office  of  the  arbitra- 
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tors  now  acting  as  a  board  of  arbitrators,  shall,  upon  the  passage 
of  this  supplement,  cease  and  terminate,  and  the  persons  named 
in  this  supplement  as  the  board  of  arbitrators  shall  immediately 
succeed  to  and  become  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  board  of  arbitrators  now  acting  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  which  this  act  is  a  supplement. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  after  the  expiration  of  the  terms 
of  office  of  the  persons  named  in  this  supplement,  the  governor 
shall  appoint  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate 
their  successors  for  the  length  of  term  and  at  the  salary  named 
in  the  first  section  of  this  supplement. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately.    [^Approved  March  25^  1896.

OHIO. 


On  March  14,  1893,  Ohio  adopted  a  law  providing  for  a  State 
board  of  arbitration.  The  statute,  as  amended  May  21,  1894, 
and  April  27,  1896,  is  as  follows :  — 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  state  board  of  arbitration  for  the 
settlement  of  differences  between  employers  and  their 
employes  and  to  repeal  an  act  entitled  '*An  act  to 
authorise  the  creation  and  to  provide  for  the  operation 
of  tribunals  of  voluntary  arbitration,  to  acyust  in- 
dustrial disputes  between  employers  and  employes," 
passed  Feb.  10, 1886. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Ohio^  That  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  the  governor  of  the  state,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  three  competent  persons  to 
serve  as  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided.  One  of  them  shall  be  an  em- 
ployer or  selected  from  some  association  representing  employ- 
ers of  labor,  one  of  them  shall  be  an  employe  or  an  employe 
selected  from  some  labor  organization  and  not  an  employer  of 
labor,  and  the  third  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  other  two;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  two  ap- 
pointed do  not  agree  on  the  third  man  at  the  expiration  of 
thii*ty  days,  he  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor ;  and  pro- 
vided, also,  that  appointments  made  when  the  senate  is  not  in 
session  may  be  confirmed  at  the  next  ensuing  session. 
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Section  2.  One  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  and  one  for  three  years,  and  all  appointments  thereafter 
shall  be  for  three  years  or  until  their  respective  successors  are 
appointed  in  the  manner  above  provided.  If,  for  any  reason 
a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  governor  shall,  in  the  same 
manner,  appoint  some  person  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term, 
and  he  may  remove  any  member  of  said  board. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  dis- 
charge thereof.  They  shall  organize  at  once  by  the  choice  of 
one  of  their  number  as  chairman,  and  one  of  their  number  as 
secretary.  The  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its  organ- 
ization, establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be  approved 
by  the  governor. 

Section  4.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  in- 
volving questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  or  action  in 
any  court  of  the  state  exists  between  an  employer  (whether  an 
individual,  copartnership  or  corporation)  and  his  employes,  if, 
at  the  time  he  employs  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business  in  this  state,  the  board  shall,  upon 
application  as  hereinafter  provided  and  as  soon  as  practical 
thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  careful  in- 
quiry into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein 
who  may  come,  or  be  subpoenaed  before  them,  advise  the  re- 
spective parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted 
to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute.  The  term  employer 
in  this  act  includes  several  employers  co-operating  with  respect 
to  any  such  controversy  or  difference,  and  the  teim  employes 
includes  ag^gations  of  employes  of  several  employers  so  co- 
operating. And  where  any  strike  or  lock-out  extends  to  several 
counties,  the  expenses  incurred  under  this  act  are  not  payable  out 
of  the  state  treasury,  shall  be  apportioned  among  and  paid'  by 
such  counties  as  said  board  may  deem  equitable  and  may  direct. 

Section  5.  Such  mediation  having  failed  to  bring  about  an 
adjustment  of  the  said  differences,  the  board  shall  immediately 
make  out  a  written  decision  thereon.  This  decision  shall  at  once 
be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to 
be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement 
thereof  published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for, 
and  the  said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city  or  county  where  said  business  is  carried  on. 
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Section  6.  Said  application  for  arbitrntion  and  conciliation 
to  said  board  can  be  made  by  either  or  both  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy ;  and  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective  instances  by  said 
employer  or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of 
the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  the 
duly  authorized  agent  of  either  or  both  parties.  When  an  appli- 
cation is  signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of 
such  employes,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such  agent  is 
duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes,  but  the 
names  of  the  employes  giving  such  authority  shall  be  kept  secret 
by  said  board. 

Section  7.  Said  application  shall  contain  a  concise  statement 
of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in 
business  or  at  work  in  the  same  manner  as  at  the  time  of  the 
application,  without  any  lock-out  or  strike,  until  the  decision  of 
said  board,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  ten  days  of  the  date  of 
filing  said  application  ;  provided,  a  joint  application  may  con- 
tain a  stipulation  that  the  decision  of  the  board  under  such  joint 
application  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  to  the  extent  so 
stipulated,  and  such  decision  to  such  extent  may  be  made  and 
enforced  as  a  rule  of  court  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
county  from  which  such  joint  application  comes,  as  upon  a 
statutory  award. 

Section  8.  As  soon  as  may  be,  after  the  receipt  of  said  appli- 
cation, the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  therein,  but  public 
notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  controversy 
join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written  request 
that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  is  made, 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such  manner  as 
the  board  may  order,  and  the  board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, cause  public  notice  to  be  given,  notwithstanding  such 
request.  Should  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to  perform  the 
promise  made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall  proceed  no 
further  therein  without  the  written  consent  of  the  adverse 
party.- 

Section  9.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  subpoena  as  wit- 
nesses any  operative  in  the  department  of  business  affected,  or 
other  persons  shown  by  affidavit,  on  belief,  or  otherwise,  to  have 
knowledge  of  the  matters  in  controversy  or  dispute,  and  any 
who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  such  departments,  and 
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examine  them  under  oath  touching  such  matters,  and  to  require 
the  production  of  books  or  papers  containing  the  record  of  wages 
earned  or  paid.  Subpoenas  may  be  signed  and  oaths  admin- 
istered by  any  member  of  the  board.  A  subpoena  or  any  notice 
may  be  delivered  or  sent  to  any  sheriff,  constable  or  police 
officer,  who  shall  forthwith  serve  or  post  the  same,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  make  due  return  thereof  according  to  directions, 
and  for  such  service  he  shall  receive  the  fees  allowed  by  law  in 
similar  cases,  payable  from  the  treasurer  of  the  county  wherein 
the  controversy  to  be  arbitrated  exists,  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
county  auditor,  issued  on  the  certificate  of  the  board  that  such 
fees  are  correct  and  due.  And  the  board  shall  have  the  same 
power  and  authority  to  maintain  and  enforce  order  at  its  hear- 
ings and  obedience  to  its  writs  of  subpoena  as  by  law  conferred 
on  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  like  purposes. 

Section  10.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference,  as 
described  in  section  4  of  this  act,  may  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute, in  writing,  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation ; 
such  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer 
may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employes  or  their  duly 
authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators  so  designated 
may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board. 

Section  11.  Such  local  board  of  arbitration  shall,  in  respect 
to  the  matters  referred  to  it,  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
which  the  state  board  might  have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision 
shall  have  whatever  binding  effect  may  be  agreed  by  the  parties 
to  the  controversy  in  the  written  submission.  The  jurisdiction 
of  such  local  board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters 
submitted  to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and 
assistance  of  the  state  board.  The  decision  of  said  board  shall 
be  rendered  within  ten  days  of  the  close  of  any  hearing  held 
by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
city  or  county  in  which  the  contraversy  or  difference  arose,  and 
a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  state  board. 

Section  12.  Each  of  such  arbitrators  of  such  a  local  board 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  or 
county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference,  that  is  the  sub- 
ject of  the  arbitrators  exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  in 
writing  by  the  city  council  or  the  administrative  board  of  such 
city  or  board  of  county  commissioners  of  such  county,  the  sum 
of  three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  not  exceeding 
ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration. 
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Section  13.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  a  mayor  or 
probate  judge  in  this  state  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously 
threatened,  or  has  actually  occurred,  in  his  vicinity,  he  shall  at 
once  notify  the  state  board  of  the  fact,  giving  the  name  and 
location  of  the  employer,  the  nature  of  the  trouble,  and  the 
number  of  employes  involved,  so  far  as  his  information  will 
enable  him  to  do  so.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  state  board,  either  by  such  notice  or  otherwise,  that  a 
strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened,  or  has  actually  oc- 
curred, in  this  state,  involving  an  employer  and  his  present  or 
past  employes,  if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or,  up  to  the 
occurrence  of  the  strike  or  lockout,  was  employing  not  less 
than  twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in 
the  state,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  to  put  itself  in 
communication,  as  soon  as  may  be,  with  such  employer  and 
employed. 

Section  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  in  the 
above  described  cases  to  endeavor,  by  mediation  or  conciliation, 
to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  or,  if  that  seems 
impracticable,  to  endeavor  to  persuade  them  to  submit  the  mat- 
ters in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation, 
as  above  provided,  or  to  the  state  board ;  and  said  board  may, 
if  it  deem  it  advisable,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such 
controversy  and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  respon- 
sible or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  continuance  of  the 
same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a  report  finding  such  cause 
or  causes,  and  assigning  such  responsibility  or  blame.  The 
board  shall  have  the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes 
as  are  given  it  by  section  9  of  this  act ;  provided,  if  neither  a 
settlement  nor  an  arbitration  be  had  because  of  the  opposition 
thereto  of  one  party  to  the  controversy,  such  investigation  and 
publication  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  other  paity,  be  had. 
And  the  expense  of  any  publication  under  this  act  shall  be 
certified  and  paid  as  provided  therein  for  payment  of  fees. 

Section  15.  Witnesses  summoned  by  the  state  board  shall 
be  allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the 
further  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in 
excess  of  two  hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents  a  mile  for 
travel  each  way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment  or 
business  to  the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each  wit- 
ness shall  state  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and  attend- 
ance, and  said  state  board  shall  certify  the  amount  due  each 
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witness  to  the  auditor  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or 
difference  exists,  who  shall  issue  his  warrant  upon  the  treasuiy 
of  said  county  for  the  said  amount. 

Section  16.  The  said  state  board  shall  make  a  yearly  re- 
port to  the  governor  and  legislature,  and  shall  include  therein 
such  statements,  facts  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the 
actual  workings  of  the  board,  and  such  suggestions  as  to  legis- 
lation as  may  seem  to  the  members  of  the  board  conducive  to 
the  friendly  relations  of,  and  to  the  speedy  and  satisfactory  ad- 
justment of  disputes  between  employers  and  employes. 

Sbctton  17.  The  members  of  said  board  of  arbitration  and 
conciliation  hereby  created  shall  each  be  paid  five  dollars  a  day 
for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  their  necessary  traveling  and 
other  expenses.  The  chairman  of  the  board  shall,  quarterly, 
certify  the  amount  due  each  member  and  on  presentation  of  his 
certificate  the  auditor  of  state  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
treasury  of  the  state  for  the  amount.  When  the  state  board 
meets  at  the  capitol  of  the  state,  the  adjutant  general  shall  pro- 
vide rooms  suitable  for  such  meeting. 

Section  18.  That  an  act  entitled  '^  An  act  to  authorize  the 
creation  and  to  provide  for  the  operation  of  tribunals  of  volun- 
tary arbitration  to  adjust  industrial  disputes  between  employers 
and  employes,"  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  state,  passed 
February  10,  1895,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage. 


LOUISIANA. 

[No.  139.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  for  the 
settlement  of  differences  between  employers  and  em- 
ployees. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  that  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  the  Governor  of  the  State,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  five  competent  persons  to  serve  as 
a  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  in  the  manner  herein- 
after provided.  Two  of  them  shall  be  employers,  selected  or 
recommended  by  some  association  or  Board  representing  em- 
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ployers  of  labor ;  two  of  them  shall  be  employees,  selected  or 
recommended  by  the  various  labor  organizations,  and  not  an 
employer  of  labor,  and  the  fifth  shall  be  appointed  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  other  four;  provided  however,  that  if 
the  four  appointed  do  not  agree  on  the  fifth  man  at  the  expira- 
tion of  thirty  days,  he  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor ;  pro- 
vided, also,  that  if  the  employers  or  employees  fail  to  make 
their  recommendation  as  herein  provided  within  thirty  days, 
then  the  Grovernor  shall  make  said  appointments  in  accordance 
with  the  spirit  and  intent  of  this  Act ;  said  appointments,  if 
made  when  the  Senate  is  not  in  session,  may  be  confirmed  at 
the  next  ensuing  session. 

Sec.  2.  Two  shall  be  appointed  for  two  years,  two  for  three 
years,  and  one,  the  fifth  member,  for  four  years,  and  all  appoint- 
ments thereafter  shall  be  for  four  years,  or  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  in  the  manner  above  provided.  If,  for  any  rea- 
son, a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall  in  the  same 
manner  appoint  some  person  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  3.  Each  member  of  said  Board  shall  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  ofiSce,  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge 
thereof.  They  shall  organize  at  once  by  the  choice  of  one  of 
their  number  as  chairman  and  one  of  their  number  as  secretary. 
The  Board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its  organization, 
establish  rules  of  procedure. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  involv- 
ing questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  or  action  in  any 
oonrt  of  the  State,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  in- 
dividual, copartnership  or  corporation,  and  his  employees,  if  at 
the  time  he  employs  not  less  than  twenty  persons  in  the  same 
general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  parish  of  this  State,  the 
board  shall,  upon  application  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  as 
soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute 
and  make  careful  inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  per- 
sons interested  therein  who  may  come  before  them,  and  advise 
the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or 
submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute. 

Sbc.  5.  Such  mediation  having  failed  to  bring  about  an  ad- 
justment of  the  said  differences,  the  Board  shall  immediately 
make  out  a  written  decision  thereon.  This  decision  shall  at  once 
be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to 
be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement 
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thereof  published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for, 
and  the  said  Board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  court  of  the  city  or  parish  where  said  business 
is  carried  on. 

Sec.  6.  Said  application  for  arbitration  and  conciliation  to 
said  Board  can  be  made  by  either  or  both  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy, and  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective  instances  by  said 
employer  or  by  a  majority  of  the  employees  in  the  department 
of  the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or 
the  duly  authorized  agent  of  either  or  both  parties.  When  an 
application  is  signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  ma- 
jority of  such  employees,  the  Board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such 
agent  is  duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employees, 
but  the  names  of  the  employees  giving  authority  shall  be  kept 
secret  by  said  board. 

Sec.  7.  Said  application  shall  contain  a  concise  statement 
of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on 
in  business  or  at  work  in  the  same  manner  as  at  the  time  of  the 
application  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of 
said  Boaixl,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  ten  days  of  the  date  of 
filing  said  application. 

Sec.  8.  As  soon  as  maybe  after  the  receipt  of  said  applica- 
tion, the  secretary  of  said  Board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  therein,  but  public 
notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  join  in  the  applica- 
tion and  present  therewith  a  written  request  that  no  public  notice 
be  given.  When  such  request  is  made,  notice  shall  be  given  to 
the  parties  interested  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  may  order, 
and  the  Board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause 
public  notice  to  be  given,  notwithstanding  such  request.  Should 
the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to  perform  the  promise  made  in 
said  application,  the  Board  shall  proceed  no  further  therein  until 
said  petitioner  or  petitioners  have  complied  with  every  order  and 
requirement  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  summon  as  witnesses 
any  operative  in  the  department  of  the  business  affected,  and  any 
person  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those  depart- 
ments, and  examine  them  under  oath,  and  to  require  the  pro- 
duction of  books  and  papers  containing  the  record  of  wages 
earned  or  paid.  Summons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  adminis- 
tered  by  any  member  of  the  Board.     The  Board  shall  have  the

right  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witncBses  or  the  prodaction 
of  papers. 

Sec.  10.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  Mayor  of  a 
city  or  the  judge  of  any  District  Court  in  any  parish,  other  than 
the  parish  of  Orleans,  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threat- 
ened or  actually  occurs,  the  Mayor  of  such  city  or  judge  of  the 
District  Court  of  such  parish  shall  at  once  notify  the  State 
Board  of  the  fact.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  State  Bbard,  either  by  the  notice  of  the  Mayor  of  a  city 
or  the  judge  of  the  District  Court  of  the  parish,  as  provided  in 
the  preceding  part  of  this  section,  or  otherwise,  that  a  lockout 
or  strike  is  seriously  threatened,  or  has  actually  occuiTed,  in  any 
city  or  parish  of  this  State,  involving  an  employer  and  his  pres- 
ent or  past  employees,  if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or  up  to 
the  occurrence  of  a  strike  or  lockout  was  employing  not  less 
than  twenty  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any 
city  or  parish  in  the  State,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State 
Board  to  put  itself  in  communication  as  soon  as  may  be  with 
such  employer  and  employees. 

Sbo.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  in  the  above- 
described  cases  to  endeavor,  by  mediation  or  conciliation,  to 
effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  and  to  endeavor  to 
persuade  them,  provided  a  strike  or  lockout  has  not  actually 
occurred  or  is  not  then  continuing,  to  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute to  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation ;  and 
the  State  Board  shall,  whether  the  same  be  mutually  submitted 
to  them  or  not,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  contro- 
versy, and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible 
or  blamewoi'thy  for  the  existence  or  continuance  of  the  same, 
and  shall  make  and  publish  a  report  finding  such  cause  or  causes 
and  assigning  such  responsibility  or  blame.  The  Board  shall 
have  the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes  as  are  given  it 
by  Section  9  of  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  The  said  State  Board  shall  make  a  biennial  report 
to  the  Governor  and  Legislature,  and  shall  include  therein  such 
statements,  facts  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual 
workings  of  the  Board,  and  such  suggestions  as  to  legislation  as 
may  seem  to  the  members  of  the  board  conducive  to  the  rela- 
tions of  and  disputes  between  employers  and  employees. 

Sec.  13.  The  members  of  said  State  Board  of  Arbitration 
and  conciliation,  hereby  created,  shall  each  be  paid  five  dollars  a 
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day  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  their  necessary  traveling 
and  other  expenses.  The  chairman  of  the  Board  shall  quarterly 
certify  the  amount  due  each  member,  and,  on  presentation  of 
his  certificate  the  Auditor  of  the  State  shall  draw  his  warrant 
on  the  Treasury  of  the  State  for  the  amount. 

Sec.  14.     This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.     [^Approved  July  12^  1894. 


WISCONSIN. 

[CUAFTBR  364.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and 
conciliation  for  the  settlement  of  difTerenoes  between 
employers  and  their  employes. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate  and  assem- 
bly, do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  governor  of  the  state  shall  within  sixty 
days  after  the  passage  and  publication  of  this  act  appoint  three 
competent  pei-sons  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  to  sei*ve 
as  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation.  One  of  such 
board  shall  be  an  employer,  or  selected  from  some  association 
representing  employers  of  labor;  one  shall  be  selected  from 
some  labor  organization  and  not  an  employer  of  labor ;  and  the 
third  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other 
two ;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  two  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernor as  herein  provided  do  not  agree  upon  the  third  member 
of  such  board  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  the  governor 
shall  appoint  such  third  member.  The  members  of  said  board 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessor are  appointed.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time  the 
governor  shall  appoint  a  member  of  such  board  to  serve  out  the 
unexpired  term,  and  he  may  remove  any  member  of  said  board. 
Each  member  of  such  board  shall  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office  be  sworn  to  support  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  and 
to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office.  Said  board  shall 
at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number  as  chair- 
man and  another  as  secretary. 

Section  2.  Said  board  shall  as  soon  as  possible  after  its 
organization  establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  governor  and  attorney-general. 
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Section  3.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  the 
subject  of  litigation  in  the  courts  of  this  state  exists  between 
an  employer,  whether  an  individual,  co-partnership  or  coipora- 
tion,  and  his  employes,  if  at  the  time  he  employs  not  less  than 
twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any 
city,  village  or  town  in  this  state,  said  board  shall  upon  appli- 
cation as  hereinafter  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  there- 
after, visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  careful  inquiry 
into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who 
may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  (if 
anything,)  should  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to 
adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision  thereof.  This 
decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be  published  in 
two  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  locality  of  such  dis- 
pute, shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to  be  kept 
by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  succinct  statement  thereof 
published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and 
said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such  decision  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city,  village  or  town  where  said  business  is 
carried  on. 

Section  4.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  em- 
ployer, or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of 
the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or 
their  duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  con- 
tain a  concise  statement  of  the  grievances  complained  of  and 
a  promise  and  agreement  to  continue  in  business  or  at  work 
without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said  board ; 
provided,  however,  that  said  board  shall  render  its  decision 
within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  filing  such  application.  As 
soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  said  application  the  secre- 
tary of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be  given  of  the 
time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereof ;  but  public  notice  need 
not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  controversy  join  in  the 
application  and  request  in  writing  that  no  public  notice  be 
given.  When  notice  has  been  given  as  aforesaid  the  board 
may  in  its  discretion  appoint  two  expert  assistants  to  the  board, 
one  to  be  nominated  by  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy ; 
provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  board  from  appointing  such  other  additional  expert  assist- 
ants as  they  may  deem  necessary.  Such  expert  assistants  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty,  such  oath  to 
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be  administered  by  any  member  of  the  board.  Should  the  peti- 
tioner, or  petitioners,  fail  to  perform  the  promise  and  agree- 
ment made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall  proceed  no 
farther  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  of  the  adverse 
party.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  subpoena  as  witnesses 
any  operative  in  the  departments  of  business  affected  by  the 
matter  in  controversy,  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  recoixls  of 
wages  earned  in  such  departments  and  to  examine  them  under 
oath,  and  to  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the 
record  of  wages  paid.  Subpoenas  may  be  signed  and  oaths  ad- 
ministered by  any  member  of  the  board. 

Section  5.  The  decision  of  the  board  herein  provided  for 
shall  be  open  to  public  inspection,  shall  be  published  in  a  bien- 
nial report  to  be  made  to  the  governor  of  the  state  with  such 
recommendations  as  the  board  may  deem  proper,  and  shall  be 
printed  and  distributed  according  to  the  provisions  governing 
the  printing  and  distributing  of  other  state  reports. 

Section  6.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties 
who  join  in  said  application  for  six  months,  or  until  either  party 
has  given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  not  to  be 
bound  by  such  decision  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  sixty 
days  from  the  date  of  said  notice.  Said  notice  may  be  given 
by  serving  the  same  upon  the  employer  or  his  representative, 
and  by  serving  the  same  upon  the  employes  by  posting  the  same 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop,  factory,  yard  or  upon 
the  premises  where  they  work. 

Section  7.  The  parties  to  any  conti'oversy  or  difference  as 
described  in  section  3  of  this  act  may  submit  the  matters  in 
dispute  in  writing  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion; said  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon  or  the 
employer  may  designate  one  of  such  arbitrators,  the  employes 
or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators 
so  designated  may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chaiiman  of 
such  local  board ;  such  board  shall  in  respect  to  the  mattero  re- 
ferred to  it  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state 
board  might  have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  such 
binding  effect  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy in  the  written  submission.  The  jurisdiction  of  such 
local  board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters  sub- 
mitted to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assist- 
ance of  the  state  board.     Such  local  board  shall  render  its  de- 
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cision  in  writing  within  ten  days  after  the  dose  of  any  hearing 
held  by  it,  and  shall  file  a  copy  thereof  with  the  secretary  of 
the  state  board.  Each  of  such  local  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  treasurer  of  the  city,  village  or  town  in 
which  the  controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  arbi- 
tration exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  in  writing  by  the 
mayor  of  such  city,  the  board  of  trustees  of  such  village,  or  the 
town  board  of  such  town,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  each  day 
of  actual  service  not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration. 

Section  8.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  a 
city,  the  village  board  of  a  village,  or  the  town  board  of  a  town, 
that  a  strike  or  lockout  such  as  is  described  in  section  9,  of  this 
act,  is  seriously  threatened  or  actiially  occurs,  the  mayor  of 
such  city,  or  the  village  board  of  such  village,  or  the  town  board 
of  such  town,  shall  at  once  notify  the  state  board  of  such  facts, 
together  with  such  information  as  may  be  available. 

Section  9.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
state  board  by  notice  as  herein  provided,  or  othei-wise,  that  a 
strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened,  or  has  actually  occurred, 
which  threatens  to  or  does  involve  the  business  interests  of  any 
city,  village  or  town  of  this  state,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
state  board  to  investigate  the  same  as  soon  as  may  be  and  en- 
deavor by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between 
employers  and  employes,  and  endeavor  to  persuade  them,  pro- 
vided a  strike  or  lockout  has  not  actually  occurred  or  is  not 
then  continuing,  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  a  local 
board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  as  herein  provided  for,  or 
to  the  state  board.  Said  state  board  may  if  it  deems  advisable 
investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  controversy,  ascertain 
which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy  for 
the  existence  or  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may  make  and 
publish  a  report  finding  such  cause  or  causes  and  assigning  such 
responsibility  or  blame. 

Section  10.  Witnesses  subpoenaed  by  the  state  board  shall 
be  allowed  for  their  attendance  and  travel  the  same  fees  as  are 
allowed  to  witnesses  in  the  circuit  courts  of  this  state.  Each 
witness  shall  certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and 
attendance,  and  the  amount  due  him  upon  approval  by  the 
board  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury. 

Section  11.  The  members  of  the  state  board  shall  receive 
the  actual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  the  per- 
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formance  of  their  duties  ander  this  act,  and  the  farther  sum  of 
five  dollars  a  day  each  for  the  number  of  days  actually  and 
necessarily  spent  by  them,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  state 
treasury. 

Section  12.  The  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  publication.  [^Approved  April  19j 
1895.    Published  May  3,  1896. 


MINNESOTA. 

[Chapter  170.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  differences  between 
employers  and  employes,  and  to  authorize  the  creation 
of  boards  of  arbitration  and  conciliation,  and  to  appro- 
priate money  for  the  maintenance  thereof. 

Be  U  enctcted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota : 

Section  1.  That  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  the  governor  shall,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate,  appoint  a  state  board  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation,  consisting  of  three  competent  persons,  who 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  On  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  1897  and  thereafter  biennially,  the 
governor,  by  and  with  like  advice  and  consent,  shall  appoint 
said  board,  who  shall  be  constituted  as  follows ;  One  of  them 
shall  be  an  employer  of  labor,  one  of  them  shall  be  a  member 
selected  from  some  bona  fide  trade  union  and  not  an  employer 
of  labor,  and  who  may  be  chosen  from  a  list  submitted  by  one 
or  more  trade  and  labor  assemblies  in  the  State,  and  the  third 
shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other  two 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  be  neither  an  employe,  or 
an  employer  of  skilled  labor ;  pi'ovided  —  however,  that  if  the 
two  first  appointed  do  not  agree  in  nominating  one  or  more 
persons  to  act  as  the  third  member  before  the  expiration  of  ten 
(10)  days,  the  appointment  shall  then  be  made  by  the  governor 
without  such  recommendation.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  at  any 
time,  the  governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint  some  one 
having  the  same  qualifications  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term, 
and  he  may  also  remove  any  member  of  said  board. 

Sec  2.  The  said  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  their 
appointment,  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  members  as 
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president  and  another  as  secretary,  and  establish,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  governor,  such  rules  of  procedure  as  may 
seem  advisable. 

Sec.  3.  That  whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  arises, 
relating  to  the  conditions  of  employment  or  rates  of  wages  be- 
tween any  employer,  whether  an  individual,  a  copartnership  or 
corporation,  and  whether  resident  or  non-resident,  and  his  or  their 
employes,  if  at  the  time  he  or  it  employs  not  less  than  ten  (10) 
persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  in 
this  state,  the  board  shall,  upon  application,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the 
dispute  and  make  a  careful  inquiry  into  the  causes  thereof,  hear 
all  persons  interested  therein  who  may  come  before  them,  advise 
the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  submitted 
to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  within  ten  days 
after  said  inquiry  make  a  written  decision  thereon.  This  deci- 
sion shall  at  once  be  made  public  and  a  short  statement  thereof 
published  in  a  biennial  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the 
said  board  shall  also  cause  a  copy  of  said  decision  to  be  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  where  said 
business  is  carried  on. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  em- 
ployer or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of 
the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or 
their  duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  paities,  and  shall  contain 
a  concise  statement  of  the  grievance  alleged,  and  shall  be  verified 
by  at  least  one  of  the  signers.  When  an  application  is  signed 
by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of  such  employes, 
the  board  shall,  before  proceeding  further,  satisfy  itself  that  such 
agent  is  duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes, 
but  the  names  of  the  employes  giving  such  authority  shall  be 
kept  secret  by  said  board.  Within  three  days  after  the  receipt 
of  said  application  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public 
notice  to  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  where  said  hearing 
shall  be  held.  But  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both 
parties  to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  present 
therewith  a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given. 
When  such  request  is  made  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties 
interested  in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order ;  and  the 
board  may  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings  cause  public  notice 
to  be  given  notwithstanding  such  request. 
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Sec.  5.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  summon  as  wit- 
nesses any  clerk,  agent  or  employe  in  the  departments  of  the 
business  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those  de- 
partments, and  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the 
records  of  wages  paid.  Summons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  ad- 
ministered by  any  member  of  the  board.  Witnesses  summoned 
before  the  board  shall  be  paid  by  the  board  the  same  witness 
fees  as  witnesses  before  a  district  court. 

Sec.  6.  That  upon  the  receipt  of  an  application,  after  notice 
has  been  given  as  aforesaid,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before 
provided,  and  render  a  written  decision  which  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  and  shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the 
board  and  published  at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  a  biennial 
report  which  shall  be  made  to  the  legislature  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year  in  which  the  legislature 
is  in  regular  session. 

Sec.  7.  In  all  cases  where  the  application  is  mutual,  the  de- 
cision shall  provide  that  the  same  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
parties  concerned  in  said  controversy  or  dispute  for  six  months, 
or  until  sixty  days  after  either  party  has  given  the  other  notice 
in  writing  of  his  or  their  intention  not  to  be  bound  by  the  same. 
Such  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employes  by  posting  the  same 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop,  factory  or  place  of 
employment. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  said 
board,  either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city,  the  county  com- 
missioners, the  president  of  a  chamber  of  commerce  or  other  rep- 
resentative body,  the  president  of  the  central  labor  council  or 
assembly,  or  any  five  reputable  citizens,  or  otherwise,  that  what 
is  commonly  known  as  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened 
or  has  actually  occurred,  in  any  city  or  town  of  the  state,  involv- 
ing an  employer  and  his  or  its  present  or  past  employes,  if  at  the 
time  such  employer  is  employing,  or  up  to  the  occurrence  of  the 
strike  or  lockout  was  employing,  not  less  than  ten  persons  in 
the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  in  this  State, 
and  said  board  shall  be  satisfied  that  such  information  is  cor- 
rect, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board,  within  three  days  there- 
after, to  put  themselves  in  communication  with  such  employer 
and  employes  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable 
settlement  between  them,  or  to  persuade  them  to  submit  the 
matter  in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
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tion,  as  hereinafter  provided,  or  to  said  state  board,  and  the  said 
State  board  may  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  contro- 
versy and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible 
for  the  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a 
report  assigning  such  responsibility.  The  said  board  shall  have 
the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes  as  are  given  them 
by  sections  three  and  four  of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference,  as  spec- 
ilied  in  this  act,  may  submit  the  matter  in  dispute  in  writing  to  a 
local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation ;  such  board  may  either 
be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer  may  designate  one  of 
the  arbiters,  the  employes  or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another, 
and  the  two  arbiters  so  designated  may  choose  a  third,  who  shall 
also  be  chairman  of  the  board.  Each  arbiter  so  selected  shall 
sign  a  consent  to  act  as  such,  and  shall  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  before  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  to  faithfully 
and  impartially  discharge  his  duty  as  such  arbiter,  which  con- 
sent and  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  dis- 
trict court  of  the  county  where  such  dispute  arises.  Such  board 
shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to  them,  have  and 
exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  boaixl  might  have  and 
exercise,  and  their  decisions  shall  have  whatever  binding  effect 
may  be  ageed  to  by  the  paities  to  the  controversy  in  the  written 
submission.  Vacancies  in  such  local  boards  may  be  filled  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  regular  appointments  are  made.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  state  board  to  aid  and  assist  in  the  forma- 
tion of  such  local  boards  throughout  the  state  in  advance  of  any 
strike  or  lockout,  whenever  and  wherever  in  their  judgment  the 
formation  of  such  local  boards  will  have  a  tendency  to  prevent 
or  allay  the  occurrence  thereof.  The  jurisdiction  of  such  local 
boards  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to 
them ;  but  they  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assistance 
of  the  state  board.  The  decisions  of  such  local  boards  shall  be 
rendered  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  any  hearing  held 
before  them ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be  filed  with  the  clerk 
of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  controversy 
arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  state  board. 

Sec.  10.  Each  member  of  said  State  board  shall  receive  as 
compensation  five  ($5)  dollara  a  day,  including  mileage,  for 
each  and  every  day  actually  employed  in  the  performance  of 
the  duties  provided  for  by  this  act ;  such  compensation  shall  be 
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paid  by  the  state  treasurer  on  duly  detailed  vouchere  approved 
by  said  board  and  by  the  governor. 

Sec.  11.  The  said  board,  in  their  biennial  reports  to  the  leg- 
islature, shall  include  such  statements,  facts  and  explanations  as 
will  disclose  the  actual  workings  of  the  board  and  such  sugges- 
tions with  regard  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  them  conducive 
to  harmonizing  the  relations  of  and  the  disputes  between  em- 
ployers and  employes  ;  and  the  improvement  of  the  present  rela- 
tions between  labor  and  capital.  Such  biennial  reports  of  the 
board  shall  be  printed  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
regulations  as  the  reports  of  the  executive  officers  of  the  state. 

Sec.  12.  There  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.     [^Approved  April  25,  1895, 


COM-WECTICUT, 

[CHA.PTER    CCXXXIX.] 

An  Act  creating  a  State  Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 

Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  During  each  biennial  session  of  the  general 
assembly,  the  governor  shall,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate,  appoint  a  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbitration, 
to  consist  of  three  competent  persons,  each  of  whom  shall 
hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years.  One  of  said  persons 
shall  be  selected  from  the  party  which  at  the  last  general  elec- 
tion cast  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  governor  of  this 
state,  and  one  of  said  persons  shall  be  selected  from  the  party 
which  at  the  last  general  election  cast  the  next  greatest  number 
of  votes  for  governor  of  this  state,  and  the  other  of  said  per- 
sons shall  be  selected  from  a  bona  fide  labor  organization  of 
this  state.  Said  board  shall  select  one  of  its  number  to  act  as 
clerk  or  secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  full  and 
faithful  record  of  the  pix>ceedings  of  the  board,  and  also  to  keep 
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and  preserve  all  documents  and  testimony  submitted  to  said 
board ;  he  shall  have  power  under  the  direction  of  the  Board, 
to  issue  subpaenas,  and  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases  before 
said  board,  and  to  call  for  and  examine  the  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  the  parties  to  such  cases.  Said  arbitrators  shall 
take  and  subscribe  to  the  constitutional  oath  of  office  before 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature 
shall  arise  between  any  employer  and  his  employes,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same  directly  to  the  state 
board  of  mediation  and  arbitration,  in  case  such  parties  elect 
to  do  so,  and  shall  notify  said  board,  or  its  clerk,  in  writing,  of 
such  election.  Whenever  such  notification  to  said  board  or  its 
clerk  is  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  proceed,  with 
as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality  of  such  grievance  or 
dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  the  grievance 
or  dispute.  The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dipute  shall  there- 
upon submit  to  said  boaixl,  in  writing,  succinctly,  clearly,  and 
in  detail,  their  grievances  and  complaints,  and  the  cause  or 
causes  thereof,  and  severally  promise  and  agree  to  continue  in 
business,  or  at  work,  without  a  strike  or  lockout,  until  the  de- 
cision of  said  board  is  rendered ;  provided^  it  shall  be  rendered 
within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  investigation.  The 
board  shall  thereupon  proceed  fully  to  investigate  and  inquire 
into  the  matters  in  controversy,  and  to  take  testimony  under 
oath  in  relation  thereto,  and  shall  have  power,  by  its  chairman 
or  clerk,  to  administer  oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses,  and  the  production-  of  books  and  papers. 

Sec.  3.  After  a  matter  has  been  fully  heard,  the  said  board, 
or  a  majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days,  render  a 
decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  the  members  of  the  board, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show 
the  nature  of  the  decision  and  the  points  disposed  of  by  said 
board.  The  decision  shall  be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of  which 
shall  be  filed  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  in  the  ofiSce  of  the  town 
or  city  clerk  in  the  town  where  the  controversy  arose,  and  one 
copy  shall  be  served  on  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occur,  or  is  seri- 
ously threatened  in  any  part  of  the  state,  and  shall  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  board,  it  shall  be  its  duty,  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  locality  of 
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each  strike  or  lockout  and  put  itself  in  communication  with  the 
parties  to  the  controversy,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect 
an  amicable  settlement  of  such  strike  or  lockout ;  and,  if  in  the 
judgment  of  said  boaixi  it  is  best,  it  shall  inquire  into  the  cause 
or  causes  of  the  controversy,  and  to  that  end  the  board  is 
hereby  authorized  to  subpoena  witnesses,  and  send  for  persons 
and  papers. 

Sec.  5.  Said  board  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber in  each  year,  make  a  report  to  the  Governor,  and  shall  in- 
clude therein  such  statements,  facts,  and  explanations  as  will 
disclose  the  actual  working  of  the  board,  and  such  suggestions 
as  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  it  conducive  to  harmony  in  the 
relations  between  employers  and  employed,  and  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  present  system  of  production. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  the  term  "  employer"  or  "  employers  "  is 
used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include  '^  firm,''  '^  joint-stock 
association,"  "  company  "  or  "  corporation,"  as  fully  as  if  each 
of  the  last-named  terms  was  expressed  in  each  place. 

Sec.  7.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  receive  as  compen- 
sation for  actual  services  rendered  under  this  act,  the  sum  of 
five  dollars  per  day  and  expenses,  upon  presentation  of  their 
voucher  to  the  comptroller,  approved  by  the  governor. 

Sec.  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.  [^Ap- 
proved June  28,  1895, 


ILLINOIS. 

[Special  Session.] 

An  Act  to  create  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  for  the  in- 
vestigation or  settlement  of  differenoes  between  em- 
ployers and  their  employes,  and  to  define  the  powers 
and  duties  of  said  board. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
represented  in  the  General  Assembly :  As  soon  as  this  act  shall 
take  effect  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  three  persons,  not  more  than  two 
of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  same  political  party,  who  shall  be 
styled  a  State  ^'  Board  of  Arbitration,''  to  serve  as  a  State 
Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation ;  one  and  only  one  of 
whom  shall  be  an  employer  of  labor,  and  one  and  only  one 
of  whom  shall  be  an  employ^  and  shall  be  selected  from  some 
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labor  organization.  They  shall  hold  office  until  March  1,  1897, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed,  but  said  board  shall 
have  no  power  to  act  as  such  until  they  and  each  of  them  are 
confirmed  by  the  Senate.  On  the  first  day  of  March,  1897,  the 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  ap- 
point three  pei*sons  as  members  of  said  board  in  the  manner 
above  provided,  one  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years 
and  one  for  three  years,  or  until  their  respective  successors  are 
appointed,  and  on  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year  thereafter 
the  Governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint  one  member  of 
said  board  to  succeed  the  member  whose  term  expires,  and  to 
serve  for  the  term  of  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed. If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall 
in  the  same  manner  appoint  some  one  to  serve  out  the  unex- 
pired tei*m.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge 
thereof.  The  board  shall  at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one 
of  their  number  as  chairman,  and  they  shall,  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble after  such  organization,  establish  suitable  rules  of  pro- 
cedure. The  board  shall  have  power  to  select  and  remove  a 
secretary,  who  shall  be  a  stenographer,  and  who  shall  receive  a 
salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  not  to  exceed  $1,200  per  annum 
and  his  necessary  traveling  expenses,  on  bills  of  items  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  board,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  State  treasury. 

§  2.  When  any  controversy  or  difference  not  involving  ques- 
tions which  may  be  the  subject  of  an  action  at  law  or  a  bill  in 
equity,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  individual,  co- 
partnership or  corporation,  employing  not  less  than  twenty-five 
persons,  and  his  employes  in  this  State,  the  board  shall,  upon 
application  as  herein  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  there- 
after, visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  a  careful  inquiry 
into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who 
may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if 
anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  both  to  adjust 
said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision  thereof.  This  deci- 
sion shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper 
books  of  record  to  be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and 
a  short  statement  thereof  published  in  the  annual  report  herein- 
after provided  for,  and  the  boai*d  Bhall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to 
be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city,  town  or  village  where  said 
business  is  carried  on. 
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§  3.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer  or  by 
a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  business  in 
which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  by  both  parties, 
and  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the  grievances  com- 
plained of  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work 
without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said  board, 
if  it  shall  be  made  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of  filing  said 
application.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  said  appli- 
cation, the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to 
be  given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereon,  but 
public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written 
request  that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  is 
made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such 
manner  as  the  board  may  oi-der,  and  the  board  may,  at  any 
stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be  given,  not- 
withstanding such  request.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to 
summon  as  witness  any  operative,  or  expert  in  the  departments 
of  business  affected  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  recoi"ds  of 
wages  earned  in  those  departments,  or  any  other  person,  and 
to  examine  them  under  oath,  and  to  require  the  production  of 
books  containing  the  record  of  wages  paid.  The  board  shall 
have  power  to  issue  subpoenas,  and  oaths  may  be  administered 
by  the  chairman  of  the  board. 

§  4.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application,  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  progeed  as  before  provided,  and  render 
a  written  decision,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection, 
shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board  and  published 
at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to 
the  Governor  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

§  5.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
join  in  said  application  for  six  months  or  until  either  party  has 
given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  or  their  intention  not  to 
be  bound  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  therefrom. 
Said  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employes  by  posting  in  three 
conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or  factory  where  they  work. 

§  6.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  State 
board  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened  in  the 
State,  involving  an  employer  and  his  employes,  if  he  is  em- 
ploying not  less  than  twenty-five  persons,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  State  board  to  put  itself  in  communication  as  soon  as 
may  be,  with  such  employer  or  employes,  and  endeavor  by 
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mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  or  to 
endeavor  to  persuade  them  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to 
the  State  board. 

§  7.  The  members  of  the  said  board  shall  each  receive  a 
salary  of  $1,500  a  year,  and  necessary  traveling  expenses,  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  State,  upon  bills  of  particulars 
approved  by  the  Governor. 

§  8.  Any  notice  or  process  issued  by  the  State  Board  of 
Arbitration,  shall  be  served  by  any  sheriff,  coronor  or  constable 
to  whom  the  same  may  be  directed  or  in  whose  hands  the  same 
may  be  placed  for  service. 

§  9.  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists,  therefore  it  is  enacted 
that  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.     [^Approved  August  2,  1895. 


UTAH. 

[Chapter  LXII.] 

An  Act  to  oreate  a  State  Board  of  Labor,  Conciliation  and 
Arbitration,  for  the  investigation  and  settlement  of 
differences  between  Employers  and  their  Employes, 
and  to  define  the  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  said  Board, 
and  to  fix  their  Compensation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Utah : 

Section  1 .  As  soon  as  this  act  shall  be  approved,  the  Gov- 
ernor, by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  three 
persons,  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  same 
political  party,  who  shall  be  styled  a  State  Board  of  Labor,  Con- 
ciliation and  Arbitration,  to  serve  as  a  State  Board  of  Labor, 
Conciliation  and  Arbitration,  one  of  whom  and  only  one  of 
whom  shall  be  an  employer  of  labor^  and  only  one  of  whom 
shall  be  an  employe,  and  the  latter  shall  be  selected  from 
some  labor  organization,  and  the  third  shall  be  some  person 
who  is  neither  an  employe  nor  an  employer  of  manual  labor, 
and  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board.  One  to  serve  for  one 
year,  one  for  three  years  and  one  for  five  years  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Governor  at  the  time  of  their  appointment, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms,  their  successors  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  like  manner  for  the  term  of  four  years.  If  a  vacancy 
occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall,  in  the  same  manner 
appoint  some  one  to  serve  the  unexpired  term  and  until  the  ap- 
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pointment  and  qualification  of  his  successor.  Each  member  of 
said  board  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  shall  at  once  organize  by  selecting  from 
its  members  a  secretary,  and  they  shall,  as  soon  as  possible 
after  such  organization,  establish  suitable  rules  of  procedure. 

Sec.  3.  When  any  controversy  or  difference,  not  involving 
questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  an  action  at  law  or  bill 
in  equity,  exists  between  an  employer  (whether  an  individual, 
copartneL*ship  or  corporation)  employing  not  less  than  ten  per- 
sons, and  his  employes,  in  this  State,  the  board  shall,  upon 
application  as  herein  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  there- 
after, visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute,  and  make  a  careful  inquiry 
into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein,  who 
may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if 
anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to 
adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  wi-itten  decision  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be 
recorded  upon  the  proper  book  of  record  to  be  kept  by  the 
secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement  thereof  published 
in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sec.  5.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer, 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  tJie  busi- 
ness in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  by  both 
parties,  and  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the  grievances 
complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at 
work  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  a  decision  of  said 
board,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of 
filing  the  said  application. 

Sec.  6.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  I'eceiving  said  application, 
the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given,  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereon,  but  pub- 
lic notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written 
request  that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  is 
made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such 
manner  as  the  board  may  order,  and  the  board  may  at  any 
stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice,  notwithstanding 
such  request. 

'^Sec.  7.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to  summon  as 
witnesses  by  subpoena  any  operative  or  expert  in  the  department 
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of  business  affected,  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of 
wages  earned  in  those  departments,  or  any  other  person,  and  to 
administer  oaths,  and  to  examine  said  witnesses  and  to  require 
the  production  of  books,  papers  and  records.  In  case  of  a  dis- 
obedience to  a  subpoena  the  board  may  invoke  the  aid  of  any 
court  in  the  State  in  requiring  the  attendance  and  testimony  of 
witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers  and  documents 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section.  Any  of  the  district  courts 
of  the  State,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  which  such  inquiry  is 
carried  on,  may,  in  case  of  contumacy  or  refusal  to  obey  a 
subpoena  issued  to  any  such  witness,  issue  an  order  requiring 
such  witness  to  appear  before  said  board  and  produce  books 
and  papers  if  so  ordered,  and  give  evidence  touching  the  matter 
in  question.  Any  refusal  to  obey  such  order  of  the  court  may 
be  punished  by  such  court  as  a  contempt  thereof.*' 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided  and  render  a 
written  decision,  and  the  findings  of  the  majority  shall  consti- 
tute the  decision  of  the  board,  which  decision  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the 
board  and  published  in  an  annual  repoit  to  be  made  to  the 
Grovemor  before  the  .first  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

Sec.  9.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
join  in  said  application,  or  who  have  entered  their  aj^pcarance 
before  said  board,  until  either  party  has  given  the  other  notice 
in  writing  of  his  or  their  intention  not  to  be  bound  by  the  same, 
and  for  a  period  of  90  days  thereafter.  Said  notice  may  be 
given  to  said  employees  by  posting  in  three  conspicuous  places 
where  they  work. 

Sec.  10.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
State  board  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened  in 
the  State  involving  any  employer  and  his  employees,  if  he  is 
employing  not  less  than  ten  persons,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
State  board  to  put  itself  into  communication  as  soon  may  be, 
with  such  employer  and  employes,  and  endeavor  by  mediation 
to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them  and  endeavor  to 
persuade  them  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  the  State 
board. 

Sec.  11.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  each  receive  a 
per  diem  of  three  dollars  for  each  day's  service  while  actually 
engaged  in  the  heai-ing  of  any  controversy  between  any  em- 
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ployer  and  his  employees,  and  five  cents  per  mile  for  each  mile 
necessarily  traveled  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place 
where  engaged  in  hearing  such  controversy,  the  same  to  be  paid 
by  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  appearing  before  said  board, 
and  the  members  of  said  board  shall  receive  no  compensation 
or  expenses  for  any  other  service  performed  under  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  Any  notice  or  process  issued  by  the  State  Board 
of  Arbitration  shall  be  sei-ved  by  any  sheriff,  to  whom  the  same 
may  be  directed,  or  in  whose  hands  the  same  may  be  placed  for 
service  without  charge.     [^Approved  March  24 ^  1896. 


INDIANA. 

[Chapter  LXXXVIII.] 

An  Aot  proyiding  for  the  oreation  of  a  Labor  Commission, 
and  defining  its  duties  and  powers,  and  providing  for 
arbitrations  and  investigations  of  labor  troubles.  Ap- 
proved March  4,  1897. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Indiava^  That  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  created 
a  commission  to  be  composed  of  two  electors  of  the  State, 
which  shall  be  designated  the  Labor  Commission,  and  which 
shall  be  charged  with  the  duties  and  vested  with  the  powers 
hereinafter  enumerated. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  said  Commission  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  and  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified.  One  of  said 
Commissioners  shall  have  been  for  not  less  than  ten  years  of 
his  life  an  employe  for  wages  in  some  department  of  indu8ti*y 
in  which  it  is  usual  to  employ  a  number  of  persons  under  single 
direction  and  control,  and  shall  be  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment affiliated  with  the  labor  interest  as  distinguished  from  the 
capitalist  or  employing  interest.  The  other  of  said  Commis- 
sioners shall  have  been  for  not  less  than  ten  years  an  employer 
of  labor  for  wages  in  some  department  of  industry  in  which  it 
is  usual  to  employ  a  number  of  peraons  under  single  direction 
and  control,  and  shall  be  at  the  time  of  his  appointment  affili- 
ated with  the  employing  interest  as  distinguished  from  the  labor 
interest.    Neither  of  said  Commissioners  shall  be  less  than  forty 
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years  of  age ;  they  shall  not  be  members  of  the  same  political 
party,  and  neither  of  them  shall  hold  any  other  State,  couut}^ 
or  city  office  in  Indiana  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  be 
appointed.  Each  of  said  Commissioners  shall  take  and  sub- 
scribe an  oath,  to  be  endorsed  upon  his  commission,  to  the 
effect  that  he  will  punctually,  honestly,  and  faithfully  discharge 
his  duties  as  such  Commissioner. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Commission  shall  have  a  seal  and  shall  be 
provided  with  an  office  at  Indianapolis,  and  may  appoint  a  Sec- 
retary who  shall  be  a  skillful  stenographer  and  typewriter,  and 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum  and  his 
traveling  expenses  for  every  day  spent  by  him  in  the  discharge 
of  duty  away  from  Indianapolis. 

Skc.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commissioners  upon 
receiving  creditable  information  in  any  manner  of  the  existence 
of  any  strike,  lockout,  boycott,  or  other  labor  complication  in 
this  State  affecting  the  labor  or  employment  of  fifty  persons  or 
more  to  go  to  the  place  where  such  complication  exists,  put 
themselves  into  communication  with  the  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy and  offer  their  services  as  mediators  between  them.  If 
they  shall  not  succeed  in  effecting  an  amicable  adjustment  of 
the  controversy  in  that  way  they  shall  endeavor  to  induce  the 
parties  to  submit  their  differences  to  arbitration,  either  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  or  otherwise,  as  they  may  elect. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  purpose  of  arbitration  under  this  act,  the 
Labor  Commissioners  and  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  of 
the  county  in  which  the  business  in  relation  to  which  the  con- 
troversy shall  arise,  shall  have  been  carried  on  shall  constitute 
a  Board  of  Arbitrators,  to  which  may  be  added,  if  the  parties 
so  agree,  two  other  members,  one  to  be  named  by  the  employer 
and  the  other  by  the  employes  in  the  arbitration  agreement. 
If  the  parties  to  the  controversy  are  a  railroad  company  and 
employes  of  the  company  engaged  in  the  running  of  trains,  any 
terminal  within  this  State,  of  the  road,  or  of  any  division 
thereof,  may  be  taken  and  treated  as  the  location  of  the  busi- 
ness within  the  terms  of  this  section  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
jurisdiction  to  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  to  act  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Arbitration. 

Sec.  6.  An  agreement  to  enter  into  arbitration  under  this 
act  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  state  the  issue  to  be  submitted 
and  decided  and  shall  have  the  effect  of  an  agreement  by  the 
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parties  to  abide  by  and  perform  the  award.  Such  agreement 
may  be  signed  by  the  employer  as  an  individual,  firm  or  corpo- 
ration, as  the  case  may  be,  and  execution  of  the  agreement  in 
the  name  of  the  employer  by  any  agent  or  representative  of 
such  employer  then  and  theretofore  in  control  or  management 
of  the  business  or  department  of  business  in  relation  to  which 
the  controversy  shall  have  arisen  shall  bind  the  employer.  On 
the  part  of  the  employes,  the  agreement  may  be  signed  by  them 
in  their  own  person,  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  those  concerned 
in  the  controversy  signing,  or  it  may  be  signed  by  a  committee 
by  them  appointed.  Such  committee  may  be  created  by  elec- 
tion at  a  meeting  of  the  employes  concerned  in  the  controveray 
at  which  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  such  employes  shall  be 
present,  which  election  and  the  fact  of  the  presence  of  the  re- 
quired number  of  employes  at  the  meeting  shall  be  evidenced 
by  the  affidavit  'of  the  chaiiman  and  secretary  of  such  meeting 
attached  to  the  arbitration  agreement.  If  the  employes  con- 
cerned in  the  controversy,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  members  of 
any  labor  union  or  workingmen's  society,  they  may  be  repre- 
sented in  the  execution  of  said  arbitration  agreement  by  officers 
or  committeemen  of  the  union  or  society  designated  by  it  in  any 
manner  conformable  to  its  usual  methods  of  transacting  busi- 
ness, and  others  of  the  employes  represented  by  committee  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  7.  If  upon  any  occasion  calling  for  the  presence  and 
intervention  of  the  Labor  Commissioners  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  one  of  said  Commissioners  shall  be  present  and  the 
other  absent,  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county  in 
which  the  dispute  shall  have  arisen,  as  defined  in  section  5,  shall 
upon  the  application  of  the  Commissioners  present,  appoint  a 
Commissioner  pro  tern,  in  the  place  of  the  absent  Commissioner, 
and  such  Commissioner  pro  tern,  shall  exercise  all  the  powers 
of  a  Commissioner  under  this  act  until  the  termination  of  the 
duties  of  the  Commission  with  respect  to  the  particular  contro- 
versy upon  the  occasion  of  which  the  appointment  shall  have 
been  made,  and  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  pro- 
vided by  this  act  for  the  other  commissioners.  Such  Commis- 
sioner pro  tern,  shall  represent  and  be  affiliated  with  the  same 
interests  as  the  absent  Commissioner. 

Sec.  8.  Before  entering  upon  their  duties  the  arbitrators 
shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  effect  that 
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they  will  honestly  and  impartially  perform  their  duties  as  arbi- 
trators and  a  just  and  fair  award  render  to  the  best  of  their 
ability.  The  sittings  of  the  arbitrators  shall  be  in  the  court 
room  of  the  Circuit  Court,  or  such  other  place  as  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  the 
hearing  is  had.  The  Circuit  Judge  shall  be  the  presiding  mem- 
ber of  the  Board.  He  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpcenas  for 
witnesses  who  do  not  appear  voluntarily,  directed  to  the  Sheriff 
of  the  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  serve  the  same  without 
delay.  He  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirma- 
tions to  witnesses,  enforce  order,  and  direct  and  control  the 
examinations.  The  proceedings  shall  be  informal  in  character, 
but  in  general  accordance  with  the  practice  governing  the  Cir- 
cuit Courts  in  the  trial  of  civil  causes.  All  questions  of  prac- 
tice, or  questions  relating  to  the  admission  of  evidence  shall  be 
decided  by  the  presiding  member  of  the  Board  summarily  and 
without  extended  argument.  The  sittings  shall  be  open  and 
public,  or  with  closed  doors,  as  the  Board  shall  direct.  If  five 
members  are  sitting  as  such  Board  three  members  of  the  Board 
agreeing  shall  have  power  to  make  an  award,  otherwise,  two. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  shall  attend  the  sittings  and 
make  a  record  of  the  proceedings  in  shorthand,  but  shall  tran- 
scribe so  much  thereof  only  as  the  Commission  shall  direct. 

Sec.  9.  The  arbitrators  shall  make  their  award  in  writing 
and  deliver  the  same  with  the  arbitration  agreement  and  their 
oath  as  arbitrators  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 
county  in  which  the  hearing  was  had,  and  deliver  a  copy  of 
the  award  to  the  employer,  and  a  copy  to  the  first  signer  of  the 
arbitration  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  employes.  A  copy  of 
all  the  papers  shall  also  be  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  Com- 
mission at  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  10.  The  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  shall  record  the 
papers  delivered  to  him  as  directed  in  the  last  preceding  section, 
in  the  order  book  of  the  Circuit  Court.  Any  person  who  was  a 
party  to  the  arbitration  proceedings  may  present  to  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  county  in  which  the  hearing  was  had,  or  the  Judge 
thereof  in  vacation,  a  verified  petition  referring  to  the  proceed- 
ings and  the  record  of  them  in  the  order  book  and  showing  that 
said  award  has  not  been  complied  with,  stating  by  whom  and  in 
what  respect  it  has  been  disobeyed.  And  thereupon  the  Court 
or  Judge  thereof  in  vacation  shall  grant  a  rule  against  the  party 
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or  parties  so  charged,  to  show  cause  within  five  days  why  said 
award  has  not  been  obeyed,  which  shall  be  served  by  the  SheriflP 
as  other  process.  Upon  return  made  to  the  rule  the  Judge  or 
Court  if  in  session,  shall  hear  and  determine  the  questions  pre- 
sented and  made  such  order  or  orders  directed  to  the  parties 
before  him  in  personam^  as  shall  give  just  efifect  to  the  award. 
Disobedience  by  any  party  to  such  proceedings  of  any  order  so 
made  shall  be  deemed  a  contempt  of  the  court  and  may  be  pun- 
ished accordingly.  But  such  punishment  shall  not  extend  to 
imprisonment  except  in  case  of  wilful  and  contumacious  dis- 
obedience. In  all  proceedings  under  this  section  the  award  shall 
be  regarded  as  presumptively  binding  upon  the  employer  and 
all  employes  who  were  parties  to  the  controversy  submitted  to 
arbitration,  which  presumption  shall  be  overcome  only  by  proof 
of  dissent  from  the  submission  delivered  to  the  arbitrators,  or 
one  of  them,  in  writing  before  the  commencement  of  the  hearing. 

Sec.  11.  The  Labor  Commission,  with  the  advise  and  assist- 
ance of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State,  which  he  is  hereby 
required  to  render,  may  make  rules  and  regulations  respecting 
proceedings  in  arbitrations  under  this  act  not  inconsistent  with 
this  act  or  the  law,  including  forms,  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
printed  and  furnished  to  all  persons  applying  therefor,  and  all 
arbitration  proceedings  under  this  act  shall  thereafter  conform 
to  such  rules  and  regulations. 

Sec.  12.  Any  employer  and  his  employes,  not  less  than 
twenty-five  in  number,  between  whom  differences  exist  which 
have  not  resulted  in  any  open  rapture  or  strike,  may  of  their 
own  motion  apply  to  the  Labor  Commission  for  arbitration  of 
their  differences,  and  upon  the  execution  of  an  arbitration  agree- 
ment as  hereinbefore  provided,  a  Board  of  Arbitrators  shall  be 
organized  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided,  and  the  arbi- 
tration shall  take  place  and  the  awai-d  be  rendered,  recorded 
and  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  in  arbitrations  under  the 
provisions  found  in  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  In  all  cases  arising  under  this  act  requiring  the 
attendance  of  a  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  as  a  member  of  an 
Arbitration  Board,  such  duty  shall  have  precedence  over  any 
other  business  pending  in  his  court,  and  if  necessary  for  the 
prompt  transaction  of  such  other  business  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  appoint  some  other  Circuit  Judge,  or  Judge  of  a  Superior  or 
the  Appellate  or  Supreme  Couit  to  sit  in  the  Circuit  Court  in  his 
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place  (luring  the  pendency  of  such  arbitration,  and  such  ap- 
pointee shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  his  services  as 
is  now  allowed  by  law  to  Judges  appointed  to  sit  in  case  of 
change  of  Judge  in  civil  actions.  In  case  the  Judge  of  the 
Circuit  Court,  whose  duty  it  shall  became  under  this  act  to  sit 
upon  any  Board  of  Arbitrators,  shall  be  at  the  time  actually 
engaged  in  a  trial  which  can  not  be  interrupted  without  loss  and 
injury  to  the  parties,  and  which  will  in  his  opinion  continue  for 
more  than  three  days  to  come,  or  is  disabled  from  acting  by 
sickness  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Judge  to  call 
in  and  appoint  some  other  Circuit  Judge,  or  some  Judge  of  a 
Superior  Court,  or  the  Appellate  or  Supreme  Court,  to  sit  upon 
such  Board  of  Arbitrators,  and  such  appointed  Judge  shall  have 
the  same  power  and  perform  the  same  duties  as  member  of  the 
Board  of  Arbitration  as  are  by  this  act  vested  in  and  charged 
upon  the  Circuit  Judge  regularly  sitting,  and  he  shall  receive  the 
same  compensation  now  provided  by  law  to  a  Judge  sitting  by 
appointment  upon  a  change  of  Judge  in  civil  cases,  to  be  paid 
in  the  same  way. 

Sec.  14.  If  the  parties  to  any  such  labor  controversy  as  is 
defined  in  section  4  of  this  act  shall  have  failed  at  the  end  of 
five  days  after  the  first  communication  of  said  Labor  Com- 
mission with  them  to  adjust  their  differences  amicably,  or  to 
agree  to  submit  the  same  to  arbitration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Labor  Commission  to  proceed  at  once  to  investigate  the 
facts  attending  the  disagreement.  In  this  investigation  the 
Commission  shall  be  entitled,  upon  request,  to  the  presence  and 
assistance  of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State,  in  person  or  by 
deputy,  whose  duty  it  is  hereby  made  to  attend  without  delay, 
upon  request  by  letter  or  telegram  from  the  Commission.  For 
the  purpose  of  such  investigation  the  Commission  shall  have 
power  to  issue  subpoenas,  and  each  of  the  Commissioners  shall 
have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations.  Such  subpoena 
shall  be  under  the  seal  of  the  Commission  and  signed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commission,  or  a  member  of  it,  and  shall  com- 
mand the  attendance  of  the  person  or  persons  named  in  it  at  a 
time  and  place  named,  which  subpoena  may  be  served  and  re- 
turned as  other  pi^ocess  by  any  Sheriff  or  Constable  in  the  State. 
In  case  of  disobedience  of  any  such  subpoena,  or  the  refusal  of 
any  witness  to  testify,  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county  within 
which  the  subpoena  was  issued,  or  the  Judge  thereof  in  vacation, 
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shall,  upon  the  application  of  the  Labor  Commission,  grant  a 
rule  against  the  disobeying  person  or  persons,  or  the  person 
refusing  to  testify,  to  show  cause  forthwith  why  he  or  thej' 
should  not  obey  such  subpoena,  or  testify  as  required  by  the 
Commission,  or  be  adjudged  guilty  of  contempt,  and  in  such 
proceedings  such  court,  or  the  Judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall 
be  empowered  to  compel  obedience  to  such  subpoena  as  in  the 
case  of  subpoena  issued  under  the  order  and  by  authority  of  the 
court,  or  to  compel  a  witness  to  testify  as  witnesses  in  court  are 
compelled  to  testify.  But  no  person  shall  be  required  to  attend 
as  a  witness  at  any  place  outside  the  county  of  his  residence. 
Witnesses  called  by  the  Labor  Commission  under  this  section 
shall  be  paid  $1.00  per  diem  fees  out  of  the  expense  fund  pro- 
vided by  this  act,  if  such  payment  is  claimed  at  the  time  of  their 
examination. 

Sec.  15.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  investigation  authorized 
by  the  last  preceding  section,  the  Labor  Commission  shall  forth- 
with report  the  facts  thereby  disclosed  affecting  the  merits  of  the 
controversy  in  succinct  and  condensed  form  to  the  Governor, 
who,  unless  he  shall  perceive  good  reason  to  the  contrary,  shall 
at  once  authorize  such  report  to  be  given  out  for  publication. 
And  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  such  report  shall  be 
printed  under  the  direction  of  the  Commission  and  a  copy  shall 
be  supplied  to  any  one  requesting  the  same. 

Sec.  16.  Any  employer  shall  be  entitled,  in  his  response  to 
the  inquiries  made  of  him  by  the  Commission  in  the  investiga- 
tion provided  for  in  the  two  last  preceding  sections,  to  submit  in 
writing  to  the  Commission,  a  statement  of  any  facts  material  to 
the  inquiiy,  the  publication  of  which  would  be  likely  to  be  in- 
jurious to  his  business,  and  the  facts  so  stated  shall  be  taken 
and  held  as  confidential,  and  shall  not  be  disclosed  in  the  report 
or  otherwise. 

Sec.  17.  Said  Commissioners  shall  receive  a  compensation 
of  ten  dollars  each  per  diem  for  the  time  actually  expended,  and 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  while  absent  from  home 
in  the  performance  of  duty,  and  each  of  the  two  members  of  a 
Board  of  Arbitration  chosen  by  the  parties  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  the  days  occu- 
pied in  service  upon  the  Board.  The  Attorney-General,  or  his 
deputy,  shall  receive  his  necessary  and  actual  traveling  expenses 
while  absent  from  home  in  the  service  of  the  Commission.     Such 
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coTDpensation  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of 
State  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  Auditor  upon  itemized  and 
venfied  accounts  of  time  spent  and  expenses  paid.  All  such 
accounts,  except  those  of  the  Commissioners,  shall  be  certified 
as  correct  by  the  Commissioners,  or  one  of  them,  and  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  certified  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commission.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  policy  of 
this  act  that  the  arbitrations  and  investigations  provided  for  in 
it  shall  be  conducted  with  all  reasonable  promptness  and  dis- 
patch, and  no  member  of  any  Board  of  Arbitration  shall  be 
allowed  payment  for  more  than  fifteen  days'  service  in  any  one 
arbitration,  and  no  Commissioner  shall  be  allowed  payment  for 
more  than  ten  days*  service  in  the  making  of  the  investigation 
provided  for  in  section  14  and  sections  following. 

Sec.  18.  For  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commission,  the  compensation  of  the  Commissioners  and 
other  arbitrators,  the  traveling  and  hotel  expenses  herein  author- 
ized to  be  paid,  and  for  witness  fees,  printing,  stationery,  post- 
age, telegrams  and  office  expenses  there  is  hereby  appropriated 
out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  1897  and  five 
thousand  dollars  for  the  year  1898. 


IDAHO. 


The  foUowing  biU,  hsTing  remained  with  the  govenior  more  than  ten  secnlar 
days  after  the  legislatore  adjourned,  became  a  law  March  20, 1897. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration,  for  the 
Settlement  of  Difforenoea  between  Employees  and  their 
Employers  and  to  provide  for  Local  Boards  of  Arbi- 
tration subordinate  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Idaho : 

Section  1.  The  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  shall,  on  or  before  the  fourthday  of  March,  eigh-* 
teen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  appoint  three  competent  persons 
to  serve  as  a  State  board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  One  of  them  shall  be  an 
employer  or  selected  from  some  association  representing  em- 
ployers of  labor;  one  of  them  shall  be  selected  from  some 
labor  organization  and  not  an  employer  of  labor ;  the  third  shall 
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be  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other  two ;  Pro- 
vided^  however  J  That  if  the  two  appointed  do  not  agree  on  the 
thiixl  man  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  he  shall  then  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor.  On  or  before  the  fourth  day  of 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  the  Governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  three  mem- 
bers of  said  board  in  the  manner  above  provided ;  one  to  serve 
for  six  years ;  one  for  four  years ;  and  one  for  two  years ;  or 
until  their  respective  successors  are  appointed ;  and  on  or  before 
the  fourth  day  of  March  of  each  year  during  which  the  legis- 
lature of  this  State  is  in  its  regular  biennial  session  thereafter, 
the  Governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint  one  member  of 
said  board  to  succeed  the  member  whose  tei*m  then  expires  and 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  six  years  or  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed. If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall  in 
the  same  manner  appoint  some  one  to  serve  out  the  unexpired 
term ;  and  he  may  in  like  manner  remove  any  member  of  said 
board.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  thereof. 
They  shall  at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  mem- 
bers as  chairman.  Said  board  shall  choose  one  of  its  members 
as  secretary  and  may  also  appoint  and  remove  a  clerk  of  the 
board,  who  shall  receive  pay  only  for  time  during  which  his  ser- 
vices are  actually  required  and  that  at  a  rate  of  not  more  than 
four  dollars  per  day  during  such  time  as  he  may  be  employed. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its  organ- 
ization, establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Governor  and  Senate. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  diflFerence,  not  in- 
volving questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  at  law  or 
bill  in  equity,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  individual, 
co-partnership  or  corporation,  and  his  employees  if  at  the  time 
he  employs  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general 
line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  or  village  or  county  in  this 
State,  the  board  shall  upon  application  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the 
dispute  and  make  careful  inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all 
persons  interested  therein  who  may  come  before  them,  advise 
the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or 
submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  make 
a  written  decision  thereof.    This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made 
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public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to  be  kept 
by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement  thereof 
published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the 
said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with  the  County 
Recorder  of  the  county  where  such  business  is  carried  on. 

Sec.  4.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employees  in  the  department  of  the  busi- 
ness in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their  duly 
authorized  agent  or  by  both  parties  and  shall  contain  a  concise 
statement  of  the  grievance  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  con- 
tinue in  the  business  or  at  work  without  any  lockout  or  strike 
until  the  decision  of  said  board  if  it  shall  be  made  in  three  weeks 
of  the  date  of  filing  said  application,  when  an  application  is 
signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of  such 
employees,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such  agent  is  duly 
authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employees,  but  the  names 
of  the  employees  giving  such  authority  shall  be  kept  secret  by 
said  board.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  said  appli- 
cation, the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereof ;  but  public 
notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  controversy 
Join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written  request 
that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  be  made, 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such  manner  as 
the  board  may  order  and  the  board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the 
proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be  given,  notwithstanding 
such  request.  Should  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to  per- 
form the  promise  made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall  pro- 
ceed no  further  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
adverse  party.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to  summons  as 
witness  any  operative  in  the  departments  of  business  affected, 
and  any  person,  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those 
departments  and  to  examine  them  under  oath  and  to  require  the 
production  of  books  containing  the  record  of  wages  paid.  Sum- 
mons may  be  signed  and  oaths  administered  by  any  member  of 
the  board. 

Sec.  5*.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided  and  render  a 
written  decision  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  shall 
be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board  and  published  at  the 
discretion  of  the  same,  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to  the

Grovernor  of  the  State  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  of 
each  year. 

Sec.  6.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
join  in  said  application  for  six  months,  or  until  either  party  has 
giyen  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  not  to  be 
bound  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  therefrom. 
Said  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employees  by  posting  the  same 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or  factory,  mill  or  at 
the  mine  where  they  work  or  are  employed. 

Sec  7.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as  de- 
scribed in  Section  3  of  this  act  may  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute, in  writing  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation, 
such  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer 
may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employees  or  their 
duly  authorized  agent,  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators  so  desig- 
nated may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  boaixl. 

Such  board  shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  referred  to  it, 
have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might 
have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  whatever  binding 
effect  may  be  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the  controvei-sy  in  the 
written  submission. 

The  jurisdiction  of  such  board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect 
to  the  matters  submitted  to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the 
advice  and  assistance  of  the  state  board.  The  decision  of  such 
board  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  of  the  close  of  any 
hearing  held  by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be  filed  with  the 
recorder  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference 
arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  state  board. 
£ach  of  such  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
treasury  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference 
that  is  the  subject  of  the  arbitration  exists,  if  such  payment  is 
approved  in  writing  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  such 
county,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service, 
not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration,  whenever  it  is 
made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  a  county  that  a  strike  or  lockout  such  as  described  in 
Section  8  of  this  act  is  seriously  threatened  or  actual^  occurs, 
the  mayor  of  such  city  or  the  board  of  commissioners  of  such 
county  shall  at  once  notify  the  state  board  of  the  facts. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
state  board,  either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the 
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board  of  comiaissioners  of  a  county,  as  provided  in  the  preced- 
ing section  or  otherwise,  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously 
threatened  or  has  actually  occurred  in  any  county  or  town  of 
the  State,  involving  an  employer  and  his  present  or  past  em- 
ployees, if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or  up  to  the  occurrence 
of  the  strike  or  lockout  was  employing  not  less  than  twenty-five 
persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any  county  or 
town  in  the  State,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  board  to  put 
itself  in  communication  as  soon  as  may  be  with  such  employer, 
and  employees,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  amica- 
ble settlement  between  them,  or  to  endeavor  to  persuade  them ; 
Provided^  That  a  strike  or  lockout  has  not  actually  occurred  or 
is  not  then  continuing,  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  a 
local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation,  as  above  provided, 
or  to  the  State  board ;  and  said  State  board  may,  if  it  deems  it 
advisable,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  controversy, 
and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible  or  blame- 
woi*thy  for  the  existence  or  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may 
make  and  publish  a  report  finding  such  cause  or  causes  and  as- 
signing such  responsibility  or  blame.  The  board  shall  have  the 
same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes  as  are  given  it  by  Sec- 
tion 3  of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  Witnesses  summoned  by  the  State  board  shall  be 
allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in  excess  of 
two  hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents,  a  mile  for  travel  each 
way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment  or  business  to 
the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each  witness  shall 
certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and  attendance,  and 
the  amount  due  him  shall  be  paid  forthwith  by  the  board,  and 
for  such  purpose  the  board  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  from  the 
treasury  of  the  State  for  the  payment  thereof  any  of  the  unap- 
propriated moneys  of  the  State. 

S£C.  10.  The  members  of  said  state  board  shall  be  paid  six 
dollars  per  day  for  each  day  that  they  are  actually  engaged 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
of  the  State,  and  they  shall  be  allowed  their  necessary  traveling 
and  other  expenses,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of 
the  State. 
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COLORADO. 

[Chaptbb  2  OF  THB  Sesbion  Laws  of  1897.    Approved  March  31] 

An  Act  creating  a  State  and  local  Boards  of  Arbitration 
and  providing  for  the  acUustment  of  differences  between 
Employers  and  Employes  and  defining  the  powers  and 
duties  thereof  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oenerdl  Assembly  of  the  Stale  of  Colorado : 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  a  State  Board  of 
Arbiti-ation  consisting  of  three  members,  which  shall  be  charged, 
among  other  duties  provided  by  this  Act,  with  the  consideration 
and  settlement  by  means  of  arbitration,  conciliation  and  adjust- 
ment, when  possible,  of  strikes,  lockouts  and  labor  or  wage 
controversies  arising  between  employers  and  employes. 

Section  2.  Immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  the 
Governor  shall  appoint  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration,  consisting 
of  three  qualified  resident  citizens  of  the  State  of  Colorado  and 
above  the  age  of  thirty  years.  One  of  the  members  of  said 
Board  shall  be  selected  from  the  ranks  of  active  members  of 
bona  fide  labor  organizations  of  the  State  of  Colorado,  and  one 
shall  be  selected  from  active  employers  of  labor  or  from  organi- 
zations representing  employers  of  labor.  The  third  member 
of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  from  a  list 
which  shall  not  consist  of  more  than  six  names  selected  from 
entirely  disinterested  ranks  submitted  by  the  two  members  of 
the  Board  above  designated.  If  any  vacancy  should  occur  in 
said  Boaixl,  the  Governor  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  appoint 
an  eligible  citizen  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  as  herein 
before  provided. 

Section  3.  The  third  member  of  said  Board  shall  be  Secre- 
tary thereof,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as 
a  member  of  the  Board,  to  keep  a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Board  and  perform  such  clerical  work  as 
may  be  necessary  for  a  concise  statement  of  all  official  business 
that  may  be  transacted.  He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  docu- 
ments and  testimony  of  an  official  character  relating  to  the 
business  of  the  Board ;  and  shall  also  have,  under  direction  of 
a  majority  of  the  Board,  power  to  issue  subpoenas,  to  administer 
oaths  to  witnesses  cited  before  the  Board,  to  call  for  and  exam- 
ine books,  papers  and  documents  necessary  for  examination  in 
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the  adjustment  of  labor  differences,  with  the  same  authority  to 
enforce  their  production  as  is  possessed  by  coorts  of  record  or 
the  judges  thereof  in  this  State. 

Section  4.  Said  members  of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  shall 
take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of  office,  and  be 
sworn  to  the  due  and  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
same.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  set  apart  and  furnish  an 
office  in  the  State  Capitol  for  the  proper  and  convenient  trans- 
action of  the  business  of  said  Board. 

Section  5.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any 
nature  shall  arise  between  employer  and  employes,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same  directly  to  said  Board, 
in  case  such  pai*ties  elect  to  do  so,  and  shall  jointly  notify  said 
Board  or  its  Clerk  in  wnting  of  such  desire.  Whenever  such 
notification  is  given  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  to  pro- 
ceed with  as  little  delay  as  possible  to  the  locality  of  such  griev- 
ance or  dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  such 
grievance  or  dispute.  The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dispute 
shall  thereupon  submit  to  said  Board  in  writing,  clearly  and  in 
detail,  their  grievances  and  complaints  and  the  cause  or  causes 
therefor,  and  severally  agree  in  writing  to  submit  to  the  deci- 
sion of  said  Board  as  to  the  matters  so  submitted,  promising 
and  agreeing  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work,  without  a 
lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  is  rendered  by  the  Board, 
provided  such  decision  shall  be  given  within  ten  days  after  the 
completion  of  the  investigation.  The  Board  shall  thereupon 
proceed  to  fully  investigate  and  inquire  into  the  matters  in  con- 
troversy and  to  take  testimony  under  oath  in  relation  thereto ; 
and  shall  have  power  under  its  Chairman  or  Clerk  to  administer 
oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  the 
production  of  books  and  papers  in  like  manner  and  with  the 
same  powers  as  provided  for  in  Section  3  of  tliis  Act. 

Section  6.  After  the  matter  has  been  fully  heard,  the  said 
Boaixi,  or  a  majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days, 
render  a  decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  them  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the 
nature  of  the  decision  and  the  points  disposed  of  by  them. 
The  Clerk  of  said  Board  shall  file  four  copies  of  such  decision, 
one  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  copy  served  to  each  of  the 
pailiies  to  the  controversy,  and  one  copy  retained  by  the  Board. 
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Section  7.  Whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occar  or 
seriously  threaten  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and  shall  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  membera  of  the  Boardf  or  any  one  thereof 
by  a  written  notice  from  either  of  the  parties  to  such  threatened 
strike  or  lockout,  or  from  the  Mayor  or  Clerk  of  the  city  or 
town,  or  from  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  district  where 
such  strike  or  lockout  is  threatened,  it  shall  be  their  duty,  and 
they  are  hereby  directed,  to  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  to 
the  locality  of  such  strike  or  lockout  and  put  themselves  in  com- 
munication with  the  parties  to  the  controversy  and  endeavor 
by  mediation  to  affect  an  amicable  settlement  of  such  contiXH 
versy,  and,  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  deemed  best,  to  inquire 
into  the  cause  or  causes  of  the  controversy :  and  to  that  end 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  subpoena  witnesses,  compel 
their  attendance,  and  send  for  persons  and  papers  in  like  man- 
ner and  with  the  same  powers  as  it  is  authorized  by  Section  3 
of  this  Act. 

Section  8.  The  fees  of  witnesses  before  said  Board  of  Ar- 
bitration shall  be  two  dollars  (82.00)  for  each  day's  attendance, 
and  five  (5)  cents  per  mile  over  the  nearest  traveled  routes  in 
going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  where  attendance  is  re- 
quired by  the  Board.  All  subpcsnas  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  and  may  be  served  by  any  person  of 
legal  age  authorized  by  the  Board  to  serve  the  same. 

Section  9.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as 
described  in  Section  5  of  this  Act  may  submit  the  matters  in 
dispute  in  writing  to  a  local  Board  of  Arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion ;  said  Board  may  either  be  mutually  agi*eed  upon  or  the 
employer  may  designate  one  of  such  arbitrators,  the  employes 
or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators 
so  designated  may  choose  a  third  who  shall  be  Chairman  of 
such  local  Board ;  such  Board  shall  in  respect  to  the  matters 
refeiTcd  to  it  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  State 
Board  might  have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  such 
binding  effect  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy in  the  written  submission.  The  jurisdiction  of  such 
local  Board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matter  submitted 
by  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assistance  of 
the  State  Board.  Such  local  Board  shall  render  its  decision  in 
writing,  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  any  hearing  held  by 
it,  and  shall  file  a  copy  thereof  with  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
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Board.  Each  of  such  local  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive from  the  Treasurer  of  the  city,  village  or  towu  in  which 
the  coDtroversv  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  arbitration 
exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  such  city, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  such  village,  or  the  Town  Board  of 
such  town,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  ser- 
vice not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration :  Provided, 
that  when  such  hearing  is  held  at  some  point  having  no  organ- 
ized town  or  city  government,  in  such  case  the  costs  of  such 
hearing  shall  be  paid  jointly  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy : 
Provided  fuither  that  in  the  event  of  any  local  Board  of  Arbi- 
tration or  a  majority  thereof  failing  to  agree  within  ten  (10) 
days  after  any  case  being  placed  in  their  hands,  the  State  Board 
shall  be  called  upon  to  take  chai-ge  of  said  case  as  provided  by 
this  Act. 

Section  10.  Said  State  Board  shall  report  to  the  Governor 
annually,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  in  each 
year,  the  work  of  the  Board,  which  shall  include  a  concise  state- 
ment of  all  cases  coming  before  the  Board  for  adjustment. 

Sectiok  11.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  authorized  and 
instructed  to  have  printed  for  circulation  one  thousand  (1,000) 
copies  of  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  provided  the 
volume  shall  not  exceed  four  hundred  (400)  pages. 

Section  12.  Two  members  of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  shall 
each  receive  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  annually, 
and  shall  be  allowed  all  money  actually  and  necessarily  ex- 
pended for  traveling  and  other  necessary  expenses  while  in  the 
performance  of  the  duties  of  their  office.  The  member  herein 
designated  to  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  receive  a 
salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200)  per  annum.  The 
salaries  of  the  members  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  instalments 
by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  the  warrants  issued  by  the  Auditor 
of  the  State.  The  other  expenses  of  the  Board  shall  be  paid 
in  like  manner  upon  approved  vouchers  signed  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  and  the  Secretary  thereof. 

Section  1 8.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
shall  be  as  follows :  That  of  the  members  who  are  to  be  selected 
from  the  ranks  of  labor  oi*ganizations  and  from  the  active  em- 
ployers of  labor  shall  be  for  two  years,  and  thereafter  every 
two  years  the  Governor  shall  appoint  one  from  each  class  for 
the  period  of  two  years.     The  third  member  of  the  Boai*d  shall 
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be  appointed  as  herein  provided  eveiy  two  years.  The  Grov- 
emor  shall  have  power  to  remove  any  membere  of  said  Board 
for  cause  and  fill  any  vacancy  occasioned  thereby. 

Section  14.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  there  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  General 
Revenue  Fund  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars  for  the  fiscal 
years  1897  and  1898,  only  one-half  of  which  shall  be  used  in 
each  year,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

Section  15.  In  the  opinion  of  the  General  Assembly  an 
emergency  exists ;  therefore,  this  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be 
in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 


WYOMIWQ. 

Wyoming  was  admitted  to  the  Union  on  July  11, 1890.  Arti- 
cle 5  of  the  Constitution  has  the  following  provisions  for  the 
arbitration  of  labor  disputes : 

Section  28.  The  legislature  shall  establish  courts  of  arbi- 
tration, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  hear,  and  determine  all  differ- 
ences, and  controversies  between  organizations  or  associations 
of  laborers,  and  their  employers,  which  shall  be  submitted  to 
them  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  may  provide. 

Section  30.  Appeals  from  decisions  of  compulsory  boards 
of  arbitration  shall  be  allowed  to  the  supreme  coui*t  of  the 
state,  and  the  manner  of  taking  such  appeals  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 


MARYLAND. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  reference  of  disputes  between 
employers  and  employees  to  arbitration. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Mdry^ 
land^  That  whenever  any  controversy  shall  arise  between  any 
corporation  incorporated  by  this  State  in  which  this  State  may 
be  interested  as  a  stockholder  or  creditor,  and  any  persons  in  the 
employment  or  service  of  such  corporation,  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  tend  to  impair  the  useful- 
ness or  prosperity  of  such  corporation,  the  said  Board  of  Public 
Works  shall  have  power  to  demand  and  receive  a  statement  of 
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the  grounds  of  said  controversy  from  the  parties  to  the  same  ; 
and  if,  in  their  judgment,  there  shall  be  occasion  so  to  do,  they 
shall  have  the  right  to  propose  to  the  parties  to  said  controversy, 
or  to  any  of  them,  that  the  same  shall  be  settled  by  arbitration ; 
and  if  the  opposing  parties  to  said  contrpversy  shall  consent 
and  agree  to  said  arbitration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board 
of  Public  Works  to  provide  in  due  form  for  the  submission  of 
the  said  controversy  to  arbitration,  in  such  manner  that  the  same 
may  be  finally  settled  and  determined  ;  but  if  the  said  corpora- 
tion or  the  said  person  in  its  employment  or  service,  so  engaged 
in  controversy  with  the  said  corporation,  shall  refuse  to  submit 
to  such  arbitration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  of 
Public  Works  to  examine  into  and  ascertain  the  cause  of  said 
controversy,  and  report  the  same  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  all  subjects  of  dispute  aris- 
ing between  corporations,  and  any  person  in  their  employment 
or  service,  and  all  subjects  of  dispute  between  employers  and 
employees,  employed  by  them  in  any  trade  or  manufacture,  may 
be  settled  and  adjusted  in  the  manner  heretofore  mentioned. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  whenever  such  sub- 
jects of  dispute  shall  arise  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
either  paily  to  the  same  to  demand  and  have  an  arbitration  or 
reference  thereof  in  the  manner  following,  that  is  to  say: 
Where  the  party  complaining  and  the  party  complained  of  shall 
come  before,  or  agree  by  any  writing  under  their  hands,  to 
abide  by  the  determination  of  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace 
to  hear  and  finally  determine  in  a  summary  manner  the  matter 
in  dispute  between  such  parties ;  but  if  such  parties  shall  not 
come  before,  or  so  agree  to  abide  by  the  determination  of  such 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  but  shall  agree  to  submit  their 
said  cause  of  dispute  to  arbitrators  appointed  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  such  judge  or 
justice  of  the  peace,  and  such  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  is 
hereby  required,  on  complaint  made  before  him,  and  proof  that 
such  agreement  for  arbitration  has  been  entered  into,  to  ap- 
point arbitrators  for  settling  the  matters  in  dispute,  and  such 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  then  and  there  propose  not 
less  than  two  nor  more  than  four  persons,  one-half  of  whom 
shall  be  employers  and  the  other  half  employees,  acceptable  to 
the  parties  to  the  dispute,  respectively,  who,  together  with  such 
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jadge  or  jastice  of  the  peace,  shall  have  full  power  finally  to 
hear  and  determine  such  dispute. 

Sbc.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  in  all  such  cases  of 
dispute  as  aforesaid,  as  in  all  other  cases,  if  the  parties  mutu- 
ally agree  that  the  matter  in  dispute  shall  be  arbitrated  and 
determined  in  a  different  mode  to  the  one  hereby  prescribed, 
such  agreement  shall  be  valid,  and  the  award  and  determina- 
tion thereon  by  either  mode  of  arbitration  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive  between  the  parties. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  U  Jurtfier  endctedy  That  it  shall  be  lawful  in 
all  cases  for  an  employer  or  employee,  by  writing  under  his 
hand,  to  authorize  any  person  to  act  for  him  in  submitting  to 
arbitration  and  attending  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  every  determination 
of  dispute  by  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  be  given 
as  a  judgment  of  the  court  over  which  said  judge  presides,  and 
of  the  justice  of  the  peace  determining  the  same  ;  and  the  said 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  award  execution  thereon  as 
upon  verdict,  confession  or  nonsuit ;  and  every  award  made  by 
arbitrators  appointed  by  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  under 
these  provisions  of  this  statute,  shall  be  returned  by  said  arbi- 
trator to  the  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  by  whom  they  were 
appointed ;  and  said  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  enter  the 
same  as  an  amicable  action  between  the  parties  to  the  same  in  the 
court  presided  over  by  said  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  with 
the  same  effect  as  if  said  action  had  been  regularly  commenced 
in  said  court  by  due  process  of  law,  and  shall  thereupon  become 
a  judgment  of  said  court,  and  execution  thereon  shall  be  awarded 
as  upon  verdict,  confession  or  nonsuit ;  in  the  manner  provided 
in  article  seven  of  the  Public  General  Laws  of  Maryland  ;  and 
in  all  proceedings  under  this  act,  whether  before  a  judge  or 
justice  of  the  peace,  or  arbitrators,  costs  shall  be  taxed  as  are 
now  allowed  by  law  in  similar  proceedings,  and  the  same  shall 
be  paid  equally  by  the  parties  to  the  dispute ;  such  award  shall 
remain  four  days  in  court  during  its  sitting,  after  the  return 
thereof,  before  any  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon  ;  and  if  it 
shall  appear  to  the  court  within  that  time  that  the  same  was 
obtained  by  fraud  or  malpractice  in  or  by  surprise,  imposition 
or  deception  of  the  arbitrators,  or  without  due  notice  to  the  par- 
ties or  their  attorneys,  the  court  may  set  aside  such  award  and 
refuse  to  give  judgment  thereon.     [^Approved  April  i,  1873. 
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KANSAS. 

An  Act  to  establish  boards  of  arbitration,  and  defining 

their  powers  and  duties* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  That  the  district  coart  of  each  coanty,  or  a 
judge  thei-eo^  in  vacation,  shall  have  the  power,  and  upon  the 
presentation  of  a  petition  as  hereinafter  provided  it  shall  be 
the  duty,  of  said  court  or  judge  to  issue  a  license  or  authority 
for  the  establishment  within  and  for  any  county  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  said  court,  of  a  tribunal  for  voluntary  arbitra- 
tion and  settlements  of  disputes  between  employers  and  em- 
ployed in  the  manufacturing,  mechanical,  mining  and  other 
industries. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  petition  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
hereinafter  given,  and  the  petition  shall  be  signed  by  at  least 
five  persons  employed  as  workmen,  or  by  two  or  more  separate 
firms,  individuals,  or  corporations  within  the  county  who  are 
employers  within  the  county :  Provided^  That  at  the  time  the 
'  petition  is  presented,  the  judge  before  whom  said  petition  is 
presented  may,  upon  motion,  require  testimony  to  be  taken  as 
to  the  representative  character  of  said  petitioners,  and  if  it 
appears  that  the  requisite  number  of  said  petitionera  are  not  of 
the  character  they  represent  themselves  to  be,  the  establishment 
of  the  said  tribunal  may  be  denied,  or  he  may  make  such  other 
order  in  that  behalf  as  shall  to  him  seem  fair  to  both  sides. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  said  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  requisite 
number  of  either  employers  or  workmen,  and  be  in  proper  form, 
the  judge  shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  issued  a  license,  authorizing 
the  existence  of  such  a  tribunal  and  containing  the  names  of 
four  persons  to  compose  the  tribunal,  two  of  whom  shall  be 
workmen  and  two  employers,  all  residents  of  said  county,  and 
fixing  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  thereof ;  and  an 
entry  of  the  license  so  granted  shall  be  made  upon  the  journal  of 
the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  petition  originated. 

Sec.  4.  Said  tribunal  shall  continue  in  existence  for  one  year, 
from  the  date  of  the  license  creating  it,  and  may  take  jurisdic- 
tion of  any  dispute  between  employers  and  workmen  in  any 
mechanical,  manufacturing,  mining,  or  other  industry,  who  may 
submit  their  disputes  in  writing  to  such  tribunal  for  decision. 
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Vacancies  occarring  in  the  membership  of  the  tribunal  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Judge  or  court  that  licensed  said  tribunal.  Disputes 
occurring  in  one  county  may  be  referred  to  a  tribunal  already 
existing  in  an  adjoining  county.  Said  court  at  the  time  of 
the  issuance  of  said  license  shall  appoint  an  umpire  for  said 
tribunal,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  impartially  decide  all  questions 
that  may  be  submitted  to  him  during  his  term  of  office.  The 
umpire  shall  be  called  upon  to  act  after  disagreement  is  mani* 
fested  in  the  tribunal  by  failure  to  agree  during  three  meetings 
held  and  full  discussion  had.  His  award  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive upon  such  matters  only  as  are  submitted  to  him  in  writ- 
ing and  signed  by  the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  tribunal,  or 
by  pai-ties  submitting  the  same.  And  the  award  of  said  tribunal 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  the  questions  so  submitted  to 
it :  Provided^  That  said  award  may  be  impeached  for  fraud,  ac- 
cident or  mistake. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  tribunal  when  convened  shall  be  organized 
by  the  selection  of  one  of  their  number  as  chairman,  and  one 
as  secretary,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members. 

Sec.  6.  The  members  of  the  tribunal  and  the  umpire  shall 
each  receive  as  compensation  for  their  services,  out  of  the  treas- 
ury of  the  county  in  which  said  dispute  shall  arise,  two  dollars 
for  each  day  of  actual  service.  The  sessions  of  said  tribunal 
shall  be  held  at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  where  the  petition 
for  the  same  was  presented,  and  a  suitable  room  for  the  use  of 
said  tribunal  shall  be  provided  by  the  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  7.  All  submissions  of  matters  in  dispute  shall  be  made 
to  the  chairman  of  said  tribunal,  who  shall  file  the  same.  The 
chairman  of  the  tribunal  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  to 
all  witnesses  who  may  be  produced,  and  a  majority  of  said  tribu- 
nal may  provide  for  the  examination  and  investigation  of  books, 
documents  and  accounts  necessary,  material,  and  pertaining  to 
the  matters  in  hearing  before  the  tribunal,  and  belonging  to 
either  party  to  the  dispute.  The  umpire  shall  have  power  when 
necessary  to  administer  oaths  and  examine  witnesses,  and  ex- 
amine and  investigate  books,  documents  and  accounts  pertain- 
ing to  the  matters  submitted  to  him  for  decision. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  tribunal  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain 
and  enforce  rules  for  the  government  of  the  body,  when  in  ses- 
sion, to  enable  the  business  to  be  proceeded  with  in  order,  and 
to  fix  its  sessions  and  adjournments ;  but  such  rules  shall  not 
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conflict  with  this  statute  nor  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  state :  Provided ^  That  the  chairman 
of  said  tribunal  may  convene  said  tribunal  in  extra  session  at 
the  earliest  day  possible,  in  cases  of  emergency. 

Sec.  9.  Before  the  umpire  shall  proceed  to  act,  the  question 
or  questions  in  dispute  shall  be  plainly  defined  in  writing  and 
signed  by  the  members  of  the  tribunal  or  a  majority  thereof,  or 
by  the  parties  submitting  the  same ;  and  such  writing  shall  con- 
tain the  submission  of  the  decision  thereof  to  the  umpire  by 
name,  and  shall  provide  that  his  decision  thereon  after  hearing 
shall  be  final ;  and  said  umpire  must  make  his  award  within  five 
days  from  the  time  the  question  or  questions  in  dispute  are 
submitted  to  him.  Said  award  shall  be  made  to  the  tribunal ; 
and  if  the  award  is  for  a  specific  sum  of  money,  said  award  of 
money,  or  the  award  of  the  tribunal,  when  it  shall  be  for  a 
specific  sum,  may  be  made  a  matter  of  record  by  filing  a  copy 
thereof  in  the  district  court  of  the  county  wherein  the  tribunal 
is  in  session.  When  so  entered  of  record  it  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive,  and  the  proper  court  may  on  motion  of  anyone 
interested,  enter  judgment  thereon ;  and  when  the  award  is  for 
a  specific  sum  of  money  may  issue  final  and  other  process  to 
enforce  the  same:  Provided^  That  any  such  award  may  be 
impeached  for  fraud,  accident,  or  mistake. 

Sec.  10.  The  form  of  the  petition  praying  for  a  tribunal 
under  this  act  shall  be  as  follows :  — 

To  the  District  Court  of  County  (or  a  judge  thereof,  as  the 

case  may  be)  :  The  subscribers  hereto  being  the  number  and  having 
the  qualifications  required  in  this  proceeding,  being  desirous  of  estab- 
lishing a  tribunal  of  voluntary  arbitration  for  the  settlement  of  dis- 
putes in  the  manufacturing,  mechanical,  mining  and  other  industries, 
pray  that  a  license  for  a  tribunal  of  voluntary  arbitration  may  be 
issued,  to  be  composed  of  four  persons  and  an  umpire,  as  provided 
by  law. 

Sec.  11.  This  act  to  be  in  force  and  take  effect  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  ofiScial  state  paper.  [^PublisJied 
February  25, 1886. 
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IOWA. 

An  Aot  to  Authorise  the  Oreation  and  to  Provide  for  the 
Operation  of  Tribunals  of  Voluntary  Arbitration  to 
Adjust  Industrial  Disputes  between  Employers  and 
Employed. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OenercU  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa: 

Section  1.  That  the  district  court  of  each  county,  or  a 
judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall  have  power,  and  upon  the  pres- 
entation of  a  petition,  or  of  the  agreement  hereinafter  named,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court,  or  a  judge  thereof  in  vacation, 
to  issue  in  the  form  hereinafter  named,  a  license  or  authority 
for  the  establishment  within  and  for  each  county  of  tribunals, 
for  voluntary  arbitration  and  settlement  of  disputes  between 
employers  and  employed  in  the  manufacturing,  mechanical  or 
mining  industries. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  petition  or  agreement  shall  be  substantially 
in  the  form  hereinafter  given,  and  the  petition  shall  be  signed 
by  at  least  twenty  persons  employed  as  workmen,  and  by  four 
or  more  separate  firms,  individuals,  or  corporations  within  the 
county,  or  by  at  least  four  employers,  each  of  whom  shall  em. 
ploy  at  least  five  workmen,  or  by  the  representative  of  a  firm, 
coqjoration  or  individual  employing  not  less  than  twenty  men 
in  their  trade  or  industry ;  provided^  that  at  the  time  the  peti- 
tion is  presented,  the  judg^  before  whom  said  petition  is  pre- 
sented may,  upon  motion  require  testimony  to  be  taken  as  to 
the  representative  character  of  said  petitioners,  and  if  it 
appears  that  said  petitioners  do  not  represent  the  will  of  a 
majority,  or  at  least  one-half  of  each  party  to  the  dispute, 
the  license  for  the  establishment  of  said  tribunal  may  be  de- 
nied, or  may  make  such  other  order  in  this  behalf  as  to  him 
shall  seem  fair  to  both  sides. 

Sec.  8.  If  the  said  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  requisite 
number  of  both  employers  and  workmen,  and  be  in  proper  form 
and  contain  the  names  of  the  persons  to  compose  the  tribunal, 
being  an  equal  number  of  employers  and  workmen,  the  judge 
shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  issued  a  license  substantially  in  the 
form  hereinafter  given,  authorizing  the  existence  of  such  tribu- 
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nal  and  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  thereof, 
a:nd  an  entry  of  the  license  so  granted  shall  be  made  upon  the 
journal  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  petition 
originated. 

Sec.  4.  Said  tribunal  shall  continue  in  existence  for  one  year 
from  date  of  the  license  creating  it,  and  may  take  juiisdiction 
of  any  dispute  between  employers  and  workmen  in  any  mechan- 
ical, tnanufacturing,  or  mining  industry,  or  business,  who  shall 
have  petitioned  for  the  tribunal,  or  have  been  represented  in  the 
petition  therefor,  or  who  may  submit  their  disputes  in  writing 
to  such  tribunal  for  decision.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  mem- 
bership of  the  tribunal  shall  be  filled  by  the  judge  or  court  that 
licensed  said  tribunal,  from  three  names,  presented  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  tribunal  remaining  in  that  class,  in  which  the  vacan- 
cies occur.  The  removal  of  any  member  to  an  adjoining  county, 
shall  not  cause  a  vacancy  in  either  the  tribunal  or  post  of  umpire. 
Disputes  occurring  in  one  county  may  be  referred  to  a  tribunal 
already  existing  in  an  adjoining  county.  The  place  of  umpire 
in  any  of  said  tribunals  and  vacancies  occurring  in  such  place, 
shall  only  be  filled  by  the  mutual  choice  of  the  whole  of  the 
representatives,  of  both  employers  and  workmen  constituting 
the  tribunal,  immediately  upon  the  organization  of  the  same, 
and  the  umpire  shall  be  called  upon  to  act  after  disagreement 
is  manifested  in  the  tribunal  by  failure  during  three  meetings 
held  and  full  discussion  had.  His  award  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive upon  such  matters  only  as  are  submitted  to  him  in 
writing  and  signed  by  the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  tri- 
bunal, or  by  parties  submitting  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  tribunal  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  two 
employers  or  their  representatives,  and  two  workmen  or  their 
representatives.  The  exact  number  which  shall  in  each  case 
constitute  the  tribunal,  shall  be  inserted  in  the  petition  or  agi'ee- 
ment,  and  they  shall  be  named  in  the  liceuse  issued.  The  said 
tribunal,  when  convened  shall  be  organized  by  the  selection  of 
one  of  their  members  as  chairman  and  one  as  secretary,  who 
shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members,  or  if  such 
majority  cannot  be  had  after  two  votes,  then  by  secret  ballot, 
or  by  lot,  as  they  prefer.

Sec.  6.  The  members  of  the  tribunal  shall  receive  no  com- 
pensation for  their  services  from  the  city  or  county,  but  the  ex- 
penses of  the  tribunal,  other  than  fuel,  light  and  the  use  of  the 
room  and  furniture,  may  be  paid  by  voluntary  subscription, 
which  the  tribunal  is  authorized  to  receive  and  expend  for  such 
purposes.  The  sessions  of  said  tribunal  shail  be  held  at  the 
county  seat  of  the  county  where  the  petition  for  the  same  was 
presented,  and  a  room  in  the  court  house  or  elsewhere  fOr  the 
use  of  said  tribunal  shall  be  provided  by  the  county  board  of 
supervisors. 

Sec.  7.  When  no  umpire  is  acting,  the  chairman  of  the  tri- 
bunal shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  to  all  witnesses  who 
may  be  produced,  and  a  majority  of  said  tribunal  may  provide 
for  the  examination  and  investigation  of  books,  documents  and 
accounts  pertaining  to  the  matters  in  hearing  before  the  tribunal, 
and  belonging  to  either  party  to  the  dispute ;  provided^  that  the 
tribunal  may  unanimously  direct  that  instead  of  producing 
books,  papers  and  accounts  before  the  tribunal,  an  accountant 
agreed  upon  by  the  entire  tribunal  may  be  appointed  to  examine 
such  books,  papers  and  accounts,  and  such  accountant  shall  be 
sworn  to  well  and  truly  examine  such  books,  documents  and 
accounts,  as  may  be  presented  to  him,  and  to  report  the  results 
of  sach  examination  in  writing  to  said  tribunal.  Before  snch 
examination,  the  information  desired  and  required  by  the  tri- 
bunal shall  be  plainly  stated  in  writing,  and  presented  to  said 
accountant,  which  statement  shall  be  signed  by  the  members  of 
said  tribunal,  or  by  a  majority  of  each  class  thereof.  Attorneys 
at  law  or  other  agents  of  either  party  to  the  dispute,  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  appear  or  take  part  in  any  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  tribunal,  or  before  the  umpire. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  umpire  is  acting  he  shall  preside  and  he 
shall  have  all  the  power  of  the  chairman  of  the  tribunal,  and  his 
determination  upon  all  questions  of  evidence,  or  other  questions 
in  conducting  the  inqairies  there  pending,  shall  be  final.  Com- 
mittees of  the  tribunal  consisting  of  an  equal  number  of  each 
class  may  be  constituted  to  examine  into  any  question  in  dis- 
pute between  employers  and  workmen  which  may  have  been  re- 
ferred to  said  committee  by  the  tribunal,  and  such  committee 
may  hear,  and  settle  the  same  finally,  when  it  can  be  done  by  a 
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nnanimouB  vote ;  otherwise  the  same  shall  be  reported  to  the 
full  tribunal,  and  be  there  heard  as  if  the  question  had  not  been 
referred.  The  said  tribunal  in  connection  with  the  said  um- 
pire shall  have  power  to  make  or  ordain  and  enforce  rules  for 
the  government  of  the  body  when  in  session  to  enable  the  busi- 
ness to  be  proceeded  with,  in  order,  and  to  fix  its  sessions  and 
adjournments,  but  such  rules  shall  not  conflict  with  this  statute 
nor  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
Iowa. 

Sec.  9.  Before  the  umpire  shall  proceed  to  act,  the  question 
or  questions  in  dispute  shall  be  plainly  defined  in  writing  and 
signed  by  the  members  of  the  tribunal,  or  a  majority  thereof  of 
each  class,  or  by  the  parties  submitting  the  same,  and  such 
writing  shall  contain  the  submission  of  the  decision  thereof  to 
the  umpire  by  name,  and  shall  provide  that  his  decision  thereon, 
after  hearing  shall  be  final.  The  umpire  shall  be  sworn  to  im- 
partially decide  all  questions  that  may  be  submitted  to  him  dur- 
ing his  term  of  office.  The  submission  and  his  award  may  be 
made  in  the  form  hereinafter  given,  and  said  umpire  must  make 
his  award  within  ten  days  from  the  time  the  question  or  ques- 
tions in  dispute  are  submitted  to  him.  Said  award  shall  be 
made  to  the  tribunal ;  and  if  the  award  is  for  a  specific  sum  of 
money,  said  award  may  be  made  a  matter  of  record  by  filing  a 
copy  thereof  in  the  district  court  of  the  county  wherein  the  tri- 
bunal is  in  session.  When  so  entered  of  record  it  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive,  and  the  proper  court  may,  on  motion  of  any  one 
interested  enter  judgment  thereon ;  and  when  the  award  is  for 
a  specific  sum  of  money  may  issue  final  and  other  process  to 
enforce  the  same. 

Sec.  10.  The  form  of  the  joint  petition  or  agreement  pray- 
ing for  a  tribunal  under  this  act  shall  be  as  follows :

The  subscribers  hereto  being  the  number,  and  having  the  qualifica- 
tions required  in  this  proceeding,  being  desirous  of  establishing  a 
tribunal  of  voluntary  arbitration  for  the  settlement  of  disputes  in  the 
(here  name  the  branch  of  industry),  trade,  and  having  agreed  upon 
A,  B,  C,  D,  and  £  representing  the  employers,  and  G,  H,  I,  J,  and  K 
representing  the  workmen,  as  members  of  said  tribunal,  who  each 
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are  qualified  to  act  thereon,  pray  that  a  license  for  a  tribonal  in  flie 
trade  may  be  issued  to  said  persons  named  above.

PENNSYLVANIA. 

An  Act  to  establish  boards  of  arbitration  to  settle  all 
questions  of  wages  and  other  matters  of  yarianoe  be- 
tween capital  and  labor, 

Whereas,  The  great  industries  of  this  Commonwealth  are 
frequently  suspended  by  strikes  and  lockouts  resulting  at  times 
in  criminal  violation  of  the  law  and  entailing  upon  the  State 
vast  expense  to  protect  life  and  property  and  preserve  the  pub- 
lic peace : 

And^  whereasj  No  adequate  means  exist  for  the  adjustment 
of  these  issues  between  capital  and  labor,  employers  and  em- 
ployes, upon  an  equitable  basis  where  each  party  can  meet  to- 
gether upon  terms  of  equality  to  settle  the  I'ates  of  compensation 
for  labor  and  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  their  branches 
of  industry  in  harmony  with  law  and  a  generous  public  senti- 
ment: Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c,^  That  whenever  any  differ- 
ences arise  between  employers  and  employes  in  the  mining, 
manufacturing  or  transportation  industries  of  the  Common- 
wealth which  cannot  be  mutually  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of 
a  majority  of  all  parties  concerned,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  either 
party,  or  for  both  parties  jointly,  to  make  application  to  the 
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court  of  common  pleas  wherein  the  service  is  to  be  performed 
about  which  the  dispute  has  arisen  to  appoint  and  constitute  a 
board  of  arbitration  to  consider,  arrange  and  settle  all  matters 
at  variance  between  them  which  must  be  fully  set  forth  in  the 
application,  such  application  to  be  in  writing  and  signed  and 
duly  acknowledged  before  a  proper  officer  by  the  representatives 
of  the  persons  employed  as  workmen,  or  by  the  representatives 
of  a  firm,  individual  or  corporation,  or  by  both,  if  the  applica- 
tion is  made  jointly  by  the  parties ;  such  applicants  to  be  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  and  the  said  application  shall  be 
filed  with  the  record  of  all  proceedings  had  in  consequence 
thereof  among  the  records  of  said  court. 

Section  2.  That  when  the  application  duly  authenticated  has 
been  pi*esented  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  as  aforesaid,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  court,  if  in  its  judgment  the  said  applica- 
tion allege  matters  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  the  inter- 
vention of  a  board  of  arbitrators  in  order  to  preserve  the  public 
peace,  or  promote  the  interests  and  harmony  of  labor  and  capital, 
to  grant  a  rule  on  each  of  the  parties  to  the  alleged  controversy, 
where  the  application  is  made  jointly,  to  select  three  citizens  of 
the  county  of  good  character  and  familiar  with  all  mattera  in 
dispute  to  serve  as  members  of  the  said  board  of  arbitration 
which  shall  consist  of  nine  members  all  citizens  of  this  Com- 
monwealth ;  as  soon  as  the  said  members  are  appointed  by  the 
respective  parties  to  the  issue,  the  court  shall  proceed  at  once 
to  fill  the  board  by  the  selection  of  three  persons  from  the  citi- 
zens of  the  county  of  well-known  character  for  probity  and  gen- 
eral intelligence,  and  not  directly  connected  with  the  interests 
of  either  party  to  the  dispute,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated 
by  the  said  judge  as  president  of  the  board  of  arbitration. 

Where  but  one  party  makes  application  for  the  appointment  of 
such  board  of  arbitration  the  court  shall  give  notice  by  order  of 
court  to  both  parties  in  interest,  requiring  them  each  to  appoint 
three  persons  as  members  of  said  board  within  ten  days  there- 
after, and  in  case  either  party  refuse  or  neglects  to  make  such 
appointment  the  court  shall  thereupon  fill  the  board  by  the  selec- 
tion of  six  persons  who,  with  the  three  named  by  the  other  party 
in  the  controversy,  shall  constitute  said  board  of  arbitration. 

The  said  court  shall  also  appoint  one  of  the  members  thereof 
secretary  to  the  said  board,  who  shall  also  have  a  vote  and 
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the  same  powers  as  any  other  member^  and  shall  also  desig- 
nate the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  said  board.  They 
shall  also  place  before  them  copies  of  all  papers  and  minutes  of 
proceedings  to  the  case  or  cases  submitted. 

Section  3.  That  when  the  board  of  arbitrators  has  been  thus 
appointed  and  constituted,  and  each  member  has  been  sworn  or 
affirmed  and  the  papers  have  been  submitted  to  them,  they 
shall  first  carefully  consider  the  records  before  them  and  then 
determine  the  rules  to  govern  their  proceedings ;  they  shall  sit 
with  closed  doors  until  their  organization  is  consummated  after 
which  their  proceedings  shall  be  public.  The  president  of  the 
board  shall  have  full  authority  to  preserve  order  at  the  sessions 
and  may  summon  or  appoint  officers  to  assist  and  in  all  ballot- 
ings  he  shall  have  a  vote.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  him  at  the 
request  of  any  two  members  of  the  board  to  send  for  persons, 
books  and  papers,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  enforce  their 
presence  and  to  require  them  to  testify  in  any  matter  before 
the  board,  and  for  any  wilful  failure  to  appear  and  testify 
before  said  board,  when  requested  by  the  said  board,  the  per- 
son or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  thereof  in  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
the  county  where  the  offence  is  committed,  shall  be  sentenced 
to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  thirty  days,  either  or  both,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 

Section  4.  That  as  soon  as  the  board  is  organized  the 
president  shall  announce  that  the  sessions  are  opened  and  the 
variants  may  appear  with  their  attorneys  and  counsel,  if  they 
so  desire,  and  open  their  case,  and  in  all  proceedings  the  appli- 
cant shall  stand  as  plaintiff,  but  when  the  application  is  jointly 
made,  the  employes  shall  stand  as  plaintiff  in  the  case,  each 
party  in  turn  shall  be  allowed  a  full  and  impartial  hearing 
and  may  examine«experts  and  present  models,  drawings,  state- 
ments and  any  proper  matter  bearing  on  the  case,  all  of  which 
shall  be  carefully  considered  by  the  said  board  in  arriving  at 
their  conclusions,  and  the  decision  of  the  said  board  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive  of  all  matters  brought  before  them  for  ad- 
justment, and  the  said  board  of  arbitration  may  adjourn  from 
the  place  designated  by  the  court  for  holding  its  sessions,  when 
it  deems  it  expedient  to  do  so,  to  the  place  or  places  where  the 
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dispate  arises  and  hold  sessions  and  personaUy  examine  the 
workings  and  matters  at  variance  to  assist  their  judgment. 

Section  5.  That  the  compensation  of  the  members  of  the 
board  of  arbitration  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit :  each  shall  re- 
ceive four  dollars  per  diem  and  ten  cents  per  mile  both  ways 
between  their  homes  and  the  place  of  meeting  by  the  nearest 
comfortable  routes  of  travel  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of 
the  county  where  the  arbitration  is  held,  and  witnesses  shall 
be  allowed  from  the  treasury  of  the  said  county  the  same  fees 
now  allowed  by  law  for  similar  services. 

Section  6.  That  the  board  of  arbitrators  shall  duly  execute 
their  decision  which  shall  be  reached  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
all  the  members  by  having  the  names  of  those  voting  in  the 
affirmative  signed  thereon  and  attested  by  the  secretary,  and 
their  decisions,  together  with  all  the  papers  and  minutes  of 
their  proceedings,  shall  be  returned  to  and  filed  in  the  court 
aforesaid  for  safe  keeping. 

Section  7.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 
[Approved  the  18th  day  of  May^  A.D.  1893. 


TEXAS. 

[Cmaptbb  379.] 

An  Aot  to  provide  for  the  amioable  adjustment  of  griev- 
anoes  and  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
or  receiver  and  employes^  and  to  authorise  the  crea- 
tion of  a  board  of  arbitration;  to  provide  for  oom- 
pensatlon  of  said  board,  and  to  provide  penalties  for 
the  violation  hereof. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Texas :  That  whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature, 
growing  out  of  the  relation  of  employer  and  employes,  shall 
arise  or  exist  between  employer  and  employes,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful upon  mutual  consent  of  all  parties,  to  submit  all  matters 
respecting  such  grievance  or  dispute  in  writing  to  a  board  of 
arbitrators  to  hear,  adjudicate,  and  determine  the  same.  Said 
board  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  persons.  When  the  employes 
concerned  in  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  the  aforesaid  are 
members  in  good  standing  of  any  labor  organization  which  is 
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represented  by  one  or  more  delegates  in  a  central  body,  the 
said  central  body  shall  have  power  to  designate  two  (2)  of  said 
arbitrators,  and  the  employer  shall  have  the  power  to  designate 
two  (2)  others  of  said  arbitrators,  and  the  said  four  arbitrators 
shall  designate  a  fifth  person  as  arbitrator,  who  shall  be  chair- 
man of  the  board.  In  case  the  employes  concerned  in  any  such 
grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are  members  in  good  standing 
of  a  labor  organization  which  is  not  represented  in  a  central 
body,  then  the  organization  of  which  they  are  members  shall 
designate  two  members  of  said  board,  and  said  board  shall  be 
organized  as  hereinbefore  provided ;  and  in  case  the  employes 
concerned  in  any  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are 
not  members  of  any  labor  organization,  then  a  majority  of  said 
employes,  at  a  meeting  duly  held  for  that  purpose,  shall  desig- 
nate two  arbitrators  for  said  board,  and  said  board  shall  be 
organized  as  hereinbefore  provided :  Provided^  that  when  the 
two  arbitrators  selected  by  the  respective  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy, the  district  judge  of  the  district  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  subject  matter  shall,  upon  notice  from  either  of  said  arbi- 
trators that  they  have  failed  to  agree  upon  the  fifth  arbitrator, 
appoint  said  fifth  arbitrator. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  board  as  aforesaid  selected  may  present  a 
petition  in  writing  to  the  district  judge  of  the  county  where  such 
grievance  or  dispute  to  be  arbitrated  may  arise,  signed  by  a 
majority  of  said  board,  setting  forth  in  brief  terms  the  facts 
showing  their  due  and  regular  appointment,  and  the  nature  of 
the  grievance  or  dispute  between  the  parties  to  said  arbitration, 
and  praying  the  license  or  order  of  such  judge  establishing  and 
approving  of  said  board  of  arbitration.  Upon  the  presentation 
of  said  petition  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  judge,  if  it  appear 
that  all  requirements  of  this  act  have  been  complied  with,  to 
make  an  order  establishing  such  board  of  arbitration  and  re- 
ferring the  matters  in  dispute  to  it  for  hearing,  adjudication 
and  determination.  The  said  petition  and  order,  or  a  copy 
thereof,  shall  be  filed  in  the  oflSce  of  the  district  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  the  arbitration  is  sought. 

Sec.  S.  That  when  a  controversy  involves  and  affects  the 
interests  of  two  or  more  classes  or  grades  of  employes  belong- 
ing to  different  labor  organizations,  or  of  individuals  who  are 
not  members  of  a  labor  organization,  then  the  two  arbitrators 
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selected  by  the  employes  shall  be  agreed  upon  and  selected  by 
the  concurrent  action  of  ieill  such  labor  organizations,  and  a 
majority  of  such  individuals  who  are  not  members  of  a  labor 
organization. 

Sec.  4.  The  submission  shall  be  in  writing,  shall  be  signed 
by  the  employer  or  receiver  and  the  labor  organization  repre- 
senting the  employes,  or  any  laborer  or  laborers  to  be  affected 
by  such  arbitration  who  may  not  belong  to  any  labor  organiza- 
tion, shall  state  the  question  to  be  decided,  and  shall  contain 
appropriate  provisions  by  which  the  respective  parties  shall 
stipulate  as  follows : 

1.  That  pending  the  arbitration  the  existing  status  prior  to 
any  disagreement  or  strike  shall  not  be  changed. 

2.  That  the  award  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  said  board  of  arbitra- 
tion is  held,  and  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  both  parties, 
unless  set  aside  for  error  of  law,  apparent  on  the  record. 

8.  That  the  respective  parties  to  the  award  will  each  failh- 
f  ally  execute  the  same,  and  that  tlie  same  may  be  specifically 
enforced  in  equity  so  far  as  the  powers  of  a  court  of  equity 
permit. 

4.  That  the  employes  dissatisfied  with  the  award  shall  not 
by  reason  of  such  dissatisfaction  quit  the  service  of  said  em- 
ployer or  receiver  before  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  nor 
without  giving  said  employer  or  receiver  thirty  days  written 
notice  of  their  intention  so  to  quit. 

5.  That  said  award  shall  continue  in  force  as  between  the 
parties  thereto  for  the  period  of  one  year  after  the  same  shall 
go  into  practical  operation,  and  no  new  arbitration  upon  the 
same  subject  between  the  same  parties  shall  be  had  until  the 
expiration  of  said  one  year. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  arbitrators  so  selected  shall  sign  a  consent 
to  act  as  such  and  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  before  some 
officer  authorized  to  administer  the  same  to  faithfully  and  im- 
partially discharge  his  duties  as  such  arbitrator,  which  consent 
and  oath  shall  be  immediately  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  district  court  wherein  such  arbitrators  are  to  act.  When 
said  board  is  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business  it  shall  select 
one  of  its  members  to  act  as  secretary  and  the  parties  to  the 
dispute  shall  receive  notice  of  a  time  and  place  of  hearing, 
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which  shall  be  not  more  than  ten  days  after  such  agreement  to 
arbitrate  has  been  filed. 

Seo.  6.  The  chairman  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths 
and  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  production  of  books  and  papers 
and  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses  to  the  same  extent  that  such 
power  is  possessed  by  the  court  of  record  or  the  judge  thereof 
in  this  State.  The  board  may  make  and  enforce  the  rules  for 
its  government  and  transaction  of  the  business  before  it  and 
fix  its  sessions  and  adjournment,  and  shall  herein  examine  such 
witnesses  as  may  be  brought  before  the  board,  and  such  other 
proof  as  may  be  given  relative  to  the  matter  in  dispute. 

Sec.  7.  That  when  said  board  shall  have  rendered  its  ad- 
judication and  determination  its  powers  shall. cease,  unless  there 
may  be  at  the  time  in  existence  other  similar  grievances  or  dis- 
putes between  the  same  class  of  persons  mentioned  in  section  1 , 
and  in  such  case  such  persons  may  submit  their  differences  to 
said  board,  which  shall  have  power  to  act  and  adjudicate  and 
determine  the  same  as  fully  as  if  said  board  was  originally 
created  for  the  settlement  of  such  difference  or  differences. 

Sec.  8.  That  during  the  pendency  of  arbitration  under  this 
act  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  employer  or  receiver  party  to 
such  arbitration,  nor  his  agent,  to  discharge  the  employes 
parties  thereto,  except  for  ineflSciency,  violation  of  law,  or  neg- 
lect of  duty,  or  where  reduction  of  force  is  necessary,  nor  for 
the  organization  representing  such  employes  to  order,  nor  for 
the  employes  to  unite  in,  aid  or  abet  strikes  or  boycots  against 
such  employer  or  receiver. 

Sec.  9.  That  each  of  the  said  board  of  arbitrators  shall 
receive  three  dollars  per  day  for  every  day  in  actual  service,  not 
to  exceed  ten  (10)  days,  and  traveling  expenses  not  to  exceed 
five  cents  per  mile  actually  traveled  in  getting  to  or  returning 
from  the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  That  the  fees 
of  witnesses  of  aforesaid  board  shall  be  fifty  cents  for  each 
day's  attendance  and  five  cents  per  mile  traveled  by  the  nearest 
route  to  and  returning  from  the  place  where  attendance  is  re- 
quired by  the  board.  All  subpoenas  shall  be  signed  by  the  sec- 
retary of  the  board  and  may  be  served  by  any  person  of  full 
age  authorized  by  the  board  to  serve  the  same.  That  the  fees 
and  mileage  of  witnesses  and  the  per  diem  and  traveling  ex- 
penses of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  taxed  as  costs  against  either

or  all  of  the  parties  to  such  arbitration,  as  the  board  of  arbi- 
trators may  deem  just,  and  shall  constitute  part  of  their  award, 
and  each  of  the  parties  to  said  arbitration  shall,  before  the  arbi- 
tration (arbitrators)  proceed  to  consider  the  matters  submitted 
to  them,  give  a  bond,  with  two  or  more  good  and  sufficient 
sureties  in  an  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  arbitration, 
conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all  the  expenses  connected  with 
the  said  arbitration. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  awai'd  shall  be  made  in  triplicate.  One 
copy  shall  be  filed  in  the  district  clerk's  office,  one  copy  shall 
be  given  to  the  employer  or  receiver,  and  one  copy  to  the  em- 
ployes or  their  duly  authorized  representative.  That  the  award 
being  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  district  court,  as  herein 
before  provided,  shall  go  into  practical  operation  and  judgment 
shall  be  entered  thereon  accordingly  at  the  expiration  of  ten 
days  from  such  filing,  unless  within  such  ten  days  either  party 
shall  file  exceptions  thereto  for  matter  of  law  apparent  on  the 
record,  in  which  case  said  award  shall  go  into  practical  oper- 
ation and  judgment  rendered  accordingly  when  such  exceptions 
shall  have  been  fully  disposed  of  by  either  said  district  court  or 
on  appeal  therefrom. 

Seo.  11.  At  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  decision  of 
the  district  court  upon  exceptions  taken  to  said  award  as  afore- 
said, judgment  shall  be  entered  in  accordance  with  said  deci- 
sion, unless  during  the  said  ten  days  either  party  shall  appeal 
therefrom  to  the  Court  of  Ci^nl  Appeals  holding  Jurisdiction 
thereof.  In  such  case  only  such  portion  of  the  record  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  appellate  court  as  is  necessary  to  the  proper 
understanding  and  consideration  of  the  questions  of  law  pre- 
sented by  said  exceptions  and  to  be  decided.  The  determination 
of  said  Court  of  Civil  Appeals  upon  said  questions  shall  be 
final,  and  being  certified  by  the  clerk  of  said  Court  of  Civil 
Appeals,  judgment  pursuant  thereto  shall  thereupon  be  entered 
by  said  district  court.  If  exceptions  to  aq  award  are  finally 
sustained,  judgment  shall  be  entered  setting  aside  the  award ; 
but  in  such  case  the  parties  may  agree  upon  a  judgment  to  be 
entered  disposing  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  controversy,  which 
judgment,  when  entered,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  judgment  entered  upon  an  award. 

Sec.  12.     The  near  appi'oach  of  the  end  of  the  session,  and 
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the  great  number  of  bills  reqairing  the  attention  of  the  Legis- 
lature, creates  an  imperative  public  necessity  and  an  emergency 
that  the  constitutional  rule  requiring  bills  to  be  read  in  each 
house  on  three  several  days  be  suspendedi  and  it  is  so  sus- 
pended.    [Approved  April  24,  1895, 


MISSOUBI. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  board  of  mediation  and  arbitra- 
tion for  the  settlement  of  differenoea  between  employ- 
ers and  their  employes. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  iht  Oeneral  Aaaembly  of  the  State  of  Miaeouri^  as 

follows : 

Section  1.  Upon  information  furnished  by  an  employer  of 
laborers,  or  by  a  committee  of  employes,  or  from  any  other 
reliable  source,  that  a  dispute  has  arisen  between  employers 
and  employes,  which  dispute  may  result  in  a  strike  or  lockout, 
the  commissioner  of  labor  statistics  and  inspection  shall  at  once 
visit  the  place  of  dispute  and  seek  to  mediate  between  the 
parties,  if,  in  his  discretion  it  is  necessary  so  to  do. 

Sec.  2.  If  a  mediation  can  not  be  effected,  the  commissioner 
may  at  his  discretion  direct  the  formation  of  a  board  of  arbi- 
tration, to  be  composed  of  two  employers  and  two  employes 
engaged  in  a  similar  occupation  to  the  one  in  which  the  dispute 
exists,  but  who  are  not  parties  to  the  dispute,  and  the  commis- 
sioner of  labor  statistics  and  inspection,  who  shall  be  president 
of  the  board. 

Sec.  8.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  summon  and  examine 
witnesses  and  hear  the  matter  in  dispute,  and,  within  three  days 
after  the  investigation,  render  a  decision  thereon,  which  shall 
be  published,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  furnished  each  party  in 
dispute,  and  shall  be  final,  unless  objections  are  made  by  either 
party  within  five  days  thereafter :  Provided,  that  the  only  effect 
of  the  investigation  herein  provided  for  shall  be  to  give  the 
facts  leading  to  such  dispute  to  the  public  through  an  unbiased 
channel. 

Sec.  4.  In  no  case  shall  a  board  of  arbitration  be  formed 
when  work  has  been  discontinued,  either  by  action  of  the  em- 
ployer or  the  employes;  should,  however,  a  lockout  or  strike 
have  occurred  before  the  commissioner  of  labor  statistics  could 
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be  notified,  he  may  order  the  formation  of  a  board  of  arbitra- 
tion npon  resumption  of  work. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  of  arbitration  shall  appoint  a  clerk  at 
each  session  of  the  board,  who  shall  receive  three  dollars  per  day 
for  his  services,  to  be  paid,  upon  approval  by  the  commissioner 
of  labor  statistics,  out  of  the  fund  appropriated  for  expenses 
of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics.     [^Approved  April  lly  1889. 


NOBTH  DAKOTA. 

Chapter  46,  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  defining  the  duties  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Labor,  has  the  following :  — 

Section  7.  If  any  difference  shall  arise  between  any  cor- 
poration or  person,  employing  twenty-five  or  more  employes,  and 
such  employes,  threatening  to  result,  or  resulting  in  a  strike  on 
the  part  of  such  employes,  or  a  lockout  on  the  part  of  such  em- 
ployer, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner,  when  requested 
so  to  do  by  fifteen  or  more  of  said  employes,  or  by  the  em- 
ployers, to  visit  the  place  of  such  disturbance  and  diligently 
seek  to  mediate  between  such  employer  and  employes. 


NEBRASKA. 

The  law  creating  the  Bureau  of  Labor  and  Industrial  Statis- 
tics of  the  State  of  Nebraska,  defines  the  duties  of  the  chief 
oflScer  as  follows :  — 

Sec.  4.  The  duties  of  said  commissioner  shall  be  to  collect, 
collate  and  publish  statistics  and  facts  relative  to  manufacturers, 
industrial  Classes,  and  material  resources  of  the  state,  and  es- 
pecially to  examine  into  the  relations  between  labor  and  capital ; 
the  means  of  escape  from  fire  and  protection  of  life  and  health 
in  factories  and  workshops,  mines  and  other  places  of  industries ; 
the  employment  of  illegal  child  labor ;  the  exaction  of  unlawful 
hours  of  labor  from  any  employee ;  the  educational,  sanitary, 
moral,  and  financial  condition  of  laborers  and  artisans ;  the  cost 
of  food,  fuel,  clothing,  and  building  material ;  the  causes  of 
strikes  and  lockouts,  as  well  as  kindred  subjects  and  matters 
pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  industrial  interests  and  classes. 
[Approved  March  31  ^  1887. 
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FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  the  Senate   and  House  of  Bepreseniatives   in  General   Court 

assembled. 

In  the  following  pages  are  reports  of  the 
most  unportant  controversies  which  have  en- 
listed the  attention  of  the  Board  during  the 
year  1899.  The  statements  are  in  each  case 
intentionally  made  as  brief  as  is  consistent  with 
the  desire  of  the  Board  to  exhibit  clearly  the 
method,  scope  and  extent  of  the  year's  work, 
without  unduly  disclosing  the  details  of  private 
business. 

In  response  to  a  request  received  from  a 
special  agent  of  the  United  States  Commission 
to  the  Paris  Exposition  of  1900,  this  Board 
has  transmitted  through  the  Massachusetts  Board 
of  Managers,  as  a  part  of  the  Commonwealth's 
exhibit  in  the  department  of  social  economy,  a 
handsome  set  of  the  annual  reports  of  the 
Board,  bound  in  three  volumes,  also  a  set  of 
the  forms  used  in  transacting    the    business   of 
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the  Board  and  a  statement  prepared  by  the 
clerk  of  this  Board  for  distribution  at  the 
Exposition,  setting  forth  briefly  the  origin  and 
progress  of  the  work  of  state  conciliation  and 
arbitration  in  Massachusetts. 


REPORTS   OF  CASES. 


EEPOKTS  OF  CASES. 


F.  N.  WADLEIGH,  CHEBLEY  &;  BUaG,  ETC.— 


Early  in  February  the  Board  was  informed 
that  differences  had  arisen  in  the  shoe  facto- 
ries  of  P.  IST.  "Wadleigh  and  Chesley  &  Rugg, 
and  possibly  others  in  Haverhill,  arising  out  of 
the  demands  for  an  mcrease  in  the  wages  paid 
for  turned  work,  so-called.  Inquiry  was  made 
upon  the  spot  by  interviews  with  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  workmen,  and  it  was  learned 
that  there  had  been  some  strikes  in  Haverhill 
occasioned  by  the  attempt  to  introduce  a  general 
price  list  for  turned  work,  but  that  in  most  cases 
negotiations  were  in  progress  which  promised  to 
result  in  settlements  fairly  satisfactory  to  all 
concerned.  The  officers  of  the  union  said  that 
the  Board  would  be  called  in,  if  the  attempts 
then  being  made  for  a  private  settlement  should 
fail.  It  is  understood  that  the  expectations  of 
settlement  by  the  parties  were  substantially 
realized   during  the  month. 
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GBANITE  MANUFACTUBEBS  — QUnrCY. 


In  the  year  1896  (see  Keport  for  that  year) 
an  agreement  was  entered  into  by  the  Grranite 
Manufacturers'  Association  of  Quincy,  Mass.,  and 
the  Quincy  branches  of  the  Granite  Cutters' 
National  Union,  fixing  a  price  list  for  cutting 
granite,  and  establishing  regulations  of  the  busi- 
ness as  between  the  members  of  the  association 
and  the  union.  It  was  provided  that  the  "bill 
of  prices"  thus  established  should  take  effect 
March  1,  1896,  and  terminate  March  1,  1899; 
also  that  if  either  party  should  desire  a  change 
at  the  expiration  of  said  period,  three  months' 
notice  should  be  given  previously  to  the  date 
of  such  expiration,  otherwise  in  default  of  such 
notice,  the  same  agreement  to  continue  from 
year  to  year,  from   and  after  March  1,  1899. 

Notice  was  duly  given  by  the  union,  before 
the  expiration  of  the  agreement,  that  certain 
changes  were  desu'ed,  and  attempts  were  made 
to  provide  for  a  new  agreement,  or  rather,  to 
agree  to  modifications  of  that  which  had  been  in 
force   for  three   years;    and   such  an   agreement 
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was  in  fact  arrived  at,  except  in  a  few  par- 
ticulars, which  on  both  sides  were  considered 
of  great  importance.  On  the  last  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1899,  the  committees  separated  without 
having  effected  an  agreement,  one  of  the  main 
obstacles  being  a  question  of  minimum  price 
for  cutting:  the  manufacturers  offered  25  cents, 
and  the  workmen  demanded  30  cents  per  hour. 
The  manufacturers  then  offered  to  submit  this 
matter  to  arbitration,  but  the  proposition  was 
not  accepted  by  the   workmen. 

Nothing  having  been  done  to  keep  the  sub- 
sisting agreement  alive,  it  came  to  an  end  by 
its  own  limitation,  and  on  March  1  there  was 
a  general  suspension  of  work  in  the  granite 
yards   of  the   city. 

On  March  3  the  Board  visited  Quincy  and 
had  separate  interviews  with  the  president  of 
the  manufacturers'  association  and  a  committee 
of  the  workmen;  another  conference  was  sug- 
gested by  the  Board,  and  the  suggestion  being 
favorably  entertained  by  both  parties  a  con- 
ference in  the  presence  of  the  Board  was 
arranged  for  the  next  day  following.  The  con- 
ference was  held  accordingly,  and  it  appeared 
that  the  wages  for  competent  cutters  had  been 
already  settled  at  30  cents  an  hour.  The  man- 
ufacturers then  proposed  that  a  minimum  wage 
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of  25  cents  an  hour  be  paid  for  all  those  who 
should  fail  to  reach  the  standard  thus  estab- 
lished. The  workmen  contended  that  all  who 
fell  below  that  standard  should  be  paid  piece 
prices   according  to   the   list. 

On  March  9,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  man- 
ufacturers the  conferences  between  the  parties 
were  resumed,  for  the  purpose  of  agreeing  to 
as  many  details  of  the  list  as  possible,  with 
the  understanding  that  the  remaining  matters 
should  be  left  to  arbitration.  In  this  manner 
most  of  the  questions  in  dispute  were  settled 
by  agreement,  and  on  March  20  the  parties 
united  in  presenting  a  joint  application  to  the 
State  Board,  stating:  — 

Demands  by  the  workmen :  All  work  not  specified  in 
the  bill  shall  be  cut  by  the  hour  and  in  no  case  to  be 
less  than  twenty-eight  (28)  cents  per  hour.  The  above 
is  offered  as  a  substitute  for  the  following:  "Where 
the  cutter  and  employer  cannot  agree  on  price  of 
work  not  specified  in  this  bill,  he  may  be  paid  by  the 
hour  at  his  average  rate,  to  be  in  no  case  less  than 
twenty-eight  (28)  cents  per  hour," 

The  workmen  demand  the  following  new  article: 
There  shall  be  no  more  than  two  apprentices  to  every 
thirteen  journeymen. 

At  the  first  hearing  on  this  application,  it  ap- 
peared that  all  the  particulars  of  the  price  list, 
and  working   regulations,  as   between  employers 
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and  workmen,  had  been  agreed  to,  except  as 
specified  in  the  application,  and  that  the  whole 
agreement  when  completed  by  the  decision  of 
the  Board  was  to  stand  until  March  1,  1900. 

After  full  consideration  of  the  evidence  and 
arguments  presented,  the  Board  rendered  the 
following  decisions:  — 

Boston,  April  26,  1899. 

In  the  maUer  of  the  joint  appliccUion  of  the  Oranite  Manufaetur- 
era*  Association  and  the  Oranite  Cutters*  Uman^  of  Quincy, 

Petition  filed  Maboh  22,  1899.  Hbarinos,  Maeoh  29,  31. 

In  this  case  the  Board  is  requested  to  pass  upon 
the  reasonableness  and  expediency  of  two  articles  pro- 
posed by  the  union  as  Article  2  and  Article  20  of  the 
agreement  and  bill  of  prices  which  in  all  other  respects 
have  been  definitely  fixed  and  ascertained  by  the  asso- 
ciation and  the  union. 

As  Article  2,  the  Board  recommends  the  follow- 
ing:— 

All  work  not  specified  in  this  bill  shall  be  cat  by  the 
hoar,  with  the  exception  of  carving,  draped  urns,  draped 
shafts,  and  draped  crosses;  but  in  no  case  shall  this  be 
construed  to  mean  that  a  stone  which  can  be  figured  by  the 
bill  of  prices,  with  the  exception  of  carving,  may  be  cut  as 
a  special  bargain.  And  in  case  of  a  failure  to  agree  on  the 
price  to  be  paid  for  work  not  specified  in  this  bill,  the  cut- 
ter may  be  paid  by  the  hour  at  his  average  rate,  but  in  no 
case  at  less  than  28  cents  per  hour.  All  work  not  covered 
by  the  bill  of  prices  to  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  a 
Joint  committee. 

As  to  the  rule  proposed  as  Article  20,  which  seeks 
to  limit  the  number  of  apprentices  in  comparison  with 
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the  number  of  journeymen  employed,  it  was  urged  at 
the  hearing  that  any  agreement  to  limit  the  number 
of  apprentices  would  be  contrary  to  the  law  of  the 
Commonwealth.  The  Board  has  therefore  submitted 
that  question  as  a  question  of  law  to  the  Attorney- 
General,  but  no  definite  reply  has  yet  been  received. 
Such  reply  when  received  will  necessarily  control  the 
action  of  the  Board  as  to  the  disposal  of  this  part  of 
the  case,  and  the  parties  will  be  duly  notified.

In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  the  Oranite  Manufactur' 
ers*  Association  and  the  Oranite  CuUers^  Unions  of  Quincy, 

Since  a  decision  upon  a  part  of  this  case  was  re- 
ported by  this  Board  on  the  26th  instant,  an  opinion 
has  been  received  from  the  Attorney-General  as  to  the 
part  of  the  case  left  undetermined  by  the  Board,  viz., 
the  question  of  limiting  the  number  of  apprentices. 
The  Attorney-General  says  :  — 

''  I  think  the  proposed  article  is  not  within  the  scope  of 
the  duties  of  your  Board,  and  that  you  will  best  perform 
your  duty  by  making  no  recommendation  thereon." 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  opinion,  this  Board 
has  decided  to  make  no  recommendation  concerning 
the  subject  of  the  proposed  Article  20.

Result  —  The  decision  was  accepted  by  all 
parties. 
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BOCKFOBT   GRANITE   COMPANY  —  GLOXJCESTEB. 


On  March  6  the  quarrymen  employed  at  Bay 
Yiew  by  the  Rockport  Granite  Company  Btruck 
against  the  requirement  of  the  company  that 
they  should  work  ten  hours  a  day,  except  nine 
hours  on  Saturday,  throughout  the  season.  One 
week  later  this  was  followed  by  a  suspension 
of  work  on  the  part  of  the  granite  cutters  and 
paving-stone  cutters.  The  parties  were  advised 
to  confer  together,  but  no  result  was  reached. 
On  the  24th  the  representatives  of  the  com- 
pany and  of  the  union  met  the  Board  by  invi- 
tation, at  Bay  View.     It  appeared  in  the  course 

of  the  interview  that,  in  addition  to  the  nine- 
hour  day  previously  demanded  by  the  work- 
men, they  now  demanded  50  per  cent,  extra, 
or  "time  and  a  half  for  overtime  work.  It 
also  appeared  that  the  workmen  had  been  paid 
at  the  rate  of  10  cents  or  15  cents  per  hour, 
and  that  the  ten-hour  day  was  desired  by  the 
company  for  business  reasons,  and  in  order  to 
fulfil    contracts    already    taken,    but    that    from 
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October  to  March  eight  hours  a  day  only  would 
be  expected,  with  payment  for  overtime  at  the 
same  rate,  in  the  manner  before  practised.  The 
reasons  for  the  change  did  not  convince  the 
workmen,  and  no   agreement  was   reached. 

In  the  absence  of  any  prospect  of  settlement 
new  workmen  were  engaged,  who,  after  staying 
a  short  time,  were  induced  by  the  strikers  to 
withdraw.  This  operation  was  accompanied  by 
the  demonstrations  which  frequently  occur  in  such 
disputes,  and  for  some  time  the  business  of  the 
company  was  either  at  a  standstill  or  seriously 
embarrassed.  In  response  to  requests  from  the 
union  for  advice,  the  Board  replied  that,  while 
it  would  be  glad  at  any  time  to  assist  in 
effecting  a  settlement,  it  could  not  properly 
advise  one  party  against  the  other.  The  rep- 
resentatives of  the  workmen,  however,  kept  up 
communication  with  the  Board,  reporting  all  ma- 
terial  changes   in  the   situation. 

Early  in  May  the  company  applied  for  and  ob- 
tained an  injunction  against  the  strikers.  Some 
had  already  returned  to  work,  and  many  had 
obtained  work  elsewhere.  In  June  the  company 
gave  notice  that  on  and  after  the  19th  of  the 
month  the  demand  for  nine  hours  and  "time 
and   a  half"   for    overtime   would  be   conceded; 
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and  at  the  same  time  appeared  an  advertise- 
ment for  workmen.  The  striking  workmen  met 
and  voted  not  to  return  to  work  until  the 
company  had  "signed  the  bill,"  with  an  addi- 
tional clause  that  the  old  employees  should  be 
"reinstated  without  prejudice  on  account  of  the 
strike.'^ 

On  June  7  the  company  gave  public  notice 
that  it  would  concede  all  the  demands  of  the 
workmen,  and  the  latter  thereupon  voted  to 
apply  for  their  former  situations.  Some  of 
them,  however,  who  had  obtained  work  in  other 
places  at  higher  wages  were  not  induced  to 
return,  and  thus  the  bad  effects  of  the  con- 
troversy upon  the  business  of  the  company  were 
perceptible  for  a  long  time  after  the  strike  was 
technically  ended. 
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THOMPSON   &   SNOW   COMPANY  ~  BOSTON. 


On  March  20  an  application  was  received 
through  the  Boston  Clothing  Cutters  and  Trim- 
mers' Union  representing  that  the  Thompson 
and  Snow  Company,  of  Boston,  manufacturer 
of  clothing,  refused  "  to  pay  the  bill  of  prices 
for  cutting  adopted  by  a  joint  committee  of 
clothing  merchants  and  the  Clothing  Cutters 
and  Trimmers'  Union;  that  such  refusal  is  un- 
fair to  their  competitors  and  places  the  union 
in  the  untenable  position  of  demanding  one 
price  from  a  majority  of  the  merchants  and  per- 
mitting one  firm  .to  pay  a  lesser  price. "  It  was 
further  stated  that  the  company  declined  to 
meet  with  or  have  any  communication  with  the 
union  or  its  committee.  This  Board  was  re- 
quested by  the  applicants  to  seek  "  to  obtain 
and  arrange  for  a  conference "  between  the 
company  and  the  agents  of  the  union. 

On  the  same  day  this  Board  called  at  the 
place  of  business  of  the  company  in  Boston. 
The  oflScers  said  that  their  employees  in  the 
cutting  department  were  earning  good  wages 
and    were    satisfied ;    that    the    company    would 
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have  nothing  to  do  with  the  union  or  receive 
a  committee  representing  it,  but  would  respect- 
fully consider  anything  that  the  State  Board 
might  have  to  say  at  any  time.  The  Board 
before  departing  urged  compliance  with  the 
union's  request  on  the  ground  that  nothing 
could  be  lost  by  the  interview,  and  it  would 
tend  to  harmony,  even  if  the  company  should 
ultimately  decide  to  adhere  to  its  present  prices. 
Later  in  the  day  an  agent  of  the  union  called 
and  was  informed  by  the  Board  of  the  substance 
of  the  interview,  and  it  was  suggested  that  the 
imion  put  its  message  in  writing  to  be  trans- 
mitted by  this  Board  to  the  company.  The 
suggestion  was  taken  under  consideration,  but 
two  days  afterwards  the  president  and  clerk  of 
the  union  informed  this  Board  in  writing  that 
the  difficulty  had  been  satisfactorily  settled  at  a 
meeting  of  the  representatives  of  the  company 
with  a  committee  of  the  shop's  crew,  and  it 
was  agreed  that  thereafter  the  company  should 
"  pay  the  bill  of  prices. "  In  conclusion  the 
letter  says :  "  The  union  believes  that  the  happy 
termination  of  this  controversy  is  in  a  large 
measure  due  to  the  efforts  made  by  the  mem- 
bers of  your  Board,  and  the  thanks  of  this 
union   are   hereby  tendered   to   them." 
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MIDDLESEX   COMPANY  ~  LO WELL. 


On  April  17  a  strike  occurred  on  the  part  of 
the  weavers  employed  by  the  Middlesex  Com- 
pany, of  Lowell,  claiming  an  increase  of  wages, 
and  three  days  later,  a  written  request  was 
received  from  the  employees  requesting  the 
action  and  advice  of  this  Board  with  a  view  to 
effecting  a  settlement.  In  response  to  their  let- 
ter a  member  of  the  Board  visited  Lowell  and 
met  the  employees  on  the  21st,  and  on  the 
same  day  a  formal  application  was  signed  and 
presented  by  them. 

A  letter  was  promptly  sent  by  the  Board 
appointing  a  time  and  place  for  meeting  with 
the  weavers  on  the  24th,  and  another  to  the 
agent  of  the  corporation  saying  that  after  meet- 
ing with  the  employees  as  appointed,  the  Board 
would  call  upon  the  agent  at  his  office.  On 
the  same  day,  howeven^  an  agreement  was  ef- 
fected between  the  agent  and  a  committee  of 
the  weavers  in  accordance  with  which  the  fol- 
lowing  notice  was   posted :  — 
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Commencing  April  24,  1899,  the  reduction  in  wages 
made  by  the  Middlesex  Company  in  1898  will  be  re- 
stored. The  wages  of  operatives  who  were  not  reduced 
at  that  time,  and  of  those  who  have  since  been  restored 
will  remain  as  at  present.  The  price  list  submitted  by 
the  conmiittee  representing  the  weavers,  after  mature 
deliberation,  the  company  has  decided  to  accept.  As 
an  earnest  of  the  desire  to  remove  the  existing  difficul- 
ties they  are  willing  to  try  and  run  the  mill  under  the 
above  conditions,  although  it  hardly  seems  probable  that 
they  can  do  so. 

Work  was  promptly  resumed,  and  nothing 
further  was  heard  by  the  Board  about  the 
matter. 
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B08T0B'  HOB8SSHOEB8— BOSTOV. 


On  April  26  the  Board  learned  informally 
that  on  the  first  day  of  May  a  strike  was 
expected  to  occur  in  Boston  and  vicinity  on 
the  part  of  members  of  the  Journeymen  Horse- 
shoers'  Union.  In  the  attempt  to  avert  the 
strike  the  Board  invited  a  committee  of  the 
union  and  a  committee  representing  the  M^ter 
Horseshoers'  Association  to  meet  at  the  rooms 
of  this  Board  for  a  friendly  discussion  of  the 
differences  involved.  The  invitation  was  ac- 
cepted and  the  two  committees  met  with  the 
Board  at  the  State  House  on  April  28. 

It  appeared  that  the  dispute  related  to  wages 
of  "fitters"  and  "drivers,"  or  "floormen."  The 
claim  was  that  fitters  should  receive  $19  a  week, 
and  drivers  $17,  —  a  substantial  increase  for 
many  of  the  journeymen,  compared  with  prices 
then  being  paid.  There  were  about  400  jour- 
neymen and  125  masters  in  Boston  and  the 
vicinity,  and  wages  varied  from  $15  to  $18  a 
week.     As    the    conference    proceeded    the    fact 
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was  developed  that  neither  committee  was  fully 
empowered  to  agi'ee  to  a  settlement  that  should 
bind  others  as  well  as  themselves  ;  consequently 
the  Board  suggested  that  committees  be  chosen 
with  full  power  to  act  in  the  premises.  The 
suggestion  was  favorably  received  on  both  sides^ 
and  the  conference  came  to  an  end  for  the  time 
being. 

On  May  1,  the  day  set  for  the  strike,  the 
Board  was  informed  by  the  president  of  the 
masters'  association  that  that  body  had  chosen 
a  committee  with  full  power,  as  suggested  by 
the  Board,  and  the  clerk  immediately  notified 
the  president  of  the  union  of  that  fact  and 
requested  to  be  informed  what  action  the  jour- 
neymen proposed  taking. 

Unfortunately  for  pacific  measures  the  strike 
had  already  begun,  and  as  several  employers 
acceded  more  or  less  promptly  to  the  demands 
of  the  union,  and  all  or  substantially  all  did 
so  in  a  few  days  or  weeks,  there  was,  in  the 
nature  of  the  case,  no  occasion   for   arbitration. 
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IRON   MOUIiDEBS  —  IiOWELL. 


On  May  8  a  strike  occurred  on  the  part  of 
iron  moulders  employed  in  Lowell  by  the  Union 
Iron  Foundry,  the  Eagle  Foundry  Company, 
Albert  F.  JN^ichols  and  Pevey  Brothers  respec- 
tively. The  demand  at  first  made  was  for  $2.75 
a  day,  which  was  afterward  changed  to  a  min- 
imum price  of  $2.50  a  day,  —  a  union  price  by 
the  day  to  be  substituted  where  previously  men 
were  paid  some  by  the  piece  and  some  by  the 
day,  the  average  earnings  throughout  the  city 
being  represented  as  about  fl.75  a  day.  All 
employers  were  notified  of  the  demand,  and  that 
it  should  take  effect  on  April  24.  Xo  replies 
were  received  except  from  one  employer  who 
agreed  to  pay  $2.50;  some  said  that  they  would 
pay  that  amount  if  the  others  would.  A  sub- 
sequent notice  was  given  that  unless  the  demand 
should  be  granted,  within  the  time  stated,  a 
strike  would  take  place  on  May  8.  It  occurred 
according  to   programme. 

On    May   10    the    Board  of    its    own    motion 
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invited  the  employers  and  a  committee  of  the 
moulders  to  meet  in  the  presence  of  the  Board 
at  a  time  and  place  stated,  on  the  12th,  in 
Lowell,  for  a  conference  with  a  view  to  a  settle- 
ment by   agreement. 

At  the  time  and  place  named  the  Board  was 
met  by  a  committee  of  the  moulders.  None 
of  the  employers  appeared  or  sent  any  commu- 
nication. The  workmen  made  a  statement  of 
the  facts  of  the  case,  and  the  meeting  was  dis- 
solved. 

For  several  weeks  the  masters'  attitude  re- 
vealed no  disposition  to  consider  the  men's  de- 
mand; orders  for  castings  were  placed  in  other 
cities;  finally  settlements  were  made  in  the 
Union  and  Eagle  foundries,  where  the  union 
price  was  granted.  In  the  other  two  of  the 
foundries  involved,  the  strike  situation  remains 
unchanged. 
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PATTERN   MAKERS -BOSTON,    ETC. 


On  or  about  May  15  occurred  a  general  strike 
of  pattern  makers  employed  in  Boston  and  the 
vicinity  to  support  a  demand  for  nine  hours  on 
five  days  of  the  week  and  five  hours  on  Satur- 
day. The  executive  committee  of  the  pattern- 
makers' Association  of  Boston  and  the  vicinity 
being  called  upon  expressed  their  willingness  to 
consult  with  the  Board,  and  accordingly  on  the 
17th  the  president  of  the  association  accompa- 
nied by  another  member  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee called  and  made  a  general  statement  of 
the  case.  The  Board  undertook  to  communicate 
with  those  employers  who  had  not  yet  agreed  to 
the  workmen's  demand.  Some  of  the  leading 
employers  involved  were  seen,  and  the  services 
of  the  Board  proffered. 

On  May  23  an  interview  was  had  by  the 
Board  with  the  pattern  makers  lately  employed 
by  the  General  Electric  Company  at  Lynn,  and 
it  was  learned  that  their  demand  was  for  nine 
hours    on    five    days    in    the    week    and    a   half 
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holiday  on  Saturday,  at  the  old  rate  of  wages. 
It  was  also  learned  that  the  workmen  belonged 
to  a  branch  of  the  Boston  Pattern  Makers' 
Association  and  were  governed  by  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  principal  body.  This  and  other 
similar  strikes  on  or  about  May  15  were  in 
accordance  with  a  general  plan  to  establish  a 
nine-hour  day  in  Boston  and  the  vicinity.  A. 
B.  Lovering  in  Lynn  and  some  of  the  Boston 
employers  conceded  the  demands  of  the  pattern 
makers;  but  nothing  having  intervened  to  give 
substantial  hope  of  a  general  settlement  in  Bos- 
ton, it  was  intimated  to  the  Board  on  June  2 
that  the  association  would  willingly  confer  with 
the  employers  in  an  attempt  to  reach  an  un- 
derstanding. The  minds  of  the  employers  were 
sounded  again  by  the  Board,  but  it  was  found 
that  they  preferred  to  deal  directly  with  their 
employees  as  individuals  rather  than  through  the 
association. 

In  the  latter  part  of  June  the  Board  by  re- 
quest made  another  attempt  to  bring  about  a 
conference,  and  formal  invitations  to  that  end 
were  sent  to  the  parties  concerned.  This  invi- 
tation was  respectfully  declined  by  the  associa- 
tion of  employers,  and  the  workmen  replied 
saying    that  they   had    been    informed  that    the 
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employers  did  not  intend  to  respond  favorably 
to  the  Board's  invitation.  They  added  that  the 
association  had  given  its  executive  committee 
full  authority  to  settle  the  controversy,  and  had 
voted  "that  we  are  willing  at  any  time  at  any 
place  and  under  any  auspices  to  meet  our  em- 
ployers or  their  representatives  to  consider  a 
settlement  of  the   present  controversy." 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  con- 
troversy remains  open,  and  very  recently  further 
communications  have  been  had  with  reference  to 
a  settlement  between  the  two  associations. 
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EIDDEB  PRESS    COMPANY  —  BOSTON. 


On  Saturday,  June  3,  the  machinists,  firemen 
and  some  other  employees  of  the  Kidder  Press 
Company,  of  Boston,  having  urged  without  suc- 
cess a  request  for  a  half  holiday  each  Saturday 
during  the  summer  months  without  loss  of  pay, 
quit  work  at  noon  and  were  consequently  noti- 
fied of  their  discharge. 

On  the  7th  the  workmen,  through  their  busi- 
ness agent,  requested  the  mediation  of  the  Board. 
On  the  same  day,  after  a  meeting  of  the  direc- 
tors had  been  held,  it  was  publicly  announced 
that  they  had  decided  not  to  grant  any  of  the 
demands  of  the  machinists'  association,  which 
were  stated  to  be  for  a  Saturday  half  holiday 
during  the  summer  months  with  full  pay,  an  in- 
crease of  wages,  recognition  of  the  union,  and 
"other  things  of  minor  importance."  "We  shall 
have  no  negotiations  with  the  union  or  with 
union  men  as  such,  but  if  any  of  the  men  return 
as  individuals,  we  shall  take  them  back,  provided 
they   come   before  their   places   have   been   filled 
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by  other  applicants."  The  implied  invitation  to 
return  to  work  was  not  favorably  received  by 
the  workmen,  and  in  compliance  with  their  re- 
quest the  Board  called  upon  the  company,  June 
9,  at  its  place  of  business.  The  officers  of  the 
company  expressed  themselves  substantially  as 
above  stated,  and  as  feeling  assured  that  there 
would  be  a  full  supply  of  workmen  on  the  fol- 
lowing Monday  morning.  On  the  2l8t  it  was 
learned  by  inquiry  at  the  office  of  the  company 
that  not  so  many  men  had  appeared  as  had  been 
expected;  and  the  services  of  the  Board  were 
offered  to  effect  a  settlement. 

On  July  3  a  case  was  heard  in  the  superior 
court  on  a  petition  brought  by  the  company  for 
an  injunction  against  the  strikers;  after  this 
some  of  the  workmen  quietly  found  work  with 
other  employers,  some  were  re-employed  by  the 
Kidder  Press  Company,  and  gradually  the  con- 
troversy disappeared  from  public  notice. 
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BREWEBY  EStPLOYEES  — SFBINaFIELD,   ETC. 


On  June  9  there  was  a  general  strike  of  the 
employees  in  the  Springfield  breweries,  involving 
about  200  men,  acting  under  union  leadership, 
and  to  enforce  a  demand  for  a  working  day  of 
nine  hours  during  the  four  winter  months,  with 
pay  for  ten  hours.  The  difference  arose  upon 
conferring  together  upon  the  terms  of  a  pro- 
posed new  agreement,  and  the  strike  was  par- 
ticipated in  not  only  by  the  brewers  but  also 
by  the  teamsters,  engineers,  firemen,  bottlers 
and  drivers,  —  practically  all  the  men  employed. 
Similar  controversies  arose  at  the  same  time  in 
the  breweries  of  Holyoke  and  Chicopee.  On 
the  day  of  the  strike,  in  an  attempt  to  get  into 
communication  with  the  parties  the  Board  was 
informed  by  the  president  of  the  Springfield 
Breweries  Company  that  negotiations  for  a  set- 
tlement were  already  on  foot,  and  that,  in  case 
of  agreement,  he  would  like  to  have  the  agree- 
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ment  made  with  the  Board  as  attesting  witness. 
Three  days  afterwards  an  agreement  was  ef- 
fected in  Springfield  by  the  parties  interested 
substantially  in  accordance  with  the  demands 
made,  and  work  was  resumed  at  about  the  same 
time  in  that  city  and  in  Holyoke  and  Chicopee. 
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I.YMAN  MILIiS  — nOLYOELE. 


On  June  14  occurred  a  strike  in  one  of  the 
four  mills  of  the  Lyman  Mills  at  Holyoke, 
which  originated  with  the  doffers  and  ring  spin- 
ners, mostly  boys,  who  desired  an  increase  of 
wages.  Three  days  later  all  of  the  company's 
mills  were  shut  down,  and  about  1200  operatives 
became  idle. 

On  June  19  the  Board  received  a  communica- 
tion' from  some  of  the  strikers  requesting  forms 
of  application,  which  were  promptly  sent;  and 
subsequently,  on  July  3,  a  letter  was  sent  to 
the  applicants  by  the  Board,  requesting  a  state- 
ment of  the  situation,  and  expressing  readiness 
to  be  of  assistance  in  any  way  that  might  seem 
practicable,     l^o  reply  was  received. 

On  July  5  the  mills  started  up  again,  many 
of  the  operatives  returning  to  work  as  usual, 
but  a  considerable  number  of  spinners  remained 
out,  in  hope  of  some  concessions.     As  time  went 
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on,  new  boys  were  taken   on  in  place   of  the 
striking  doffers. 

Xothing  further  was  heard  of  this  case,  and 
it  ifi  inferred  that  the  controversy  by  degrees 
lapsed  and  was  lost  to  the  sight  of  the  public 
without  definite  ending  of  any  kind. 
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J.  B.  BENTON  HEEL  COMPANY  — LTNN. 


On  June  12  a  strike  occurred  m  the  fac- 
tory of  the  J.  B.  Renton  Heel  Company  of 
Lynn,  occasioned  by  the  hiring  in  of  new  hands 
to  take  the  place  of  three  boys  or  young  men 
who  had  left  work  because  of  the  refusal  of 
their  demand  for  a  slight  increase  of  wages. 
Some  of  the  workmen  very  soon  returned  and 
new  men  were  hired  to  fill  some  of  the  vacant 
places,  but  the  Board  was  informed  on  the 
13th  that  the  employer  was  not  anxious  about 
filling  all  the  places  at  once,  in  the  expecta- 
tion that  other  of  the  old  employees  would 
return.  On  or  about  the  27th  it  was  learned 
that  the  vacant  places  had  been  filled  by 
women,  and  then  the  pickets  disappeared  and 
to   all   appearance  the   strike   was   at   an   end. 
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BOSTON  BBEWEBIES  —  BOSTON. 


In  the  latter  part  of  June,  at  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  secretary  of  the  Boston  Brewers' 
Board  of  Trade,  an  interview  was  had  with 
him  and  the  president  of  that  body,  from  which 
it  appeared  that  the  employers  apprehended  that 
a  strike  might  occur  at  any  moment  by  and 
in  behalf  of  the  engineers  employed  in  the 
several  breweries.  The  demands  of  the  em- 
ployees appear  to  have  been  for  a  less  num- 
ber of  hours'  work,  and  for  other  changes  of 
which  the  Board  has  not  been  informed.  Em- 
ployers and  workmen  had  met  repeatedly,  but 
with  no  satisfactory  results  as  to  agreement, 
and  the  employers,  saying  that  they  were  de- 
termined not  to  yield  any  further,  desired  infor- 
mation as  to  the  best  way  of  invoking  the 
services  of  the  State  Board.  Notice  had  been 
received  by  them  that  a  strike  would  occur  on 
July  1,  and  prompt  action  was  deemed  nec- 
essary. The  desired  information  as  to  method 
of  procedure  was  given,  and  the  oflScers  of  the 
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Board  of  Trade  expressed  their  intention  of 
filing  an  application  as  soon  as  they  could  con- 
fer with  their  associates  of  that  Board.  On 
the  following  day  the  secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  notified  this  Board  that  a  settlement 
of  the   difficulties   had  been   effected. 
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BAXrSH   ft   HABBIS   MACHINE   TOOL    COMPANY 

SPBINGFIELD. 


In  July  the  managers  of  the  Baush  &  Harris 
Machine  Tool  Company  were  informed  by  the 
agent  of  the  union  of  which  then-  moulders 
were  members  that  certain  patterns  which  had 
been  sent  from  Providence  were  obnoxious  to 
them  because  of  a  controversy  between  the 
Providence  firm  and  the  moulders'  union.  In 
response  to  the  complaint  of  the  employees 
the  Baush  &  Harris  Machine  Tool  Company 
decided  to  stop  their  works  in  all  departments. 
Accordingly  the  workmen  were  paid  off  on 
July  10,  and  were  told  that  work  would  be 
suspended  for  an  indefinite  period. 

On  the  following  day  agents  of  the  union 
had  an  interview  with  the  managers  of  the 
company,  which  it  was  agreed  should  be  con- 
tinued on  the  next  day  following.  At  this 
time  the  company  expressed  their  readiness  to 
meet  the  wishes  of  the  workmen  by  excluding 
the  objectionable  work,  but  were  surprised   that 
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the  union  presented  as  an  additional  demand 
that  the  works  should  be  run  on  the  union 
plan,  meaning  that  no  man  should  be  employed 
unless  he  could  show  a  union  card  as  evidence 
of  good  union  standing.  This  was  a  new  ques- 
tion, which  the  company  would  not  then  con- 
sider, and  negotiations  came  to  an  end.  The 
works  were  reopened,  some  of  the  moulders 
returned  to  work,  but  most  of  them  found  work 
elsewhere.  The  ban  of  the  union  was  placed 
upon  the  establishment,  accompanied  by  all  the 
annoyance  of  a  strike,  although  the  beginning 
of   hostilities   was   a   lockout. 

On  July  18  the  Board  of  its  own  motion 
went  to  Springfield  and  visited  first  the  mould- 
ers' headquarters,  with  a  view  to  arranging  for 
a  conference  between  the  parties.  It  was  learned 
there  that  the  strikers  were  scattered  in  various 
directions,  and  that  the  conduct  of  the  con- 
troversy, so  far  as  the  workmen  were  concerned, 
had  been  transferred  from  the  local  organiza- 
tion to  the  national  executive  board  of  the 
union.  Apparently  this  shifting  of  responsibility 
simply  increased  the  difficulty  of  doing  anything 
to  bring  the  parties  together,  because  there  was 
no  member  of  the  national  executive  board  in 
Springfield,   and    no    one    who    could  be    found 
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in  that  immediate  vicinity  was  prepared  to  as- 
sume the  slightest  authority  or  responsibility, 
even  to  try  to  effect  a  settlement  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  State  Board. 

The  next  morning,  however,  the  Board  called 
upon  the  managers  of  the  company  and  had  an 
interview,  in  which  they  gave  the  history  of  the 
controversy  and  their  willingness  to  do  anything 
in  reason  to  settle  it.  They  still  asserted  their 
readiness  to  reinstate  the  former  moulders  and 
helpers,  without  discrimination;  they  had  sent 
away  the  objectionable  work,  but  were  resolved 
not  to   bind  themselves   to   the   union   card. 

In  the  absence  of  any  who  would  undertake 
to  act  for  the  moulders,  the  Board  was  unable 
to  exert  any  practical  influence  upon  the  con- 
troversy; although,  had  the  circumstances  been 
different  in  this  respect,  there  seemed  no  good 
reason  why  a  settlement  could  not  have  been 
effected  promptly,  which  would  recognize  the 
evidently  fair  intentions  of  the  company,  and 
at  the  same  time  cause  the  moulders  to  return 
to  work  under  favorable  conditions.  At  the 
latest  accounts  which  reached  the  Board  the 
relative  positions  as  to  the  questions  in  issue 
remained  the  same,  but  work  was  going  on 
apparently  much   as  usual. 
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MOBOOCO    WOBJB[EBS  —  LYNN. 


In  the  latter  part  of  July  strikes  were  en- 
tered upon  by  the  "glaziers"  employed  in  the 
morocco  factories  of  the  A.  B.  Hoffman  Com- 
pany, Weber  Leather  Company  and  T.  A. 
Kelley,  all  of  Lynn,  for  an  increase  of  wages 
and  allowance  for  overtime  work.  The  parties 
interested  were  called  upon  separately  by  the 
Board,  and  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Kelley  the 
committee  of  his  strikmg  workmen  were  called 
in  to  take  part  in  the  conference.  Mr.  Kelley 
then  and  there  declined  to  accede  to  the  re- 
quirement of  the  committee,  but  stated  that  he 
would  agree  to  reinstate  the  former  employees 
at  the  former  rates,  the  week  to  consist  of 
fifty-nine  hours,  time  and  one  half  to  be  paid 
for  overtime  work,  power  to  be  on  as  long  as 
needed,  and  the  factory  to  be  lighted  on  short 
days  and  for  overtime  work.  The  committee 
desired  to  lay  the  employer's  proposal  before 
a  meeting  of  the  workmen,  constituting  the 
shop's  crew,  and  a  member  of  the  State  Board 
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was  asked  to  attend  the  meeting.  The  senti- 
ment of  the  meeting  was  unfavorable  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  employer's  terms.  There  was 
then  another  conference  with  the  employer. 
The  actual  difference  in  dollars  and  cents  ap- 
peared to  be  triflmg  in  amount,  but  neither 
party  could  be  induced  to  make  any  concession, 
and  the  conference  came  to  an  end  without 
agreement.  The  employer  then  withdrew  all  the 
offers  previously  made. 

Subsequently,  in  September  the  Kelley  strike 
was  ended,  the  workmen,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
returning  to  work  on  the  terms  previously  pro- 
posed by  the  employer  and  recommended  by 
the   Board  for  adoption. 
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BOSTON   DISTRICT    MESSENGER    COMPANY  — 

BOSTON. 


On  July  31  a  strike  occurred  on  the  part  of 
the  boys  employed  by  the  Boston  District  Mes- 
senger Company,  who  desired  more  pay  for 
certain  messages,  also  certain  changes  in  the 
regulations  under  which  they  worked.  The 
strike  was  a  surprise  to  the  superintendent, 
who  said,  in  answer  to  the  inquiries  of  the 
Board,  that  no  definite  complaints  had  been 
brought  to  his  notice,  that  he  did  not  know 
what  the  strike  was  for,  and  should  be  pleased 
to  have  the  Board  undertake  to  straighten  out 
the  matter.  An  interview  was  sought  with  the 
boys,  who  were  crowded  around  their  former 
places  of  business,  and  fast  becoming  the  nu- 
cleus of  a  mob.  Five  of  them  were  at  length 
induced  to  visit  the  rooms  of  the  Board  at  the 
State  House.  They  said  they  had  no  authority 
to  represent  the  others,  but  would  gladly  hear 
and  report  any  suggestions  that  might  be  of- 
fered them. 


J 
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General  advice  was  given  and  a  suggestion 
made  that  a  committee  be  selected  with  full 
power  to  negotiate  a  settlement,  and  on  the  fol- 
lowing day  a  committee  of  forty  boys  appeared 
at  the  time  appointed  and  made  a  definite  state- 
ment of  their  demands,  which  the  Board  forth- 
with laid  before  the  superintendent  for  his 
consideration.  The  superintendent  then  said 
that  he  had  no  power  to  act  in  the  premises, 
but  would  communicate  as  soon  as  possible  with 
the  vice-president,  then  travelling  in  the  West, 
who  alone  had  authority  to  decide  such  mat- 
ters. He  added  that,  if  the  boys  would  return 
promptly  to  work,  one  or  more  representatives 
of  the  company  would  meet  a  committee  of  the 
boys  with  the  State  Board,  with  a  view  to 
agreement  upon  terms   of  settlement. 

The  committee  said  that  the  strikers  had 
taken  no  active  part  in  any  riotous  demonstra- 
tion, but  that  they  could  not  control  those  who 
sympathized  with  them.  They  were  urged  by 
the  Board  to  give  favorable  consideration  to 
the  proposition  that  they  should  return  to 
work,  pending  the  vice-president's  return  and 
a  conference  with  him.  They  voted  to  act  ac- 
cordingly, and  all  returned  to  work  the  same 
day. 
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On  August  4  a  conference  was  appointed,  to 
take  place  at  the  rooms  of  the  State  Board  at 
the  State  House  on  August  10,  and  the  parties 
were  so  notified;  but  on  the  7th  a  confer- 
ence was  had  by  the  superintendent  with  a 
committee  of  the  boys,  at  the  office  of  the 
Board,  and  the  several  grievances  were  dis- 
cussed at  length.  An  adjournment  was  had  to 
the  9th,  in  order  to  afford  opportunity  to  con- 
sult with  the  other  boys,  and  on  the  day  last 
named  the   conference   was   resumed. 

The  overtures  previously  made  by  the  com- 
pany had  been  rejected  in  the  meanwhile,  and 
at  this  meeting  the  boys  made  their  final  de- 
mands. The  superintendent  recurred  to  his 
lack  of  authority,  but  said  that  he  would  give 
an  answer  as  soon  as  the  vice-president  should 
have  been  heard  from.  On  the  14:th  complaints 
were  received  that  the  boys  suspected  bad  faith 
on  the  part  of  the  company,  that  new  boys 
were  being  advertised  for  and  hired,  and  that 
a  renewal  of  the  strike  was  imminent.  The 
superintendent  was  communicated  with,  and  a 
meeting  appointed  for  the  next  day.  Both  par- 
ties appeared  on  the  following  day,  and  an 
agreement  was  made  and  filed  with  the  Board, 
settling   all   matters   in   dispute,  as   follows:  — 
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Boston,  Angast  16,  1899. 

Agreement. 

1.  That  2  cents  be  paid  for  the  delivery  of  each 
telegram. 

2.  That  40  per  cent,  be  paid  on  messenger  service. 
2a.     That  2  cents  be  paid  for  the  collection  of  each 

telegram. 

3.  Boys  paid  on  weekly  salary  as  follows:  $4  per 
Aveek  for  first  six  months,  $4.50  per  week  for  second 
six  months,  $5  per  week  thereafter;  this  to  be  com- 
puted at  seven  days  a  week,  boys  to  be  credited  with 
a  day  on  their  regular  Sunday  off. 

4.  That  they  be  paid  weekly,  according  to  law. 

5.  Uniforms  to  be  pressed  every  two  weeks  with- 
out cost  to  the  messengers. 

6.  All  time  after  10  p.m.  to  be  paid  for  at  rate  of 
10  cents  an  hour.  This  does  not  include  those  boys 
whose   regular   day's   work   is    not  finished   until   after 

10  P.M. 

This  agreement  to  take  effect  beginning  Monday, 
August  21,  1899,  and  to  continue  for  one  year.

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STEAMFITTERS   AlVD   HELFEBS— BOSTON. 


On  September  5  a  strike  occurred  in  Boston 
under  the  influence  of  the  union  of  steamfitters' 
helpers,  to  enforce  a  demand  for  minimum 
wages  of  f2  for  a  day  of  eight  hours.  The 
employers  had  made  a  counter-proposal  to  pay 
new  men  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  a  day  for  the 
first  six  months  of  service,  fl.75  for  the  next 
eighteen  months,  and  $2  a  day  thereafter,  —  a 
proposal  which  was  not  suflBcient  to  avert  the 
strike. 

On  the  8th  a  communication  was  received  by 
the  State  Board  from  the  president  of  the  asso- 
ciation of  master  steamfitters,  stating  that  the 
journeymen  steamfitters  had  violated  the  agree- 
ment entered  into  between  the  two  associations 
of  masters  and  journeymen  in  the  presence  of 
the  State  Board  on  October  24,  1896,  and  re- 
questing the  interposition  of  the  Board. 

A  letter  was  at  once  sent  to  the  joiu'neymen 
steamfitters'  union,  reciting  the  notice  received, 
and  asking  for  any  suggestion  of  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Board  that  might  lead  to  an  adjust- 
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ment  of  the  difficulties.  A  committee  of  fitters 
thereupon  called  and  said  that  they  were  idle, 
not  because  they  had  any  grievance,  but  because 
of  the  strike  of  the  helpers,  which  left  the 
fitters  without  their  usual  assistants.  On  the 
same  day  appeared  a  committee  of  the  helpers, 
who  conferred  at  the  rooms  of  the  Board  with 
the  committee  of  fitters. 

On  the  9th  the  fitters'  committee  called  again, 
and  reported  a  provisional  agreement  with  all 
except  three  of  the  principal  employers.  The 
Board  then  visited  Ingalls  &  Kendricken,  being 
one  of  the  firms  that  had  not  yet  agreed,  but 
insisted  upon  a  modified  or  sliding  scale  de- 
scribed in  the  counter-proposal  above  referred 
to.  The  substance  of  the  interview  was  related 
to  the  fitters'  committee,  who  were  advised  to 
call  again  upon  the  outstanding  firms  and  make 
another  attempt  to  reach  an  agreement. 

On  September  11  others  of  the  steamfitters 
retiuTied  to  work,  and  the  prospect  of  a  gen- 
eral settlement  appeared  brighter.  On  or  about 
the  middle  of  the  month,  after  further  confer- 
ences between  the  employers  and  workmen  and 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  Board,  a  definite 
understanding  was  arrived  at  with  both  classes 
of  workmen,  and  the  dispute  subsided. 
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HIGHLAND  FOUNDRY— BOSTON. 


On  September  1  the  bench  moulders  em- 
ployed by  the  Highland  Foundry  Company,  in 
Boston,  struck  for  an  increase  of  10  per  cent, 
in  wages,  being  a  restoration  of  one-half  of 
a  reduction  made  two  years  before,  and  for 
weekly  payments.  The  services  of  the  Board 
were  promptly  tendered,  but  no  response  was 
received  until  the  21st,  when  the  president  and 
one  of  the  directors  of  the  company  called  and 
requested  immediate  action  by  the  Board,  as- 
signing as  a  reason  for  their  delay  the  pro- 
longed illness  of  the  superintendent.  On  the 
same  day  the  Board  got  into  communication 
with  the  workmen,  and  arranged  for  a  confer- 
ence with  the  officers  of  the  company  on  the 
day  following.  At  the  appointed  time  the  two 
committees  met  at  the  rooms  of  the  Board  and 
discussed  terms  of  settlement.  The  result  was 
a  proposition  from  the  company,  "that,  if  the 
moulders  shall  see  fit  to  return  to  work  forth- 
with,   the    company   will    meet  a   committee    of 
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the  moulders  as  soon  as  the  health  of  the 
manager  will  permit,  and  will  endeavor  to  set- 
tle by  agreement  upon  prices  for  moulding  that 
shall  be  equal  to  those  paid  in  other  compet- 
ing foundries  in  this  vicinity, —  equal  wages  for 
an  equal  result,  —  and  if  such  agreement  shall 
not  be  arrived  at  by  October  15,  1899,  that 
all  matters  then  remaining  unsettled  be  sub- 
mitted at  once  by  both  sides  upon  the  request 
of  either  side  to  arbitration  —  either  to  a  board 
to  be  selected  by  the  parties  concerned,  or  to 
the  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  ConciUa- 
tion;  and  that,  pending  such  settlement,  either 
by  agreement  or  by  arbitration,  wages  shall  be 
paid  weekly  at  the  old  prices,  all  amounts  to 
be  adjusted  later  according  to  the  final  agree- 
ment or  decision,  so  that  the  new  prices  shall 
take   effect  from  the   return  to   work." 

The  workmen's  committee  reported  the  prop- 
osition to  their  union  for  final  action,  and  it 
was  accepted  with  a  vote  to  return  to  work 
on  the  following  Monday  and  await  a  settle- 
ment to  be  made  with  the  superintendent  when 
fully  recovered,  and  that,  in  default  of  such 
settlement,  the  matter  was  to  be  left  with  the 
State  Board.  Nothing  further  has  been  heard 
from   the   case. 
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J.  BBOWN  &  SONS -SALEM. 


On  September  27  twenty-five  cutters  employed 
by  J.  Brown  46;  Sons  at  Salem  quit  work  as  a 
protest  against  fines  imposed  in  some  cases  for 
damaged,  uppers.  About  one  year  previously 
it  had  been  agreed  that  there  should  be  no 
fines  for  injury  to  stock  except  in  cases  of 
clear  carelessness  of  the  workmen  implicated, 
and  that  the  employees  who  should  be  in  fault 
might  be  discharged. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  having  been 
directed  to  the  matter,  it  appeared  that,  in 
point  of  fact,  fines  had  been  imposed  in  but 
a  few  instances  only,  and  these  for  trifling 
amounts.  New  workmen  were  hired,  but  were 
in  part  induced  to  withdraw,  and  although  at 
the  advent  of  the  Board  the  employers  said 
that  they  had  help  enough  for  their  require- 
ments, nevertheless  a  settlement  seemed  prefer- 
able to  all  concerned.  A  conference  was  ap- 
pointed at  the  rooms  of  the  Board,  which  took 
place    on    October    13.      At    this    meeting    the 
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general  officer  of  the  union  to  which  the  men 
belonged,  after  a  full  discussion,  desired  further 
time  to  enable  him  to  confer  with  the  men, 
and  ascertain  on  the  spot  the  real  state  of  the 
case;  and  an  appointment  was  made  by  him 
to  meet  the  firm  at  the  factory  on  the  fol- 
lowing morning.  The  appointment  was  kept 
accordingly   and   a  settlement  agreed  to. 
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SAILMAKEBS  -  aLOUCESTEB. 


On  October  10  the  Journeymen  Sailmakere' 
ABBociation  of  Gloucester,  in  a  letter  addressed 
to  the  Master  Sailmakers'  AsBociation,  requested 
an  mcrease  of  wages  to  $3  for  a  day  of  nine 
hours.  One  week  later  a  reply  was  received, 
saying  that  under  existing  circumstances  no  in- 
crease could  be  granted.  A  strike  immediately 
followed,  which  affected  nearly  all  the  sail-lofts 
in  Gloucester.  On  the  19th  the  Board  had 
personal  communication  with  the  parties  affected, 
learned  the  facts  above  stated  and  procured 
copies  of  the  correspondence.  The  journeymen 
expressed  a  willingness  to  meet  a  representative 
of  the  employers  together  with  the  State  Board. 
The  president  of  the  employers'  association 
thought  that  nothing  would  be  necessary  except 
for  the  parties  to  meet  and  come  to  an  under- 
standing by  themselves,  and  that  with  the  lapse 
of  a  little  time  there  would  be  no  great 
difficulty  in  meeting  and  arranging  matters. 
Thereupon,  with  the   approval  of  the  Board,   a 
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representative  of  the  journeymen  who  was  pres- 
ent mvited  the  employers  to  meet  the  men  in 
conference  at  any  time  that  might  be  set  by 
the  employers  themselves.  The  president  replied 
that  he  would  lay  the  invitation  before  his 
associates  and  send  -an  answer  soon.  No  re- 
port of  the  result  was  given  directly  to  the 
Board,  but  the  Board  is  informed  that  the 
demands  of  the  workmen  were  conceded  by 
individual  employers,  until  by  November  10  all 
the  employers  had  agreed  to  the  same  terms. 
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THOMAS   G.   PLANT    COMPANY  —  BOSTON. 


On  December  16  the  lasters  employed  by  the 
Thomas  G.  Plant  Company  in  Boston  struck 
for  higher  wages.  A  few  days  afterwards  the 
Board  communicated  with  the  company  and 
the  workmen.  At  the  opening  of  the  new  year 
the  Board  learned  by  visiting  the  parties  con- 
cerned that  some  of  the  workmen  had  returned 
to  work  and  that  others  were  on  the  point  of 
doing  the  same.  The  manager  said  that  he 
would  not  recognize  the  union,  but  insisted  that 
at  the  time  of  the  strike  his  men,  who  were 
not  superior  in  skill,  were  earning  higher  wages 
on  the  average  than  men  of  the  same  capacity 
could  earn  anywhere  else.  After  seeing  both 
sides,  the  Board  advised  the  representative  of 
the  strikers  that  the  best  thing  they  could  do 
was  to  send  a  committee  to  the  manager  as  soon 
as  possible,  and  endeavor  to  secure  their  former 
situations  in  the  factorv.  This  advice  was  acted 
upon,    and  in   a    few   days    more    than    150    of 
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them  had  been  reinstated.  Since  they  coald 
only  be  utilized  in  groups  of  five,  and  the 
company  was  in  no  hurry  by  reason  of  pres- 
sure of  work,  some  workmen  were  thus  com- 
pelled to  await  a  summons  to  labor. 
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BATLSY,   GinEtTIS   &   CO. -LYNN. 


A  joint  application  was  received  December 
20  from  Bailey,  Curtis  &  Co.,  of  Lynn,  and 
their  employees.  At  the  hearing  on  the  23d 
all  parties  were  present  or  represented.  It  ap- 
peared that  the  firm  was  desirous  of  adding 
to  the  product  of  their  factory  shoes  known 
in  the  trade  as  "little  gents';"  but,  as  no 
goods  of  the  kind  had  been  made  in  the  fac- 
tory, no  price  list  for  the  different  parts  of  the 
work  had  been  established  or  even  proposed 
either  by  the  firm  or  the  employees.  All  united 
in  requesting  the  Board  to  ascertain  what  was 
paid  for  similar  work  in  other  factories,  and 
upon  those  data  recommend  a  price  Ust  for  this 
factory  which  should  be  fair  for  all  concerned. 
The  firm,  however,  said  frankly  that  they  should 
not  introduce  the  work  unless  the  prices  made 
by  the  Board  should  be  low  enough  to  enable 
them  to  make  the  goods  at  a  fair  profit. 

Upon  inquiry  by  the  Board  it  appeared  that 
neither    employers    nor  workmen  were  prepared 
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to  suggest  a  price  list,  either  whoUy  or  in 
part;  and  the  Board  were  of  the  opinion  that, 
since  no  prices  for  the  work  had  ever  been 
established  in  the  factory,  it  was  not  clear  that 
the  services  of  the  Board  would  be  necessary 
until  the  parties  had  at  least  attempted  to  agree 
on  prices. 

All  parties  concerned  were  therefore  advised 
to  confer  together  as  soon  as  possible  and  en- 
deavor to  agree  upon  a  list  of  prices  for  the 
work  contemplated,  and  then,  if  any  pomts 
remained  unsettled,  to  notify  the  Board  and 
ask  that  the  hearing  be  resumed  concerning  the 
matters  then  actually  in  dispute.  The  course 
suggested  seemed  to  be  generally  approved,  and 
the  hearing  was  accordingly  adjourned  without 
day* 

Since  then,  as  the  Board  is  informed,  at- 
tempts have  been  made  by  the  parties  to  agree 
upon  the  items  of  a  price  list,  with  fair  pros- 
pect of  an  agreement,  but  no  request  has  been 
made  for  further  action  by  the  Board. 
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WHITE   BBOTHEBS   &   CO.  — LOWELL. 


On  November  8  a  strike  occurred  on  the  part 
of  the  leather  workers  employed  by  "White 
Brothers  &  Co.,  of  Lowell,  arising  out  of  a 
proposed  reduction  of  the  wages  of  beamsters. 
On  the  following  day  a  conference  was  had  and 
a  proposition  made  by  the  firm,  coupled  with  a 
request  that  a  sufficient  number  of  workmen 
should  return  in  order  to  save  the  goods  then 
in  process  of  manufacture  from  becoming  a  total 
loss.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  principal  de- 
mands were  conceded,  the  Board  advised  that 
the  proposition  of  the  firm  be  met  in  an  accora- 
modating  spirit,  and  that  nothing  would  be  lost 
by  attempting  to  reach  a  settlement  by  mutual 
agreement. 

The  men  accordingly  voted  to  return  to  work, 
and  to  accept  the  firm's  proposal  to  restore  the 
old  scale  of  wages  at  once,  and  their  assurance 
that  on  resumption  of  work  all  other  grievances 
should  be  duly  considered  with  a  view  to  a  fair 
adjustment. 
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Subsequently,  on  January  24,  1900,  the  work- 
men again  went  on  strike,  alleging  that  there 
had  been  a  failure  to  redress  the  grievances 
complained  of  in  November,  and  because  they 
apprehended  a  lockout.  The  Board  again  in- 
terposed, and  through  its  mediation  the  men 
returned  to  work;  several  conferences  have  been 
held,  and,  although  at  the  time  of  making  up 
this  report  the  differences  are  not  fully  ad- 
justed, many  of  them  have  been  adjusted,  and 
aU  seem  in  a  fair  way  of  settlement  by  agree- 
ment. 
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C,   W.   VABNBY   ft   CO.  — LYNN. 


On  November  1  the  hand  lasters  employed 
by  C.  W.  Vamey  &  Co.,  of  Lynn,  struck  for 
an  increase  of  wages.  A  committee  called  upon 
the  firm  and  submitted  their  demands.  An 
offer  of  an  increase  of  a  fourth  of  a  cent  a  pair 
was  declined  by  them. 

The  Board  sought  and  obtained  separate  in- 
terviews with  the  parties,  and  found  the  firm 
undecided  as  to  what  course  to  pursue.  Fur- 
ther attempts  at  a  settlement  were  made,  and 
on  November  6  the  workmen  agreed  to  the 
modification  of  their  demands  suggested  by  the 
firm,  and  all  hands  were  reinstated. 

A  controversy  which  arose  about  the  same 
time  in  the  factory  of  Walter  &  Logan,  of 
Lynn,  involving  questions  practically  the  same 
and  threatening  to  result  in  a  strike,  was  ad- 
justed at  the  same  time  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  settlement  agreed  to  in  the  Yarney 
case. 
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Two  days  after  the  settlement  in  the  Yarney 
case  a  new  diflSculty  arose  in  the  same  factory, 
caused  by  complaint  about  the  system  of  tag- 
ging the  work.  A  conference  was  had  which 
resulted  in  a  settlement. 
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PETEB  J.  MULLIGAN  ET  AL.— BBOCKTON. 


On  December  18  an  application,  signed  by 
Peter  J.  Mulligan,  Joseph  M.  Horton  and 
Michael  F.  Saunders,  was  presented  to  the 
Board  alleging  that  they  were  the  "authorized 
agents "  of  employees  of  R.  B.  Grover  &  Co., 
of  Brockton,  "in  the  department  in  question.'^ 
The  grievances   set  forth   were   as   follows:  — 

That  under  and  by  virtue  of  a  contract  dated  June 
7th,  1899  (a  copy  whereof  is  herewith  filed)  entered 
into  by  said  E.  B.  Grover  &  Co.  and  the  Boot  & 
Shoe  Workers'  Union  (the  general  body  representing 
all  local  unions)  said  R.  B.  Grover  &  Co.  agreed  to 
employ  union  men  only;  that  at  the  time  of  the  exe- 
cution of  said  agreement  all  said  twenty-six  employees 
were  and  as  they  claimed  still  are  in  fact  and  in  law 
members  in  good  standing  of  Cutters'  Union  (local) 
No.  35  of  Brockton;  that  said  general  body  claims 
that  because  of  the  proceedings  of  a  certain  conven- 
tion held  in  June  last  at  Rochester,  New  York,  which 
said  proceedings  we  claim  were  unlawful,  invalid 
and  in  violation  of  the  constitution  of  said  Boot  & 
Shoe  Workers'  Union  said  twenty-six  employees  are 
no   longer    members   in   good    standing   of   said  union 
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and  is  by  threatening  to  deprive  said  firm  of  the 
union  stamp  obtained  and  now  held  under  said  con- 
tract and  thereby  to  boycott  the  manufactured  goods 
of  said  fimi,  if  said  firm  shall  retain  in  their  employ 
said  26  employees  and  because  thereof  said  firm  has 
•already  discharged  and  locked  out  some  and  is  threat- 
ening to  discharge  and  lock  out  all  others  of  said 
employees,  notwithstanding  that  under  the  terms  of 
said  contract  said  Boot  &  Shoe  Workers'  Union,  said 
Cutters'  Union  and  said  firm  are  all  bound  in  terms 
to  submit  all  matters  in  dispute  to  this  State  Board 
And   have  no  lock   out. 

The  contract  ran  as  follows:  — 

Agreement  entered  into  this  7th  day  of  June  A.D. 
1899  by  and  between  R.  B.  Grover  &  Co.,  of  Brock- 
ton, Massachusetts,  shoe  manufacturer,  party  of  the 
first  part,  and  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union, 
party  of  the   second   part,  witnesseth :  — 

First.  —  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  that  it 
will  employ  as  boot  and  shoe  workers  in  its  factory  in 
Brockton  none  but  members  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe 
Workers'  Union  in  good  standing. 

Second. — That  it  will  not  employ  any  member  of 
the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union  or  any  other  person 
as  a  boot  and  shoe  worker  who  is  objectionable  to  said 
union,  either  on  account  of  being  in  arrears  for  dues 
or  from  any  other  cause,  after  receiving  notice  of  the 
objection  by  some  authorized  agent  of  the  Boot  and 
Shoe  Workers'  Union  or  local  union  or  unions. 

Third.  —  That  it  will  not  hinder  or  obstruct  the  col- 
lectors of  said  union  working  in  its  factory  in  the  per- 
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formance  of  their  duties  of  collecting  the  dues  of  the 
members  of  said  union  due  to  the  respective  local 
unions. 

Fourth.  —  That  it  will  not  cause  or  allow  the  union 
stamp,  which  will  be  supplied  to  it  by  the  party  of  the 
second  part,  as  a  part  of  this  agreement,  to  be  placed 
on  any  goods  not  made  in  a  factory  for  which  the  use 
of  the  union  stamp  was  .granted. 

Fifth.  —  The  party  of  the  second  part  or  its  deputy 
shall  at  all  times  be  allowed  to  visit  the  factory  on 
business  connected  with  the  union  stamp. 

Sixth. — The  party  of  the  second  part  may  present 
to  the  party  of  the  first  part  a  bill  of  prices  of  the 
local  union  or  unions  which,  if  it  cannot  be  agreed 
upon,  shaU  be  referred  to  the  State  Board  of  Arbitra- 
tion in  the  manner  provided  in  paragraph  12. 

Seventh.  —  The  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to 
supply  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  its  union  stamp, 
and  that  in  making  prices  with  the  party  of  the  first 
part  no  additional  price  shall  be  made  for  the  use  of 
the  stamp,  which  shall  be  furnished  to  the  party  of 
the  first  part  free  of  charge;  nor  shall  any  discrimi- 
nation be  made  between  the  party  of  the  first  part 
and  other  firms,  persons  or  corporations  who  may  enter 
into  an  agreement  with  the  party  of  the  second  part 
for  the   use  of  the  union  stamp. 

Eighth. — That  all  reasonable  efforts  shall  be  made 
by  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  union  to  advertise  the 
union  stamp  in  the  public  press,  trade  journals,  labor 
unions,  labor  conventions  and  otherwise,  and  to  use 
every  exertion  to  create  a  demand  for  the  union 
stamped   goods   among   consumers.

Ninth. — That  they  will  furnish  to  the  party  of  the 
first  part  when  and  as  often  as  it  may  be  required,  all 
boot  and  shoe  workers  desired  by  the  party  of  the 
first  part. 

Tenth.  —  That  the  right  of  the  party  of  the  first  part 
to  use  the  union  stamp  shall  be  in  no  way  affected  by 
any  action  of  a  local  union  or  unions,  or  by  the  feet 
that  one  or  more  local  unions  has  withdrawn  from  or 
been  dismissed  from  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers' 
Union. 

Eleventh.  —  Both  parties  agree  to  adjust  in  an  honest 
and  equitable  manner  all  grievances  of  whatever  nature 
and  all  matters  of  dispute  in  reference  to  wages  or  any 
other  subject,  including  the  true  construction  of  tMs 
agreement,  that  may  arise  between  them,  and  in  case 
of  failure  to  mutually  adjust  any  dispute  or  grievance, 
the  party  of  the  first  part  and  the  members  of  the 
department  or  departments  where  such  dispute  or  griev- 
ance  shall  arise,  shall  join  in  the  manner  provided  by 
statute,  in  an  application  to  the  Massachusetts  State 
Board  of  Arbitration  for  a  decision  on  the  matter 
or  matters  in  dispute,  and  the  decision  of  said  Board 
shall  be  binding  upon  the  party  of  the  first  part,  the 
party  of  the  second  part,  the  local  unions  and  em- 
ployees. 

Twdfth. — A  general  oflScer  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe 
Workers'  Union  may  join  with  the  parties  to  the  ap- 
plication to  said  Board,  and  should  more  than  one 
department  be  affected  by  a  dispute,  the  Joint  Council, 
to  which  the  local  unions  represented  in  the  factory 
are   attached,    may   also    join   with   the   parties    to  the 
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application.  A  general  officer  may  act  as  the  author- 
ized agent  of  the  employees  in  the  application  in  any 
•case,  to  the  State  Board. 

Thirteenth.  —  While  this  agreement  remains  in  force, 
there  shall  be  no  strike  declared  by  any  person  or  per- 
sons for  any  cause,  pretext  or  excuse  whatsoever  in  the 
factory  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  nor  shall  the 
party  of  the  first  part  for  any  cause,  pretext  or  excuse 
ivhatsoever,  cause  a  lockout  against  any  of  its  em- 
ployees. The  party  of  the  first  part  shall  suffer  no 
interruption  of  business  during  the  decision  of  any  dis- 
pute or  grievance. 

FourteeiUh. — This  agreement  shall  remain  in  force 
for  three  years  from  Nov.  1,  1898.  Should  either 
party  desire  to  alter,  amend  or  annul  this  agreement, 
it  shall  give  a  written  notice  thereof  to  the  other  party 
three  months  before  the  expiration  of  the  agreement, 
and  if  the  parties  fail  to  give  such  notice,  the  agree- 
ment shall  continue  in  force  for  another  year  and  so 
on  from  year  to  year  until  such  notice  is  given. 

Fifteenth.  — In  case  the  party  of  the  first  part  violates 
the  terms  of  this  agreement,  directly  or  indirectly  (which 
-may  be  a  matter  of  dispute  to  be  referred  to  the  State 
Board  of  Arbitration)  the  party  of  the  second  part 
shall  have  the  right  to  demand  and  receive  from  the 
party  of  the  first  part  the  stamp  or  stamps  delivered 
to  it  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  under  this  agree- 
ment, and  to  take  the  stamp  or  stamps  wherever  the 
same  may  be,  without  being  liable  to  any  claim  for 
damages  or  otherwise.  The  party  of  the  first  part 
.agrees    that    it    will   surrender    said    union    stamp    or 
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stamps  on  the  termination  of  this  agreement  or  upon 
the  decision  of  the  State  Board  that  it  has  violated  ita 
terms,  and  that  it  will  make  no  contest  against  the 
party  of  the  second  part  upon  the  question  of  the 
ownership  of  said  stamp  or  stamps,  but  the  party  of 
the  second  part  shall  be  treated  and  recognized  as  the 
owner  of  the  same. 

Sixteenth.  —  No  person  shall  have  the  right  to  de- 
mand or  receive  the  said  union  stamp  from  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  except  the  General  President  of  the 
Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union,  or  some  person  duly 
authorized  by  him  in  writing  to  receive  the  same,  which 
authorization  shall  be  signed  by  the  General  President 
and  bear  the  seal  of  the  organization  as  affixed  hereto. 
In  case  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  unable  for 
any  cause  to  deliver  the  said  stamp  to  the  party  of  the 
second  part,  or  whoever  may  hold  the  office  of  Gen- 
eral President  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union, 
or  to  the  person  properly  authorized  by  him  to  receive 
the  said  stamp,  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable 
to  the  party  of  the  second  part,  or  to  the  party  who 
holds  the  office  of  General  President,  in  the  sum  of 
$200,  to  be  recovered  by  the  party  of  the  second  part, 
or  whosoever  may  hold  the  office  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent of  said  union,  in  action  of  contract  against  the 
party  of  the  first  part  as  liquidated  damages. 

Seventeenth.  —  In  case  the  party  of  the  first  part  shitU 
cease  to  do  business,  or  shall  transfer  interest,  or  any 
part  thereof,  to  any  person,  or  persons  or  corporations^ 
this  agreement  shall  be  ended,  and  the  stamp  shall  be 
returned  to  the  General  President.  And  in  the  event 
of  a  change  in  the  membership  of  any  firm  who  shall 
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have  entered  into  this  agreement,  this  agreement  shaU 
be  ended  and  the  union  stamp  returned  to  the  General 
President,  when  a  new  agi'eement  of  similar  tenor  as 
this  may  be  entered  into.

The  firm  of  R.  B.  Grover  &  Co.  was  notified 
of  the  filing  of  the  application,  and  an  attested 
copy  was  delivered  to  them  by  the  clerk  of  the 
Board,  with  a  request  that  they  would  inform 
the  Board  whether  they  would  join  in  the  appli- 
cation. The  reply  was  that  the  question  would 
be  referred  to  legal  counsel.  On  the  next  day 
following,  the  -Hon.  W.  A.  Reed,  counsel  for 
the  firm,  called  and  said  that,  for  reasons  stated 
by  him,  the  firm  declined  to  join  formally  in 
the  application,  and  should  there  be  a  public 
hearing  by  the  Board  the  counsel  would  appear 
and  state  the  reasons  which  governed  his  cli- 
ents, but  for  no  other  purpose.  A  public  hear- 
ing was  ordered  by  the  Board  to  take  place 
at  the  City  Hall  in  Brockton  on  December  27, 
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and  notice  of  the  hearing  was  given  through 
the  medium  of  local  newspapers,  as  well  as  to 
the  parties  directly.  At  the  time  and  place 
appointed  the  petitioners  appeared;  also  Mr. 
Reed,  representing  the  firm.  The  latter,  in 
answer  to  the  Board,  gave  the  reasons  for 
declining  to  join  in  the  arbitration  at  some 
length,  substantially   as  follows:  — 

The  firm  does  not  appear  for  the  purpose  of  join- 
iDg  in  the  application  or  taking  part  in  the  hearing. 
They  decline  to  join,  and  are  here  by  counsel  appear- 
ing specially  to  explain  why  it  is  impossible  for  them 
to  enter  into   the   arbitration. 

1.  They  have  for  business  reasons  entered  into  the 
agreement  mentioned  in  the  application  which  is  and 
purports  to  be  an  agreement  between  R.  B.  Grover 
&  Co.  and  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union.  These 
are  the  only  parties  to  the  contract. 

2.  Under  the  first  clause  of  the  agreement,  the  firm 
have  received  notice  from  the  other  party  to  the  con- 
tract, that  is,  the  Boot  &  Shoe  Workers'  Union,  that 
the  petitioners  in  the  application  are  not  members  of 
that  union  in  good  standing;  also  under  the  second 
clause  that  certain  men,  whether  members  or  not,  are 
**  objectionable  to  said  union,"  and  therefore  should 
not  be  employed   by  the   firm. 

3.  The  firm  considers  that  it  is  sufficient,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  case  in  hand,  that  the  men  are  **  objec- 
tionable" to  the  union,  and  that  fact  being  made  evi- 
dent the  firm  cannot  hire  them.     In  this  point  of  view 
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the  question  whether  the  petitioners  are  union  men  in 
good  standing,  whatever  be  the  fact,  is  immaterial. 

4.  The  written  contract  is  a  legal  obligation  creat- 
ing rights  and  liabilities  as  to  each  party,  and  the  firm 
cannot  enter  into  an  agreement  for  arbitration  with  . 
another  and  diflferent  body  of  men,  independently  of 
and  without  the  consent  of  the  other  party  to  the  sub- 
aisting  agreement. 

5.  The  real  question  at  the  root  of  the  application 
is  one  that  arises  between  the  union  as  an  organiza- 
tion and  those  who  are  or  claim  to  be  members  of  it. 
This  is  a  legal  question,  apparently  of  some  difficulty , 
but  by  the  law  creating  the  State  Board  its  sphere  of 
action  was  so  defined  as  by  inference  to  exclude  <<  ques- 
tions which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  at  law  or  bill 
in  equity." 

Thereupon  the  representative  of  the  firm,  as 
well  as  a  representative  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe 
Workers'  Union,  withdrew  from  the  meeting, 
and  upon  the  statement  of  the  petitioners  that 
they  had  employed  counsel  to  represent  them 
who  was  then  actually  engaged  in  the  trial  of 
a  case  in  court,  their  suggestion  of  a  post^ 
ponement  was  acceded  to.  Before  the  meeting 
was  dissolved,  however,  an  informal  discussion 
was  had,  in  which  the  Board  expressed  itself 
as  impressed  by  the  legal  and  practical  objec- 
tions in  the  way  of  any  efficient  action  by  the 
Board,  in  view  of  the  argument  just  presented, 
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and  of  the  fact  that  the  firm  declined  to  be- 
come a  party  to  the  case  as  presented.  Doubt 
was  also  expressed  as  to  the  propriety  of  pro- 
ceeding  further  under  the  application  without 
first  laying  the  questions  of  law  before  the  At- 
torney-General. Pending  these  considerations, 
the  hearing  was  adjourned,  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  the  counsel  of  the  petitioners  to  con- 
fer at  his  convenience  with  the  Board  relative 
to  the  questions  already  raised  and  as  to  the 
advisability  of  resuming  the  hearing  at  some 
time  to  be  fixed   in  the   future.

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In  1886  Massachusetts  and  New  York  established  state 
boards  of  arbitration. 

A  statute  of  the  United  States,  enacted  in  1888,  pro» 
vided  for  the  settlement  of  controversies  between  rail- 
roads and  their  employees  through  the  services  of  special 
temporary  tribunals  known  as  <*  boards  of  arbitration  or 
commission."  To  form  a  board  of  arbitration  each  party 
in  interest  chose  a  member,  and  the  two  members  chose  a 
third  for  chairman ;  but  when  the  commission  was  formed 
the  President  of  the  United  States  appointed  two  mem- 
bers to  act  with  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  who  was 
chairman  ex  officio.  Such  a  commission  in  1894,  report- 
ing on  the  Chicago  Strike,  recommended  changes  in  the 
law,  and  suggested  to  the  states  <<the  adoption  of  some 
system  of  conciliation  and  arbitration  like  that  in  use  in 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts."  In  1898  the  law 
was  repealed,  its  essential  provisions  were  re-enacted  and 
procedure  was  specified  with  greater  elaboration.  The 
statute  of  1898  requires  the  Chairman  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  and  the  Commissioner  of  Labor 
to  mediate  in  one  way  or  another  between  the  parties 
with  a  view  to  inducing  them  either  to  terminate  their 
controversy  by  agreement  or  to  refer  it  to  the  board  of

Arbitration.  The  board  of  arbitration,  as  under  the 
former  act,  is  oonstitated  in  the  osoal  way;  but  when 
five  days  ehipse  without  choice  of  a  third  member,  the 
duty  of  making  such  a  choice  dcTolves  upon  the  two 
mediators  above  mentioned. 

Twenty-four  states  in  the  union  have  thus  fiir  made 
constitutional  or  statutory  provision  for  mediation  of  one 
kind  or  another  in  the  settlement  of  industrial  disputes. 
Of  these  the  statutes  of  the  following  seventeen  contem- 
plate the  administration  of  conciliation  and  arbitration 
laws  tiirough  permanent  state  boards:  ^lassachusetts, 
New  York,  Montana,  Michigan,  California,  New  Jersey, 
Ohio,  Louisiana,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Connecticut, 
Illinois,  Utah,  Indiana,  Idaho,  Colorado  and  Kansas. 

The  constitution  of  Wyoming  directs  the  legislature  to 
establish  courts  of  arbitration  to  determine  all  differences 
between  associations  of  laborers  and  their  employers,  and 
provides  for  appeals  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  state 
lErom  the  decisions  of  compulsory  boards  of  arbitration. 

Compulsory  arbitration  was  first  enacted  in  Kansas 
in  1898.  In  case  of  strike  the  Court  of  Visitation, 
having  the  supervision  of  railroads  and  telegraphs,  cites 
the  officers  of  the  company  to  appear  and  verify  by  oath 
the  cause  of  the  difficulty,  the  [Joints  of  controversy, 
which  if  any  act  of  the  corporation  was  the  occasion  and 
'what  is  the  extent  of  the  strike.  If  proper  answer  is 
made  at  the  time  fixed  in  the  citation,  the  matter  is 
heard  upon  evidence  ^*  without  further  delay  summarily." 
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Finding  the  employer  faultless,  the  decision  is  made 
public  and  it  becomes  unlawful  for  the  strikers  to  inter- 
fere '* by  word  or  deed*'  with  employees  that  have  taken 
their  places;  but  when  the  officers  default  or  give  an 
evasive  or  improper  answer,  or  it  is  found  on  evidence 
that  the  company  was  *'  unreasonable,  tyrannical,  oppres- 
sive or  unjust;  and  the  strike  resulted  therefrom,"  a 
decree  is  entered  commanding  the  employer  to  "  proceed 
forthwith  to  perform  its  usual  functions  for  the  public 
convenience  ...  as  before  the  strike  occurred."  On 
failure  of  the  corporation  to  obey  the  decree  implicitly, 
*'in  full  and  in  good  faith,"  the  Court  of  Visitation 
proceeds  to  operate  the  property  through  a  receiver  until 
the  company  is  ready  to  resume  its  functions. 

The  laws  of  Kansas,  Iowa,  Pennsylvania  and  Texas 
authorize  the  law  courts  to  appoint  tribunals  of  voluntary 
arbitation ;  and  such  is  the  law  of  Maryland  also,  which, 
moreover,  empowers  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  in- 
vestigate industrial  controversies  when  the  employer  is  a 
corporation,  indebted  to,  or  incorporated  by,  that  state ; 
to  propose  arbitration  to  the  opposing  parties,  and  if  the 
proposition  is  accepted,  to  provide  in  due  form  for  refer- 
ring the  case;  but  if  either  party  refuse  to  submit  to 
arbitration,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  controversy  and 
report  the  same  to  the  next  legislature. 

The  law  of  Missouri  authorizes  the  Commissioner  of 
Labor  Statistics  to  form  local  boards  of  arbitration,  and, 
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as  in  North  Dakota,  to  mediate  between  employer  and 
employed,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  either,  whenever  a 
difference  exists  which  results  or  threatens  to  result  in 
a  strike  or  lockout.  In  Nebraska  it  is  the  duty  of  such 
officer  to  examine  into  the  causes  of  strikes  and  lockouts. 
Following  are  the  laws,  etc.,  relating  to  mediation  in 
industrial  controversies :  — 
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UNITED    STATES. 

[Public  Laws,  1898.] 

Chap.  870.— An  Aot  Conoeming  oarriers  engaged  in  inter- 
state oommeroe  and  their  employees. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepreseTitatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the 
provisionB  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  any  common  carrier  or  car- 
riers and  their  officers,  agents,  and  employees,  except  masters 
of  vessels  and  seamen,  as  defined  in  section  forty-six  hundred 
and  twelve.  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  engaged  in 
the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property  wholly  by  railroad, 
or  partly  by  railroad  and  partly  by  water,  for  a  continuous  car- 
riage or  shipment,  from  one  State  or  Territory  of  the  United 
States,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  any  other  State  or  Terri- 
tory of  the  United  States,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  from 
any  place  in  the  United  States  to  an  adjacent  foreign  country, 
or  from  any  place  in  the  United  States  through  a  foreign  country 
to  any  other  place  in  the  United  States. 

The  term  ^'railroad'*  as  used  in  this  Act  shall  include  all 
bridges  and  ferries  used  or  operated  in  connection  with  any 
railroad,  and  also  all  the  road  in  use  by  any  corporation  oper- 
ating a  railroad,  whether  owned  or  operated  under  a  contract, 
agreement,  or  lease ;  and  the  term '^transportation "  shall  in- 
clude all  instrumentalities  of  shipment  or  carriage. 

The  term  "  employees  "  as  used  in  this  Act  shall  include  all 
persons  actually  engaged  in  any  capacity  in  train  operation  or 
train  service  of  any  description,  and  notwithstanding  that  the 
cars  upon  or  in  which  they  are  employed  may  be  held  and  oper- 
ated by  the  carrier  under  lease  or  other  contract:  Providedy 
however^  That  this  Act  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  employees 
of  street  railroads  and  shall  apply  only  to  employees  engaged  in 
railroad  train  service.  In  every  such  case  the  carrier  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  acts  and  defaults  of  such  employees  in  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  said  cars  were  owned 
by  it  and  said  employees  directly  employed  by  it,  and  any 
provisions  to  the  contrary  of  any  such  lease  or  other  contract 
shall  be  binding  only  as  between  the  parties  thereto  and  shall 
not  affect  the  obligations  of  said  carrier  either  to  the  public  or 
to  the  private  parties  concerned. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  a  controversy  concerning  wages,  hours  of 
labor,  or  conditions  of  employment  shall  arise  between  a  car- 
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rier  subject  to  this  Act  and  the  employees  of  sach  carrier, 
seriously  iateiTupting  or  threatening  to  interrupt  the  business  of 
said  carrier,  the  chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion and  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  shall,  upon  the  request  of 
either  party  to  the  controversy,  with  all  practicable  expedition, 
put  themselves  in  communication  with  the  parties  to  such  contro- 
versy, and  shall  use  their  best  efforts,  by  mediation  and  concilia- 
tion, to  amicably  settle  the  same ;  and  if  such  efforts  shall  be 
unsuccessful,  shall  at  once  endeavor  to  bring  about  an  arbitration 
of  said  controversy  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
Sec.  3.    Whenever  a  controversy  shall  arise  between  a  car- 
rier subject  to  this  Act  and  the  employees  of  such  carrier  which 
cannot  be  settled  by  mediation  and  conciliation  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  preceding  section,  said  controversy  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  arbitration  of  a  board  of  three  persons,  who  shall 
be  chosen  in  the  manner  following :  One  shall  be  named  by  the 
carrier  or  employer  directly  interested ;  the  other  shall  be  named 
by  the  labor  organization  to  which  the  employees  directly  in- 
terested belong,  or,  if  they  belong  to  more  than  one,  by  that  one 
of  them  which  specially  represents  employees  of  the  same  grade 
and  class  and  engaged  in  services  of  the  same  nature  as  said 
employees  so  directly  interested :  Provided^  however^  That  when 
a  controversy  involves  and  affects  the  interests  of  two  or  more 
classes  and  grades  of  employees  belonging  to  different  labor 
organizations,  such  arbitrator  shall  be  agreed  upon  and  desig- 
nated by  the  concuiTent  action  of  all  such  labor  organizations ; 
and  in  cases  where  the  majority  of  such  employees  are  not 
members  of  any  labor  oi^anization,  said  employees  may  by  a 
majority  vote  select  a  committee  of  their  own  number,  which 
committee  shall  have  the  right  to  select  the  arbitrator  on  behalf 
of  said  employees.     The  two  thus  chosen  shall  select  the  third 
commissioner  of  arbitration ;  but,  in  the  event  of  their  failure 
to  name  such  arbitrator  within  five  days  after  their  first  meeting, 
the  third  arbitrator  shall  be  named  by  the  commissioners  named 
in  the  preceding  section.     A  majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall 
be  competent  to  make  a  valid  and  binding  award  under  the  pro- 
visions hereof.     The  submission  shall  be  in  writing,  shall  be 
signed  by  the  employer  and  by  the  labor  organization  represent- 
ing the  employees,  shall  specify  the  time  and  place  of  meeting 
of  said  board  of  arbitration,  shall  state  the  questions  to  be  de- 
cided, and  shall  contain  appropriate  provisions  by  which  the 
respective  parties  shall  stipulate,  as  follows : 
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First.  That  the  board  of  arbitration  shall  commence  their 
hearings  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  appointment  of 
the  third  arbitrator,  and  shall  find  and  file  their  award,  as  pro- 
vided in  this  section,  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the 
appointment  of  the  third  arbitrator ;  and  that  pending  the  arbi- 
tration the  status  existing  immediately  prior  to  the  dispute  shall 
not  be  changed :  Provided,  That  no  employee  shall  be  compelled 
to  render  personal  service  without  his  consent. 

Second.  That  the  award  and  the  papers  and  proceedings,  in- 
cluding the  testimony  relating  thereto  certified  under  the  hands 
of  the  arbitrators  and  which  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  a 
bill  of  exceptions,  shall  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  cir- 
cuit court  of  the  United  States  for  the  district  wherein  the  con- 
troversy arises  or  the  arbitration  is  entered  into,  and  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive  upon  both  parties,  unless  set  aside  for  error 
of  law  apparent  on  the  record. 

Third.  That  the  respective  parties  to  the  award  will  each 
faithfully  execute  the  same,  and  that  the  same  may  be  specifi- 
cally enforced  in  equity  so  far  as  the  powers  of  a  court  of  equity 
permit :  Provided,  That  no  injunction  or  other  legal  process  shall 
be  issued  which  shall  compel  the  performance  by  any  laborer 
against  his  will  of  a  contract  for  personal  labor  or  service. 

Fourth.  That  employees  dissatisfied  with  the  award  shall  not 
by  reason  of  such  dissatisfaction  quit  the  service  of ^ the  em- 
ployer before  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  and  after  the 
making  of  such  award  without  giving  thirty  days'  notice  in 
writing  of  their  intention  so  to  quit.  Nor  shall  the  employer 
dissatisfied  with  such  award  dismiss  any  employee  or  employees 
on  account  of  such  dissatisfaction  before  the  expiration  of  three 
months  from  and  after  the  making  of  such  award  without  giving 
thirty  days'  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  so  to  discharge. 

Fifth.  That  said  award  shall  continue  in  force  as  between 
the  parties  thereto  for  the  period  of  one  year  after  the  same 
shall  go  into  practical  operation,  and  no  new  arbitration  upon 
the  same  subject  between  the  same  employer  and  the  same  class 
of  employees  shall  be  had  until  the  expiration  of  said  one  year 
if  the  award  is  not  set  aside  as  provided  in  section  four.  That 
as  to  individual  employees  not  belonging  to  the  labor  organiza- 
tion or  organizations  which  shall  enter  into  the  arbitration,  the 
said  arbitration  and  the  award  made  therein  shall  not  be  bind- 
ing, unless  the  said  individual  employees  shall  give  assent  in 
writing  to  become  parties  to  said  arbitration. 
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Sec.  4.  The  award  being  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  a  circuit 
court  of  the  Uuited  States,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  go 
into  practical  operation,  and  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon 
accordingly  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  such  filing,  unless 
within  such  ten  days  either  party  shall  file  exceptions  thereto 
for  matter  of  law  apparent  upon  the  record,  in  which  case  said 
award  shall  go  into  practical  operation  and  judgment  be  entered 
accordingly  when  such  exceptions  shall  have  been  finally  dis- 
posed of  either  by  said  circuit  court  or  on  appeal  therefrom. 

At  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  decision  of  the  circuit 
court  upon  exceptions  taken  to  said  award,  as  aforesaid,  judg- 
ment shall  be  entered  in  accordance  with  said  decision  unless 
during  said  ten  days  either  party  sliall  appeal  therefrom  to  the 
circuit  court  of  appeals.  In  such  case  only  such  portion  of  the 
record  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  appellate  court  as  is  necessary 
to  the  proper  understanding  and  consideration  of  the  questions 
of  law  presented  by  said  exceptions  and  to  be  decided. 

The  determination  of  said  circuit  court  of  appeals  upon  said 
questions  shall  be  final,  and  being  certified  by  the  clerk  thereof 
to  said  circuit  court,  judgment  pursuant  thereto  shall  thereupon 
be  entered  by  said  circuit  court. 

If  exceptions  to  an  award  are  finally  sustained,  judgment 
shall  be  entered  setting  aside  the  award.  But  in  such  case  the 
parties  may  agree  upon  a  judgment  to  be  entered  disposing  of 
the  subject-matter  of  the  controversy,  which  judgment  when  en- 
tered shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  judgment  entered 
upon  an  award. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  the  arbitrators  herein 
provided  for,  or  either  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  administer 
oaths  and  affirmations,  sign  subpoenas,  i*equire  the  attendance 
and  testimony  of  witnesses,  and  the  production  of  such  books, 
papers,  contracts,  agreements,  and  documents  material  to  a 
just  determination  of  the  matters  under  investigation  as  may  be 
ordered  by  the  court ;  and  may  invoke  the  aid  of  the  United 
States  courts  to  compel  witnesses  to  attend  and  testify  and  to 
produce  such  books,  papers,  contracts,  agreements  and  docu- 
ments to  the  same  extent  and  under  the  same  conditions  and 
penalties  as  is  provided  for  in  the  Act  to  regulate  commerce, 
approved  February  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven, 
and  the  amendments  thereto. 

Sec.  6.  Every  agreement  of  arbitration  under  this  act  shall 
be  acknowledged  by  the  parties  before  a  notary  public  or  clerk

of  a  district  or  circuit  oouit  of  the  United  States,  and  when  so 
acknowledged  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  who  shall 
file  the  same  in  the  office  of  said  commission. 

Any  agreement  of  arbitration  which  shall  be  entered  into 
conforming  to  this  Act,  except  that  it  shall  be  executed  by  em- 
ployees individually  instead  of  by  a  labor  organization  as  their 
representative,  shall,  when  duly  acknowledged  as  herein  pro- 
vided, be  transmitted  to  the  chairman  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  who  shall  cause  a  notice  in  writing  to  be 
served  upon  the  arbitrators,  fixing  a  time  and  place  for  a  meet- 
ing of  said  board,  which  shall  be  within  fifteen  days  from  the 
execution  of  said  agreement  of  arbitration :  Provided^  however ^ 
That  the  said  chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
shall  decline  to  call  a  meeting  of  arbitrators  under  such  agree- 
ment unless  it  be  shown  to  his  satisfaction  that  the  employees 
signing  the  submission  represent  or  include  a  majority  of  all 
employees  in  the  service  of  the  same  employer  and  of  the  same 
grade  and  class,  and  that  an  award  pursuant  to  said  submission 
can  justly  be  regarded  as  binding  upon  all  such  employees. 

Sec.  7.  During  the  pendency  of  arbitration  under  this  Act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  employer,  party  to  such  arbi- 
tration, to  discharge  the  employees,  parties  thereto,  except  for 
inefiSciency,  violation  of  law,  or  neglect  of  duty ;  nor  for  the 
organization  representing  such  employees  to  order,  nor  for  the 
employees  to  unite  in,  aid,  or  abet,  strikes  against  said  em- 
ployer ;  nor,  during  a  period  of  three  months  after  an  award 
under  such  an  arbitration,  for  such  employer  to  discharge  any 
such  employees,  except  for  the  causes  aforesaid,  without  giving 
thirty  days'  written  notice  of  an  intent  so  to  discharge ;  nor  for 
any  of  such  employees,  during  a  like  period,  to  quit  the  service 
of  said  employer  without  just  cause,  without  giving  to  said  em- 
ployer thirty  days'  written  notice  of  an  intent  so  to  do  ;  nor  for 
such  organization  representing  such  employees  to  order,  counsel, 
or  advise  otherwise.  Any  violation  of  this  section  shall  subject 
the  offending  party  to  liability  for  damages:  Provided^  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  em- 
ployer, party  to  such  arbitration,  from  reducing  the  number  of 
its  or  his  employees  whenever  in  its  or  his  judgment  business 
necessities  require  such  reduction. 

Sec.  8.  In  every  incorporation  under  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter five  hundred  and  sixty-seven  of  the  United  States  Statutes 
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of  eighteen  handred  and  eighty-five  and  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-six  it  must  be  provided  in  the  articles  of  incorporation 
and  in  the  constitution,  rules,  and  by-laws  that  a  member  shall 
cease  to  be  such  by  participating  in  or  by  instigating  force  or 
violence  against  persons  or  property  during  strikes,  lockouts,  or 
boycotts,  or  by  seeking  to  prevent  others  from  working  through 
violence,  threats,  or  intimidations.  Members  of  such  incorpo- 
rations shall  not  be  personally  liable  for  the  acts,  debts,  or 
obligations  of  the  corporations,  nor  shall  such  corporations  be 
liable  for  the  acts  of  members  or  others  in  violation  of  law ; 
and  such  corporations  may  appear  by  designated  representatives 
before  the  board  created  by  this  Act,  or  in  any  suits  or  pro- 
ceedings for  or  against  such  corporations  or  their  membera  in 
any  of  the  Federal  courts. 

Sec.  9.  Whenever  receivers  appointed  by  Federal  courts  are 
in  the  possession  and  control  of  railroads,  the  employees  upon 
such  railroads  shall  have  the  right  to  be  heard  in  such  courts 
upon  all  questions  affecting  the  terms  and  conditions  of  their 
employment,  through  the  officers  and  representatives  of  their 
associations,  whether  incorporated  or  unincorporated,  and  no 
reduction  of  wages  shall  be  made  by  such  receivers  without  the 
authority  of  the  court  therefor  upon  notice  to  such  employees, 
said  notice  to  be  not  less  than  twenty  days  before  the  hearing 
upon  the  receivers'  petition  or  application,  and  to  be  posted 
upon  all  customary  bulletin  boards  along  or  upon  the  railway 
operated  by  such  receiver  or  receivers. 

Sec.  10.  Any  employer  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  and  any  officer,  agent,  or  receiver  of  such  employer  who 
shall  require  any  employee,  or  any  person  seeking  employment, 
as  a  condition  of  such  employment,  to  enter  into  an  agreement, 
either  written  or  verbal,  not  to  become  or  remain  a  member  of 
any  labor  corporation,  association,  or  organization ;  or  shall 
threaten  any  employee  with  loss  of  employment,  or  shall 
unjustly  discriminate  against  any  employee  because  of  his 
/  membership  in  such  a  labor  corporation,  association,  or  organ- 
ization ;  or  who  shall  require  any  employee  or  any  person 
seeking  employment,  as  a  condition  of  such  employment,  to 
enter  into  a  contract  whereby  such  employee  or  applicant  for 
employment  shall  agree  to  contribute  to  any  fund  for  charitable, 
social,  or  beneficial  purposes ;  to  release  such  employer  from 
legal  liability  for  any  personal  injury  by  reason  of  any  benefit 
received  from  such  fund  beyond  the  proportion  of  the  benefit 
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arising  from  the  employer's  contribution  to  such  fund ;  or  who 
shall,  after  having  discharged  an  employee,  attempt  or  conspire 
to  prevent  such  employee  from  obtaining  employment,  or  who 
shall,  after  the  quitting  of  an  employee,  attempt  or  conspire  to 
prevent  such  employee  from  obtaining  employment,  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof  in  any  court  of  the  United  States  of  competent  juris- 
diction in  the  district  in  which  such  offense  was  committed, 
shall  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  11.  Each  member  of  said  board  of  arbitration  shall 
receive  a  compensation  of  ten  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  he 
is  actually  employed,  and  his  traveling  and  other  necessary 
expenses;  and  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  pay  the  same, 
together  with  the  traveling  and  other  necessary  and  proper 
expenses  of  any  conciliation  or  arbitration  had  hereunder,  not 
to  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year,  to  be  approved 
by  the  chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and 
audited  by  the  proper  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury,  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  thirtieth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  June  thirtieth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sbc.  12.  The  Act  to  create  boards  of  arbitration  or  commis- 
sion for  settling  controversies  and  differences  between  railroad 
corporations  and  other  common  carriers  engaged  in  interstate 
or  territorial  transportation  of  property  or  persons  and  their 
employees,  approved  October  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight,  is  hereby  repealed.

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  law  of  the  state  concerning  arbitration  is  as  fol- 
lows, being  chapter  263  of  the  Acts  of  1886,  approved 
June  2,  entitled,  **  An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board 
of  Arbitration,  for  the  settlement  of  differences  between 
employers  and  their  employees,"  as  amended  by  St.  1887 , 
chapter  269 ;  St.  1888,  chapter  261 ;  and  St.  1890,  chap- 
ter 385 ;  also  St.  1892,  chapter  382. 
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Sbotion  1.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Jaly  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  appoint  three  competent  per- 
sons to  serve  as  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  One  of  them  shall  be  an 
employer  or  selected  from  some  association  representing  em- 
ployers of  labor,  one  of  them  shall  be  selected  from  some  labor 
organization  and  not  an  employer  of  labor,  the  third  shall  be 
appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other  two :  providedj 
however^  that  if  the  two  appointed  do  not  agree  on  the  third 
man  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  he  shall  then  be  appointed 
by  the  governor.  They  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  or  until 
their  successors  are  appointed.  On  the  first  day  of  July  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven  the  governor,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  appoint  three  members 
of  said  board  in  the  manner  above  provided,  one  to  serve  for 
three  years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year,  or  until 
their  respective  successors  are  appointed ;  and  on  the  first  day 
of  July  in  each  year  thereafter  the  governor  shall  in  the  same 
manner  appoint  one  member  of  said  board  to  succeed  the  mem- 
ber whose  term  then  expires,  and  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three 
years  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed.  If  a  vacancy  occurs 
at  any  time,  the  governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint 
some  one  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term ;  and  he  may  in  like 
manner  remove  any  member  of  said  board.  Each  member  of 
said  board  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  oflSce, 
be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  thereof.  They  shall  at  once 
organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number  as  chairman. 
Said  board  may  appoint  and  remove  a  clerk  of  the  board,  who 
shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  allowed  by  the  board,  but 
not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars  a  year. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its 
organization,  establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  governor  and  council. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  in- 
volving questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  at  law  or 
bill  in  equity,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  indi- 
vidual, copartnership  or  corporation,  and  his  employees,  if  at 
the  time  he  employs  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, the  board  shall,. upon  application  as  hereinafter  pro- 
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Tided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality 
of  the  dispute  and  make  careful  inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof, 
hear  all  persons  interested  thereiu  who  may  come  before  them, 
advise  the  raspective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done 
or  submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and 
make  a  written  decision  thereof.  This  decision  shall  at  once 
be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record 
to  be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement 
thereof  published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for, 
and  the  said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  where  said  business  is  carried  on. 

Sbot.  4.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employees  in  the  department  of  the 
business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their 
duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain  a 
concise  statement  of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  prom- 
ise to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work  without  &ity  lock-out 
or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said  board,  if  it  shall  be  made 
within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of  filing  said  application.  When 
an  application  is  signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a 
majority  of  such  employees,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that 
such  agent  is  duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  em- 
ployees, but  the  names  of  the  employees  giving  such  authority 
shall  be  kept  secret  by  said  board.  As  soon  as  may  be  after 
the  receipt  of  said  application  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall 
cause  public  notice  to  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the 
hearing  thereon ;  but  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both 
parties  to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  present 
therewith  a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given. 
When  such  request  is  made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties 
interested  in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order ;  and  the 
board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice 
to  be  given,  notwithstanding  such  request. 

When  notice  has  been  given  as  aforesaid,  each  of  the  parties 
to  the  controversy,  the  employer  on  the  one  side,  and  the  em- 
ployees interested  on  the  other  side,  may  in  writing  nominate, 
and  the  board  may  appoint,  one  person  to  act  in  the  case  as 
expert  assistant  to  the  board.  The  two  persons  so  appointed 
shall  be  skilled  in  and  conversant  with  the  business  or  trade 
concerning  which  the  dispute  has  arisen.  It  shall  be  their  duty, 
under  the  direction  of  the  board,  to  obtain  and  report  to  the 
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board  information  concerning  the  wages  paid  and  the  methods 
and  grades  of  work  prevailing  in  manufacturing  establishments 
within  the  Commonwealth  of  a  character  similar  to  that  in  which 
the  matters  in  dispute  have  arisen.  Said  expert  assistants  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty ;  such  oath  to 
be  administered  by  any  member  of  the  board,  and  a  record 
thereof  shall  be  preserved  with  the  record  of  the  proceedings  in 
the  case.  They  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  fix)m  the  treasury 
of  the  Commonwealth  such  compensation  as  shall  be  allowed 
and  certified  by  the  board,  tc^ether  with  all  necessary  travelling 
expenses.*  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  board  from  appointing  such  other  additional  expert  assist- 
ant or  assistants  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  Should  the  peti- 
tioner or  petitioners  fail  to  perform  the  promise  made  in  said 
application,  the  board  shall  proceed  no  further  thereupon  with- 
out the  written  consent  of  the  adverse  party.  The  board  shall 
have  power  to  summon  as  witness  any  operative  in  the  depart- 
ments of  business  affected  and  any  person  who  keeps  the 
records  of  wages  earned  in  those  departments,  and  to  examine 
them  under  oath,  and  to  require  the  production  of  books  con- 
taining the  record  of  wages  paid.  Summonses  may  be  signed 
and  oaths  administered  by  any  member  of  the  board. 

Sect.  5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after 
such  notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided,  and 
render  a  written  decision,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspec- 
tion, shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board,  and 
published  at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  an  annual  report  to 
be  made  to  the  general  court  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Feb- 
ruary in  each  year. 

Sect.  6.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties 
who  join  in  said  application  for  six  months,  or  until  either  party 
has  given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  not  to  be 
bound  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  therefrom. 
Said  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employees  by  posting  the  same 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or  factory  where  they 
work. 

Sect.  7.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as 
described  in  section  three  of  this  act  may  submit  the  matters  in 
dispute,  in  writing,  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia-

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tion ;  such  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the 
employer  may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employees 
or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators 
so  designated  may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
board.  Such  board  shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  referred  to 
it,  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might 
have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  whatever  binding 
effect  may  be  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  in  the 
written  submission.  The  jurisdiction  of  such  board  shall  be 
exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to  it,  but  it  may 
ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  state  board. 
The  decision  of  such  board  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  of 
the  dose  of  any  hearing  held  by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once 
be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  contro- 
versy or  difference  arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  state  board.  Each  of  such  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the 
controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  the  arbitration 
exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  in  writing  by  the  mayor  of 
such  city  or  the  board  of  selectmen  of  such  town,  the  sum  of 
three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  not  exceeding  ten 
days  for  any  one  arbitration.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear 
to  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the  board  of  selectmen  of  a  town 
that  a  strike  or  lock-out  such  as  described  in  section  eight  of 
this  act  is  seriously  threatened  or  actually  occurs,  the  mayor  of 
such  city  or  the  board  of  selectmen  of  such  town  shall  at  once 
notify  the  state  board  of  the  facts. 

Sect.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
state  board,  either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the 
board  of  selectmen  of  a  town,  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
section  or  otherwise,  that  a  strike  or  lock-out  is  seriously 
threatened  or  has  actually  occurred  in  any  city  or  town  of  the 
Commonwealth,  involving  an  employer  and  his  present  or  past 
employees,  if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or  up  to  the  occur- 
rence of  the  strike  or  lock-out  was  employing,  not  less  than 
twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any 
city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
state  board  to  put  itself  in  communication  as  soon  as  may  be 
with  such  employer  and  employees,  and  endeavor  by  mediation 
to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  or  to  endeavor 
to  persuade  them,  provided  that  a  strike  or  lock-out  has  not 
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actually  occurred  or  is  not  then  continuing,  to  submit  the 
matters  in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion, as  above  provided,  or  to  the  state  board ;  and  said  state 
board  may,  if  it  deems  it  advisable,  investigate  the  caupe  or 
causes  of  such  controversy,  and  ascertain  which  party  thereto 
is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  con- 
tinuance of  the  same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a  report  find- 
ing such  cause  or  causes,  and  assigning  such  responsibility  or 
blame.  The  board  shall  have  the  same  powers  for  the  fore- 
going purposes  as  are  given  it  by  section  three  of  this  act. 

Sect.  9.  Witnesses  summoned  by  the  state  board  shall  be 
allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the 
further  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in 
excess  of  two  hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents  a  mile  for 
travel  each  way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment 
or  business  to  the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each 
witness  shall  certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and 
attendance,  and  the  amount  due  him  shall  be  paid  forthwith  by 
the  board,  and  for  such  purpose  the  board  shall  be  entitled  to 
draw  from  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  provided  for 
in  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four. 

Sect.  10.  The  members  of  said  state  board  shall  until  the 
first  day  of  July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
be  paid  five  dollars  a  day  each  for  each  day  of  actual  service ; 
and  on  and  after  said  date  they  shall  each  receive  a  salary  at 
the  rate  of  two  thousand  dollars  a  year,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and  both  before  and  after  said 
date  they  shall  be  allowed  their  necessary  travelling  and  other 
expenses,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

[St.  1892,  Chapter  382.] 

An  Act  relating  to  the  duties  and  oompensation  of  expert 
assistants  appointed  by  the  state  board  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation. 

Be  it  enacted  J  etc,,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  In  all  controversies  between  an  employer  and  his 
employees  in  which  application  is  made  to  the  state  board  of 
arbitration  and  conciliation,  as  provided  by  section  four  of  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
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hundred  and  eighty-six  as  amended  by  section  three  of  chapter 
tvfo  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  by  section  one  of  chapter  three 
hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety,  said  board  shall  appoint  a  fit  person  to  act  in 
the  case  as  expert  assistant  to  the  board.  Said  expert  assist- 
ants shall  attend  the  sessions  of  said  board  when  required, 
and  no  conclusion  shall  be  announced  as  a  decision  of  said 
board,  in  any  case  where  such  assistants  have  acted,  until  after 
notice  given  to  them,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  appointing  a  time 
and  place  for  a  final  conference  between  said  board  and  expert 
assistant  on  the  matters  included  in  the  proposed  decision. 
Said  expert  assistants  shall  be  privileged  to  submit  to  the 
board,  at  any  time  before  a  final  decision  shall  be  determined 
upon  and  published,  any  facts,  advice,  arguments  or  sugges- 
tions which  they  may  deem  applicable  to  the  case.  They  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  by  any  mem- 
ber of  said  board,  and  a  record  thereof  shall  be  preserved  with 
the  record  of  the  proceedings  in  the  case.  They  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  for  their  services  from  the  treasury  of  the 
Commonwealth  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual 
service,  together  with  all  their  necessary  travelling  expenses. 

Sect.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.     ^Ap- 
proved  June  15^  1892.

Section  140.  Organisation  of  board. — There  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  a  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbitration,  consist- 
ing of  three  competent  persons  to  be  known  as  arbitrators, 
appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senate,  each  of  whom  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term 
of  three  years,  and  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
dollars.  The  term  of  office  of  the  successors  of  the  members 
of  such  board  in  office  when  this  chapter  takes  effect,  shall  be 
abridged  so  as  to  expire  on  the  thiity-first  day  of  December 
preceding  the  time  when  each  such  term  would  otherwise  expire, 
and  thereafter  each  term  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January. 

One  member  of  such  board  shall  belong  to  the  political  party 
casting  the  highest,  and  one  to  the  party  casting  the  next  high- 
est number  of  votes  for  governor  at  the  next  preceding  guber- 
natorial election.  The  third  shall  be  a  member  of  an  incorpo- 
rated labor  oi^anization  of  this  state. 

Two  members  of  such  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  and  may  hold  meetings  at  any  time

or  place  within  the  state.  Examinations  or  investigations  or- 
dered by  the  board  may  be  held  and  taken  by  and  before  any  of 
their  nnmber,  if  so  directed,  bnt  a  decision  rendered  in  such  a 
case  shall  not  be  deemed  conclusive  until  approved  by  the  board. 

§  141.  Secretary  and  his  duties. — The  board  shall  ap- 
point a  secretary,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years. 
He  shall  keep  a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  board,  and  all  documents  and  testimony  forwarded  by  the 
local  boards  of  arbitration,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  board  may  prescribe.  He  may,  under  the  direction  of 
the  board,  issue  subpoenas  and  administer  oaths  in  all  cases 
before  the  board,  and  call  for  and  examine  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  any  parties  to  the  controversy. 

He  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars,  pay- 
able in  the  same  manner  as  that  of  the  members  of  the  board. 

§  142.  Arbitration  by  the  board.  —  A  grievance  or  dis- 
pute between  an  employer  and  his  employes  may  be  submitted 
to  the  board  of  arbitration  and  mediation  for  their  determina- 
tion and  settlement.  Such  submission  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
contain  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  gnevance  or  dispute  and  the 
cause  thereof,  and  also  an  agreement  to  abide  the  determination 
of  the  board,  and  during  the  investigation  to  continue  in  busi- 
ness or  at  work,  without  a  lock-out  or  strike. 

Upon  such  submission  the  board  shall  examine  the  matter  in 
controversy.  For  the  purpose  of  such  inquiry  they  may  sub- 
poena witnesses,  compel  their  attendance  and  take  and  hear 
testimony.  Witnesses  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees  as  in 
courts  of  record.  The  decision  of  the  board  must  be  rendered 
within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  investigation. 

§  143.  Mediation  In  ease  of  strike  or  look-out.  —  When- 
^er  a  strike  or  lock-out  occurs  or  is  seriously  threatened,  the 
board  shall  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  locality  thereof, 
and  endeavor,  by  mediation,  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  of 
the  controversy.  It  may  inquire  into  the  cause  thereof,  and  for 
that  purpose  has  the  same  power  as  in  the  case  of  a  controversy 
submitted  to  it  for  arbitration. 

§  144.  Decisions  of  board.  —  Within  ten  days  after  the 
completion  of  every  examination  or  investigation  authorized  by 
this  article,  the  board  or  majority  thereof  shall  render  a  decision, 
stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  contro- 
versy and  the  points  disposed  of  by  them,  and  make  a  written 
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report  of  their  findings  of  fact  and  of  their  recommendations  to 
each  party  to  the  controversy. 

Every  decision  and  report  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
board  and  a  copy  thereof  served  upon  each  party  to  the  contro- 
versy, and  in  case  of  a  submission  to  arbitration,  a  copy  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  or  counties  where 
the  controversy  arose. 

§  145.  Annual  report.  —  The  board  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  legislature,  and  shall  include  therein  such  state- 
ments and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  work  of  the 
board,  the  facts  relating  to  each  controversy  considered  by 
them  and  the  decision  thereon,  together  with  such  suggestions 
as  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  them  conducive  to  harmony  in 
the  relations  of  employers  and  employes. 

§  146.  Submission  of  controversies  to  local  arbitrators. 
—  A  grievance  or  dispute  between  an  employer  and  his  em- 
ployes may  be  submitted  to  a  board  of  arbitrators,  consisting 
of  three  persons,  for  hearing  and  settlement.  When  the  em- 
ployes concerned  are  members  in  good  standing  of  a  labor 
organization,  which  is  represented  by  one  or  more  delegates  in 
a  central  body,  one  arbitrator  may  be  appointed  by  such  cen- 
tral body  and  one  by  the  employer.  The  two  so  designated 
shall  appoint  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board. 

If  the  employes  concerned  in  such  grievance  or  dispute  are 
members  of  good  standing  of  a  labor  organization  which  is  not 
represented  in  a  central  body,  the  organization  of  which  they 
are  members  may  select  and  designate  one  arbitrator.  If  such 
employes  are  not  members  of  a  labor  organization,  a  majority 
thereof,  at  a  meeting  duly  called  for  that  purpose,  may  desig- 
nate one  arbitrator  for  such  board. 

§  147.  Consent ;  oath ;  powers  of  arbitrators.  —  Before 
entering  upon  his  duties,  each  arbitrator  so  selected  shall  sign 
a  consent  to  act  and  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  faithfully 
and  impartially  discharge  his  duties  as  such  arbitrator,  which 
consent  and  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county 
or  counties  where  the  controversy  arose.  When  such  board  is 
ready  for  the  transaction  of  business,  it  shall  select  one  of  its 
members  to  act  as  secretary,  and  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  hearing  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  to  the  controversy. 

The  board  may,  through  its  chairman,  subpoena  witnesses, 
compel  their  attendance  and  take  and  hear  testimony. 
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The  board  may  make  and  enforce  rales  for  its  government 
and  the  transaction  of  the  business  before  it,  and  fix  its  ses- 
sions and  adjournments. 

§  148.  Deoision  of  arbitrators.  —  The  board  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  the  close  of  the  hearing,  render  a  written  decision, 
signed  by  them,  giving  such  details  as  clearly  show  the  nature 
of  the  controversy  and  the  questions  decided  by  them.  Such 
decision  shall  be  a  settlement  of  the  matter  submitted  to  such 
arbitrators,  unless  within  ten  days  thereafter  an  appeal  is  taken 
therefrom  to  the  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbitration. 

One  copy  of  the  decision  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  or  counties  where  the  controversy  arose, 
and  one  copy  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  secretary  of  the  state 
board  of  mediation  and  arbitration. 

§  149.  Appeals — The  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbi- 
tration shall  hear,  consider  and  investigate  every  appeal  to  it 
from  any  such  board  of  local  arbitrators,  and  its  decisions  shall 
be  in  writing  and  a  copy  thereof  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
the  county  or  counties  where  the  controversy  arose,  and  dupli- 
cate copies  served  upon  each  party  to  the  controversy.  Such 
decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  parties  to  the 
arbitration. 


MONTANA. 

There  was  a  law  in  Montana,  approved  Feb.  28,  1887, 
entitled  '*  An  Act  to  provide  for  a  territorial  board  of  arbitra- 
tion for  the  settlement  of  differences  between  employers  and 
employees.''  The  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  territory  on 
March  14,  1889,  created  a  commission  to  codify  laws  and 
procedure,  and  to  revise,  simplify  and  consolidate  statutes; 
and  Montana  became  a  state  on  November  8  of  the  same  year. 

The  following  is  the  law  relating  to  arbitration  of  industrial 
disputes,  as  it  appears  in  '^  The  Codes  and  Statutes  of  Montana 
in  force  July  1,  1895." 

Thb  Political  Code. 

[Part  III,  Title  VII,  Chapter  XIX.] 
§  8880.    There  is  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  concili- 
ation consisting  of  three  members,  whose  term  of  office  is  two 
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years  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified. 
The  board  must  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time 
the  governor  shall  appoint  some  one  to  serve  out  the  unexpired 
term,  and  he  may  in  like  manner  i*emove  any  member  of  said 
board.     [§  3330.     Act  approved  March  15,  1895.'] 

§  3381.  One  of  the  board  must  be  an  employer,  or  selected 
from  some  association  representing  employers  of  labor;  and 
one  of  them  must  be  a  laborer,  or  selected  from  some  labor 
organization,  and  not  an  employer  of  labor,  and  the  other  must 
be  a  disinterested  citizen. 

§  3332.  The  members  of  the  board  must,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  the  oath  required  by  the 
constitution.  They  shall  at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one 
of  their  number  as  chairman.  Said  board  may  appoint  and 
remove  a  clerk  of  the  board,  who  shall  receive  such  compensa- 
tion as  may  be  allowed  by  the  board,  but  not  exceeding  five 
dollars  per  day  for  the  time  employed.  The  board  shall,  as  soon 
as  possible  after  its  organization,  establish  such  rules  or  modes 
of  procedure  as  are  necessary,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
governor.     [§  3332.    Act  approved  March  15,  1895.'] 

§  3333.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  dispute,  not  involving 
questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  civil  action,  exists 
between  an  emplo3'er  (if  he  employs  twenty  or  more  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business  in  the  state)  and  his  employes, 
the  board  must,  on  application  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  visit 
the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  inquiry  into  the  cause 
thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who  may  come 
before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything, 
ought  to  be  done,  by  either  or  both,  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and 
the  board  must  make  a  written  decision  thereon.  The  decision 
must  at  once  be  made  public,  and  must  be  recorded  in  a  book 
kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  board,  and  a  statement  thereof  pub- 
lished in  the  annual  report,  and  the  board  must  cause  a  copy 
thereof  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  where  the  dis- 
pute arose. 

§  3334.  The  application  to  the  board  of  arbitration  and 
conciliation  must  be  signed  by  the  employer,  or  by  a  majority 
of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  business  in  which  the 
controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their  duly  authorized  agent 
or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the 
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grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continae  on  in 
business  or  at  work  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the 
decision  of  said  board  if  it  shall  be  made  within  four  weeks 
of  the  date  of  filing  said  application.  When  an  application  is 
signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of  such 
employes,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such  agent  is  duly 
authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes,  but  the 
names  of  the  employes  giving  such  authority  shall  be  kept 
secret  by  said  board ;  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of 
said  application  the  secretary  of  said  boai*d  shall  cause  public 
notice  to  be  given  for  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing 
thereon  ;  but  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties 
to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith 
a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given ;  when  such 
request  is  made  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested 
in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order ;  and  the  board  may, 
at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given,  notwithstanding  such  request.  When  notice  has  been 
given  as  aforesaid,  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  the 
employer  on  one  side,  and  the  employes  interested  on  the  other 
side,  may  in  writing  nominate,  and  the  board  may  appoint,  one 
person  to  act  in  the  case  as  expert  assistant  to  the  board. 

The  two  persons  so  appointed  shall  be  skilled  in  and  conver- 
sant with  the  business  or  trade  concerning  which  the  dispute 
has  arisen.  It  shall  be  their  duty,  under  the  direction  of  the 
board,  to  obtain  and  report  to  the  board,  information  concern- 
ing the  wages  paid,  the  hours  of  labor  and  the  methods  and 
grades  of  work  prevailing  in  manufacturing  establishmentiB,  or 
other  industries  or  occupations,  within  the  state  of  a  character 
similar  to  that  in  which  the  matters  in  dispute  have  arisen. 
Said  expert  assistants  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge 
of  their  duty ;  such  oath  to  be  administered  by  any  member  of 
the  board,  and  a  record  thereof  shall  be  preserved  with  the 
record  of  the  proceedings  in  the  case.  They  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  state  such  compensation 
as  shall  be  allowed  and  certified  by  the  board  not  exceeding 

dollars  per  day,  together  with  all  necessary  traveling 

expenses.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  board  from  appointing  such  other  additional  expert  assist- 
ant or  assistants  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  who  shall  be  paid 
in  like  manner.     Should  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to 
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perform  the  promise  made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall 
proceed  no  further  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  adverse  party.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  summon  as 
witness  any  operative  or  employe  in  the  department  of  busi- 
ness affected  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages 
earned  in  those  departments,  and  to  examine  them  under  oath, 
and  to  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the  record  of 
wages  paid.  Summons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  administered 
by  any  member  of  the  board.  [§  S384.  Act  approved  March 
15, 1895.'] 

§  3335.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  such 
notice,  the  boaixi  shall  proceed  as  before  provided,  and  render 
a  written  decision,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection, 
shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board,  and  published 
at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to 
the  governor  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each 
year.     [§  3335.    Act  approved  March  15,  1895.] 

§  3336.  Any  decision  made  by  the  board  is  binding  upon 
the  parties  who  join  in  the  application  for  six  months,  or  until 
either  party  has  given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  inten- 
tion not  to  be  bound  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty 
days  therefrom.  The  notice  must  be  given  to  employes  by 
posting  the  same  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop,  oflice, 
factory,  store,  mill,  or  mine  where  the  employes  work. 

§  3337.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as  de- 
scribed in  §  3333  of  this  code  may  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute, in  writing,  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation ; 
such  board  may  be  either  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer 
may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employes,  or  their 
duly  authorized  agent,  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators  so  desig- 
nated may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board. 
Such  board  shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  referred  to  it,  have 
and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might  have 
and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  whatever  binding  effect  may 
be  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  in  the  written  sub- 
mission. The  jurisdiction  of  such  board  shall  be  exclusive  in 
respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  re- 
ceive the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  state  board.  The  deci- 
sion of  such  board  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  of  the 
close  of  any  hearing  held  by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or 
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difference  arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
state  board  and  entered  on  its  records.  Each  of  such  arbitra- 
tors shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  county 
in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  the 
arbitration  exists,  if  such  payment  shall  be  approved  by  the 
commissioners  of  said  county,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for 
each  day  of  actual  service,  not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one 
arbitration. 

Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  any  city  or 
two  commissioners  of  any  county,  that  a  strike  or  lockout  such 
as  described  hereafter  in  this  section  is  seriously  threatened  or 
actually  occurs,  the  mayor  of  such  city,  or  said  commissioners 
of  such  county,  shall  at  once  notify  the  state  board  of  the  fact. 

Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  state  board, 
either  by  notice  from  the  mayor. of  a  city,  or  two  or  more  com- 
missioners of  a  county,  as  provided  in  this  section,  or  otherwise, 
that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened  or  has  actually 
occurred  in  any  city  or  county  of  this  state,  involving  an  em- 
ployer and  his  present  or  past  employes,  if  at  the  time  he  is 
employing  or  up  to  the  occurrence  of  the  strike  or  lockout  was 
employing  not  less  than  twenty  persons  in  the  same  general 
line  of  business  in  any  city,  town  or  county  in  this  state,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  to  put  itself  in  communica- 
tion as  soon  as  may  be  with  such  employer  and  employes,  and 
endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between 
them,  or  to  endeavor  to  persuade  them,  providing  that  a  strike 
or  lockout  has  not  actually  occurred  or  is  not  then  continuing, 
to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation  as  above  provided,  or  to  the  state  board ;  and 
said  state  board  may,  if  it  deems  it  advisable,  investigate  the 
cause  or  causes  of  such  controversy,  and  ascertain  which  party 
thereto  is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy  for  the  existence 
or  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a  report 
finding  such  cause  or  causes,  and  assigning  such  responsibility 
or  blame.  The  board  shall  have  the  same  powers  for  the  fore- 
going purposes  as  are  given  it  by  §  8883  of  this  code. 

Witnesses  summoned  by  the  state  board  shall  be  allowed  the 
sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the  further  sqm  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in  excess  of  two 
hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents  a  mile  for  travel  each 
way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment  or*  business  to 
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the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each  witness  shall 
certify  in  writing  the  amoant  of  his  travel  and  attendance,  and 
the  amount  due  him  shall  be  (see  §  9  of  Massachusetts  act  and 
make  such  provision  as  deemed  best)  certified  to  the  state  board 
of  examiners  for  auditing,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  as  other 
expenses  of  the  state  from  any  moneys  in  the  state  treasury. 
[§  3337.    Act  approved  March  15,  1895.'] 

§  3338.  The  arbitrators  hereby  created  must  be  paid  five 
dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service  and  their  necessary  travel- 
ing expenses  and  necessary  books  or  record,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  state,  as  by  law  provided. 


MICHIGAN. 

[PnbUc  Acts,  1889,  No.  238.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  amicable  adjustment  of  griev- 
ances and  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
and  employes,  and  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  State 
court  of  mediation  and  arbitration. 

Section  1.  The  people  of  the  StaJte  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
wlienever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature  shall  arise 
between  any  employer  and  his  employes,  it  shall  be  lawful  to 
submit  the  same  in  writing  to  a  court  of  arbitrators  for  hearing 
and  settlement,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  After  the  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  may, 
whenever  he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  appoint  a  State  court  of  mediation  and  arbitra- 
tion, to  consist  of  three  competent  persons,  who  shall  hold  their 
terms  of  office,  respectively,  one,  two  and  three  years,  and  upon 
the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms  the  said  term  of  office 
shall  be  uniformly  for  three  years.  If  any  vacancy  happens  by 
resignation  or  otherwise  he  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  appoint 
an  arbitrator  for  the  residue  of  the  term.  If  the  Senate  shall 
not  be  in  session  at  the  time  any  vacancy  shall  occur  or  exist, 
the  Governor  shall  appoint  an  arbitrator  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Senate  when  convened.  Said 
court  shall  have  a  clerk  or  secretary,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  court,  to  serve  three  years,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep 
a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  court  and 
also  all  documents,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  said 
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court  may  prescribe.  He  shall  have  power,  under  the  direction 
of  the  court,  to  issue  subpoenas,  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases 
before  said  court,  to  call  for  and  examine  all  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  any  parties  to  the  controversy,  with  the  same 
authority  to  enforce  their  production  as  is  possessed  by  the 
courts  of  record,  or  the  judges  thereof,  in  this  State.  Said 
arbitrators  and  clerk  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional 
oath  of  office,  and  be  sworn  to  the  due  and  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  before  entering  upon  the 
discharge  of  the  same.  An  office  shall  be  set  apart  in  the 
capitol  by  the  person  or  persons  having  charge  thereof,  for  the 
proper  and  convenient  transaction  of  the  business  of  said  court. 

Seo.  3.  Any  two  of  the  arbitrators  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  may  hold  meetings  at  any 
time  or  place  within  the  State.  Examinations  or  investigations 
ordered  by  the  court  may  be  held  and  taken  by  and  before  any 
one  of  their  number,  if  so  directed.  But  the  proceedings  and 
decisions  of  any  single  arbitrator  shall  not  be  deemed  conclusive 
until  approved  by  the  court  or  a  majority  thereof.  Each  arbi- 
trator shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths. 

Src.  4.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature  shall 
arise  between  any  employer  and  his  employ^,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same  directly  to  said  State  court, 
and  shall  jointly  notify  said  court  or  its  clerk,  in  writing,  of  such 
grievance  or  dispute.  Whenever  such  notification  to  said  court 
or  its  clerk  is  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  proceed, 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality  of  such  grievance 
or  dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  grievance  or 
dispute.  The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dispute  shall  thereupon 
submit  to  said  court,  in  writing,  succinctly,  clearly  and  in  detail, 
their  grievances  and  complaints,  and  the  cause  or  causes  thereof, 
and  severally  agree  in  writing  to  submit  to  the  decision  of  said 
court  as  to  matters  so  submitted,  and  a  promise  or  agreement  to 
continue  on  in  business  or  at  work,  without  a  lockout  or  strike, 
until  the  decision  of  said  court,  provided  it  shall  be  rendered 
within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  investigation.  The 
court  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  fully  investigate  and  inquire  into 
the  matters  in  controversy,  and  to  take  testimony,  under  oath, 
in  relation  thereto,  and  shall  have  power,  by  its  chairman  or 
clerk,  to  administer  oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance 
of  witnesses,  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  to  the  same 
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extent  as  such  power  is  possessed  by  courts  of  record,  or  the 
judges  thereof,  in  this  State. 

Sec.  5.  After  the  matter  has  been  fully  heard  the  said  board, 
or  majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days,  render  a  deci- 
sion thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  de- 
cision and  the  points  disposed  of  by  them.  The  decision  shall 
be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  filed  by  the  clerk  of 
the  court  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  where  the  contro- 
versy arose,  and  one  copy  shall  be  served  on  each  of  the  parties 
to  the  controversy. 

Sec.  6.  "Whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occur  or  is  seri- 
ously threatened,  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and  shall  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  court,  it  shall  be  its  duty,  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  locality  of 
such  strike  or  lockout  and  put  itself  in  communication  with  the 
parties  to  the  controversy,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect 
an  amicable  settlement  of  such  controversy ;  and,  if  in  its  judg- 
ment it  is  deemed  best,  to  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of 
the  controversy,  and  to  that  end  the  court  is  hereby  authorized 
to  subpoena  witnesses,  comj)el  their  attendance,  and  send  for 
persons  and  papers,  in  like  manner  and  with  the  same  powers  as 
it  is  authorized  to  do  by  section  four  of  this  act. 

Seo.  7.  The  fees  of  witnesses  shall  be  one  dollar  for  each 
day's  attendance,  and  seven  cents  per  mile  traveled  by  the  near- 
est route  in  getting  to  and  returning  from  the  place  where 
attendance  is  required  by  the  court,  to  be  allowed  by  the  board 
of  State  auditors  upon  the  certificate  of  the  court.  All  sub- 
poenas shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  court,  and  may 
be  served  by  any  person  of  full  age  authorized  by  the  court  to 
serve  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Said  court  shall  make  a  yearly  report  to  the  Legis- 
lature, and  shall  include  therein  such  statements,  facts  and 
explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  working  of  the  court, 
and  such  suggestions  as  to  legislation,  as  may  seem  to  them 
conducive  to  harmonizing  the  relations  of,  and  disputes  be- 
tween, employers  and  the  wage-earning. 

Sec.  9.  Each  arbitrator  shall  be  entitled  to  five  dollars  per 
day  for  actual  service  performed,  payable  from  the  treasury  of 
the  State.  The  clerk  or  secretary  shall  be  appointed  from  one 
of  their  number,  and  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  not  to  ex-

ceed  twelve  handred  dollars,  without  per  diem,  per  year,  pay- 
able in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  10.  Whenever  the  term  "  employer  "  or  "  employers  "  is 
used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include  '^  firm  "  '*  joint  stock 
association,"  *'  company"  or  " corporation,"  as  fully  as  if  each 
of  the  last  named  terms  was  expressed  in  each  place.  [^Ap- 
proved July  5,  1889. 


CAI.IFOBNIA. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Arbitratioii  for  the 
settlement  of  difRsrenoes  between  employers  and  em- 
ploySsy  to  define  the  dutiea  of  said  Board,  and  to 
appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
therefor. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  CaXifomiaj  represented  in  Senate 

and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

Skotion  1.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year, 
the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  appoint  three  competent  per- 
sons to  serve  as  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation. 
One  shall  represent  the  employers  of  labor,  one  shall  represent 
labor  employes,  and  the  third  member  shall  represent  neither, 
and  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Board.  They  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  quali- 
fied. If  a  vacancy  occurs,  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter  the 
Governor  shall  appoint  some  one  to  serve  the  unexpired  term ; 
provided^  however^  that  when  the  pai*ties  to  any  controversy  or 
difference,  as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  Act,  do  not  desire 
to  submit  their  controversy  to  the  State  Board,  they  may  by 
agreement  each  choose  one  person,  and  the  two  shall  choose  a 
third,  who  shall  be  Chairman  and  umpire,  and  the  three  shall 
constitute  a  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  for  the 
special  controversy  submitted  to  it,  and  shall  for  that  purpose 
have  the  same  powers  as  the  State  Board.  The  members  of 
thQ  said  Board  or  Boards,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
their  ofiQce,  shall  be  sworn  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties 
thereof.  They  shall  adopt  such  rules  of  procedure  as  they  may 
deem  best  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  exists  be- 
tween an  employer,  whether  an  individual,  copartnership,  or 
corporation,  which,  if  not  arbitrated,  would  involve  a  strike  or 
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lockout,  and  his  employes,  the  Board  shall)  upon  application, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter, 
visit,  if  necessary,  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  careful 
inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein 
who  may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what, 
if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either,  or 
both,*  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision 
thereof.  This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be 
recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to  be  kept  by  the  board. 

Sec.  3.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer, 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the 
business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their 
duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain  a 
concise  statement  of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a 
promise  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work,  without  any 
lockout  or  strike,  until  the  decision  of  said  Board,  which  must, 
if  possible,  be  made  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of  filing 
the  application.  Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  said  applica- 
tion, the  Chairman  of  said  Board  shall  cause  public  notice  to 
be  given  of  the  time  and  place  for  hearing.  Should  the  peti- 
tioners fail  to  keep  the  promise  made  therein,  the  Board  shall 
proceed  no  further  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  adverse  party.  And  the  party  violating  the  contract  shall 
pay  the  extra  cost  of  the  Board  entailed  thereby.  The  Board 
may  then  reopen  the  case  and  proceed  to  the  final  arbitration 
thereof  as  provided  in  section  two  hereof. 

Sec.  4.  The  decision  rendered  by  the  Board  shall  be  bind- 
ing upon  the  parties  who  join  in  the  application  for  six  months, 
or  until  either  party  has  given  the  other  a  written  notice  of  his 
intention  not  to  be  further  bound  by  the  conditions  thereof 
after  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  or  any  time  agreed  upon  hy 
the  parties,  which  agreement  shall  be  entered  as  a  part  of  the 
decision.  Said  notice  may  be  given  to  the  employes  by  post- 
ing a  notice  thereof  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or 
factory  where  they  work. 

Sec.  5.  Both  employers  and  employes  shall  have  the  right 
at  any  time  to  submit  to  the  Board  complaints  of  grievances 
and  ask  for  an  investigation  thereof.  The  Board  shall  decide 
whether  the  complaint  is  entitled  to  a  public  investigation,  and 
if  they  decide  in  the  aflirmative,  they  shall  proceed  to  hear  the 
testimony,  after  giving  notice  to  all  parties  concerned,  and 
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publish  the  result  of  their  investigations  as  soon  as  possible 
thereafter. 

Seo.  6.  The  arbitrators  hereby  created  shall  be  paid  five 
dollars  per  day  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  also  their 
necessary  traveling  and  other  expenses  incident  to  the  duties 
of  their  office  shall  be  paid  out  of  tbe  State  Treasuiy ;  but  the 
expenses  and  salaries  hereby  authorized  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  for  the  two  years. 

Sec.  7.  The  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  State  Treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  for  the  expenses  of  the  Board  for  the  first 
two  years  after  its  organization. 

Sec.  8.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.     [^Approved  March  10^  1891, 


NEW  JERSEY. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  amioabld  adjustment  of  griev- 
ances and  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
and  employees,  and  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  state 
board  of  arbitration. 

1.  Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey^  That  whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute 
of  any  nature  growing  out  of  the  relation  of  employer  and  em- 
ployee shall  arise  or  exist  between  employer  and  employees,  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  submit  all  matters  respecting  such  grievance  or 
dispute,  in  writing,  to  a  board  of  arbitrators,  to  hear,  adjudicate 
and  determine  the  same ;  said  board  shall  consist  of  five  per- 
sons ;  when  the  employees  concerned  in  any  such  grievance  or 
dispute  as  aforesaid  are  members  in  good  standing  of  any  labor 
organization,  which  is  represented  by  one  or  more  delegates  in 
a  central  body,  the  said  central  body  shall  have  power  to  desig- 
nate two  of  said  arbitrators ;  and  the  employer  shall  have  the 
power  to  designate  two  others  of  said  arbitrators,  and  the  said 
four  arbitrators  shall  designate  a  fifth  person  as  arbitrator,  who 
shall  be  chairman  of  the  board ;  in  case  the  employees  concerned 
in  any  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are  members  in 
good  standing  of  a  labor  organization  which  is  not  represented 
in  a  central  body,  then  the  organization  of  which  they  are 
members  shall  have  the  power  to  select  and  designate  two  arbi-

tratora  for  said  board,  and  said  board  shall  be  organized  as 
hereinbefore  provided ;  and  in  case  the  employees  concerned  in 
any  snch  grievance  or  dispate  as  aforesaid  are  not  members  of 
any  labor  oi'ganization,  then  a  majority  of  said  employees,  at  a 
meeting  dnly  held  for  that  purpose,  shall  designate  two  arbitra- 
tors for  said  board,  and  the  said  board  shall  be  organized  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

2.  And  be  it  en(ictedy  That  any  board  as  aforesaid  selected 
may  present  a  petition  to  the  county  judge  of  the  county  where 
such  grievances  or  disputes  to  be  arbitrated  may  arise,  signed 
by  at  least  a  majority  of  said  board,  setting  forth  in  brief  terms 
the  nature  of  the  grievance  or  dispute  between  the  parties  to 
said  arbitration,  and  praying  the  license  or  order  of  such  judge 
establishing  and  approving  said  board  of  arbitration ;  upon  the 
presentation  of  said  petition  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
judge  to  make  an  order  establishing  such  board  of  arbitration 
and  referring  the  matters  in  dispute  to  it  for  hearing,  adjudica- 
tion and  determination ;  the  said  petition  and  order  or  a  copy 
thereof  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in 
which  the  said  judge  resides. 

3.  And  be  U  enacted^  That  the  arbitrators  so  selected  shall 
sign  a  consent  to  act  as  such,  and  shall  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  before  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  to  faith- 
fully and  impartially  discharge  his  duties  as  such  arbitrator, 
which  consent  and  oath  shall  be  immediately  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  county  wherein  such  arbitrators  are  to  act ;  when 
the  said  board  is  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business,  it  shall 
select  one  of  its  members  to  act  as  secretary,  and  the  parties  to 
the  dispute  shall  receive  notice  of  a  time  and  place  of  hearing ; 
the  chairman  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  to  issue 
subpoenas  for  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  and  for  the 
attendance  of  witnesses,  to  the  same  extent  that  such  power  is 
possessed  by  the  courts  of  records  or  the  judges  thereof  in  this 
state ;  the  board  may  make  and  enforce  the  rules  for  its  gov- 
ernment and  transaction  of  the  business  before  it  and  fix  its 
sessions  and  adjournments,  and  shall  hear  and  examine  such 
witnesses  as  may  be  brought  before  the  board,  and  such  other 
proof  as  may  be  given  relative  to  the  matters  in  dispute. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  after  the  matter  has  been  fully 
heard,  the  said  board  or  a  majority  of  its  members  shall  within 
ten  days  render  a  decision  thereon,  in  writing,  signed  by  them, 
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giving  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the  natare  of  the 
decision  and  the  matters  adjudicated  and  determined;  such 
adjudication  and  determination  shall  be  a  settlement  of  the 
matter  referred  to  said  arbitrators,  unless  an  appeal  is  taken 
therefrom  as  hereinafter  provided  ;  the  adjudication  and  deter- 
mination shall  be  in  duplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county,  and  the  other  transmitted 
to  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  arbitration  hereinafter 
mentioned,  tc^ether  with  the  testimony  taken  before  said  board. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  when  the  said  board  shall  have 
rendered  its  adjudication  and  determination  its  powers  shall 
cease,  unless  there  may  be  in  existence  at  the  time  other  similar 
grievances  or  disputes  between  the  same  classes  of  persons  men- 
tioned in  section  one,  and  in  such  case  such  persons  may  submit 
their  differences  to  the  said  board,  which  shall  have  power  to 
act  and  adjudicate  and  determine  the  same  as  fully  as  if  said 
board  was  onginally  created  for  the  settlement  of  such  other 
difference  or  differences. 

6.  Ar^  he  it  enacted^  That  within  thirty  days  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act  the  governor  shall  appoint  a  state  board  of 
arbitration,  to  consist  of  three  competent  persons,  each  of  whom 
shall  bold  his  office  for  the  term  of  five  years ;  one  of  said  per- 
sons shall  be  selected  from  a  bona  fide  labor  organization  of  this 
state.  If  any  vacancy  happens,  by  resignation  or  otherwise, 
the  governor  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  appoint  an  arbitrator 
for  the  residue  of  the  term  ;  said  board  shall  have  a  secretary, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  and  hold  office  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  board  and  whose  duty  shall  be  to  keep  a  full  and  faith- 
ful record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  and  also  possession 
of  all  documents  and  testimony  forwarded  by  the  local  boards 
of  arbitration,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  said  board 
may  prescribe  ;  he  shall  have  power,  under  the  direction  of  the 
board,  to  issue  subpoenas,  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases  be- 
fore said  board,  to  call  for  and  examine  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  any  parties  to  the  controversy,  with  the  same 
authority  to  enforce  their  production  as  is  possessed  by  the 
courts  of  record,  or  the  judges  thereof,  in  this  state ;  said  arbi- 
trators of  said  state  board  and  the  clerk  thereof  shall  take  and 
subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of  office,  and  be  sworn  to  the 
due  and  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  same ;  an  office 
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shall  be  set  apart  in  the  capitol  by  the  person  having  charge 
thereof,  for  the  proper  and  convenient  transaction  of  the  busi- 
ness of  said  board. 

7.  And  be  it  enactedj  That  an  appeal  may  be  taken  from  the 
decision  of  any  local  board  of  arbitration  within  ten  days  after 
the  filing  of  its  adjudication  and  determination  of  any  case ;  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  state  board  of  arbitration  to  hear 
and  consider  appeals  from  the  decisions  of  local  boards  and 
promptly  to  proceed  to  the  investigation  of  such  cases,  and  the 
adjudication  and  determination  of  said  board  thereon  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive  in  the  premises  upon  all  parties  to  the  arbi- 
tration ;  such  adjudications  and  determinations  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing, and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  furnished  to  each  party ;  any 
two  of  the  state  board  of  arbitrators  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  may  hold  meetings  at  any 
time  or  place  within  the  state ;  examinations  or  investigations 
ordered  by  the  state  board  may  be  held  and  taken  by  and  before 
any  one  of  their  number  if  so  directed  ;  but  the  proceedings  and 
decision  of  any  single  arbitrator  shall  not  be  deemed  conclusive 
until  approved  by  the  board  or  a  majority  thereof ;  each  arbi- 
trator shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths. 

8.  And  be  it  enactedj  That  whenever  any  grievance  or  dis- 
pute of  any  nature  shall  arise  between  any  employer  and  his 
employees,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same 
directly  to  said  state  board  in  the  first  instance,  in  case  such 
parties  elect  to  do  so,  and  shall  jointly  notify  said  board  or  its 
clerk,  in  writing,  of  such  election ;  whenever  such  notification 
to  said  board  or  its  clerk  is  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
board  to  proceed,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality 
of  such  grievance  or  dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or 
causes  of  grievance  or  dispute ;  the  parties  to  the  grievance  or 
dispute  shall  thereupon  submit  to  said  board,  in  writing,  suc- 
cinctly, clearly  and  in  detail,  their  grievances  and  complaints, 
and  the  cause  or  causes  thereof,  and  severally  agree,  in  writing, 
to  submit  to  the  decision  of  said  board  as  to  matters  so  sub- 
mitted, and  a  promise  or  agreement  to  continue  on  in  business 
or  at  work,  withouii  a  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said 
board,  provided  it  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  after  the 
completion  of  the  investigation  ;  the  board  shall  thereupon  pro- 
ceed to  fully  investigate  and  inquire  into  the  matters  in  contro- 
versy, and  to  take  testimony  under  oath  in  relation  thereto, 
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and  shall  have  power  by  its  chairman  or  clerk,  to  administer 
oaths,  to  issne  snbpcenas  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  the 
production  of  books  and  papers,  to  the  same  extent  as  snch 
power  is  possessed  by  courts  of  record,  or  the  judges  thereof, 
in  this  State. 

9.  And  be  U  encuAed^  That  after  the  matter  has  been  fully 
heard,  the  said  board,  or  a  majority  of  its  members,  shall, 
within  ten  days,  render  a  decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed 
by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  stating  such  details  as  will 
clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  decision,  and  the  points  disposed 
of  by  them ;  the  decision  shall  be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of 
which  shall  be  filed  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  in  the  clerk's  office 
of  the  county  where  the  controversy  arose,  and  one  copy  shall 
be  served  on  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy. 

10.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  whenever  a  strike  or  lockout 
shall  occur  or  is  seriously  threatened  in  any  part  of  the  state, 
and  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  board,  it  shall  be  its 
duty,  and  it  is  hereby  directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practica- 
ble, to  the  locality  of  such  strike  or  lockout  and  put  itself  in 
communication  .with  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  and  en- 
deavor by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  of  such 
controversy;  and,  if  in  its  judgment  it  is  deemed  best,  to 
inquire  into  the  cause  of  the  controversy,  and  to  that  end  the 
board  is  hereby  authorized  to  subpoena  witnesses,  compel  their 
attendance,  and  send  for  persons  and  papers,  in  like  manner 
and  with  the  same  powers  as  it  is  authorized  to  do  by  section 
eight  of  this  act. 

11.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  the  fees  of  witnesses  of  afore- 
said state  board  shall  be  fifty  cents  for  each  day's  attendance 
and  four  cents  per  mile  traveled  by  the  nearest  route  in  getting 
to  or  returning  from  the  place  where  attendance  is  required  by 
the  board ;  all  subpoenas  shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of 
the  board  and  may  be  served  by  any  person  of  full  age,  author- 
ized by  the  board  to  serve  the  same. 

12.  Aiid  he  it  ena^cted^  That  said  board  shall  annually  report 
to  the  legislature,  and  shall  include  in  their  report  such  state- 
ments, facts  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  working 
of  the  board,  and  such  suggestions  with  regard  to  legislation  as 
may  seem  to  them  conducive  to  harmonizing  the  relations  of 
and  disputes  between  employers  and  employees,  and  the  im- 
provement of  the  present  system  of  production  by  labor. 
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13.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  each  arbitrator  of  the  state 
board  and  the  secretary  thereof  shall  receive  ten  dollars  for 
each  and  every  day  actually  employed  in  the  perfoimanoe  of 
his  duties  herein  and  actual  expenses  incurred,  including  such 
rates  of  mileage  as  are  now  provided  by  law,  payable  by  the 
state  treasurer  on  duly  approved  vouchers. 

14.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  whenever  the  term  ^^  employer'* 
or  ^'employers"  is  used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include 
**  firm,"  '*  joint  stock  association,"  "  company,"  "  corporation," 
or  ^'  individual  and  individuals,"  as  fully  as  if  each  of  said 
terms  was  expressed  in  each  place. 

15.  And  be  it  ena4Uedy  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately.   ^Approved  March  24, 1892.    P.  2/.,  Chap.  137. 


A  Supplement  to  an  aot  entitled  **  An  act  to  provide  for 
the  amioable  acynstment  of  grievances  and  disputes 
that  may  arise  between  employers  and  employees,  and 
to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  state  board  of  arbitra- 
tion," approved  Maroh  twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-two,  and  to  end  the  term  of  offloe  of  any 
person  or  persons  appointed  under  this  act. 

1.  Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  ChneraJi  AsscT/My  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  That  Samuel  S.  Sherwood,  William  M. 
Doughty,  James  Martin,  Charles  A.  Houston,  Joseph  L.  Moore 
be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  board  of  arbitration,  each 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  approval  of  this 
supplement,  and  that  each  arbitrator  herein  named  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  in  lien 
of  all  fees,  per  diem  compensation  and  mileage,  and  one  of  said 
arbitrators  shall  be  chosen  by  said  arbitrators  as  the  secretary 
of  said  board,  and  he  shall  receive  an  additional  compensation 
of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  the  salaries  herein  stated  to 
be  payable  out  of  moneys  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  case  of  death,  resignation  or 
incapacity  of  any  member  of  the  board,  the  governor  shall 
appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  an 
arbitrator  to  fill  the  unexpii*ed  term  of  such  arbitrator  or  arbi- 
trators so  dying,  resigning  or  becoming  incapacitated. 

8.    And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  term  of  ofllce  of  the  arbitra- 
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tors  now  acting  as  a  board  of  arbitrators,  shall,  upon  the  passage 
of  this  supplement,  cease  and  terminate,  and  the  persons  named 
in  this  supplement  as  the  board  of  arbitrators  shall  immediately 
succeed  to  and  become  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  board  of  arbitrators  now  acting  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  which  this  act  is  a  supplement. 

4.  And  be  it  enactedy  That  after  the  expiration  of  the  terms 
of  office  of  the  persons  named  in  this  supplement,  the  governor 
shall  appoint  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate 
their  successor  for  the  length  of  term  and  at  the  salary  named 
in  the  first  section  of  this  supplement. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately.    [Approved  March  25^  1896.    P.  X.,  Chap.  341. 


OHIO. 


On  March  14, 1898,  Ohio  adopted  a  law  providing  for  a  State 
board  of  arbitration.  The  statute,  as  amended  May  21,  1894, 
and  April  27,  1896,  is  as  follows :  — 

An  Aot  to  provide  for  a  state  board  of  arbitration  for  the 
settlement  of  diflbrenoes  between  employers  and  their 
employes  and  to  repeal  an  aot  entitled  *'An  aot  to 
anthorlBe  the  creation  and  to  provide  for  the  operation 
of  tribunals  of  voluntary  arbitration,  to  adjust  in- 
dustrial disputes  between  employers  and  employes," 
passed  Feb.  10, 1886. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  OhiOy  That  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  the  governor  of  the  state,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  three  competent  persons  to 
serve  as  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  pro\ided.  One  of  them  shall  be  an  em- 
ployer or  selected  from  some  association  representing  employ- 
ers of  labor,  one  of  them  shall  be  an  employe  or  an  employe 
selected  from  some  labor  organization  and  not  an  employer  of 
labor,  and  the  third  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  other  two ;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  two  ap- 
pointed do  not  agree  on  the  third  man  at  the  expiration  of 
thirty  days,  he  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor ;  and  pro- 
vided, also,  that  appointments  made  when  the  senate  is  not  in 
session  may  be  confirmed  at  the  next  ensuing  session* 
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Section  2.  One  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  and  one  for  three  years,  and  all  appointments  thereafter 
shall  be  for  three  years  or  until  their  respective  successors  are 
appointed  in  the  manner  above  provided.  If,  for  any  reason 
a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  governor  shall,  in  the  same 
manner,  appoint  some  person  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term, 
and  he  may  remove  any  member  of  said  board. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  his  ofl9ce,  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  dis- 
charge thereof.  They  shall  oi^anize  at  once  by  the  choice  of 
one  of  their  number  as  chairman,  and  one  of  their  number  as 
secretary.  The  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its  organ- 
ization, establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be  approved 
by  the  governor. 

Section  4.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  in- 
volving questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  or  action  in 
any  court  of  the  state  exists  between  an  employer  (whether  an 
individual,  copartnership  or  corporation)  and  his  employes,  if, 
at  the  time  he  employs  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business  in  this  state,  the  board  shall,  upon 
application  as  hereinafter  provided  and  as  soon  as  practical 
thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  careful  in- 
quiry into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein 
who  may  come,  or  be  subpoenaed  before  them,  advise  the  re- 
spective parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted 
to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute.  The  term  employer 
in  this  act  includes  several  employers  co-operating  with  respect 
to  any  such  controversy  or  difference,  and  the  term  employes 
includes  aggregations  of  employes  of  several  employers  so  co- 
operating. And  where  any  strike  or  lock-out  extends  to  several 
counties,  the  expenses  incurred  under  this  act  are  not  payable  out 
of  the  state  treasury,  shall  be  apportioned  among  and  paid  by 
such  counties  as  said  board  may  deem  equitable  and  may  direct. 

Section  5.  Such  mediation  having  failed  to  bring  about  an 
adjustment  of  the  said  differences,  the  board  shall  immediately 
make  out  a  written  decision  thereon.  This  decision  shall  at  once 
be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to 
be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement 
thereof  published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for, 
and  the  said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city  or  county  where  said  business  is  carried  on.

Section  6.  Said  application  for  arbitration  and  conciliation 
to  said  board  can  be  made  by  either  or  both  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy ;  and  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective  instances  by  said 
employer  or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of 
the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  the 
duly  authorized  agent  of  either  or  both  parties.  When  an  appli- 
cation is  signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of 
such  employes,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such  agent  is 
duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes,  but  the 
names  of  the  employes  giving  such  authority  shall  be  kept  secret 
by  said  board. 

Section  7.  Said  application  shall  contain  a  concise  statement 
of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in 
business  or  at  work  in  the  same  manner  as  at  the  time  of  the 
application,  without  any  lock-out  or  strike,  until  the  decision  of 
said  board,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  ten  days  of  the  date  of 
filing  said  application  ;  provided,  a  joint  application  may  con- 
tain a  stipulation  that  the  decision  of  the  board  under  such  joint 
application  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  to  the  extent  so 
stipulated,  and  such  decision  to  such  extent  may  be  made  and 
enforced  as  a  rule  of  court  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
county  from  which  such  joint  application  comes,  as  upon  a 
statutory  award. 

Section  8.  As  soon  as  may  be,  after  the  receipt  of  said  appli- 
cation, the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  therein,  but  public 
notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  controversy 
join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written  request 
that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  is  made, 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such  manner  as 
the  board  may  order,  and  the  boai-d  may,  at  any  stage  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, cause  public  notice  to  be  given,  notwithstanding  such 
request.  Should  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to  perform  the 
promise  made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall  proceed  no 
further  therein  without  the  written  consent  of  the  adverse 
party. 

Section  9.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  subpoena  as  wit- 
nesses any  operative  in  the  department  of  business  affected,  or 
other  persons  shown  by  affidavit,  on  belief,  or  otherwise,  to  have 
knowledge  of  the  matters  in  controversy  or  dispute,  and  any 
who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  such  departments,  and 
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examine  them  under  oath  touching  such  matters,  and  to  require 
the  production  of  books  or  papers  containing  the  record  of  wages 
earned  or  paid.  Subpoenas  may  be  signed  and  oaths  admin- 
istered by  any  member  of  the  board.  A  subpoena  or  any  notice 
may  be  delivered  or  sent  to  any  sheriff,  constable  or  police 
officer,  who  shall  forthwith  serve  or  post  the  same,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  make  due  return  thereof  according  to  directions, 
and  for  such  service  he  shall  receive  the  fees  allowed  by  law  in 
similar  cases,  payable  from  the  treasurer  of  the  county  wherein 
the  controversy  to  be  arbitrated  exists,  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
county  auditor,  issued  on  the  certificate  of  the  board  that  such 
fees  are  correct  and  due.  And  the  board  shall  have  the  same 
power  and  authority  to  maintain  and  enforce  order  at  its  hear- 
ings and  obedience  to  its  writs  of  subpoena  as  by  law  conferred 
on  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  like  purposes. 

Section  10.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference,  as 
described  in  section  4  of  this  act,  may  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute, in  writing,  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation ; 
such  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer 
may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employes  or  their  duly 
authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators  so  designated 
may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board. 

Section  1 1 .  Such  local  board  of  arbitration  shall,  in  respect 
to  the  matters  referred  to  it,  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
which  the  state  board  might  have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision 
shall  have  whatever  binding  effect  may  be  agreed  by  the  parties 
to  the  controversy  in  the  written  submission.  The  jurisdiction 
of  such  local  board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters 
submitted  to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and 
assistance  of  the  state  board.  The  decision  of  said  board  shall 
be  rendered  within  ten  days  of  the  close  of  any  hearing  held 
by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
city  or  county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  arose,  and 
a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  state  board. 

Section  12.  Each  of  such  arbitrators  of  such  a  local  board 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  or 
county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference,  that  is  the  sub- 
ject of  the  arbitrators  exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  in 
writing  by  the  city  council  or  the  administrative  board  of  such 
city  or  board  of  county  commissioners  of  such  count}^  the  sum 
of  three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  not  exceeding 
ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration. 
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Section  13.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  a  mayor  or 
probate  jadge  in  this  state  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously 
threatened,  or  has  actually  occurred,  in  his  vicinity,  he  shall  at 
once  notify  the  state  board  of  the  fact,  giving  the  name  and 
location  of  the  employer,  the  nature  of  the  trouble,  and  the 
number  of  employes  involved,  so  far  as  his  information  will 
enable  him  to  do  so.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  state  board,  either  by  such  notice  or  otherwise,  that  a 
strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened,  or  has  actually  oc- 
curred, in  this  state,  involving  an  employer  and  his  present  or 
past  employes,  if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or,  up  to  the 
occurrence  of  the  strike  or  lockout,  was  employing  not  less 
than  twenty-live  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in 
the  state,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  to  put  itself  in 
communication,  as  soon  as  may  be,  with  such  employer  and 
employes. 

Section  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  in  the 
above  described  cases  to  endeavor,  by  mediation  or  conciliation, 
to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  or,  if  that  seems 
impracticable,  to  endeavor  to  persuade  them  to  submit  the  mat- 
ters in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation, 
as  above  provided,  or  to  the  state  board ;  and  said  board  may, 
if  it  deem  it  advisable,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such 
controversy  and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  respon- 
sible or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  continuance  of  the 
same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a  report  finding  such  cause 
or  causes,  and  assigning  such  responsibility  or  blame.  The 
board  shall  have  the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes 
as  are  given  it  by  section  9  of  this  act ;  provided,  if  neither  a 
settlement  nor  an  arbitration  be  had  because  of  the  opposition 
thereto  of  one  party  to  the  controversy,  such  investigation  and 
publication  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  other  pai-ty,  be  had. 
And  the  expense  of  any  publication  under  this  act  shall  be 
certified  and  paid  as  provided  therein  for  payment  of  fees. 

Section  15.  Witnesses  summoned  by  the  state  board  shall 
be  allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the 
further  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in 
excess  of  two  hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents  a  mile  for 
travel  each  way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment  or 
business  to  the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each  wit- 
ness shall  state  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and  attend- 
ance, and  said  state  board  shall  certify  the  amount  due  each 
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witness  to  the  aaditor  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or 
difference  exists,  who  shall  issue  his  warrant  upon  the  treasuiy 
of  said  county  for  the  said  amount. 

Sbction  16.  The  said  state  board  shall  make  a  yearly  re- 
port to  the  governor  and  legislature,  and  shall  include  therein 
such  statements,  facts  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the 
actual  workings  of  the  board,  and  such  suggestions  as  to  legis- 
lation as  may  seem  to  the  members  of  the  board  conducive  to 
the  friendly  relations  of,  and  to  the  speedy  and  satisfactory  ad- 
justment of  disputes  between  employers  and  employes. 

Section  17.  The  members  of  said  board  of  arbitration  and 
conciliation  hereby  created  shall  each  be  paid  five  dollars  a  day 
for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  their  necessary  traveling  and 
other  expenses.  The  chairman  of  the  board  shall,  quarterly, 
ceilify  the  amount  due  each  member  and  on  presentation  of  his 
certificate  the  auditor  of  state  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
treasury  of  the  state  for  the  amount.  When  the  state  board 
meets  at  the  capitol  of  the  state,  the  adjutant  general  shall  pro- 
vide rooms  suitable  for  such  meeting. 

Section  18.  That  an  act  entitied  ^*  An  act  to  authorize  the 
creation  and  to  provide  for  the  operation  of  tribunals  of  volun- 
tary arbitration  to  adjust  industrial  disputes  between  employers 
and  employes,"  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  state,  passed 
February  10,  1895,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage. 


LOUISIANA. 

[No.  139.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  for  the 
settlement  of  difEldrences  between  employers  and  em- 
ployees. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  that  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  the  Governor  of  the  State,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  five  competent  persons  to  serve  as 
a  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  in  the  manner  herein- 
after provided.  Two  of  them  shall  be  employers,  selected  or 
recommended  by  some  association  or  Board  representing  em- 
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ployers  of  labor ;  two  of  them  shall  be  employees,  selected  or 
recommended  by  the  various  labor  organizations,  and  not  an 
employer  of  labor,  and  the  fifth  shall  be  appointed  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  other  f oar ;  provided  however,  that  if 
the  four  appointed  do  not  agree  on  the  fifth  man  at  the  expira- 
tion of  thirty  days,  he  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor ;  pro- 
vided, also,  that  if  the  employers  or  employees  fail  to  make 
their  recommendation  as  herein  provided  within  thirty  days, 
then  the  Governor  shall  make  said  appointments  in  accordance 
with  the  spirit  and  intent  of  this  Act ;  said  appointments,  if 
made  when  the  Senate  is  not  in  session,  may  be  confirmed  at 
the  next  ensuing  session. 

Sec.  2.  Two  shall  be  appointed  for  two  years,  two  for  three 
years,  and  one,  the  fifth  member,  for  four  years,  and  all  appoint- 
ments thereafter  shall  be  for  four  years,  or  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  in  the  manner  above  provided.  If,  for  any  rea- 
son, a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall  in  the  same 
manner  appoint  some  person  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  8.  Each  member  of  said  Board  shall  before  entering 
npon  the  duties  of  his  ofi^ce,  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge 
thereof.  They  shall  organize  at  once  by  the  choice  of  one  of 
their  number  as  chairman  and  one  of  their  number  as  secretary. 
The  Board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its  organization, 
establish  rules  of  procedure. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  involv- 
ing questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  or  action  in  any 
court  of  the  State,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  in- 
dividual, copartnership  or  corporation,  and  his  employees,  if  at 
the  time  he  employs  not  less  than  twenty  persons  in  the  same 
general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  parish  of  this  State,  the 
board  shall,  upon  application  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  as 
soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute 
and  make  careful  inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  ail  per- 
sons interested  therein  who  may  come  before  tbem,  and  advise 
the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or 
submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute. 

Sbc.  5.  Such  mediation  having  failed  to  bring  about  an  ad- 
justment of  the  said  differences,  the  Board  shall  immediately 
make  out  a  written  decision  thereon.  This  decision  shall  at  once 
be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to 
be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement 
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thereof  published  in  the  annaal  report  hereinafter  provided  for, 
and  the  said  Board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  court  of  the  city  or  parish  where  said  business 
is  canied  on. 

Sec.  6.  Said  application  for  arbitration  and  conciliation  to 
said  Board  can  be  made  by  either  or  both  parties  to  the  contro- 
veray,  and  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective  instances  by  said 
employer  or  by  a  majority  of  the  employees  in  the  department 
of  the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or 
the  duly  authorized  i^ent  of  either  or  both  parties.  When  an 
application  is  signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  ma- 
jority of  such  employees,  the  Board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such 
agent  is  duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employees, 
but  the  names  of  the  employees  giving  authority  shall  be  kept 
secret  by  said  board. 

Sec.  7.  Said  application  shall  contain  a  concise  statement 
of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on 
in  business  or  at  work  in  the  same  manner  as  at  the  time  of  the 
application  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of 
said  Board,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  ten  days  of  the  date  of 
filing  said  application. 

Sec.  8.  As  soon  as  maybe  after  the  receipt  of  said  applica- 
tion, the  secretary  of  said  Board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  therein,  but  public 
notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  join  in  the  applica- 
tion and  present  therewith  a  written  request  that  no  public  notice 
be  given.  When  such  request  is  made,  notice  shall  be  given  to 
the  parties  interested  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  may  oixler, 
and  the  Board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause 
public  notice  to  be  given,  notwithstanding  such  request.  Should 
the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to  perform  the  promise  made  in 
said  application,  the  Board  shall  proceed  no  further  therein  until 
said  petitioner  or  petitioners  have  complied  with  every  order  and 
requirement  of  the  Board. 

,  Sec.  9.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  summon  as  witnesses 
any  operative  in  the  department  of  the  business  affected,  and  any 
person  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those  depart- 
ments, and  examine  them  under  oath,  and  to  require  the  pro- 
duction of  books  and  papers  containing  the  record  of  wages 
earned  or  paid.  Summons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  adminis- 
tered by  any  member  of  the  Board.     The  Board  shall  have  the 
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right  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesees  or  the  production 
of  papers. 

Seo.  10.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  Mayor  of  a 
city  or  the  jadge  of  any  District  Court  in  any  parish,  other  than 
the  parish  of  Orleans,  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threat- 
ened or  actually  occurs,  the  Mayor  of  such  city  or  judge  of  the 
District  Court  of  such  parish  shall  at  once  notify  the  Stale 
Board  of  the  fact.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  State  Board,  either  by  the  notice  of  the  Mayor  of  a  city 
or  the  judge  of  the  District  Court  of  the  parish,  as  provided  in 
the  preceding  part  of  this  section,  or  otherwise,  that  a  lockout 
or  strike  is  seriously  threatened,  or  has  actually  occuiTed,  in  any 
city  or  parish  of  this  State,  involving  an  employer  and  his  pres- 
ent or  past  employees,  if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or  up  to 
the  occurrence  of  a  strike  or  lockout  was  employing  not  less 
than  twenty  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any 
city  or  parish  in  the  State,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State 
Board  to  put  itself  in  communication  as  soon  as  may  be  with 
such  employer  and  employees. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  in  the  above- 
described  cases  to  endeavor,  by  mediation  or  conciliation,  to 
effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  and  to  endeavor  to 
persuade  them,  provided  a  strike  or  lockout  has  not  actually 
occurred  or  is  not  then  continuing,  to  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute to  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation ;  and 
the  State  Board  shall,  whether  the  same  be  mutually  submitted 
to  them  or  not,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  contro- 
versy, and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible 
or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  continuance  of  the  same, 
and  shall  make  and  publish  a  report  finding  such  cause  or  causes 
and  assigning  such  responsibility  or  blame.  The  Board  shall 
have  the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes  as  are  given  it 
by  Section  9  of  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  The  said  State  Board  shall  make  a  biennial  report 
to  the  Governor  and  Legislature,  and  shall  include  therein  such 
statements,  facts  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual 
workings  of  the  Board,  and  such  suggestions  as  to  legislation  as 
may  seem  to  the  members  of  the  board  conducive  to  the  rela- 
tions of  and  disputes  between  employers  and  employees. 

Sec.  13.  The  members  of  said  State  Board  of  Arbitration 
and  conciliation,  hereby  created,  shall  each  be  paid  five  dollars  a 
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day  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  their  necessary  traveling 
and  other  expenses.  The  chairman  of  the  Board  shall  quarterly 
certify  the  amount  due  each  member,  and,  on  presentation  of 
his  certificate  the  Auditor  of  the  State  shall  draw  his  warrant 
on  the  Treasury  of  the  State  for  the  amount. 

Sec.  14.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.     ^Approved  July  12^  1894. 


WISCONSIN. 

[Chaftbs  364.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and 
conciliation  for  the  settlement  of  differenoes  between 
employers  and  their  employes. 

The  people  of  the  stale  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate  and  assem- 

bly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  governor  of  the  state  shall  within  sixty 
days  after  the  passage  and  publication  of  this  act  appoint  three 
competent  peraons  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  to  serve 
as  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation.  One  of  such 
board  shall  be  an  employer,  or  selected  from  some  association 
representing  employers  of  labor;  one  shall  be  selected  from 
some  labor  organization  and  not  an  employer  of  labor ;  and  the 
third  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other 
two;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  two  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernor as  herein  provided  do  not  agree  upon  the  third  member 
of  such  board  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  the  governor 
shall  appoint  such  third  member.  The  members  of  said  board 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time  the 
governor  shall  appoint  a  member  of  such  board  to  serve  out  the 
unexpired  term,  and  he  may  remove  any  member  of  said  board. 
Each  member  of  such  board  shall  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office  be  sworn  to  support  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  the  constitutioh  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  and 
to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office.  Said  board  shall 
at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number  as  chair- 
man and  another  as  secretary. 

Section  2.  Said  board  shall  as  soon  as  possible  after  its 
organization  establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  governor  and  attorney-general. 
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Section  8.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  the 
sabject  of  litigation  in  the  courts  of  this  state  exists  between 
an  employer,  whether  an  individual,  co-partnership  or  coi*pora- 
tion,  and  his  employes,  if  at  the  time  he  employs  not  less  than 
twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any 
city,  village  or  town  in  this  state,  said  board  shall  upon  appli- 
cation as  hereinafter  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  there- 
after, visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  careful  inquiry 
into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who 
may  come  before  them,  advise  the  i*espective  parties  what,  (if 
anything,)  should  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to 
adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision  thereof.  This 
decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be  published  in 
two  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  locality  of  such  dis- 
pute, shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to  be  kept 
by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  succinct  statement  thereof 
published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and 
said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such  decision  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city,  village  or  town  where  said  business  is 
earned  on. 

Section  4.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  em- 
ployer, or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of 
the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or 
their  duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  con- 
tain a  concise  statement  of  the  grievances  complained  of  and 
a  promise  and  agreement  to  continue  in  business  or  at  work 
without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said  board  ; 
provided,  however,  that  said  board  shall  render  its  decision 
within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  filing  such  application.  As 
soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  said  application  the  secre- 
tary of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be  given  of  the 
time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereof  ;  but  public  notice  need 
not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  controversy  join  in  the 
application  and  request  in  writing  that  no  public  notice  be 
given.  When  notice  has  been  given  as  aforesaid  the  board 
may  in  its  discretion  appoint  two  expert  assistants  to  the  board, 
one  to  be  nominated  by  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy ; 
provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  board  from  appointing  such  other  additional  expert  assist- 
ants as  they  may  deem  necessary.  Such  expert  assistants  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty,  such  oath  to 
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be  administered  by  any  member  of  the  board.  Should  the  peti- 
tioner, or  petitioners,  fail  to  perform  the  promise  and  agree- 
ment made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall  proceed  no 
farther  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  of  the  adverse 
party.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  subpoena  as  witnesses 
any  operative  in  the  departments  of  business  affected  by  the 
matter  in  controversy,  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of 
wages  earned  in  such  departments  and  to  examine  them  under 
oath,  and  to  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the 
record  of  wages  paid.  Subpoenas  may  be  signed  and  oaths  ad- 
ministered by  any  member  of  the  board. 

Section  5.  The  decision  of  the  board  herein  provided  for 
shall  be  open  to  public  inspection,  shall  be  published  in  a  bien- 
nial report  to  be  made  to  the  governor  of  the  state  with  such 
recommendations  as  the  board  may  deem  proper,  and  shall  be 
printed  and  distributed  according  to  the  provisions  governing 
the  printing  and  distributing  of  other  state  reports. 

Section  6.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties 
who  Join  in  said  application  for  six  months,  or  until  either  party 
has  given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  not  to  be 
bound  by  such  decision  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  sixty 
days  from  the  date  of  said  notice.  Said  notice  may  be  given 
by  serving  the  same  upon  the  employer  or  his  representative, 
and  by  seiving  the  same  upon  the  employes  by  posting  the  same 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop,  factory,  yard  or  upon 
the  premises  where  they  work. 

Section  7.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as 
described  in  section  3  of  this  act  may  submit  the  matters  in 
dispute  in  writing  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion; said  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon  or  the 
employer  may  designate  one  of  such  arbitrators,  the  employes 
or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators 
so  designated  may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of 
such  local  board ;  such  board  shall  in  respect  to  the  matters  re- 
ferred to  it  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state 
board  might  have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  such 
binding  effect  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy in  the  written  submission.  The  jurisdiction  of  such 
local  board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters  sub- 
mitted to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assist- 
ance of  the  state  board.     Such  local  board  shall  render  its  de- 
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cision  in  writing  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  any  hearing 
held  by  it,  and  shall  file  a  copy  thereof  with  the  secretary  of 
the  state  board.  Each  of  such  local  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  treasurer  of  the  city,  village  or  town  in 
which  the  controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  arbi- 
tration exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  in  writing  by  the 
mayor  of  such  city,  the  board  of  trustees  of  such  village,  or  the 
town  board  of  such  town,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  each  day 
of  actual  service  not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration. 

Section  8.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  a 
city,  the  village  board  of  a  village,  or  the  town  board  of  a  town, 
that  a  strike  or  lockout  such  as  is  described  in  section  9,  of  this 
act,  is  seriously  threatened  or  actually  occurs,  the  mayor  of 
such  city,  or  the  village  board  of  such  village,  or  the  town  board 
of  such  town,  shall  at  once  notify  the  state  board  of  such  facts, 
together  with  such  information  as  may  be  available. 

Section  9.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
state  board  by  notice  as  herein  provided,  or  otheiwise,  that  a 
strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened,  or  has  actually  occurred, 
which  threatens  to  or  does  involve  the  business  interests  of  any 
city,  village  or  town  of  this  state,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
state  board  to  investigate  the  same  as  soon  as  may  be  and  en- 
deavor by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between 
employers  and  employes,  and  endeavor  to  persuade  them,  pro- 
vided a  strike  or  lockout  has  not  actually  occurred  or  is  not 
then  continuing,  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  a  local 
board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  as  herein  provided  for,  or 
to  the  state  board.  Said  state  board  may  if  it  deems  advisable 
investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  controversy,  ascertain 
which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy  for 
the  existence  or  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may  make  and 
publish  a  report  finding  such  cause  or  causes  and  assigning  such 
responsibility  or  blame. 

Section  10.  Witnesses  subpoenaed  by  the  state  board  shall 
be  allowed  for  their  attendance  and  travel  the  same  fees  as  are 
allowed  to  witnesses  in  the  circuit  courts  of  this  state.  Each 
witness  shall  certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and 
attendance,  and  the  amount  due  him  upon  approval  by  the 
board  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury. 

Section  11.  The  members  of  the  state  board  shall  receive 
the  actual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  the  per- 
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formance  of  their  duties  ander  this  act,  and  the  further  sam  of 
five  dollars  a  day  each  for  the  number  of  days  actually  and 
necessarily  spent  by  them,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  state 
treasuiy. 

Section  12.  The  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  publication.  [^Approved  April  19^ 
1895.    Published  May  3, 1895. 


MINNESOTA, 

[Chapter  170  ] 

An  Aot  to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  difTerences  between 
employers  and  employes,  and  to  authorize  the  creation 
of  boards  of  arbitration  and  oonoiliation,  and  to  appro- 
priate money  for  the  maintenance  thereof. 

Be  it  encLcted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota : 

Section  1.  That  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  the  governor  shall,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate,  appoint  a  state  board  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation,  consisting  of  three  competent  persons,  who 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  On  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  1897  and  thereafter  biennially,  the 
governor,  by  and  with  like  advice  and  consent,  shall  appoint 
said  board,  who  shall  be  constituted  as  follows;  One  of  them 
shall  be  an  employer  of  labor,  one  of  them  shall  be  a  member 
selected  from  some  bona  fide  trade  union  and  not  an  employer 
of  labor,  and  who  may  be  chosen  from  a  list  submitted  by  one 
or  more  trade  and  labor  assemblies  in  the  State,  and  the  third 
shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other  two 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  be  neither  an  employe,  or 
an  employer  of  skilled  labor ;  provided  —  however,  that  if  the 
two  first  appointed  do  not  agree  in  nominating  one  or  more 
persons  to  act  as  the  third  member  before  the  expiration  of  ten 
(10)  days,  the  appointment  shall  then  be  made  by  tiie  governor 
without  such  recommendation.  ShouVl  a  vacancy  occur  at  any 
time,  the  governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint  some  one 
having  the  same  qualifications  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term, 
and  he  may  also  remove  any  member  of  said  board. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  their 
appointment,  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  members  as 
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preBident  and  another  as  secretary,  and  establish,  sabjcct  to 
the  approval  of  the  governor,  such  rules  of  procedure  as  may 
seem  advisable. 

Sec.  3.  That  whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  arises, 
relating  to  the  conditions  of  employment  or  rates  of  wages  be- 
tween any  employer,  whether  an  individual,  a  copartnership  or 
corporation,  and  whether  resident  or  non-resident,  and  his  or  their 
employes,  if  at  the  time  he  or  it  employs  not  less  than  ten  (10) 
persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  in 
this  state,  the  board  shall,  upon  application,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the 
dispute  and  make  a  careful  inquiry  into  the  causes  thereof,  hear 
all  persons  interested  therein  who  may  come  before  them,  advise 
the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  submitted 
to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  within  ten  days 
after  said  inquiiy  make  a  written  decision  thereon.  This  deci- 
sion shall  at  once  be  made  public  and  a  short  statement  thereof 
published  in  a  biennial  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the 
said  board  shall  also  cause  a  copy  of  said  decision  to  be  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  where  said 
business  is  carried  on. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  em- 
ployer or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of 
the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or 
their  duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain 
a  concise  statement  of  the  gi*icvance  alleged,  and  shall  be  verified 
by  at  least  one  of  the  signers.  When  an  application  is  signed 
by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of  such  employes, 
the  board  shall,  before  proceeding  further,  satisfy  itself  that  such 
agent  is  duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes, 
but  the  names  of  the  employes  giving  such  authority  shall  be 
kept  secret  by  said  board.  Within  three  days  after  the  receipt 
of  said  application  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public 
notice  to  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  where  said  hearing 
shall  be  held.  But  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both 
parties  to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  present 
therewith  a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given. 
When  such  request  is  made  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties 
interested  in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order ;  and  the 
board  may  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings  cause  public  notice 
to  be  given  notwithstanding  such  request. 
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Sec.  5.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  sammon  as  wit- 
nesses any  clerk,  agent  or  employe  in  the  departments  of  the 
business  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those  de- 
partments, and  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the 
records  of  wages  paid.  Summons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  ad- 
ministered by  any  member  of  the  board.  Witnesses  summoned 
before  the  board  shall  be  paid  by  the  board  the  same  witness 
fees  as  witnesses  before  a  district  court. 

Sec.  6.  That  upon  the  receipt  of  an  application,  after  notice 
has  been  given  as  aforesaid,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before 
provided,  and  render  a  written  decision  which  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  and  shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the 
board  and  published  at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  a  biennial 
report  which  shall  be  made  to  the  legislature  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year  in  which  the  legislature 
is  in  regular  session. 

Sec.  7.  In  all  cases  where  the  application  is  mutual,  the  de- 
cision shall  provide  that  the  same  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
parties  concerned  in  said  controversy  or  dispute  for  six  months, 
or  until  sixty  days  after  either  party  has  given  the  other  notice 
in  writing  of  his  or  their  intention  not  to  be  bound  by  the  same. 
Such  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employes  by  posting  the  same 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop,  factory  or  place  of 
employment. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  said 
board,  either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city,  the  county  com- 
missioners, the  president  of  a  chamber  of  commerce  or  other  rep- 
resentative body,  the  president  of  the  central  labor  council  or 
assembly,  or  any  five  reputable  citizens,  or  otherwise,  that  what 
is  commonly  known  as  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened 
or  has  actually  occurred,  in  any  city  or  town  of  the  state,  involv- 
ing an  employer  and  his  or  its  present  or  past  employes,  if  at  the 
time  such  employer  is  employing,  or  up  to  the  occurrence  of  the 
strike  or  lockout  was  employing,  not  less  than  ten  persons  in 
the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  in  this  State, 
and  said  board  shall  be  satisfied  that  such  information  is  cor- 
rect, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board,  within  three  days  there- 
after, to  put  themselves  in  communication  with  such  employer 
and  employes  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable 
settlement  between  them,  or  to  persuade  them  to  submit  the 
matter  in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
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tion,  as  hereinafter  provided,  or  to  said  state  board,  and  the  said 
State  board  may  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  contro- 
versy and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible 
for  the  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a 
report  assigning  such  responsibility.  The  said  board  shall  have 
the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  pui*poses  as  are  given  them 
by  sections  three  and  four  of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference,  as  spec- 
ified in  this  act,  may  submit  the  matter  in  dispute  in  writing  to  a 
local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation ;  such  boai*d  may  either 
be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer  may  designate  one  of 
the  arbiters,  the  employes  or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another, 
and  the  two  arbiters  so  designated  may  choose  a  third,  who  shall 
also  be  chairman  of  the  board.  Each  arbiter  so  selected  shall 
sign  a  consent  to  act  as  such,  and  shall  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  before  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  to  faithfully 
and  impartially  discharge  his  duty  as  such  arbiter,  which  con- 
sent and  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  dis- 
trict court  of  the  county  where  such  dispute  arises.  Such  board 
shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to  them,  have  and 
exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might  have  and 
exercise,  and  their  decisions  shall  have  whatever  binding  effect 
may  be  ageed  to  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  in  the  written 
submission.  Vacancies  in  such  local  boai*ds  may  be  filled  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  regular  appointments  are  made.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  state  board  to  aid  and  assist  in  the  forma- 
tion of  such  local  boards  throughout  the  state  in  advance  of  any 
strike  or  lockout,  whenever  and  wherever  in  their  judgment  the 
formation  of  such  local  boards  will  have  a  tendency  to  prevent 
or  allay  the  occurrence  thereof.  The  jurisdiction  of  such  local 
boards  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to 
them ;  but  they  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assistance 
of  the  state  board.  The  decisions  of  such  local  boaixls  shall  be 
rendered  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  any  hearing  held 
before  them ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be  filed  with  the  clerk 
of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  controverey 
arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  state  board. 

Sec.  10.  Each  member  of  said  State  board  shall  receive  as 
compensation  five  ($5)  dollars  a  day,  including  mileage,  for 
each  and  every  day  actually  employed  in  the  performance  of 
the  duties  provided  for  by  this  act ;  such  compensation  shall  be 
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paid  by  the  state  treasarer  on  duly  detailed  vouchere  approved 
by  said  board  and  by  the  governor. 

Sec.  11.  The  said  board,  in  their  biennial  reports  to  the  leg- 
islature, shall  include  such  statements,  facts  and  explanations  as 
will  disclose  the  actual  workings  of  the  board  and  such  sugges- 
tions with  regard  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  them  conducive 
to  harmonizing  the  relations  of  and  the  disputes  between  em- 
ployei's  and  employes ;  and  the  improvement  of  the  present  rela- 
tions between  labor  and  capital.  Such  biennial  reports  of  the 
board  shall  be  printed  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
regulations  as  the  reports  of  the  executive  officers  of  the  state. 

Sec.  12.  There  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  purposes  of  candying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.     [_ Approved  April  25,  1895. 


CONNECTICUT. 

[Chapter  CCXXXIX.] 

An  Act  creating  a  State  Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hause  of  BepresenicUives  in  General 

Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  During  each  biennial  session  of  the  general 
assembly,  the  governor  shall,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate,  appoint  a  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbitration, 
to  consist  of  three  competent  persons,  each  of  whom  shall 
hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years.  One  of  said  persons 
shall  be  selected  from  the  party  which  at  the  last  general  elec- 
tion cast  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  governor  of  this 
state,  and  one  of  said  persons  shall  be  selected  from  the  party 
which  at  the  last  general  election  cast  the  next  greatest  number 
of  votes  for  governor  of  this  state,  and  the  other  of  said  per- 
sons shall  be  selected  from  a  bona  fide  labor  organization  of 
this  state.  Said  board  shall  select  one  of  its  number  to  act  as 
clerk  or  secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  full  and 
faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  and  also  to  keep 
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and  preserve  all  docaments  and  testimony  submitted  to  said 
board ;  he  shall  have  power  under  the  direction  of  the  Board, 
to  issue  subpoenas,  and  to  administer  .oaths  in  all  cases  before 
said  board,  and  to  call  for  and  examine  the  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  the  pai-ties  to  such  cases.  Said  arbitrators  shall 
take  and  subscribe  to  the  constitutional  oath  of  office  before 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  daties. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature 
shall  aiise  between  any  employer  and  his  employes,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same  directly  to  the  state 
board  of  mediation  and  arbitration,  in  case  such  parties  elect 
to  do  so,  and  shall  notify  said  board,  or  its  clerk,  in  writing,  of 
such  election.  Whenever  such  notification  to  said  board  or  its 
clerk  is  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  proceed,  with 
as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality  of  such  grievance  or 
dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  the  grievance 
or  dispute.  The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dipute  shall  there- 
upon submit  to  said  board,  in  writing,  succinctly,  clearly,  and 
in  detail,  their  grievances  and  complaints,  and  the  cause  or 
causes  thereof,  and  severally  promise  and  agree  to  continue  in 
business,  or  at  work,  without  a  strike  or  lockout,  until  the  de- 
cision of  said  board  is  rendered ;  provided^  it  shall  be  rendered 
within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  investigation.  The 
board  shall  thereupon  proceed  fully  to  investigate  and  inquire 
into  the  matters  in  controversy,  and  to  take  testimony  under 
oath  in  relation  thereto,  and  shall  have  power,  by  its  chairman 
or  clerk,  to  administer  oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses,  and  the  production  of  books  and  papers. 

Sec.  3.  After  a  matter  has  been  fully  heard,  the  said  board, 
or  a  majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days,  render  a 
decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  the  members  of  the  board, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show 
the  nature  of  the  decision  and  the  points  disposed  of  by  said 
lK>ard.  The  decision  shall  be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of  which 
shall  be  filed  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  in  the  office  of  the  town 
or  city  clerk  in  the  town  where  the  controversy  arose,  and  one 
copy  shall  be  served  on  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occur,  or  is  seri- 
ously threatened  in  any  part  of  the  state,  and  shall  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  board,  it  shall  be  its  duty,  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  locality  of

-Bach  strike  or  lockout  and  put  itself  in  communication  with  the 
parties  to  the  controversy,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect 
an  amicable  settlement  of  such  strike  or  lockout ;  and,  if  in  the 
Judgment  of  said  board  it  is  best,  it  shall  inquire  into  the  cause 
or  causes  of  the  controversy,  and  to  that  end  the  board  is 
hereby  authorized  to  subpoena  witnesses,  and  send  for  persons 
and  papers. 

Sec.  5.  Said  board  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  in  each  year,  make  a  report  to  the  Governor,  and 
shall  include  therein  such  statements,  facts,  and  explanations 
as  will  disclose  the  actual  working  of  the  board,  and  such  sug- 
gestions as  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  it  conducive  to  har- 
mony in  the  relations  between  employers  and  employed,  and  to 
the  improvement  of  the  present  system  of  production. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  the  term  ''employer"  or  "employers" 
is  used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include  "firm,"  "joint- 
stock  association,"  "company"  or  "  corporation,"  as  fully  as 
if  each  of  the  last-named  terms  was  expressed  in  each  place. 

Sec.  7.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  receive  as  com- 
pensation for  actual  services  rendered  under  this  act,  the  sum 
of  five  dollars  per  day  and  expenses,  upon  presentation  of  their 
voucher  to  the  comptroller,  approved  by  the  governer. 

Sec.  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.  {^Ap- 
proved  June  28 ^  1895. 


ILLINOIS. 

The  act  approved  August  2,  1895,  as  amended  in  section  3 
and  through  the  insertion  of  sections  5a,  56,  and  6a  by  the  act 
approved  April  12,  1899,  is  as  follows: 

An  Act  to  create  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  for  the  in- 
vestigation or  settlement  of  differences  between  em- 
ployers and  their  employes,  and  to  define  the  powers 
and  duties  of  said  board. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  lUi" 
nois  represented  in  the  General  Assembly :  As  soon  as  this  act 
shall  take  effect  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  three  persons,  not  more  than 
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two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  same  political  party,  who  shall 
be  styled  a  State  *'  Board  of  Arbitration,"  to  serve  as  a  State 
Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation;  one  and  only  one  of 
whom  shall  be  an  employer  of  labor,  and  one  and  only  one 
of  whom  shall  be  an  employ^  and  shall  be  selected  from  some 
labor  organization.  They  shall  hold  office  antil  March  1,  1897, 
or  until  their  saccessors  are  appointed,  but  said  board  shall 
have  no  power  to  act  as  such  until  they  and  each  of  them  are 
confirmed  by  the  Senate.  On  the  first  day  of  March,  1897,  the 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  ap- 
point three  persons  as  members  of  said  board  in  the  manner 
above  provided,  one  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years 
and  one  for  three  years,  or  until  their  respective  successors  are 
appointed,  and  on  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year  thereafter 
the  Governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint  one  member  of 
said  board  to  succeed  the  member  whose  term  expires,  and  to 
serve  for  the  term  of  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed. If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall 
in  the  same  manner  appoint  some  one  to  serve  out  the  unex- 
pired term.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge 
thereof.  The  board  shall  at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one 
of  their  number  as  chairman,  and  they  shall,  as  soon  as  possible 
after  such  oi^anization,  establish  suitable  rules  of  procedure. 
The  board  shall  have  power  to  select  and  remove  a  secretary, 
who  shall  be  a  stenographer,  and  who  shall  receive  a  salary  to 
be  fixed  by  the  board,  not  to  exceed  $1,200  per  annum  and  his 
necessary  traveling  expenses,  on  bills  of  items  to  be  approved 
by  the  board,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  State  treasury. 

§  2.  When  any  controversy  or  difference  not  involving 
questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  an  action  at  law  or  a 
bill  in  equity,'  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  indi- 
vidual, copartnership  or  corporation,  employing  not  less  than 
twenty-five  persons,  and  his  employes  in  this  State,  the  board 
shall,  upon  application  as  herein  provided,  and  as  soon  as 
practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make 
a  careful  inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  inter- 
ested therein  who  may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective 
parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to 
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by  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision 
thereof.  This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be 
recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to  be  kept  by  the  secre- 
tary of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement  thereof  published  in 
the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the  board  shall 
cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city,  town 
or  village  where  said  business  is  carried  on. 

§  3.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer  or 
by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  business 
in  which  the  controversy  or  dijfference  exists,  or  by  both  par- 
ties, and  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the  grievances 
complained  of  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at 
work  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said 
board,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of 
filing  said  application.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt 
of  said  application,  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause 
public  notice  to  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing 
thereon,  but  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties 
to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith 
a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such 
request  is  made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested 
in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order,  and  the  board  may,  at 
any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be  given, 
notwithstanding  such  request.  The  board  m  all  cases  shall 
have  power  to  summon  as  witness  any  operative,  or  expert  in 
the  departments  of  business  affected  and  any  person  who 
keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those  departments,  or 
any  other  person,  and  to  examine  them  under  oath,  and  to  re- 
quire the  production  of  books  containing  the  record  of  wages 
paid,  and  such  other  books  and  papers  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  to  a  full  and  fair  investigation  of  the  matter  in  con- 
troversy. The  board  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpoenas,  and 
oaths  may  be  administered  by  the  chairman  of  the  board.  If 
any  person,  having  been  served  with  a  subpoena  or  other  proc- 
ess issued  by  such  board,  shall  wilfully  fail  or  refuse  to  obey 
the  same,  or  to  answer  such  question  as  may  be  proposed 
touching  the  subject  matter  of  the  inquiiy  or  investigation,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit  court  or  the  county  court  of  the 
county  in  which  the  hearing  is  being  conducted,  or  of  the  judge 
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thereof,  if  in  viacation,  upon  application  by  such  board,  duly 
attested  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  thereof,  to  issue  an 
attachment  for  such  witness  and  compel  him  to  appear  before 
such  board  and  give  his  testimony  or  to  produce  such  books 
and  papers  as  may  be  lawfully  required  by  said  board;  and 
the  said  court,  or  the  judge  thereof,  shall  have  power  to  punish 
for  contempt,  as  in  other  oases  of  refusal  to  obey  the  process 
and  order  of  such  court. 

§  4.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application,  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided,  and  render 
a  written  decision,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection, 
shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board  and  published 
at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to 
the  Governor  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

§  5.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
join  in  said  application  for  six  months  or  until  either  party 
has  given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  or  their  intention 
not  to  be  bound  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days 
therefrom.  Said  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employes  by 
posting  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or  factory 
where  they  work. 

§  5a.  In  the  event  of  a  failure  to  abide  by  the  decision  of 
said  board  in  any  case  in  which  both  employer  and  employes 
shall  have  joined  in  the  application,  any  person  or  persons  ag- 
grieved thereby  may  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  or 
the  county  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  offending  party 
resides,  or  in  the  case  of  an  employer  in  the  county  in  which 
the  place  of  employment  is  located,  a  duly  authenticated  copy 
of  said  decision,  accompanied  by  a  verified  petition  reciting  the 
fact  that  such  decision  has  not  been  complied  with  and  stating 
by  whom  and  in  what  respects  it  has  been  disregarded.  There- 
upon the  circuit  court  or  the  county  court  (as  the  case  may  be) 
or  the  judge  thereof,  if  in  vacation,  shall  grant  a  rule  against 
the  party  or  parties  so  charged  to  show  cause  within  ten  days 
why  such  decision  has  not  been  complied  with,  which  shall  be 
served  by  sheriff  as  other  process.  Upon  return  made  to  the 
rule,  the  court,  or  the  judge  thereof  if  in  vacation,  shall  hear 
and  determine  the  question  presented,  and  to  secure  a  compli- 
ance with  such  decision,  may  punish  the  offending  party  or  par- 
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ties  for  contempt,  bat  such  panishment  shall  in  no  case  extend 
to  imprisonment. 

§  5b.  Whenever  two  or  more  employers  engaged  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business,  employ  in  the  aggregate  not  less 
than  twenty-five  persons,  and  having  a  common  difference  with 
their  employes,  shall,  cooperating  together,  make  application 
for  arbitration,  or  whenever  such  application  shall  be  made  by 
the  employes  of  two  or  more  employers  engaged  in  the  same 
general  line  of  business,  such  employes  being  not  less  than 
twenty-five  in  number,  and  having  a  common  difference  with 
their  employers,  or  whenever  the  application  shall  be  made 
jointly  by  the  employers  and  employes  in  such  a  case,  the  board 
shall  have  the  same  powers  and  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as 
if  the  application  had  been  made  by  one  employer,  or  by  the 
employes  of  one  employer,  or  by  both. 

§  6.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  State 
board  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened  in  the 
State,  involving  an  employer  and  his  employes,  if  he  is  em- 
ploying not  less  than  twenty-five  persons,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  State  board  to  put  itself  in  communication  as  soon  as 
may  be,  with  such  employer  or  employes,  and  endeavor  by 
mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  or  to 
endeavor  to  persuade  them  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to 
the  State  board. 

§  6a.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  of  every  city,  and 
president  of  every  incorporated  town  or  village,  whenever  a 
strike  or  lockout  involving  more  than  twenty-five  employes  shall 
be  threatened  or  has  actually  occurred  within  or  near  such  city, 
incorporated  town  or  village,  to  immediately  communicate  the 
fact  to  the  state  board  of  arbitration  stating  the  name  or  names 
of  the  employer  or  employers  and  of  one  or  more  employes, 
with  their  postoffice  address,  the  nature  of  the  controversy  or 
difference  existing,  the  number  of  employes  involved  and  such 
other  information  as  may  be  required  by  the  said  board.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  chief  executive  officer  of 
every  labor  organization,  in  case  of  a  strike  or  lockout,  actual 
or  threatened,  involving  the  members  of  the  oiganization  of 
which  he  is  an  officer  to  immediately  communicate  the  fact  of 
such  strike  or  lockout  to  the  said  board  with  such  information 
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as  he  may  possess  toaehing.  the  difference  or  controversy  and 
the  number  of  employes  involved. 

§  7.  The  members  of  the  said  board  shall  each  receive  a 
salary  of  $1,500  a  year,  and  necessary  traveling  expenses,  to 
be  paid  oat  of  the  treasury  of  the  State,  upon  bills  of  particu- 
lars approved  by  the  Grovemor. 

§  8.  Any  notice  or  process  issued  by  the  State  Board  of 
Arbitration,  shall  be  served  by  any  sheriff,  coroner  or  constable 
to  whom  the  same  may  be  directed  or  in  whose  hands  the  same 
may  be  placed  for  service. 

§  9.  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists,  therefore  it  is  enacted 
that  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage. 

UTAH. 
[Chaptbr  LXII.] 

An  Act  to  create  a  State  Board  of  Labor,  Conciliation  and 
Arbitration,  for  the  investigation  and  settlement  of 
differences  between  Employers  and  their  Employes, 
and  to  define  the  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  said  Board, 
and  to  fix  their  Compensation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Utah : 

Section  1 .  As  soon  as  this  act  shall  be  approved,  the  Gov- 
ernor, by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  three 
persons,  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  same 
political  party,  who  shall  be  styled  a  State  Board  of  Labor,  Con- 
ciliation and  Arbitration,  to  serve  as  a  State  Board  of  Labor, 
Conciliation  and  Arbitration,  one  of  whom  and  only  one  of 
whom  shall  be  an  employer  of  labor,  and  only  one  of  whom 
shall  be  an  employe,  and  the  latter  shall  be  selected  from 
some  labor  organization,  and  the  third  shall  be  some  person 
who  is  neither  an  employe  nor  an  employer  of  manual  labor, 
and  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board.  One  to  serve  for  one 
year,  one  for  three  years  and  one  for  five  years  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Governor  at  the  time  of  their  appointment, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms,their  successors  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  like  manner  for  the  term  of  four  years.  If  a  vacancy 
occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall,  in  the  same  manner 
appoint  some  one  to  serve  the  unexpired  term  and  until  the  ap- 
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pointment  and  qualification  of  his  saccessor.  Each  member  of 
said  board  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  shall  at  once  organize  by  selecting  from 
its  members  a  secretary,  and  they  shall,  as  soon  as  possible 
after  such  organization,  establish  suitable  rules  of  procedure. 

Sec.  3.  When  any  controversy  or  difference,  not  involving 
questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  an  action  at  law  or  bill 
in  equity,  exists  between  an  employer  (whether  an  individual, 
copartnership  or  corporation)  employing  not  less  than  ten  per- 
sons, and  his  employes,  in  this  State,  the  board  shall,  upon 
application  as  herein  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  there- 
after, visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute,  and  make  a  careful  inquiry 
into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein,  who 
may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if 
anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to 
adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  wi'itten  decision  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be 
recorded  upon  the  proper  book  of  record  to  be  kept  by  the 
secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement  thereof  published 
in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sec.  5.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer, 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  busi- 
ness in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  by  both 
parties,  and  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the  grievances 
complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at 
work  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  a  decision  of  said 
board,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of 
filing  the  said  application. 

Sec  6.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  receiving  said  application, 
the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given,  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereon,  but  pub- 
lic notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written 
request  that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  is 
made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such 
manner  as  the  board  may  order,  and  the  board  may  at  any 
stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice,  notwithstanding 
such  request. 

'*  Sec  7.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to  summon  as 
witnesses  by  subpoena  any  operative  or  expert  in  the  department 
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of  basiness  affected,  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of 
wages  earned  in  those  departments,  or  any  other  person,  and  to 
administer  oaths,  and  to  examine  said  witnesses  and  to  require 
the  production  of  books,  papers  and  records.  In  case  of  a  dis- 
obedience to  a  subpoena  the  board  may  invoke  the  aid  of  any 
court  in  the  State  in  requiring  the  attendance  and  testimony  of 
witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers  and  documents 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section.  Any  of  the  district  courts 
of  the  State,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  which  such  inquiry  is 
carried  on,  may*,  in  case  of  contumacy  or  refusal  to  obey  a 
subpoena  issued  to  any  such  witness,  issue  an  order  requiring 
such  witness  to  appear  before  said  board  and  produce  books 
and  papers  if  so  ordered,  and  give  evidence  touching  the  matter 
in  question.  Any  refusal  to  obey  such  order  of  the  court  may 
be  punished  by  such  court  as  a  contempt  thereof." 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided  and  render  a 
written  decision,  and  the  findings  of  the  majority  shall  consti- 
tute the  decision  of  the  board,  which  decision  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the 
board  and  published  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to  the 
Governor  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

Sec.  9.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
join  in  said  application,  or  who  have  entered  their  appearance 
before  said  board,  until  either  party  has  given  the  other  notice 
in  writing  of  his  or  their  intention  not  to  be  bound  by  the  same, 
and  for  a  period  of  90  days  thereafter.  Said  notice  may  be 
given  to  said  employees  by  posting  in  three  conspicuous  places 
where  they  work. 

Sec.  10.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
State  board  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened  in 
the  State  involving  any  employer  and  his  employees,  if  he  is 
employing  not  less  than  ten  persons,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
State  board  to  put  itself  into  communication  as  soon  may  be, 
with  such  employer  and  employes,  and  endeavor  by  mediation 
to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them  and  endeavor  to 
persuade  them  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  the  State 
board. 

Sec.  11.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  each  receive  a 
per  diem  of  three  dollars  for  each  day's  service  while  actually 
engaged  in  the  hearing  of  any  controversy  between  any  em- 
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ployer  and  his  employees,  and  five  cents  per  mile  for  each  mile 
necessarily  traveled  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place 
where  engaged  in  hearing  such  controversy,  the  same  to  be  paid 
by  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  appearing  before  said  board, 
and  the  members  of  said  board  shall  receive  no  compensation 
or  expenses  for  any  other  service  performed  under  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  Any  notice  or  process  issued  by  the  State  Board 
of  Arbitration  shall  be  served  by  any  sheriff,  to  whom  the  same 
may  be  directed,  or  in  whose  hands  the  same  may  be  placed  for 
service  without  charge.     [^Approved  March  2^,  1896. 


IKDIANA. 

The  following  repeals  parts  of  sections  2,  17  and  18,  statute 
of  March  4,  1897,  and  re-enacts  its  essential  provisions  : 

An  Act  providing  for  the  creation  of  a  Labor  Commission, 
and  defining  its  duties  and  powers,  and  providing  for 
arbitrations  and  investigations  of  labor  troubles ;  and 
repealing  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  oonfliot  with 
this  act. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssemMy  of  the 
State  of  Indiana^  Thaf  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  created 
a  commission  to  be  composed  of  two  electors  of  the  State, 
which  shall  be  designated  the  Labor  Commission,  and  which 
shall  be  charged  with  the  duties  and  vested  with  the  powers 
hereinafter  enumerated. 

Sec  2.  The  members  of  said  Commission  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Grovernor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  and  shall  hold  office  for  four  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified.  One  of  said 
Conmiissioners  shall  have  been  for  not  less  than  ten  years  of 
his  life  an  employe  for  wages  in  some  department  of  industry 
in  which  it  is  usual  to  employ  a  number  of  persons  under  single 
direction  and  control,  and  shall  be  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment affiliated  with  the  labor  interest  as  distinguished  from  the 
capitalist  or  employing  interest.  The  other  of  said  Commis- 
sioners shall  have  been  for  not  less  than  ten  years  an  employer 
of  labor  for  wages  in  some  department  of  industry  in  which  it 
is  usual  to  employ  a  number  of  persons  under  single  direction 
and  control,  and  shall  be  at  the  time  of  his  appointment  affili- 
ated with  the  employing  interest  as  distinguished  from  the  labor 
interest.    Neither  of  said  Commissioners  shaU  be  less  than  forty 
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years  of  age ;  they  shall  not  be  members  of  the  same  political 
party,  and  neither  of  them  shall  hold  any  other  State,  connty, 
or  city  office  in  Indiana  daring  the  term  for  which  he  shall  be 
appointed.  Each  of  said  Commissioners  shall  take  and  sub- 
scribe an  oath,  to  be  endorsed  upon  his  commission,  to  the 
effect  that  he  will  punctually,  honestly,  and  faithfully  discharge 
his  duties  as  such  Commissioner. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Commission  shall  have  a  seal  and  shall  be 
provided  with  an  office  at  Indianapolis,  and  may  appoint  a  Sec- 
retary who  shall  be  a  skillful  stenographer  and  typewriter,  and 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum  and  his 
traveling  expenses  for  every  day  spent  by  him  in  the  discharge 
of  duty  away  from  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commissioners  upon 
receiving  creditable  information  in  any  manner  of  the  existence 
of  any  strike,  lockout,  boycott,  or  other  labor  complication  in 
this  State  affecting  the  labor  or  employment  of  fifty  persons  or 
more  to  go  to  the  place  where  such  complication  exists,  put 
themselves  into  communication  with  the  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy and  offer  their  services  as  mediators  between  them.  If 
they  shall  not  succeed  in  effecting  an  amicable  adjustment  of 
the  controversy  in  that  way  they  shall  endeavor  to  induce  the 
parties  to  submit  their  differences  to  arbitration,  either  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  or  otherwise,  as  they  may  elect. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  purpose  of  arbitration  under  this  act,  the 
Labor  Commissioners  and  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  of 
the  county  in  which  the  business  in  relation  to  which  the  con- 
troversy shall  arise,  shall  have  been  carried  on  shall  constitute 
a  Board  of  Arbitrators,  to  which  may  be  added,  if  the  parties 
so  agree,  two  other  members,  one  to  be  named  by  the  employer 
and  the  other  by  the  employes  in  the  arbitration  agreement. 
If  the  parties  to  the  controversy  are  a  railroad  company  and 
employes  of  the  company  engage^  in  the  running  of  trains,  any 
terminal  within  this  State,  of  the  road,  or  of  any  division 
thereof,  may  be  taken  and  treated  as  the  location  of  the  busi- 
ness within  the  terms  of  this  section  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
jurisdiction  to  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  to  act  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Arbitration. 

Sec.  6.  An  agreement  to  enter  into  arbitration  under  this 
act  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  state  the  issue  to  be  submitted 
and  decided  and  shall  have  the  effect  of  an  agreement  by  the 
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parties  to  abide  by  and  perform  the  award.  Such  agreement 
may  be  signed  by  the  employer  as  an  individual ,  firm  or  corpo* 
ration,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  execution  of  the  agreement  in 
the  name  of  the  employer  by  any  agent  or  representative  of 
such  employer  then  and  theretofore  in  control  or  management 
of  the  business  or  department  of  business  in  relation  to  which 
the  controversy  shall  have  arisen  shall  bind  the  employer.  On 
the  part  of  the  employes,  the  agreement  may  be  signed  by  them 
in  their  own  person,  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  those  concerned 
in  the  controversy  signing,  or  it  may  be  signed  by  a  committee 
by  them  appointed.  Such  committee  may  be  created  by  elec- 
tion at  a  meeting  of  the  employes  concerned  in  the  controversy 
at  which  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  such  employes  shall  be 
present,  which  election  and  the  fact  of  the  presence  of  the  re- 
quired number  of  employes  at  the  meeting  shall  be  evidenced 
by  the  affidavit  of  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  such  meeting 
attached  to  the  arbitration  agreement.  If  the  employes  con- 
cerned in  the  controversy,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  members  of 
any  labor  union  or  workingmen's  society,  they  may  be  repre- 
sented in  the  execution  of  said  arbitration  agreement  by  officers 
or  committeemen  of  the  union  or  society  designated  by  it  in  any 
manner  conformable  to  its  usual  methods  of  transacting  busi- 
ness, and  others  of  the  employes  represented  by  committee  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  7.  If  upon  any  occasion  calling  for  the  presence  and 
intervention  of  the  Labor  Commissioners  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  one  of  said  Commissioners  shall  be  present  and  the 
other  absent,  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county  in 
which  the  dispute  shall  have  arisen,  as  defined  in  section  5,  shall 
upon  the  application  of  the  Commissioners  present,  appoint  a 
Commissioner  pro  tern,  in  the  place  of  the  absent  Commissioner, 
and  such  Commissioner  pro  tern,  shall  exercise  all  the  powers 
of  a  Commissioner  under  this  act  until  the  termination  of  the 
duties  of  the  Commission  with  respect  to  the  particular  contro- 
versy upon  the  occasion  of  which  the  appointment  shall  have 
been  made,  and  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  pro- 
vided by  this  act  for  the  other  commissioners.  Such  Commis- 
sioner pro  tern,  shall  represent  and  be  affiliated  with  the  same 
interests  as  the  absent  Commissioner. 

Sec.  8.  Before  entering  upon  their  duties  the  arbitrators 
shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  effect  that 
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they  will  honestly  and  impartially  perform  their  duties  as  arbi- 
trators and  a  just  and  fair  award  render  to  the  best  of  their 
ability.  The  sittings  of  the  arbitrators  shall  be  in  the  court 
room  of  the  Circuit  Court,  or  such  other  place  as  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  the 
hearing  is  had.  The  Circuit  Judge  shall  be  the  presiding  mem- 
ber of  the  Board.  He  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpcenas  for 
witnesses  who  do  not  appear  voluntarily,  directed  to  the  Sheriff 
of  the  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  serve  the  same  without 
delay.  He  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirma- 
tions to  witnesses,  enforce  order,  and  direct  and  control  the 
examinations.  The  proceedings  shall  be  informal  in  character, 
but  in  general  accordance  with  the  practice  governing  the  Cir- 
cuit Courts  in  the  trial  of  civil  causes.  All  questions  of  prac- 
tice, or  questions  relating  to  the  admission  of  evidence  shall  be 
decided  by  the  presiding  member  of  the  Board  summarily  and 
without  extended  argument.  The  sittings  shall  be  open  and 
public,  or  with  closed  doors,  as  the  Board  shall  direct.  If  five 
members  are  sitting  as  such  Board  three  members  of  the  Board 
agreeing  shall  have  power  to  make  an  award,  otherwise,  two. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  shall  attend  the  sittings  and 
make  a  record  of  the  proceedings  in  shorthand,  but  shall  tran- 
scribe so  much  thereof  only  as  the  Commission  shall  direct. 

Sec.  9.  The  arbitrators  shall  make  their  award  in  writing 
and  deliver  the  same  with  the  arbitration  agreement  and  their 
oath  as  arbitrators  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 
county  in  which  the  hearing  was  had,  and  deliver  a  copy  of 
the  award  to  the  employer,  and  a  copy  to  the  first  signer  of  the 
arbitration  agreement  on  the  pai*t  of  the  employes.  A  copy  of 
all  the  papers  shall  also  be  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  Com- 
mission at  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  10.  The  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  shall  record  the 
papers  delivered  to  him  as  directed  in  the  last  preceding  section, 
in  the  order  book  of  the  Circuit  Court.  Any  person  who  was  a 
party  to  the  arbitration  proceedings  may  present  to  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  county  in  which  the  hearing  was  had,  or  the  Judge 
thereof  in  vacation,  a  verified  petition  referring  to  the  proceed- 
ings and  the  record  of  them  in  the  order  book  and  showing  that 
said  award  has  not  been  complied  with,  stating  by  whom  and  in 
what  respect  it  has  been  disobeyed.  And  thereupon  the  Court 
or  Judge  thereof  in  vacation  shall  grant  a  rule  against  the  party 
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or  parties  so  charged,  to  show  cause  within  five  days  why  said 
award  has  not  been  obeyed,  which  shall  be  served  by  the  Sheriff 
as  other  process.  Upon  return  made  to  the  rule  the  Judge  or 
Ck)urt  if  in  session,  shall  hear  and  determine  the  questions  pre- 
sented and  made  such  order  or  orders  directed  to  the  parties 
before  him  in  personam^  as  shall  give  just  effect  to  the  award. 
Disobedience  by  any  party  to  such  proceedings  of  any  order  so 
made  shall  be  deemed  a  contempt  of  the  court  and  may  be  pun- 
ished accordingly.  But  such  punishment  shall  not  extend  to 
imprisonment  except  in  case  of  wilful  and  contumacious  dis- 
obedience. In  all  proceedings  under  this  section  the  award  shall 
be  regarded  as  presumptively  binding  u|x>n  the  employer  and 
all  employes  who  were  parties  to  the  controversy  submitted  to 
arbitration,  which  presumption  shall  be  overcome  only  by  proof 
of  dissent  from  the  submission  delivered  to  the  arbitrators,  or 
one  of  them,  in  writing  before  the  commencement  of  the  hearing. 

Sec.  11.  The  Labor  Commission,  with  the  advise  and  assist- 
ance of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State,  which  he  is  hereby 
required  to  render,  may  make  rules  and  regulations  respecting 
proceedings  in  arbitrations  under  this  act  not  inconsistent  with 
this  act  or  the  law,  including  forms,  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
printed  and  furnished  to  all  persons  applying  therefor,  and  all 
arbitration  proceedings  under  this  act  shall  thereafter  conform 
to  such  rules  and  regulations. 

Sec.  12.  Any  employer  and  his  employes,  not  less  than 
twenty-five  in  number,  between  whom  differences  exist  which 
have  not  resulted  in  any  open  rupture  or  strike,  may  of  their 
own  motion  apply  to  the  Labor  Commission  for  arbitration  of 
their  differences,  and  upon  the  execution  of  an  arbitration  agree- 
ment as  hereinbefore  provided,  a  Board  of  Arbitrators  shall  be 
organized  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided,  and  the  arbi- 
tration shall  take  place  and  the  award  be  rendered,  recorded 
and  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  in  arbitrations  under  the 
provisions  found  in  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  In  all  cases  arising  under  this  act  requiring  the 
attendance  of  a  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  as  a  member  of  an 
Arbitration  Board,  such  duty  shall  have  precedence  over  any 
other  business  pending  in  his  court,  and  if  necessary  for  the 
prompt  transaction  of  such  other  business  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  appoint  some  other  Circuit  Judge,  or  Judge  of  a  Superior  or 
the  Appellate  or  Supreme  Court  to  sit  in  the  Circuit  Court  in  his 
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place  daring  the  pendency  of  such  arbitration,  and  such  ap- 
pointee shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  his  services  as 
is  now  allowed  by  law  to  Judges  appointed  to  sit  in  case  of 
change  of  Judge  in  civil  actions.  In  case  the  Judge  of  the 
Circuit  Court,  whose  duty  it  shall  became  under  this  act  to  sit 
upon  any  Board  of  Arbitrators,  shall  be  at  the  time  actually 
engaged  in  a  trial  which  can  not  be  interrupted  without  loss  and 
injury  to  the  parties,  and  which  will  in  his  opinion  continue  for 
more  than  three  days  to  come,  or  is  disabled  from  acting  by 
sickness  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Judge  to  call 
in  and  appoint  some  other  Circuit  Judge,  or  some  Judge  of  a 
Superior  Court,  or  the  Appellate  or  Supreme  Court,  to  sit  upon 
such  Board  of  Arbitrators,  and  such  appointed  Judge  shall  have 
the  same  power  and  perform  the  same  duties  as  member  of  the 
Board  of  Arbitration  as  are  by  this  act  vested  in  and  charged 
upon  the  Circuit  Judge  regularly  sitting,  and  he  shall  receive  the 
same  compensation  now  provided  by  law  to  a  Judge  sitting  by 
appointment  upon  a  change  of  Judge  in  civil  cases,  to  be  paid 
in  the  same  way. 

Sec.  14.  If  the  parties  to  any  such  labor  controversy  as  is 
defined  in  section  4  of  this  act  shall  have  failed  at  the  end  of 
five  days  after  the  first  communication  of  said  Labor  Com- 
mission with  them  to  adjust  their  differences  amicably,  or  to 
agree  to  submit  the  same  to  arbitration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Labor  Commission  to  proceed  at  once  to  investigate  the 
facts  attending  the  disagreement.  In  this  investigation  the 
Commission  shall  be  entitled,  upon  request,  to  the  presence  and 
assistance  of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State,  in  person  or  by 
deputy,  whose  duty  it  is  hereby  made  to  attend  without  delay, 
upon  request  by  letter  or  telegram  from  the  Commission.  For 
the  purpose  of  such  investigation  the  Commission  shall  have 
power  to  issue  subpoenas,  and  each  of  the  Commissioners  shall 
have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations.  Such  subpoena 
shall  be  under  the  seal  of  the  Commission  and  signed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commission,  or  a  member  of  it,  and  shall  com- 
mand the  attendance  of  the  person  or  persons  named  in  it  at  a 
time  and  place  named,  which  subpoena  may  be  served  and  re- 
turned as  other  process  by  any  Sheriff  or  Constable  in  the  State. 
In  case  of  disobedience  of  any  such  subpoena,  or  the  refusal  of 
any  witness  to  testify,  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county  within 
which  the  subpoena  was  issued,  or  the  Judge  thereof  in  vacation, 
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shall,  upon  the  application  of  the  Labor  Commission,  grant  a 
rule  against  the  disobeying  person  or  persons,  or  the  person 
refusing  to  testify,  to  show  cause  forthwith  why  he  or  they 
should  not  obey  such  subpoena,  or  testify  as  required  by  the 
Commission,  or  be  adjudged  guilty  of  contempt,  and  in  such 
proceedings  such  court,  or  the  Judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall 
be  empowered  to  compel  obedience  to  such  subpoena  as  in  the 
case  of  subpoena  issued  under  the  order  and  by  authority  of  the 
court,  or  to  compel  a  witness  to  testify  as  witnesses  in  court  are 
compelled  to  testify.  But  no  person  shall  be  required  to  attend 
as  a  witness  at  any  place  outside  the  county  of  his  residence. 
Witnesses  called  by  the  Labor  Commission  under  this  section 
shall  be  paid  $1.00  per  diem  fees  out  of  the  expense  fund  pro- 
vided by  this  act,  if  such  payment  is  claimed  at  the  time  of  their 
examination. 

Sec.  15.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  investigation  authorized 
by  the  last  preceding  section,  the  Labor  Commission  shall  forth- 
with report  the  facts  thereby  disclosed  affecting  the  merits  of  the 
controversy  in  succinct  and  condensed  form  to  the  Governor, 
who,  unless  he  shall  perceive  good  reason  to  the  contrary,  shall 
at  once  authorize  such  report  to  be  given  out  for  publication. 
And  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  such  report  shall  be 
printed  under  the  direction  of  the  Commission  and  a  copy  shall 
be  supplied  to  any  one  requesting  the  same. 

Sbc.  16.  Any  employer  shall  be  entitled,  in  his  response  to 
the  inquiries  made  of  him  by  the  Commission  in  the  investiga- 
tion provided  for  in  the  two  last  preceding  sections,  to  submit  in 
writing  to  the  Commission,  a  statement  of  any  facts  material  to 
the  inquiry,  the  publication  of  which  would  be  likely  to  be  in- 
jurious to  his  business,  and  the  facts  so  stated  shall  be  taken 
and  held  as  confidential,  and  shall  not  be  disclosed  in  the  report 
or  otherwise. 

Sec.  17.  Said  Commissioners  shall  receive  a  compensation 
of  ten  dollars  each  per  diem  for  the  time  actually  expended,  and 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  while  absent  from  home 
in  the  performance  of  duty,  and  each  of  the  two  members  of  a 
Board  of  Arbitration  chosen  by  the  parties  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  the  days  occu- 
pied in  service  upon  the  Board.  The  Attorney-General,  or  his 
deputy,  shall  receive  his  necessary  and  actual  traveling  expenses 
while  absent  from  home  in  the  service  of  the  Commission.     Such 
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compensation  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of 
State  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  Auditor  upon  itemized  and 
verified  accounts  of  time  spent  and  expenses  paid.  All  such 
accounts,  except  those  of  the  Commissioners,  shall  be  certified 
as  correct  by  the  Commissioners,  or  one  of  them,  and  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  certified  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commission.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  policy  of 
this  act  that  the  arbitrations  and  investigations  provided  for  in 
it  shall  be  conducted  with  all  reasonable  promptness  and  dis- 
patch, and  no  member  of  any  Board  of  Arbitration  shall  be 
allowed  payment  for  more  than  fifteen  days'  service  in  any  one 
arbitration,  and  no  Commissioner  shall  be  allowed  payment  for 
more  than  ten  days*  service  in  the  making  of  the  investigation 
provided  for  in  section  14  and  sections  following. 

Sec.  18.  For  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commission,  the  compensation  of  the  Commissioners  and 
other  arbitrators,  the  traveling  and  hotel  expenses  herein  author- 
ized to  be  paid,  and  for  witness  fees,  printing,  stationery,  post- 
age, telegrams  and  office  expenses  there  is  hereby  appropriated 
out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  1897  and  five 
thousand  dollars  for  the  year  1898. 


IDAHO. 


The  following  biU,  having  remained  with  the  gOTernor  more  than  ten  secnlar 
days  after  the  legislatnre  adjonmed,  became  a  law  March  20, 1897. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration,  for  the 
Settlement  of  DifiTerenoes  between  Employees  and  their 
ISmployers  and  to  provide  for  Local  Boards  of  Arbi- 
tration subordinate  thereto. 

Be  it  eiiacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Idaho : 

Section  1.  The  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  shall,  on  or  before  the  fourthday  of  March,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  ninety-seven,  appoint  three  competent  persons 
to  serve  as  a  State  board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  One  of  them  shall  be  an 
employer  or  selected  from  some  association  representing  em- 
ployers of  labor;  one  of  them  shall  be  selected  from  some 
labor  organization  and  not  an  employer  of  labor ;  the  third  shall 
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be  appointed  apon  the  reoommendation  of  the  other  two ;  Pro^ 
videcf ,  however  J  That  if  the  two  appointed  do  not  agree  on  the 
third  man  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  he  shall  then  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor.  On  or  before  the  fourth  day  of 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  the  Governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  three  mem- 
bers of  said  board  in  the  manner  above  provided ;  one  to  serve 
for  six  years ;  one  for  four  years ;  and  one  for  two  years ;  or 
until  their  respective  successors  are  appointed ;  and  on  or  before 
the  fourth  day  of  March  of  each  year  during  which  the  legis- 
lature of  this  State  is  in  its  regular  biennial  session  thereafter, 
the  Governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint  one  member  of 
said  board  to  succeed  the  member  whose  term  then  expires  and 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  six  years  or  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed. If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall  in 
the  same  manner  appoint  some  one  to  serve  out  the  unexpired 
term ;  and  he  may  in  like  manner  remove  any  member  of  said 
board.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  thereof. 
They  shall  at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  mem- 
bers as  chairman.  Said  board  shall  choose  one  of  its  fnembers 
as  secretai'y  and  may  also  appoint  and  remove  a  clerk  of  the 
board,  who  shall  receive  pay  only  for  time  during  which  his  ser- 
vices are  actually  required  and  that  at  a  rate  of  not  more  than 
four  dollars  per  day  during  such  time  as  he  may  be  employed. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its  organ- 
ization, establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Governor  and  Senate. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference,  not  in- 
volving questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  at  law  or 
bill  in  equity,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  individual, 
co-partnership  or  corporation,  and  his  employees  if  at  the  time 
he  employs  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general 
line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  or  village  or  county  in  this 
State,  the  board  shall  upon  application  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the 
dispute  and  make  careful  inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all 
persons  interested  therein  who  may  come  before  them,  advise 
the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or 
submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  make 
a  written  decision  thereof.     This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made 
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public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to  be  kept 
by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement  thereof 
published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the 
said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with  the  County 
Recorder  of  the  county  where  such  business  is  carried  on. 

Sec.  4.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employees  in  the  department  of  the  busi- 
ness in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their  duly 
authorized  agent  or  by  both  parties  and  shall  contain  a  concise 
statement  of  the  grievance  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  con- 
tinue in  the  business  or  at  work  without  any  lockout  or  strike 
until  the  decision  of  said  board  if  it  shall  be  made  in  three  weeks 
of  the  date  of  filing  said  application,  when  an  application  is 
signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of  such 
employees,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such  agent  is  duly 
authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employees,  but  the  names 
of  the  employees  giving  such  authority  shall  be  kept  secret  by 
said  board.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  said  appli- 
cation, the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereof ;  but  public 
notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  thd  controversy 
join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written  request 
that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  be  made, 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such  manner  as 
the  board  may  order  and  the  board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the 
proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be  given,  notwithstanding 
such  request.  Should  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to  per- 
form the  promise  made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall  pro- 
ceed no  further  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
adverse  party.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to  summons  as 
witness  any  operative  in  the  departments  of  business  affected, 
and  any  person,  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those 
departments  and  to  examine  them  under  oath  and  to  require  the 
production  of  books  containing  the  record  of  wages  paid.  Sum* 
mons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  administered  by  any  member  of 
the  board. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided  and  render  a 
written  decision  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  shall 
be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board  and  published  at  the 
discretion  of  the  same,  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to  the 
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Governor  of  the  State  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Febroaty  of 
each  year. 

Sec.  6.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
join  in  said  application  for  six  months,  or  until  either  party  has 
given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  not  to  be 
bound  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  therefrom. 
Said  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employees  by  posting  the  same 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or  factory,  mill  or  at 
the  mine  where  they  work  or  are  employed. 

Sec.  7.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as  de- 
scribed in  Section  3  of  this  act  may  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute, in  writing  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation, 
such  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer 
may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employees  or  their 
duly  authorized  agent,  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators  so  desig- 
nated may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board. 

Such  board  shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  referred  to  it, 
have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might 
have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  whatever  binding 
effect  may  be  agreed  by  the  paities  to  the  controveray  in  the 
written  submission. 

The  jurisdiction  of  such  board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect 
to  the  matters  submitted  to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the 
advice  and  assistance  of  the  state  board.  The  decision  of  such 
board  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  of  the  close  of  any 
hearing  held  by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be  filed  with  the 
recorder  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference 
arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  state  board. 
Each  of  such  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
treasury  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference 
that  is  the  subject  of  the  arbitration  exists,  if  such  payment  is 
approved  in  writing  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  such 
county,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service, 
not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration,  whenever  it  is 
made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  a  county  that  a  strike  or  lockout  such  as  described  in 
Section  8  of  this  act  is  seriously  threatened  or  actually  occurs, 
the  mayor  of  such  city  or  the  board  of  commissioners  of  such 
county  shall  at  once  notify  the  state  board  of  the  facts.  ^ 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
state  board,  either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the 
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board  of  commissioners  of  a  county,  as  provided  in  the  preced- 
ing section  or  otherwise,  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously 
threatened  or  has  actually  occurred  in  any  county  or  town  of 
the  State,  involving  an  employer  and  his  present  or  past  em- 
ployees, if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or  up  to  the  occurrence 
of  the  strike  or  lockout  was  employing  not  less  than  twenty-five 
persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any  county  or 
town  in  the  State,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  board  to  put 
itself  in  communication  as  soon  as  may  be  with  such  employer, 
and  employees,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  amica- 
ble settlement  between  them,  or  to  endeavor  to  persuade  them ; 
Provided^  That  a  strike  or  lockout  has  not  actually  occurred  or 
is  not  then  continuing,  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  a 
local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation,  as  above  provided, 
or  to  the  State  board  ;  and  said  State  board  may,  if  it  deems  it 
advisable,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  controversy, 
iind  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible  or  blame- 
worthy for  the  existence  or  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may 
make  and  publish  a  report  finding  such  cause  or  causes  and  as- 
signing such  responsibility  or  blame.  The  board  shall  have  the 
same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes  as  are  given  it  by  Sec- 
tion 3  of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  Witnesses  summoned  by  the  State  board  shall  be 
allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in  excess  of 
two  hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents,  a  mile  for  travel  each 
way  tvom  their  respective  places  of  employment  or  business  to 
the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each  witness  shall 
certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and  attendance,  and 
the  amount  due  him  shall  be  paid  forthwith  by  the  board,  and 
for  such  purpose  the  board  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  from  the 
treasury  of  the  State  for  the  payment  thereof  any  of  the  unap- 
propriated moneys  of  the  State. 

Sec.  10.  The  members  of  said  state  board  shall  be  paid  six 
dollars  per  day  for  each  day  that  they  are  actually  engaged 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
of  the  State,  and  they  shall  be  allowed  their  necessary  traveling 
and  other  expenses,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of 
the  State.

[Chafteb  2  OP  THB  Session  Laws  op  1897-    Approved  March  dl.] 

An  Aot  creating  a  State  and  looal  Boards  of  Arbitration 
and  providing  for  the  ac^nstment  of  differences  between 
Employers  and  Employes  and  defining  the  powers  and 
duties  thereof  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Colorado : 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  a  State  Board  of 
Arbitration  consisting  of  three  members,  which  shall  be  charged, 
among  other  duties  provided  by  this  Act,  with  the  consideration 
and  settlement  by  means  of  arbitration,  conciliation  and  adjust- 
ment, when  possible,  of  strikes,  lockouts  and  labor  or  wage 
controversies  arising  between  employers  and  employes.. 

Section  2.  Immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  the 
Governor  shall  appoint  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration,  consisting 
of  three  qualified  resident  citizens  of  the  State  of  Colorado  and 
above  the  age  of  thirty  years.  One  of  the  members  of  said 
Board  shall  be  selected  from  the  ranks  of  active  members  of 
bona  fide  labor  organizations  of  the  State  of  Colorado,  and  one 
shall  be  selected  from  active  employers  of  labor  or  from  organi- 
zations representing  employers  of  labor.  The  third  member 
of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  from  a  list 
which  shall  not  consist  of  more  than  six  names  selected  from 
entirely  disinterested  ranks  submitted  by  the  two  members  of 
the  Board  above  designated.  If  any  vacancy  should  occur  in 
said  Board,  the  Governor  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  appoint 
an  eligible  citizen  for  the  remainder  of  the  teim,  as  herein 
before  provided. 

Section  3.  The  third  member  of  said  Board  shall  be  Secre- 
tary thereof,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as 
a  member  of  the  Board,  to  keep  a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Board  and  perform  such  clerical  work  as 
may  be  necessary  for  a  concise  statement  of  all  official  business 
that  may  be  transacted.  He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  docu- 
ments and  testimony  of  an  official  character  relating  to  the 
business  of  the  Board ;  and  shall  also  have,  under  direction  of 
a  majority  of  the  Board,  power  to  issue  subpoenas,  to  administer 
oaths  to  witnesses  cited  before  the  Board,  to  call  for  and  exam- 
ine books,  papers  and  documents  necessary  for  examination  in 
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the  adjustment  of  labor  differences,  with  the  same  authority  to 
enforce  their  production  as  is  possessed  by  courts  of  record  or 
the  judges  thereof  in  this  State. 

Section  4.  Said  members  of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  shall 
take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of  office,  and  be 
sworn  to  the  due  and  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices  before  entering  upon  the  dischai^e  of  the 
same.  The  Secretaiy  of  State  shall  set  apart  and  furnish  an 
office  in  the  State  Capitol  for  the  proper  and  convenient  trans- 
action of  the  business  of  said  Board. 

Section  5.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any 
nature  shall  arise  between  employer  and  employes,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same  directly  to  said  Board, 
in  case  such  parties  elect  to  do  so,  and  shall  jointly  notify  said 
Board  or  its  Glerk  in  writing  of  such  desire.  Whenever  such 
notification  is  given  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  to  pro- 
ceed with  as  little  delay  as  possible  to  the  locality  of  such  griev- 
ance or  dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  such 
grievance  or  dispute.  The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dispute 
shall  thereupon  submit  to  said  Board  in  writing,  clearly  and  in 
detail,  their  grievances  and  complaints  and  the  cause  or  causes 
therefor,  and  severally  agree  in  writing  to  submit  to  the  deci- 
sion of  said  Board  as  to  the  matters  so  submitted,  promising 
and  agreeing  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work,  without  a 
lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  is  rendered  by  the  Board, 
provided  such  decision  shall  be  given  within  ten  days  after  the 
completion  of  the  investigation.  The  Board  shall  thereupon 
proceed  to  fully  investigate  and  inquire  into  the  matters  in  con- 
troveray  and  to  take  testimony  under  oath  in  relation  thereto ; 
and  shall  have  power  under  its  Chairman  or  Clerk  to  administer 
oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  the 
production  of  books  and  papers  in  like  manner  and  with  the 
same  powers  as  provided  for  in  Section  8  of  this  Act. 

Section  6.  After  the  matter  has  been  fully  heard,  the  said 
Board,  or  a  majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days, 
render  a  decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  them  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the 
nature  of  the  decision  and  the  points  disposed  of  by  them. 
The  Clerk  of  said  Board  shall  file  four  copies  of  such  decision, 
one  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  copy  served  to  each  of  the 
parties  to  the  controversy,  and  one  copy  retained  by  the  Board. 
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Section  7.  Whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occur  or 
seriously  threaten  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and  shall  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  or  any  one  thereof 
by  a  written  notice  from  either  of  the  parties  to  such  threatened 
strike  or  lockout,  or  from  the  Mayor  or  Clerk  of  the  city  or 
town,  or  from  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  district  where 
such  strike  or  lockout  is  threatened,  it  shall  be  their  duty,  and 
they  are  hereby  directed,  to  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  to 
the  locality  of  such  strike  or  lockout  and  put  themselves  in  com- 
munication with  the  parties  to  the  controversy  and  endeavor 
by  mediation  to  affect  an  amicable  settlement  of  such  contro- 
verey,  and,  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  deemed  best,  to  inquire 
into  the  cause  or  causes  of  the  controversy :  and  to  that  end 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  subposna  witnesses,  compel 
their  attendance,  and  send  for  persons  and  papers  in  like  man- 
ner and  with  the  same  powers  as  it  is  authorized  by  Section  3 
of  this  Act. 

Section  8.  The  fees  of  witnesses  before  said  Board  of  Ar- 
bitration shall  be  two  dollars  (82.00)  for  each  day's  attendance, 
and  five  (5)  cents  per  mile  over  the  nearest  traveled  routes  in 
going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  where  attendance  is  re- 
quired by  the  Board.  All  subpoenas  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  and  may  be  sei-ved  by  any  peraon  of 
legal  age  authorized  by  the  Board  to  serve  the  same. 

Section  9.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as 
described  in  Section  5  of  this  Act  may  submit  the  matters  in 
dispute  in  writing  to  a  local  Board  of  Arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion ;  said  Board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon  or  the 
employer  may  designate  one  of  such  arbitrators,  the  employes 
or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators 
so  designated  may  choose  a  third  who  shall  be  Chairman  of 
such  local  Board ;  such  Board  shall  in  respect  to  the  matters 
referred  to  it  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  State 
Board  might  have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  such 
binding  effect  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy in  the  written  submission.  The  jurisdiction  of  such 
local  Board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matter  submitted 
by  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assistance  of 
the  State  Board.  Such  local  Board  shall  render  its  decision  in 
writing,  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  any  hearing  held  by 
it,  and  shall  file  a  copy  thereof  with  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
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Board.  Each  of  such  local  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive from  the  Treasurer  of  the  city,  village  or  town  in  which 
the  controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  arbitration 
exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  such  city, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  such  village,  or  the  Town  Board  of 
such  town,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  ser- 
vice not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration :  Provided, 
that  when  such  hearing  is  held  at  some  point  having  no  organ- 
ized town  or  city  government,  in  such  case  the  costs  of  such 
hearing  shall  be  paid  jointly  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  : 
Provided  further  that  in  the  event  of  any  local  Board  of  Arbi- 
tration or  a  majority  thereof  failing  to  agree  within  ten  (10) 
days  after  any  case  being  placed  in  their  hands,  the  State  Board 
shall  be  called  upon  to  take  charge  of  said  case  as  provided  by 
this  Act. 

Section  10.  Said  State  Board  shall  report  to  the  Governor 
annually,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  in  each 
year,  the  work  of  the  Board,  which  shall  include  a  concise  state- 
ment of  all  cases  coming  before  the  Board  for  adjustment. 

Section  11.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  authorized  and 
instructed  to  have  printed  for  circulation  one  thousand  (1,000) 
copies  of  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  provided  the 
volume  shall  not  exceed  four  hundred  (400)  pages. 

Section  12.  Two  members  of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  shall 
each  receive  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  annually, 
and  shall  be  allowed  all  money  actually  and  necessarily  ex- 
pended for  traveling  and  other  necessary  expenses  while  in  the 
performance  of  the  duties  of  their  ofiSce.  The  member  herein 
designated  to  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  receive  a 
salaiy  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200)  per  annum.  The 
salaries  of  the  members  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  instalments 
by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  the  warrants  issued  by  the  Auditor 
of  the  State.  The  other  expenses  of  the  Board  shall  be  paid 
in  like  manner  upon  approved  vouchers  signed  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  and  the  Secretary  thereof. 

Section  18.  The  terms  of  oflSce  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
shall  be  as  follows :  That  of  the  members  who  are  to  be  selected 
from  the  ranks  of  labor  organizations  and  from  the  active  em- 
ployers of  labor  shall  be  for  two  years,  and  thereafter  every 
two  years  the  Governor  shall  appoint  one  from  each  class  for 
the  period  of  two  years.     The  third  member  of  the  Board  shall 
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be  appointed  as  herein  provided  every  two  years.  The  Gov- 
ernor shall  have  power  to  remove  any  members  of  said  Board 
for  caase  and  fill  any  vacancy  occasioned  thereby. 

Section  14.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  there  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  General 
Revenue  Fund  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars  for  the  fiscal 
years  1897  and  1898,  only  one-half  of  which  shall  be  used  in 
each  year,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

Section  15.  In  the  opinion  of  the  General  Assembly  an 
emergency  exists ;  therefore,  this  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be 
in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 


WYOMING. 

Wyoming  was  admitted  to  the  Union  on  July  11, 1890.  Arti- 
cle 5  of  the  Constitution  has  the  following  provisions  for  the 
arbitration  of  labor  disputes : 

Section  28.  The  legislature  shall  establish  courts  of  arbi- 
tration, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  hear,  and  determine  all  differ- 
ences, and  controversies  between  organizations  or  associations 
of  laborers,  and  their  employers,  which  shall  be  submitted  to 
them  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  may  provide. 

Section  80.  Appeals  from  decisions  of  compulsory  boards 
of  arbitration  shall  be  allowed  to  the  supreme  court  of  the 
state,  and  the  manner  of  taking  such  appeals  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 


MARYIiAND. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  reference  of  disputes  between 
employers  and  employees  to  arbitration. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Mary^ 
land^  That  whenever  any  controversy  shall  arise  between  any 
corporation  incorporated  by  this  State  in  which  this  State  may 
be  interested  as  a  stockholder  or  creditor,  and  any  persons  in  the 
employment  or  service  of  such  corporation,  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  tend  to  impair  the  useful- 
ness or  prosperity  of  such  corporation,  the  said  Board  of  Public 
Works  shall  have  power  to  demand  and  receive  a  statement  of 
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the  grounds  of  eaid  controversy  from  the  parties  to  the  same ; 
and  if,  in  their  judgment,  there  shall  be  occasion  so  to  do,  they 
shall  have  the  right  to  propose  to  the  parties  to  said  controversy, 
or  to  any  of  them,  that  the  same  shall  be  settled  by  arbitration ; 
and  if  the  opposing  paities  to  said  controversy  shall  consent 
and  agree  to  said  arbitration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board 
of  Public  Works  to  provide  in  due  form  for  the  submission  of 
the  said  controversy  to  arbitration,  in  such  manner  that  the  same 
may  be  finally  settled  and  determined  ;  but  if  the  said  corpora- 
tion or  the  said  person  in  its  employment  or  service,  so  engaged 
in  controversy  with  the  said  corporation,  shall  refuse  to  submit 
to  such  arbitration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  of 
Public  Works  to  examine  into  and  ascertain  the  cause  of  said 
controversy,  and  report  the  same  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted j  That  all  subjects  of  dispute  aris- 
ing between  corporations,  and  any  person  in  their  employment 
or  service,  and  all  subjects  of  dispute  between  employers  and 
employees,  employed  by  them  in  any  trade  or  manufacture,  may 
be  settled  and  adjusted  in  the  manner  hei*etofore  mentioned. 

Sec.  d.  And  be  it  further  enacted j  That  whenever  such  sub- 
jects of  dispute  shall  arise  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
either  party  to  the  same  to  demand  and  have  an  arbitration  or 
reference  thereof  in  the  manner  following,  that  is  to  say: 
Where  the  party  complaining  and  the  party  complained  of  shall 
come  before,  or  agree  by  any  writing  under  their  hands,  to 
abide  by  the  determination  of  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace 
to  hear  and  finally  determine  in  a  summary  manner  the  matter 
in  dispute  between  such  parties ;  but  if  such  parties  shall  not 
come  before,  or  so  agree  to  abide  by  the  determination  of  such 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  but  shall  agree  to  submit  their 
said  caase  of  dispute  to  arbitrators  appointed  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  such  judge  or 
justice  of  the  peace,  and  such  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  is 
hereby  required,  on  complaint  made  before  him,  and  proof  that 
such  agreement  for  arbitration  has  been  entered  into,  to  ap- 
point arbitrators  for  settling  the  matters  in  dispute,  and  such 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  then  and  there  propose  not 
less  than  two  nor  more  than  four  persons,  one-half  of  whom 
shall  be  employers  and  the  other  half  employees,  acceptable  to 
the  parties  to  the  dispute,  respectively,  who,  together  with  such 
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judge  or  jastice  of  the  peace,  shall  have  full  power  finally  to 
hear  and  determine  such  dispute. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  encuUedj  That  in  all  such  cases  of 
dispute  as  aforesaid,  as  in  all  other  cases,  if  the  parties  mutu- 
ally agree  that  the  matter  in  dispute  shall  be  arbitrated  and 
determined  in  a  different  mode  to  the  one  hereby  prescribed, 
such  agreement  shall  be  valid,  and  the  award  and  determina- 
tion thereon  by  either  mode  of  arbitration  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive  between  the  parties. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  U  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  io 
all  cases  for  an  employer  or  employee,  by  writing  under  his 
hand,  to  authorize  any  person  to  act  for  him  in  submitting  to 
arbitration  and  attending  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  U  further  enacted^  That  every  determination 
of  dispute  by  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  be  given 
as  a  judgment  of  the  court  over  which  said  judge  presides,  and 
of  the  justice  of  the  peace  determining  the  same  ;  and  the  said 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  award  execution  thereon  aa 
upon  verdict,  confession  or  nonsuit ;  and  every  award  made  by 
arbitrators  appointed  by  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  under 
these  provisions  of  this  statute,  shall  be  returned  by  said  arbi- 
trator to  the  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  by  whom  they  were 
appointed ;  and  said  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  enter  the 
same  as  an  amicable  action  between  the  parties  to  the  same  in  the 
court  presided  over  by  said  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  with 
the  same  effect  as  if  said  action  had  been  regularly  commenced 
in  said  court  by  due  process  of  law,  and  shall  thereupon  become 
a  judgment  of  said  court,  and  execution  thereon  shall  be  awarded 
as  upon  verdict,  confession  or  nonsuit ;  in  the  manner  provided 
in  article  seven  of  the  Public  General  Laws  of  Maryland ;  and 
in  all  proceedings  under  this  act,  whether  before  a  judge  or 
justice  of  the  peace,  or  arbitrators,  costs  shall  be  taxed  as  are 
now  allowed  by  law  in  similar  proceedings,  and  the  same  shall 
be  paid  equally  by  the  parties  to  the  dispute ;  such  award  shall 
remain  four  days  in  court  during  its  sitting,  after  the  return 
thereof,  before  any  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon ;  and  if  it 
shall  appear  to  the  court  within  that  time  that  the  same  was 
obtfkined  by  fraud  or  malpractice  in  or  by  surprise,  imposition 
or  deception  of  the  arbitrators,  or  without  due  notice  to  the  par- 
ties or  their  attorneys,  the  court  may  set  aside  such  award  and 
refuse  to  give  judgment  thereon.     [^Approved  April  7,  1878. 
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KAKSAS. 

In  1899,  parsaant  to  the  Special  Session  Laws  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  went  out  of 
existence,  and  all  its  powera  devolved  upon  a  '^  court  of  visi- 
tation." The  new  body  was  further  charged  with  the  duty  of 
sunmiarily  settling  railroad  strikes,  empowered  to  enforce  its 
decrees  when  the  railroad  companies  are  at  fault,  and  given 
similar  control  over  telegraphs ;  and  a  state  solicitor  was  ap- 
pointed to  represent  the  people  in  proceedings  before  the  court 
of  visitation. 

Since  1886  there  has  been  a  law  providing  for  county  tribu- 
nals and  umpires  of  voluntary  arbitration.  A  tribunal,  licensed 
for  one  year  by  the  court  having  jurisdiction,  consists  of  four 
persons,  one  of  whom  is  chairman ;  a  fifth  person  is  appointed 
umpire  and  sworn  to  make  an  award  whenever  the  tribunal 
fails  to  do  so  in  three  meetings. 

Special  Session  Laws  of  1898,  Chapters  28  and  38.* 

Chapter  28,  which  created  the  court  of  visitation  is  in  sub- 
stance as  follows : 

Section  1  denominates  it  a  court  of  record  and  prescribes  the  quali- 
fications of  the  judges  thereof. 


Section  5  provides  that  there  shall  be  a  state  solicitor  and  that  his 
duty  shall  be  to  appear  and  represent  the  state  in  all  proceedings  and 
actions  before  the  court  of  visitation  to  which  the  state  is  a  party. 


Section  8  defines  the  power  and  jurisdiction  of  the  court  to  try  and 
determine  all  questions  as  to  what  are  reasonable  freight  and  other 

*  The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  v.  Mjatt,  state  solicitor,  et  tU.,  Cir- 
cnit  Coort  of  the  United  States  for  the  District  of  Kansas,  First  Division,  No- 
vember, 1899.  This  case  arose  on  an  application  for  a  temporary  injunction,  and 
the  complainant,  **  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  New 
York  and  a  citizen  of  that  state,"  showed  that  the  prescribed  rates  were  confis- 
catory in  that  they  were  less  than  the  cost  of  performing  the  service.  The  in- 
junction was  granted. 

The  fMeral  court  held  that  the  defendants  were  not  general  officers  of  the 
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charges  connected  with  the  transportation  of  property  between  points 
in  the  state ;  to  apportion  charges  between  connecting  roads,  deter- 
mine all  questions  relating  to  charges  for  use  of  cars,  etc. ;  to 
regulate  chargea  for  part  car-load  and  mixed  car-load  lots  of  freight, 
etc. ;  to  classify  freight ;  to  apportion  transportation  charges  among 
connecting  lines ;  to  require  the  construction  of  depots,  switches,  etc, 
for  public  convenience;  to  compel  reasonable  and  impartial  train 
and  car  sendee ;  to  regulate  crossings  and  intersections  of  railroads 
and  regulate  the  operation  of  trains  over  them ;  to  prescribe  rules 
concerning  the  movements  of  trains  to  secure  safety  to  employees  and 
the  public ;  to  require  the  use  of  improved  appliances  and  methods  to 
avoid  accidents  and  injuries  to  persons ;  to  restrict  railroad  corpora- 
tions to  operations  within  their  charter  powers,  prevent  the  oppres- 
sive exercise  thereof,  and  compel  performance  of  all  duties  required 
of  railroads  by  law ;  to  summon  juries,  as  a  court  of  equity,  in  any 
case  or  matter  before  it,  the  qualifications  of  the  jurors  being  pre- 
scribed ;  to  exercise  other  and  further  powers  as  are  given  by  the  said 
act  or  as  may  be  conferred  by  law. 

Section  9  clothes  the  court  with  fxill  conmion-law  and  equity  powers 
as  to  matters  within  its  jurisdiction ;  permits  writs  and  process  to 
compel  attendance  of  parties  and  witnesses,  the  production  of  books, 
etc.,  to  execute  its  decrees  and  orders,  including  writs  of  injunction 
and  mandamus;  allows  the  appointment  of  receivers  to  carry  its 
judgments  into  effect ;  and  authorizes  punishment  for  contempt 


Section  14  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  state  solicitor  to  file  information 
in  the  name  of  the  state  upon  receiving  sworn  information  of  violation 
of  law  on  the  part  of  any  railroad  company. 


Section  21  provides  that  any  person,  corporation,  county,  etc.,  in- 
terested in  any  information  or  complaint  shall  be  made  a  party  to  the 
proceedings. 

Section  22,  that  any  aggrieved  person,  corporation,  etc.,  though  not 
a  party  to  the  suit,  may  enter  appearance  therein  at  any  time  on  show- 
state  ;  therefore,  the  snit  was  not  against  the  state,  and  hence  not  within  the 
prohibition  of  the  eleventh  amendment  to  the  federal  constitution;  they  were 
not  a  court  within  the  meaning  of  section  720  of  The  Revised  Statutes  of  the 
United  States  which  prohibits  the  grant  of  a  writ  of  injunction  whose  effect  would 
be  to  stay  proceedings  in  a  state  court;  that  the  acts  relating  to  the  court  of 
visitation  were  Tiolative  of  the  state  constitution  in  attempting  to  confer  incon- 
sistent legislative  and  judicial  powers  upon  the  same  body  concerning  the  same 
subject-matter.    **  By  the  language  of  the  act  under  consideration,  the  court  of 
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ing  that  the  decree  of  the  court  is  being  violated,  and  secnre  enfoxxse* 
ment  thereof 


Section  24  authorizes  the  court  to  order  the  information  to  be 
amended  so  as  to  bring  the  entire  schedule  of  rates  of  the  railroad 
company  before  it  for  consideration,  if  it  deems  it  probably  unjust  to 
merely  change  the  rate  between  the  points  mentioned  in  the  informa- 
tion. 


Section  28  provides  for  such  decree  at  the  conclusion  of  every  trial 
as  the  pleadings  and  proofs  warrant  Alter  the  trial  of  any  action 
involving  the  reasonableness  of  a  general  schedule  of  freight  chaises, 
the  court  shall  specially  find  the  facts  it  deems  most  material,  the 
value  of  the  road  and  all  property  used  in  connection  therewith,  the 
actual  cost^  the  amount  of  capital  stock,  the  bonded  and  other  indebt- 
edness, what  part  is  fictitious  or  fraudulent,  if  any,  the  average  yearly 
revenue,  the  sources  from  whence  derived,  whether  they  will  probably 
increase  or  diminish,  the  average  expenses  of  operation  and  mainten- 
ance, etc.  The  court  shall  thereupon  enter  decree  in  accordance  with 
its  findings  and  decision,  adjudging  and  decreeing  what  are  reasonable 
rates  for  each  and  every  service  at  issue  in  the  case,  and  perpetually 
enjoining  the  defendant  irom  demanding  or  receiving  any  other  or 
different  rates.  The  decree  shall  embody  a  complete  schedule  of  the 
charges  adjudged  to  be  reasonable,  and  the  classification  of  freight 
necessary  for  the  explanation  thereof. 

Section  29  permits  rehearing  any  order  or  decree,  by  the  court,  as 
a  court  of  chancery. 

Section  30  requires  that  copies  of  each  order  or  decree  determining 
what  are  reasonable  charges  shall  be  printed  by  each  railroad  com- 
pany affected,  and  posted  in  a  place  convenient  for  public  use. 

Section  31  prescribes  that  in  certain  cases,  companies  owning  con- 
necting lines  must  be  joined  as  defendants,  and  the  hearing  and 
decree  shall  include  the  joint  rates  and  apportionment  thereof 

Section  32  provides  that  if  any  company  fails  to  comply  with  any 


Tisitstion  can  prescribe  a  tariff  of  rates  and  charges,  jndicially  determine  the 
reasonableness  thereof,  and  then  enforce  their  jadicial  determination  in  as  radical 
a  method  as  could  be  devised."  It  was  held  that  such  determination  was  not 
dne  process  of  law,  and  that  to  attempt  to  sequestrate  the  property  of  the  com- 
plainant without  due  process  of  law  is  to  deny  to  the  complainant  the  equal 
protection  of  the  laws  and  is  violative  of  the  first  section  of  the  fourteenth  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States.  The  federal  court,  having  declared 
the  acts  in  question  wholly  void,  or  void  In  part,  said :  "  It  is  unnecessary  to 
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order  or  decree  for  30  days  after  promulgation  thereof,  the  court,  npon 
proof  of  such  failure,  and  after  notice,  may  order  sequestration  of  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  company^s  property,  owned  or  leased,  and 
appoint  a  receiver  to  take  possession  and  charge  of  the  property,  and 
operate  the  same,  and  carry  the  order  and  decree  into  effect,  or  until 
the  company  shall  furnish  satisfactory  security  for  compliance,  in 
which  latter  case  the  accounts  of  the  receiver  shall  be  passed,  and  the 
net  proceeds  of  operating  the  property  shall  be  paid  to  the  company^ 
and  the  property  returned  to  it 


Section  40  punishes  discrimination  and  provides  that  any  agent 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  punished  by  fine,  of 
not  more  than  $1,000,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  more 
than  a  year,  if  he  shall  knowingly  demand,  collect,  or  receive  a 
greater  compensation  for  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property 
than  that  fixed  by  law  or  by  the  courts  or  who  shall  discriminate  in 
the  matter  of  rates  and  charges ;  and  the  railroad  company  itself  is 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  $1,000,  and  each  day  that  such  violation  con- 
tinues constitutes  a  separate  and  additional  offense.  It  is  made  the 
duty  of  the  state  solicitor  to  prosecute  such  offenses,  or  to  recover 
the  penalties  by  civil  action. 

Section  41  authorizes  the  recovery  of  damages  by  parties  injured 
by  the  disobedience  of  any  railroad  company  of  the  provisions  of  the 
act,  or  of  any  law  of  the  state,  or  of  any  lawful  order  or  decree  of  the 
court,  together  with  costs  and  reasonable  attomey^s  fees ;  and,  if  the 
disobedience  is  willful,  exemplary  damages  may  be  awarded,  not 
exceeding  treble  the  amount  of  the  actual  damage. 

Sec.  42. t  Whenever  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  said 
court  by  affidavit  that  a  strike  by  the  employees,  or  part  of 
them,  of  any  railroad  company  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
state  or  doing  business  therein  is  obstructing  commerce  or  the 
traffic  on  such  railroad  and  inconveniencing  the  public,  or  the 
people  of  any  municipality,  or  endangers  or  threatens  the  pub- 
lic tranquillity,  said  court  shall  issue  a  citation  requiring  said 

determine  in  this  case  whether  the  coart  of  visitation,  thoagh  pOBsessing  no 
judicial  functions,  may  still  have  and  exercise  the  legislative  and  administrative 
powers  specified  in  the  acts  of  the  legislatnre." 

t  The  power  of  the  court  of  visitation  to  settle  strikes  in  the  way  prescribed  wa« 
not  considered,  but  it  would  seem  that  some  of  the  principles  laid  down  hy  the 
federal  court  might  also  be  applied  to  section  42. 
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corporation  to  appear  before  it,  at  a  day  and  hour  named,  and 
make  answer,  verified  by  the  positive  oath  of  an  officer  or  agent 
of  said  corporation  residing  in  this  state  and  then  present 
therein,  concerning  the  said  strike,  its  extent,  the  cause  or 
causes  thereof,  what  conduct,  if  any,  of  said  corporation  or  its 
officers  led  to  such  strike,  and  the  precise  point  or  points  of 
dispute  between  said  corporation  and  its  striking  employees. 
If  said  answer  be  not  made  at  the  time  fixed,  or  be  evasive, 
the  court  shall  make  a  final  decree  as  upon  hearing  and  enforce 
the  same  as  such.  If  said  answer  be  properly  made,  the  mat- 
ter shall  be  without  further  delay  summarily  heard  upon  evi- 
dence ;  and  if  the  corporation  be  found  free  from  fault  in  the 
premises  and  the  strike  unreasonable,  the  court  shall  so  find, 
and  the  said  proceedings  shall  be  dismissed ;  and  thereupon, 
and  upon  public  notice  as  ordered  by  the  court  given  of  such 
decision,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  said  strikers  or  any  of  them 
to  interfere  in  any  manner  whatever,  by  word  or  deed,  with  any 
other  employees  said  corporation  may  employ  and  set  to  work. 
But  if  the  court  shall  find  that  said  corporation  has  failed  in  its 
duty  toward  its  employees,  or  any  of  them,  or  has  been  un- 
reasonable, tyrannical,  oppressive,  or  unjust,  and  the  strike  re- 
sulted therefrom,  the  court  shall  so  find  specifically,  and  shall 
enter  a  decree  commanding  such  corporation  to  proceed  forth- 
with to  perform  its  usual  functions  for  the  public  convenience, 
and  to  the  usual  extent  and  with  the  usual  facilities,  as  before 
said  strike  occurred ;  and  if  said  decree  shall  not  be  implicitly 
obeyed,  in  full  and  in  good  faith,  the  court  may  take  charge  of 
said  corporation's  property  and  operate  the  same  through  a 
receiver  or  receivers  appointed  by  said  court  until  the  court 
shall  be  satisfied  that  said  corporation  is  prepared  to  fully  re- 
sume its  functions ;  all  costs  to  be  paid  by  said  corporation. 
If,  in  answer  to  said  original  process  ordering  it  to  show  cause 
as  aforesaid,  said  corporation  shall  show  to  the  court's  satisfac- 
tion that  said  striking  employees  have  resumed  work  and  said 
strike  has  ended,  the  proceeding  shall  be  dismissed.  If  in  such 
answer  it  shall  show  to  the  court's  satisfaction  that  said  striking 
employees  have  resumed  work  under  an  agreement  to  remain 
in  said  corporation's  service  pending  the  hearing  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, and  that  the  corporation  will  abide  by  the  terms  of 
said  agreement,  then,  and  only  in  such  case,  the   hearing  of 
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said  matter  in  controyersy  concerning  the  cause  or  causes^ 
of  said  strike  may  be  postponed  on  request  a  reasonable  time, 
or  from  time  to  time,  while  said  employees  so  remain  at  work ; 
and  upon  settlement  of  said  strike  said  proceedings  may  be  at. 
any  time  dismissed ;  but  if  said  employees  again  quit  work, 
said  matter  shall  be  brought  to  an  immediate  hearing  and 
decree,  notwithstanding  a  pending  postponement. 

Sec.  43.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  the  15th  day  of  March,  1899,  and  after  its  publication  in 
the  official  state  paper.  [^Approved  Jan.  3^  1899.  Published, 
in  official  state  paper  Jan.  4^  1899.'] 

Chapter  38  contains  the  following : 

Section  1 .  From  and  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  act  the 
court  of  visitation  shall  have  the  same  power,  jurisdiction  and 
control  over  all  questions  concerning  the  regulation  of  the  tele- 
graph service  in  this  state,  the  reasonableness  of  chaises  herein 
fixed  or  to  be  fixed  by  any  order  of  said  court  and  in  all  mat- 
ters concerning  the  regulation,  management  or  control  of  tele- 
graph companies,  as  is  conferred  upon  said  court  of  visitation 
in  reference  to  railroads  or  railway  corporations  in  this  state.

Any  person,  company,  or  corporation,  or  any 
agent,  servant  or  employee  of  any  person,  company  or  corpora- 
tion, violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  less- 
than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  one  year. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book.  \^Approved  Jan.  6^, 
1899.

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The  law  relating  to  voluntary  arbitration  is  as  follows : 

An  Aot  to  establish  boards  of  arbitration,  and  defining 

their  powers  and  duties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  LegislcUure  of  the  SicUe  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  district  court  of  each  county,  or  a 
judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall  have  the  power,  and  upon  the 
presentation  of  a  petition  as  hereinafter  provided  it  shall  be 
the  duty,  of  said  court  or  judge  to  issue  a  license  or  authority 
for  the  establishment  within  and  for  any  county  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  said  court,  of  a  tribunal  for  voluntary  arbitra- 
tion and  settlements  of  disputes  between  employers  and  em- 
ployed in  the  manufacturing,  mechanical,  mining  and  other 
industries. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  petition  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
hereinafter  given,  and  the  petition  shall  be  signed  by  at  least 
five  persons  employed  as  workmen,  or  by  two  or  more  separate 
firms,  individuals,  or  corporations  within  the  county  who  are 
employers  within  the  county :  Provided^  That  at  the  time  the 
petition  is  presented,  the  judge  before  whom  said  petition  is 
presented  may,  upon  motion,  require  testimony  to  be  taken  as 
to  the  representative  character  of  said  petitioners,  and  if  it 
appears  that  the  requisite  number  of  said  petitioners  are  not  of 
the  character  they  represent  themselves  to  be,  the  establishment 
of  the  said  tribunal  may  be  denied,  or  he  may  make  such  otfier 
order  in  that  behalf  as  shall  to  him  seem  fair  to  both  sides. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  said  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  requisite 
number  of  either  employers  or  workmen,  and  be  in  proper 
form,  the  judge  shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  issued  a  license, 
authorizing  the  existence  of  such  a  tribunal  and  containing  the 
names  of  four  persons  to  compose  the  tribunal,  two  of  whom 
shall  be  workmen  and  two  employers,  all  residents  of  said 
county,  and  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting 
thereof ;  and  an  entry  of  the  license  so  granted  shall  be  made 
upon  the  journal  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the 
petition  originated. 

Sec.  4.  Said  tribunal  shall  continue  in  existence  for  one  year, 
from  the  date  of  the  license  creating  it,  and  may  take  jurisdic- 
tion of  any  dispute  between  employers  and  workmen  in  any 
mechanical,  manufacturing,  mining,  or  other  industry,  who  may 
submit  their  disputes  in  writing  to  such  tribunal  for  decision. 
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Vacancies  occarring  in  the  membership  of  the  tribunal  shall  be 
filled  by  the  judge  or  court  that  licensed  said  tribunal.  Disputes 
occurring  in  one  county  may  be  referred  to  a  tribunal  already 
existing  in  an  adjoining  county.  Said  court  at  the  time  of 
the  issuance  of  said  license  shall  appoint  an  umpire  for  said 
tribunal,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  impartially,  decide  all  questions 
that  may  be  submitted  to  him  during  his  term  of  office.  The 
umpire  shall  be  called  upoji  to  act  after  disagreement  is  mani- 
fested in  the  tribunal  by  failure  to  agree  during  three  meetings 
held  and  full  discussion  had.  His  award  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive upon  such  matters  only  as  are  submitted  to  him  in  writ- 
ing and  signed  by  the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  tribunal,  or 
by  parties  submitting  the  same.  And  the  award  of  said  tribunal 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  the  questions  so  submitted  to 
it :  Provided,  That  said  award  may  be  impeached  for  fraud,  ac- 
cident or  mistake. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  tribunal  when  convened  shall  be  organized 
by  the  selection  of  one  of  their  number  as  chairman,  and  one 
as  secretary,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members. 

Sec.  6.  The  members  of  the  tribunal  and  the  umpire  shall 
each  receive  as  compensation  for  their  services,  out  of  the  treas- 
ury of  the  county  in  which  said  dispute  shall  arise,  two  dollars 
for  each  day  of  actual  service.  The  sessions  of  said  tribunal 
shall  be  held  at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  where  the  petition 
for  the  same  was  presented,  and  a  suitable  room  for  the  use  of 
said  tribunal  shall  be  provided  by  the  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  7.  All  submissions  of  matters  in  dispute  shall  be  made 
to  the  chairman  of  said  tribunal,  who  shall  file  the  same.  The 
chairman  of  the  tribunal  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  to 
all  witnesses  who  may  be  produced,  and  a  majority  of  said  tribu- 
nal may  provide  for  the  examination  and  investigation  of  books, 
documents  and  accounts  necessary,  material,  and  pertaining  to 
the  matters  in  hearing  before  the  tribunal,  and  belonging  to 
either  party  to  the  dispute.  The  umpire  shall  have  power  when 
necessary  to  administer  oaths  and  examine  witnesses,  and  ex- 
amine and  investigate  books,  documents  and  accounts  pertain- 
ing to  the  matters  submitted  to  him  for  decision. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  tribunal  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain 
and  enforce  rules  for  the  government  of  the  body,  when  in  ses- 
sion, to  enable  the  business  to  be  proceeded  with  in  order,  and 
to  fix  its  sessions  and  adjournments ;  but  such  rules  shall  not 
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conflict  with  this  statate  nor  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  state :  Provided^  That  the  chairman 
of  said  tribunal  may  convene  said  tribunal  in  extra  session  at 
the  earliest  day  possible,  in  cases  of  emergency. 

Sec.  9.  .  Before  the  umpire  shall  proceed  to  act,  the  question 
or  questions  in  dispute  shall  be  plainly  defined  in  writing  and 
signed  by  the  members  of  the  tribunal  or  a  majority  thereof,  or 
by  the  parties  submitting  the  same ;  and  such  writing  shall  con- 
tain the  submission  of  the  decision  thereof  to  the  umpire  by 
name,  and  shall  provide  that  his  decision  thereon  after  hearing 
shall  be  final ;  and  said  umpire  must  make  his  award  within  five 
days  from  the  time  the  question  or  questions  in  dispute  are 
submitted  to  him.  Said  award  shall  be  made  to  the  tribunal ; 
and  if  the  award  is  for  a  specific  sum  of  money,  said  award  of 
money,  or  the  awaixl  of  the  tribunal,  when  it  shall  be  for  a 
specific  sum,  may  be  made  a  matter  of  record  by  filing  a  copy 
thereof  in  the  district  court  of  the  county  wherein  the  tribunal 
is  in  session.  When  so  entered  of  record  it  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive,  and  the  proper  court  may  on  motion  of  anyone 
interested,  enter  judgment  thereon  ;  and  when  the  award  is  for 
a  specific  sum  of  money  may  issue  final  and  other  process  to 
enforce  the  same:  Provided^  That  any  such  award  may  be 
impeached  for  fraud,  accident,  or  mistake. 

Sec.  10.  The  form  of  the  petition  praying  for  a  tribunal 
under  this  act  shall  be  as  follows :  — 

To  the  District  Court  of  County  (or  a  judge  thereof,  as  the 

case  may  be)  :  The  subscribers  hereto  being  the  number  and  having 
the  qualifications  required  in  this  proceeding,  being  desirous  of  estab- 
lishing a  tribunal  of  voluntary  arbitration  for  the  settlement  of  dis- 
putes in  the  manufacturing,  mechanical,  mining  and  other  industries, 
pray  that  a  license  for  a  tribunal  of  voluntary  arbitration  may  be 
issued,  to  be  composed  of  four  persons  and  an  umpire,  as  provided 
by  law. 

Sec.  11.  This  act  to  be  in  force  and  take  effect  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  ofiScial  state  paper.  \^Publi8hed 
February  25, 1886. 
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IOWA. 

An  Act  to  Authorize  the  Creation  and  to  Provide  for  the 
Operation  of  Tribunals  of  Voluntary  Arbitration  to 
Acijust  Industrial  Disputes  between  Employers  and 
Employed. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Qeneral  Assembly  of  the  SicUe  of  Iowa: 

Section  1.  That  the  district  court  of  each  county,  or  a 
judge  thereof  io  vacation,  shall  have  power,  and  upon  the  pres- 
entation of  a  petition,  or  of  the  agreement  hereinafter  named,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court,  or  a  judge  thereof  in  vacation, 
to  issue  in  the  form  hereinafter  named,  a  license  or  authority 
for  the  establishment  within  and  for  each  county  of  tribunals 
for  voluntary  arbitration  and  settlement  of  disputes  between 
employers  and  employed  in  the  manufacturing,  mechanical  or 
mining  industries. 

Sec  2.  The  said  petition  or  agreement  shall  be  substantially 
in  the  form  hereinafter  given,  and  the  petition  shall  be  signed 
by  at  least  twenty  persons  employed  as  workmen,  and  by  four 
or  more  separate  firms,  individuals,  or  corporations  within  the 
county,  or  by  at  least  four  employers,  each  of  whom  shall  em- 
ploy at  least  five  workmen,  or  by  the  representative  of  a  firm, 
corporation  or  individual  employing  not  less  than  twenty  men 
in  their  trade  or  industry ;  provided^  that  at  the  time  the  peti- 
tion is  presented,  the  judge  before  whom  said  petition  is  pre- 
sented may,  upon  motion  require  testimony  to  be  taken  as  to 
the  representative  character  of  said  petitioners,  and  if  it 
appears  that  said  petitioners  do  not  represent  the  will  of  a 
majority,  or  at  least  one-half  of  each  party  to  the  dispute, 
the  license  for  the  establishment  of  said  tiibunal  may  be  de- 
nied, or  may  make  such  other  order  in  this  behalf  as  to  him 
shall  seem  fair  to  both  sides. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  said  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  requisite 
number  of  both  employers  and  workmen,  and  be  in  proper  form 
and  contain  the  names  of  the  persons  to  compose  the  tribunal, 
being  an  equal  number  of  employers  and  workmen,  the  judge 
shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  issued  a  license  substantially  in  the 
form  hereinafter  given,  authorizing  the  existence  of  such  tribu- 
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nal  and  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  thereof, 
and  an  entry  of  the  license  so  granted  shall  be  made  upon  the 
journal  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  petition 
originated. 

Sec.  4.  Said  tribunal  shall  continue  in  existence  for  one  year 
from  date  of  the  license  creating  it,  and  may  take  jurisdiction 
of  any  dispute  between  employers  and  workmen  in  any  mechan- 
ical, manufacturing,  or  mining  industry,  or  business,  who  shall 
have  petitioned  for  the  tribunal,  or  have  been  represented  in  the 
petition  therefor,  or  who  may  submit  their  disputes  in  writing 
to  such  tribunal  for  decision.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  mem- 
bership of  the  tribunal  shall  be  filled  by  the  judge  or  court  that 
licensed  said  tribunal,  from  three  names,  presented  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  tribunal  remaining  in  that  class,  in  which  the  vacan- 
cies occur.  The  removal  of  any  member  to  an  adjoining  county, 
shall  not  cause  a  vacancy  in  either  the  tribunal  or  post  of  umpire. 
Disputes  occurring  in  one  county  may  be  referred  to  a  tribunal 
already  existing  in  an  adjoining  county.  The  place  of  umpire 
in  any  of  said  tribunals  and  vacancies  occurring  in  such  place, 
shall  only  be  filled  by  the  mutual  choice  of  the  whole  of  the 
representatives,  of  both  employers  and  workmen  constituting 
the  tribunal,  immediately  upon  the  organization  of  the  same, 
and  the  umpire  shall  be  called  upon  to  act  after  disagreement 
is  manifested  in  the  tribunal  by  failure  during  three  meetings 
held  and  full  discussion  had.  His  award  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive upon  such  matters  only  as  are  submitted  to  him  in 
writing  and  signed  by  the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  tri- 
bunal, or  by  parties  submitting  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  tribunal  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  two 
employers  or  their  representatives,  and  two  workmen  or  their 
representatives.  The  exact  number  which  shall  in  each  case 
constitute  the  tribunal,  shall  be  inserted  in  the  petition  or  agree- 
ment, and  they  shall  be  named  in  the  license  issued.  The  said 
tribunal,  when  convened  shall  be  organized  by  the  selection  of 
one  of  their  members  as  chairman  and  one  as  secretary,  Who 
shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members,  or  if  such 
majority  cannot  be  had  after  two  votes,  then  by  secret  ballot, 
or  by  lot,  as  they  prefer. 
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Sec.  6.  The  members  of  the  tribunal  shall  receive  no  com- 
pensation for  their  services  from  the  city  or  county,  but  the  ex- 
penses of  the  tribunal,  other  than  fuel,  light  and  the  use  of  the 
room  and  furniture,  may  be  paid  by  voluntary  subscription, 
which  the  tribunal  is  authorized  to  receive  and  expend  for  such 
purposes.  The  sessions  of  said  tribunal  shall  be  held  at  the 
county  seat  of  the  county  where  the  petition  for  the  same  was 
presented,  and  a  room  in  the  court  house  or  elsewhere  for  the 
use  of  said  tribunal  shall  be  provided  by  the  county  board  of 
supervisors. 

Sec.  7.  When  no  umpire  is  acting,  the  chairman  of  the  tri- 
bunal shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  to  all  witnesses  who 
may  be  produced,  and  a  majority  of  said  tribunal  may  provide 
for  the  examination  and  investigation  of  books,  documents  and 
accounts  pertaining  to  the  matters  in  hearing  before  the  tribunal, 
and  belonging  to  either  party  to  the  dispute ;  provided^  that  the 
tribunal  may  unanimously  direct  that  instead  of  producing 
books,  papers  and  accounts  before  the  tribunal,  an  accountant 
agreed  upon  by  the  entire  tribunal  may  be  appointed  to  examine 
such  books,  papers  and  accounts,  and  such  accountant  shall  be 
sworn  to  well  and  truly  examine  such  books,  documents  and 
accounts,  as  may  be  presented  to  him,  and  to  report  the  results 
of  such  examination  in  writing  to  said  tribunal.  Before  such 
examination,  the  information  desired  and  required  by  the  tri- 
bunal shall  be  plainly  stated  in  writing,  and  presented  to  said 
accountant,  which  statement  shall  be  signed  by  the  members  of 
said  tribunal,  or  by  a  majority  of  each  class  thereof.  Attorneys 
at  law  or  other  agents  of  either  party  to  the  dispute,  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  appear  or  take  part  in  any  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  tribunal,  or  before  the  umpire. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  umpire  is  acting  he  shall  preside  and  he 
shall  have  all  the  power  of  the  chairman  of  the  tribunal,  and  his 
determination  upon  all  questions  of  evidence,  or  other  questions 
in  conducting  the  inquiries  there  pending,  shall  be  final.  Com- 
mittees of  the  tribunal  consisting  of  an  equal  number  of  each 
class  may  be  constituted  to  examine  into  any  question  in  dis- 
pute between  employers  and  workmen  which  may  have  been  re- 
ferred to  said  committee  by  the  tribunal,  and  such  committee 
may  hear,  and  settle  the  same  finally,  when  it  can  be  done  by  a 
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nnaniiDoas  vote ;  otherwise  the  same  shall  be  reported  to  the 
full  tribunal,  and  be  there  heard  as  if  the  question  had  not  been 
referred.  The  said  tribunal  in  connection  with  the  (jaid  um- 
pire shall  have  power  to  make  or  ordain  and  enforce  rules  for 
the  government  of  the  body  when  in  session  to  enable  the  busi- 
ness to  be  proceeded  with,  in  order,  and  to  fix  its  sessions  and 
adjournments,  but  such  rules  shall  not  conflict  with  this  statute 
nor  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
Iowa. 

Sec.  9.  Before  the  umpire  shall  proceed  to  act,  the  question 
or  questions  in  dispute  shall  be  plainly  defined  in  writing  and 
signed  by  the  members  of  the  tribunal,  or  a  majority  thereof  of 
each  class,  or  by  the  parties  submitting  the  same,  and  such 
writing  shall  contain  the  submission  of  the  decision  thereof  to 
the  umpire  by  name,  and  shall  provide  that  his  decision  thereon, 
after  hearing  shall  be  final.  The  umpire  shall  be  sworn  to  im- 
partially decide  all  questions  that  may  be  submitted  to  him  dur- 
ing his  term  of  oflScc.  The  submission  and  his  award  may  be 
made  in  the  form  hereinafter  given,  and  said  umpire  must  make 
his  award  within  ten  days  from  the  time  the  question  or  ques- 
tions in  dispute  are  submitted  to  him.  Said  award  shall  be 
made  to  the  tribunal ;  and  if  the  award  is  for  a  specific  sum  of 
money,  said  award  may  be  made  a  matter  of  record  by  filing  a 
copy  thereof  in  the  district  court  of  the  county  wherein  the  tri- 
bunal is  in  session.  When  so  entered  of  record  it  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive,  and  the  proper  court  may,  on  motion  of  any  one 
interested  enter  judgment  thereon ;  and  when  the  award  is  for 
a  specific  sum  of  money  may  issue  final  and  other  process  to 
enforce  the  same. 

Sec.  10.  The  form  of  the  joint  petition  or  agreement  pray- 
ing for  a  tribunal  under  this  act  shall  be  as  follows :

the  case  may  be)  :

trade  may  be  issued  to  said  persons  named  above.

PENlTSYLVAiriA. 

An  Aot  to  establish  boards  of  arbitration  to  settle  all 
questions  of  wages  and  other  matters  of  varianoe  be<- 
tween  capital  and  labor. 

Whereas,  The  great  industries  of  this  Commonwealth  are 
frequently  suspended  by  strikes  and  lockouts  resulting  at  times 
in  criminal  violation  of  the  law  and  entailing  upon  the  State 
vast  expense  to  protect  life  and  property  and  preserve  the  pub- 
lic peace : 

And^  whereas^  No  adequate  means  exist  for  the  adjustment 
of  these  issues  between  capital  and  labor,  employers  and  em- 
ployes, upon  an  equitable  basis  where  each  party  can  meet  to- 
gether upon  terms  of  equality  to  settle  the  rates  of  compensation 
for  labor  and  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  their  branches 
of  industry  in  harmony  with  law  and  a  generous  public  senti- 
ment: Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  U  enacted^  &c.^  That  whenever  any  differ- 
ences arise  between  employers  and  employes  in  the  mining, 
manufacturing  or  transportation  industries  of  the  Common- 
wealth which  cannot  be  mutually  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of 
a  majority  of  all  parties  concerned,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  either 
party,  or  for  both  parties  jointly,  to  make  application  to  the 
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court  of  common  pleas  wherein  the  service  is  to  be  performed 
about  which  the  dispute  has  arisen  to  appoint  and  constitute  a 
board  of  arbitration  to  consider,  arrange  and  settle  all  matters 
at  variance  between  them  which  must  be  fully  set  forth  in  the 
application,  such  application  to  be  in  writing  and  signed  and 
duly  acknowledged  before  a  proper  officer  by  the  representatives 
of  the  persons  employed  as  workmen,  or  by  the  representatives 
of  a  firm,  individual  or  corporation,  or  by  both,  if  the  applica- 
tion is  made  jointly  by  the  parties ;  such  applicants  to  be  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  and  the  said  application  shall  be 
filed  with  the  record  of  all  proceedings  had  in  consequence 
thereof  among  the  records  of  said  court. 

Section  2.  That  when  the  application  duly  authenticated  has 
been  presented  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  as  aforesaid,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  court,  if  in  its  judgment  the  said  applica- 
tion allege  matters  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  the  inter- 
vention of  a  board  of  arbitrators  in  order  to  preserve  the  public 
peace,  or  promote  the  interests  and  harmony  of  labor  and  capital, 
to  grant  a  rule  on  each  of  the  parties  to  the  alleged  controversy, 
where  the  application  is  made  jointly,  to  select  three  citizens  of 
the  county  of  good  character  and  familiar  with  all  matters  in 
dispute  to  serve  as  members  of  the  said  board  of  arbitration 
which  shall  consist  of  nine  members  all  citizens  of  this  Com- 
monwealth ;  as  soon  as  the  said  members  are  appointed  by  the 
respective  parties  to  the  issue,  the  court  shall  proceed  at  once 
to  fill  the  board  by  the  selection  of  three  persons  from  the  citi- 
zens of  the  county  of  well-known  character  for  probity  and  gen- 
eral intelligence,  and  not  directly  connected  with  the  interests 
of  either  party  to  the  dispute,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated 
by  the  said  judge  as  president  of  the  board  of  arbitration. 

Where  but  one  party  makes  application  for  the  appointment  of 
such  board  of  arbitration  the  court  shall  give  notice  by  order  of 
court  to  both  parties  in  interest,  requiring  them  each  to  appoint 
three  persons  as  members  of  said  board  within  ten  days  there- 
after, and  in  case  either  party  refuse  or  neglects  to  make  such 
appointment  the  court  shall  thereupon  fill  the  board  by  the  selec- 
tion of  six  persons  who,  with  the  three  named  by  the  other  party 
in  the  controversy,  shall  constitute  said  board  of  arbitration. 

The  said  court  shall  also  appoint  one  of  the  members  thereof 
secretary  to  the  said  board,  who  shall  also  have  a  vote  and 
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the  same  powers  as  any  other  member,  and  shall  also  desig- 
nate the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  said  board.  They 
shall  also  place  before  them  copies  of  all  papers  and  minutes  of 
proceedings  to  the  case  or  cases  submitted. 

Sectiok  8.  That  when  the  board  of  arbitrators  has  been  thus 
appointed  and  constituted,  and  each  member  has  been  sworn  or 
affirmed  and  the  papers  have  been  submitted  to  them,  they 
shall  first  carefully  consider  the  records  before  them  and  then 
determine  the  rules  to  govern  their  proceedings ;  they  shall  sit 
with  closed  doors  until  their  organization  is  consummated  after 
which  their  proceedings  shall  be  public.  The  president  of  the 
board  shall  have  full  authority  to  preserve  order  at  the  sessions 
and  may  summon  or  appoint  officers  to  assist  and  in  all  ballot- 
ings  he  shall  have  a  vote.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  him  at  the 
request  of  any  two  members  of  the  board  to  send  for  persons, 
books  and  papers,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  enforce  their 
presence  and  to  require  them  tb  testify  in  any  matter  before 
the  board,  and  for  any  wilful  failure  to  appear  and  testify 
before  said  board,  when  requested  by  the  said  board,  the  per- 
son or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  thereof  in  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
the  county  where  the  offence  is  committed,  shall  be  sentenced 
to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  thirty  days,  either  or  both,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 

Section  4.  That  as  soon  as  the  board  is  organized  the 
president  shall  announce  that  the  sessions  are  opened  and  the 
variants  may  appear  with  their  attorneys  and  counsel,  if  they 
so  desire,  and  open  their  case,  and  in  all  proceedings  the  appli- 
cant shall  stand  as  plaintiff,  but  when  the  application  is  jointly 
made,  the  employes  shall  stand  as  plaintiff  in  the  case,  each 
party  in  turn  shall  be  allowed  a  full  and  impartial  hearing 
and  may  examine  experts  and  present  models,  drawings,  state- 
ments and  any  proper  matter  bearing  on  the  case,  all  of  which 
shall  be  carefully  considered  by  the  said  board  in  arriving  at 
their  conclusions,  and  the  decision  of  the  said  board  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive  of  all  matters  brought  before  them  for  ad- 
justment, and  the  said  board  of  arbitration  may  adjourn  from 
the  place  designated  by  the  court  for  holding  its  sessions,  when 
it  deems  it  expedient  to  do  so,  to  the  place  or  places  where  the 
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dispute  arises  and  hold  sessions  and  personally  examine  the 
workings  and  matters  at  variance  to  assist  their  Judgment. 

Section  5.  That  the  compensation  of  the  members  of  the 
board  of  arbitration  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit :  each  shall  re- 
ceive four  dollars  per  diem  and  ten  cents  per  mile  both  ways 
between  their  homes  and  the  place  of  meeting  by  the  nearest 
comfortable  routes  of  travel  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of 
the  county  where  the  arbitration  is  held,  and  witnesses  shall 
be  allowed  from  the  treasury  of  the  said  county  the  same  fees 
now  allowed  by  law  for  similar  services. 

Section  6.  That  the  board  of  arbitrators  shall  duly  execute 
their  decision  which  shall  be  reached  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
all  the  members  by  having  the  names  of  those  voting  in  the 
affirmative  signed  thereon  and  attested  by  the  secretary,  and 
their  decisions,  together  with  all  the  papers  and  minutes  of 
their  proceedings,  shall  be  returned  to  and  filed  in  the  court 
aforesaid  for  safe  keeping. 

Section  7.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 
lApproved  the  18th  day  of  May^  A.D.  1893. 


TEXAS. 

[Chapter  379.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  amicable  adjustment  of  griev- 
ances and  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
or  receiver  and  employes,  and  to  authorise  the  crea- 
tion of  a  board  of  arbitration;  to  provide  for  com- 
pensation of  said  board,  and  to  provide  penalties  for 
the  violation  hereof. 

Section  1 .  BeU  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Texas :  That  whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature, 
growing  out  of  the  relation  of  employer  and  employes,  shall 
arise  or  exist  between  employer  and  employes,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful upon  mutual  consent  of  all  parties,  to  submit  all  matters 
respecting  such  grievance  or  dispute  in  writing  to  a  board  of 
arbitrators  to  hear,  adjudicate,  and  determine  the  same.  Said 
board  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  persons.  When  the  employes 
concerned  in  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  the  aforesaid  are 
members  in  good  standing  of  any  labor  organization  which  is 
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represented  by  one  or  more  delegates  in  a  central  body,  the 
said  central  body  shall  have  power  to  designate  two  (2)  of  said 
arbitrators,  and  the  employer  shaU  have  the  power  to  designate 
two  (2)  others  of  said  arbitrators,  and  the  said  four  arbitrators 
shall  designate  a  fifth  person  as  arbitrator,  who  shall  be  chair- 
man of  the  board.  In  case  the  employes  concerned  in  any  such 
grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are  members  in  good  standing 
of  a  labor  organization  which  is  not  represented  in  a  central 
body,  then  the  organization  of  which  they  are  members  shall 
designate  two  members  of  said  boi^rd,  and  said  board  shall  be 
organized  as  hereinbefore  provided ;  and  in  case  the  employes 
concerned  in  any  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are 
not  members  of  any  labor  organization,  then  a  majority  of  said 
employes,  at  a  meeting  duly  held  for  that  purpose,  shall  desig- 
nate two  arbitrators  for  said  board,  and  said  board  shall  be 
organized  as  hereinbefore  provided :  Provided^  that  when  the 
two  arbitrators  selected  by  the  respective  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy, the  district  judge  of  the  district  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  subject  matter  shall,  upon  notice  from  either  of  said  arbi- 
trators that  they  have  failed  to  agree  upon  the  fifth  arbitrator, 
appoint  said  fifth  arbitrator. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  board  as  aforesaid  selected  may  present  a 
petition  in  writing  to  the  district  judge  of  the  county  where  such 
grievance  or  dispute  to  be  arbitrated  may  arise,  signed  by  a 
majority  of  said  board,  setting  forth  in  brief  terms  the  facts 
showing  their  due  and  regular  appointment,  and  the  nature  of 
the  grievance  or  dispute  between  the  parties  to  said  arbitration, 
and  praying  the  license  or  order  of  such  judge  establishing  and 
approving  of  said  board  of  arbitration.  Upon  the  presentation 
of  said  petition  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  judge,  if  it  appear 
that  all  requirements  of  this  act  have  been  complied  with,  to 
make  an  order  establishing  such  board  of  arbitration  and  re- 
ferring the  matters  in  dispute  to  it  for  hearing,  adjudication 
and  determination.  The  said  petition  and  order,  or  a  copy 
thereof,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  district  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  the  arbitration  is  sought. 

Sbc.  8.  That  when  a  controversy  involves  and  affects  the 
interests  of  two  or  more  classes  or  grades  of  employes  belong- 
ing to  different  labor  organizations,  or  of  individuals  who  are 
not  members  of  a  labor  organization,  then  the  two  arbitrators 
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selected  by  the  employes  shall  be  agreed  npon  and  selected  by 
the  concurrent  action  of  all  such  labor  organizations,  and  a 
majority  of  such  individuals  who  are  not  members  of  a  labor 
organization. 

Sec.  4.  The  submission  shall  be  in  writings  shall  be  signed 
by  the  employer  or  receiver  and  the  labor  organization  repre- 
senting the  employes,  or  any  laborer  or  laborers  to  be  affected 
by  such  arbitration  who  may  not  belong  to  any  labor  organiza- 
tion, shall  state  the  question  to  be  decided,  and  shall  contain 
appropriate  provisions  by  which  the  respective  parties  shall 
stipulate  as  follows : 

1.  That  pending  the  arbitration  the  existing  status  prior  to 
any  disagreement  or  strike  shall  not  be  changed. 

2.  That  the  award  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  said  board  of  arbitra- 
tion is  held,  and  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  both  parties, 
unless  set  aside  for  error  of  law,  apparent  on  the  record. 

8.  That  the  respective  parties  to  the  award  will  each  faith- 
fully execute  the  same,  and  that  the  same  may  be  specifically 
enforced  in  equity  so  far  as  the  powers  of  a  court  of  equity 
permit. 

4.  That  the  employes  dissatisfied  with  the  award  shall  not 
by  reason  of  such  dissatisfaction  quit  the  service  of  said  em- 
ployer or  receiver  before  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  nor 
without  giving  said  employer  or  receiver  thirty  days  written 
notice  of  their  intention  so  to  quit. 

5.  That  said  award  shaU  continue  in  force  as  between  the 
parties  thereto  for  the  period  of  one  year  after  the  same  shall 
go  into  practical  operation,  and  no  new  arbitration  upon  the 
same  subject  between  the  same  parties  shall  be  had  until  the 
expiration  of  said  one  year. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  arbitrators  so  selected  shall  sign  a  consent 
to  act  as  such  and  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  before  some 
officer  authorized  to  administer  the  same  to  faithfully  and  im- 
partially discharge  his  duties  as  such  arbitrator,  which  consent 
and  oath  shall  be  immediately  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  district  court  wherein  such  arbitrators  are  to  act.  When 
said  board  is  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business  it  shall  select 
one  of  its  members  to  act  as  secretary  and  the  parties  to  the 
dispute  shall  receive  notice  of  a  time  and  place  of  hearing, 
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which  shall  be  not  more  than  ten  days  after  sach  agreement  to 
arbitrate  has  been  filed. 

Sec.  6.  The  chairman  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths 
and  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  production  of  books  and  papers 
and  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses  to  the  same  extent  that  such 
power  is  possessed  by  the  court  of  record  or  the  judge  thereof 
in  this  State.  The  board  may  make  and  enforce  the  rules  for 
its  government  and  transaction  of  the  business  before  it  and 
fix  its  sessions  and  adjournment,  and  shall  herein  examine  such 
witnesses  as  may  be  brought  before  the  board,  and  such  other 
proof  as  may  be  given  relative  to  the  matter  in  dispute. 

Sec.  7.  That  when  said  board  shall  have  rendered  its  ad- 
judication and  determination  its  powers  shall  cease,  unless  there 
may  be  at  the  time  in  existence  other  similar  grievances  or  dis- 
putes between  the  same  class  of  persons  mentioned  in  section  1 , 
and  in  such  case  such  persons  may  submit  their  differences  to 
said  board,  which  shall  have  power  to  act  and  adjudicate  and 
determine  the  same  as  fully  as  if  said  board  was  originally 
created  for  the  settlement  of  such  difference  or  differences. 

Sec.  8.  That  during  the  pendency  of  arbitration  under  this 
act  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  em|)ioyer  or  receiver  party  to 
such  arbitration,  nor  his  agent,  to  discharge  the  employes 
parties  thereto,  except  for  inefficiency,  violation  of  law,  or  neg- 
lect of  duty,  or  where  reduction  of  force  is  necessary,  nor  for 
the  organization  representing  such  employes  to  order,  nor  for 
the  employes  to  unite  in,  aid  or  abet  strikes  or  boycots  against 
such  employer  or  receiver. 

Sec.  9.  That  each  of  the  said  board  of  arbitrators  shall 
receive  three  dollars  per  day  for  every  day  in  actual  service,  not 
to  exceed  ten  (10)  days,  and  traveling  expenses  not  to  exceed 
five  cents  per  mile  actually  traveled  in  getting  to  or  returning 
from  the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  That  the  fees 
of  witnesses  of  aforesaid  board  shall  be  fifty  cents  for  each 
day's  attendance  and  five  cents  per  mile  traveled  by  the  nearest 
route  to  and  returning  from  the  place  where  attendance  is  re- 
quired by  the  board.  All  subpoenas  shall  be  signed  by  the  sec- 
retary of  the  board  and  may  be  served  by  any  person  of  full 
age  authorized  by  the  board  to  serve  the  same.  That  the  fees 
and  mileage  of  witnesses  and  the  per  diem  and  traveling  ex- 
penses of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  taxed  as  costs  against  either 
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or  all  of  the  parties  to  such  arbitration,  as  the  board  of  arbi- 
trators may  deem  just,  and  shall  constitute  part  of  their  award, 
and  each  of  the  parties  to  said  arbitration  shall,  before  the  arbi- 
tration (arbitrators)  proceed  to  consider  the  matters  submitted 
to  them,  give  a  bond,  with  two  or  more  good  and  sufficient 
sureties  in  an  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  arbitration, 
conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all  the  expenses  connected  with 
the  said  arbitration. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  awai-d  shall  be  made  in  triplicate.  One 
copy  shall  be  filed  in  the  district  clerk's  office,  one  copy  shall 
be  given  to  the  employer  or  receiver,  and  one  copy  to  the  em- 
ployes or  their  duly  authorized  representative.  That  the  award 
being  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  district  court,  as  herein 
before  provided,  shall  go  into  practical  operation  and  judgment 
shall  be  entered  thereon  accordingly  at  the  expiration  of  ten 
days  from  such  filing,  unless  within  such  ten  days  either  party 
shall  file  exceptions  thereto  for  matter  of  law  apparent  on  the 
record,  in  which  case  said  award  shall  go  into  practical  oper- 
ation and  judgment  rendered  accordingly  when  such  exceptions 
shall  have  been  fully  disposed  of  by  either  said  district  court  or 
on  appeal  therefrom. 

Sec.  11.  At  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  decision  of 
the  district  court  upon  exceptions  taken  to  said  award  as  afore- 
said, judgment  shall  be  entered  in  accordance  with  said  deci- 
sion, unless  during  the  said  ten  days  either  party  shall  appeal 
therefrom  to  the  Court  of  Civil  Appeals  holding  jurisdiction 
thereof.  In  such  case  only  such  portion  of  the  record  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  appellate  court  as  is  necessary  to  the  proper 
understanding  and  consideration  of  the  questions  of  law  pre- 
sented by  said  exceptions  and  to  be  decided.  The  determination 
of  said  Court  of  Civil  Appeals  upon  said  questions  shall  be 
final,  and  being  certified  by  the  clerk  of  said  Court  of  Civil 
Appeals,  judgment  pursuant  thereto  shall  thereupon  be  entered 
by  said  district  court.  If  exceptions  to  an  award  are  finally 
sustained,  judgment  shall  be  entered  setting  aside  the  award ; 
but  in  such  case  the  parties  may  agree  upon  a  judgment  to  be 
entered  disposing  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  controversy,  which 
judgment,  when  entered,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  judgment  entered  upon  an  award. 

Sso.  12.     The  near  approach  of  the  end  of  the  session,  and 
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the  great  namber  of  bills  requiring  the  attention  of  the  Legis- 
lature, creates  an  imperative  pablic  necessity  and  an  emergency 
that  the  constitutional  rule  requiring  bills  to  be  read  in  each 
house  on  three  several  days  be  suspended,  and  it  is  so  sus- 
pended.    [Approved  April  24j  1895. 


MISSOUBI. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  board  of  mediation  and  arbitra- 
tion for  the  settlement  of  differenoes  between  employ- 
ers and  their  employes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OenercU  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  as 

follows : 

Section  1 .  Upon  information  furnished  by  an  employer  of 
laborers,  or  by  a  committee  of  employes,  or  from  any  other 
reliable  source,  that  a  dispute  has  arisen  between  employers 
and  employes,  which  dispute  may  result  in  a  strike  or  lockout, 
the  commissioner  of  labor  statistics  and  inspection  shall  at  once 
visit  the  place  of  dispute  and  seek  to  mediate  between  the 
parties,  if,  in  his  discretion  it  is  necessary  so  to  do. 

Sec.  2.  If  a  mediation  can  not  be  effected,  the  commissioner 
may  at  his  discretion  direct  the  formation  of  a  board  of  arbi- 
tration, to  be  composed  of  two  employers  and  two  employes 
engaged  in  a  similar  occupation  to  the  one  in  which  the  dispute 
exists,  but  who  are  not  parties  to  the  dispute,  and  the  commis- 
sioner of  labor  statistics  and  inspection,  who  shall  be  president 
of  the  board. 

Sec.  S.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  summon  and  examine 
witnesses  and  hear  the  matter  in  dispute,  and,  within  three  days 
after  the  investigation,  render  a  decision  thereon,  which  shall 
be  published,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  furnished  each  party  in 
dispute,  and  shall  be  final,  unless  objections  are  made  by  either 
party  within  five  days  thereafter :  Provided,  that  the  only  effect 
of  the  investigation  herein  provided  for  shall  be  to  give  the 
facts  leading  to  such  dispute  to  the  public  through  an  unbiased 
channel. 

Sec.  4.  In  no  case  shall  a  board  of  arbitration  be  formed 
when  work  has  been  discontinued,  either  by  action  of  the  em- 
ployer or  the  employes;  should,  however,  a  lockout  or  strike 
have  occurred  before  the  commissioner  of  labor  statistics  could 
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be  notified,  he  may  order  the  formation  of  a  board  of  arbitra- 
tion upon  resumption  of  work. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  of  arbitration  shall  appoint  a  clerk  at 
each  session  of  the  board,  who  shall  receive  three  dollars  per  day 
for  his  services,  to  be  paid,  upon  approval  by  the  commissioner 
of  labor  statistics,  out  of  the  fund  appropriated  for  expenses 
of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics.     [^Approved  April  11,  1889. 


ITOBTH  DAKOTA. 

Chapter  46,  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  defining  the  duties  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Labor,  has  the  following :  — 

Section  7.  If  any  difference  shall  arise  between  any  cor- 
poration or  person,  employing  twenty-five  or  more  employes,  and 
such  employes,  threatening  to  result,  or  resulting  in  a  strike  on 
the  part  of  such  employes,  or  a  lockout  on  the  part  of  such  em- 
ployer, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner,  when  requested 
so  to  do  by  fifteen  or  more  of  said  employes,  or  by  the  em- 
ployers, to  visit  the  place  of  such  disturbance  and  diligently 
seek  to  mediate  between  such  employer  and  employes. 


NEBRASKA. 

The  law  creating  the  Bureau  of  Labor  and  Industrial  Statis- 
tics of  the  State  of  Nebraska,  defines  the  duties  of  the  chief 
ofi9cer  as  follows :  — 

Sec.  4.  The  duties  of  said  commissioner  shall  be  to  collect, 
collate  and  publish  statistics  and  facts  relative  to  manufacturers, 
industrial  classes,  and  material  resources  of  the  state,  and  es- 
pecially to  examine  into  the  relations  between  labor  and  capital ; 
the  means  of  escape  from  fire  and  protection  of  life  and  health 
in  factories  and  workshops,  mines  and  other  places  of  industries ; 
the  employment  of  illegal  child  labor ;  the  exaction  of  unlawful 
hours  of  labor  from  any  employee ;  the  educational,  sanitary, 
moral,  and  financial  condition  of  laborers  and  artisans ;  the  cost 
of  food,  fuel,  clothing,  and  building  material ;  the  causes  of  * 
strikes  and  lockouts,  as  well  as  kindred  subjects  and  matters 
pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  industrial  interests  and  classes, 
[^Approved  March  31  ^  1887. 
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FIFTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled. 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Board  during  the  fourteen 
years  of  its  existence  to  submit,  as  its  annual  report,  a 
concise  statement,  in  narrative  form,  of  the  facts  in  each 
controversy  which  has  engaged  its  attention  during  the  pre- 
ceding year.  We  see  no  reason  for  change  in  this  respect. 
No  other  form  of  report  would  be  likely  to  furnish  a  better 
record  of  the  actual  work  done  by  the  Board  or  illustrate 
more  clearly  its  scope  and  methods.  And  yet,  when  these 
details  have  been  recounted,  there  seems  something  still 
left  to  say.  The  interest  of  the  public  in  industrial  concili- 
ation and  arbitration  is  increasing.  The  subject  is,  per- 
haps, as  important  as  any  of  those  occupying  the  minds  of 
the  people  to-day.  It  may  not  be  amiss,  therefore,  if  sug- 
gestions that  have  occurred  to  the  Board  while  attending 
to  its  duties  are  added  to  the  reports  of  cases. 

Considering  the  comparatively  short  time  that  has  elapsed 
since  the  question  of  an  amicable  settlement  of  industrial 
troubles  has  been  before  the  community,  its  solution  has 
made  satisfactory,  even  remarkable,  progress.  Although 
strikes  took  place  in  this  country  even  in  the  eighteenth 
century,  and  for  many  years  prior  to  1877  were  not  un- 
common, still,  the  latter  date,  when  the  first  great  historic 
strike  occurred,  may  be  said  to  mark  the  beginning  of  the 
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public  attention  to  the  subject.  Daring  the  last  quarter 
of  a  century  our  people  have  been  getting  acquainted  with 
the  problem.  The  fear  and  timidity  of  a  large  part  of  the 
community  who  saw  a  Robespierre  or  a  Marat  in  every 
labor  leader  have  largely  given  place  to  a  feeling  of  confi- 
dence that  in  these  questions  the  American  people  will  use 
that  reason  and  good  sense  which  have  stood  them  in  good 
stead  so  often  before.  Twenty-five  years  is  a  short  period 
in  which  to  bring  forward  a  social  question  of  such  magni- 
tude as  this,  and  to  place  it  fairly  and  fully  before  the 
public  at  large.  And  yet  it  appears  to  be  true  that  the 
public  is  fully  awakened  on  this  subject  and  is  rapidly 
advancing  towards  steps  for  its  solution.  It  is  not  ad- 
vancing, however,  as  rapidly  as  it  would  wish.  Impatient 
of  waiting,  now  that  the  problem  has  been  enunciated, 
it  would  reach  the  end  of  the  matter  in  one  step.  Some 
ready-made  plan  is  hoped  for  which  will  settle  the  whole 
question;  some  formula,  which  will  bring  the  correct 
answer  every  time.  Notwithstanding  its  eagerness,  how- 
ever, it  is  not  improT^able  that  the  community  will  need 
to  exercise  a  large  amount  of  patience  before  it  has  its 
riddle  read.  Such  questions  as  these  have  an  exasperating 
way  of  taking  their  own  time  for  a  solution. 

The  truth  is,  a  good  many  different  interests  will  have 
to  be  harmonized  before  we  can  go  very  deep  into  this 
subject.  Whether  the  public  has  any  rights  or  duties  in 
the  matter  of  an  equitable  solution  of  the  labor  problem, 
and,  if  so,  what  is  their  nature  and  extent?  What  are  the 
rights  of  organized  labor,  unorganized  labor  and  organized 
capital?  When  are  combinations  lawful  and  when  are  they 
conspiracies?  All  these  questions  must  be  worked  out  in 
a  spirit  of  fairness  and  definitely  settled.     It  is  not  to  be 
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expected  that  interests  so  different  should  be  composed 
except  under  the  influence  of  time.  Plans  for  settling 
industrial  diflBculties  are  not  few,  but  those  which  com- 
mend themselves  most  to  thinkers  may  be  divided  into  two 
classes :  on  the  one  hand,  those  in  which  the  public  under- 
takes a  part,  either  indirectly  by  moral  influence,  called 
public  opinion,  or  directly  by  requiring  a  submission  of 
irreconcilable  differences  to  some  tribunal  having  a  power 
to  enforce  its  decision;  or,  on  the  other  hand,  those  in 
which  the  public  has  no  part,  or,  as  it  is  sometimes  put, 
is  not  allowed  to  interfere,  and  in  which  all  questions  are 
settled  by  employer  and  employee  among  themselves,  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon. 

The  right  of  the  public  to  appear  in  the  contest  is  as 
stoutly  claimed  on  one  side  as  it  is  denied  on  the  other,  and 
it  is  not  impossible  that  this  question  will  press  itself  for- 
ward for  solution  even  more  in  the  future  than  it  has  in 
the  past. 

As  a  moral  factor,  public  opinion  is  likely  to  enter  into 
the  settlement  of  the  economic  questions  in  a  large  degree 
in  the  future,  and  perhaps  may  so  mould  the  conceptions 
of  both  the  employer  and  employee  that  a  much  easier  so- 
lution  than  we  can  now  see  may  become  possible.  It  is  not 
to  be  expected  that  schemes  will  be  wanting  where  the  neces- 
sity for  results  has  become  so  apparent,  and,  indeed,  it  is  to 
the  credit  of  any  person  or  body  of  persons  that  they  are 
sufficiently  interested  in  the  subject  honestly  to  bring  for- 
ward plans  for  the  settlement  of  these  vexed  questions.  In 
examining  each,  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  subject 
is  in  its  experimental  stage,  and  that  we  cannot  afford  to 
dogmatize.  Toleration  of  the  views  of  all  who  desire  to 
assist  in  solving  the  problem  is  much  to  be  commended. 
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An  examination  of  the  cases  that  have  occupied  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board  during  the  past  year  will  show  an  unmis- 
takable trend  toward  conciliation  rather  than  arbitration 
as  a  means  of  settling  disputes.  Arbitration,  at  present, 
lags  behind  conciliation  as  a  factor  in  composing  labor 
troubles.  The  prevailing  opinion  regarding  the  former 
seems  to  be  that  it  is  an  excellent  thing  in  all  quarrels  but 
one's  own.  Conciliatory  methods,  by  which  the  parties 
retain  control  of  the  proceedings,  instead  of  submitting 
the  issue  to  a  third  person,  are  of  highest  importance  and 
deserve  careful  study.  The  evident  tendency  of  the  parties 
to  labor  difficulties  to  enter  into  conference  concerning 
the  causes  of  dispute  is  the  distinguishing  characteristic  of 
the  present  stage  of  the  labor  problem.  It  is  the  part  of  the 
mediator  to  make  the  most  of  this  tendency.  Here  is  a 
distinct  step  in  advance  of  the  belligerent  attitude.  When 
men  will  reason  together,  they  are  already  well  advanced 
toward  a  peaceful  solution  of  their  differences.  A  large 
part  of  the  trouble  in  the  labor  world  is  caused  by  misunder- 
standing, suspicion,  lack  of  confidence,  and  an  inability  to 
see  the  other  side.  In  such  cases  conferences,  entered  into 
in  a  proper  spirit,  are  remarkably  successful. 

The  value  of  conciliatory  methods  of  treatment  is  becom- 
ing better  understood  than  it  used  to  be,  and  it  seems  clear 
that  they  are  susceptible  of  still  more  satisfactory  develop- 
ment. 

Mediation  looking  to  bring  about  a  conference  between 
parties  who  are  not  inclined  to  reason  together  is  the  first 
action  of  the  Board  in  most  cases,  and  is  often  all  that  is 
needed. 

It  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Board  to  recommend  a 
settlement  by  direct  negotiation,  when  possible.     In  many 
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instances  such  advice  has  been  responded  to  with  signal 
success. 

It  is  in  this  class  of  cases,  more  than  in  any  other,  that 
the  community,  by  enlightened  pubUc  opinion,  can  assist 
in  bringing  about  industrial  peace.  Whatever  method  is 
employed  that  tends  to  substitute  reason  for  passion  and 
force  should  have  the  sympathy  of  the  community.  Public 
opinion  is  a  factor  in  labor  troubles  of  ever-increasing  im- 
portance, and  to  the  extent  of  asking  men  to  reason  to- 
gether about  labor  difficulties  should  let  its  voice  be  heard. 
Progress  along  the  same  line  is  indicated  by  the  tendency 
of  employers  and  employees  to  enter  into  joint  trade  agree- 
ments.  We  have  had  occasion  in  previous  reports  to  com- 
mend the  wisdom  of  the  policy  of  prevention  of  trouble  in 
the  labor  world  by  anticipatory  agreements.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  note  that  the  disposition  to  favor  such  agreements 
continues,  and  that  they  are  becoming  common. 

The  recent  conference  of  the  National  Civic  Federation 
in  Chicago  deserves  mention,  as  marking  an  era  in  the  his- 
tory of  this  subject.  This  association  has  put  the  whole 
country  in  its  debt  by  bringing  the  subject  of  conciliation 
and  arbitration  to  the  front,  and  has  shown  the  value  of  full, 
free  and  honest  interchange  of  opinion.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  its  successful  beginning  will  lead  the  way  to  other 
similar  conferences. 

In  arbitration  cases,  the  provision  relating  to  expert 
assistants  continues  to  show  itself  to  be  a  most  wise  and  use- 
ful adjunct  to  the  original  law.  In  such  cases,  each  side 
may  nominate,  and  the  Board  may  appoint,  a  person  to 
act  as  expert  assistant  to  the  Board.  The  two  persons  so 
appointed  must  be  skilful  in  and  conversant  with  the  business 
concerning  which  the  dispute  has  arisen.     It  is  their  duty 
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to  obtain  and  report  to  the  Board  information  concerning 
wages  paid  and  the  methods  and  grades  of  work  prevailing 
in  manufacturing  establishments  within  the  Commonwealth 
of  a  character  similar  to  that  in  which  the  dispute  may  have 
arisen ;  to  attend  the  sessions  of  the  Board  when  required ; 
and  to  submit  to  the  Board  any  facts,  advice,  arguments  or 
suggestions,  which  they  may  think  relevant.  Such  assist- 
ants  are  able  to  point  out  and  elucidate  the  mysteries  of 
every  art,  and  to  lay  bare  the  issues  in  every  controversy. 

In  all  cases  during  the  past  nine  years,  since  the  law  has 
provided  for  their  appointment,  the  Board  has  been  fortu- 
nate in  the  choice  of  expert  assistants  who  have  been  able 
to  make  clear  the  technicalities  involved  in  questions  sub- 
mitted to  it. 

In  the  last  annual  report  reference  was  made  to  the  fact 
that  the  Board  had  sent  to  the  department  of  social  econ- 
omy of  the  Paris  Exposition  of  1900  an  exhibit  calculated 
to  show  its  work  and  methods.  We  are  pleased  to  say  that 
the  exhibit  received  the  grand  prize  or  highest  award  in  its 
class.  It  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  that  the  work  of  the 
Board  during  its  first  thirteen  years  should  receive,  in 
competition  with  all  nations,  this  marked  approval  of  a  jury 
of  experts  in  the  department  of  industrial  relations. 

On  July  1  the  commission  of  Mr.  Walcott  expired  by 
limitation,  and  on  September  10  he  was  succeeded  by 
Warren  A.  Reed  of  Brockton.

Agreement   relative  to  adjustment  through  negotiation 
has,  in  many  factories,  prevented  differences,  or  retarded 
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their  growth  into  serious  disputes,  and  lessened  the  num- 
ber of  difficulties  that  attract  the  attention  of  the  public. 
Such  difficulties,  having  been  referred  to  the  Board,  and 
those  in  other  quarters  where  amicable  relations  have 
been  tacitly  preserved,  are  classed  as  "friendly  contro- 
versies." The  speedy  collapse  of  some  strikes  is  as  silent 
as  their  onset  was  startling;  others  are  maintained  in 
theory  after  they  have  ceased  to  obstruct  business.  Such 
results  appear  below  as  ''vanished." 

The  cases  of  the  past  year  fall  into  three  groups  at  each 
of  the  three  stages  following :  —

The  ratio  of  referred  cases  to  those  in  which  the  Board 
offered  its  mediation  is  about  as  3  to  5. 

The  vanished  controversies  had  strike  histories,  and 
ended  in  9  cases  by  the  workmen's  returning  on  the 
employers'  terms,  and  in  the  other  11  by  permanent 
loss  of  situation. 

Four  of  the  controversies  still  pending  are  amicably 
conducted ;  the  other  has  a  history  of  lockout  and  dimi- 
nution of  business. 
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There  were  ,27  conciliations,  or  50  per  cent,  of  all 
cases,  and  2  arbitrations,  or  4  per  cent.,  nearly,  making 
a  total  of  29  settlements,  or  54  per  cent.,  nearly. 

The  value  of  the  positive  result  shown  by  these  tables 
will,  we  believe,  be  much  enhanced  on  further  consideration. 
It  will  be  noted  that  half  of  the  foregoing  strikes  ended  in 
defeat,  that  is  to  say,  20 ;  and  that  one  of  the  employers 
resorting  to  a  lockout  was  obliged  to  curtail  his  business. 
Viewed  on  the  low  plane  of  immediate  self-interest,  such 
expedients,  having  been  resorted  to  without  a  fair  prospect 
of  success,  can  hardly  be  deemed  other  than  rash.  To  get 
a  fair  estimate  of  "state  interference,"  allowance  ought  to 
be  made  for  that  element  of  rashness  which  persists  ^'  to  the 
bitter  end,"  and  is  not  amenable  to  the  good  offices  of  any- 
body. Eliminating,  therefore,  these  21  cases  from  the  total 
number  treated  by  the  Board,  leaves  33  controversies,  of 
which  29  were  settled  mostly  by  conciliation,  while  4  re- 
main to  be  settled  in  a  friendly  way. 

Twenty  strikes  and  3  lockouts  were  finally  settled  ami- 
cably, as  were  6  friendly  controversies.  The  result  is  grati- 
fying; but  the  gratification  would  be  greater,  if,  in  the 
cases  of  strike  or  lockout,  the  better  way  had  been  resorted 
to  in  the  beginning.  Sixty  per  cent,  of  the  friendly  diflfer- 
ences  were  settled  satisfactorily  to  both  sides.  At  the  same 
rate,  about  14  disputes  aggravated  by  strike  or  lockout 
might  have  been  settled  without  loss  of  business  and  profit, 
and  without  loss  of  wages  and  health.  Like  advantages 
would  also  accrue  to  the  parties  to  the  other  9  cases  during 
the  pendency  of  the  matters  in  dispute. 

It  has  been  said,  in  extenuation  of  strikes  and  lockouts, 
that  they  serve  at  least  to  compel  attention  to  grievances. 
A  study  of  our  cases  in  the  past  year  does  not  favor  the 
view  that  they  conduce  in  any  way  to  a  remedy ;  for  only 
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50  per  cent,  of  the  strikes  and  25  per  cent,  of  the  lockouts, 
of  all  about  47  3-4  per  cent.,  were  in  any  measure  success- 
ful, and  then  for  the  most  part  as  resulting  from  mediation 
and  negotiation ;  while  60  per  cent,  of  the  friendly  contro- 
versies were  settled  amicably,  leaving  the  other  friendly 
controversies  on  the  way  to  such  result. 

Reports  of  the  principal  controversies  which  the  Board 
has  taken  cognizance  of  during  the  year  are  to  be  found  in 
the  following  pages.  The  yearly  earnings  of  the  persons 
involved  are  estimated  at  $2,948,688.

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Board  for  the  year  has  been 
$8,456.

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firm  might  do  in  the  absence  of  the  Board.  He  was  advised 
to  neglect  no  opportunity  for  making  a  settlement,  regard- 
less of  the  application  then  on  file.  On  the  16th  an  agree- 
ment was  reached  whereby  the  men  gained  a  substantial 
increase  over  prices  paid  before  the  strike,  and  thereupon 
returned  to  work. 
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CIGAB  MAKEBS— BOSTON. 


A  strike  of  cigar  makers  was  reported  to  the  Board  on 
January  24,  and  mediation  was  thereupon  offered  to  the 
manufacturers'  association  and  the  cigar  makers'  local 
union  in  Boston. 

The  strike  was  for  an  increase  of  $1  over  the  prices 
specified  in  an  agreement  made  the  previous  June.  Union 
shops  were  idle  in  consequence,  and  hundreds  of  men  and 
women  were  thrown  out  of  work.  The  strikers  appointed 
a  committee  of  conference ;  but  the  manufacturers  decUned 
to  recognize  it  and  appealed  to  the  Cigar  Makers'  Inter- 
national Union.  Officers  of  that  body  came  to  Boston, 
refused  to  sanction  the  strike,  and  ordered  the  cigar  makers 
to  return  to  work.  On  January  29  the  shops  were  opened, 
and  as  many  union  workmen  as  were  needed  for  the  stock 
on  hand  were  re-employed.  Others  were  notified  that 
there  would  be  places  for  all  in  two  or  three  days.  Many, 
however,  remained  out  on  strike. 

The  union  had  no  dispute  with  the  employers,  and  the 
:8trikers,  as  such,  had  no  organization  that  the  manufacturers 
and  the  representatives  of  organized  labor  would  recognize. 
So  far  as  the  manufacturers  were  concerned,  the  difficulty 
was  at  an  end. 

The  contest  thereafter  was  waged  within  the  union,  and 
•ceased  to  attract  public  attention. 
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BOBINSON  BBEWINO  COMPANY— BOSTON. 


Information  was  received  in  December,  1899,  from  the 
Boston  Brewers'  Association,  concerning  a  controversy  in 
the  brewery  of  the  Robinson  Brewing  Company  at  Roxbury. 

It  appeared  that  on  December  13  the  management  of  the 
brewery  dismissed  one  of  the  engineers  for  cause,  pending 
consideration  of  his  case  by  the  union  to  which  he  belonged. 
On  the  16th  Messrs.  Grasshoflf,  McCarthy  and  Dolloflf, 
vested  with  full  power,  called  at  the  brewery,  and  in  behalf 
of  the  International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers  demanded 
his  reinstatement  without  loss  of  pay  for  time  out,  or  they 
would  declare  a  strike  of  engineers.  After  consideration 
the  employer  resolved  to  take  him  back,  under  the  follow- 
ing protest :  —

the  reinstatement  of  engineer,  we  do  so  under  protest. 

Protesting  that  we  only  do  so  upon  threats  made  by  you,  as  the 
committee  representing  the  International  Union  Steam  Engineers, 
that  the  other  engineers  in  our  employ  will  be  immediately  called 
out  unless  said  demands  are  complied  with,  and  we  reserve  to 
ourselves  the  privilege  of  taking  such  steps  as  we  deem  advisable 
for  our  future  protection.

When  the  members  of  the  committee  had  read  the  pro- 
test, they  declined  to  receive  it,  and  renewed  their  demand 
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for  the  unoonditional  reinstatement  of  the  man  in  question. 
It  was  finally  arranged  for  him  to  return  and  receive  pay 
for  time  lost. 

The  treasurer,  believing  the  case  still  open,  appealed  to 
the  Boston  Brewers'  Association,  December  19,  to  resist  by 
united  action  such  a  demand.  The  association  sent  a 
written  request  to  the  Engineers'  Union  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  confer  with  the  committee  of  Boston  brewers  on 
the  subject  of  the  alleged  grievances.  The  union  replied 
saying  that  it  had  settled  its  case  with  the  Robinson  Brew- 
ery. On  January  27  the  following  letter  was  received  from 
the  secretary  of  the  Breweries'  Association :  —

Boston,  Mass.,  Jannary  27, 1900. 

Stale  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliatum^  State  House^  Boston,  Mass, 

Mt  Dear  Sirs  :  —  I  desire  to  call  joar  attention  to  a  contro- 
versy between  the  Bobinson  Brewing  Company,  a  member  of  this 
association,  and  the  International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers, 
regarding  the  discharge  for  cause  of  a  member  of  the  union 
above  mentioned.  I  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  the  statement  of 
the  Bobinson  Brewing  Company,  and  also  of  the  correspondence 
between  this  office  and  the  anion.  This  is  by  no  means  the  only 
canse  of  grievance  which  the  brewers  have  against  the  engineers' 
anion,  in  fact,  there  are  several  of  a  similar  nature,  showing 
utter  unreasonableness  npon  the  part  of  the  union  to  calmly  and 
Judicially  adjast  differences. 

It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  a  case  which  it  would  be  advantageous 
for  your  Board  to  examine  into,  with  a  view  to  securing  all  parties 
at  interest  fair  and  just  treatment ;  and  I  think,  further,  that  your 
Board  should  impress  upon  the  engineers  the  folly  in  the  long  run 
of  using  such  dictatorial  measures  in  dealing  with  employers. 

Trusting  that  you  will  give  this  matter  your  caref  al  considera- 
tion, and  hoping  that  you  will  be  able  to  so  present  the  matter  to 
the  engineers  that  there  may  be  no  repetition  of  these  disagreeable 
incidents,  I  have  the  honor  to  remain,

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The  controversy  as  presented  seemed  to  involve  questions 
which  are  not  within  the  province  of  the  State  Board.  Sec- 
tion 3  of  the  statute  under  which  this  Board  acts  excludes 
any  controversy  or  difference  <^  which  might  be  the  subject 
of  a  suit  at  law  or  bill  in  equity,"  and  the  secretary  of  the 
Brewers'  Association  was  so  advised. 

After  several  interviews  on  the  subject  of  a  proper  issue 
to  present,  an  application  was  received  alleging  as  a  griev- 
ance that  *  *  the  Robinson  Brewing  Company  is  forced,  upon 
threat  of  a  strike,  to  employ  an  undesirable  man  as  engi- 
neer. ' '  A  copy  of  the  application  was  sent  to  the  union ; 
and  its  reply  was  made  known  to  the  employers  [in  the  fol- 
lowing letter :  —

ence and  agreement,  or  by  arbitration.  We  have  this  day  received 
a  reply,  dated  February  15,  and  signed  by  F.  W.  Dolloff,  saying 
*'  that  this  union  regards  the  case  of  Robinson  Brewery  as  dosed, 
and  that  we  have  nothing  to  arbitrate  in  the  matter.'' 

I  am  directed  to  say  that  this  Board  will  be  pleased  to  receive 
any  suggestion  you  may  offer.

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THE  AUEBIGAN  HIDE  AND  LEATHEB  GOMFAmT— 

LOWEU^. 


A  difficulty  which  was  in  some  respects  a  sequel  to  that  of 
November  8,  1899,  stated  in  our  report  for  that  year  under 
the  title  "  White  Brothers  &  Co.'%  culminated  on  January 
24  in  the  same  factories  at  Lowell,  when  the  shavers  em- 
ployed by  the  American  Hide  and  Leather  Company  struck 
for  higher  wages.  In  two  days  the  strike  extended  to  all 
departments,  and  about  550  men  were  without  employment. 

On  January  6  the  following  letter  was  sent  by  the  man- 
agement of  the  Lowell  factories :  — 

Leather  Workers''  Protective  Unton^  Lowell^  Mobs, 

Gemtlembn  :  —  Referring  to  our  several  conversations  regarding 
prices  for  different  classes  of  work,  we  will  repeat  what  we  have 
said  before,  that  we  were  willing  to  pay  the  same  prices  for  the 
same  class  of  work  as  any  other  factory  making  the  same  line  of 
goods  controlled  by  the  American  Hide  and  Leather  Company. 

In  making  up  this  schedule  of  wages,  notice  must  be  taken  of 
the  ages  of  men  employed  on  the  different  kinds  of  work,  also  the 
conditions  under  which  the  men  work. 

We  are  perfectly  willing  to  meet  any  of  the  heads  of  your 
organization,  we  mean  by  that,  the  heads  of  the  Federation  of 
Labor,  or  any  one  who  has  authority  to  investigate  and  act  in  such 
matters.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  American  Hide  and  Leather  Com- 
pany to  pay  such  prices  as  will  demand  the  best  work.  If  yon 
will  communicate  with  us  and  make  an  appointment,  we  will  try 
and  keep  same.

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Subsequently,  as  stated,  the  shavers'  work  slackened,  and 
on  January  24  from  30  to  40  were  suspended  from  the  pay 
roll,  whereupon  the  strike  ensued.  The  shavers  demanded 
50  cents  instead  of  35  cents  per  dozen  as  a  condition  of 
returning,  and  further  demands  were  made  by  the  other 
leather  workers,  when  the  strike  became  general.  The 
American  Federation  of  Labor  sanctioned  the  strike,  and 
awarded  a  weekly  stipend  to  those  who  had  gone  out.  In 
view  of  several  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  perishable  stock 
on  hand,  the  superintendent  made  concessions  which  the 
general  organizer  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
deemed  sufficient  warrant  for  advising  the  men  to  return  to 
work,  pending  an  adjustment  of  the  whole  difficulty  and 
an  agreement  regulating  the  settlement  of  such  grievances 
as  might  arise  in  the  future,  either  by  conference  or  arbitra- 
tion. The  advice  was  not  promptly  accepted.  Pickets 
were  posted  on  the  streets  leading  to  the  factory.  The 
superintendent  then  arranged  for  the  removal  of  hides,  and, 
as  a  precaution,  invoked  the  protection  of  the  police.  There 
was,  however,  no  breach  of  the  peace.  The  workmen  ex- 
pressed a  desire  to  handle  the  stock  with  a  view  to  saving 
it,  and  requested  that  the  concessions  be  put  in  writing; 
but  the  superintendent  declined  the  offer  and  withdrew  the 
concessions.  On  the  second  day  of  the  strike  the  Board 
offered  its  services  as  mediator  in  case  pending  negotiations 
should  result  in  a  disagreemeiit. 

On  January  80,  on  the  invitation  of  Messrs.  John  F. 
O'SuUivan  and  E.  L.  White,  representing  the  parties,  the 
Board  endeavored  to  compose  the  difficulty,  and  at  the  end 
of  three  days  arranged  for  a  conference  of  parties,  to  take 
place  on  February  8,  and  for  the  reinstatement  of  all  the 
strikers,  without  prejudice  or  discrimination,  who  should 
return  to  work  on  February  5. 
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On  returning  to  their  former  positions,  about  60  em- 
ployees were  refused  work  by  their  foremen,  who  declared 
that  they  were  laid  off,  but  could  not  say  for  how  long. 
Five  of  these  were  shavers.  They  deemed  the  laying-off  a 
discharge,  practically,  at  any  rate  a  punishment,  and  quite 
contrary  to  the  assurances  transmitted  by  the  Board.  None 
of  the  shavers  involved  would  accept  re-employment  in  the 
circumstances.  They  thereupon  notified  the  Board  in 
writing  and  by  telephone.  The  Board  returned  to  the 
scene  of  the  difficulty,  and  on  the  7th  all  the  shavers  were 
reinstated  according  to  the  first  intention,  as  the  result  of  the 
Board's  mediation ;  but  other  leather  workers  who  had  been 
laid  off  were  still  to  remain  out.  The  appointed  conference 
was  had  on  the  eighth  day  of  February,  the  Board  being  near 
at  hand,  awaiting  the  outcome.  After  fixing  prices  in  the 
shaving  department  and  agreeing  that  all  leather  workers 
who  were  still  out  should  return  to  their  former  places  on 
the  9th,  an  adjournment  was  made  to  February  13,  for  the 
consideration  of  the  leather  workers'  demands,  with  a  view 
to  referring  to  arbitration  whatever  remained  unsettled. 

On  February  23  an  agreement  was  reached  which  was 
satisfactory  to  all  concerned,  and  the  difficulty  ended.  No 
provision  for  settling  future  differences  was  made,  however. 
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W.  Ii.  DOUGLAS  SHOE  COMPANY— BBOCKTOIT. 


The  agreement,  entered  into  October  26,  1898,  to  remain 
in  force  until  November  1, 1901,  between  the  W.  L.  Douglas 
Shoe  Company,  of  Brockton,  and  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Work- 
ers' Union,  provided  for  the  reference  of  price  lists,  all 
grievances  of  whatever  nature,  and  all  matters  of  dispute  re- 
garding wages  or  any  other  subject,  to  the  State  Board  of 
Arbitration.  Under  the  agreement,  a  dispute  having  arisen 
in  the  rough-rounding  department  of  the  factory  at  Brock- 
ton, an  application,  signed  by  representatives  of  both  par- 
ties on  February  6,  was  received.  The  following  decision 
was  rendered  March  5 :  — 

In  the  maUer  of  the  jairU  application  of  the  W.  L,  Douglas  Shoe  Com- 
pany, of  Brockton,  and  its  employeea. 

Pbtition  7ILBD  Fbbruart  7,  1900.  Hbabinq  Fbbrvart  12,  1900. 

In  this  case  the  Board  is  asked  to  decide  npon  the  question  of 
wages  for  the  work  of  roagh-rounding  soles.  After  hearing  the 
parties  interested,  inquiries  have  been  further  prosecuted  in  a  con- 
siderable number  of  factories  in  the  immediate  neighborhood,  with 
the  aid  of  expert  assistants  selected  by  the  parties  respectively. 
In  view  of  the  terms  of  the  application  and  of  all  the  facts  and 
arguments  that  have  been  adduced  in  the  case,  the  Board  recom- 
mends that  the  work  of  rough-rounding  in  this  factory  be  paid  for 
at  the  rate  of  8  cents  per  dozen,  including  single  and  double  soles, 
samples  and  single  pairs. 

By  agreement  of  the  parties,  this  decision  is  to  take  effect  from 
February  5,  1900.

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^Result.  —  All  parties  acquiesced  in  the  decision  for  a 
period  nearly  twice  the  length  of  the  term  set  by  law. 
During  the  preparation  of  this  report  information  has  been 
received  that  a  dispute  concerning  the  same  matter  was 
mutually  adjusted  by  the  parties  in  interest,  as  provided  in 
paragraph  11  of  the  agreement  of  October  26,  1899,  as  it 
appears  in  our  thirteenth  report.  As  now  agreed,  the 
price  is  9  cents.     Paragraph  11  runs  as  follows :  — 

Eleventh.  —  Both  parties  agree  to  adjast  in  an  honest  and  equit- 
able manner  all  grievances  of  whatever  nature  and  all  matters  of 
dispute  in  reference  to  wages  or  any  other  subject,  inclading  the 
true  construction  of  this  agreement,  that  may  arise  between  them ; 
and  in  case  of  failure  to  mutually  adjust  any  dispute  or  grievance, 
the  party  of  the  first  part  and  the  members  of  the  department  or 
departments  where  such  dispute  or  grievance  shall  arise,  shall 
join,  in  the  manner  provided  by  statute,  in  an  application  to  the 
Massachusetts  State  Board  of  Arbitration  for  a  decision  on  the 
matter  or  matters  in  dispute,  and  the  decision  of  said  Board  shall 
be  binding  upon  the  party  of  the  first  part,  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  the  local  unions  and  employees. 
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MACHOnSTS  —  BBOOKTON. 


In  the  middle  of  January  certain  machinists  employed 
in  Brockton  shops  addressed  a  petition  to  their  employers, 
and  received  the  following  reply :  — 

Bbookton,  Mab8.,  January  27»  1900. 
To  Our  Employees, 

We,  the  undersigned  employers  of  machinistB,  after  carefully 
considering  the  petition  to  grant  our  employees  a  nine-hour  day, 
with  ten  hours'  pay,  beginning  the  first  Monday  in  February, 
1900,  have  unanimoasly  decided  that  we  cannot  grant  this  request. 

The  granting  of  a  nine-hour  day  with  ten  hours'  pay  would 
mean  eleven  and  one-ninth  per  cent,  advance  in  wages  and  ten  per 
cent,  reduction  in  the  volume  of  our  business,  with  the  same  run- 
ning expenses.  With  all  materials  and  tools  at  largely  advanced 
cost,  and  competition  sharp  in  all  lines,  our  profits  do  not  warrant 
the  entertainment  of  such  a  proposition.  This  would  give  our 
outside  competitors,  who  are  still  working  on  the  ten-hour  schedule 
and  are  manufacturing  the  same  class  of  work,  a  great  advantage, 
and  would  seriously  cripple  the  machine  business  in  Brockton, 
which  you  are  well  aware  is  none  too  extensive.  The  nine-hour 
shops  in  Lynn  and  Boston  do  not  pay  the  rate  of  wages  we  pay 
for  the  same  grade  of  mechanics. 

The  trades  mentioned  in  your  petition,  such  as  carpenters, 
masons,  plasterers,  stone  layers,  brick  layers,  lathers,  painters, 
etc.,  who  are  working  eight  and  nine  hours  per  day  without  reduc- 
tion in  pay,  are  not  parallel  cases,  as  their  work  is  purely  local. 
These  trades,  also,  have  very  unsteady  employment,  as  their  work 
depends  on  the  weather  and  various  other  conditions,  and  their 
yearly  earnings  average  far  below  those  of  a  machinist.  Tour 
wages  will  compare  favorably  with  those  paid  in  any  city  in  New 
England,  and  until  legislation  shall  regulate  the  hours  of  labor. 
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placing  each  manufacturer  on  an  equal  footing,  the  nine-hour  day 
cannot  be  granted  locally  without  disaster  to  your  interests  as  well 
as  ours.

On  February  5,  37  employed  by  8  of  the  above-named 
struck  to  enforce  the  request. 

The  strikers,  who  were  known  as  Brockton  Lodge,  No. 
176,  of  the  International  Association  of  Machinists,  after 
being  out  two  weeks,  invoked  the  mediation  of  this  Board, 
in  an  application  signed  by  James  E.  Buchanan,  the  business 
agent  and  organizer  for  Boston  and  vicinity.  The  Board 
communicated  the  fact  of  the  application  to  the  employers 
named  therein,  and  received  replies  from  which  the  follow- 
ing is  selected :  — 

Bbooxton,  Ma8b.,  Febniary  24,  1900. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  ConcilicUion,  State 

Hottse,  Boston,  Mass, 

Gentlbmbn  :  —  Your  favor  of  the  21st  inst.  at  hand,  and  in  reply 
are  pleased  to  assure  yon  that  we  have  do  occasion  to  call  on  your 
honorable  Board  to  arbitrate  in  our  behalf.  We  have  never  had, 
and  are  not  now  having,  any  difficulties  with  our  employees.  We 
have  always  given  good  wages,  steady  work  and  prompt  payment, 
and  we  intend  to  continue  to  do  so.  We  will  endeavor  to  briefly 
state  the  facts  in  regard  to  this  so-called  ''  strike." 

About  January  20  we  received  a  petition  addressed  to  the  em- 
ployers of  machinists,  requesting  that  we  grant  our  employees  a 
nine-hour  day  with  ten  hours'  pay.  This  petition  was  signed  by 
ten  of  our  employees  and  also  by  a  few  other  employees  of  different 
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shops  in  this  city.  We  carefully  cooBidered  the  matter,  and  decided 
that  we  were  paying  them  all  they  were  worth  to  as,  and  declined 
to  grant  their  reqnest,  giving  our  reasons  for  so  doing. 

On  January  30  we  received  an  anonymous  letter  inviting  us  to 
a  conference,  which  we  did  not  attend.  On  February  2  we  re- 
ceived a  notice  from  a  labor  organization,  stating  that,  if  we  were 
not  willing  to  grant  the  petition  of  our  employees,  on  February  5 
they  would  ^'  quit  work  until  such  time  as  we  would  be  pleased  to 
grant  it."  We  made  no  reply  to  this,  and  the  dissatisfied  men 
left  our  employ.  We  shall  never  be  ^'pleased  to  grant  their 
petition,"  and  they  will  have  to  find  work  elsewhere. 

We  had  never  been  approached  personally  by  our  men  in  regard 
to  this  demand,  and  have  had  no  discussion  with  them.  They  left 
good  jobs  of  their  own  free  will,  and  we  have  made  no  objection 
whatever.  As  we  have  hired  new  men  who  are  satisfactory  to  us, 
and  have  now  no  use  for  these  dissatisfied  people,  it  seems  entirely 
unnecessary  for  us  to  call  on  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration,  as 
we  have  no  grievance  whatever. 

Trusting,  gentiemen,  that  this  will  explain  our  side  of  the  situa- 
tion fully,  we  remain.

The  matter  then 
dropped,  and  has  never  been  brought  up  again. 
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STANDISH  WORSTED  COMPANY  — FLYMOTTTH. 


In  the  first  fortnight  of  February  the  weavers  of  the 
Standish  Worsted  Company  at  Plymouth  asked  their  em- 
ployer  for  an  adjustment  of  picks,  and,  for  the  reason  that 
many  wooUen  mills  at  the  first  of  the  year  had  granted  a 
similar  increase,  demanded  a  10  per  cent,  increase  of  wages. 
On  the  12th  of  that  month  they  went  out  on  a  strike  to 
enforce  their  demands.  Several  conferences  were  had  with 
a  view  to  an  agreement.  The  employer  conceded  the  de- 
mand for  an  adjustment  of  picks,  but  the  company  could 
not  see  its  way  to  granting  the  increase,  for  the  reason  that 
it  had  for  a  long  time  past  been  paying  higher  wages  than 
any  of  its  competitors,  and  was  paying  the  highest  at  the 
time  of  the  strike ;  that  the  mills  in  question  were  not  com- 
petitors in  work  of  the  same  grade,  and,  moreover,  had  been 
paying  extremely  low  wages  before  January  1.  What  was 
regarded  as  a  slight  difBicidty,  at  first,  began  to  receive  at- 
tention, and  apprehension  was  felt  as  the  contest  was  pro- 
tracted. On  February  19  the  Board's  services  were  invoked 
in  a  formal  application  signed  by  the  president  of  the  Stan- 
dish  Worsted  Company.  As  soon  as  this  action  was  taken, 
the  Board  received  word  that  the  controversy  was  settled. 
At  a  conference  between  the  strikers'  committee  and  the 
mill  management  an  agreement  was  reached  whereby 
the  strikers  were  to  receive  an  increase  of  8  per  cent. ,  and 
the  strike  was  declared  at  an  end.     By  this  time  some  of  the 
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weavers  had  left  town  in  search  of  other  jobs,  but  as  many 
as  had  remained  returned  to  their  former  posts  on  February 
20,  followed  by  others  on  their  receipt  of  the  news,  and  in 
a  short  while  the  mill  was  running  in  all  departments  the 
same  as  before. 
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BBIDGE  AND  STBUCTXTBAL  IBON  WOBEEBS  — 

BOSTON. 


On  March  1  about  60  iron  workers  employed  by  bridge 
constructors  in  Boston,  chiefly  those  engaged  in  the  erec- 
tion of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway,  went  on  strike  in 
consequence  of  a  refusal  to  pay  them  33  1-3  cents  an  hour 
for  nine  hours  daily,  and  twice  that  rate  for  all  time  in 
excess.  The  men  claimed  that  they  had  always  acted  in 
concert  with  another  branch  of  the  iron  industry,  as  mem- 
bers of  the  same  union.  Only  those  trained  to  work  in 
iron  in  strained  attitudes  high  in  air  could  appreciate  the 
skill  required  to  overcome  the  difficulty.  In  settlements 
effected  by  the  union  to  which  they  had  belonged,  the 
bridge  builders  had  never  secured  the  consideration  they 
felt  they  were  entitled  to,  and  for  this  reason  they  sepa- 
rated from  the  older  organization  and  organized  a  union 
of  their  own  branch.  This  gave  the  appearance  of  rivalry, 
which  they  did  not  feel  and  sought  to  discourage,  but  which 
had  confused  the  counsels  of  their  recent  employers,  who 
were  at  first  loth  to  treat  with  more  than  one  organization 
of  workmen.  The  strikers  said  they  would  accept  the  me- 
diation of  the  Board  if  pending  negotiations  should  fail, 
but  the  prospects  were  favorable  to  a  prompt  settlement. 
The  Board  gave  such  advice  as  was  calculated  to  encourage 
the  pursuit  of  pacific  methods.  As  a  result,  settlements 
soon  followed,  and  all  hands  returned  to  work. 
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HATCH  &  GBINNELL—E ASTON. 


A  demand  for  higher  prices  for  lasting  a  higher  grade  of 
goods  requiring  greater  labor  having  been  refused,  the  em- 
ployees of  the  lasting  department  of  Hatch  &  Grinnell, 
shoe  manufacturers  at  North  Easton,  went  out  on  a  strike 
on  March  10.     They  were  about  26  in  number. 

The  mediation  of  the  Board  was  offered  to  both  parties 
on  the  14th,  and  on  the  16th  the  recent  employees  made 
formal  application,  praying  the  Board  to  <*  endeavor  by 
mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement."  Interviews 
were  had  with  both  parties.  The  firm  was  not  willing  to 
confer  with  the  men  on  the  subject  of  increased  prices,  or 
to  re-employ  more  than  five  or  six  of  them,  if  any,  and 
expressed  confidence  in  its  ability  to  secure  all  the  work- 
men that  the  factory  needed  at  the  prices  then  in  vogue. 

Day  l>y  day  new  hands  were  hired ;  but  some  of  them, 
on  finding  a  strike  in  progress,  and  pickets  posted  to  notify 
strangers  of  the  fact,  quit  work. 

The  firm  thereupon  sought  and  obtained  a  temporary 
injunction  restraining  the  men  from  certain  acts.  Pickets 
were  immediately  withdrawn.  A  sufficient  number  of 
workmen  was  secured,  and  the  difficulty  passed  out  of 
notice. 


> 
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GBANITE  CXTTTEBS  — QUINCY. 


It  was  annoonoed  by  the  granite  cutters  in  1897  that 
they  intended  to  demand  in  1900  a  shorter  work  day  and 
higher  rates  of  wages,  and  a  formal  demand  was  made  by 
their  national  union  in  1898.  After  about  a  year  the  em- 
ployers' association  made  a  reply  which  was  not  satisfactory 
to  the  workmen;  and  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
of  which  the  Granite  Cutters'  National  Union  is  a  member, 
voted  to  support  the  workmen  in  case  of  strike.  Labor 
men  expressed  the  opinion  that  under  the  rules  of  the  Fed- 
eration the  employers  must  either  acquiesce  in  the  demand, 
or  suffer  a  strike ;  for  there  could  be  no  arbitration  in  the 
circumstances,  since  the  result  of  such  proceedings  could 
only  be  conjectured.  Such  opinion,  however,  did  not  ex- 
clude the  services  of  a  mediator.  Long  before  the  appointed 
day,  the  growing  apprehension  of  a  long  strike  gave  rise  to 
much  discussion.  It  was  contended  by  the  manufacturers 
that  the  eight-hour  day  at  $3  would  curtail  output,  increase 
cost  and  lessen  demand,  especially  in  quarters  where  build- 
ing is  undertaken  as  a  matter  of  investment.  It  was  pre- 
dicted that  fewer  buildings  would  be  erected  and  other 
material  preferred  to  granite,  and  that  piece  prices  would 
give  way  to  pay  by  the  day,  with  no  employment  for  the 
slow  workman,  however  skilful. 

The  decision  of  this  Board,  May  7,  1887,  in  the  matter 
of  the  joint  application  of  the  Hallowell  Granite  Company 
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and  its  employees,  had  been  adopted  in  many  places  out- 
side of  this  state,  pretty  generally  throughout  the  east  and 
in  several  otherq  uarters,  though  variously  modified,  to 
conform  with  local  conditions.  In  the  course  of  time  the 
growing  inequality  of  wage  schedules  and  of  working  time 
came  to  be  considered  a  grievance  by  the  cutters ;  and  the 
object  of  the  movement  of  1900  was  to  remove  the  in- 
equality. 

On  October  25,  1899,  the  secretary  of  the  Granite  Cut- 
ters' National  Union  renewed  the  demand  in  a  circular 
addressed  to  the  manufacturers.  The  workmen  sought  to 
establish  the  price  of  an  hour's  work  at  37  1-2  cents,  that 
the  work  day  should  consist  of  eight  hours,  that  a  day's 
pay  should  be  |3,  and  that  piece  work  should  be  performed 
under  a  uniform  scale  of  prices,  at  which  the  earnings  in 
eight  hours  should  amount  to  at  least  |3.  This  became  in 
the  spring  of  1900  the  subject  of  a  controversy  in  the  granite 
industry  of  New  England  and  six  other  states. 

In  some  parts  of  New  England  the  relations  of  the  manu- 
facturers and  their  granite  cutters  were  regulated  by  agree- 
ments running  to  the  first  day  of  May.  In  a  few  granite 
yards  in  or  near  Boston  such  agreements  were  to  run 
to  April  1 ;  but  in  a  majority  of  instances  in  all  quarters 
the  term  would  expire  on  March  1.  Accordingly,  March 
1,  1900,  was  the  day  appointed  for  the  strike  in  case  the 
demand  was  rejected.  Under  the  clause  requiring  three 
months'  notice,  the  Quincy  branch  of  the  Granite  Cutters' 
National  Union  notified  the  manufacturers  of  that  city  in 
November,  1899,  of  the  change  desired.  On  February  16, 
the  State  Board  offered  its  services  as  mediator  to  the  par- 
ties to  the  Quincy  controversy.  The  workmen  expressed 
their  readiness  to  meet  the  manufacturers  in  any  conference 
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that  the  Board  might  arrange ;  but  the  employers  declined 
the  offer.  But  in  other  granite  centres,  on  the  approach 
of  the  appointed  day,  the  parties  in  interest  were  disposed 
to  confer  with  each  other.  On  the  last  day  of  grace  the 
Barre  branch  of  the  union  and  the  manufacturers'  local 
association  reached  an  agreement  establishing  the  eight- 
hour  day  at  35  cents  an  hour  and  upwards,  instead  of  the 
(3  minimum  demanded;  and  this  was  an  actual  increase 
of  16  2-3  per  cent,  of  former  prices  in  that  place.  This 
agreement  was  accepted  throughout  the  state  of  Vermont, 
and  did  much  to  influence  compromises  in  other  localities. 
After  some  delay,  pending  the  application  of  the  refer- 
endum rule  which  exists  in  the  Granite  Cutters'  National 
Union,  the  various  branches  approved  the  Barre  agreement, 
and  though  by  that  time  the  strike  was  on  in  many  places, 
a  speedy  settlement  was  generally  expected.  Other  evi- 
dences of  the  workmen's  good  faith  that  helped  to  allay 
apprehension  were  visible  in  Boston  and  other  places  where 
the  terms  of  agreements  had  yet  a  month  or  two  to  run. 
The  workmen  of  those  places,  preferring  to  keep  their 
agreements,  continued  at  work  after  the  strike  had  begun 
in  other  places,  and  their  doing  so  was  approved  by  their 
fellow  craftsmen  everywhere. 

On  March  1,  the  day  following  the  Barre  settlement,  the 
granite  cutters  of  Quincy,  about  1,200  in  number,  went  out 
on  strike  to  enforce  the  demand;  and  that  city,  one  of 
whose  manufacturers  was  president  of  the  Granite  Manu- 
facturers' Association  of  New  England,  became  the  centre 
of  interest.  Some  days  elapsed,  when  an  attempt  was 
made  to  negotiate  a  settlement.  The  parties  met  by  com- 
mittee. The  manufacturers  offered  31,  but  the  cutters 
insisted  upon  86  cents  for  an  hour's  labor,  a  price  which 
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had  by  that  time  throughout  New  England  elsewhere  be- 
come the  recognized  rate.  The  meeting  dissolved  without 
agreement.  On  seeing  the  negotiations  flag,  the  Board 
renewed  its  offer  of  mediation,  but  the  employers  declined 
the  offer.  In  other  places  the  strike  of  March  1  was  fol- 
lowed by  settlements  at  short  intervals.  Some  agreements 
in  the  vicinity  of  Boston  were  renewed  on  April  1,  specify- 
ing the  rate  of  36  cents  an  hour ;  but  there  were  a  few  local 
strikes  on  that  day.  The  workmen  involved  were  confi- 
dent of  victory,  however;  and  one  by  one  the  employers 
yielded  the  eight-hour  day  at  35  cents.  The  controversy 
at  Quincy  was  destined  to  run  its  course  for  another  month. 
At  length,  on  May  5,  an  agreement  was  reached  in 
Quincy  whereby  the  eight-hour  day  was  established  in 
that  city,  together  with  the  rate  of  35  cents  an  hour  for 
competent  workmen.  A  price  list  was  agreed  upon.  It 
was  agreed  that  any  workman  unable  to  earn  an  hourly 
average  of  35  cents  at  piece  work  was  to  be  paid  in  every 
instance  no  less  than  33  cents  an  hour.  It  was  stipulated 
that  the  agreement  might  be  changed  on  March  1  of  1903, 
1905,  or  any  year  thereafter,  provided  three  months*  notice 
be  given  by  the  party  desiring  the  change ;  but  in  default 
of  such  notice  the  agreement  was  to  continue  indefinitely. 
In  case  a  dispute  should  arise  from  such  notice  in  1902,  the 
settlement  thereof  should  be  considered  by  a  joint  confer- 
ence committee,  consisting  of  three  chosen  from  each  side, 
which  should  adjust  the  difficulty,  if  possible,  and  refer  all 
matters  that  might  remain  unsettled  by  January  20,  1903, 
to  the  decision  of  a  local  board  of  arbitration.  In  such 
case  the  decision  was  to  be  rendered  not  later  than  Febru- 
ary 25,  1903.  It  was  provided  that  the  board  was  to  be 
made  up  of  disinterested  persons,  and  chosen  in  the  usual 
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way  by  the  respective  sides  as  represented  in  the  conference 
committee.  The  Board  is  informed,  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report,  that  the  controversy  of  a  year  ago  has  been 
settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  workmen  involved  through- 
out the  vast  territory  affected  by  the  demand,  with  the 
exception  of  only  six  granite  yards. 
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AMEBIC  AN  WOOLLEN  COMPANY— LOWELL. 


One  hundred  and  twenty-five  weavers  in  the  Faulkner 
Mills  at  Lowell,  having  been  refused  a  25  per  cent,  increase 
in  price,  went  out  on  strike  on  March  26.  Both  parties 
were  interviewed  by  the  Board  on  the  question  of  a  settle- 
ment. A  letter  was  received  on  April  3  from  the  weavers, 
inviting  further  mediation,  and  the  Board  secured  the  ap- 
pointment of  April  7  for  a  conference  of  parties.  The  con- 
ference resulted  in  a  disagreement.  Further  efforts  were 
made  by  the  Board  to  bring  about  a  solution  of  the  diffi- 
culty. The  company  offered  a  premium  on  all  monthly 
earnings  of  $32  or  more,  as  a  substitute  for  the  desired 
increase,  but  the  weavers  declined  the  offer.  Some  of  the 
weavers  thereupon  left  the  city  with  their  families,  others 
found  employment  in  other  mills  and  some  passed  into 
other  industries.  At  length,  on  April  13,  65  of  them,  be- 
ing a  majority,  returned  to  the  mill  on  the  employers' 
terms,  and  the  strike  ended. 
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BUPPBBS*  STBIKB-WOBURN  AHD  WINOHBSTBB, 


In  March,  the  buffers  of  Woburn,  acting  through  their 
union,  presented  to  their  employers,  the  leather  manu- 
facturers, a  demand  for  an  increase  of  $3  a  week  in  wages. 
Several  conferences  were  had,  without  agreement.     Settle- 
ments were  eflfected  in  some  of  the  smaller  shops  at  the 
current  rate  of  $15  a  week,  pending  an  adjustment  in  the 
large  factories,  and  with  a  promise  of  $18  a  week  so  soon 
as  Beggs  &  Cobb  at  Winchester  and  the  American  Hide 
and  Leather  Company  at  Woburn  should  consent  to  pay 
the  increase.     On  April  2  the  buffers  quit  work  to  enforce 
the  demand.     Some  factories  put  in  machines  to  do  their 
work,  and  offered  to  re-employ  their  former  workmen  at 
$10  a  week.     On  the  5th  and  6th  of  April  the  Board  acted 
as  intermediary  between  the  parties,  with  a  view  to  bring- 
ing about  an  agreement.     A  conference  was  arranged  for 
the  7th  between  the  manager  of  the  factories  of  the  Amer- 
ican Hide  and  Leather  Company  at  Woburn  and  the  work- 
men's committee.     At  the  appointed  time  the  committee 
appeared,  but  the  manager  notified  the  Board  that  he  was 
unable  to  appear,  by  reason  of  illness.     The  strike  extended 
to  New  York  and  continued  until  the  first  week  in  June, 
when  signs  of  dissolution  began  to  appear.     On  June  9 
committees  of  the  Buffers'  Protective  Union  had  interviews 
with  the  representatives  of  the  American  Hide  and  Leather 
Company  at  Woburn  and  Beggs  &  Cobb  at  Winchester. 
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The  result  was  an  understanding  that  the  machines  were 
to  be  retired  from  the  factories  of  the  American  Hide  and 
Leather  Company,  and  the  men  were  to  receive  the  former 
wages.  Accordingly,  on  June  11  the  company's  hands  in 
Woburn  and  New  York  returned  to  work.  In  Beggs  & 
Cobb's  shop  at  "Winchester  the  settlement  was  delayed  for 
a  few  days,  when  it  was  understood  that  the  firm  should 
retain  its  machines,  4  union  buffers  and  about  20  appren- 
tices who  had  become  proficient. 

Nothing  further  was  heard  of  the  controversy. 
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PAINTERS  Am)  DECOBATOBS- BOSTON. 


On  April  14  a  visit  was  received  from  an  agent  of  the 
painters'  union,  who  complained  that  an  effort  to  adjust  a 
dispute  as  to  price  had  not  been  responded  to  by  the  master 
painters  involved.  Rather  than  engage  in  a  strike,  though 
confident  of  victory,  the  workmen  in  question  had  resolved 
to  invoke  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation. 
The  agent  thereupon  submitted  an  application  from  the 
executive  committee  of  Union  No.  11,  Brotherhood  of 
Painters  and  Decorators  of  America,  representing  work- 
men of  Boston  and  vicinity,  engaged  in  the  business  of 
painting  houses  and  decorating  interiors.  The  grievance 
was  stated  as  follows :  — 

The  wages  for  hoase  painting  should  be  increased  from  S2.50 
to  $2.75  for  a  day  of  eight  hours.  A  letter  requesting  such  an 
increase  was  sent  on  March  28  to  the  Master  Painters'  and  Decora- 
tors' Association  of  Boston  and  vicinity,  the  receipt  whereof  was 
acknowledged  on  April  1,  1900,  but  no  reply  has  as  yet  been 
received. 

It  was  not  deemed  necessary  to  state  the  still  higher 
wages  that  ought  to  be  paid  for  decorating. 

The  Board  immediately  notified  the  employers'  associa- 
tion of  the  alleged  grievance,  and  requested  to  be  informed 
whether  it  would  join  in  referring  the  case  to  the  arbitra- 
tion of  this  Board,  or,  if  conciliation  were  preferred, 
whether  its  committee  would  confer  with  the  journeymen's 
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representatives  in  the  presence  of  the  State  Board  with  a 
view  to  settling  the  dispute  by  agreement.  On  the  20th 
word  was  received  that  the  employers  had  "nothing  to 
arbitrate." 

The  union  had  already  been  informed  of  the  master 
painters'  attitude,  and  concluded  not  to  waste  the  opportu- 
nity for  making  perfect  arrangements  to  strike  which  the 
public  holiday  of  April  19  afforded.  A  circular  was  pre- 
pared and  sent  out  by  the  union,  to  which  it  is  stated 
about  one-third  of  the  master  painters  responded  by  con- 
ceding the  demand. 

On  Monday,  the  28d,  the  strike  was  inaugurated,  which 
it  was  resolved  should  be  fought  to  a  finish  all  the  more 
eagerly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  every  peaceful  measure 
had  been  exhausted.  The  strike  had  hardly  commenced 
before  other  employers  in  one  quarter  and  another  began 
to  make  concessions  resulting  in  agreements.  News  of 
the  strike  brought  in  several  non-union  painters  from  the 
outlying  districts  where  work  was  slack,  and  many  of  them 
were  given  employment.  Both  sides  claimed  a  victory. 
At  last  accounts,  on  May  4,  the  strike  was  represented  as 
ended. 
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BBEWBBY  ENGINEBRS— BOSTON. 


In  the  last  week  of  April  Steam  Engineers'  Union  No.  16 
notified  the  Master  Brewers  of  Boston  that  on  and  after 
May  1  the  following  schedule  of  wages  and  hours  was  to  go 
into  effect :  — 

1.  That  eight  conseoutive  hoars'  work  shall  constitute  a  day's 
work.  All  time  worked  over  eight  hours  to  be  paid  for  at  the  rate 
of  55  cents  an  hour. 

2.  That  the  minimum  rate  of  wages  shall  be  $3  a  day  of  eight 
consecutive  hoars,  and  the  chief  engineers  shall  be  paid  $25  a 
week. 

8.  That  engineers  receiving  more  than  $3  a  day  at  the  present 
time  shall  not  receive  any  less. 

4.  That  all  engineers  employed  in  or  around  a  brewery  must  be 
members  in  good  standing  of  Local  Union  16  of  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers. 

The  Brewers'  Board  of  Trade  took  this  schedule  under 
consideration. 

The  representatives  of  the  engineers  had  several  confer- 
ences on  April  30  and  May  1,  with  the  Master  Brewers, 
with  a  view  to  preventing  a  strike,  if  possible,  and  on  May 
1  published  the  following :  — 

After  a  long  discussion,  in  which  we  endeavored  to  find  an 
honorable  way  out  of  the  difficulty,  and  feeling  that  a  few  days' 
delay  might  assist  as,  and  to  give  the  brewers'  committee  an  oppor- 
tunity to  consalt  with  the  members  of  their  association,  we  made 
the  following  proposition :  — 

^^  Will  you  agree,  on  the  part  of  year  association,  to  grant  the 
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demands  of  the  engineers,  temporarily,  pending  further  conference, 
you  to  confer  with  your  associates  and  we  with  ours,  you  to  take 
your  own  time  as  to  when  a  further  conference  may  be  had  between 
this  committee  and  yours  ?  " 

This  proposition  was  also  declined  by  the  brewers'  committee. 
We,  failing  to  in  any  manner  agree,  unless  we  accepted  a  proposi- 
tion declined  last  year  by  you,  withdrew  from  the  conference. 

While  our  meeting  with  the  committee  was  as  friendly  as  could 
be  desired  on  both  sides,  we  regretted  to  learn  that  our  fair  prop- 
osition could  not  be  accepted,  and  thereby  avert  the  pending 
trouble.  There  appears  to  be  nothing  for  the  engineers  to  do  but 
strike.  We  believe  a  strike  at  this  time  is  destined  to  effect  a 
severe  blow,  if  not  to  completely  demoralize  the  brewing  industry. 

Having  exhausted  every  honorable  means  in  our  power  to  settle 
this  matter,  we  ask  the  co-operation  of  all  union  men  in  putting  a 
check  to  any  body  of  employers  who  arrogantly  refuse  to  realize 
that  trades  unions  are  a  factor  in  production,  and  who  will  not  ac- 
cord fair  and  honorable  conditions  to  their  workmen. 

We  have  been  assured  that  some  of  the  brewers  will  accede  to 
the  demands  of  the  engineers,  notwithstanding  the  position  taken 
by  the  brewers'  committee.  In  view  of  this  fact,  we  request  that 
all  engineers  remain  at  work  until  the  strike  order  of  Engineers* 
Union  16  be  transmitted  to  them  by  this  committee  or  its  repre- 
sentatives. 

On  May  2  the  following  notice  was  received :  — 

To  the  Honorable  the  Stale  Board  of  Arbilralton. 

The  undersigned  respectfully  represent  that,  on  the  thirtieth  day 
of  April,  A.D.  1900,  a  strike  was  threatened  in  this  Common- 
wealth, involving  all  the  breweries  located  in  the  city  of  Boston 
and  those  lately  employed  by  said  breweries  ;  that,  at  the  time  of 
the  threat  of  said  strike,  said  breweries  were  employing  not  less 
than  25  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business,  to  wit ;  the 
manufacturing  of  malt  liquors  at  said  various  places  of  business ; 
that  the  nature  of  the  controversy,  briefly  stated,  is  as  follows : 
a  demand  on  behalf  of  the  engineers,  made  through  the  medium 
of  the  International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers  No.  16  and  the 
Central  Labor  Union,  for  a  working  day  of  eight  hours  at  $3  per 
day. 

Wherefore,  your  Honorable  Board  is  respectfully  requested  to 
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pat  itself  in  communication,  as  soon  as  may  be,  with  said  em* 
pioyer  and  employees,  and  endeavor,  by  mediation,  to  effect  an 
amicable  settlement  between  them,  and,  if  the  Board  deems  it 
advisable,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  said  controversy,  and 
ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy 
for  the  existence  or  continuance  of  the  same.

This  was  promptly  laid  before  Messrs.  O'Sullivan,  Knee- 
land  and  McCarthy,  a  committee  having  direction  of  the 
employees'  interests.  It  was  learned  that  negotiations  of 
the  preceding  day  had  been  without  result;  that  shortly 
after,  at  half-past  one  o'clock  in  the  morning,  the  threat- 
ened strike  became  actual,  and  about  75  men  left  their 
employment  in  the  breweries.  The  Board  requested  the 
committee  to  say  whether  or  not  they  would  join  in  refer- 
ring the  case  to  the  Board,  or  participate  in  a  conference 
with  the  employers  with  a  view  to  a  settlement.  The 
committee  saw  no  reason  for  renewing  the  conference  of 
the  previous  evening,  but,  in  respect  of  the  Board's  offer, 
promised  to  reply  in  a  few  hours.  Later  in  the  day  a 
message  was  received  from  the  committee,  saying  it  was 
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resolved  to  *' follow  the  long-standing  custom,"  regulating 
the  settlement  of  the  difficulties  between  master  brewers 
and  their  employees,  which  contemplated  a  solution  by  a 
joint  conference  committee.  While  in  the  opinion  of  the 
strikers'  committee  it  would  be  quite  proper  to  go  on  with 
the  strike,  the  impression  might  possibly  gain  ground,  in 
view  of  the  employers'  application,  that  the  committee 
was  opposed  to  a  peaceful  solution  of  the  difficulty.  The 
only  response,  therefore,  that  they  felt  at  liberty  to  make 
was  to  express  a  willingness  to  resume  the  negotiations 
that  had  been  so  recently  abandoned  as  fruitless.  The 
committee  further  said  that  a  letter  to  that  eflfect  had  just 
been  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  Boston  Brewers'  Associa- 
tion. Mr.  Huse,  the  secretary  of  the  employers'  organiza- 
tion, was  then  informed  of  the  situation.  On  the  morning 
of  May  3  almost  all  of  the  firemen  employed  in  the  Boston 
breweries  quit  work  and  joined  the  strikers.  On  this  day, 
however,  a  conference  was  had  between  the  strikers'  com- 
mittee  and  the  Brewers'  Association,  which  resulted  in  a 
settlement,  upon  which  all  hands  returned  to  work. 
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HOLZEBr-CABOT   ELECTBIC    COMFAinr  —  BBOOKLINE» 

MASS. 


A  strike  of  25  buffers,  employed  at  |2.25  a  day  in  a 
factory  of  the  Holzer-Cabot  Electric  Company,  took  place 
on  May  18  to  support  a  demand  for  f2.50.  The  superin- 
tendent deemed  the  strike  an  attempt  to  take  an  unfair 
advantage  of  Mr.  Holzer's  absence  in  foreign  parts,  and 
offered  the  employees  a  chance  to  return  to  work  then  or 
never.  The  men  returned,  but  quit  work  in  a  few  days. 
On  learning  that  the  strike  had  been  renewed,  the  Board 
had  separate  interviews  with  both  parties  in  negotiating 
a  settlement ;  but  the  superintendent  was  firm  in  the  posi- 
tion he  had  taken.  He  feared,  he  said,  that  a  concession, 
however  slight,  would  cause  the  difficulty  to  spread.  Be- 
sides, he  could  not  take  any  back  without  making  room  for 
them  by  discharging  some  of  his  new  hands,  which  he 
would  not  do. 

On  May  26  the  selectmen  of  Brookline  gave  notice  of 
the  difficulty  as  follows :  —

Electric  Company,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  chapter  269  of 

the  Acts  of  1887.

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A  reply  was  sent,  saying  that  the  Board  was  at  work  on 
the  case.  On  June  8  an  application  of  buffers,  polishers 
and  platers  recently  employed  by  the  company  was  filed. 
The  controversy,  as  they  stated  it,  was :  — 

We  asked  for  an  increase  in  our  wages  of  25  cents  a  day, 
from  S2.25  to  $2.50.  The  foreman  of  the  buffing  and  plating 
rooms  said  that  we  were  worth  the  money,  but  the  manager  refused 
to  grant  it,  the  foreman  telling  the  manager  he  could  get  ail  the 
men  he  wanted  for  $2.25  a  day. 

After  further  efforts,  the  following  letter  was  sent :  — 

Statb  Boabd  or  Arbitration  and  CoNOiLiAHONy 
Boston,  Jane  15,  1900. 
Mr.  Jamks  Murbat. 

Dear  Sir  :  —  Since  receiving  the  application  dated  Jane  5,  and 
signed  by  you  and  others,  concerning  the  Holzer-Cabot  Company, 
the  Board  apon  inquiry  has  been  recently  informed  that  the  posi* 
tion  of  the  manager  with  reference  to  the  strikers  has  not  changed, 
that  some  of  the  former  workmen  have  been  re-employed,  that 
others  have  made  application  to  be  taken  back,  and  that  all  places 
are  filled. 

If,  under  such  circumstances,  you  can  suggest  any  course  of  ac- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  Board  which  will  benefit  you  and  your  asso- 
ciates, we  shall  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you  and  to  act  accordingly 
so  far  as  may  be  practicable  and  expedient.

Nothing  further  was  heard  of  the  controversy. 

It  may  not  be  superfluous  for  us  to  add  our  appreciation 
of  the  efforts  of  the  town  officials  of  Brookline.  The  statute 
by  them  cited,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  duties  of  mayors 
and  selectmen  in  the  matter  of  strikes  and  lockouts,  has  the 
foUowing  provision :  — 

That  whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  to 
the  board  of  selectmen  of  a  town  that  a  strike  or  lockout  ...  is 
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serioasly  threatened  or  actaally  occars,  the  mayor  of  such  city  or 
the  board  of  selectmen  of  such  town  shall  at  once  notify  the  state 
board  of  the  facts. 

If  all  who  have  the  direction  of  public  affairs  or  con- 
tribute to  the  shaping  of  public  opinion  would  aid  in  the 
preservation  or  restoration  of  industrial  relations,  there 
would  be  fewer  difBculties,  and  a  greater  percentage  of 
them  would  be  solved  in  a  rational  way. 
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XJinTED  SHOE  MACHINERY  COMPANY— 

WINCHESTEB. 


During  the  first  week  of  May  machinists  employed  by 
the  United  Shoe  Machinery  Company  of  Winchester  or- 
ganized a  lodge  of  the  International  Association  of  Machin- 
ists. Soon  after,  the  members,  beginning  with  the  leaders, 
were  day  by  day  discharged  in  groups  of  increasing  size, 
for  the  reason,  as  stated  by  the  company,  that  they  had  too 
many  in  their  employ;  or  that,  according  to  the  men,  it 
desired  to  break  up  the  union.  On  the  22d  200  were  dis- 
charged, and  on  the  next  day  the  factory  shut  down,  and 
160  more  were  thrown  out  of  employment.  In  all  depart- 
ments the  number  of  employees  affected  was  about  750. 
Meanwhile,  there  had  been  several  interviews  between  the 
workmen's  agent  and  the  officers  of  the  company  at  Boston. 
On  May  23  the  men  accepted  the  mediation  of  the  Board, 
and  the  company  took  the  suggestion  under  consideration. 
Several  attempts  were  thereafter  made  to  induce  the  em- 
ployer to  discuss  a  settlement,  and  interviews  took  place 
between  the  machinists'  agent  and  the  company's  officers. 
No  adjustment  seemed  possible  in  the  circumstances,  and 
the  difficulty  dragged  along  until  the  end  of  the  third 
month  without  anything  to  attract  attention. 

On  July  80  a  committee,  claiming  to  represent  the 
machinists'  lodge,  obtained  an  interview  with  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  company  who  was  then  in  charge  of  the 
Winchester  factory,  at  his  office  in  Boston,  and  proposed  to 
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dissolve  the  lodge,  in  consideration  of  the  company's  re- 
ceiving all  the  recent  employees  into  their  old  places  with- 
out discrimination ;  and  the  Board  was  thereupon  notified 
that  the  company  was  ready  to  settle  the  difficulty  by  such 
an  agreement ;  but  the  organizer  of  the  International  Asso- 
ciation of  Machinists,  who  had  till  that  time  represented 
the  men  in  question  as  agent,  claimed  that  the  so-called 
committee  did  not  represent  the  lodge,  and  that  their  action 
of  July  30  had  been  repudiated  by  the  workmen.  At  his 
request,  the  Board  endeavored  to  meet  the  company's  offi- 
cers on  August  3,  but  failed  to  get  into  communication. 
One  of  the  general  officers  of  the  workmen's  international 
body  had  an  interview  with  the  officers  of  the  company, 
but  no  agreement  was  reached.  The  shop  was  opened  for 
a  short  time  each  week,  and  those  who  worked  were  given 
extra  pay.  The  local  organizer  seized  the  charter  and 
disbanded  the  lodge.  By  hiring  and  discharging,  the 
company  finally  succeeded  in  replacing  nearly  all  the 
men  by  new  help,  who  were  for  the  most  part  women  and 
girls. 
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N.  L.  MTLTiART)  &  CO.— NOBTH  ADAMS. 


On  the  21st  of  May  the  shoe  cutters  employed  in  the 
factory  of  N.  L.  Millard  &  Co.  at  North  Adams  refused  to 
work  under  a  new  price  list,  which  they  claimed  required 
more  work  without  additional  pay,  whereupon  they  were 
suspended  from  the  pay  roll.  Subsequently,  they  were 
organized  as  a  branch  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers* 
Union.  Negotiations  between  the  general  president  of 
that  body  and  the  employer  resulted  in  an  agreement  on 
all  but  a  few  items,  which  were  left  for  settlement  by  nego- 
tiation with  a  committee  of  the  local  unions,  or,  in  case  of 
failure,  by  reference  to  the  State  Board  of  Arbit]^ation 
and  Conciliation. 

Under  this  agreement  the  cutters  were  permitted  to 
return  to  work,  pending  a  settlement ;  but  when  the  local 
committee  stated  to  the  employer  that  it  was  not  clothed 
with  full  power  to  make  a  final  adjustment,  he  refused  to 
treat  with  them,  upon  which,  on  May  28,  the  cutters  quit 
work  and  went  out  of  the  factory  on  strike.  The  employer 
requested  the  Board  to  state  whether  there  could  be  any 
arbitration  proceedings  under  such  conditions,  and  was 
informed  that  there  could  be  no  hearing  or  decision  while 
the  employees  were  out  on  strike,  but  that  conciliatory 
efforts  might  be  made,  with  a  view  to  inducing  an  agree- 
ment, either  to  terminate  the  controversy  by  agreement, 
or  to  refer  the  difficulty  to  some  arbitrator. 
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On  June  11  and  12  the  Board  had  separate  interviews 
with  the  parties  at  North  Adams,  and  advised  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  of  workmen,  fully  empowered,  as 
required  by  the  firm,  to  settle  the  dispute.  The  employer 
handed  the  Board  a  written  message,  to  be  transmitted 
to  the  strikers,  as  follows :  — 

Will  meet  a  committee  of  catters  from  oar  old  catting  room  em- 
ployees. Will  reinstate  what  catters  are  needed.  Will  pay  prices 
now  in  force.  If  this  is  unsatisfactory,  will  then  refer  the  adjust- 
ing of  wages  to  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration.  The  men  now  at 
work  for  as  to  remain  at  work  as  long  as  they  wish  to. 

The  strikers  submitted  the  following  reply :  — 

Will  agree  to  a  committee  of  cutters  from  Millard's  cutting  room 
appointed  by  the  executive  board  of  the  union  to  meet  him  and 
adjust  prices,  and  all  prices  not  agreed  apon  to  be  left  to  the 
State  Board  of  Arbitration^  provided  that  all  cutters  now  at  work 
are  discharged  at  once,  and  all  employees  of  said  room  are  re- 
instated at  once. 

Neither  party  would  accept  the  terms  of  the  other. 

At  the  end  of  June  one  of  the  general  officers  of  the 
Boot  and  Shoe  Workers*  Union  reported  to  the  Board  that 
the  controversy  was  without  prospect  of  immediate  settle- 
ment. The  difficulty  was  protracted  for  several  weeks, 
when  a  settlement  was  agreed  upon  by  the  parties. 
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GEOBGE  LAWI.EY  &  SON  — BOSTON. 


On  June  4  a  demand  for  the  nine-hour  work  day  instead 
of  ten  and  one-half  hours  was  made  by  the  machinists  in 
the  employ  of  George  Lawley  &  Son,  boat  builders  in 
South  Boston.  The  officers  of  the  corporation  requested 
time  for  consideration,  which  was  granted;  and  on  the 
evening  of  June  6  made  answer  that  the  shorter  work  day 
would  be  granted  when  two  torpedo  boats  which  they  were 
building  for  the  United  States  would  be  finished.  The 
men  calculated  that  it  would  take  about  four  months  to 
finish  the  work,  that  the  major  portion  of  those  employed 
would  be  dismissed  for  lack  of  work,  and  that  the  reduction 
of  time  would  benefit  only  the  few  that  might  remain. 
"When  the  night  shift  reported  for  duty,  a  meeting  was 
held  and  a  strike  declared  forthwith.  The  men  then  laid 
the  matter  before  Lodge  264  of  the  International  Machin- 
ists' Association,  and  a  committee  was  sent  to  the  corpora- 
tion to  confer  on  the  question  of  a  settlement. 

On  the  6th  the  Board  offered  its  services,  but  owing  to 
some  misunderstanding  between  the  men  involved  and  their 
organization,  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  a  statement  to 
which  all  would  subscribe.  The  parties  in  interest  held 
several  conferences,  and  the  corporation  was  about  to  ask 
the  United  States  government,  under  the  strike  clause  of  the 
contract,  for  an  extension  of  time  in  which  to  complete 
the  work.     On  June  13,  however,  the  following  letter  was 
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sent,  containing  an  offer  which  the  workmen  accepted  in 
settlement  of  the  dispute :  — 

To  Machinists  in  the  Employ  of  George  Lawley  A  Son  Corporation' 

Gentlemen:  —  We  hereby  agree  to  change  the  working  hours 

in  the  machine  shop  to  nine  per  day  as  formerly,  as  soon  as  the 

machinery  for  the  torpedo  boats  ^^Blakely"  and  ^'Delong''  is 

completed  as  far  as  work  in  the  machine  shop  is  concerned,  without 

discrimination  against  any  workman  on  account  of  his  participation 

in  the  strike.

The  machinists  thereupon  returned  to  work,  and  there 
was  no  further  trouble. 
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BOSTON  MANUFACTUBINa  COMPANY  — WALTHAM. 


On  July  6  100  men  and  women  employed  in  the  manu- 
facture of  fancy  cloth  as  box-loom  weavers  in  the  employ 
of  the  Boston  Manufacturing  Company  at  Waltham  struck 
to  enforce  a  demand  for  higher  prices  for  60-pick  and  80- 
pick  leno ;  but  after  a  while  the  claim  for  60-pick  leno  was 
abandoned,  and  5  cents  per  cut  abated  from  their  price  for 
80-pick.  On  the  7th  the  Board  acted  as  intermediary  for 
the  purpose  of  arranging  a  compromise  under  which  har- 
monious relations  might  be  restored.  The  weavers  said 
that  their  work  required  great  skiU  and  special  training, 
that  they  had  no  fear  of  being  replaced  by  new  hands; 
and  that  other  mills  were  paying  $1.50  per  cut  for  goods 
of  similar  quality,  while  the  price  which  they  had  been 
receiving  was  $1.10.  The  employer  said  that  his  terms 
were  perfectly  fair,  that  the  mill  had  no  competitors,  that 
the  difficulty  was  such  as  would  right  itself  in  a  few  days, 
and  that  he  was  willing  to  take  back  all  hands  to  their  old 
places  without  discrimination.  When  this  was  reported 
to  the  strikers,  many  of  them  were  in  favor  of  declaring 
the  strike  off.  At  the  beginning  of  the  next  week  a  few 
of  the  strikers  returned  to  work,  followed  by  others,  until 
aU  who  applied  were  received  in  their  former  positions 
without  discrimination,  at  $1.20  a  cut  for  80-pick,  which 
was  an  increase  of  10  cents. 
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BLAKE  &  KNOWJUBS  —  OAMBBIDGE. 


On  June  1  the  chippers  employed  by  Blake  &  Knowles, 
manufacturers  of  steam  pumping  machines,  at  East  Cam- 
bridge, struck  because  of  the  employers'  refusal  to  increase 
their  wages  10  per  cent.  On  June  7  a  committee  of  3, 
claiming  to  represent  19  of  the  strikers,  made  application 
praying  the  Board  to  investigate  the  cause  of  the  contro- 
versy  and  ascertain  which  party  was  responsible  therefor. 
It  was  stated  that  the  product  of  the  chipping  department 
supplied  material  for  700  machinists,  and  that  the  number 
employed  at  the  works  in  question  was  about  1,000,  all 
told.  The  Board  called  at  the  machine  shop  on  June  8  and 
desired  to  see  the  firm,  but  the  superintendent  said  that 
at  that  time  there  was  no  trouble.  On  June  12  one  of  the 
petitioners  called  and  stated  that  the  chippers  had  returned 
on  the  preceding  day,  under  a  promise  of  satisfactory  pay 
to  be  arranged  at  the  end  of  a  week's  work.  He  and 
another  of  the  committee  had  been  blacklisted,  he  said, 
and  the  strikers  who  returned  had  sacrificed  them  to  secure 
their  own  reinstatement. 
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BXTRLEY  &  STEVENS  — NEWBUBYPORT. 


On  July  2  the  joint  petition  of  Burley  &  Stevens,  shoe 
manufacturers  of  Newburyport,  and  John  F.  Tobin,  au- 
thorized agent  of  the  employees  in  their  cutting  depart- 
ment, requested  the  Board  to  decide  whether  a  practice 
recently  inaugurated  of  charging  cutters  for  damages  to 
stock  in  process  of  manufacture  was  consistent  with  the 
agreement  under  which  work  was  performed  in  their  fac- 
tory. 

The  following  decision  was  rendered  on  July  28 :  — 

In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  Burley  A  Stevens^  of  Newburf' 
port,  and  their  employees  in  the  cutting  department. 

Petition  Filed  July  2, 1900.  Hbariho  July  10, 1900. 

This  cases  arises  out  of  the  discharge  of  two  cutters :  one,  for 
the  reason  that  he  refused  to  pay  for  damages  to  shoes,  traceable 
to  him,  such  payment  being  refused  as  inconsistent  with  the  price 
list  established  May  26,  1900,  by  agreement  between  the  firm  and 
the  oatters'  union ;  the  other,  discharged  for  cutting  through  mistake 
a  case  of  shoes  by  a  wrong  pattern. 

It  is  understood  that  both  men  are  now  at  work  in  the  factory, 
pending  a  decision  by  this  Board  as  to  the  right  of  the  firm  to 
discharge  men,  under  the  price  list  agreed  to  as  above,  and  also 
**  whether  damaged  work  shall  be  charged  under  the  list  now  in 
force." 

After  a  full  consideration  of  the  case,  and  having  first  consulted 
the  Attorney-General  as  to  the  legal  powers  of  the  Board  in  deal- 
ing with  the  case,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that,  under  the 
agreement  between  the  firm  and  the  employees,  the  firm  had  the 
right  to  discharge  the  cutters  named  in  the  application,  and  has 
the  right  to  charge  for  damaged  work.     But,  in  consideration  of 
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till  the  facts  presented  in  this  case,  the  Board  recommends  that 
there  be  no  new  discharges  of  either  workman  by  reason  of  what 
has  happened,  provided  ample  satisfaction  can  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  parties  interested  for  the  damage  actually  done.

—  A  letter  was  received  from  the  cutter's  agent 
on  July  25,  asking  for  a  reopening  of  the  case,  and  July  27 
ivas  appointed  to  hear  any  reasons  therefor  that  might  be 
alleged.  Two  of  the  general  officers  of  the  shoe  workers' 
xmion  called  accordingly  on  that  day  and  had  an  interview 
with  members  of  the  Board,  in  the  absence  of  the  chair- 
man, and  expressed  a  desire  to  state  their  views  in  support 
of  Mr.  Tobin's  motion,  as  soon  as  might  be,  to  the  full 
Board.  On  August  3  they  were  notified  that  the  fuU 
Board  was  ready  to  hear  anything  that  they  might  wish 
to  say  on  the  matter;  and  they  replied  that  there  was  a 
good  understanding  now  in  that  factory,  which  removed 
the  necessity  of  haste  in  the  matter  of  the  motion  to  reopen 
the  case. 

Nothing  further  was  heard  of  the  controversy. 
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LUDLOW  MANTTFACTITBING  COMPANY  — LUDLOW. 


On  July  2  Mr.  Frank  K.  Foster  of  Boston  reported  a 
lock-out,  and  transmitted  the  following  notice  thereof :  — 

Tbxtilb  Worxbbs'  Union,  Ltjdlow,  Mass.,  July  1, 1900. 
To  the  Honorable  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration, 

Gentlemen:  —  On  June  16  —  two  weeks  ago  —  the  Ludlow^ 
Manufacturing  Company  of  Ludlow,  Mass.,  after  having  given 
one  week's  notice  to  its  employees  to  give  up  their  connection  with 
the  Textile  Workers'  Union,  discharged  all  of  them  because  they 
refused  to  do  so.  There  was  no  difference  as  to  wages  or  hours 
of  labor.  The  firm  had  no  other  complaint  except  that  it  objects 
to  the  union.  All  honorable  efforts  were  made  to  settle  the  trouble^ 
bat  because  we  would  not  give  up  oar  right  as  free  men  and  dis- 
band the  union,  the  company  locked  us  oat  to  the  number  of  200, 
and  has  now  given  us  notice  to  vacate  their  tenements  which  we 
now  occupy. 

Under  the  circumstances,  we  would  very  respectfully  submit  our 
case  to  your  honorable  Board  for  your  mediation  and  arbitration. 

We  have  not  done  anything  that  is  unreasonable  or  unjust ;  we 
only  insist  on  our  right  to  belong  to  the  union  for  mutual  benefit 
and  protection. 

Trusting  that  you  will  take  speedy  action  to  investigate  this  case 
and  effect  an  adjustment  of  the  trouble,  we  are

After  notice  to  the  parties  in  interest,  the  Board  went 
to  Ludlow  and  had  separate  interviews  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  about  a  reconciliation.     It  was  ascertained  that 
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when  the  wage  earners  had  been  organized  they  undertook 
to  regulate  the  amount  of  a  fair  week's  weaving,  but  de- 
sisted on  learning  their  employer's  hostility  to  the  union. 

It  appeared  that  the  company  produced  jute  and  cotton 
bagging,  and  was  without  competitors  in  this  section  of 
the  country.  The  agent  claimed  to  have  treated  the  opera- 
tives well,  having  taught  the  trade  to  the  major  portion 
of  them  and  given  them  good  wages,  from  |10  to  $12  a 
week,  which  enabled  many  of  them  to  acquire  property. 
There  had  been  unity  enough,  he  said,  before  the  union 
was  formed,  but  since  then  there  was  more  or  less  ill-feel- 
ing between  union  and  non-union  weavers.  His  sympa- 
thies were  with  the  work  people,  from  whom  he  had  risen, 
but  he  was  under  no  necessity  of  considering  their  return 
to  work,  since  it  was  easy  to  train  new  hands.  In  point 
of  fact,  one  department  was  full-handed;  in  another  28 
out  of  28  places  had  been  filled  already;  and  another  had 
a  working  complement.  It  was  out  of  the  question  and 
impossible  to  take  back  all,  if  he  were  so  disposed.  If  he 
reinstated  any,  to  operate  some  of  his  idle  looms,  they 
would  be  few,  and  would  have  to  return  as  non-union  men ; 
and,  though  they  understood  his  determination  on  these 
points,  he  was  willing  to  discuss  the  situation  with  a  com- 
mittee of  weavers  at  any  time. 

The  Board  reported  the  substance  of  this  interview  to 
the  locked-out  weavers,  and  advised  them  to  send  a  com- 
mittee to  negotiate  a  settlement,  if  possible,  and  notify  the 
Board  of  the  result,  which  they  did,  on  July  14. 

The  following  letter  was  sent :  —

Dear  Sir  :  —  You  will  be  interested  in  learning  that  the  Board 
went  to  Ludlow  and  had  separate  interviews  with  the  parties  to 
the  difficulty  in  the  mill  of  the  Ludlow  Manufacturing  Company. 
Mr.  Stevens  expressed  his  intention  to  hire  none  but  non-union 
men,  and  his  satisfaction,  in  the  present  circumstances,  with  the 
way  things  are  going.  One  of  his  departments  was  full-handed, 
another  nearly  so,  and  another  had  a  pretty  large  complement  of 
employees.  He  said  he  would  receive  any  committee  of  the  past 
employees,  and  talk  the  matter  over.  The  Board  arranged  an  in- 
terview, which  took  place  subsequently.  We  are  informed,  in  a 
letter  received  to-day  from  Mr.  Bourcier,  that  %  committee  went 
to  see  Mr.  Stevens,  and  was  told  substantially  what  is  stated  in 

the  foregoing.

Nothing  further  was  heard  of  the  difficulty. 
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J.  H.  HOBNE  &  SONS'  COMPANY  —  IiAWBENCE. 


Early  in  July  the  local  union  of  the  National  Association 
of  Machinists  at  Lawrence  made  a  demand  on  employers 
for  a  nine-hour  day  without  reduction  in  pay,  the  same  to 
go  into  effect  on  the  16th  of  the  month,  and  two  of  the 
firms  granted  the  demand.  The  committee  waited  upon 
J.  H.  Home  &  Sons'  Company,  and  were  told  that,  owing 
to  existing  contracts,  the  demand  could  not  be  granted. 
They  reported  to  their  union  that  the  company  promised 
a  10  per  cent,  increase,  to  go  into  effect  on  January  1. 
The  union  was  averse  to  accepting  the  offer,  but  took  no 
further  action.  The  general  manager  of  the  company  made 
a  public  statement,  denying  the  offer.  The  spokesman  for 
the  company's  machinists  questioned  him  upon  the  matter, 
and  was  thereupon  discharged.  All  the  machinists  ceased 
work,  claiming  that  all  had  been  discharged.  The  com- 
pany stated  that  only  one  had  been  discharged,  and  that 
the  others  had  gone  out  on  a  sympathetic  strike.  On  July 
31  James  E.  Buchanan,  agent  of  the  union,  presented  a 
written  application  for  the  good  offices  of  the  Board,  alleg- 
ing a  lock-out  of  the  men  in  question.  The  Board  went 
to  the  scene  of  the  difficulty  on  August  2,  and  had  separate 
interviews  with  both  parties  to  the  controversy.  It  ap- 
peared that  the  man  who  had  been  discharged  was  willing 
to  waive  any  grievance  that  he  might  have,  and  to  take 
himself  out  of  the  way,  in  order  to  facilitate  an  agreement. 
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The  employer  did  not  care  to  confer  with  the  employees  on 
the  question  of  a  settlement  without  the  general  manager, 
who  was  out  of  town  for  a  few  days. 

On  August  6  a  letter  was  received  from  the  general  mian- 
ager,  to  the  effect  that  all  vacancies  had  been  filled,  business 
had  grown  slack,  night  work  had  ceased  in  the  factory,  the 
former  night  shift  was  now  employed  in  the  day  time,  and 
he  had  all  the  help  that  he  needed. 

The  following  letter  of  August  6  was  sent  to  the  general 
manager :  —

Dear  Sir:  —  Your  letter  of  August  3  was  daly  received,  and 
has  been  laid  before  the  Board  at  its  meeting  to-day,  and  the  con- 
tents were  transmitted  to  the  workmen  in  interest.  It  is  regretted 
that  the  way  to  a  reconciliation  seems  barred ;  bat  if  the  sitaation 
should  change,  the  Board  would  be  pleased  to  renew  its  efforts  for 
a  restoration  of  harmonious  relations,  and  to  hear  from  you  again.

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rETGAIJiS  &  EENDBICKEN  — BOSTON. 


On  August  16  60  steam  fitters  left  the  employ  of  Ingalls 
<fe  Kendricken,  protesting  against  the  firm's  retention  of  a 
workman  who  could  not  be  induced  to  join  the  union  to 
which  they  belonged,  which  retention  they  deemed  a  viola- 
tion of  the  spirit  of  the  agreement  entered  into  under 
date  of  October  24,  1896.  The  next  day,  on  learning  of 
the  difficulty,  the  Board  went  to  the  steam  fitters  and  their 
recent  employer,  and  endeavored  to  find  a  way  of  bringing 
them  into  agreement.  On  first  inspection  there  appeared 
to  be  an  obstinate  contest,  destined  to  be  long  drawn  out ; 
but  while  the  Board  was  mediating  the  obnoxious  man  was 
summarily  discharged,  for  reasons  not  connected  with  the 
controversy.  This  was  an  opportunity  not  to  be  neglected. 
Accordingly,  the  men  were  apprised  of  the  fact  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board,  who  took  occasion  to  say  that  the  strike 
was  a  violation  of  both  letter  and  spirit  of  said  agreement, 
which  states  that  '*In  case  any  dispute  shall  arise  between 
the  JIaster  Steam  Fitters'  Association  and  the  Steam  Fitters' 
Union  of  Boston,  which  the  parties  are  unable  to  settle  by 
agreement,  the  matter  shall  be  submitted  to  the  State  Board 
of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  without  strike  or  lock- 
out." And  they  were  advised,  in  case  of  future  difficulty, 
to  remain  at  work  and  endeavor  to  settle  their  controversy 
in  an  amicable  way.  The  strikers  thereupon  voted  to  re- 
turn to  work  on  the  following  day,  and  the  difficulty  was 
ended  to  the  satisfaction  of  both  parties. 
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INGALLS  &  KEITOBICKEN— BOSTON. 


Pursuant  to  the  advice  of  this  Board,  as  recounted  in 
the  foregoing,  the  recent  strikers  returned  after  a  two  days* 
idleness  on  August  18  to  their  occupation  as  steam  fitters 
to  Ingalls  &  Kendricken,  when  they  discovered  that  8  non- 
union steam  fitters  had  been  hired  for  the  work  in  hand 
during  their  absence.  The  union  men  considered  this  a 
violation  of  the  agreement  of  October  24,  1896,  which 
stipulates  that  members  of  the  Boston  Steam  Fitters'  Union 
shall  be  preferred  when  of  equal  capacity  and  skill.  They 
thereupon  complained  to  their  agent  of  the  grievance,  and 
declared  their  intention  to  strike  again  if  the  difficulty  were 
not  speedily  adjusted.  The  agent  invoked  the  Board  with- 
out delay,  whereupon  an  effort  was  made  by  the  Board  to 
pacify  the  trouble.  It  appeared  that  after  the  strike  had 
been  inaugurated,  when  the  employer  could  deem  himself 
released  from  said  agreement,  the  non-union  men  in  ques- 
tion had  been  hired  for  a  few  days  only. 

The  Board  accordingly  notified  the  workmen  that  in  all 
probability  the  employment  of  the  objectionable  men  would 
soon  cease,  and  their  promise  was  obtained  that  no  strike 
would  be  voted  that  day.  This  was  satisfactory  to  the 
employer,  and  the  union  men  continued  on  at  work. 

On  the  next  work  day,  which  was  Monday,  August  20, 
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the  agent  for  the  union  requested  the  Board  to  make  inquiry 
whether  the  3  objectionable  men  had  been  discharged. 
Such  was  found  to  be  true,  and  was  so  reported  to  the 
agent.  The  men  continued  at  work,  and  there  was  no  re- 
currence of  the  controversy. 
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BOSTON  STEEL  AND  IBON  COMPAKY— BOSTON. 


Sixty  iron  workers  in  the  employ  of  the  Boston  Steel  and 
Iron  Company  quit  work  on  August  17  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  the  union  price  of  33  1-3  cents  an  hour.  It 
was  thought  that  600  workmen  represented  in  the  Building 
Trades  Council  of  Boston  might  become  involved  in  sympa- 
thetic strikes.  Communication  was  thereupon  had  with  the 
business  agent  of  the  men  in  interest,  and  an  assurance  was 
received  from  him  that  the  strikers  would  join  in  any  con- 
ference of  parties  that  the  Board  might  succeed  in  bringing 
about. 

On  or  about  August  23  an  agreement  was  reached,  and 
the  strikers  voted  to  return  to  work. 
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HAMILTON  MANTJFAGTTJBIHG    COMFAHY— LOWELL. 


Early  in  September  the  Print  Workers'  Union  of  Lowell 
had  under  discussion  the  question  of  overtime  in  the  bleach- 
eries  and  dye  houses  of  that  city,  and  on  September  13 
occasion  arose  which  promptly  led  to  a  strike  in  the  Hamil- 
ton Mills.  On  the  day  before  there  was  an  accident  to 
the  machinery  that  caused  a  stoppage,  and  as  the  day  drew 
to  a  close  the  foreman  requested  four  of  the  employees  of  his 
department  to  continue  at  work  after  the  usual  time  of 
shutting  down;  his  purpose  being,  as  subsequently  stated, 
to  make  up  for  lost  time  and  to  save  perishable  goods  in 
process  of  manufacture.  The  four  employees  refused  to  stay 
as  requested,  and  left  the  mill  at  the  usual  closing  time. 
On  returning  the  next  day  they  were  discharged.  There- 
upon 14  others  of  that  department  went  on  strike,  and 
shortly  all  the  employees  in  the  printing  department,  about 
200,  were  out  of  employment. 

The  Board  went  to  Lowell  nearly  every  day  for  the  next 
three  weeks,  and  had  many  interviews  on  one  side  and  the 
other  concerning  the  main  grievance  and  such  other  ques- 
tions as  arose  during  the  progress  of  the  strike,  or  which 
at  last  were  brought  up  as  obstacles  in  the  way  of  a  settle- 
ment. 

The  trades  union's  demand  for  <nime  and  a  quarter" 
pay  for  all  work  done  after  the  usual  closing  time  was  the 
main  grievance  of  this  controversy.     The  reinstatement  of 
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the  four  men  who  had  been  discharged,  it  was  claimed  un- 
justly, was  also  an  important  consideration  at  the  outset. 
Later  on,  apprehensions  lest  some  of  the  work  people 
might  be  refused  reinstatement  produced  a  hesitation  on 
the  part,  of  the  strikers  to  return  to  work  except  under 
circumstances  favorable  to  their  contention. 

On  the  18th  it  was  learned  that  a  similar  strike  had 
occurred  in  the  Merrimack  Mills,  treated  elsewhere  in  this 
report ;  and  the  workmen's  committee  was  composed  of  three 
from  the  Hamilton  and  three  from  the  Merrimack  Mills.  As 
early  as  September  20  it  was  apparent  to  the  Board  that 
the  employer  was  willing  to  reinstate  all  except  the  four  men 
he  had  discharged.  On  the  26th  the  Board  had  an  inter- 
view with  the  discharged  men,  and  discussed  the  bearing 
which  their  part  in  the  controversy  had  upon  the  interests 
of  the  many.  They  were  not  disposed  to  stand  in  the  way 
of  a  settlement,  and  accordingly  notified  the  Board  that 
they  would  Avithdraw  from  the  controversy.  The  question 
of  extra  compensation  for  overtime  being  the  only  point  of 
dispute  that  remained,  the  difficulty  was  greatly  simplified. 
The  workmen's  committee  was  requested  to  say  what  they 
would  or  would  not  do  in  the  matter  of  returning  to  work, 
and  the  question  was  taken  under  consideration  by  them. 
The  Board  then  informed  the  superintendent  of  the  mill 
concerning  the  progress  made  thus  far.  It  appeared,  how- 
ever, for  the  first  time,  that  the  management  of  the  mill 
had  objection  to  certain  other  employees  whom  it  deemed 
undesirable  because  of  their  participation  in  the  difficulty ; 
and,  until  some  assurance  could  be  received  from  the  em- 
ployer that  there  would  be  no  discrimination,  the  prospect 
of  a  settlement  seemed  to  be  as  remote  as  ever. 
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On  the  following  day  the  Board  was  at  Lowell,  and  had 
an  interview  with  the  treasurer,  the  agent  and  the  super- 
intendent of  the  Hamilton  Mills,  with  the  result  that 
objection  to  any  striker  other  than  the  four  discharged  men 
was  set  aside,  and  a  promise  was  received  that  all  would 
be  reinstated  without  prejudice  or  discrimination.  The 
question  of  extra  compensation  for  overtime  work  was  then 
considered,  and  the  management  assured  the  Board  that 
no  overtime  would  be  required  in  the  future,  except  in  case 
of  emergency,  whereupon  the  question  of  extra  rate  of  pay 
would  be  considered. 

On  offering  to  reinstate  all  the*  past  employees  without 
discrimination,  the  management  also  wished  it  understood 
that  this  was  not  meant  to  be  all  at  once,  but  only  so  fast 
as  repairs  of  machinery,  then  in  process,  would  permit. 

The  workmen's  committee,  on  learning  the  substance  of 
this  interview,  did  not  feel  sufficiently  warranted  to  de- 
clare the  strike  off,  but  expressed  their  willingness  to  return 
to  w^ork  on  the  terms  transmitted  by  the  Board.  They 
undertook  to  secure,  if  possible,  a  vote  to  that  effect  of  the 
employees  in  interest,  at  their  meeting  to  be  held  in  the 
evening  of  September  27. 

At  this  stage  a  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  committee 
and  a  misunderstanding  of  the  terms  transmitted  led  to  the 
strikers'  rejection,  in  full  meeting,  of  the  proposition  to 
return  to  work.  This  being  conmiunicated  to  the  Board, 
a  member  went  the  next  day  to  Lowell  and  attended  an- 
other meeting  held  that  evening,  September  28,  at  the 
strikers'  headquarters,  where  the  true  situation  was  fully 
explained  to  the  union  by  him.  Another  vote  was  taken 
thereupon,   which  unanimously  reversed  the  vote  of  the 
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previous  meeting,  and  determined  the  return  of  all  hands 
as  soon  as  the  miU  might  be  ready  to  receive  them. 

On  the  29th  this  final  resolve  of  the  workmen  was  com- 
municated officially  by  the  Board  to  the  management,  and 
arrangements  were  made  to  receive  as  many  of  those  who 
would  return  as  could  be  accommodated.  There  was  rea- 
son to  believe  that  all  applicants  would  be  taken  back  in 
a  short  time.  In  a  few  days  the  work  in  the  Hamilton 
Mills  was  going  on  the  same  as  before  the  strike. 
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MEBBIMACK  MANHFACTUBING  COMPANY  — 

LOWELL. 


In  September  the  print  workers  employed  in  the  Merri- 
mack Mills  at  Lowell  demanded  ' '  time  and  a  quarter, "  or  26 
per  cent,  extra  for  work  in  excess  of  eight  hours.  No  reply 
to  the  demand  had  been  received  on  the  17th,  when  at  the 
end  of  the  work  day,  as  they  reckoned  it,  they  withdrew. 
This  was  in  contravention  of  a  notice  posted  in  the  mills 
by  the  management,  to  the  effect  that  such  withdrawal 
should  be  considered  final.  The  next  day  none  of  them 
returned  to  work,  and  a  long  contest  was  inaugurated.  A 
strike  committee  was  appointed  to  act  in  conjunction  with 
a  like  number  of  recent  employees  of  the  Hamilton  Mills. 
Several  departments  were  involved;  on  the  19th  some 
women  employees  quit  work  in  sympathy,  and  about  400 
operatives  were  out  of  employment.  On  the  22d,  when 
the  strikers  were  paid  off,  each  received  a  yellow  slip, 
which  was  interpreted  as  a  discharge.  Other  help  was 
hired  in  their  places.  In  marked  contrast  with  the  strike 
at  the  Hamilton  Mills,  in  another  quarter  of  the  city,  some 
street  rows  threatened  the  public  peace,  but  there  was  no 
serious  rioting.  The  Board  was  at  Lowell  on  the  day  of 
the  strike,  and  from  that  time  on  had  a  number  of  inter- 
views with  the  parties.  The  employer  stated  that  overtime 
work  was  necessary  to  steady  employment,  and  therefore 
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of  advantage  to  the  operatives.  Hence,  they  could  not 
fairly  insist  on  extra  pay  for  it.  Moreover,  it  was  not  in 
his  power  to  grant  such  a  demand,  since  none  of  his 
competitors  paid  it. 

At  a  conference  between  the  Board  and  a  committee  of 
the  workmen,  the  latter  requested  the  Board  to  convey 
to  the  management  a  proposition  that  all  hands  be  rein- 
stated, and  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Board  for  arbitra- 
tion. 

This  proposition  was  taken  by  a  member  of  the  Board 
to  the  management  on  September  27,  and  was  respectfully 
declined  by  it. 

A  committee  of  citizens  was  appointed  by  the  mayor  for 
the  purpose  of  endeavoring  to  adjust  the  difficulty;  but  it 
held  only  one  meeting,  discussed  the  difficulty  and  ad- 
journed, subject  to  call. 

On  October  2  the  following  correspondence  was  made 
public :  — 

Lowell,  Mass.,  September  29*  1900. 
John  W.  Pead,  Esq. 

Dear  Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  John  O'Hare 
and  Patrick  J.  Mahoney  who  stated  that  they  were  a  committee 
appointed  by  the  men  who  were  formerly  in  the  employ  of  the 
Merrimack  Manufacturing  Company,  requested  me  that  I  should 
write  you  and  state  the  propositions  of  the  former  employees  of 
the  company  for  a  settlement  of  the  unfortunate  difference  existing 
between  them  and  the  authorities  of  tlie  corporation,  and  it  is  this : 
that  the  men  return  to  work  in  a  body  ;  that  the  corporation  then 
appoint  one  man,  the  men  appoint  a  man,  and  those  two  ap- 
point a  third,  all  questions  in  dispute  to  be  submitted  to  them  for 
arbitration,  their  decision  to  be  Gnale  and  both  parties  agreeing  to 
abide  by  the  decision.  I  have  submitted  the  proposition  to  you 
as  the  person  highest  in  authority  in  Lowell,  to  speak  for  the 
Merrimack  Company,  as  the  mayor  of  the  city  in  which  we  are  all 
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interested,  and  love,  that  something  may  be  done  to  adjust  this 
matter,  and  that  good  feeling  and  harmony  may  exist  between  the 
employers  and  the  employed.

Dear  Sir:  —  Yours  of  the  29th  inst.  at  hand.  The  demand  of 
the  strikers  at  the  Merrimack  Print  Works  is  that  either  overtime 
work  cease,  or  that  it  be  paid  for  at  one-fourth  more  than  the 
regular  pay. 

The  business  of  the  company  is  of  such  a  nature  that  overtime 
work  at  certain  seasons  and  in  certain  departments  is  a  necessity. 

If  the  works  should  be  so  extended  as  to  avoid  overtime,  the 
result  would  be  that  steady  employment  could  not  be  given.  The 
present  system  is,  therefore  for  the  interest  of  the  operatives,  as 
well  as  of  the  company. 

Overtime  in  the  departments  in  question  has  always  been  paid 
for  at  the  regular  rate,  and  this  has  been  the  rule  not  only  at  the 
Merrimack  but  at  the  Hamilton,  Pacific  and  Manchester  Print 
Works.  We  should  not  be  called  upon  to  pay  more  than  our  com- 
petitors, neither  is  there  anything  in  the  condition  of  the  print 
business  to  warrant  an  advance  in  wages  at  this  time. 

Many  of  the  places  being  filled,  it  is  impossible  to  take  back  the 
former  employees  in  a  body,  as  you  propose. 

The  Hamilton  strikers  are  to  go  back  on  the  condition  that  they 
shall  not  be  required  to  work  overtime  unless  it  is  necessary.  We 
have  never  worked  our  employees  overtime  when  not  necessary. 
In  view  of  the  settlement  in  the  Hamilton  case,  which  the  strikers 
claim  is  satisfactory  to  them,  it  would  seem  that  the  strike  of  the 
Merrimack  employees  was  unjustifiable  and  unnecessary.  The 
committee  stated  that  they  did  not  want  to  strike,  but  were  out- 
voted at  the  meeting,  and  the  action  forced  upon  them. 

We  have  hired  such  of  the  strikers  as  have  applied,  so  far  as 
there  were  vacancies.  To-day  in  one  department  65  applied  ;  25 
were  allowed  to  resume  work.  The  others  will  be  sent  for  if  needed. 
That  will  be  our  policy  regarding  others.

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The  attitude  of  the  management  was  exactly  the  same 
as  at  first.  Matters  drifted  on  for  another  week  without 
hope  of  compromise,  until,  after  more  than  three  weeks 
of  trouble,  the  strike  collapsed.  Only  as  many  as  were 
needed  could  be  received,  and  the  hands  began  to  return 
to  their  former  positions  as  fast  as  the  conditions  within 
the  mill  would  permit. 
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HAMILTON  MANUFACTURING  COMPANY  -  LOWELL. 


A  misunderstanding  affecting  wages  in  the  bleaching 
department  of  the  Hamilton  Mills  at  Lowell  took  place  on 
October  8,  and  thereupon  a  strike  of  the  18  employees 
in  that  department  ensued.  The  wage  earners  of  other 
departments,  who  had  lately  been  reinstated  under  the 
agreement  already  referred  to  in  a  preceding  case,  remained 
at  work,  and  the  difference  arising  in  the  bleaching  depart- 
ment did  not  spread  to  any  other  branch  of  the  industry. 

The  following  day  the  Board,  upon  learning  of  another 
trouble  in  this  mill,  went  to  LoweU  to  investigate  it.  In- 
terviews were  had  with  the  workmen  and  the  manage- 
ment. It  was  learned  that  this  new  difficulty  arose  from 
a  misunderstanding  as  to  wages,  caused  by  the  introduction 
of  machinery,  and,  further,  that,  as  the  men  had  with- 
out notice  so  soon  after  the  other  strike  severed  their  con- 
nection with  the  mill,  the  employer  was  not  willing  to 
receive  them  back. 

The  places  of  the  men  were  filled  one  after  another,  and 
at  last  accounts  the  mill  was  running  full-handed. 
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JOBDAN,  MARSH  &  CO.— BOSTON. 


On  October  4  the  agent  for  the  upholsterers  in  the  em- 
ploy of  Jordan,  Marsh  &  Co.  had  an  interview  with  the 
Board  in  relation  to  a  movement  in  his  industry  for  higher 
wages  per  week,  and  filed  an  application  requesting  the 
Board  to  mediate,  with  a  view  to  bringing  about  a  settle- 
ment. There  was  no  indication  that  the  employer  was 
averse  to  granting  the  demand.  The  agent  was  therefore 
advised  to  lay  the  demand  before  the  firm,  and  endeavor 
in  a  direct  way  to  come  to  an  agreement  and  report  the 
result.  When  such  an  effort  had  been  made  in  vain,  it 
would  be  proper  to  invoke  the  services  of  the  Board.  In 
a  few  days  he  reported  that  negotiations  were  pending, 
and  thus  far  had  produced  good  results;  and  on  the  13th 
of  October  he  notified  the  Board  that  the  employer  had 
conceded  the  demand.

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AMERICAN  HIDE  AND   LEATHER  COMPANY. 

LOWELL. 


A  strike  of  15  trimmers  occurred  on  October  6  in  the 
American  Hide  and  Leather  Comp9.ny's  tannery,  known 
as  White  Brothers,  at  Lowell.  Several  employees  of  other 
departments  were  thrown  out  of  work  in  consequence  of 
this  strike.  Neither  party  seemed  to  care  to  make  the 
details  of  the  difficulty  public,  but  it  was  known  in  a  gen- 
eral way  .to  be  a  controversy  relating  to  prices;  and  the 
strikers  claimed  that,  intentionally  or  otherwise,  the  com- 
pany had  not  lived  up  to  its  promises,  made  in  settlement 
of  a  recent  difficulty.  The  Board  had  interviews  with  the 
parties,  and  learned  that  the  difficulty  was  in  way  of  settle- 
ment, both  parties  having  agreed  to  confer  with  that  in 
view. 

Finally,  a  settlement  was  reached  and  the  strikers  re- 
turned to  work  on  October  15.  The  employees  who  had 
been  thrown  out  of  work  by  reason  of  the  strike  did  not 
return  until  several  days  later. 
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A.  B.  FBANKI.IN  — BOSTON. 


On  October  9  notice  of  a  threatened  strike  at  the  shop 
of  A.  B.  Franklin  in  Boston  was  received  from  the  business 
agent  of  the  Steamfitters  and  Helpers'  Unions. 

At  a  subsequent  interview  between  Mr.  Franklin  and 
the  business  agent,  the  former  claimed  that  the  union  had 
no  right  to  order  a  strike  until  they  had  brought  the  mat- 
ter before  this  Board,  and  suggested  that  both  parties 
should  appear  before  it. 

After  some  delay,  due  to  the  illness  of  one  of  the  parties, 
a  conference  was  held  in  the  presence  of  the  Board  on  the 
23d,  and  assurance  was  received  from  the  business  agent 
of  the  two  unions  involved  that  pending  the  Board's  media- 
tion no  strike  should  be  declared. 

A  controversy  arose  as  to  the  interpretation  of  the  agree- 
ment of  October  24,  1895,  which  had  been  effected  through 
the  medium  of  this  Board.  In  the  discussion  which  ensued 
it  was  evident  that  both  parties  desired  a  peaceful  settle- 
ment. Accordingly,  when  the  question  of  revision  of  the 
agreement  arose,  the  Board  advised  them  to  meet  again, 
for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  their  views  in  such  a  manner 
as  would  enable  them  to  maintain  friendly  relations,  and 
to  report  the  result  to  the  Board.  If,  after  further  dis- 
cussion, the  matter  was  found  too  difl9cult  to  adjust  in 
mutual  conference,  the  Board  would  willingly  renew  its 
assistance.     The   advice   was   accepted.     On    October   30 
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each  party  called  at  the  State  House  and  reported  to  the 
Board  that  no  adjustment  had  been  made. 

Mr.  Franklin  undertook  to  lay  the  matter  before  his 
associates  in  the  Master  Steam  and  Hot  Water  Fitters' 
Association  for  collective  action,  and  the  case  then  merged 
into  the  next  following,  in  which  an  earnest  effort  was 
made  to  establish  rules  satisfactory  to  all  engaged  in  the 
business. 

No  further  threat  of  strike  was  heard  from  the  employees 
of  A.  B.  Franklin;  and  up  to  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  the  relations  of  employer  and  employed,  pending 
the  formulation  of  a  general  agreement, 'has  been  aU  that 
could  be  desired. 
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MASTER  STEAM  FITTERS  —  BOSTON. 


The  controversy  discussed  in  the  preceding  case  of  A.  B. 
Franklin  developed  the  fact  that  the  agreement  of  Octo- 
ber 24,  1895,  regulating  the  relations  of  employer  and 
employed  in  the  *  steam  and  hot  water  fitting  industry 
of  Boston  and  vicinity  was  in  some  respects  susceptible  of 
improvement.  This  having  been  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  Massachusetts  Master  Steam  and  Hot  Water  Fitters' 
Association,  a  committee  on  revision  was  appointed^  to 
confer  with  the  regular  committee  of  the  wage  earners. 
The  steam  fitters'  helpers  were  not  directly  represented  at 
the  time  said  agreement  was  drawn  up,  it  being  thought 
that  their  interests  were  fully  safeguarded  by  reason  of 
the  organic  connection  existing  between  their  union  and 
that  of  the  fitters,  the  two  being  accustomed  to  act  in  all 
important  matters  through  a  joint  committee,  and  having 
one  business  agent  to  conduct  the  ordinary  affairs  of  both 
bodies;  but  difficulties  with  the  helpers  had  arisen  from 
time  to  time  within  the  past  five  years,  and,  though  ami- 
cable relations  prevailed,  the  provisions  of  the  agreement 
had  been  more  or  less  disregarded.  On  the  one  side  it  was 
thought  that  the  helpers  were  not  sufficiently  protected 
by  an  agreement  which  did  not  mention  them  in  terms, 
and  on  the  other  side  the  opinion  was  gaining  ground  that 
the  helpers  were  not  sufficiently  bound  by  such  covenant. 
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The  agreement  of  October  24,  1896,  which  it  was  pro- 
posed to  revise  and  extend,  was  as  follows :  — 

I.  That  on  and  after  May  1, 1896,  eight  hours  shall  constitute  a 
day's  work,  without  any  reduction  of  pay. 

II.  That  nine  hours  shall  constitute  a  day's  work  on  all  out-of- 
town  work  where  board  and  expenses  are  paid,  except  in  cities 
or  towns  where  eight  hours  are  recognized  as  a  day's  work  by  the 
master  fitters  and  steam  fitters  of  said  cities  or  towns. 

III.  That,  in  hiring  steam  fitters  in  the  future,  members  of  the 
Boston  Steam  Fitters'  Union  shall  be  given  the  preference,  when 
of  equal  capacity  and  skill. 

lY.  That  all  differences  arising  shall  be  referred  to  an  arbitra- 
tion committee. 

v.  In  case  any  dispute  shall  arise  between  the  Master  Steam 
Fitters'  Association  and  the  Steam  Fitters'  Union  of  Boston  which 
the  parties  are  unable  to  settle  by  agreement,  the  matter  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  with- 
out strike  or  lock-out,  the  decision  of  the  State  Board  to  be  final : 
providedy  however ^  that^  in  case  a  sympathetic  strike  or  suspension 
of  work  is  ordered  by  the  Building  Trades  Council  of  Boston  and 
Vicinity  on  any  building  upon  which  members  of  the  Boston  Steam 
Fitters'  Union  are  at  work,  a  compliance  with  such  order  on  their 
part  shall  not  be  considered  a  violation  of  this  agreement. 

In  response  to  invitation  by  the  Board,  conferences  were 
held  in  its  presence  on  November  5  and  12,  and  on  Novem- 
ber 24  an  interview  was  had  with  the  legal  counsel  of  the 
employees  in  interest. 

The  workmen  were  represented  by  two  committees  of 
three  each  from  the  steamfitters  and  the  helpers'  unions, 
and  the  masters  by  a  committee  of  five.  In  these  confer- 
ences, which  were  conducted  with  great  earnestness  on  both 
sides,  but  with  evident  fairness,  most  of  the  articles  were 
settled  upon,  but  two  or  three  remained  in  dispute. 

The  last  meeting  adjourned  subject  to  a  call  of  the  Board, 
and,  although  interviews  have  from  time  to  time  been  had 
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with  the  parties,  an  agreement  has  not  yet  been  reached. 
Hope  of  final  agreement  is  not  relinquished,  and,  though 
nothing  has  been  suggested  that  would  call  for  a  resumption 
of  the  conferences,  the  relations  of  all  concerned  continue 
to  be  friendly. 
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CABFENTEB8-MALDEN,  ETC. 


On  October  16,  the  attention  of  the  Board  having  been 
called  to  a  threat  of  striking  on  November  1  for  the  purpose 
of  enforcing  a  demand  for  a  work  day  of  eight  hours,  a 
visit  was  made  at  the  headquarters  of  the  carpenters'  union 
at  Maiden.  When  the  law  regulating  the  adjustment  of 
labor  disputes  had  been  explained,  and  the  mediation  of  the 
Board  offered,  the  officers  of  the' union  replied  that,  so  far 
as  they  might  be  authorized  to  negotiate  in  local  controver- 
sies, they  would  accept  the  services  of  the  Board  rather 
than  engage  in  a  strike ;  the  movement  thus  far,  however, 
was  due  to  the  concerted  efforts  of  committees  of  the  local 
unions  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners 
of  America  in  six  cities  and  towns  in  the  metropolitan  dis- 
trict, and  would  soon  probably  take  a  much  wider  range. 

It  appeared  that  in  August  the  following  circular  had 
been  sent  to  the  carpenter  builders  of  Maiden :  — 

Gentlemen:  —  In  furtherance  of  the  agitation  started  by  the 
journeymen  carpenters  of  this  city  early  in  the  season  of  the  pres- 
ent year,  we  have  decided  to  again  appeal  to  you,  whose  interests 
are  Joined  with  ours,  in  attempting  to  do  something  that  will  tend 
to  the  npbnilding  of  the  trade.  Our  consideration  of  the  question 
has  again  brought  as  to  the  belief  that  the  first  remedy  must  be 
worked  on  lines  that  will  give  a  larger  volume  of  business,  or,  in 
other  words,  extend  the  season  of  building  operations.  This  can 
only  be  attained  through  a  shorter  work  day,  and  it  is  on  the 
grounds  of  our  undivided  belief  that  we  again  ask  your  co-opera* 
tion  in  establishing  this  most  necessary  reform. 
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Oar  plan  is  that  on  November  1,  1900,  we  establish,  by  putting 
in  operation,  the  eight-hoar  work  day,  the  same  to  continne  through 
the  winter  months  and  from  that  on.  So  iSrm  is  our  belief  In  the 
necessity  of  the  short-hour  day,  that  we  are  willing  to  sacrifice  the 
wage  question  to  its  adoption,  and  would  simply  refer  to  you  the 
fact  of  the  low  wages  paid  to  the  men  of  our  trade,  compared  with 
that  paid  to  other  mechanics  in  the  building  line.  If  conditions 
would  warrant,  we  would  ask,  in  estimating  on  work  in  the  spring 
of  1901,  that  this  matter  be  kept  in  mind,  and  estimates  be  made 
on  the  basis  of  allowing  the  nine-hour  wage  for  the  eight-hour  day. 
We  believe  by  this  plan  the  short-hour  day  can  be  introduced  wiUi- 
out  fear  of  competition  or  dissatisfaction  from  any  source,  no  in- 
terests will  be  injured,  but  all  will  be  benefited  on  the  grounds  that 
it  takes  a  well-conditioned  labor  market  to  make  good  business. 

This  is  no  new  experiment.  The  eight-hour  day  is  an  estab- 
lished fact  in  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  cities  of  our  country, 
also  recognized  by  the  national  government  and  state  government. 
The  test  has  been  made  by  employers  all  over  the  country,  and 
they  bear  testimony  to  the  general  good  results  from  the  change. 
It  is  beyond  the  question  of  contradiction  that  no  body  of  employ- 
ers, and  we  do  not  know  of  a  single  case,  where  the  system  has 
been  given  a  fair  trial,  that  would  think  of  going  back  to  the  old 
condition  of  long  hours.  This  means  to  us  the  elimination  of 
poverty,  ignorance  and  intemperance,  which  lead  to  crime  and 
their  accompanying  evils.  It  means  to  your  side,  as  we  view  it, 
a  change  from  the  present  conditions,  that  tend  to  a  demoralization 
of  business  interests,  caused  by  periodical  and  at  times  complete 
suspension  of  work,  shutting  off  legitimate  profits  on  the  capital 
invested,  leading  in  many  cases  to  bankruptcy,  which  has  a  general 
effect  on  the  entire  business  community.  The  demand  for  a  reduc- 
tion of  hours  of  labor  is  not  an  abnormal  dream  of  a  few  fanatics, 
but  is  one  of  the  natural  and  inevitable  tendencies  of  a  progressive 
civilization.  You  will  pardon  us  for  the  length  of  this  appeal. 
Our  apology  is  our  interest  and  faith  in  the  remedy  we  propose. 
We  are  willing  to  go  to  any  length  to  secure  your  co-operation. 
We  desire  to  disprove  the  idea  of  those  who  claim  our  principal 
object  is  strike,  and  want  it  understood  that  all  possible  efforts 
are  directed  on  the  lines  of  conference,  rather  than  in  the  exercise 
of  might.  We  feel,  if  you  gentlemen  will  meet  us  fairly  by  giving 
us  your  advice,  you  will  find  that  the  same  will  receive  the  atten- 
tion of  our  best  judgment.    We  ask  you  to  seriously  consider  this 
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appeal,  and,  if  you  can  see  justice  back  of  it,  send  ns  word  to  that 
efifect.  If  you  feel  our  position  is  wrong,  and  needs  amending,  let 
us  know  where  the  objection  is,  and  your  opinion  will  be  treated 
with  respect,  and  no  doubt  lead  to  an  understanding  which  will 
result  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  desired  ends,  —  a  better  pro- 
tection of  the  carpenters'  trade  from  the  stand-point  of  employer's 
and  employee's  interests. 
Awaiting  an  early  reply,  we  remain  respectfully  yours, 

Joint  Committee  of  Brookline, 
Newton,  Cambridge,  Malden,  Chelsea  and  Waltham. 

The  Board  was  informed  by  members  of  the  above  joint 
committee  that  the  circular  had  received  such  considera- 
tion as  to  warrant  hope  of  success,  but,  if  any  obstacle  to 
negotiation  should  arise,  they  would  notify  the  Board. 

Subsequently  the  carpenter  builders  of  Brookline,  Cam- 
bridge, Chelsea,  Newton,  Lowell,  Melrose,  Somerville,  Wal- 
tham and  other  places  received  a  similar  request.  The  em- 
ployees remained  at  work,  and  building  operations  proceeded 
as  usual  during  the  pendency  of  negotiations.  On  October 
23  the  following  agreement  was  reached  in  Brookline. 

The  carpenters  and  builders  of  the  town  of  Brookline  hereby 
agree  to  put  in  operation  the  eight-hour  work  day  for  all  men  in 
our  employ  on  the  first  day  of  November,  1900,  and  further  agree 
that  we  will  give  the  same  a  fair  and  faithful  trial  as  to  its  effect  in 
our  business  as  governed  by  existing  conditions.  And  the  organ- 
ized carpenters  of  the  town  of  Brookline  promise  to  do  all  in  their 
power  to  prevent  unfair  competition,  and  will  protect  you  in  every 
way  that  is  possible  in  this  agreement  for  a  better  condition  of  our 
craft. 

Similar  agreements  were  effected  in  Chelsea  and  Cam- 
bridge. In  Maiden  it  was  agreed  that  the  rule  should  go 
into  effect  on  the  first  day  of  the  new  year ;  but  a  misunder- 
standing arose  which  postponed  the  change  in  hours  to 
April  1,  1901. 
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At  the  time  of  making  this  report  the  Board  is  informed 

that  all  but  one  of  the  firms  in  Newton  had  conceded  the 

demand,  and  that  in  other  cities  and  towns  the  workmen 

were  confident  of  an  early  settlement  that  would  be  satis- 

actory  to  all  concerned. 
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JOHN  ST.  JOHN—HOLYOKE. 


Early  in  October  the  various  building  crafts  of  Holyoke 
were  employed  in  the  construction  of  the  Elmwood  School, 
the  early  completion  of  which,  corresponding  with  the 
educational  needs  of  that  city,  was  an  object  of  solicitude 
to  the  mayor.  The  Building  Trades'  Council  sent  a  com- 
mittee to  the  city  oflBicers  to  request  that  no  contract  be 
awarded  to  any  employer  of  non-union  plumbers;  but  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  having  charge  of  the  construction, 
did  not  see  its  way  to  discriminate  between  the  citizens  on 
such  grounds.  The  employment  of  four  non-union  plumbers 
by  Kennedy  &  Sullivan  became  the  subject  of  a  difficulty 
on  the  part  of  John  St.  John's  carpenters,  who  objected 
to  working  with  them.  The  carpenters  had  no  relation 
with  the  plumbing  contractors,  and  their  own  employer 
was  powerless  to  remedy  the  alleged  grievance. 

On  October  11  all  the  carpenters  in  question  went  out 
on  strike.  The  lathers  then  struck  for  a  similar  reason, 
and  in  a  short  while  construction  ceased  in  all  its  branches. 
The  State  Board  went  to  Holyoke  on  the  17th,  and  brought 
about  a  conference  of  all  the  parties  interested.  The  mas- 
ter carpenters,  a  member  of  the  plumbing  firm,  the  mayor, 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  the  agent  of  the 
Building  Trades  Council  and  the  four  non-union  journeymen 
plumbers,  met  in  the  mayor's  office,  and  endeavored,  by 
conference  in  the  presence  of  the  State  Board,  to  find  some 
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way  of  terminating  the  difficulty.  The  master  plumber 
was  neutral  regarding  his  workmen's  attitude  towards  trades- 
unionism,  but  expressed  his  readiness  to  perform  his  part  in 
any  fair  expedient  that  might  be  devised.  Mr.  St.  John 
promised  his  oo-operation.  The  four  non-union  workmen 
stated  that  their  objection  to  joining  the  union  was  that  the 
required  fee  was  excessive.  The  representative  of  the 
strikers,  who  was  the  business  agent  of  the  building  trades 
council,  said  that  he  would  endeavor  to  have  the  plumbers' 
union  commute  the  cost  of  initiating  the  men  in  question 
to  fees  within  their  means.  Mr.  Sullivan  of  the  plumbing 
firm  volunteered  to  advance  the  amount,  whatever  it  might 
be,  if  agreeable  to  them,  on  account  of  wages  for  work  to  be 
performed.  The  four  journeymen  accepted  their  employer's 
oflfer,  and  thereupon  signed  applications  for  membership 
in  the  plumbers'  union.  This  solution  was  gratifying  to 
all  concerned.  The  controversy  was  at  an  end,  and  on 
the  follovnng  day,  October  18,  all  the  building  trades 
resumed  operations  on  the  Elmwood  School. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Hon.  Arthur  B.  Chapin,  mayor 
of  Holyoke,  contributed  greatly  to  the  speedy  settlement. 

The  influence  of  the  settlement  extended  beyond  the 
scene  of  the  difficulty  narrated  in  the  foregoing,  and  was 
effectual  in  warding  off  trouble  in  the  building  of  the  High- 
land School,  then  under  contract  to  the  same  parties. 
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Mo  ARTHUR  BROTHERS  COMPANY  —  CLIIS^TON. 


About  250  laborers  employed  by  the  Metropolitan  Water 
Board  at  Clinton,  in  the  construction  of  the  Wachusett 
dam,  at  $1.50  a  day,  learned  on  October  15,  at  the  end  of 
a  half-hour's  work,  that  the  contract  for  the  succeeding 
portions  of  the  work  had  been  awarded  to  McArthur 
Brothers  Company,  of  Chicago,  and  that  the  new  em- 
ployer intended  to  pay  for  a  ten-hour  day  at  the  rate  of 
13  1-2  cents  an  hour.  The  new  price  was  deemed  insuffi- 
cient, and  the  laborers  struck.  The  Board  communicated 
with  an  officer  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board,  and 
learned  that,  while  it  was  no  longer  the  direct  employer 
of  the  men  in  question,  it  would  be  pleased  to  have  the 
Board  compose  the  difficulty,  if  possible.  While  the  Board 
was  in  Holyoke,  reports  were  received  to  the  effect  that 
strangers  had  been  put  to  work  in  the  places  of  the  strikers, 
and  that  collisions  had  occurred  between  the  former  em- 
ployees and  the  newcomers.  The  contractors  had  sought 
and  obtained  police  protection.  On  arriving  at  the  Wachu- 
sett dam  it  was  learned  that  many  of  the  old  hands  had 
returned  to  work,  and  the  chief  of  police  assured  the  Board 
that  everything  was  going  on  harmoniously,  the  same  as 
before. 
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FITCHBUBQ  MAOHINS  COMPANY  —  FITCHBUBQ. 


On  October  25  the  Board  went  to  Fitohburg  and  had 
separate  interviews  with  the  parties  to  a  controversy  in  the 
moulding  industry.  In  June  last  the  moulders  employed 
by  the  Fitchburg  Machine  Company  demanded  a  minimum 
wage  of  $2.75  per  day,  which  it  afterwards  changed  to  one 
of  $2.62  1-2  a  day.  The  employer's  refusal  was  the  occa- 
sion of  a  strike  that  has  lasted  ever  since.  The  employer 
would  make  no  concessions,  and  the  strikers'  committee 
expressed  a  belief  that  it  was  useless  to  press  matters  at 
that  time,  for  the  reason  that  business  was  dull.  The  Board 
gave  such  advice  as  was  calculated  to  facilitate  negotiations 
whenever  they  might  be  resumed. 
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M.  J.  FEBBAITLT— FITGHBUBO. 


The  parties  to  a  controversy  in  the  foundry  of  M.  J. 
Perrault  were  interviewed  separately  on  October  26  at 
Fitchburg.  The  employer  said  that  the  union  price,  $2.75 
a  day,  had  been  demanded  of  him  last  June.  He  declined 
to  entertain  it,  closed  up  the  shop,  but  afterwards  reopened 
it  to  non-union  men  only.  Business,  he  said,  was  dull,  but 
the. situation  was  on  the  whole  satisfactory  to  him.  The 
employees  expressed  the  belief  that  while  business  was  at 
such  a  low  ebb  it  would  be  useless  to  undertake  anything 
looking  towards  a  settlement. 
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BITTCHEBS   AND  OBOCEBS'   CLEBES  —  SFBOrGFIELD. 


On  October  25  the  Board  went  to  Springfield  for  the  pur- 
pose of  mediating  in  a  controversy  between  the  butchers 
and  grocers  of  that  city  and  clerks  in  their  employ. 
Alleging  that  the  employees  in  question  intended  to  pro- 
cure the  discharge  of  non-union  clerks,  some  of  j  the  dealers 
had  required  that  men  in  their  employ  should  not  be  mem- 
bers of  the  clerks'  union.  The  employers  also  were  or- 
ganized, and  three  stores  had  been  * '  boycotted. ' ' 

Separate  interviews  were  had  with  the  secretaries  re- 
presenting the  respective  sides.  Each  promised  to  call  a 
meeting  of  his  organization  for  the  purpose  of  appointing 
a  conference  committee,  with  power  to  negotiate  a  settle- 
ment, and  to  notify  the  Board  of  the  result. 

The  Board  went  again  to  Springfield  on  November  7 
and  met  a  committee  of  butchers  and  grocers'  clerks,  and 
conferred  with  them  on  the  question  of  settlement.  The 
committee  said  that,  while  the  relations  of  employers  and 
employees  were  strained,  there  was  at  that  time  no  griev- 
ance to  present  of  such  character  as  might  be  the  subject 
of  a  reference  to  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration. 
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THOMAS  a.  FI.AIl'T  COMP AITS'  — BOSTON. 


On  October  27  there  was  a  strike  of  about  115  cutters 
in  the  factory  of  Thomas  G.  Plant  Company  in  Roxbury, 
which  soon  involved  100  other  employees  and  threatened 
to  spread  to  all  departments,  including  about  2,000  wage 
earners,  all  told.  The  strike  originated  with  the  cutters, 
who  objected  to  a  system  of  caring  for  the  clothing  which 
had  been  recently  inaugurated  in  that  factory.  They  ap- 
prehended that  their  garments  would  be  rendered  unsightly, 
if  not  damaged,  especially  in  damp  weather,  by  being  rolled 
up  and  forced  out  of  shape  into  the  receptacles  constructed 
for  the  purpose  of  guarding  them. 

Notice  of  the  strike  was  received  from  the  employer  after 
the  close  of  business  hours  on  Saturday,  October  27,  and 
arrangements  were  made  for  a  prompt  visit  on  the  follow- 
ing Monday,  by  the  full  Board.  Early  on  the  morning  of 
the  29th,  accordingly,  the  Board  went  to  the  scene  of  the 
difficulty,  and,  placing  itself  in  communication  with  both 
parties,  endeavored,  by  argument  and  suggestion,  to  recon- 
cile them.  The  president  of  the  company  addressed  the 
strikers  at  their  meeting.  He  said  that  his  system  was 
practically  the  same  as  that  adopted  by  the  best  hotels,  but 
that  his  plans  had  not  yet  been  fully  carried  out. 

Thereupon  the  strikers  passed  a  vote  substantially  as  fol- 
lows :  that  on  the  following  morning,  October  30,  at  7.30 
o'clock,  they  should  return  to  work,  place  their  clothing 
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in  the  usual  places,  as  heretofore,  and,  awaiting  the  com- 
pletion of  Mr.  Plant's  arrangements,  try  them  for  one  week. 
Mr.  Plant,  on  his  part,  promised  to  make  such  changes  as 
would  meet  the  wishes  of  the  help,  or  take  down  the  boxes 
which  had  been  prepared  for  storing  the  clothing;  but  he 
hoped  that  when  the  arrangements  were  completed  and 
tried  for  a  reasonable  time  they  would  prove  satisfactory. 
In  this  way  the  strike  was  declared  oflE,  through  the 
efforts  of  the  Board,  and  the  wage  earners  returned  to  work 
on  the  following  day. 
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8.  SHAPIRO  — BOSTON. 


The  men  employed  in  the  maMng  of  skirts  at  S.  Sha- 
piro's factory  in  Boston,  numbering  13,  went  out  on  strike 
on  the  26  th  of  October.  They  had  recently  organized 
a  union  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  redress  of  grievances, 
but  the  women  employed  were  resolved  not  to  join  the 
union.  The  reason  given  to  a  member  of  the  Board  who 
investigated  the  difficulty  was  that  the  employer  had  aimed 
a  blow  at  the  principle  of  trades  unionism  in  the  discharge 
of  a  certain  workman  who  had  been  active  in  attempting 
to  reform  the  customs  of  the  shop.  The  employer  said 
he  had  not  discriminated  against  the  union,  but  had  dis- 
charged the  man  in  question  for  sufficient  cause.  He  said 
the  strike  presented  no  difficulty  for  him,  in  that  he  had 
the  help  he  needed,  was  running  his  factory  fuU-handed, 
and  the  situation  was  perfectly  satisfactory  to  him. 

The  mediation  of  the  Board  was  recommended  in  case 
it  should  appear  that  the  situation  might  be  improved 
through  a  conference  of  both  sides;  but  nothing  further 
was  heard  of  the  matter. 
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nUMFHBEY  &  PAINE  — MABBLEHEAD. 


Seventeen  turn  workers  in  the  factory  of  Humphrey  & 
Paine  at  Marblehead  went  out  on  strike  on  October  29  to 
enforce  a  demand  for  higher  prices.  On  the  1st  and  2d  of 
November  the  parties  were  seen,  and  their  assent  to  a  con- 
ference was  obtained.  The  employer  presented  an  appli- 
cation for  the  Board's  services,  alleging  that  the  prices 
demanded  were  excessive.  Invitations  were  issued  to  both 
parties  to  confer  at  the  shoe  factory  at  Marblehead,  on  the 
6th,  with  a  view  to  settling  the  controversy  by  agreement. 
The  appointed  conference  was  had  in  the  presence  of  the 
Board,  and  after  a  full  discussion  of  the  matters  involved, 
an  agreement  was  reached  whereby  the  men  returned  to 
work  on  the  next  day  following,  with  the  understanding 
that  if  after  trial  prices  were  found  to  be  excessive,  the  shoe 
council  at  Haverhill  would  take  the  matter  under  considera- 
tion, with  a  view  to  possible  amendment. 

On  December  27  another  difficulty  arose  between  these 
parties,  which  was  settled  in  a  few  hours.  No  further 
difficulty  has  come  to  our  knowledge.

BOSTON  &  ALBANY  BAILBOAD   COMPANY— SFRXNG- 


On  the  26th  of  October  a  strike  of  boiler  makers  in  the 
employ  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Eailroad  Company  at 
West  Springfield  occurred,  —  a  sequel,  it  was  said,  to  an 
older  settlement,  whose  terms  had  in  some  way  been  vio- 
lated. The  present  grievance  began  in  the  unfriendly 
attitude  of  a  foreman,  and  his  furnishing  employment  to 
non-union  men  had  made  the  breach  wider,  it  was 
claimed.  They  now  demanded,  as  a  condition  of  accept- 
ing work  in  these  shops,  that  the  foreman  be  transferred 
to  another  station.  On  November  7  the  Board  went  to 
Springfield,  had  an  interview  with  the  strike  committee, 
and  made  appointments  for  the  following  day.  On  the 
7th  and  8th  the  Board  was  in  Springfield,  and  mediated 
between  the  parties  with  a  view  to  discovering  some  method 
by  which  the  difficulty  could  be  settled.  The  local  oflBicers 
of  the  road  would  make  no  concessions  that  the  strikers 
would  accept.  The  boiler  makers'  union  then  offered  to 
withdraw  all  complaints  concerning  non-union  men  and 
return  to  work,  provided  the  foreman  be  transferred  to 
some  other  quarter. 

The  local  managers  of  the  road  requested  time  for 
consideration,  and  promised  to  reply  in  a  few  days.  On 
November  12  the  grand  president  of  the  International  Asso- 
ciation of  Boiler  Makers  of  the  United  States,  Canada  and 
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Cuba,  the  president  of  the  Springfield  lodge  of  that  associa- 
tion, the  secretary  of  the  Boston  lodge  and  three  others 
called  upon  the  Board,  and  said  that  the  attitude  of  the 
employer  in  Springfield  was  unfavorable  to  their  demands, 
and  that  a  written  answer  had  not  as  yet  been  received  from 
the  local  management,  as  they  promised.  The  Board  tele- 
phoned to  Springfield,  and  was  informed  by  the  local  man- 
agement that  the  answer  had  been  sent.  The  substance 
thereof  was  made  known  to  the  strikers,  and  they  requested 
that  the  Board  call  upon  Mr.  Bliss,  the  president  of  the 
road,  with  a  view  not  only  to  resolving  the  difficulty  thus 
far,  but  to  preventing  a  general  strike  of  boiler  makers  along 
the  lines  of  the  road,  and  most  particularly  at  Albany  and 
at  Boston. 

An  informal  meeting  was  thereupon  had  with  Mr.  Bliss 
at  his  office  in  Boston,  and,  at  the  instance  of  the  Board, 
Mr.  McNeil,  grand  president  of  the  national  body  of  boiler 
makers,  was  introduced,  and  a  conference  with  a  view  to  a 
settlement  was  thereupon  had  in  the  presence  of  the  Board. 
Mr.  Bliss  was  informed  that  seven  boiler  makers  in  his 
employ  would  call  for  an  interview  on  the  morrow,  and  he 
said  that  he  would  receive  them.  The  whole  difficulty  and 
the  proposed  general  strike  were  discussed.  Mr.  Bliss  said 
that,  while  he  thought  the  strikers  should  give  the  foreman 
a  further  trial,  he  desired  further  time  to  settle  the  matter. 

On  the  next  day  a  conference  of  parties  took  place  at  the 
Boston  office  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  road,  between  the 
president  of  that  road  and  the  grand  president  of  the  gen- 
eral body  of  workmen.  The  Board  was  then  informed  that 
an  agreement  had  been  reached,  whereby  the  strikers  were 
to  return  to  their  former  positions  in  the  forenoon  of  the 
next  day,  and  the  controversy  was  to  be  referred  to  the 
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State  Boaxd.  Such  information  as  was  applicable  to  this 
juncture  was  given,  and  blank  forms  of  application  left 
them. 

A  joint  application  was  received,  signed  by  Messrs.  Bliss 
and  McNeil  as  the  agents  respectively  of  the  parties  in 
interest,  praying  the  Board  for  the  adjustment  of  their 
dispute.  Pending  the  arbitration,  the  Board  was  notified  on 
November  28  that  the  controversy  had  been  settled  by 
agreement  between  the  parties  in  interest.  The  application 
was  thereupon  placed  on  file. 

A  difl9culty  that  at  one  time  threatened  to  ^  Hie  up  "  the 
operations  of  a  great  road  was  averted.  All  hands  returned 
to  work,  and  in  a  few  days  all  was  going  the  same  as  before. 
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THOMAS  G.  PLANT  COMPANY --BOSTON. 


By  the  first  week  of  November  the  Thomas  G.  Plant 
Company,  shoe  manufacturer  of  Boston,  had  made  some 
changes  of  machinery  in  the  department  of  edge  setting. 
The  employees  of  this  department,  34  in  number,  who  had 
been  idle  while  the  machines  were  setting  up,  returned  to 
their  places  on  November  5.  Having  worked  with  the  new 
machines  a  day,  they  were  notified  that  certain  changes  in 
prices  had  been  decreed  by  the  president  of  the  company. 
The  edge-setters  reckoned  that  the  new  prices  would  reduce 
their  pay  about  $2  a  week,  and  resented  what  they  deemed 
a  short  notice.  All  but  two  of  them  lelt  the  factory  on 
November  6,  declared  a  strike,  formed  a  local  union,  and 
on  the  7th  were  affiliated  with  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers' 
Union. 

The  workmen  claimed  that  the  change  was  a  reduction 
without  previous  notice  of  any  kind,  and  < '  strenuously  ob- 
jected to  such  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  firm." 

On  the  other  hand  the  employer  claimed  that  with  the 
new  machines  earnings  would  be  greater  by  the  new  prices. 

Pickets  were  posted  on  all  the  approaches  to  the  factory, 
and  threats  of  a  general  strike  were  made. 

The  Board  offered  its  services  to  both  parties  on  the  9th 
and  14:th,  but  it  was  plainly  a  contest  of  endurance :  on  the 
one  hand  was  a  union,  confident  in  the  power  of  organiza- 
tion, and  on  the  other  was  an  employer,  resolved  to  main- 
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tain  a  free  ahop.  Both  were  inflexible ;  but  the  edge-setters' 
union,  following  the  practice  of  the  general  body  to  which 
it  belonged,  was  willing  to  confer  with  the  employer  in 
the  presence  of  this  Board.  The  president  of  the  company, 
however,  expressed  his  satisfaction  with  existing  conditions. 
He  had  been  running  on  full  time,  and  would  so  continue. 
He  doubted  the  probability  of  a  general  strike.  He  had 
all  the  edge-setters  that  he  needed,  and  would  take  back 
none  of  the  strikers  except  possibly  a  few  of  the  very  best. 
The  Board  notified  the  men  that  the  prospect  of  a  settle- 
ment was  not  good,  and  they  expressed  their  determination 
to  continue  the  strike. 

The  matter  gradually  passed  from  notice,  and  at  latest 
accounts  the  factory  was  running  in  all  departments  with- 
out impediment  of  any  kind.

ACUSHnrET    MILL    COBFOBATION    Aim    HATHAWAY 
MANUFACTUBINa  COMPANY— NEW  BBDFOBD. 


The  Acushnet  and  the  Hathaway  mills  of  New  Bedford 
are  under  the  general  direction  of  Joseph  F.  Knowles,  the 
treasurer.  On  Saturday,  November  17,  the  superintendent 
of  the  weaving  department  notified  the  loom  fixers  of  both 
mills,  about  100  in  number,  that  thereafter  each  of  them 
would  be  expected  to  keep  adjusted  and  in  good  running 
order  one  hundred  instead  of  .eighty  looms,  of  the  kind 
known  as  Draper.  This  was  considered  a  hardship  by  the 
men  in  question,  and  on  the  following  day  a  special  meeting 
of  the  loom  fixers'  union  was  held  to  consider  the  demand. 
Early  in  the  forenoon  of  the  19th  the  president  of  the  na- 
tional union  of  loom  fixers  and  the  secretary  of  the  local 
union  asked  for  an  interview  with  the  treasurer;  but  he 
declined  to  discuss  the  subject  except  with  loom  fixers  in 
his  employ.  They  thereupon  threatened  a  strike,  and  a 
meeting  was  held  without  delay.  It  was  then  said  that  the 
treasurer  was  willing  to  confer  with  his  employees;  but 
they  declared  a  strike,  and  indicated  which  officers  of  their 
union  had  been  selected  to  act  for  them.  They  took  the 
precaution  to  avoid  the  appearance  of  anything  like  a 
breach  of  the  peace,  in  voting  not  to  approach  the  mills 
while  the  strike  was  on. 

On  the  21st  the  Board  went  to  New  Bedford  and  had 
separate  interviews  with  both  parties.     On  the  22d  its  good 
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ofBces  were  renewed.  The  employees  were  found  to  be 
willing  to  confer  with  the  employer  in  the  presence  of  the 
Board,  but  the  treasurer  was  not  in  favor  with  the  proposi- 
tion. A  further  effort  was  made,  on  December  6,  when  it 
was  found  that  the  attitude  of  the  parties  was  the  same  as 
before.  The  treasurer  could  not  be  found,  but  the  president 
of  the  mill  treasurers'  association  stated  that  under  existing 
rules  nothing  could  be  done  by  his  associates  except  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Knowles,  who  was  thus  far  opposed  to  dele- 
gating his  control  of  the  situation.  It  appeared  that  several 
attempts  of  the  loom  fixers  to  interview  Mr.  Knowles  by 
committee  on  the  subject  of  a  settlement  had  resulted  in 
a  failure. 

On  December  5  a  meeting  of  weavers  was  held,  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  a  strike,  with  the  result  that  a  large 
majority  voted  to  go  out  on  the  following  Monday,  unless 
the  loom  fixers'  difficulty  were  adjusted  in  the  mean  time. 
On  the  following  Monday  the  weavers'  strike  took  place. 
On  that  day,  December  11,  the  Board  was  in  New  Bedford, 
and  interviewed  each  party  to  the  loom  fixers'  strike,  and 
endeavored  to  arrange  a  conference  of  all  the  parties  con- 
cerned. The  treasurer  of  the  mills  persisted  in  saying  that 
there  was  nothing  to  settle,  and  gave  as  a  reason  for  re- 
fusing the  mediation  of  the  Board  that  its  services  could 
only  have  the  effect  of  encouraging  the  strikers.  He  main- 
tained this  attitude  to  the  end.  The  weavers  returned  to 
work  after  twelve  days,  but  the  loom  fixers  continued  their 
controversy.  The  difficulty  was  never  adjusted.  The  strike 
lingered  until  February  12,  1901,  when  it  was  declared  off. 
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AGUSHNET   MILL     GOBFORATIOIT   AND    HATHAWAY 
MANUFAGTUBINQ  GOMFAinr— NEW  BEDFORD. 


During  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  loom  fixers'  strike  in 
the  Acushnet  and  the  Hathaway  mills  at  New  Bedford,  the 
adjustment  of  looms  was  performed  by  men  who  did  not 
follow  that  occupation.  The  weavers  claimed  that  so  much 
time  was  taken  to  adjust  their  looms  that  they  could  not 
make  sufficient  wages.  They  said  that  the  management 
attempted  to  remedy  the  grievance  by  paying  the  weavers 
''stoppage  pay"  for  the  time  lost  in  putting  their  looms 
into  running  order,  but  claimed  that  the  stoppage  pay  was 
never  reckoned  fairly,  and  that  what  it  added  to  their  pay 
for  weaving  was  not  sufficient  to  procure  one-half  of  what 
they  required  to  live. 

On  December  5  the  weavers  voted  to  strike  on  the  fol- 
lowing Monday,  in  case  the  loom  fixers'  difficulty  had  not 
been  adjusted  by  that  time.  On  the  11th  about  300  of 
them  struck,  according  to  intention.  The  Board  attempted 
to  mediate  between  the  parties,  but  with  no  better  result 
than  in  the  case  of  the  loom  fixers.  At  no  time  was  the 
treasurer  willing  to  discuss  the  position  of  affairs  with  the 
weavers'  representatives,  and  he  expressed  the  opinion  that 
any  interposition  on  the  part  of  the  Board  in  the  discharge 
of  its  duty  could  have  but  one  effect,  —  that  of  rendering 
his  former  employees  less  amenable  to  reason,  as  he  viewed 
it.     The  strike  would  settle  itself,  if  it  were  only  let  alone. 
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On  the  23d  of  December  they  voted  to  return  on  the 
following  Monday,  the  29th.  It  is  said  that  when  they 
returned  on  this  latter  date  about  50  of  them  were  refused 
reinstatement. 

The  loom  fixers'  difficulty  lingered  for  several  weeks, 
but  the  weavers'  department  had  no  further  difficulty. 
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LEONASD  SHOE  COMPANY— LYinr. 


Some  two  years  ago,  during  a  period  of  depression,  a 
reduction  in  price  was  pretty  general  throughout  the  shoe 
factories  of  Lynn.  Early  in  December  the  cutters  were 
resolved  to  obtain  an  increase  over  present  prices,  if  not  a 
restoration  of  the  price  which  had  been  reduced.  The  cut- 
ters, who  were  members  of  Local  Assembly  3662  of  the 
Knights  of  Labor,  sent  their  representatives  to  the  firm  on 
December  7,  and  the  matter  of  the  new  price  list  was  very 
thoroughly  discussed.  The  firm,  however,  refused  to  ac- 
cept it,  and  the  men,  to  the  number  of  16,  went  out  on 
strike,  in  consequence,  at  half-past  ten  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing. 

The  Board  sought  and  obtained  an  interview  with  the 
parties,  and  found  that  they  were  negotiating  a  settlement, 
with  much  prospect  of  success.  This  proceeding  was  en- 
couraged, and  the  parties  were  reminded  that  in  case  the 
present  negotiations  should  fall  through  they  could  have 
recourse  to  the  mediation  of  the  State  Board.  The  advice 
was  cordially  accepted  on  both  sides.  After  a  few  days 
the  parties  came  to  an  agreement.

GEOBGE  W.  BELONQA— LYmr. 


A  difficulty  in  the  shoe  factory  of  George  W.  Belonga 
at  Lynn  grew  out  of  the  fact  that  thereafter  better  work 
should  be  required  in  the  department  of  hand-turned  work ; 
and  to  secure  that  result,  one  of  the  workmen  was  pro- 
moted to  the  position  of  foreman.  The  men  of  that  de- 
partment left  their  work  for  the  purpose  of  holding  a 
meeting  to  discuss  the  situation,  whereupon  the  men  were 
told  by  the  employer  to  go  to  the  office.  They  did  so  and 
were  discharged. 

They  held  a  meeting  on  the  evening  of  that  day,  Decem- 
ber 14,  decided  not  to  work  under  the  foreman,  and  de- 
manded increased  pay  for  the  better  work  that  had  begun 
to  be  required  by  the  firm.  A  strike  was  declared.  The 
employer  insisted  that  any  return  to  work  must  be  under 
the  foreman  in  question,  and  at  current  prices.  The  agent 
of  the  employees  informed  the  Board  that  he  believed  they 
might  be  invited  to  return  at  any  time. 

On  the  18th  and  19th  the  Board  interposed,  with  an  offer 
of  mediation,  but  the  employer  said  that  nothing  could  be 
done  until  after  the  new  year.  Moreover  the  situation  had 
materially  changed  since  the  strike  was  inaugurated,  in 
that  he  had  engaged  machines,  and  the  labor  that  he  might 
need  would  be  furnished  by  the  machine  company.  It  was 
subsequently  learned,  at  the  end  of  three  weeks,  that  the 
machines  had  been  delivered  to  the  factory,  but  that  they 
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had  not  as  yet  been  set  up.  After  some  further  delay,  the 
men^s  agent  and  the  employer  met  and  came  to  an  agree- 
ment. Finally,  on  the  lith  a  settlement  was  reached.  On 
the  16th  the  major  portion  of  the  strikers  had  returned  to 

work,  and  work  in  the  hand-turn  department  was  going 
along  as  smoothly  as  before  the  strike.  Under  the  terms 
of  the  agreement,  prices  were  increased  in  some  items,  and 
the  foreman  in  question  was  retained  in  his  former  position. 
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W.  L.  DOUQIiAS  SHOE  COMPANY— BROCKTON. 


An  invitation  was  received  by  the  Board  on  the  2l8t  of 
December  to  meet  representative  lasters  at  their  head- 
quarters in  Brockton,  for  the  purpose  of  passing  upon  new 
leathers  which  the  W.  L.  Douglas  Shoe  Company  had  re- 
cently introduced  into  the  manufacture  of  their  product  at 
Brockton.  In  response  to  the  invitation,  a  member  of  the 
Board  went  promptly  to  the  lasters'  headquarters  in  Brock- 
ton, and  was  informed  that  a  controversy  had  arisen  on  the 
subject  of  classification,  a  matter  which  would  materially 
affect  the  price  of  labor.  Under  an  agreement  existing  be- 
tween the  company  and  its  employees,  all  disputes  not 
settled  by  direct  negotiation  are  to  be  referred  to  the  judg- 
ment of  the  State  Board.  The  lasters  wanted  to  be  in- 
formed of  the  proper  mode  of  procedure  in  this  case. 
They  were  advised  that  this  matter  clearly  called  for  the 
judgment  of  men  expert  in  that  particular  calling;  and 
they  were  informed  of  that  part  of  the  arbitration  law 
relating  to  expert  assistants. 

On  January  1,  1901,  an  application  was  received  from 
the  W.  L.  Douglas  Shoe  Company  of  Brockton  and  the 
lasters  in  its  employ,  and  a  hearing  was  given  on  the  8th. 
Each  party  nominated  an  expert,  and  they  were  appointed 
assistants  to  the  Board  for  the  consideration  of  this  case, 
sworn  and  instructed  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and 
sent  to  investigate  conditions  and  prices  prevailing  at  com- 
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peting  factories,  according  to  a  list  of  competitors  agreed 
upon  by  both  parties. 

The  investigation  by  expert  assistants  having  been  com- 
pleted, the  Board  had  reached  the  point  of  rendering  a 
decision,  when  word  was  received,  as  the  Board  was  ready 
to  submit  this  annual  report  to  the  Legislature,  that  an 
agreement  had  been  reached  on  classification  of  stock  and 
price  for  lasting  which  was  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 
The  application  was  thereupon  placed  on  file.

On  December  24,  1900,  the  Boston  Typothetse,  an  asso- 
ciation of  master  printers,  and  the  Boston  Typographical 
Union,  No.  13,  an  organization  of  their  employees,  met  by 
committees  to  consider  the  following  demand  of  the  wage 
earners :  — 

1.  The  abolition  of  all  piece  work. 

2.  All  compositors,  stone  men,  make-ups,  etc.,  employed  in 
book  and  Job  oflSces  shall  receive  not  less  than  $18  for  a  week  of 
fifty-four  hours. 

3.  When  paid  by  the  hour,  the  price  shall  be  40  cents  per  hour 
for  less  than  three  days'  work. 

4.  All  Sunday  and  holiday  work  shall  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of 
double  time  for  day  and  80  cents  per  hour  for  night  work. 

5.  All  work  done  outside  of  regular  hours  scheduled  by  the 
office  shall  be  paid  for  at  overtime  rates,  viz.,  time  and  one-half. 

6.  All  work  after  12  p.m.  until  7  a.m.,  double  time. 

7.  Compositors  working  overtime  shall  be  granted  half  an  hour 
for  supper,  such  half  hour  to  be  paid  for  as  overtime. 

On  the  27th  of  December  the  State  Board  oflfered  its 
services  as  mediator,  in  case  pending  negotiations  should 
fail.  On  the  29th  the  union  received  the  reply  of  the 
Typothetee,  as  follows,  being  a  vote  passed  on  the  27th :  — 

First,  —  as  to  the  Abolition  of  Piece  Work.  —  As  it  is  under- 
stood that  no  composition  is  done  by  the  piece  in  book  and  job 
offices  in  Boston  by  men  who  are  members  of  the  union,  it  is 
decided  that  this  matter  requires  no  consideration  at  the  present 
time. 
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Second,^' as  to  an  Increase  in  tke  Scale  of  Wages.  —  While  in 
fall  sympathy  with  oar  employees  in  their  desire  to  secure  the  best 
possible  income,  we  consi<Jerthe  large  increase  proposed  as  imprac- 
ticable. It  shoald  be  remembered  that  daring  the  years  of  depres- 
sion through  which  we  have  recently  passed  the  printers'  trade  was 
one  of  the  few  in  which  the  employers  were  not  forced  to  make  a 
redaction  in  wages ;  and  now,  when  a  considerable  increase  of 
wages  is  being  made  in  so  many  trades,  this  increase  is  practically 
but  a  return  to  those  formerly  received.  Again,  it  is  but  a  few 
months  since  the  employing  printers  of  Boston  voluntarily  reduced 
the  number  of  working  hours,  thus  increasing  the  cost  of  produc- 
tion fully  10  per  cent.  This  increase  it  has  not  been  possible  as 
yet  to  transfer  wholly  to  our  customers,  and  any  further  increase 
must  be  borne,  for  a  time  at  least,  by  the  employers.  Under  the 
circumstances,  desiring  to  meet  our  employees  as  liberally  as  pos- 
sible, we  will  agree  to  a  minimum  scale  of  $16  per  week  for  jour- 
neymen. 

In  regard  to  section  8,  it  was  voted  that  33  cents  per  hour 
should  be  paid  for  short  time  work ;  that  is,  for  time  less  than 
three  days. 

Sections  4,  5,  6  and  7  were  accepted  as  presented. 

The  executive  committee  were  instructed  to  transmit  this  official 
action  of  the  Typothetse  to  the  Typographical  Union  as  soon  as 
possible. 

The  union  replied  on  January  13,  1901,  saying  that  the 
compromise  oflfered  by  the  employers'  association  was  re- 
jected. A  larger  body  of  employers  was  convened  on  the 
15th,  and  passed  the  following  vote,  which  was  transmitted 
on  the  next  day  by  the  secretary  of  the  Typothetie :  — 

The  master  printers  of  Boston  and  vicinity,  convened  at  the 
call  of  the  Executive  committee  of  the  Boston  Typothetae  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  the  scale  of  prices  proposed  by  Typograph- 
ical Union,  No.  13,  learn  with  regret  the  decision  of  said  union 
that  the  only  terms  it  will  accept  are  a  minimum  of  $18  per  week 
and  the  abolition  of  all  piece  work ;  and  believing,  after  the  most 
careful  consideration  of  the  subject,  that  the  employing  printers 
cannot  accede  to  these  demands  and  remain  solvent,  and  that  the 
proposition  of  the  Boston  Typothetae  of  a  minimum  rate  of  $16  is 
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all  that  the  preaeot  oonditioQ  of  business  will  warrant,  and  that 
the  same  is  just  and  equitable,  we  hereby  endorse  said  proposition, 
and  agree  each  with  the  other  to  resist  the  demands  for  a  higher 
rate  or  the  enforcement  of  other  conditions. 

The  workmen's  agent  thereupon  sent  the  following  re- 

ply:  —

DkabSir:  —  Your  letter  of  even  date  received,  and  contents 
noted.    As  it  appears  that  our  scale  committee  can  do  no  further 
business  with  the  Tjpothetae,  the  scale  has  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Henry  McMahon,  district  organizer  of  the  Interna- 
tional Typographical  Union,  who  will  have  fall  charge  of  the. 
matter  from  this  time. 
Mr.  McMahon  will  probably  call  upon  you  to-morrow.

On  that  day  also  the  State  Board  renewed  its  oflfer  of 
assistance.  Within  the  next  six  days  there,  were  five  con- 
ferences between  members  of  the  Typothetss  and  other 
master  printers  on  the  one  side,  and  officers  of  the  Inter- 
national Typographical  Union  on  the  other.  On  the  23d 
the  employers'  representatives  made  the  following  oflfer :  — 

Boston,  Janaary  23, 1901. 
Mr.  James  M.  Lynch,  President  International  Typographical  Union, 

Dear  Sir  :  —  At  a  meeting  of  the  employing  printers  of  Boston, 
called  this  day  for  the  purpose,  the  following  proposition  was 
authorized :  — 

1.  A  minimum  rate  of  $16  per  week  for  one  year  from  date  of 
agreement. 

2.  A  minimum  rate  of  $16.50  per  week  for  journeymen  com- 
pK)sitor8  for  two  years  following. 

8.  A  piece  work  rate  of  35  cents  per  thousand  ems  for  all  com- 
positors, men  and  women,  for  the  full  three  years  from  date  of 

agreement.

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The  Boston  Typographical  Union  took  action  on  the  same 
day,  accepted  the  offer  as  understood  at  their  meeting,  and 
the  controversy  was  regarded  as  settled.  It  appeared  that 
nothing  remained  but  to  draw  up  a  formal  agreement.  On 
January  28,  committees  representing  the  respective  parties 
met  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  details,  when  a  misunder- 
standing arose  concerning  the  status  of  women  receiving 
weekly  wages.  The  employees  claimed  and  the  employers 
denied,  that  women  were  to  be  placed  on  equal  footing 
with  men  compositors.  The  controversy  was  thereupon 
reopened,  and  a  strike  was  seriously  threatened,  in  about 
300  printing  establishments,  involving  nearly  3,000  em- 
ployees. During  the  first  week  of  February  the  employers 
had  interviews  with  the  officers  of  the  International  Typo- 
graphical Union,  but  no  agreement  was  reached.  'Mr.  Henry 
McMahon,  organizer  for  that  body,  stated  that  the  em- 
ployees understood  the  agreement  of  January  23  to  mean 
that  the  |16  and  $16.50  weekly  scale  should  apply  to  all 
journeymen  and  to  women  who  are  members  of  the  union, 
but  not  necessarily  to  women  who  are  not  members  of  the 
union.  The  following  correspondence  explains  the  attitude 
of  the  parties  to  each  other  at  this  stage  of  the  contro- 
versy :  — 

Boston,  Febraarj  8, 1901. 

Mr.  A.  G.  Davis,  Secretary  Boston  Typographical  Union. 

Dear  Sib:  —  A  special  meeting  of  the  BoBton  Typothetae  and 
employing  printers  was  held  yesterday.  The  scale  of  prices  sab- 
mitted  by  your  committee  was  approved,  with  the  exception  of  the 
words  ^'  and  to  women  who  are  members  of  the  union."  These 
words  were  struck  out  from  the  foarth  line,  according  to  the  sheet 
herein  enclosed,  it  being  understood  that  journeymen  compositors  are 
men.  The  proposition  made  by  us  to  Mr.  Lynch,  and  by  him  pre* 
sented  and  advocated  at  your  special  meeting,  and  duly  approved 
and  adopted  by  your  body,  is  therefore  reaffirmed,  and  if  an  agree- 
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ment  is  reached,  it  is  to  go  into  effect  upon  the  date  that  said 
agreement  is  signed.  It  is  hoped  that  yoar  organization  will  con- 
firm its  former  decision,  and  that  we  may  hear  from  you  next 

week.

Deab  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  even  date,  notify- 
ing me  of  the  action  of  the  Boston  Typothetse  and  employing 
printers,  held  yesterday.  I  regret  very  much  that  such  action  was 
taken,  as  your  body  must  have  known  that  Boston  Typographical 
Union  was  in  honor  bound  to  stand  by  the  weakest  of  its  members. 
As  I  have  said  several  times  before,  the  union  ratified  the  proposi- 
tion submitted  by  International  President  Lynch  with  the  distinct 
understanding  that  the  time  scale  applied  to  all  members  of  the 
union,  male  or  female.  Furthermore,  the  interpretation  of  the 
scale  as  submitted  to  the  Typothetae  imposes  no  hardship  on  any 
employing  printer  in  Boston,  and  does  not  materially  change  ex- 
isting conditions.  It  seems  to  me  that  Typographical  Union  13 
has  exhausted  every  honorable  means  of  reaching  a  peaceful  set- 
tlement of  the  question  at  issue,  and  that  the  Typothetae  is  respon- 
sible for  any  future  action  which  may  be  taken.

On  the  employers'  side  it  was  contended  that  women 
rarely  gave  more  than  two  or  three  years  to  typesetting, 
and  therefore  could  not  do  so  well  as  men  who  had  devoted 
their  .whole  lives  to  the  occupation,  and  that  the  effect  of 
putting  them  on  an  equal  footing  with  men  would  be  to 
exclude  them  from  the  chapels.  Several  members  of  the 
Typothetse  consulted  the  Board,  with  a  view  to  requesting 
its  mediation  in  the  event  of  a  strike.  The  men  of  the 
union  declared  that  they  could  not  accept  any  settlement 
that  did  not  secure  the  equal  rights  of  female  members. 

On  February  10,  1901,  a  strike  was  voted  by  the  union, 
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in  case  of  further  delay  on  the  part  of  the  employers  to 
acquiesce  in  the  terms  of  January  23  as  understood  by  the 
union,  and  the  strike  was  to  go  into  effect  when  declared 
by  a  strike  committee.  Arrangements  were  made  for  de- 
claring a  strike  on  the  11th,  but  the  strike  was  delayed,  on 
receipt  of  a  request  from  one  of  the  master  printers.  Sub- 
sequently on  that  day  the  master  printers  held  a  meeting 
and  voted  to  accept  the  union's  interpretation.  Repre- 
sentatives of  both  sides  thereupon  met  by  appointment, 
and  signed  the  agreement  of  January  23,  as  modified  by 
the  union.

State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation. 
BosToy,  February  19, 1901. 
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In  1886   Massachusetts    and  New   York  established 
state  boards  of  arbitration. 

A  statute  of  the  United  States,  enacted  in  1888,  pro- 
vided for  the  settlement  of  controversies  between  rail- 
roads and  their  employees  through  the  services  of  special 
temporary  tribunals  known  as  * '  boards  of  arbitration  or 
commission. "    To  form  a  board  of  arbitration  each  party 
in  interest  chose  a  member,  and  the  two  members  chose  a 
third  for  chairman ;  but  when  the  commission  was  formed 
the  President  of  the  United  States  appointed  two  mem- 
bers to  act  with  the  Oommissioner  of  Labor,  who  was 
chairman  «c  officio.    Such  a  conunission  in  1894,  report- 
ing  on  the  Ohicago  Strike,  recommended  changes  in  the 
law,  and  suggested  to  the  states  ^Hhe  adoption  of  some 
system  of  conciliation  and  arbitration  like  that  in  use  in 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts."     In  1898  the  law 
was  repealed,  its  essential  provisions  were  re-enacted  and 
procedure  was  specified  with  greater  elaboration.     The 
statute  of  1898  requires  the  Chairman  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  and  the  Commissioner  of  Labor 
to  mediate  in  one  way  or  another  between  the  parties 
with  a  view  to  inducing  them  either  to  terminate  their 
controversy  by  agreement  or  to  refer  it  to  the  board  of 
arbitration.     The  board  of  arbitration,    as   under  the 
former  act,  is  constituted  in  the  usual  way ;  but  when 
five  days  elapse  without  choice  of  a  third  member,  the 
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duty  of  making  such  a  choice  devolves  upon  the  two 
mediators  above  mentioned. 

Twenty-four  states  in  the  union  have  thus  far  made 
constitutional  or  statutory  provision  for  mediation  of  one 
kind  or  another  in  the  settlement  of  industrial  disputes. 
Of  these  the  statutes  of  the  following  seventeen  contem- 
plate the  administration  of  conciliation  and  arbitration 
laws  through  permanent  state  boards:  Massachusetts, 
New  York,  Montana,  Michigan,  California,  New  Jersey, 
Ohio,  Louisiana,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Connecticut, 
Illinois,  Utah,  Indiana,  Idaho,  Colorado  and  Kansas. 

The  constitution  of  Wyoming  directs  the  legislature  to 
establish  courts  of  arbitration  to  determine  all  differences 
between  associations  of  laborers  and  their  employers,  and 
provides  for  appeals  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  state 
from  the  decisions  of  compulsory  boards  of  arbitration. 

Kansas  was  the  first  state  to  enact  compulsory  arbitra- 
tion in  creating  the  court  of  visitation  in  1898.  In  the 
following  year  a  federal  court  declared  the  enactments 
an  attempt  to  confer  inconsistent  legislative  and  judicial 
powers  upon  the  same  body,  concerning  the  same  sub- 
ject matter,  and  decided  that  the  statutes  were  violative 
of  the  state  constitution  and  wholly  void,  or  void  in 
part ;  but  deemed  it  unnecessary  to  determine  whether 
that  body  might  still  have  and  exercise  the  legislative 
and  administrative  powers  contemplated.  The  power  to 
settle  strikes  in  the  way  prescribed  was  not  considered. 
(See  Appendix  to  our  fourteenth  annual  report.)  In 
1900  the  supreme  court  of  Kansas  (State  v.  Johnson) 
annulled  the  act  which  created  the  court  of  visitation,  for 
the  reason  that  the  legislative,  judicial  and  administra- 
tive functions  were  commingled  and  interwoven  together 
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in  a  manner  violative  of  the  constitutional  requirement 
that  the  three  great  departments  of  government  shall  be 
kept  separate,  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  each  ex- 
ercised independently  of  the  others.  The  chief  justice 
dissented. 

The  laws  of  Kansas,  Iowa,  Pennsylvania  and  Texas 
authorize  the  law  courts  to  appoint  tribunals  of  voluntary 
arbitration ;  and  such  is  the  law  of  Maryland  also,  which, 
moreover,  empowers  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  in- 
vestigate industrial  controversies  when  the  employer  is  a 
corporation,  indebted  to,  or  incorporated  by,  that  state ; 
to  propose  arbitration  to  the  opposing  parties,  and  if  the 
proposition  is  accepted,  to  provide  in  due  form  for  refer- 
ring the  case;  but  if  either  party  refuse  to  submit  to 
arbitration,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  controversy  and 
report  the  same  to  the  next  legislature. 

The  law  of  Missouri  authorizes  the  Commissioner  of 
Labor  Statistics  to  form  local  boards  of  arbitration,  and, 
as  in  North  Dakota,^  to  mediate  between  employer  and 
employed,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  either,  whenever  a 
difference  exists  which  results  or  threatens  to  result  in 
a  strike  or  lockout.  In  Nebraska  it  is  the  duty  of  such 
of9cer  to  examine  into  the  causes  of  strikes  and  lockouts. 

Following  are  laws,  etc.,  relating  to  mediation  in 
industrial  controversies :  — 
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niriTED    STATES. 

[Pablic  Laws,  1898.] 

Chap.  370.— An  Aot  Gonoerning  carriers  engi^ed  in  inter* 
state  oommeroe  and  their  employees. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepresentaJtivea  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  any  common  carrier  or  car- 
riers and  their  officers,  agents,  and  employees,  except  masters 
of  vessels  and  seamen,  as  defined  in  section  forty-six  hundred 
and  twelve.  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  engaged  in 
the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property  wholly  by  railroad, 
or  partly  by  railroad  and  partly  by  water,  for  a  continuous  car^ 
riage  or  shipment,  from  one  State  or  Territory  of  the  United 
States,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  any  other  State  or  Terri- 
tory of  the  United  States,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  from 
any  place  in  the  United  States  to  an  adjacent  foreign  country, 
or  from  any  place  in  the  United  States  through  a  foreign  country 
to  any  other  place  in  the  United  States. 

The  term  *' railroad"  as  used  in  this  Act  shall  include  all 
bridges  and  ferries  used  or  operated  in  connection  with  any 
railroad,  and  also  all  the  road  in  use  by  any  corporation  oper- 
ating a  railroad,  whether  owned  or  operated  under  a  contract, 
agreement,  or  lease ;  and  the  term  ^'transportation"  shall  in- 
clude all  instrumentalities  of  shipment  or  carriage. 

The  term  '^  employees  "  as  used  in  this  Act  shall  include  all 
persons  actually  engaged  in  any  capacity  in  train  operation  or 
train  service  of  any  description,  and  notwithstanding  that  the 
cars  upon  or  in  which  they  are  employed  may  be  held  and  oper- 
ated by  the  carrier  under  lease  or  other  contract:  Provided^ 
however^  That  this  Act  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  employees 
of  street  railroads  and  shall  apply  only  to  employees  engaged  in 
railroad  train  service.  In  every  such  case  the  carrier  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  acts  and  defaults  of  such  employees  in  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  said  cars  were  owned 
by  it  and  said  employees  directly  employed  by  it,  and  any 
provisions  to  the  contrary  of  any  such  lease  or  other  contract 
shall  be  binding  only  as  between  the  parties  thereto  and  shall 
not  affect  the  obligations  of  said  carrier  either  to  the  public  or 
to  the  private  parties  concerned. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  a  controversy  concerning  wages,  hours  of 
labor,  or  conditions  of  employment  shall  arise  between  a  car- 
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rier  subject  to  this  Act  and  the  employees  of  such  carrier, 
seriously  interrupting  or  threatening  to  interrupt  the  business  of 
said  earner,  the  chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion and  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  shall,  upon  the  request  of 
either  party  to  the  controversy,  with  all  practicable  expedition, 
put  themselves  in  communication  with  the  parties  to  such  contro- 
versy, and  shall  use  their  best  efforts,  by  mediation  and  concilia- 
tion, to  amicably  settle  the  same ;  and  if  such  efforts  shall  be 
unsuccessful,  shaU  at  once  endeavor  to  bnng  about  an  arbitration 
of  said  controversy  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
Sec.  3.    Whenever  a  controversy  shall  arise  between  a  car- 
rier subject  to  this  Act  and  the  employees  of  such  carrier  which 
cannot  be  settled  by  mediation  and  conciliation  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  preceding  section,  said  controversy  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  arbitration  of  a  board  of  three  persons,  who  shall 
be  chosen  in  the  manner  following :  One  shall  be  named  by  the 
carrier  or  employer  directly  Interested ;  the  other  shall  be  named 
by  the  labor  organization  to  which  the  employees  directly  in- 
terested belong,  or,  if  they  belong  to  more  than  one,  by  that  one 
of  them  which  specially  represents  employees  of  the  same  grade 
and  class  and  engaged  in  services  of  the  same  nature  as  said 
employees  so  directly  interested :  Provided^  however^  That  when 
a  controversy  involves  and  affects  the  interests  of  two  or  more 
classes  and  grades  of  employees  belonging  to  different  labor 
organizations,  such  arbitrator  shall  be  agreed  upon  and  desig- 
nated by  the  concurrent  action  of  all  such  labor  organizations ; 
and  in  cases  where  the  majority- of  such  employees  are  not 
members  of  any  labor  organization,  said  employees  may  by  a 
majority  vote  select  a  committee  of  their  own  number,  which 
committee  shall  have  the  right  to  select  the  arbitrator  on  behalf 
of  said  employees.    The  two  thus  chosen  shall  Select  the  third 
commissioner  of  arbitration ;  but,  in  the  event  of  their  failure 
to  name  such  arbitrator  within  five  days  after  their  first  meeting, 
the  third  arbitrator  shall  be  named  by  the  commissioners  named 
in  the  preceding  section.    A  majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall 
be  competent  to  make  a  valid  and  binding  award  under  the  pro- 
visions hereof.     The  submission  shall  be  in  writing,  shall  be 
signed  by  the  employer  and  by  the  labor  organization  represent- 
ing the  employees,  shall  specify  the  time  and  place  of  meeting 
of  said  board  of  arbitration,  shall  state  the  questions  to  be  de- 
cided, and  shall  contain  appropriate  provisions  by  which  the 
respective  parties  shall  stipulate,  as  follows : 


182  BOARD  OF  ARBITRATION.  [Feb. 

First.  That  the  board  of  arbitration  shall  commence  their 
hearings  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  appointment  of 
the  third  arbitrator,  and  shall  find  and  file  their  award,  as  pro- 
vided in  this  section,  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the 
appointment  of  the  third  arbitrator ;  and  that  pending  the  arbi- 
tration the  status  existing  immediately  prior  to  the  dispute  shall 
not  be  changed :  Provided,  That  no  employee  shall  be  compelled 
to  render  personal  service  without  his  consent. 

Second.  That  the  award  and  the  papers  and  proceedings,  in- 
cluding the  testimony  relating  thereto  certified  under  the  hands 
of  the  arbitrators  and  which  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  a 
bill  of  exceptions,  shall  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  cir- 
cuit court  of  the  United  States  for  the  district  wherein  the  con- 
troversy arises  or  the  arbitration  is  entered  into,  and  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive  upon  both  parties,  unless  set  aside  for  error 
of  law  apparent  on  the  record. 

Third.  That  the  respective  parties  to  the  award  will  each 
faithfully  execute  the  same,  and  that  the  same  may  be  specifi- 
cally enforced  in  equity  so  far  as  the  powers  of  a  court  of  equity 
permit :  Provided,  That  no  injunction  or  other  legal  process  shall 
be  issued  which  shall  compel  the  performance  by  any  laborer 
against  his  will  of  a  contract  for  personal  labor  or  service. 

Fourth.  That  employees  dissatisfied  with  the  award  shall  not 
by  reason  of  such  dissatisfaction  quit  the  service  of  the  em- 
ployer before  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  and  after  the 
making  of  such  award  without  giving  thirty  days'  notice  in 
writing  of  their  intention  so  to  quit.  Nor  shall  the  employer 
dissatisfied  with  such  award  dismiss  any  employee  or  employees 
on  account  of  such  dissatisfaction  before  the  expiration  of  three 
months  from  and  after  the  making  of  such  award  without  giving 
thirty  days'  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  so  to  discharge. 

Fifth.  That  said  award  shall  continue  in  force  as  between 
the  parties  thereto  for  the  period  of  one  year  after  the  same 
shall  go  into  practical  operation,  and  no  new  arbitration  upon 
the  same  subject  between  the  same  employer  and  the  same  class 
of  employees  shall  be  bad  until  the  expiration  of  said  one  year 
if  the  award  is  not  set  aside  as  provided  in  section  four.  That 
as  to  individual  employees  not  belonging  to  the  labor  organiza- 
tion or  organizations  which  shall  enter  into  the  arbitration,  the 
said  arbitration  and  the  award  made  therein  shall  not  be  bind- 
ing, unless  the  said  individual  employees  shall  give  assent  in 
writing  to  become  parties  to  said  arbitration. 
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Sec.  4.  The  award  being  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  a  circuit 
court  of  the  United  States,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  go 
into  practical  operation,  and  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon 
accordingly  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  such  filing,  unless 
within  such  ten  days  either  party  shall  file  exceptions  thereto 
for  matter  of  law  apparent  upon  the  record,  in  which  case  said 
award  shall  go  into  practical  operation  and  judgment  be  entered 
accordingly  when  such  exceptions  shall  have  been  finally  dis- 
posed of  either  by  said  circuit  court  or  on  appeal  therefrom. 

At  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  decision  of  the  circuit 
court  upon  exceptions  taken  to  said  award,  as  aforesaid,  judg- 
ment shall  be  entered  in  accordance  with  said  decision  unless 
during  said  ten  days  either  party  shall  appeal  therefrom  to  the 
circuit  court  of  appeals.  In  such  case  only  such  portion  of  the 
record  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  appellate  court  as  is  necessary 
to  the  proper  understanding  and  consideration  of  the  questions 
of  law  presented  by  said  exceptions  and  to  be  decided. 

The  determination  of  said  circuit  court  of  appeals  upon  said 
questions  shall  be  final,  and  being  certified  by  the  clerk  thereof 
to  said  circuit  court,  judgment  pursuant  thereto  shall  thereupon 
be  entered  by  said  circuit  coui't. 

If  exceptions  to  an  award  are  finally  sustained,  judgment 
shall  be  entered  setting  aside  the  award.  But  in  such  case  the 
parties  may  agree  upon  a  judgment  to  be  entered  disposing  of 
the  subject-matter  of  the  controversy,  which  judgment  when  en- 
tered shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  judgment  entered 
upon  an  award. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  purposes  of  tliis  Act  the  arbitrators  herein 
provided  for,  or  either  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  administer 
oaths  and  affirmations,  sign  subpoenas,  require  the  attendance 
and  testimony  of  witnesses,  and  the  production  of  such  books, 
papers,  contracts,  agreements,  and  documents  material  to  a 
just  determination  of  the  matters  under  investigation  as  may  be 
ordered  by  the  court ;  and  may  invoke  the  aid  of  the  United 
States  courts  to  compel  witnesses  to  attend  and  testify  and  to 
produce  such  books,  papers,  contracts,  agreements  and  docu- 
ments to  the  same  extent  and  under  the  same  conditions  and 
penalties  as  is  provided  for  in  the  Act  to  regulate  commerce, 
approved  February  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven, 
and  the  amendments  thereto. 

Sec.  6.  Every  agreement  of  arbitration  under  this  act  shall 
be  acknowledged  by  the  parties  before  a  notary  public  or  clerk 
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of  a  district  or  circait  court  of  the  United  States,  and  when  so 
acknowledged  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  who  shall 
file  the  same  in  the  office  of  said  commission. 

Any  agi*eement  of  arbitration  which  shall  be  entered  into 
conforming  to  this  Act,  except  that  it  shall  be  executed  by  em- 
ployees individually  instead  of  by  a  labor  organization  as  their 
representative,  shall,  when  duly  acknowledged  as  herein  pro- 
vided, be  transmitted  to  the  chairman  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  who  shall  cause  a  notice  in  writing  to  be 
served  upon  the  arbitrators,  fixing  a  time  and  place  for  a  meet- 
ing of  said  board,  which  shall  be  within  fifteen  days  from  the 
execution  of  said  agreement  of  arbitration :  Provided^  hatoever. 
That  the  said  chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
shall  decline  to  call  a  meeting  of  arbitrators  under  such  agree- 
ment unless  it  be  shown  to  his  satisfaction  that  the  employees 
signing  the  submission  represent  or  include  a  majority  of  all 
employees  in  the  service  of  the  same  employer  and  of  the  same 
grade  and  class,  and  that  an  award  pursuant  to  said  submission 
can  justly  be  regarded  as  binding  upon  all  such  employees. 

Sec  7.  During  the  pendency  of  arbitration  under  this  Act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  employer,  party  to  such  arbi- 
tration, to  discharge  the  employees,  parties  thereto,  except  for 
ineflaciency,  violation  of  law,  or  neglect  of  duty ;  nor  for  the 
organization  representing  such  employees  to  order,  nor  for  the 
employees  to  unite  in,  aid,  or  abet,  strikes  against  said  em- 
ployer ;  nor,  during  a  period  of  three  months  after  an  award 
under  such  an  arbitration,  for  such  employer  to  discharge  any 
such  employees,  except  for  the  causes  aforesaid,  without  giving 
thirty  days'  written  notice  of  an  intent  so  to  discharge ;  nor  for 
any  of  such  employees,  during  a  like  period,  to  quit  the  senice 
of  said  employer  without  just  cause,  without  giving  to  said  em- 
ployer thirty  days'  written  notice  of  an  intent  so  to  do ;  nor  for 
such  organization  representing  such  employees  to  order,  counsel, 
or  advise  otherwise.  Any  violation  of  this  section  shall  subject 
the  offending  party  to  liability  for  damages:  Provided^  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  em- 
ployer, party  to  such  arbitration,  from  reducing  the  number  of 
its  or  his  employees  whenever  in  its  or  his  judgment  business 
necessities  require  such  reduction. 

Sec.  8.  In  every  incorporation  under  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter five  hundred  and  sixty-seven  of  the  United  States  Statutes 
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of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five  and  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-six  it  mast  be  provided  in  the  articles  of  incorporation 
and  in  the  constitution,  rules,  and  by-laws  that  a  member  shall 
cease  to  be  such  by  participating  in  or  by  instigating  force  or 
violence  against  persons  or  property  during  strikes,  lockouts,  or 
boycotts,  or  by  seeking  to  prevent  others  from  working  through 
violence,  threats,  or  intimidations.  Members  of  such  incorpo- 
rations shall  not  be  personally  liable  for  the  acts,  debts,  or 
obligations  of  the  corporations,  nor  shall  such  corporations  be 
liable  for  the  acts  of  members  or  others  in  violation  of  law ; 
and  such  corporations  may  appear  by  designated  representatives 
before  the  board  created  by  this  Act,  or  in  any  suits  or  pro- 
ceedings for  or  against  such  corporations  or  their  members  in 
any  of  the  Federal  courts. 

Sec.  9.  Whenever  receivers  appointed  by  Federal  courts  are 
in  the  possession  and  control  of  railroads,  the  employees  upon 
such  railroads  shall  have  the  right  to  be  heard  in  such  courts 
upon  all  questions  affecting  the  terms  and  conditions  of  their 
employment,  through  the  officers  and  representatives  of  their 
associations,  whether  incorporated  or  unincorporated,  and  no 
reduction  of  wages  shall  be  made  by  such  receivers  without  the 
authority  of  the  court  therefor  upon  notice  to  such  employees, 
said  notice  to  be  not  less  than  twenty  days  before  the  hearing 
upon  the  receivers*  petition  or  application,  and  to  be  posted 
upon  all  customary  bulletin  boards  along  or  upon  the  railway 
operated  by  such  receiver  or  receivers. 

Sec.  10.  Any  employer  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  and  any  officer,  agent,  or  receiver  of  such  employer  who 
shall  require  any  employee,  or  any  person  seeking  employment, 
as  a  condition  of  such  employment,  to  enter  into  an  agreement, 
either  written  or  verbal,  not  to  become  or  remain  a  member  of 
any  labor  corporation,  association,  or  organization ;  or  shall 
threaten  any  employee  with  loss  of  employment,  or  shall 
unjustly  discriminate  against  any  employee  because  of  his 
membership  in  sdch  a  labor  corporation,  association,  or  organ- 
ization ;  or  who  shall  require  any  employee  or  any  person 
seeking  employment,  as  a  condition  of  such  employment,  to 
enter  into  a  contract  whereby  such  employee  or  applicant  for 
employment  shall  agree  to  contribute  to  any  fund  for  charitable, 
social,  or  beneficial  purposes ;  to  release  such  employer  from 
legal  liability  for  any  personal  injury  by  reason  of  any  benefit 
received  from  such  fund  beyond  the  proportion  of  the  benefit 
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arising  from  the  employer's  contribation  to  such  fund  ;  or  who 
shall,  after  having  discharged  an  employee,  attempt  or  conspire 
to  prevent  such  employee  from  obtaining  employment,  or  who 
shall,  after  the  quitting  of  an  employee,  attempt  or  conspire  to 
prevent  such  employee  from  obtaining  employment,  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof  in  any  court  of  the  United  States  of  competent  juris- 
diction in  the  district  in  which  such  offense  was  committed, 
shall  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  11.  Each  member  of  said  board  of  arbitration  shall 
receive  a  compensation  of  ten  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  he 
is  actually  employed,  and  his  traveling  and  other  necessary 
expenses ;  and  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  pay  the  same, 
together  with  the  traveling  and  other  necessary  and  proper 
expenses  of  any  conciliation  or  arbitration  had  hereunder,  not 
to  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year,  to  be  approved 
by  the  chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and 
audited  by  the  proper  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury,  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  thirtieth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  June  thirtieth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  12.  The  Act  to  create  boards  of  arbitration  or  oommis- 
sion  for  settling  controversies  and  differences  between  railroad 
corporations  and  other  common  carriers  engaged  in  interstate 
or  territorial  transportation  of  property  or  persons  and  their 
employees,  approved  October  firat,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Approved,  June  1,  1898. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  law  of  the  state  concerning  arbitration  is  as  fol- 
lows, being  chapter  263  of  the  Acts  of  1886,  approved 
June  2,  entitled,  '*  An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board 
of  Arbitration,  for  the  settlement  of  differences  between 
employers  and  their  employees,"  as  amended  by  St.  1887, 
chapter  269  ;  St.  1888,  chapter  261 ;  and  St.  1890,  chap- 
ter 385  ;  also  St.  1892,  chapter  382. 
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Section  1.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  appoint  three  competent  per- 
sons to  serve  as  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  One  of  them  shall  be  an 
employer  or  selected  from  some  association  representing  em- 
ployers of  labor,  one  of  them  shall  be  selected  from  some  labor 
organization  and  not  an  employer  of  labor,  the  third  shall  be 
appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other  two :  provided^ 
Jiowever^  that  if  the  two  appointed  do  not  agree  on  the  third 
man  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  he  shall  then  be  appointed 
by  the  governor.  They  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  or  until 
theu:  successors  are  appointed.  On  the  first  day  of  July  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven  the  governor,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  appoint  three  members 
of  said  board  in  the  manner  above  provided,  one  to  sei've  for 
three  yeare,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year,  or  until 
their  respective  successors  are  appointed  ;  and  on  the  first  day 
of  July  in  each  year  thereafter  the  governor  shall  in  the  same 
manner  appoint  one  member  of  said  board  to  succeed  the  mem- 
ber whose  term  then  expires,  and  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three 
years  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed.  If  a  vacancy  occurs 
at  any  time,  the  governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint 
some  one  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term ;  and  he  may  in  like 
manner  remove  any  member  of  said  board.  Each  member  of 
said  board  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  thereof.  They  shall  at  once 
organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number  as  chairman. 
Said  board  may  appoint  and  remove  a  clerk  of  the  board,  who 
shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  allowed  by  the  board,  but 
not  exceeding  twelve  hundre$l  dollars  a  year. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its 
oi'ganization,  establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  governor  and  council. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  in- 
volving questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  at  law  or 
bill  in  equity,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  indi- 
vidual, copartnership  or  corporation,  and  his  employees,  if  at 
the  time  he  employs  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, the  board  shall,  upon  application  as  hereinafter  pro^ 
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Tided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality 
of  the  dispute  and  make  carefal  inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof, 
hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who  may  come  before  them, 
advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done 
or  submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and 
make  a  written  decision  thereof.  This  decision  shall  at  once 
be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record 
to  be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement 
thereof  published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for, 
and  the  said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  where  said  business  is  carried  on. 

Sect.  4.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employees  in  the  department  of  the 
business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their 
duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain  a 
concise  statement  of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  prom- 
ise to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work  without  any  lock-out 
or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said  board,  if  it  shall  be  made 
within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of  filing  said  application.  When 
an  application  is  signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a 
majority  of  such  employees,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that 
such  agent  is  duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  em- 
ployees, but  the  names  of  the  employees  giving  such  authority 
shall  be  kept  secret  by  said  board.  As  soon  as  may  be  after 
the  receipt  of  said  application  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall 
cause  public  notice  to  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the 
hearing  thereon ;  but  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both 
parties  to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  {frcsent 
therewith  a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given. 
When  such  request  is  made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties 
interested  in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order ;  and  the 
board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice 
to  be  given,  notwithstanding  such  request. 

When  notice  has  been  given  as  aforesaid,  each  of  the  parties 
to  the  controversy,  the  employer  on  the  one  side,  and  the  em- 
ployees interested  on  the  other  side,  may  in  writing  nominate, 
and  the  board  may  appoint,  one  person  to  act  in  the  case  as 
expert  assistant  to  the  board.  The  two  persons  so  appointed 
shall  be  skilled  in  and  conversant  with  the  business  or  trade 
concerning  which  the  dispute  has  arisen.  It  shall  be  their  duty, 
under  the  direction  of  the  board,  to  obtain  and  report  to  the 
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board  informatioD  concerning  the  wages  paid  and  the  methods 
and  grades  of  work  prevailing  in  manufacturing  establishments 
within  the  Commonwealth  of  a  character  similar  to  that  in  which 
the  matters  in  dispute  have  arisen.  Said  expei*t  assistants  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty ;  such  oath  to 
be  administered  by  any  member  of  the  board,  and  a  record 
thereof  shall  be  preserved  with  the  record  of  the  proceedings  in 
the  case.  They  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury 
of  the  Commonwealth  such  compensation  as  shall  be  allowed 
and  certified  by  the  board,. together  with  all  necessary  travelling 
expenses.*  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  board  from  appointing  such  other  additional  expert  assist- 
ant or  *  assistants  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  Should  the  peti- 
tioner or  petitioners  fail  to  perform  the  promise  made  in  said 
application,  the  board  shall  proceed  no  further  thereupon  with- 
out the  written  consent  of  the  adverse  party.  The  board  shall 
have  power  to  summon  as  witness  any  operative  in  the  depart- 
ments of  business  affected  and  any  person  who  keeps  the 
records  of  wages  earned  in  those  departments,  and  to  examine 
them  under  oath,  and  to  require  the  production  of  books  con- 
taining the  record  of  wages  paid.  Summonses  may  be  signed 
and  oaths  administered  by  any  member  of  the  board. 

Sect.  5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after 
such  notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided,  and 
render  a  written  decision,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspec- 
tion, shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board,  and 
published  at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  an  annual  report  to 
be  made  to  the  general  court  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Feb- 
ruary in  each  year. 

Sect.  6.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties 
who  join  in  said  application  for  six  months,  or  until  either  paiiiy 
has  given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  not  to  be 
bound  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  therefrom. 
Said  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employees  by  posting  the  same 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or  factory  where  they 
work. 

Sect.  7.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as 
described  in  section  three  of  this  act  may  submit  the  matters  in 
dispute,  in  writing,  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia-

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tioD ;  such  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the 
employer  may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employees 
or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators 
so  designated  may  ehoose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
board.     Such  board  shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  referred  to 
it,  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might 
have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  whatever  binding 
effect  may  be  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  in  the 
wntten  submission.     The  jurisdiction  of  such  board  shall  be 
exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to  it,  but  it  may 
ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  state  board. 
The  decision  of  such  board  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  of 
the  close  of  any  hearing  held  by  it ;  such  decision  shall  At  once 
be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  contro- 
versy or  difference  arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  state  board.     Each  of  such  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the 
controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  the  arbitration 
exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  in  writing  by  the  mayor  of 
such  city  or  the  board  of  selectmen  of  such  town,  the  sum  of 
three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  not  exceeding  ten 
days  for  any  one  arbitration.     Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear 
to  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the  board  of  selectmen  of  a  town 
that  a  strike  or  lock-out  such  as  described  in  section  eight  of 
this  act  is  seriously  threatened  or  actually  occurs,  the  mayor  of 
such  city  or  the  board  of  selectmen  of  such  town  shall  at  once 
notify  the  state  board  of  the  facts. 

Sect.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
state  board,  either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the 
board  of  selectmen  of  a  town,  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
section  or  otherwise,  that  a  strike  or  lock-out  is  seriousJy 
threatened  or  has  actually  occurred  in  any  city  or  town  of  the 
Commonwealth,  involving  an  employer  and  his  present  or  past 
employees,  if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or  up  to  the  occur- 
rence of  the  strike  or  lock-out  was  employing,  not  less  than 
twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any 
city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
state  board  to  put  itself  in  communication  as  soon  as  may  be 
with  such  employer  and  employees,  and  endeavor  by  mediation 
to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  or  to  endeavor 
to  persuade  them,  provided  that  a  strike  or  lock-out  has  not 
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actaallj  occurred  or  is  not  then  continaing,  to  submit  the 
mattera  in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion, as  above  provided,  or  to  the  state  board ;  and  said  state 
board  may,  if  it  deems  it  advisable,  investigate  the  cause  or 
causes  of  such  controversy,  and  ascertain  which  party  thereto 
is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  con- 
tinuance of  the  same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a  report  find- 
ing such  cause  or  causes,  and  assigning  such  responsibility  or 
blame.  The  board  shall  have  the  same  powers  for  the  fore- 
going purposes  as  are  given  it  by  section  three  of  this  act. 

Sect.  9.  Witnesses  summoned  by  the  state  board  shall  be 
allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the 
further  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in 
excess  of  two  hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents  a  mile  for 
travel  each  way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment 
or  business  to  the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each 
witness  shall  certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and 
attendance,  and  the  amount  due  him  shall  be  paid  forthwith  by 
the  board,  and  for  such  purpose  the  board  shall  be  entitled  to 
draw  from  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  provided  for 
in  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four. 

Sect.  10.  The  members  of  said  state  board  shall  until  the 
first  day  of  July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
be  paid  five  dollars  a  day  each  for  each  day  of  actual  service ; 
and  on  and  after  said  date  they  shall  each  receive  a  salary  at 
the  rate  of  two  thousand  dollars  a  year,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and  both  before  and  after  said 
date  they  shall  be  allowed  their  necessary  travelling  and  other 
expenses,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

[St.  1892,  Chapter  382.] 

An  Act  relating  to  the  duties  and  compensation  of  expert 
assistants  appointed  by  the  state  board  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation. 

Be  it  enacted^  elc,^  as  follows : 

Section  1.  In  all  controversies  between  an  employer  and  his 
employees  in  which  application  is  made  to  the  state  board  of 
arbitration  and  conciliation,  as  provided  by  section  four  of  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
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hnndred  and  eighty-six  as  amended  by  section  three  of  chapter 
two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  by  section  one  of  chapter  three 
hundred  and  eighty- five  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety,  said  board  shall  appoint  a  fit  person  to  act  in 
the  case  as  expert  assistant  to  the  board.  Said  expert  assist- 
ants shall  attend  the  sessions  of  said  board  when  required, 
and  no  conclusion  shall  be  announced  as  a  decision  of  said 
board,  in  any  case  where  such  assistants  have  acted,  until  after 
notice  given  to  them,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  appointing  a  time 
and  place  for  a  final  conference  between  said  board  and  expert 
assistant  on  the  matters  included  in  the  proposed  decision. 
Said  expert  assistants  shall  be  privileged  to  submit  to  the 
board,  at  any  time  before  a  final  decision  shall  be  determined 
upon  and  published,  any  facts,  advice,  arguments  or  sugges- 
tions which  they  may  deem  applicable  to  the  case.  They 
shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  by 
any  member  of  said  board,  and  a  record  thereof  shall  be  pre- 
served with  the  record  of  the  proceedings  in  the  case.  They 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  their  services  from  the  treas- 
ury of  the  Commonwealth  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  for  each 
day  of  actual  service,  together  with  all  their  necessary  travel- 
ling expenses. 

Sect.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.     [4^* 
proved  June  IBy  1892, 


NEW    YOBE. 

A  state  board  of  arbitration  was  established  in  1886,  to  de- 
cide appeals  from  such  temporary  boards  as  might  be  formed 
in  special  cases  when  that  mode  of  settlement  had  been  re- 
sorted to  by  the  parties  in  Interest.  In  1887  it  was  given 
concurrent  jurisdiction,  and,  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  agree- 
ments, mediation  was  added  to  its  functions.  From  1897  the 
state  board  of  mediation  and  arbitration  acted  under  chapter 
415  of  the  laws  of  that  year,  known  as  the  labor  law  (whicb 
was  a  revision  and  consolidation  of  previous  enactments,  be- 
ing chapter  XXXII  of  the  General  Laws) ,  until  February  7, 
1901  (chapter  9),  when  a  department  of  labor  was  created  in 
three  bureaus :  for  factory  inspection,  for  labor  statistics  and

for  mediation  and  arbitration.  The  affairs  of  the  first  two 
bureaas  are  each  administered  by  a  deputy  appointed  and  re- 
movable at  pleasure  by  the  commissioner  of  labor. 

The  head  of  the  department  has  special  charge  of  the  bnreau 
of  mediation  and  arbitration,  and  for  such  functions  has  for 
assessors  the  two  deputy  commissioners.  These  three  consti- 
tute the  board  to  which  the  following  provisions  of  article  X 
of  the  Labor  Law  now  refer :  — 

§  142.  Arbitratioii  by  the  board.  —  A  grievance  or  dis- 
pute between  an  employer  and  his  employes  may  be  submitted 
to  the  board  of  arbitration  and  mediation  for  their  deteimina- 
tion  and  settlement.  Such  submission  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
contain  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  grievance  or  dispute  and  the 
cause  thereof,  and  also  an  agreement  to  abide  the  determination 
of  the  board,  and  during  the  investigation  to  continue  in  busi- 
ness or  at  work,  without  a  lock-out  or  strike. 

Upon  such  submission  the  board  shall  examine  the  matter 
in  controversy.  For  the  purpose  of  such  inquiry  they  may 
subpcena  witnesses,  compel  their  attendance  and  take  and 
hear  testimony.  Witnesses  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees 
as  in  courts  of  record.  The  decision  of  the  board  mnst  be 
rendered  within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  investi- 
gation. 

§  143.  Mediation  in  case  of  strike  or  lock-out*  —  When- 
ever a  strike  or  lock-out  occurs  or  is  seriously  threatened,  the 
board  shall  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  locality  thereof, 
and  endeavor,  by  mediation,  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  of 
the  controversy.  It  may  inquire  into  the  cause  thereof,  and  for 
that  purpose  has  the  same  power  as  in  the  case  of  a  controversy 
submitted  to  it  for  arbitration. 

§  144.  Decisions  of  board.  —  Within  ten  days  after  the 
completion  of  every  examination  or  investigation  authorized  by 
this  article,  the  board  or  majority  thereof  shall  render  a  decision, 
stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  contro- 
versy and  the  points  disposed  of  by  them,  and  make  a  written 
report  of  their  findings  of  fact  and  of  their  recommendations  to 
each  party  to  the  controversy. 

Every  decision  and  report  shall  be  filed  in  the  ofi3ce  of  the 
board  and  a  copy  thereof  served  upon  each  party  to  the  contro- 
versy, and  in  case  of  a  submission  to  arbitration,  a  copy  shall 
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be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  or  counties  where 
the  controversy  arose. 

§  145.  Annual  report.  — The  board  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  legislature,  and  shall  include  therein  such  state- 
ments and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  work  of  the 
board,  the  facts  relating  to  each  controversy  considered  by 
them  and  the  decision  thereon,  together  with  such  suggestions 
as  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  them  conducive  to  harmony  in 
the  relations  of  employers  and  employes. 

§  146.  Submission  of  oontroversies  to  local  arbitrators. 
—  A  grievance  or  dispute  between  an  employer  and  his  em- 
ployes may  be  submitted  to  a  board  of  arbitrators,  consisting 
of  three  persons,  for  hearing  and  settlement.  When  the  em- 
ployes concerned  are  members  in  good  standing  of  a  labor 
organization,  which  is  represented  by  one  or  more  delegates 
in  a  central  body,  one  arbitrator  may  be  appointed  by  such 
central  body  and  one  by  the  employer.  The  two  so  des- 
jgnated  shall  appoint  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
board. 

If  the  employes  concerned  in  such  grievance  or  dispute  are 
members  of  good  standing  of  a  labor  organization  which  is  not 
represented  in  a  central  body,  the  oi^anization  of  which  they 
are  members  may  select  and  designate  one  arbitrator.  If  such 
employes  are  not  members  of  a  labor  organization,  a  majority 
thereof,  at  a  meeting  duly  called  for  that  purpose,  may  desig- 
nate one  arbitrator  for  such  board. 

§  147.  Consent;  oath;  powers  of  arbitrators.  —  Before 
entering  upon  his  duties,  each  arbitrator  so  selected  shall  sign 
a  consent  to  act  and  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  faithfully 
and  impartially  discharge  his  duties  as  such  arbitrator,  which 
consent  and  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the 
county  or  counties  where  the  controversy  arose.  When  such 
board  is  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business,  it  shall  select 
one  of  its  members  to  act  as  secretary,  and  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  hearing  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy. 

The  board  may,  through  its  chairman,  subpcena  witnesses, 
compel  their  attendance  and  take  and  hear  testimony. 

The  board  may  make  and  enforce  rules  for  its  government 
and  the  transaction  of  the  business  before  it,  and  fix  its  ses- 
sions and  adjournments. 
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§  148.  Decision  of  arbitrators.  —  The  boai-d  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  the  close  of  the  hearing,  render  a  written  deci- 
sion, signed  by  them,  giving  snch  details  as  clearly  show  the 
nature  of  the  controversy  and  the  questions  decided  by  them. 
Such  decision  shall  be  a  settlement  of  the  matter  submitted 
to  such  arbitrators,  unless  within  ten  days  thereafter  an  appeal 
is  taken  therefrom  to  the  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbil^ra* 
tion. 

One  copy  of  the  decision  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
derk  of  the  county  or  counties  where  the  controversy  arose, 
and  one  copy  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  secretary  of  the  state 
board  of  mediation  and  arbitration. 

§  149.  Appeals.  —  The  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbi- 
tration shall  hear,  consider  and  investigate  every  appeal  to  it 
from  any  such  board  of  local  arbitrators,  and  its  decisions  shall 
be  in  writing  and  a  copy  thereof  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
the  county  or  counties  where  the  controversy  arose,  and  dupli- 
cate copies  served  upon  each  party  to  the  controversy.  Such 
decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  parties  to  the 
arbitration. 


MONTANA. 

There  was  a  law  in  Montana,  approved  Feb.  28,  1887, 
entitled  '*  An  Act  to  provide  for  a  territorial  board  of  arbitra- 
tion for  the  settlement  of  differences  between  employers  and 
employes."  The  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  territory  on 
March  14,  1889,  created  a  commission  to  codify  laws  and 
procedure,  and  to  revise,  simplify  and  consolidate  statutes; 
and  Montana  became  a  state  on  November  8  of  the  same 
year. 

The  following  is  the  law  relating  to  arbitration  of  industrial 
disputes,  as  it  appears  in  ^'  The  Codes  and  Statutes  of  Montana 
in  force  July  1,  1895." 

The  Political  Code. 

[Part  ni,  Title  VH,  Chapter  XIX.] 

§  8330.     There  is  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  concili- 

« 

ation  consistiug  of  three  members,  whose  term  of  ofBce  is  two 


^ 
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years  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified. 
The  board  must  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time 
the  governor  shall  appoint  some  one  to  serve  out  the  anezpiied 
term,  and  he  may  in  like  manner  remove  any  member  of  said 
board.     [§  3330.    Act  approved  March  15,  1895.'] 

§  3331.  One  of  the  board  must  be  an  employer,  or  selected 
from  some  association  representing  employers  of  labor;  and 
one  of  them  must  be  a  laborer,  or  selected  from  some  labor 
organization,  and  not  an  employer  of  labor,  and  the  other  most 
be  a  disinterested  citizen. 

§  3332.  The  members  of  the  board  must,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  the  oath  required  by  the 
constitution.  They  shall  at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one 
of  their  number  as  chairman.  Said  board  may  appoint  and 
remove  a  clerk  of  the  board,  who  shall  receive  such  compensa- 
tion as  may  be  allowed  by  the  board,  but  not  exceeding  five 
dollars  per  day  for  the  time  employed.  The  board  shall,  as  soon 
as  possible  after  its  organization,  establish  such  rules  or  modes 
of  procedure  as  are  necessary,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
governor.     [§  3332.    Act  approved  March  15,  1895.] 

§  3333.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  dispute,  not  involving 
questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  civil  action,  exists 
between  an  employer  (if  he  employs  twenty  or  more  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business  in  the  state)  and  his  employes, 
the  board  must,  on  application  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  visit 
the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  inquiry  into  the  cause 
thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who  may  come 
before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything, 
ought  to  be  done,  by  either  or  both,  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and 
the  board  must  make  a  written  decision  thereon.  The  decision 
must  at  once  be  made  public,  and  must  be  recorded  in  a  book 
kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  board,  and  a  statement  thereof  pub- 
lished in  the  annual  report,  and  the  board  must  cause  a  copy 
thereof  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  where  the  dis* 
pute  arose. 

§  3334.  The  application  to  the  board  of  arbitration  and 
conciliation  must  be  signed  by  the  employer,  or  by  a  majority 
of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  business  in  which  the 
controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their  duly  authorized  agent 
or  by  both  paities,  and  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the 
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grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in 
business  or  at  work  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the 
decision  of  said  board  if  it  shall  be  made  within  four  weeks 
of  the  date  of  filing  said  application.  When  an  application  is 
signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of  such 
employes,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such  agent  is  duly 
authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes,  but  the 
names  of  the  employes  giving  such  authority  shall  be  kept 
secret  by  said  board ;  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of 
said  application  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public 
notice  to  be  given  for  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing 
thereon ;  but  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties 
to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith 
a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given ;  when  such 
request  is  made  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested 
in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order ;  and  the  board  may, 
at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given,  notwithstanding  such  request.  When  notice  has  been 
given  as  aforesaid,  each  of  the  pai*ties  to  the  controversy,  the 
employer  on  one  side,  and  the  employes  interested  on  the  other 
side,  may  in  writing  nominate,  and  the  board  may  appoint,  one 
person  to  act  in  the  case  as  expert  assistant  to  the  board. 

The  two  persons  so  appointed  shall  be  skilled  in  and  conver- 
sant with  the  business  or  trade  concerning  which  the  dispute 
has  arisen.  It  shall  be  their  duty,  under  the  direction  of  the 
board,  to  obtain  and  report  to  the  board,  infonnation  concern- 
ing the  wages  paid,  the  hours  of  labor  and  the  methods  and 
grades  of  work  prevailing  in  manufacturing  establishments,  or 
other  industries  or  occupations,  within  the  state  of  a  character 
similar  to  that  in  which  the  matters  in  dispute  have  arisen. 
Said  expert  assistants  shall  be  ^orn  to  the  faithful  discharge 
of  their  duty ;  such  oath  to  be  administered  by  any  member  of 
the  board,  and  a  record  thereof  shall  be  preserved  with  the 
record  of  the  proceedings  in  the  case.  They  shall  be  entided 
to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  state  such  compensation 
as  shall  be  allowed  and  certified  by  the  board  not  exceeding 

dollars  per  day,  together  with  all  necessary  traveling 

expenses.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  board  from  appointing  such  other  additional  expert  assist- 
ant or  assistants  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  who  shall  be  paid 
in  like  manner.     Should  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to 
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perform  the  promise  made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall 
proceed  no  further  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  adverse  party.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  summon  as 
witness  any  operative  or  employe  in  the  department  of  busi- 
ness affected  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages 
earned  in  those  departments,  and  to  examine  them  under  oath, 
and  to  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the  record  of 
wages  paid.  Summons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  administered 
by  any  member  of  the  board.  [§  8334.  Act  approved  March 
15, 1895.'] 

§  3335.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided,  and  render 
a  written  decision,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection, 
shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board,  and  published 
at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to 
the  governor  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each 
year.     [§  3335.    Act  approved  MarcJi  15, 1895.'] 

§  3336.  Any  decision  made  by  the  board  is  binding  upon 
the  parties  who  join  in  the  application  for  six  months,  or  until 
either  party  has  given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  inten- 
tion not  to  be  bound  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty 
days  therefrom.  The  notice  must  be  given  to  employes  by 
posting  the  same  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop,  office, 
factory,  store,  mill,  or  mine  where  the  employes  work. 

§  3337.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as  de- 
scribed in  §  3333  of  this  code  may  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute, in  writing,  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  ; 
such  board  may  be  either  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer 
may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employes,  or  their 
duly  authorized  agent,  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators  so  desig- 
nated may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board. 
Such  board  shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  referred  to  it,  have 
and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might  have 
and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  whatever  binding  effect  may 
be  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  in  the  written  sub- 
mission. The  jurisdiction  of  such  board  shall  be  exclusive  in 
respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  re- 
ceive the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  state  board.  The  deci- 
sion of  such  board  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  of  the 
close  of  any  hearing  held  by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or 
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difference  arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
state  board  and  entered  on  its  records.  £ach  of  such  arbitra- 
tors shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  county 
in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  the 
arbitration  exists,  if  such  payment  shall  be  approved  by  the 
commissioners  of  said  county,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for 
each  day  of  actual  service,  not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one 
arbitration. 

Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  any  city  or 
two  commissioners  of  any  county,  that  a  strike  or  lockout  such 
as  described  hereafter  in  this  section  is  seriously  threatened  or 
actually  occurs,  the  mayor  of  such  city,  or  said  commissioner 
of  such  county,  shall  at  once  notify  the  state  board  of  the  fact. 

Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  state  board, 
either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city,  or  two  or  more  com- 
missioners of  a  county,  as  provided  in  this  section,  or  otherwise, 
that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened  or  has  actually 
occurred  in  any  city  or  county  of  this  state,  involving  an  em- 
ployer and  his  present  or  past  employes,  if  at  the  time  he  is 
employing  or  up  to  the  occurrence  of  the  strike  or  lockout  was 
employing  not  less  than  twenty  persons  in  the  same  general 
line  of  business  in  any  city,  town  or  county  in  this  state,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  to  put  itself  in  communica- 
tion as  soon  as  may  be  with  such  employer  and  employes,  and 
endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between 
them,  or  to  endeavor  to  persuade  them,  providing  that  a  strike 
or  lockout  has  not  actually  occurred  or  is  not  then  continuing, 
to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation  as  above  provided,  or  to  the  state  board  ;  and 
said  state  board  may,  if  it  deems  it  advisable,  investigate  the 
cause  or  causes  of  such  controversy,  and  ascertain  which  party 
thereto  is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy  for  the  existence 
or  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a  repoi-t 
finding  such  cause  or  causes,  and  assigning  such  responsibility 
or  blame.  The  board  shall  have  the  same  powers  for  the  fore- 
going purposes  as  are  given  it  by  §  3833  of  this  code. 

Witnesses  summoned  by  the  state  board  shall  be  allowed  the 
sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the  further  sum  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in  excess  of  two 
hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents  a  mile  for  travel  each 
way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment  or  business  to 
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the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each  witness  shall 
certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and  attendance,  and 
the  amount  due  him  shall  be  (see  §  9  of  Massachusetts  act  and 
make  such  provision  as  deemed  best)  certified  to  the  state  board 
of  examiners  for  auditing,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  as  other 
expenses  of  the  state  from  any  moneys  in  the  state  treasury. 
[§  3337.     Act  approved  March  15,  1895.'] 

§  3338.  The  arbitrators  hereby  created  must  be  paid  five 
dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service  and  their  necessary  travel- 
ing expenses  and  necessary  books  or  record,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  state,  as  by  law  provided. 


MICHIGAN. 

[PnbUc  Acts,  1889,  No.  238.] 

▲n  Aot  to  proYide  for  the  amioable  adjustment  of  griev- 
anoes  and  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
and  employes,  and  to  authorise  the  creation  of  a  State 
court  of  mediation  and  arbitration. 

Section  1.  The  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That 
wlienever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature  shall  arise 
between  any  employer  and  his  employes,  it  shall  be  lawful  to 
submit  the  same  in  writing  to  a  court  of  arbitrators  for  hearing 
and  settlement,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  After  the  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  may, 
whenever  he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  appoint  a  State  court  of  mediation  and  arbitra- 
tion, to  consist  of  three  competent  persons,  who  shall  hold  their 
terms  of  office,  respectively,  one,  two  and  three  years,  and  upon 
the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms  the  said  term  of  office 
shall  be  uniformly  for  three  years.  If  any  vacancy  happens  by 
resignation  or  otherwise  he  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  appoint 
an  arbitrator  for  the  residue  of  the  term.  If  the  Senate  shall 
not  be  in  session  at  the  time  any  vacancy  shall  occur  or  exist, 
the  Governor  shall  appoint  an  arbitrator  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Senate  when  convened.  Said 
court  shall  have  a  clerk  or  secretary,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  court,  to  serve  three  years,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep 
a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  court  and 
also  all  documents,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  said 
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court  may  prescribe.  He  shall  have  power,  under  the  direction 
of  the  court,  to  issue  subpoenas,  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases 
before  said  court,  to  call  for  and  examine  all  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  any  parties  to  the  conti*oversy,  with  the  same 
authority  to  enforce  their  production  as  is  possessed  by  the 
courts  of  record,  or  the  judges  thereof,  in  this  State.  Said 
arbitrators  and  clerk  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional 
oath  of  office,  and  be  sworn  to  the  due  and  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  before  entering  upon  the 
discharge  of  the  same.  An  office  shall  be  set  apart  in  the 
capitol  by  the  person  or  persons  having  charge  thereof,  for  the 
proper  and  convenient  transaction  of  the  business  of  said  court. 

Sec.  3.  Any  two  of  the  arbitrators  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  may  hold  meetings  at  any 
time  or  place  within  the  State.  Examinations  or  investigations 
ordered  by  the  court  may  be  held  and  taken  by  and  before  any 
one  of  their  number,  if  so  directed.  But  the  proceedings  and 
decisions  of  any  single  arbitrator  shall  not  be  deemed  conclusive 
until  approved  by  the  court  or  a  majority  thereof.  Each  arbi- 
trator shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths. 

S£C.  4.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature  shall 
arise  between  any  employer  and  his  employes,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same  directly  to  said  State  court, 
and  shall  jointly  notify  said  court  or  its  clerk,  in  writing,  of  such 
grievance  or  dispute.  Whenever  such  notification  to  said  court 
or  its  clerk  is  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  proceed, 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality  of  such  grievance 
or  dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  grievance  or 
dispute.'  The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dispute  shall  thereupon 
submit  to  said  court,  in  writing,  succinctly,  clearly  and  in  detail, 
their  grievances  and  complaints,  and  the  cause  or  causes  thereof, 
and  severally  agree  in  writing  to  submit  to  the  decision  of  said 
court  as  to  matters  so  submitted,  and  a  promise  or  agreement  to 
continue  on  in  business  or  at  work,  without  a  lockout  or  strike, 
until  the  decision  of  said  court,  provided  it  shall  be  rendered 
within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  investigation.  The 
court  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  fully  investigate  and  inquire  into 
the  matters  in  controversy,  and  to  take  testimony,  under  oath, 
in  relation  thereto,  and  shall  have  power,  by  its  chairman  or 
clerk,  to  administer  oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance 
of  witnesses,  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  to  the  same 
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extent  as  such  power  is  possessed  by  courts  of  record,  or  the 
judges  thereof,  in  this  State. 

Sec.  5.  After  the  matter  has  been  fully  heard  the  said  board, 
or  majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days,  render  a  deci- 
sion thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  de- 
cision and  the  points  disposed  of  by  them.  The  decision  shall 
be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  filed  by  the  clerk  of 
the  court  in  the  clerk*s  ofiSce  of  the  county  where  the  contro- 
versy arose,  and  one  copy  shall  be  served  on  each  of  the  parties 
to  the  controversy. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occur  or  is  seri- 
ously threatened,  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and  shall  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  court,  it  shall  be  its  duty,  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  locality  of 
such  strike  or  lockout  and  put  itself  in  communication  with  the 
parties  to  the  controversy,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect 
an  amicable  settlement  of  such  controversy ;  and,  if  in  its  judg- 
ment it  is  deemed  best,  to  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of 
the  controversy,  and  to  that  end  the  court  is  hereby  authorized 
to  subpcena  witnesses,  compel  their  attendance,  and  send  for 
persons  and  papers,  in  like  manner  and  with  the  same  powers  as 
it  is  authorized  to  do  by  section  four  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  The  fees  of  witnesses  shall  be  one  dollar  for  each 
day's  attendance,  and  seven  cents  per  mile  traveled  by  the  near- 
est route  in  getting  to  and  returning  from  the  place  where 
attendance  is  required  by  the  court,  to  be  allowed  by  the  board 
of  State  auditors  upon  the  certificate  of  the  court.  All  sub- 
poenas shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  court,  and  may 
be  served  by  any  person  of  full  age  authorized  by  the  court  to 
serve  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Said  court  shall  make  a  yearly  report  to  the  Legis-. 
lature,  and  shall  include  therein  such  statements,  facts  and 
explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  working  of  the  court, 
and  such  suggestions  as  to  legislation,  as  may  seem  to  them 
conducive  to  harmonizing  the  relations  of,  and  disputes  be- 
tween, employers  and  the  wage-earning. 

Sec  9.  Each  arbitrator  shall  be  entitled  to  five  dollars  per 
day  for  actual  service  performed,  payable  from  the  treasury  of 
the  State.  The  clerk  or  secretary  shall  be  appointed  from  one 
of  their  number,  and  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  not  to  ex- 
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oeed  twelve  hundred  dollars,  without  per  diem,  per  year,  pay- 
able in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  10.  Whenever  the  term  *'  employer"  or  "  employers"  is 
used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include  ^^  firm  "  ''  joint  stock 
association,"  "  company"  or  '*  corporation,"  as  fully  as  if  each 
of  the  last  named  terms  was  expressed  in  each  place.  JiAp- 
proved  July  5, 1889. 


CALIFORNIA. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  for  the 
settlement  of  differences  between  employers  and  em- 
ployes, to  define  the  duties  of  said  Board,  and  to 
appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
therefor. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California^  represented  in   Senate 

and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year, 
the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  appoint  three  competent  per- 
sons to  serve  as  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation. 
One  shall  represent  the  employers  of  labor,  one  shall  represent 
labor  employes,  and  the  third  member  shall  represent -neither, 
and  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Board.  They  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  quali- 
fied. If  a  vacancy  occurs,  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter  the 
Governor  shall  appoint  some  one  to  serve  the  unexpired  teim ; 
provided^  however^  that  when  the  parties  to  any  controversy  or 
difference,  as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  Act,  do  not  desire 
to  submit  their  controversy  to  the  State  Board,  they  may  by 
agreement  each  choose  one  person,  and  the  two  shall  choose  a 
third,  who  shall  be  Chairman  and  umpire,  and  the  three  shall 
constitute  a  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  for  the 
special  controversy  submitted  to  it,  and  shall  for  that  purpose  \ 
have  the  same  powers  as  the  State  Board.  The  members  of 
the  said  Board  or  Boards,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
their  oflSce,  shall  be  sworn  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties 
thereof.  They  shall  adopt  such  rules  of  procedure  as  they  may 
deem  best  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Skc.  2.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  exists  be- 
tween an  employer,  whether  an  individual,  copartnership,  or 
corporation,  which,  if  not  arbitrated,  would  involve  a  strike  or 
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lockout,  and  his  employes,  the  Board  shall,  upon  application, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter, 
visit,  if  necessary,  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  careful 
inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein 
who  may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what, 
if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either,  or 
both,  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision 
thereof.  This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be 
recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to  be  kept  by  the  board. 

Sec.  3.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer, 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the 
business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their 
duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain  a 
concise  statement  of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a 
promise  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work,  without  any 
lockout  or  strike,  until  the  decision  of  said  Board,  which  must, 
if  possible,  be  made  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of  filing 
the  application.  Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  said  applica- 
tion, the  Chairman  of  said  Board  shall  cause  public  notice  to 
be  given  of  the  time  and  place  for  hearing.  Should  the  peti- 
tioners fail  to  keep  the  promise  made  therein,  the  Board  shall 
proceed  no  further  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  adverse  party.  And  the  party  violating  the  contract  shall 
pay  the  extra  cost  of  the  Board  entailed  thereby.  The  Board 
may  then  reopen  the  case  and  proceed  to  the  final  arbitration 
thereof  as  provided  in  section  two  hereof. 

Sec.  4.  The  decision  rendered  by  the  Board  shall  be  bind- 
ing upon  the  parties  who  join  in  the  application  for  six  months, 
or  until  either  party  has  given  the  other  a  written  notice  of  his 
intention  not  to  be  further  bound  by  the  conditions  thereof 
after  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  or  any  time  agreed  upon  by 
the  parties,  which  agreement  shall  be  entered  as  a  part  of  the 
decision.  Said  notice  may  be  given  to  the  employes  by  post- 
ing a  notice  thereof  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or 
factory  where  they  work. 

Sec.  5.  Both  employers  and  employes  shall  have  the  right 
at  any  time  to  submit  to  the  Board  complaints  of  grievances 
and  ask  for  an  investigation  thereof.  The  Board  shall  decide 
whether  the  complaint  is  entitled  to  a  public  investigation,  and 
if  they  decide  in  the  affirmative,  they  shall  proceed  to  hear  the 
testimony,  after  giving  notice  to  all  parties  concerned,  and 
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publish  the  result  of  their  investigations  as  soon  as  possible 
thereafter. 

Sbc.  6.  The  arbitrators  hereby  created  shall  be  paid  five 
dollars  per  day  for  each  day  of  actaal  service,  and  also  their 
necessary  traveling  and  other  expenses  incident  to  the  duties 
of  their  office  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury ;  but  the 
expenses  and  salaries  hereby  authorized  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  for  the  two  years. 

Sec.  7.  The  sura  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  State  Treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  for  the  expenses  of  the  Board  for  the  first 
two  years  after  its  organization. 

Sec.  8.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.     [^Approved  March  10, 1891. 


NEW   JERSEY. 


An  Aot  to  provide  for  the  amioabld  adjustment  of  griev- 
ances and  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
and  employees,  and  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  state 
board  of  arbitration. 

1*  Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  That  whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute 
of  any  nature  growing  out  of  the  relation  of  employer  and  em- 
ployee shall  arise  or  exist  between  employer  and  employees,  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  submit  all  matters  respecting  such  grievance  or 
dispute,  in  writing,  to  a  board  of  arbitrators,  to  hear,  adjudicate 
and  determine  the  same ;  said  board  shall  consist  of  five  per- 
sons ;  when  the  employees  concerned  in  any  such  grievance  or 
dispute  as  aforesaid  are  members  in  good  standing  of  any  labor 
organization,  which  is  represented  by  one  or  more  delegates  in 
a  central  body,  the  said  central  body  shall  have  power  to  desig- 
nate two  of  said  arbitrators ;  and  the  employer  shall  have  the 
power  to  designate  two  others  of  said  arbitrators,  and  the  said 
four  arbitrators  shall  designate  a  fifth  person  as  arbitrator,  who 
shall  be  chairman  of  the  board ;  in  case  the  employees  concerned 
in  any  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are  members  in 
good  standing  of  a  labor  organization  which  is  not  represented 
in  a  central  body,  then  the  organization  of  which  they  are 
members  shall  have  the  power  to  select  and  designate  two  arbi- 
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trators  for  said  board,  and  said  board  shall  be  organized  as 
hereinbefore  provided ;  and  in  case  the  employees  concerned  in 
any  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are  not  members  of 
any  labor  organization,  then  a  majority  of  said  employees,  at  a 
meeting  duly  held  for  that  purpose,  shall  designate  two  arbitra- 
tors for  said  board,  and  the  said  board  shall  be  organized  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

2.  And  be  U  enacted^  That  any  board  as  aforesaid  selected 
may  present  a  petition  to  the  county  judge  of  the  county  where 
such  grievances  or  disputes  to  be  arbitrated  may  arise,  signed 
by  at  least  a  majority  of  said  board,  setting  forth  in  brief  terms 
the  nature  of  the  grievance  or  dispute  between  the  parties  to 
said  arbitration,  and  praying  the  license  or  order  of  such  judge 
establishing  and  approving  said  board  of  arbitration ;  upon  the 
presentation  of  said  petition  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
judge  to  make  an  order  establishing  such  board  of  arbitration 
and  referring  the  matters  in  dispute  to  it  for  hearing,  adjudica- 
tion and  determination ;  the  said  petition  and  order  or  a  copy 
thereof  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in 
which  the  said  judge  resides. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  arbitrators  so  selected  shall 
sign  a  consent  to  act  as  such,  and  shall  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  before  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  to  faith- 
fully and  impartially  discharge  his  duties  as  such  arbitrator, 
which  consent  and  oath  shall  be  immediately  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  county  wherein  such  arbitrators  are  to  act ;  when 
the  said  board  is  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business,  it  shall 
select  one  of  its  members  to  act  as  secretary,  and  the  parties  to 
the  dispute  shall  receive  notice  of  a  time  and  place  of  hearing ; 
the  chairman  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  to  issue 
subpoenas  for  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  and  for  the 
attendance  of  witnesses,  to  the  same  extent  that  such  power  is 
possessed  by  the  courts  of  records  or  the  judges  thereof  in  this 
state ;  the  board  may  make  and  enforce  the  rules  for  its  gov- 
ernment and  transaction  of  the  business  before  it  and  fix  its 
sessions  and  adjournments,  and  shall  hear  and  examine  such 
witnesses  as  may  be  brought  before  the  board,  and  such  oUier 
proof  as  may  be  given  relative  to  the  matters  in  dispute. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  after  the  matter  has  been  fully 
heard,  the  said  board  or  a  majority  of  its  members  shall  within 
ten  days  render  a  decision  thereon,  in  writing,  signed  by  them. 
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givlDg  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the 
decision  and  the  matters  adjudicated  and  determined ;  such 
adjudication  and  determination  shall  be  a  settlement  of  the 
matter  referred  to  said  arbitrators,  unless  an  appeal  is  taken 
therefrom  as  hereinafter  provided  ;  the  adjudication  and  deter- 
mination shall  be  in  duplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county,  and  the  other  transmitted 
to  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  arbitration  hereinafter 
mentioned,  together  with  the  testimony  taken  before  said  board. 

5.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  when  the  said  board  shall  have 
rendered  its  adjudication  and  determination  its  powers  shall 
cease,  unless  there  may  be  in  existence  at  the  time  other  similar 
grievances  or  disputes  between  the  same  classes  of  persons  men- 
tioned in  section  one,  and  in  such  case  such  persons  may  submit 
their  differences  to  the  said  board,  which  shall  have  power  to 
act  and  adjudicate  and  determine  the  same  as  fully  as  if  said 
board  was  originally  created  for  the  settlement  of  such'  other 
difference  or  differences. 

6.  And  he  it  enacted,  That  within  thirty  days  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act  the  governor  shall  appoint  a  state  board  of 
arbitration,  to  consist  of  three  competent  persons,  each  of  whom 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  five  years  ;  one  of  said  per- 
sons shall  be  selected  from  a  bona  fide  labor  organization  of  this 
state.  If  any  vacancy  happens,  by  resignation  or  otherwise, 
the  governor  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  appoint  an  arbitrator 
for  the  residue  of  the  term  ;  said  board  shall  have  a  secretary, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  and  hold  office  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  board  and  whose  duty  shall  be  to  keep  a  full  and  faith- 
ful record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  and  also  possession 
of  all  documents  and  testimony  forwarded  by  the  local  boards 
of  arbitration,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  said  board 
may  prescribe  ;  he  shall  have  power,  under  the  direction  of  the 
board,  to  issue  subpoenas,  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases  be- 
fore said  board,  to  call  for  and  examine  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  any  parties  to  the  controversy,  with  the  same 
authority  to  enforce  their  production  as  is  possessed  by  the 
courts  of  record,  or  the  judges  thereof,  in  this  state ;  said  arbi- 
trators of  said  state  board  and  the  clerk  thereof  shall  take  and 
subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of  office,  and  be  sworn  to  the 
due  and  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  same  ;  an  office 
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shall  be  set  apart  in  the  capitol  by  the  person  having  charge 
thereof,  for  the  proper  and  convenient  transaction  of  the  busi- 
ness of  said  board. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  an  appeal  may  be  taken  from  the 
decision  of  any  local  board  of  arbitration  within  ten  days  after 
the  filing  of  its  adjudication  and  determination  of  any  case ;  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  state  board  of  arbitration  to  hear 
and  consider  appeals  from  the  decisions  of  local  boards  and 
promptly  to  proceed  to  the  investigation  of  such  cases,  and  the 
adjudication  and  determination  of  said  board  thereon  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive  in  the  premises  upon  all  parties  to  the  arbi- 
tration ;  such  adjudications  and  determinations  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing, and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  furnished  to  each  party ;  any 
two  of  the  state  board  of  arbitrators  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  may  hold  meetings  at  any 
time  or  place  within  the  state ;  examinations  or  investigations 
ordered  by  the  state  board  may  be  held  and  taken  by  and  before 
any  one  of  their  number  if  so  directed  ;  but  the  proceedings  and 
decision  of  any  single  arbitrator  shall  not  be  deemed  conclusive 
until  approved  by  the  board  or  a  majority  thereof ;  each  arbi- 
trator shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths. 

8.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  any  grievance  or  dis- 
pute of  any  nature  shall  arise  between  any  employer  and  his 
employees,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same 
directly  to  said  state  board  in  the  first  instance,  in  case  such 
paiiiies  elect  to  do  so,  and  shall  jointly  notify  said  board  or  its 
clerk,  in  writing,  of  such  election ;  whenever  such  notification 
to  said  board  or  its  clerk  is  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
board  to  proceed,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality 
of  such  grievance  or  dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or 
causes  of  grievance  or  dispute ;  the  pailies  to  the  grievance  or 
dispute  shall  thereupon  submit  to  said  board,  in  writing,  suc- 
cinctly, clearly  and  in  detail,  their  grievances  and  complaints, 
and  the  cause  or  causes  thereof,  and  severally  agree,  in  writing, 
to  submit  to  the  decision  of  said  board  as  to  matters  so  sub- 
mitted, and  a  promise  or  agreement  to  continue  on  in  business 
or  at  work,  without  a  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said 
board,  provided  it  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  after  the 
completion  of  the  investigation  ;  the  board  shall  thereupon  pro- 
ceed to  fully  investigate  and  inquire  into  the  matters  in  contro- 
versy, and  to  take  testimony  under  oath  in  relation  thereto, 
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and  shall  have  power  by  its  chairman  or  clerk,  to  administer 
oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  the 
production  of  books  and  papers,  to  the  same  extent  as  such 
power  is  possessed  by  courts  of  record,  or  the  judges  thereof, 
in  this  State. 

9.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  after  the  matter  has  been  fully 
heai-d,  the  said  board,  or  a  majority  of  its  members,  shall, 
within  ten  days,  render  a  decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed 
by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  stating  such  details  as  will 
clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  decision,  and  the  points  disposed 
of  by  them ;  the  decision  shall  be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of 
which  shall  be  filed  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  in  the  clerk's  office 
of  the  county  where  the  controversy  arose,  and  one  copy  shall 
be  served  on  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy. 

10.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  a  strike  or  lockout 
shall  occur  or  is  seriously  threatened  in  any  part  of  the  state, 
and  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  board,  it  shall  be  its 
duty,  and  it  is  hereby  directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practical 
ble,  to  the  locality  of  such  strike  or  lockout  and  put  itself  in 
communication  with  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  and  en- 
deavor by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  of  such 
controversy;  and,  if  in  its  judgment  it  is  deemed  best,  to 
inquire  into  the  cause  of  the  controversy,  and  to  that  end  the 
boai-d  is  hereby  authorized  to  subpoena  witnesses,  compel  their 
attendance,  and  send  for  persons  and  papers,  in  like  manner 
and  with  the  same  powers  as  it  is  authorized  to  do  by  section 
eight  of  this  act. 

1 1 .  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  fees  of  witnesses  of  afore- 
said state  board  shall  be  fifty  cents  for  each  day's  attendance 
and  four  cents  per  mile  traveled  by  the  nearest  route  in  getting 
to  or  returning  from  the  place  where  attendance  is  required  by 
the  board ;  all  subpoenas  shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of 
the  boaixi  and  may  be  served  by  any  person  of  full  age,  author- 
ized by  the  board  to  serve  the  same. 

12.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  said  board  shall  annually  report 
to  the  legislature,  and  shall  include  in  their  report  such  state- 
ments, facts  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  working 
of  the  board,  and  such  suggestions  with  regard  to  legislation  as 
may  seem  to  them  conducive  to  harmonizing  the  relations  of 
and  disputes  between  employers  and  employees,  and  the  im- 
provement of  the  present  system  of  production  by  labor. 
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13.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  each  arbitrator  of  the  state 
board  and  the  secretary  thereof  shall  receive  ten  dollars  for 
each  and  every  day  actually  employed  in  the  perfonnance  of 
his  duties  herein  and  actual  expenses  incurred,  including  such 
rates  of  mileage  as  are  now  provided  by  law,  payable  by  the 
state  treasurer  on  duly  approved  vouchers. 

14.  And  be  it  enaded,  That  whenever  the  term  *'  employer" 
or  '^employers"  is  used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include 
"  firm,"  "  joint  stock  association,"  "  company,"  "  corporation," 
or  ^'  individual  and  individuals,"  as  fully  as  if  each  of  said 
terms  was  expressed  in  each  place. 

15.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately.    [Approved  March  24,  1892.    P.  L.,  Chap.  137. 


A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  *^  An  act  to  provide  for 
the  amicable  adjustment  of  grievances  and  disputes 
that  may  arise  between  employers  and  employees,  and 
to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  state  board  of  arbitra- 
tion," approved  March  twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-two,  and  to  end  the  term  of  office  of  any 
person  or  persons  appointed  under  this  act. 

1.  Be  rr  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Chneral  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  That  Samuel  S.  Sherwood,  William  M. 
Doughty,  James  Martin,  Charles  A.  Houston,  Joseph  L.  Moore 
be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  board  of  arbitration,  each 
to  sei've  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  approval  of  this 
supplement,  and  that  each  arbitrator  herein  named  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  in  lieu 
of  all  fees,  per  diem  compensation  and  mileage,  and  one  of  said 
arbitrators  shall  be  chosen  by  said  arbitrators  as  the  secretary 
of  said  board,  and  he  shall  receive  an  additional  compensation 
of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  the  salaries  herein  stated  to 
be  payable  out  of  moneys  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  case  of  death,  resignation  or 
incapacity  of  any  member  of  the  board,  the  governor  shall 
appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  an 
arbitrator  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  such  arbitrator  or  arbi- 
trators so  dying,  resigning  or  becoming  incapacitated. 

3.  And  be  it  ena>cted,  That  the  term  of  oflSce  of  the  arbitra- 
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tors  now  acting  as  a  board  of  arbitrators,  shall,  upon  the  passage 
of  this  supplement,  cease  and  terminate,  and  the  persons  named 
in  this  supplement  as  the  board  of  arbitrators  shall  immediately 
succeed  to  and  become  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  board  of  arbitrators  now  acting  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  which  this  act  is  a  supplement. 

4.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  after  the  expiration  of  the  terms 
of  office  of  the  pereons  named  in  this  supplement,  the  governor 
shall  appoint  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate 
their  successors  for  the  length  of  term  and  at  the  salary  named 
in  the  first  section  of  this  supplement. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imtne- 
diately.     [Approved  March  26 ^  1896.    P,  L.j  Ghap.  341. 


OHIO. 

On  March  14, 1893,  Ohio  adopted  a  law  providing  for  a  State 
board  of  arbitration.  The  statute,  as  amended  May  21,  1894,. 
and  April  27,  1896,  is  as  follows :  — 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  state  board  of  arbitration  for  the 
settlement  of  differences  between  employers  and  their 
employes  and  to  repeal  an  act  entitled  **An  act  to 
authorize  the  creation  and  to  provide  for  the  operation 
of  tribunals  of  voluntary  arbitration,  to  acfjust  in- 
dustrial disputes  between  employers  and  employes," 
passed  Feb.  10, 1885. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
StaJte  of  Ohio^  That  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  the  governor  of  the  state,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  three  competent  persons  to 
serve  as  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided.  One  of  them  shall  be  an  em- 
ployer or  selected  from  some  association  representing  employ- 
ers of  labor,  one  of  them  shall  be  an  employe  or  an  employe 
selected  from  some  labor  organization  and  not  an  employer  of 
labor,  and  the  third  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  other  two;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  two  ap- 
pointed do  not  agree  on  the  third  man  at  the  expiration  of 
thii-ty  days,  he  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor ;  and  pro- 
vided, also,  that  appointments  made  when  the  senate  is  not  in 
session  may  be  confirmed  at  the  next  ensuing  session. 
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Section  2.  One  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  and  one  for  three  years,  and  all  appointments  thereafter 
shall  be  for  three  years  or  until  their  respective  successors  are 
appointed  in  the  manner  above  provided.  If,  for  any  reason 
a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  governor  shall,  in  the  same 
manner,  appoint  some  person  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term, 
and  he  may  remove  any  member  of  said  board. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  dis- 
charge thereof.  They  shall  organize  at  once  by  the  choice  of 
one  of  their  number  as  chairman,  and  one  of  their  number  as 
secretary.  The  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its  organ- 
ization, establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be  approved 
by  the  governor. 

Section  4.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  in- 
volving questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  or  action  in 
any  court  of  the  state  exists  between  an  employer  (whether  an 
individual,  copartnership  or  corporation)  and  his  employes,  if, 
at  the  time  he  employs  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business  in  this  state,  the  board  shall,  upon 
application  as  hereinafter  provided  and  as  soon  as  practical 
thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  careful  in- 
quiry into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein 
who  may  come,  or  be  subpcenaed  before  them,  advise  the  re- 
spective parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted 
to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute.  The  term  employer 
in  this  act  includes  several  employers  co-operating  with  respect 
to  any  such  controversy  or  difference,  and  the  teim  employes 
includes  aggregations  of  employes  of  several  employers  so  co- 
operating. And  where  any  strike  or  lock-out  extends  to  several 
counties,  the  expenses  incuired  under  this  act  are  not  payable  out 
of  the  state  treasury,  shall  be  apportioned  among  and  paid  by 
such  counties  as  said  board  may  deem  equitable  and  may  direct. 

Section  5.  Such  mediation  having  failed  to  bring  about  an 
adjustment  of  the  said  differences,  the  board  shall  immediately 
make  out  a  written  decision  thereon.  This  decision  shall  at  once 
be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to 
be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement 
thereof  published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for, 
and  the  said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city  or  county  where  said  business  is  carried  on. 
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Sbction  6.  Said  application  for  arbitration  and  conciliation 
to  said  board  can  be  made  by  either  or  both  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy ;  and  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective  instances  by  said 
employer  or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of 
the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  the 
duly  authorized  agent  of  either  or  both  parties.  When  an  appli- 
cation is  signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of 
such  employes,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such  agent  is 
duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes,  but  the 
names  of  the  employes  giviAg  such  authority  shall  be  kept  secret 
by  said  board. 

Section  7.  Said  application  shall  contain  a  concise  statement 
of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in 
business  or  at  work  in  the  same  manner  as  at  the  time  of  the 
application,  without  any  lock-out  or  strike,  until  the  decision  of 
said  board,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  ten  days  of  the  date  of 
filing  said  application  ;  provided,  a  joint  application  may  con- 
tain a  stipulation  that  the  decision  of  the  board  under  such  joint 
application  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  to  the  extent  so 
stipulated,  and  such  decision  to  such  extent  may  be  made  and 
enforced  as  a  rule  of  court  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
county  from  which  such  joint  application  comes,  as  upon  a 
statutory  award. 

Section  8.  As  soon  as  may  be,  after  the  receipt  of  said  appli- 
cation, the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  therein,  but  public 
notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  controversy 
join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written  request 
that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  is  made, 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such  manner  as 
the  board  may  order,  and  the  board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, cause  public  notice  to  be  given,  notwithstanding  such 
request.  Should  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to  perform  the 
promise  made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall  proceed  no 
further  therein  without  the  written  consent  of  the  adverse 
party. 

Section  9.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  subpcena  as  wit- 
nesses any  operative  in  the  department  of  business  affected,  or 
other  persons  shown  by  affidavit,  on  belief,  or  otherwise,  to  have 
knowledge  of  the  matters  in  controversy  or  dispute,  and  any 
who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  such  departments,  and 
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examine  them  under  oath  touching  such  matters,  and  to  require 
the  production  of  books  or  papers  containing  the  record  of  wages 
earned  or  paid.  Subpoenas  may  be  signed  and  oaths  admin- 
istered by  any  member  of  the  board.  A  subpcsna  or  any  notice 
may  be  delivered  or  sent  to  any  sheriff,  constable  or  police 
officer,  who  shall  forthwith  serve  or  post  the  same,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  make  due  return  thereof  according  to  directions, 
and  for  such  service  he  shall  receive  the  fees  allowed  by  law  in 
similar  cases,  payable  from  the  treasurer  of  the  county  wherein 
the  controversy  to  be  arbitrated  exists,  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
county  auditor,  issued  on  the  certificate  of  the  board  that  such 
fees  are  correct  and  due.  And  the  board  shall  have  the  same 
power  and  authority  to  maintain  and  enforce  order  at  its  hear- 
ings and  obedience  to  its  writs  of  subpoena  as  by  law  conferred 
on  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  like  purposes. 

Section  10.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference,  as 
described  in  section  4  of  this  act,  may  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute, in  writing,  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation ; 
such  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer 
may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employes  or  their  duly 
authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitratora  so  designated 
may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board. 

Section  11.  Such  local  board  of  arbitration  shall,  in  respect 
to  the  matters  referred  to  it,  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
which  the  state  board  might  have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision 
shall  have  whatever  binding  effect  may  be  agreed  by  the  parties 
to  the  controversy  in  the  written  submission.  The  jurisdiction 
of  such  local  board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters 
submitted  to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  i-eceive  the  advice  and 
assistance  of  the  state  board.  The  decision  of  said  board  shall 
be  rendered  within  ten  days  of  the  close  of  any  hearing  held 
by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
city  or  county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  arose,  and 
a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  state  board. 

Section  12.  Each  of  such  arbitrators  of  such  a  local  board 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  or 
county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference,  that  is  the  sub- 
ject of  the  arbitrators  exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  in 
writing  by  the  city  council  or  the  administrative  board  of  such 
city  or  board  of  county  commissioners  of  such  county,  the  sum 
of  three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  not  exceeding 
ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration. 
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Section  13.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  a  mayor  or 
probate  jadge  in  this  state  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously 
threatened,  or  has  actually  occurred,  in  his  vicinity,  he  shall  at 
once  notify  the  state  board  of  the  fact,  giving  the  name  and 
location  of  the  employer,  the  nature  of  the  trouble,  and  the 
number  of  employes  involved,  so  far  as  his  information  will 
enable  him  to  do  so.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  state  board,  either  by  such  notice  or  otherwise,  that  a 
strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened,  or  has  actually  oc- 
curred, in  this  state,  involving  an  employer  and  his  present  or 
past  employes,  if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or,  up  to  the 
occurrence  of  the  strike  or  lockout,  was  employing  not  less 
than  twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in 
the  stAte,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  to  put  itself  in 
communication,  as  soon  as  may  be,  with  such  employer  and 
employes. 

Section  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  in  the 
above  described  cases  to  endeavor,  by  mediation  or  conciliation, 
to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  or,  if  that  seems 
impracticable,  to  endeavor  to  persuade  them  to  submit  the  mat- 
ter in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation, 
as  above  provided,  or  to  the  state  board ;  and  said  board  may, 
if  it  deem  it  advisable,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such 
controversy  and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  respon- 
sible or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  continuance  of  the 
same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a  report  finding  such  cause 
or  causes,  and  assigning  such  responsibility  or  blame.  The 
board  shall  have  the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes 
as  are  given  it  by  section  9  of  this  act ;  provided,  if  neither  a 
settlement  nor  an  arbitration  be  had  because  of  the  opposition 
thereto  of  one  party  to  the  controversy,  such  investigation  and 
publication  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  other  party,  be  had. 
And  the  expense  of  any  publication  under  this  act  shall  be 
certified  and  paid  as  provided  therein  for  payment  of  fees. 

Section  15.  Witnesses  summoned  by  the  state  boai*d  shall 
be  allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the 
further  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in 
excess  of  two  hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents  a  mile  for 
travel  each  way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment  or 
business  to  the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each  wit- 
ness shall  state  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and  attend- 
ance, and  said  state  board  shall  certify  the  amount  due  each 
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witness  to  the  auditor  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or 
difference  exists,  who  shall  issue  his  warrant  upon  the  treasury 
of  said  county  for  the  said  amount. 

Section  1 6.  The  said  state  board  shall  make  a  yearly  re- 
port to  the  governor  and  legislature,  and  shall  include  therein 
such  statements,  facts  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the 
actual  workings  of  the  board,  and  such  suggestions  as  to  legis- 
lation as  may  seem  to  the  membera  of  the  board  conducive  to 
the  friendly  relations  of,  and  to  the  speedy  and  satisfactory  ad- 
justment of  disputes  between  employers  and  employes. 

Section  17.  The  members  of  said  board  of  arbitration  and 
conciliation  hereby  created  shall  each  be  paid  five  dollars  a  day 
for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  their  necessary  traveling  and 
other  expenses.  The  chairman  of  the  board  shall,  quarterly, 
certify  the  amount  due  each  member  and  on  presentation  of  his 
certificate  the  auditor  of  state  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
treasury  of  the  state  for  the  amount.  When  the  state  board 
meets  at  the  capitol  of  the  state,  the  adjutant  general  shall  pro- 
vide rooms  suitable  for  such  meeting. 

Section  18.  That  an  act  entitled  '^  An  act  to  authorize  the 
creation  and  to  provide  for  the  operation  of  tribunals  of  volun- 
tary arbitration  to  adjust  industrial  disputes  between  employers 
and  employes,"  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  state,  passed 
February  10,  1895,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage. 


LOUISIANA. 

[No.  139.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  for  the 
settlement  of  differences  between  employers  and  em- 
ployees. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  that  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  the  Governor  of  the  State,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  five  competent  persons  to  serve  as 
a  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  in  the  manner  herein- 
after provided.  Two  of  them  shall  be  employers,  selected  or 
recommended  by  some  association  or  Board  representing  em- 
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ployers  of  labor ;  two  of  them  shall  be  employees,  selected  or 
recommended  by  the  various  labor  organizations,  and  not  an 
employer  of  labor,  and  the  fifth  shall  be  appointed  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  other  four ;  provided  however,  that  if 
the  four  appointed  do  not  agree  on  the  fifth  man  at  the  expira- 
tion of  thirty  days,  he  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor ;  pro- 
vided, also,  that  if  the  employers  or  employees  fail  to  make 
their  recommendation  as  herein  provided  within  thirty  days, 
then  the  Governor  shall  make  said  appointments  in  accordance 
with  the  spirit  and  intent  of  this  Act ;  said  appointments,  if 
made  when  the  Senate  is  not  in  session,  m^y  be  confirmed  at 
the  next  ensuing  session. 

Sec.  2.  Two  shall  be  appointed  for  two  years,  two  for  three 
years,  and  one,  the  fifth  member,  for  four  years,  and  all  appoint- 
ments thereafter  shall  be  for  four  years,  or  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  in  the  manner  above  provided.  If,  for  any  rea- 
son, a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall  in  the  same 
manner  appoint  some  person  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec  3.  Each  member  of  said  Board  shall  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge 
thereof.  They  shall  organize  at  once  by  the  choice  of  one  of 
their  number  as  chairman  and  one  of  their  number  as  secretary. 
The  Board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its  organization, 
establish  rules  of  procedure. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  involv- 
ing questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  or  action  in  any 
court  of  the  State,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  in- 
dividual, copartnership  or  corporation,  and  his  employees,  if  at 
the  time  he  employs  not  less  than  twenty  peraons  in  the  same 
general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  parish  of  this  State,  the 
board  shall,  upon  application  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  as 
soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute 
and  make  careful  inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  per- 
sons interested  therein  who  may  come  before  them,  and  advise 
the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or 
submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute. 

Sec.  5.  Such  mediation  having  failed  to  bring  about  an  ad- 
justment of  the  said  differences,  the  Board  shall  immediately 
make  out  a  written  decision  thereon.  This  decision  shall  at  once 
be  made  public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to 
be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement 
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thereof  pablished  in  the  annaal  report  hereinafter  provided  for, 
and  the  said  Board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  court  of  the  city  or  parish  where  said  business 
is  carried  on. 

Sec.  6.  Said  application  for  arbitration  and  conciliation  to 
said  Board  can  be  made  by  either  or  both  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy, and  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective  instances  by  said 
employer  or  by  a  majority  of  the  employees  in  the  department 
of  the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or 
the  duly  authorized  agent  of  either  or  both  parties.  When  an 
application  is  signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  ma- 
jority of  such  employees,  the  Board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such 
agent  is  duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employees, 
but  the  names  of  the  employees  giving  authority  shall  be  kept 
secret  by  said  board. 

Sec.  7.  Said  application  shall  contain  a  concise  statement 
of  the  grievances  complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on 
in  business  or  at  work  in  the  same  manner  as  at  the  time  of  the 
application  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of 
said  Board,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  ten  days  of  the  date  of 
filing  said  application. 

Sec.  8.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  said  applica- 
tion, the  secretary  of  said  Board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  therein,  but  public 
notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  join  in  the  applica- 
tion and  present  therewith  a  written  request  that  no  public  notice 
be  given.  When  such  request  is  made,  notice  shall  be  given  to 
the  parties  interested  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  may  order, 
and  the  Board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause 
public  notice  to  be  given,  notwithstanding  such  request.  Should 
the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to  perform  the  promise  made  in 
said  application,  the  Board  shall  proceed  no  further  therein  until 
said  petitioner  or  petitioners  have  complied  with  every  order  and 
requirement  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  summon  as  witnesses 
any  operative  in  the  department  of  the  business  affected,  and  any 
person  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those  departr 
ments,  and  examine  them  under  oath,  and  to  require  the  pro- 
duction of  books  and  papers  containing  the  record  of  wages 
earned  or  paid.  Summons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  adminis- 
tered by  any  member  of  the  Board.    The  Board  shall  have  the 
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right  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  or  the  production 
of  papers. 

Sbg.  10.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  Mayor  of  a 
city  or  the  judge  of  any  District  Court  in  aay  parish,  other  than 
the  parish  of  Orleans,  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threat- 
ened or  actually  occurs,  the  Mayor  of  such  city  or  judge  of  the 
District  Court  of  such  parish  shall  at  once  notify  the  Stale 
Board  of  the  fact.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  State  Board,  either  by  the  notice  of  the  Mayor  of  a  city 
or  the  judge  of  the  District  Court  of  the  parish,  as  provided  in 
the  preceding  part  of  this  section,  or  otherwise,  that  a  lockout 
or  strike  is  seriously  threatened,  or  has  actually  occuiTed,  in  any 
city  or  parish  of  this  State,  involving  an  employer  and  his  pres- 
ent or  past  employees,  if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or  up  to 
the  occurrence  of  a  strike  or  lockout  was  employing  not  less 
than  twenty  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any 
city  or  parish  in  the  State,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State 
Board  to  put  itself  in  communication  as  soon  as  may  be  with 
such  employer  and  employees. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  in  the  above- 
described  cases  to  endeavor,  by  mediation  or  conciliation,  to 
efifect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  and  to  endeavor  to 
persuade  them,  provided  a  strike  or  lockout  has  not  actually 
occurred  or  is  not  then  continuing,  to  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute to  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation ;  and 
the  State  Board  shall,  whether  the  same  be  mutually  submitted 
to  them  or  not,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  contro- 
versy, and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible 
or  blameworthy  for  the  existence  or  continuance  of  the  same, 
and  shall  make  and  publish  a  report  finding  such  cause  or  causes 
and  assigning  such  responsibility  or  blame.  The  Board  shall 
have  the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes  as  are  given  it 
by  Section  9  of  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  The  said  State  Board  shall  make  a  biennial  report 
to  the  Governor  and  Legislature,  and  shall  include  therein  such 
statements,  facts  and  explanations^  as  will  disclose  the  actual 
workings  of  the  Board,  and  such  suggestions  as  to  legislation  as 
may  seem  to  the  members  of  the  board  conducive  to  the  rela- 
tions of  and  disputes  between  employers  and  employees. 

Sec.  13.  The  members  of  said  State  Board  of  Arbitration 
and  conciliation,  hereby  created,  shall  each  be  paid  five  dollars  a 
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day  for  each  day  of  actaal  service,  and  their  necessary  traveling 
and  other  expenses.  The  chairman  of  the  Board  shall  quarterly 
certify  the  amount  due  each  member,  and,  on  presentation  of 
his  certificate  the  Auditor  of  the  State  shall  draw  his  warrant 
on  the  Treasury  of  the  State  for  the  amount. 

Sec.  14.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.     ^Approved  Jvly  12^  1894. 


WISCONSIN. 

[CUAFTBB  364.] 

An  Aot  to  provide  for  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and 
conciliation  for  the  settlement  of  diflbrencea  between 
employers  and  their  employes. 

The  people  of  (he  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate  and  assem- 
bly, do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  governor  of  the  state  shall  within  sixty 
days  after  the  passage  and  publication  of  this  act  appoint  three 
competent  pei'sons  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  to  serve 
as  a  state  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation.  One  of  such 
board  shall  be  an  employer,  or  selected  from  some  association 
representing  employers  of  labor;  one  shall  be  selected  from 
some  labor  organization  and  not  an  employer  of  labor ;  and  the 
third  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other 
two;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  two  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernor as  herein  provided  do  not  agree  upon  the  third  member 
of  such  board  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  the  governor 
shall  appoint  such  third  member.  The  members  of  said  board 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time  the 
governor  shall  appoint  a  member  of  such  board  to  serve  out  the 
unexpired  term,  and  he  may  remove  any  member  of  said  board. 
Each  member  of  such  board  shall  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office  be  sworn  to  support  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  and 
to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office.  Said  board  shall 
at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number  as  chair- 
man and  another  as  secretary. 

Section  2.  Said  board  shall  as  soon  as  possible  after  its 
organization  establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  governor  and  attorney-general. 
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Section  3.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  not  the 
subject  of  litigation  in  the  courts  of  this  state  exists  between 
an  employer,  whether  an  individual,  co-partnership  or  coi'pora- 
tion,  and  his  employes,  if  at  the  time  he  employs  not  less  than 
twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any 
city,  village  or  town  in  this  state,  said  board  shall  upon  appli- 
cation as  hereinafter  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  there- 
after, visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make  careful  inquiry 
into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein  who 
may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  (if 
anything,)  should  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to 
adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision  thereof.  This 
decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be  published  in 
two  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  locality  of  such  dis- 
pute, shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to  be  kept 
by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  succinct  statement  thereof 
published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and 
said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such  decision  to  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city,  village  or  town  where  said  business  is 
carried  on. 

Section  4.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  em- 
ployer, or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of 
the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or 
their  duly  authoiized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  con- 
tain a  concise  statement  of  the  grievances  complained  of  and 
a  promise  and  agreement  to  continue  in  business  or  at  work 
without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said  board  ; 
provided,  however,  that  said  board  shall  render  its  decision 
within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  filing  such  application.  As 
soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  said  application  the  secre- 
tary of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be  given  of  the 
time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereof  ;  but  public  notice  need 
not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  controversy  join  in  the 
application  and  request  in  writing  that  no  public  notice  be 
given.  When  notice  has  been  given  as  aforesaid  the  board 
may  in  its  discretion  appoint  two  expert  assistants  to  the  board, 
one  to  be  nominated  by  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy ; 
provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  constiiied  to  prevent 
the  board  from  appointing  such  other  additional  expert  assist- 
ants as  they  may  deem  necessary.  Such  expert  assistants  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty,  such  oath  to 
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be  administered  by  any  member  of  the  board.  Should  the  peti- 
tioner, or  petitioners,  fail  to  perform  the  promise  and  agree- 
ment made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall  proceed  no 
further  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  of  the  adverse 
party.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  subpoena  as  witnesses 
any  operative  in  the  departments  of  business  affected  by  the 
matter  in  controversy,  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of 
wages  earned  in  such  departments  and  to  examine  them  under 
oath,  and  to  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the 
record  of  wages  paid.  Subpoenas  may  be  signed  and  oaths  ad- 
ministered by  any  member  of  the  board. 

Section  5.  The  decision  of  the  board  herein  provided  for 
shall  be  open  to  public  inspection,  shall  be  published  in  a  bien- 
nial report  to  be  made  to  the  governor  of  the  state  with  such 
recommendations  as  the  board  may  deem  proper,  and  shall  be 
printed  and  distributed  according  to  the  provisions  governing 
the  printing  and  distributing  of  other  stat«  reports. 

Section  6.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties 
who  join  in  said  application  for  six  months,  or  until  either  party 
has  given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  not  to  be 
bound  by  such  decision  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  sixty 
days  from  the  date  of  said  notice.  Said  notice  may  be  given 
by  serving  the  same  upon  the  employer  or  his  representative, 
and  by  serving  the  same  upon  the  employes  by  posting  the  same 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop,  factory,  yard  or  upon 
the  premises  where  they  work. 

Section  7.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as 
described  in  section  3  of  this  act  may  submit  the  matters  in 
dispute  in  writing  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion ;  said  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon  or  the 
employer  may  designate  one  of  such  arbitrators,  the  employes 
or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators 
so  designated  may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of 
such  local  board ;  such  board  shall  in  respect  to  the  matters  re- 
ferred to  it  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state 
board  might  have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  such 
binding  effect  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy in  the  written  submission.  The  jurisdiction  of  such 
local  board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters  sub- 
mitted to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assist- 
ance of  the  state  board.    Such  local  board  shall  render  its  de- 
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cision  in  writing  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  any  hearing 
held  by  it,  and  shall  file  a  copy  thereof  with  the  secretary  of 
the  state  board.  Each  of  such  local  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  treasurer  of  the  city,  village  or  town  in 
which  the  controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  arbi- 
tration exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  in  writing  by  the 
mayor  of  such  city,  the  board  of  trustees  of  such  village,  or  the 
town  board  of  such  town,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  each  day 
of  actual  service  not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration. 

Section  8.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  a 
city,  the  village  board  of  a  village,  or  the  town  board  of  a  town, 
that  a  strike  or  lockout  such  as  is  described  in  section  9,  of  this 
act,  is  seriously  threatened  or  actually  occurs,  the  mayor  of 
such  city,  or  the  village  board  of  such  village,  or  the  town  board 
of  such  town,  shall  at  once  notify  the  state  board  of  such  facts, 
together  with  such  information  as  may  be  available. 

Section  9.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
state  board  by  notice  as  herein  provided,  or  othei-wise,  that  a 
strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened,  or  has  actually  occurred, 
which  tlireatens  to  or  does  involve  the  business  interests  of  any 
city,  village  or  town  of  this  state,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
state  board  to  investigate  the  same  as  soon  as  may  be  and  en- 
deavor by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between 
employers  and  employes,  and  endeavor  to  persuade  them,  pro- 
vided a  strike  or  lockout  has  not  actually  occurred  or  is  not 
then  continuing,  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  a  local 
board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation  as  herein  provided  for,  or 
to  the  state  board.  Said  state  board  may  if  it  deems  advisable 
investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  controversy,  ascertain 
which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible  or  blameworthy  for 
the  existence  or  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may  make  and 
publish  a  report  finding  such  cause  or  causes  and  assigning  such 
responsijbility  or  blame.  * 

Section  10.  Witnesses  subpoenaed  by  the  state  board  shall 
be  allowed  for  their  attendance  and  travel  the  same  fees  as  are 
allowed  to  witnesses  in  the  circuit  courts  of  this  state.  Each 
witness  shall  certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and 
attendance,  and  the  amount  due  him  upon  approval  by  the 
board  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury. 

Section  11.  The  members  of  the  state  board  shall  receive 
the  actual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  the  per- 
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formance  of  their  duties  under  this  act,  and  the  farther  sum  of 
five  dollars  a  day  each  for  the  number  of  days  actually  and 
necessarily  spent  by  them,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  state 
treasury. 

Section  12.  The  act  shall  take  efPect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  publication.  [^Approved  AprU  19, 
1895.

MINNESOTA. 

[Chapter  170.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  differenoes  between 
employers  and  employes,  and  to  authorize  the  creation 
of  boards  of  arbitration  and  conciliation,  and  to  appro- 
priate money  for  the  maintenance  thereof. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota: 

Section  1.  That  within  thirty  (80)  days  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  the  governor  shall,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate,  appoint  a  state  board  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation,  consisting  of  three  competent  persons,  who 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  On  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  1897  and  thereafter  biennially,  the 
governor,  by  and  with  like  advice  and  consent,  shall  appoint 
said  board,  who  shall  be  constituted  as  follows ;  One  of  them 
shall  be  an  employer  of  labor,  one  of  them  shall  be  a  member 
selected  from  some  bona  fide  trade  union  and  not  an  employer 
of  labor,  and  who  may  be  chosen  from  a  list  submitted  by  one 
or  more  trade  and  labor  assemblies  in  the  State,  and  the  third 
shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other  two 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  be  neither  an  employe,  or 
an  employer  of  skilled  labor ;  provided  —  however,  that  if  the 
two  first  appointed  do  nof  agree  in  nominating  one.  or  more 
persons  to  act  as  the  third  member  before  the  expiration  of  ten 
(10)  days,  the  appointment  shall  then  be  made  by  the  governor 
without  such  recommendation.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  at  any 
time,  the  governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint  some  one 
having  the  same  qualifications  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term, 
and  he  may  also  remove  any  member  of  said  board. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  their 
appointment,  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  members  as 
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president  and  another  as  secretary,  and  establish,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  governor,  such  rales  of  procedure  as  may 
seem  advisable. 

Sec.  3.  That  whenever  any  controversy  or  difference  arises, 
relating  to  the  conditions  of  employment  or  rates  of  wages  be- 
tween any  employer,  whether  an  individual,  a  copartnership  or 
corporation,  and  whether  resident  or  non-resident,  and  his  or  their 
employes,  if  at  the  time  he  or  it  employs  not  less  than  ten  (10) 
persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  in 
this  state,  the  board  shall,  upon  application,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the 
dispute  and  make  a  careful  inquiry  into  the  causes  thereof,  hear 
all  persons  interested  therein  who  may  come  before  them,  advise 
the  respective  parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  submitted 
to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  within  ten  days 
after  said  inquiry  make  a  written  decision  thereon.  This  deci- 
sion shall  at  once  be  made  public  and  a  short  statement  thereof 
published  in  a  biennial  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the 
said  board  shall  also  cause  a  copy  of  said  decision  to  be  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  where  said 
business  is  carried  on. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  em- 
ployer or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of 
the  business  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or 
their  duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  both  parties,  and  shall  contain 
a  concise  statement  of  the  grievance  alleged,  and  shall  be  verified 
by  at  least  one  of  the  signers.  When  an  application  is  signed 
by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of  such  employes, 
the  board  shall,  before  proceeding  further,  satisfy  itself  that  such 
agent  is  duly  authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employes, 
but  the  names  of  the  employes  giving  such  authority  shall  be 
kept  secret  by  said  board.  Within  three  days  after  the  receipt 
of  said  application  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public 
notice  to  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  where  said  hearing 
shall  be  held.  But  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both 
parties  to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  present 
therewith  a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given. 
When  such  request  is  made  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties 
interested  in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order ;  and  the 
board  may  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings  cause  public  notice 
to  be  given  notwithstanding  such  request. 
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Sec.  5.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  summoii  as  wit 
nesses  any  clerk,  agent  or  employe  in  the  departments  of  the 
business  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those  de- 
partments, and  require  the  production  of  books  containing  the 
records  of  wages  paid.  Summons  may  be  signed  and  oaths  ad- 
ministered by  any  member  of  the  board.  Witnesses  summoned 
before  the  board  shall  be  paid  by  the  board  the  same  witness 
fees  as  witnesses  before  a  district  court. 

Sec.  6.  That  upon  the  receipt  of  an  application,  after  notice 
has  been  given  as  aforesaid,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before 
provided,  and  render  a  written  decision  which  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  and  shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the 
board  and  published  at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  a  biennial 
report  which  shall  be  made  to  the  legislature  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year  in  which  the  legislature 
is  in  regular  session. 

Sec.  7.  In  all  cases  where  the  application  is  mutual,  the  de- 
cision shall  provide  that  the  same  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
parties  concerned  in  said  controversy  or  dispute  for  six  months, 
or  until  sixty  days  after  either  party  has  given  the  other  notice 
in  writing  of  his  or  their  intention  not  to  be  bound  by  the  same. 
Such  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employes  by  posting  the  same 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop,  factory  or  place  of 
employment. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  said 
board,  either  by  notice  fi*om  the  mayor  of  a  city,  the  county  com- 
missioners, the  president  of  a  chamber  of  commerce  or  other  rep- 
resentative body,  the  president  of  the  central  labor  council  or 
assembly,  or  any  five  reputable  citizens,  or  otherwise,  that  what 
is  commonly  known  as  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened 
or  has  actually  occurred,  in  any  city  or  town  of  the  state,  involv- 
ing an  employer  and  his  or  its  present  or  past  employes,  if  at  the 
time  such  employer  is  employing,  or  up  to  the  occurrence  of  the 
strike  or  lockout  was  employing,  not  less  than  ten  persons  in 
the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  in  this  State, 
and  said  board  shall  be  satisfied  that  such  information  is  cor- 
rect, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board,  within  three  days  there- 
after, to  put  themselves  in  communication  with  such  employer 
and  employes  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable 
settlement  between  them,  or  to  persuade  them  to  submit  the 
matter  in  dispute  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
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tion,  as  hereinafter  provided,  or  to  said  state  board,  and  the  said 
State  board  may  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  contro- 
versy and  ascertain  which  pai*ty  thereto  is  mainly  responsible 
for  the  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may  make  and  publish  a 
report  assigning  such  responsibility.  The  said  board  shall  have 
the  same  powers  for  the  foregoing  pu  imposes  as  are  given  them 
by  sections  three  and  four  of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference,  as  spec- 
ified in  this  act,  may  submit  the  matter  in  dispute  in  writing  to  a 
local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation ;  such  board  may  either 
be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer  may  designate  one  of 
the  arbiters,  the  employes  or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another, 
and  the  two  arbiters  so  designated  may  choose  a  third,  who  shall 
also  be  chairman  of  the  board.  Each  arbiter  so  selected  shall 
sign  a  consent  to  act  as  such,  and  shall  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  before  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  to  faithfully 
and  impartially  discharge  his  duty  as  such  arbiter,  which  con- 
sent and  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  dis- 
trict court  of  the  county  where  such  dispute  arises.  Such  board 
shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to  them,  have  and 
exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  boaixl  might  have  and 
exercise,  and  their  decisions  shall  have  whatever  binding  effect 
may  be  ageed  to  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy  in  the  written 
submission.  Vacancies  in  such  local  boards  may  be  filled  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  regular  appointments  are  made.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  state  board  to  aid  and  assist  in  the  forma- 
tion of  such  local  boards  throughout  the  state  in  advance  of  any 
strike  or  lockout,  whenever  and  wherever  in  their  judgment  the 
formation  of  such  local  boards  will  have  a  tendency  to  prevent 
or  allay  the  occurrence  thereof.  The  jurisdiction  of  such  local 
boards  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matters  submitted  to 
them ;  but  they  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assistance 
of  the  state  board.  The  decisions  of  such  local  boards  shall  be 
rendered  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  any  hearing  held 
before  them ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be  filed  with  the  clerk 
of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  controversy 
arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  state  board. 

Sec.  10.  Each  member  of  said  State  board  shall  receive  as 
compensation  five  ($5)  dollai*s  a  day,  including  mileage,  for 
each  and  every  day  actually  employed  in  the  performance  of 
the  duties  provided  for  by  this  act ;  such  compensation  shall  be 
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paid  by  the  state  treasurer  on  duly  detailed  vouchers  approved 
by  said  board  and  by  the  governor. 

Sec.  11.  The  said  board,  in  their  biennial  reports  to  the  leg- 
islature, shall  include  such  statements,  facts  and  explanations  as 
will  disclose  the  actual  workings  of  the  board  and  such  sugges- 
tions with  regard  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  them  conducive 
to  harmonizing  the  relations  of  and  the  disputes  between  em- 
ployers and  employes ;  and  the  improvement  of  the  present  rela- 
tions between  labor  and  capital.  Such  biennial  reports  of  the 
board  shall  be  printed  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
regulations  as  the  reports  of  the  executive  officers  of  the  state. 

Sec.  12.  There  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  18.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.     {^Approved  AprU  26y  1895. 


CONKECTICUT, 

[Chaptek  CCXXXIX.] 

An  Act  creating  a  State  Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitrationi 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bq[>resentatives  in  Qeneral 

Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  During  each  biennial  session  of  the  general 
assembly,  the  governor  shall,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate,  appoint  a  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbitration, 
to  consist  of  three  competent  persons,  each  of  whom  shall 
hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years.  One  of  said  persons 
shall  be  selected  from  the  party  which  at  the  last  general  elec- 
tion cast  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  governor  of  this 
state,  and  one  of  said  persons  shall  be  selected  from  the  party 
which  at  the  last  general  election  cast  the  next  greatest  number 
of  votes  for  governor  of  this  state,  and  the  other  of  said  per- 
sons shall  be  selected  from  a  bona  fide  labor  organization  of 
this  state.  Said  board  shall  select  one  of  its  number  to  act  as 
clerk  or  secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  full  and 
faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  and  also  to  keep 
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and  preserve  all  documents  and  testimony  submitted  to  said 
board ;  he  shall  have  power  under  the  direction  of  the  Board, 
to  issue  subpoenas,  and  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases  before 
said  board,  and  to  call  for  and  examine  the  books,  papers  and 
documents  of  the  parties  to  such  cases.  Said  arbitrators  shall 
take  and  subscribe  to  the  constitutional  oath  of  office  before 
enterii^  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature 
shall  arise  between  any  employer  and  his  employes,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same  directly  to  the  state 
board  of  mediation  and  arbitration,  in  case  such  parties  elect 
to  do  so,  and  shall  notify  said  board,  or  its  clerk,  in  writing,  of 
such  election.  Whenever  such  notification  to  said  board  or  its 
clerk  is  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  proceed,  with 
as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  the  locality  of  such  grievance  or 
dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  the  grievance 
or  dispute.  The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dispute  shall  there- 
upon submit  to  said  board,  in  writing,  succinctly,  clearly,  and 
in  detail,  their  grievances  and  complaints,  and  the  cause  or 
causes  thereof,  and  severally  promise  and  agree  to  continue  in 
business,  or  at  work,  without  a  strike  or  lockout,  until  the  de- 
cision of  said  board  is  rendered ;  provided^  it  shall  be  rendered 
within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  investigation.  The 
board  shall  thereupon  proceed  fully  to  investigate  and  inquire 
into  the  matters  in  controversy,  and  to  take  testimony  under 
oath  in  relation  thereto,  and  shaU  have  power,  by  its  chairman 
or  clerk,  to  administer  oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses,  and  the  production  of  books  and  papers. 

Seo.  3.  After  a  matter  has  been  fully  heard,  the  said  board, 
or  a  majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days,  render  a 
decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  the  members  of  the  board, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show 
the  nature  of  the  decision  and  the  points  disposed  of  by  said 
board.  The  decision  shall  be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of  which 
shall  be  filed  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  in  the  office  of  the  town 
or  city  clerk  in  the  town  where  the  controversy  arose,  and  one 
copy  shall  be  served  on  each  of  the  parties  to  the  controversy. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occur,  or  is  seri- 
ously threatened  in  any  part  of  the  state,  and  shall  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  board,  it  shall  be  its  duty,  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  locality  of 
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Buch  strike  or  lockout  and  put  itself  in  communication  with  the 
parties  to  the  controversy,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect 
an  amicable  settlement  of  such  strike  or  lockout ;  and,  if  in  the 
judgment  of  said  board  it  is  best,  it  shall  inquire  into  the  cause 
or  causes  of  the  controversy,  and  to  that  end  the  board  is 
hereby  authorized  to  subpoena  witnesses,  and  send  for  persons 
and  papers. 

Sec.  5.  Said  board  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  in  each  year,  make  a  report  to  the  Governor,  and 
shall  include  therein  such  statements,  facts,  and  explanations 
as  will  disclose  the  actual  working  of  the  board,  and  such  sug- 
gestions as  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  it  conducive  to  har- 
mony in  the  relations  between  employers  and  employed,  and  to 
the  improvement  of  the  present  system  of  production. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  the  term  ''employer"  or  "employers" 
is  used  in  this  act  it  shall  be  held  to  include  ''firm,"  "joint- 
stock  association,"  "company  "or  "  corporation,"  as  fully  as 
if  each  of  the  last-named  terms  was  expressed  in  each  place. 

Sec.  7.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  receive  as  com- 
pensation for  actual  services  rendered  under  this  act,  the  sum 
of  five  dollars  per  day  and  expenses,  upon  presentation  of  their 
voucher  to  the  comptroller,  approved  by  the  governor. 

Sec.  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved June  28  y  1896. 


ILI.INOIS. 

The  act  approved  August  2,  1895,  as  amended  in  section  3 
and  through  the  insertion  of  sections  5a^  55,  and  6a  by  the  act 
approved  April  12,  1899,  is  as  follows: 

An  Act  to  create  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration  for  the  in- 
vest^ation  or  settlement  of  differenoes  between  em- 
ployers and  their  employes,  and  to  define  the  powers 
and  duties  of  said  board. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  eruicted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  lUi-- 
noi8  represented  in  the  General  Assembly :  As  soon  as  this  act 
shall  take  effect  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  three  persons,  not  more  than 
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two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  same  political  party,  who  shall 
be  styled  a  State  ^^  Board  of  Arbitration,"  to  serve  as  a  State 
Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation;  one  and  only  one  of 
whom  shall  be  an  employer  of  labor,  and  one  and  only  one 
of  whom  shall  be  an  employ^  and  shall  be  selected  from  some 
labor  organization.  They  shall  hold  office  until  March  1,  1897, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed,  but  said  board  shall 
have  no  power  to  act  as  such  until  they  and  each  of  them  are 
confirmed  by  the  Senate.  On  the  first  day  of  March,  1897,  the 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  ap- 
point three  persons  as  members  of  said  board  in  the  manner 
above  provided,  one  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years 
and  one  for  three  years,  or  until  their  respective  successors  are 
appointed,  and  on  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year  thereafter 
the  Governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint  one  member  of 
said  board  to  succeed  the  member  whose  term  expires*,  and  to 
serve  for  the  term  of  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed. If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall 
in  the  same  manner  appoint  some  one  to  serve  out  the  unex- 
pired term.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  before  entering  < 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  ' 
thereof.  The  board  shall  at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one 
of  their  number  as  chairman,  and  they  shall,  as  soon  as  possible 
after  such  organization,  establish  suitable  rules  of  procedure. 
The  board  shall  have  power  to  select  and  remove  a  secretary, 
who  shall  be  a  stenographer,  and  who  shall  receive  a  salary  to 
be  fixed  by  the  board,  not  to  exceed  $1,200  per  annum  and  his 
necessary  traveling  expenses,  on  bills  of  items  to  be  approved 
by  the  board,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  State  treasury. 

§  2.  When  any  controversy  or  difference  not  involving 
questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  an  action  at  law  or  a 
bill  in  equity,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  indi- 
vidual, copartnership  or  corporation,  employing  not  less  than 
twenty-five  pereons,  and  his  employes  in  this  State,  the  board 
shall,  upon  application  as  herein  provided,  and  as  soon  as 
practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute  and  make 
a  careful  inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  inter- 
ested therein  who  may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective 
parties  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to 
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by  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision 
tiiereof.  This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be 
recorded  upon  proper  books  of  recoixi  to  be  kept  by  the  secre- 
tary of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement  thereof  published  in 
the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the  board  shall 
cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city,  town 
or  village  where  said  business  is  carried  on. 

§  8.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer  or 
by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  business 
in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  by  both  par- 
ties, and  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the  grievances 
complained  of  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at 
work  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said 
board,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of 
filing  said  application.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt 
of  said*  application,  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause 
public  notice  to  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing 
thereon,  but  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties 
to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith 
a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such 
request  is  made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested 
in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order,  and  the  board  may,  at 
any  sti^e  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be  given, 
notwithstanding  such  request.  The  board  in  all  cases  shall 
have  power  to  summon  as  witness  any  operative,  or  expert  in 
the  departments  of  business  affected  and  any  person  who 
keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those  departments,  or 
any  other  person,  and  to  examine  them  under  oath,  and  to  re- 
quire the  production  of  books  containing  the  record  of  wages 
paid,  and  such  other  books  and  papers  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  to  a  full  and  fair  investigation  of  the  matter  in  con- 
troversy. The  board  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpoenas,  and 
oaths  may  be  administered  by  the  chairman  of  the  board.  If 
any  person,  having  been  served  with  a  subpoena  or  other  proc- 
ess issued  by  such  board,  shall  wilfully  fail  or  refuse  to  obey 
the  same,  or  to  answer  such  question  as  may  be  proposed 
touching  the  subject  matter  of  the  inquii*y  or  investigation,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit  court  or  the  county  court  of  the 
county  in  which  the  hearing  is  being  conducted,  or  of  the  judge 
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thereof,  if  in  vacation,  upon  application  by  such  board,  duly 
attested  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  thereof,  to  issue  an 
attachment  for  such  witness  and  compel  him  to  appear  before 
such  board  and  give  his  testimony  or  to  produce  such  books 
and  papers  as  may  be  lawfully  required  by  said  board;  and 
the  said  court,  or  the  judge  thereof,  shall  have  power  to  punish 
for  contempt,  as  in  other  cases  of  refusal  to  obey  the  process 
and  order  of  such  court. 

§  4.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application,  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided,  and  render 
a  written  decision,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection, 
shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board  and  published 
at  the  discretion  of  the  same  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to 
the  Governor  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

§  5.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
Join  in  said  application  for  six  months  or  until  either  party 
has  given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  or  their  intention 
not  to  be  bound  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days 
therefrom.  Said  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employes  by 
posting  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or  factory 
where  they  work. 

§  5a.  In  the  event  of  a  failure  to  abide  by  the  decision  of 
said  board  in  any  case  in  which  both  employer  and  employes 
shall  have  joined  in  the  application,  any  person  or  persons  ag- 
grieved thereby  may  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  or 
the  county  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  offending  party 
resides,  or  in  the  case  of  an  employer  in  the  county  in  which 
the  place  of  employment  is  located,  a  duly  authenticated  copy 
of  said  decision,  accompanied  by  a  verified  petition  reciting  the 
fact  that  such  decision  has  not  been  complied  with  and  stating 
by  whom  and  in  what  respects  it  has  been  disregarded.  There- 
upon the  circuit  court  or  the  county  court  (as  the  case  may  be) 
or  the  judge  thereof,  if  in  vacation,  shall  grant  a  rule  against 
the  party  or  parties  so  charged  to  show  cause  within  ten  days 
why  such  decision  has  not  been  complied  with,  which  shall  be 
served  by  sheriff  as  other  process.  Upon  return  made  to  the 
rule,  the  court,  or  the  judge  thereof  if  in  vacation,  shall  hear 
and  determine  the  question  presented,  and  to  secure  a  compli- 
ance with  such  decision,  may  punish  the  offending  party  or  par- 
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by  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  written  decision 
thereof.  This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be 
recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to  be  kept  by  the  secre- 
tary of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement  thereof  published  in 
the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the  board  shall 
cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city,  town 
or  village  where  said  business  is  carried  on. 

§  3.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer  or 
by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  business 
in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  by  both  par* 
ties,  and  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the  grievances 
complained  of  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at 
work  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  of  said 
board,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of 
filing  said  application.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt 
of  said*  application,  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause 
public  notice  to  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing 
thereon,  but  public  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties 
to  the  controversy  join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith 
a  written  request  that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such 
request  is  made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested 
in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  order,  and  the  board  may,  at 
any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be  given, 
notwithstanding  such  request.  The  board  in  all  cases  shall 
have  power  to  summon  as  witness  any  operative,  or  expert  in 
the  departments  of  business  affected  and  any  person  who 
keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those  departments,  or 
any  other  person,  and  to  examine  them  under  oath,  and  to  re- 
quire the  production  of  books  containing  the  record  of  wages 
paid,  and  such  other  books  and  papers  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  to  a  full  and  fair  investigation  of  the  matter  in  con- 
troversy. The  board  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpoenas,  and 
oaths  may  be  administered  by  the  chairman  of  the  board.  If 
any  person,  having  been  served  with  a  subpoena  or  other  proc- 
ess issued  by  such  board,  shall  wilfully  fail  or  refuse  to  obey 
the  same,  or  to  answer  such  question  as  may  be  proposed 
touching  the  subject  matter  of  the  inquiiy  or  investigation,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit  court  or  the  county  court  of  the 
county  in  which  the  hearing  is  being  conducted,  or  of  the  judge 
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as  he  may  poBsess  touching  the  difference  or  controversy  and 
the  number  of  employes  involved. 

§  7.  The  members  of  the  said  board  shall  each  receive  a 
salary  of  $1 ,500  a  year,  and  necessary  traveling  expenses,  to 
be  paid  oat  of  the  treasury  of  the  State,  upon  bills  of  particu- 
lars approved  by  the  Governor. 

§  8.  Any  notice  or  process  issued  by  the  State  Board  of 
Arbitration,  shall  be  served  by  any  sheriff,  coroner  or  constable 
to  whom  the  same  may  be  directed  or  in  whose  hands  the  same 
may  be  placed  for  service. 

§  9.  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists,  therefore  it  is  enacted 
that  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage. 

UTAH. 

[Chaptbr  LXII.] 

An  Act  to  create  a  State  Board  of  Labor,  Conciliation  and 
Arbitration,  for  the  investigation  and  settlement  of 
differences  between  Employers  and  their  Employes, 
and  to  define  the  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  said  Board, 
and  to  fix  their  Compensation. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Utah : 

Section  1 .  As  soon  as  this  act  shall  be  approved,  the  Gov- 
ernor, by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  three 
persons,  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  same 
political  party,  who  shall  be  styled  a  State  Board  of  Labor,  Con- 
ciliation and  Arbitration,  to  serve  as  a  State  Board  of  Labor, 
Conciliation  and  Arbitration,  one  of  whom  and  only  one  of 
whom  shall  be  an  employer  of  labor,  and  only  one  of  whom 
shall  be  an  employe,  and  the  latter  shall  be  selected  from 
some  labor  organization,  and  the  third  shall  be  some  person 
who  is  neither  an  employe  nor  an  employer  of  manual  labor, 
and  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board.  One  to  serve  for  one 
year,  one  for  three  years  and  one  for  five  years  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Governor  at  the  time  of  their  appointment, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms, their  successors  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  like  manner  for  the  term  of  four  years.  If  a  vacancy 
occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall,  in  the  same  manner 
appoint  some  one  to  serve  the  unexpired  term  and  until  the  ap- 
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ties  for  oontempt,  but  sach  panishment  shall  in  no  case  extend 
to  imprisonment. 

§  5b,  Whenever  two  or  more  employers  engaged  in  the 
same  general  line  of  business,  employ  in  the  aggregate  not  less 
than  twenty-five  persons,  and  having  a  common  difference  with 
their  employes,  shall,  cooperating  together,  make  application 
for  arbitration,  or  whenever  such  application  shall  be  made  by 
the  employes  of  two  or  more  employers  engaged  in  the  same 
general  line  of  business,  such  employes  being  not  less  than 
twenty-five  in  number,  and  having  a  common  difference  with 
their  employers,  or  whenever  the  application  shall  be  made 
Jointly  by  the  employers  and  employes  in  such  a  case,  the  board 
shall  have  the  same  powers  and  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as 
if  the  application  had  been  made  by  one  employer,  or  by  the 
employes  of  one  employer,  or  by  both. 

§  6.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  State 
board  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened  in  the 
State,  involving  an  employer  and  his  employes,  if  'he  is  em- 
ploying not  less  than  twenty-five  persons,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  State  board  to  put  itself  in  communication  as  soon  as 
may  be,  with  such  employer  or  employes,  and  endeavor  by 
mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them,  or  to 
endeavor  to  persuade  them  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to 
the  State  board. 

§  6a.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  of  every  city,  and 
president  of  every  incorporated  town  or  village,  whenever  a 
strike  or  lockout  involving  more  than  twenty-five  employes  shall 
be  threatened  or  has  actually  occurred  within  or  near  such  city, 
incorporated  town  or  village,  to  immediately  communicate  the 
fact  to  the  state  board  of  arbitration  stating  the  name  or  names 
of  the  employer  or  employers  and  of  one  or  more  employes, 
with  their  postofflce  address,  the  nature  of  the  controversy  or 
difference  existing,  the  number  of  employes  involved  and  such 
other  information  as  may  be  required  by  the  said  board.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  chief  executive  officer  of 
every  labor  organization,  in  case  of  a  strike  or  lockout,  actual 
or  threatened,  involving  the  membera  of  the  oigani2ation  of 
which  he  is  an  officer  to  immediately  communicate  the  fact  of 
such  strike  or  lockout  to  the  said  board  with  such  information 
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as  he  may  posseBs  touching  the  difference  or  controversy  and 
the  number  of  employes  involved. 

§  7.  The  members  of  the  said  board  shall  each  receive  a 
salary  of  $1,500  a  year,  and  necessary  traveling  expenses,  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  State,  upon  bills  of  particu- 
lars approved  by  the  Governor. 

§  8.  Any  notice  or  process  issued  by  the  State  Board  of 
Arbitration,  shall  be  ser^'ed  by  any  sheriff,  coroner  or  constable 
to  whom  the  same  may  be  directed  or  in  whose  hands  the  same 
may  be  placed  for  service. 

§  0.  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists,  therefore  it  is  enacted 
that  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage. 

UTAH. 

[Chaptbb  LXII.] 

An  Aot  to  oreate  a  State  Board  of  Labor,  Conoiliation  and 
Arbitration,  for  the  investigation  and  settlement  of 
differences  between  Employers  and  their  Employes, 
and  to  define  the  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  said  Board, 
and  to  fix  their  Compensation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Utah : 

Section  1 .  As  soon  as  this  act  shall  be  approved,  the  Gov- 
ernor, by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  three 
persons,  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  same 
political  party,  who  shall  be  styled  a  State  Board  of  Labor,  Con- 
ciliation and  Arbitration,  to  serve  as  a  State  Board  of  Labor, 
Conciliation  and  Arbitration,  one  of  whom  and  only  one  of 
whom  shall  be  an  employer  of  labor,  and  only  one  of  whom 
shall  be  an  employe,  and  the  latter  shall  be  selected  from 
some  labor  organization,  and  the  third  shall  be  some  person 
who  is  neither  an  employe  nor  an  employer  of  manual  labor, 
and  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board.  One  to  serve  for  one 
year,  one  for  three  years  and  one  for  five  years  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Governor  at  the  time  of  their  appointment, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms, their  successors  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  like  manner  for  the  teim  of  four  years.  If  a  vacancy 
occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall,  in  the  same  manner 
appoint  some  one  to  serve  the  unexpired  term  and  until  the  ap- 
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pointment  and  qualification  of  his  saccessor.  Each  member  of 
said  board  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  oflSce, 
be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  shall  at  once  organize  by  selecting  from 
its  members  a  secretary,  and  they  shall,  as  soon  as  possible 
after  such  organization,  establish  suitable  rules  of  procedure. 

Sec.  3.  When  any  controversy  or  difference,  not  involving 
questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  an  action  at  law  or  bill 
in  equity,  exists  between  an  employer  (whether  an  individual, 
copartnership  or  corporation)  employing  not  less  than  ten  per- 
sons, and  his  employes,  in  this  State,  the  board  shall,  upon 
application  as  herein  provided,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  there- 
after, visit  the  locality  of  the  dispute,  and  make  a  careful  inquiry 
into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all  persons  interested  therein,  who 
may  come  before  them,  advise  the  respective  parties  what,  if 
anything,  ought  to  be  done  or  submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to 
adjust  said  dispute,  and  make  a  wi'itten  decision  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made  public,  shall  be 
recorded  upon  the  proper  book  of  record  to  be  kept  by  the 
secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement  thereof  published 
in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sec.  5.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer, 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employes  in  the  department  of  the  busi- 
ness in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  by  both 
parties,  and  shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the  grievances 
complained  of,  and  a  promise  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at 
work  without  any  lockout  or  strike  until  a  decision  of  said 
board,  if  it  shall  be  made  within  three  weeks  of  the  date  of 
filing  the  said  application. 

Sbo.  6.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  receiving  said  application, 
the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given,  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereon,  but  pub* 
lie  notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written 
request  that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  is 
made,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such 
manner  as  the  board  may  order,  and  the  board  may  at  any 
stage  of  the  proceedings,  cause  public  notice,  notwithstanding 
such  request. 

''Sec.  7.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to  summon  as 
witnesses  by  subpoena  any  operative  or  expert  in  the  department 
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of  basiness  affected,  and  any  person  who  keeps  the  records  of 
wages  earned  in  those  departments,  or  any  other  person,  and  to 
administer  oaths,  and  to  examine  said  witnesses  and  to  require 
the  production  of  books,  papers  and  records.  In  case  of  a  dis- 
obedience to  a  subpoena  the  board  may  invoke  the  aid  of  any 
court  in  the  State  in  requiring  the  attendance  and  testimony  of 
witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers  and  documents 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section.  Any  of  the  district  courts 
of  the  State,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  which  such  inquiry  is 
carried  on,  may,  in  case  of  contumacy  or  refusal  to  obey  a 
subpoena  issued  to  any  such  witness,  issue  an  order  requiring 
such  witness  to  appear  before  said  board  and  produce  books 
and  papers  if  so  ordered,  and  give  evidence  touching  the  matter 
in  question.  Any  refusal  to  obey  such  order  of  the  court  may 
be  punished  by  such  court  as  a  contempt  thereof.*' 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  such 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided  and  render  a 
written  decision,  and  the  findings  of  the  majority  shall  consti- 
tute the  decision  of  the  board,  which  decision  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the 
board  and  published  in  an  annual  repoit  to  be  made  to  the 
Governor  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

Sec.  9.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
join  in  said  application,  or  who  have  entered  their  appearance 
before  said  board,  until  either  party  has  given  the  other  notice 
in  writing  of  his  or  their  intention  not  to  be  bound  by  the  same, 
and  for  a  period  of  90  days  thereafter.  Said  notice  may  be 
given  to  said  employees  by  posting  in  three  conspicuous  places 
where  they  work. 

Sec.  10.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
State  board  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously  threatened  in 
the  State  involving  any  employer  and  his  employees,  if  he  is 
employing  not  less  than  ten  persons,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
St^te  board  to  put  itself  into  communication  as  soon  may  be, 
with  such  employer  and  employes,  and  endeavor  by  mediation 
to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  between  them  and  endeavor  to 
persuade  them  to  submit  the  matters  in  dispute  to  the  State 
board. 

Sec.  11.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  each  receive  a 
per  diem  of  three  dollars  for  each  day's  service  while  actually 
engaged  in  the  hearing  of  any  controversy  between  any  em- 
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ployer  and  Ms  employees,  and  five  cents  per  mile  for  each  mile 
necessarily  traveled  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place 
where  engaged  in  hearing  such  controversy,  the  same  to  be  paid 
by  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  appearing  before  said  board, 
and  the  members  of  said  board  shall  receive  no  compensation 
or  expenses  for  any  other  service  performed  under  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  Any  notice  or  process  issued  by  the  State  BofOrd 
of  Arbitration  shall  be  served  by  any  sheriff,  to  whom  the  same 
may  be  directed,  or  in  whose  hands  the  same  may  be  placed  for 
service  without  charge.     [^Approved  March  24^  1896, 


IITDIANA. 

The  following  repeals  parts  of  sections  2,  17  and  18,  statute 
of  March  4,  1897,  and  re-enacts  its  essential  provisions : 

An  Act  providing  for  the  creation  of  a  Labor  Commission, 
and  defining  its  duties  and  powers,  and  providing  for 
arbitrations  and  investigations  of  labor  troubles ;  and 
repealing  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  oonflict  with 
this  aot. 

Section  1.  Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Indiana,  That  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  created 
a  commission  to  be  composed  of  two  electors  of  the  State, 
which  shall  be  designated  the  Labor  Commission,  and  which 
shall  be  charged  with  the  duties  and  vested  with  the  powers 
hereinafter  enumerated. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  said  Commission  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  and  shall  hold  office  for  four  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified.  One  of  said 
Commissioners  shall  have  been  for  not  less  than  ten  years  of 
his  life  an  employe  for  wages  in  some  department  of  industry 
in  which  it  is  usual  to  employ  a  number  of  persons  under  single 
direction  and  control,  and  shall  be  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment affiliated  with  the  labor  interest  as  distinguished  from' the 
capitalist  or  employing  interest.  The  other  of  said  Commis- 
sioners shall  have  been  for  not  less  than  ten  years  an  employer 
of  labor  for  wages  in  some  department  of  industry  in  which  it 
is  usual  to  employ  a  number  of  persons  under  single  direction 
and  control,  and  shall  be  at  the  time  of  his  appointment  affili- 
ated with  the  employing  interest  as  distinguished  from  the  labor 
interest.    Neither  of  said  Commissioners  shall  be  less  than  forty 
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years  of  age ;  they  shall  not  be  members  of  the  same  political 
party,  and  neither  of  them  shall  hold  any  other  State,  county, 
or  city  office  in  Indiana  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  be 
appointed.  Each  of  said  Commissioners  shall  take  and  sub- 
scribe an  oath,  to  be  endorsed  upon  his  commission,  to  the 
effect  that  he  will  punctually,  honestly,  and  faithfully  discharge 
his  duties  as  such  Commissioner. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Commission  shall  have  a  seal  and  shall  be 
provided  with  an  office  at  Indianapolis,  and  may  appoint  a  Sec- 
retary who  shall  be  a  skillful  steuographer  and  typewriter,  and 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum  and  his 
traveling  expenses  for  every  day  spent  by  him  in  the  discharge 
of  duty  away  from  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commissioners  upon 
receiving  creditable  information  in  any  manner  of  the  existence 
of  any  strike,  lockout,  boycott,  or  other  labor  complication  in 
this  State  affecting  the  labor  or  employment  of  fifty  persons  or 
more  to  go  to  the  place  where  such  complication  exists,  put 
themselves  into  communication  with  the  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy and  offer  their  services  as  mediators  between  them.  If 
they  shall  not  succeed  in  effecting  an  amicable  adjustment  of 
the  controversy  in  that  way  they  shall  endeavor  to  induce  the 
parties  to  submit  their  differences  to  arbitration,  either  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  or  otherwise,  as  they  may  elect. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  purpose  of  arbitration  under  this  act,  the 
Labor  Commissioners  and  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  of 
the  county  in  which  the  business  in  relation  to  which  the  con- 
troversy shall  arise,  shall  have  been  carried  on  shall  constitute 
a  Board  of  Arbitrators,  to  whioh  may  be  added,  if  the  parties 
so  agree,  two  other  members,  one  to  be  named  by  the  employer 
and  the  other  by  the  employes  in  the  arbitration  agreement. 
If  the  parties  to  the  controversy  are  a  railroad  company  and 
employes  of  the  company  engaged  in  the  running  of  trains,  any 
terminal  within  this  State,  of  the  road,  or  of  any  division 
thereof,  may  be  taken  and  treated  as  the  location  of  the  busi- 
ness within  the  terms  of  this  section  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
jurisdiction  to  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  to  act  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Arbitration. 

Sec.  6.  An  agreement  to  enter  into  arbitration  under  this 
act  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  state  the  issue  to  be  submitted 
and  decided  and  shall  have  the  effect  of  an  agreement  by  the 
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parties  to  abide  by  and  perform  the  award.  Such  agreement 
may  be  signed  by  the  employer  as  an  individual,  firm  or  corpo- 
ration, as  the  case  may  be,  and  execution  of  the  agreement  in 
the  name  of  the  employer  by  any  agent  or  i*epresentative  of 
such  employer  then  and  theretofore  in  control  or  management 
of  the  business  or  department  of  business  in  relation  to  which 
the  controversy  shall  have  arisen  shall  bind  the  employer.  On 
the  part  of  the  employes,  the  agreement  may  be  signed  by  them 
in  their  own  person,  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  those  concerned 
in  the  controversy  signing,  or  it  may  be  signed  by  a  committee 
by  them  appointed.  Such  committee  may  be  created  by  elec- 
tion at  a  meeting  of  the  employes  concerned  in  the  controversy 
at  which  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  such  employes  shall  be 
present,  which  election  and  the  fact  of  the  presence  of  the  re- 
quired number  of  employes  at  the  meeting  shall  be  evidenced 
by  the  affidavit  of  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  such  meeting 
attached  to  the  arbitration  agreement.  If  the  employes  con- 
cerned in  the  controversy,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  members  of 
any  labor  union  or  workingmen*s  society,  they  may  be  repre- 
sented in  the  execution  of  said  arbitration  agreement  by  officers 
or  committeemen  of  the  union  or  society  designated  by  it  in  any 
manner  conformable  to  its  usual  methods  of  transacting  busi- 
ness, and  others  of  the  employes  represented  by  committee  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  7.  If  upon  any  occasion  calling  for  the  presence  and 
intervention  of  the  Labor  Commissioners  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  one  of  said  Commissioner  shall  be  present  and  the 
other  absent,  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county  in 
which  the  dispute  shall  have  arisen,  as  defined  in  section  5,  shall 
upon  the  application  of  the  Commissioners  present,  appoint  a 
Commissioner  pro  tern,  in  the  place  of  the  absent  Commissioner, 
and  such  Commissioner  pro  tern,  shall  exercise  all  the  powers 
of  a  Commissioner  under  this  act  until  the  termination  of  the 
duties  of  the  Commission  with  respect  to  the  particular  contro- 
versy upon  the  occasion  of  which  the  appointment  shall  have 
been  made,  and  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  pro- 
vided by  this  act  for  the  other  commissioners.  Such  Commis- 
sioner pro  tern,  shall  represent  and  be  affiliated  with  the  same 
interests  as  the  absent  Commissioner. 

Sec.  8.  Before  entering  upon  their  duties  the  arbitrators 
shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  effect  that 
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they  will  honestly  and  impartially  perform  their  duties  as  arbi- 
trators and  a  just  and  fair  award  render  to  the  best  of  their 
ability.  The  sittings  of  the  arbitrators  shall  be  in  the  court 
room  of  the  Circuit  Court,  or  such  other  place  as  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  the  County  Commissionera  of  the  county  in  which  the 
hearing  is  had.  The  Circuit  Judge  shall  be  the  presiding  mem- 
ber of  the  Boai*d.  He  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpoenas  for 
witnesses  who  do  not  appear  voluntarily,  directed  to  the  Sheriff 
of  the  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  serve  the  same  without 
delay.  He  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirma- 
tions to  witnesses,  enforce  order,  and  direct  and  control  the 
examinations.  The  proceedings  shall  be  infonnal  in  character, 
but  in  general  accordance  with  the  practice  governing  the  Cir- 
cuit Courts  in  the  trial  of  civil  causes.  All  questions  of  prac- 
tice, or  questions  relating  to  the  admission  of  evidence  shall  be 
decided  by  the  presiding  member  of  the  Board  summarily  and 
without  extended  argument.  The  sittings  shall  be  open  and 
public,  or  with  closed  doors,  as  the  Board  shall  direct.  If  five 
members  are  sitting  as  such  Board  three  members  of  the  Board 
agreeing  shall  have  power  to  make  an  award,  otherwise,  two. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  shall  attend  the  sittings  and 
make  a  record  of  the  proceedings  in  shorthand,  but  shall  tran- 
scribe so  much  thereof  only  as  the  Commission  shall  direct. 

Sec.  9.  The  arbitrators  shall  make  their  award  in  writing 
and  deliver  the  same  with  the  arbitration  agreement  and  their 
oath  as  arbitrators  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 
county  in  which  the  hearing  was  had,  and  deliver  a  copy  of 
the  award  to  the  employer,  and  a  copy  to  the  first  signer  of  the 
arbitration  agreement  on  the  paFt  of  the  employes.  A  copy  of 
all  the  papers  shall  also  be  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  Com- 
mission at  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  10.  The  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  shall  record  the 
papers  delivered  to  him  as  directed  in  the  last  preceding  section, 
in  the  order  book  of  the  Circuit  Court.  Any  person  who  was  a 
party  to  the  arbitration  proceedings  may  present  to  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  county  in  which  the  hearing  was  had,  or  the  Judge 
thereof  in  vacation,  a  verified  petition  referring  to  the  proceed- 
ings and  the  record  of  them  in  the  order  book  and  showing  that 
said  award  has  not  been  complied  with,  stating  by  whom  and  in 
what  respect  it  has  been  disobeyed.  And  thereupon  the  Court 
or  Judge  thereof  in  vacation  shall  grant  a  rule  against  the  party 
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or  parties  so  charged,  to  show  cause  within  five  days  why  said 
award  has  not  been  obeyed,  which  shall  be  served  by  the  Sheriff 
as  other  process.  Upon  return  made  to  the  rule  the  Judge  or 
Court  if  in  session,  shall  hear  and  determine  the  questions  pre- 
sented and  made  such  order  or  orders  directed  to  the  parties 
before  him  in  personam^  as  shall  give  just  effect  to  the  award. 
Disobedience  by  any  party  to  snch  proceedings  of  any  order  so 
made  shall  be  deemed  a  contempt  of  the  court  and  may  be  pun- 
ished accordingly.  But  such  punishment  shall  not  extend  to 
imprisonment  except  in  case  of  wilful  and  contumacious  dis- 
obedience. In  all  proceedings  under  this  section  the  award  shall 
be  regarded  as  presumptively  binding  upon  the  employer  and 
all  employes  who  were  parties  to  the  controversy  submitted  to 
arbitration,  which  presumption  shall  be  overcome  only  by  proof 
of  dissent  from  the  submission  delivered  to  the  arbitrators,  or 
one  of  them,  in  writing  before  the  commencement  of  the  hearing. 

Sec.  11.  The  Labor  Commission,  with  the  advise  and  assist- 
ance of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State,  which  he  is  hereby 
requii*ed  to  render,  may  make  rules  and  regulations  respecting 
proceedings  in  arbitrations  under  this  act  not  inconsistent  with 
this  act  or  the  law,  including  forms,  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
printed  and  furnished  to  all  persons  applying  therefor,  and  all 
arbitration  proceedings  under  this  act  shall  thereafter  conform 
to  such  rules  and  regulations. 

Sec.  12.  Any  employer  and  his  employes,  not  less  than 
twenty-five  in  number,  between  whom  differences  exist  which 
have  not  resulted  in  any  open  rupture  or  strike,  may  of  their 
own  motion  apply  to  the  Labor  Commission  for  arbitration  of 
their  differences,  and  upon  the  execution  of  an  arbitration  agree- 
ment as  hereinbefore  provided,  a  Board  of  Arbitrators  shall  be 
organized  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided,  and  the  arbi- 
tration shall  take  place  and  the  awaixi  be  rendered,  recorded 
and  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  in  arbitrations  under  the 
provisions  found  in  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  In  all  cases  arising  under  this  act  requiring  the 
attendance  of  a  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  as  a  member  of  an 
Arbitration  Board,  such  duty  shall  have  precedence  over  any 
other  business  pending  in  his  court,  and  if  necessary  for  the 
prompt  transaction  of  such  other  business  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  appoint  some  other  Circuit  Judge,  or  Judge  of  a  Superior  or 
the  Appellate  or  Supreme  Court  to  sit  in  the  Circuit  Court  in  his 
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place  during  the  pendency  of  such  arbitration,  and  such  ap- 
pointee shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  his  services  as 
is  now  allowed  by  law  to  Judges  appointed  to  sit  in  case  of 
change  of  Judge  in  civil  actions.  In  case  the  Judge  of  the 
Circuit  Conrt,  whose  duty  it  shall  became  under  this  act  to  sit 
upon  any  Board  of  Arbitrators,  shall  be  at  the  time  actually 
engaged  in  a  trial  which  can  not  be  interrupted  without  loss  and 
injury  to  the  parties,  and  which  will  in  his  opinion  continue  for 
more  than  three  days  to  come,  or  is  disabled  from  acting  by 
sickness  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Judge  to  call 
in  and  appoint  some  other  Circuit  Judge,  or  some  Judge  of  a 
Superior  Court,  or  the  Appellate  or  Supreme  Court,  to  sit  upon 
such  Board  of  Arbitrators,  and  such  appointed  Judge  shall  have 
the  same  power  and  perform  the  same  duties  as  member  of  the 
Board  of  Arbitration  as  are  by  this  act  vested  in  and  charged 
upon  the  Circuit  Judge  regularly  sitting,  and  he  shall  receive  the 
same  compensation  now  provided  by  law  to  a  Judge  sitting  by 
appointment  upon  a  change  of  Judge  in  civil  cases,  to  be  paid 
in  the  same  way. 

Sec.  14.  If  the  parties  to  any  such  labor  controversy  as  is 
defined  in  section  4  of  this  act  shall  have  failed  at  the  end  of 
five  days  after  the  first  communication  of  said  Labor  Com- 
mission with  them  to  adjust  their  differences  amicably,  or  to 
agree  to  submit  the  same  to  arbitration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Labor  Commission  to  proceed  at  once  to  investigate  the 
facts  attending  the  disagreement.  In  this  investigation  the 
Commission  shall  be  entitled,  upon  request,  to  the  presence  and 
assistance  of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State,  in  pei*son  or  by 
deputy,  whose  duty  it  is  hereby  made  to  attend  without  delay, 
upon  request  by  letter  or  telegram  from  the  Commission.  For 
the  purpose  of  such  investigation  the  Commission  shall  have 
power  to  issue  subpoenas,  and  each  of  the  Commissioners  shall 
have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations.  Such  subpoena 
shall  be  under  the  seal  of  the  Commission  and  signed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commission,  or  a  member  of  it,  and  shall  com- 
mand the  attendance  of  the  person  or  persons  named  in  it  at  a 
time  and  place  named,  which  subpoena  may  be  served  and  re- 
turned as  other  process  by  any  Sheriff  or  Constable  in  the  State. 
In  case  of  disobedience  of  any  such  subpoena,  or  the  refusal  of 
any  witness  to  testify,  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county  within 
which  the  subpoena  was  issued,  or  the  Judge  thereof  in  vacation. 
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shall,  upon  the  application  of  the  Labor  Commission,  grant  a 
rule  against  the  disobeying  person  or  peraons,  or  the  person 
refusing  to  testify,  to  show  cause  forthwith  why  he  or  they 
should  not  obey  such  subpoena,  or  testify  as  required  by  the 
Commission,  or  be  adjudged  guilty  of  contempt,  and  in  such 
proceedings  such  court,  or  the  Judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall 
be  empowered  to  compel  obedience  to  such  subpoena  as  in  the 
case  of  subpoena  issued  under  the  order  and  by  authority  of  the 
court,  or  to  compel  a  witness  to  testify  as  witnesses  in  court  are 
compelled  to  testify.  But  no  person  shall  be  required  to  attend 
as  a  witness  at  any  place  outside  the  county  of  his  residence. 
Witnesses  called  by  the  Labor  Commission  under  this  section 
shall  be  paid  $1.00  per  diem  fees  out  of  the  expense  fund  pro- 
vided by  this  act,  if  such  payment  is  claimed  at  the  time  of  their 
examination. 

Sbc.  15.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  investigation  authorized 
by  the  last  preceding  section,  the  Labor  Commission  shall  forth- 
with report  the  facts  thereby  disclosed  affecting  the  merits  of  the 
controveray  in  succinct  and  condensed  form  to  the  Governor, 
who,  unless  he  shall  perceive  good  reason  to  the  contrary,  shall 
at  once  authorize  such  report  to  be  given  out  for  publication. 
And  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  such  report  shall  be 
printed  under  the  direction  of  the  Commission  and  a  copy  shall 
be  supplied  to  any  one  requesting  the  same. 

Sec.  16.  Any  employer  shall  be  entitled,  in  his  response  to 
the*  inquiries  made  of  him  by  the  Commission  in  the  investiga- 
tion provided  for  in  the  two  last  preceding  sections,  to  submit  in 
writing  to  the  Commission,  a  statement  of  any  facts  material  to 
the  inquiiy,  the  publication  of  which  would  be  likely  to  be  in- 
jurious to  his  business,  and  the  facts  so  stated  shall  be  taken 
and  held  as  confidential,  and  shall  not  be  disclosed  in  the  report 
or  otherwise. 

Sec.  17.  Said  Commissioners  shall  receive  a  compensation 
of  ten  dollars  each  per  diem  for  the  time  actually  expended,  and 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  while  absent  from  home 
in  the  performance  of  duty,  and  each  of  the  two  members  of  a 
Board  of  Arbitration  chosen  by  the  parties  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  the  days  occu- 
pied in  service  upon  the  Board.  The  Attorney-General,  or  his 
deputy,  shall  receive  his  necessary  and  actual  traveling  expenses 
while  absent  from  home  in  the  service  of  the  Commission.     Such 
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compensation  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of 
State  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  Auditor  upon  itemized  and 
verified  accounts  of  time  spent  and  expenses  paid.  All  such 
accounts,  except  those  of  the  Commissioners,  shall  be  certified 
as  coiTCct  by  the  Commissionere,  or  one  of  them,  and  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  certified  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commission.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  policy  of 
this  act  that  the  arbitrations  and  investigations  provided  for  in 
it  shall  be  conducted  with  all  reasonable  promptness  and  dis- 
patch, and  no  member  of  any  Board  of  Arbitration  shall  be 
allowed  payment  for  more  than  fifteen  days'  service  in  any  one 
arbitration,  and  no  Commissioner  shall  be  allowed  payment  for 
more  than  ten  days*  service  in  the  making  of  the  investigation 
provided  for  in  section  14  and  sections  following. 

Sec.  18.  For  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commission,  the  compensation  of  the  Commissioners  and 
other  arbitrators,  the  traveling  and  hotel  expenses  herein  author- 
ized to  be  paid,  and  for  witness  fees,  printing,  stationery,  post- 
age, telegrams  and  office  expenses  there  is  hereby  appropriated 
out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  othci'wise  appropriated, 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  1897  and  five 
thousand  dollars  for  the  year  1898. 


IDAHO. 


The  foUowing  biU,  haying  remained  with  the  governor  more  than  ten  secnlar 
days  after  the  legislature  adjourned,  became  a  law  March  20, 1897. 

An  Aot  to  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration,  for  the 
Settlement  of  DifTerenoes  between  Employees  and  their 
Employers  and  to  provide  for  Local  Boards  of  Arbi- 
tration subordinate  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Idaho : 

Section  1.  The  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  shall,  on  or  before  the  fonrthday  of  March,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  ninety-seven,  appoint  three  competent  persons 
to  serve  as  a  State  boai*d  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  One  of  them  shall  be  an 
employer  or  selected  from  some  association  representing  em- 
ployers of  labor;  one  of  them  shall  be  selected  from  some 
labor  organization  and  not  an  employer  of  labor ;  the  thbrd  shall 
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be  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  other  two ;  Pro- 
vided^ however^  That  if  the  two  appointed  do  not  agree  on  the 
third  man  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  he  shall  then  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor.  On  or  before  the  fourth  day  of 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  the  Governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  three  mem- 
bers of  said  board  in  the  manner  above  provided ;  one  to  serve 
for  six  years ;  one  for  four  years  ;  and  one  for  two  years ;  or 
until  their  respective  successors  are  appointed ;  and  on  or  before 
the  fourth  day  of  March  of  each  year  during  which  the  legis- 
lature of  this  State  is  in  its  regular  biennial  session  thereafter, 
the  Governor  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint  one  member  of 
said  board  to  succeed  the  member  whose  term  then  expires  and 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  six  years  or  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  at  any  time,  the  Governor  shall  in 
the  same  manner  appoint  some  one  to  serve  out  the  unexpired 
term ;  and  he  may  in  like  manner  remove  any  member  of  said 
board.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  thereof. 
They  shall  at  once  organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  mem- 
bers as  chairman.  Said  board  shall  choose  one  of  its  Inembers 
as  secretary  and  may  also  appoint  and  remove  a  clerk  of  the 
board,  who  shall  receive  pay  only  for  time  during  which  his  ser- 
vices are  actually  required  and  that  at  a  rate  of  not  more  than 
four  dollars  per  day  during  such  time  as  he  may  be  employed. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  its  organ- 
ization, establish  such  rules  of  procedure  as  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Governor  and  Senate. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  any  controversy  or  difference,  not  in- 
volving questions  which  may  be  the  subject  of  a  suit  at  law  or 
bill  in  equity,  exists  between  an  employer,  whether  an  individual, 
co-partnership  or  corporation,  and  his  employees  if  at  the  time 
he  employs  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons  in  the  same  general 
line  of  business  in  any  city  or  town  or  village  or  county  in  this 
State,  the  board  shall  upon  application  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  visit  the  locality  of  the 
dispute  and  make  careful  inquiry  into  the  cause  thereof,  hear  all 
persons  interested  therein  who  may  come  before  them,  advise 
the  respective  pai^ies  what,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  done  or 
submitted  to  by  either  or  both  to  adjust  said  dispute,  and  make 
a  written  decision  thereof.     This  decision  shall  at  once  be  made 
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public,  shall  be  recorded  upon  proper  books  of  record  to  be  kept 
by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  a  short  statement  thereof 
published  in  the  annual  report  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the 
said  board  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  filed  with  the  County 
Recorder  of  the  county  where  such  business  is  carried  on. 

Sec.  4.  Said  application  shall  be  signed  by  said  employer 
or  by  a  majority  of  his  employees  in  the  department  of  the  busi- 
ness in  which  the  controversy  or  difference  exists,  or  their  duly 
authorized  agent  or  by  both  parties  and  shall  contain  a  concise 
statement  of  the  grievance  complained  of,  and  a  proiAise  to  con- 
tinue in  the  business  or  at  work  without  any  lockout  or  strike 
until  the  decision  of  said  board  if  it  shall  be  made  in  three  weeks 
of  the  date  of  filing  said  application,  when  an  application  is 
signed  by  an  agent  claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of  such 
employees,  the  board  shall  satisfy  itself  that  such  agent  is  duly 
authorized  in  writing  to  represent  such  employees,  but  the  names 
of  the  employees  giving  such  authority  shall  be  kept  secret  by 
said  board.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  said  appli- 
cation, the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereof ;  but  public 
notice  need  not  be  given  when  both  parties  to  the  controversy 
join  in  the  application  and  present  therewith  a  written  request 
that  no  public  notice  be  given.  When  such  request  be  made, 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested  in  such  manner  as 
the  board  may  order  and  the  board  may,  at  any  stage  of  the 
proceedings,  cause  public  notice  to  be  given,  notwithstanding 
such  request.  Should  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  fail  to  per- 
form the  promise  made  in  said  application,  the  board  shall  pro- 
ceed no  further  thereupon  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
adverse  party.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to  summons  as 
witness  any  operative  in  the  departments  of  business  affected, 
and  any  person,  who  keeps  the  records  of  wages  earned  in  those 
departments  and  to  examine  them  under  oath  and  to  require  the 
production  of  books  contaiDing  the  record  of  wages  paid.  Sum- 
mons may  be  signed  and  oaths  administered  by  any  member  of 
the  board. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  and  after  sach 
notice,  the  board  shall  proceed  as  before  provided  and  render  a 
written  decision  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  shall 
be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  the  board  and  published  at  the 
discretion  of  the  same,  in  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to  the 
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Grovemor  of  the  State  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Febraary  of 
each  year. 

Sec.  6.  Said  decision  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  who 
join  in  said  application  for  six  months,  or  until  either  party  has 
given  the  other  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  not  to  be 
bound  by  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  therefrom. 
Said  notice  may  be  given  to  said  employees  by  posting  the  same 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  shop  or  factory,  mill  or  at 
the  mine  where  they  work  or  are  employed. 

Sec.  7. '  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as  de- 
scribed in  Section  3  of  this  act  may  submit  the  matters  in  dis- 
pute, in  writing  to  a  local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation, 
such  board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  or  the  employer 
may  designate  one  of  the  arbitrators,  the  employees  or  their 
duly  authorized  agent,  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators  so  desig- 
nated may  choose  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board. 

Such  board  shall,  in  respect  to  the  matters  referred  to  it, 
have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  state  board  might 
have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  whatever  binding 
effect  may  be  agreed  by  the  pai-ties  to  the  controversy  in  the 
written  submission. 

The  Jurisdiction  of  such  board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect 
to  the  matters  submitted  to  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the 
advice  and  assistance  of  the  state  board.  The  decision  of  such 
board  shall  be  rendered  within  ten  days  of  the  close  of  any 
hearing  held  by  it ;  such  decision  shall  at  once  be  filed  with  the 
recorder  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference 
arose,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  state  board. 
Each  of  such  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
treasury  of  the  county  in  which  the  controversy  or  difference 
that  is  the  subject  of  the  arbitration  exists,  if  such  payment  is 
approved  in  writing  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  such 
county,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  service, 
not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration,  whenever  it  is 
made  to  appear  to  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  a  county  that  a  strike  or  lockout  such  as  described  in 
Section  8  of  this  act  is  seriously  threatened  or  actually  occurs, 
the  mayor  of  such  city  or  the  board  of  commissioners  of  such 
county  shall  at  once  notify  the  state  board  of  the  facts. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
state  board,  either  by  notice  from  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the 
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board  of  commissioners  of  a  county,  as  provided  in  the  preced- 
ing section  or  otherwise,  that  a  strike  or  lockout  is  seriously 
threatened  or  has  actually  occurred  in  any  county  or  town  of 
the  State,  involving  an  employer  and  his  present  or  past  em- 
ployees, if  at  the  time  he  is  employing,  or  up  to  the  occurrence 
of  the  strike  or  lockout  was  employing  not  less  than  twenty-five 
persons  in  the  same  general  line  of  business  in  any  county  or 
town  in  the  State,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  board  to  put 
itself  in  communication  as  soon  as  may  be  with  such  employer, 
and  employees,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  amica- 
ble settlement  between  them,  or  to  endeavor  to  persuade  them ; 
Provided^  That  a  strike  or  lockout  has  not  actually  occurred  or 
is  not  then  continuing,  to  submit  the  mattera  in  dispute  to  a 
local  board  of  arbitration  and  conciliation,  as  above  provided, 
or  to  the  State  board  ;  and  said  State  board  may,  if  it  deems  it 
advisable,  investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  controversy, 
and  ascertain  which  party  thereto  is  mainly  responsible  or  blame- 
worthy for  the  existence  or  continuance  of  the  same,  and  may 
make  and  publish  a  report  finding  such  cause  or  causes  and  as- 
signing such  responsibility  or  blame.  The  board  shall  have  the 
same  powers  for  the  foregoing  purposes  as  are  given  it  by  Sec- 
tion 3  of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  Witnesses  summoned  by  the  State  board  shall  be 
allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  attendance,  and  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour  of  attendance  in  excess  of 
two  hours,  and  shall  be  allowed  five  cents,  a  mile  for  travel  each 
way  from  their  respective  places  of  employment  or  business  to 
the  place  where  the  board  is  in  session.  Each  witness  shall 
certify  in  writing  the  amount  of  his  travel  and  attendance,  and 
the  amount  due  him  shall  be  paid  forthwith  by  the  board,  and 
for  such  purpose  the  board  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  from  the 
treasury  of  the  State  for  the  payment  thereof  any  of  the  unap- 
propriated moneys  of  the  State.     ' 

Sec.  10.  The  members  of  said  state  board  shall  be  paid  six 
doUare  per  day  for  each  day  that  they  are  actually  engaged 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
of  the  State,  and  they  shall  be  allowed  their  necessary  traveling 
and  other  expenses,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of 
the  State. 
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COLORADO. 

[Chaptbk  2>of  thb  Sbssion  Laws  of  1897.    Apprcntd  March  31] 

An  Aot  oreatmg  a  State  and  looal  Boards  of  Arbitration 
and  providing  for  the  adjustment  of  differences  between 
Employers  and  Employes  and  defining  the  powers  and 
duties  thereof  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Colorado : 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  a  State  Board  of 
Arbitration  consisting  of  three  members,  which  shall  be  charged, 
among  other  duties  provided  by  this  Act,  with  the  consideration 
and  settlement  by  means  of  arbitration,  conciliation  and  adjust- 
ment, when  possible,  of  strikes,  lockouts  and  labor  or  wage 
controversies  arising  between  employers  and  employes. 

Section  2.  Immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  the 
Governor  shall  appoint  a  State  Board  of  Arbitration,  consisting 
of  three  qualified  resident  citizens  of  the  State  of  Colorado  and 
above  the  age  of  thirty  years.  One  of  the  members  of  said 
Board  shall  be  selected  from  the  ranks  of  active  members  of 
bona  fide  labor  organizations  of  the  State  of  Colorado,  and  one 
shall  be  selected  from  active  employers  of  labor  or  from  organi- 
zations representing  employers  of  labor.  The  third  member 
of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  from  a  list 
which  shall  not  consist  of  more  than  six  names  selected  from 
entirely  disinterested  ranks  submitted  by  the  two  members  of 
the  Board  above  designated.  If  any  vacancy  should  occur  in 
said  Boaixi,  the  Governor  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  appoint 
an  eligible  citizen  for  the  remainder  of  the  teiTa,  as  herein 
before  provided. 

Section  3.  The  third  member  of  said  Board  shall  be  Secre- 
tary thereof,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as 
a  member  of  the  Board,  to  keep  a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Board  and  perform  such  clerical  work  as 
may  be  necessary  for  a  concise  statement  of  all  official  business 
that  may  be  transacted.  He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  docu- 
ments and  testimony  of  an  official  character  relating  to  the 
business  of  the  Board  ;  and  shall  also  have,  under  direction  of 
a  majority  of  the  Board,  power  to  issue  subpoenas,  to  administer 
oaths  to  witnesses  cited  before  the  Board,  to  call  for  and  exam- 
ine books,  papers  and  documents  necessary  for  examination  in 
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the  adjustment  of  labor  differences,  with  the  same  authority  to 
enforce  their  production  as  is  possessed  by  courts  of  record  oY 
the  judges  thereof  in  this  State. 

Section  4.  Said  members  of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  shall 
take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of  office,  and  be 
sworn  to  the  due  and  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
same.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  set  apart  and  furnish  an 
office  in  the  State  Capitol  for  the  proper  and  convenient  trans- 
action of  the  business  of  said  Board. 

Section  5.  Whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any 
nature  shall  arise  between  employer  and  employes,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  parties  to  submit  the  same  directly  to  said  Board, 
in  case  such  parties  elect  to  do  so,  and  shall  jointly  notify  said 
Board  or  its  Clerk  in  writing  of  such  desire.  Whenever  such 
notification  is  given  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  to  pro- 
ceed with  as  little  delay  as  possible  to  the  locality  of  such  griev- 
ance or  dispute,  and  inquire  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  such 
grievance  or  dispute.  The  parties  to  the  grievance  or  dispute 
shall  thereupon  submit  to  said  Board  in  writing,  clearly  and  in 
detail,  their  grievances  and  complaints  and  the  cause  or  causes 
therefor,  and  severally  agree  in  writing  to  submit  to  the  deci- 
sion of  said  Board  as  to  the  matters  so  submitted,  promising 
and  agreeing  to  continue  on  in  business  or  at  work,  without  a 
lockout  or  strike  until  the  decision  is  rendered  by  the  Board, 
provided  such  decision  shall  be  given  within  ten  days  after  the 
completion  of  the  investigation.  The  Board  shall  thereupon 
proceed  to  fully  investigate  and  inquire  into  the  matters  in  con- 
troversy and  to  take  testimony  under  oath  in  relation  thereto ; 
and  shall  have  power  under  its  Chairman  or  Clerk  to  administer 
oaths,  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  the 
production  of  books  and  papers  in  like  manner  and  with  the 
same  powers  as  provided  for  in  Section  3  of  this  Act. 

Section  6.  After  the  matter  has  been  fully  heard,  the  said 
Board,  or  a  majority  of  its  members,  shall,  within  ten  days, 
render  a  decision  thereon  in  writing,  signed  by  them  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  stating  such  details  as  will  clearly  show  the 
nature  of  the  decision  and  the  points  disposed  of  by  them. 
The  Clerk  of  said  Board  shall  file  four  copies  of  such  decision, 
one  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  copy  served  to  each  of  the 
parties  to  the  controversy,  and  one  copy  retained  by  the  Board. 
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Section  7.  Whenever  a  strike  or  lockout  shall  occnr  or 
seriously  threaten  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and  sball  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  membei's  of  the  Board,  or  any  one  thereof 
by  a  written  notice  from  either  of  the  parties  to  such  threatened 
strike  or  lockout,  or  f ix>m  the  Mayor  or  Clerk  of  the  city  or 
town,  or  from  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  district  where 
such  strike  or  lockout  is  threatened,  it  shall  be  their  duty,  and 
they  are  hereby  directed,  to  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  to 
the  locality  of  such  strike  or  lookout  and  put  themselves  in  com- 
munication with  the  parties  to  the  controversy  and  endeavor 
by  mediation  to  affect  an  amicable  settlement  of  such  contro- 
veray,  and,  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  deemed  best,  to  inquire 
into  the  cause  or  causes  of  the  controversy :  and  to  that  end 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  subpoena  witnesses,  compel 
their  attendance,  and  send  for  persons  and  papers  in  like  man- 
ner and  with  the  same  powers  as  it  is  authorized  by  Section  3 
of  this  Act. 

'Section  8.  The  fees  of  witnesses  before  said  Board  of  Ar- 
bitration shall  be  two  dollars  ($2.00)  for  each  day's  attendance, 
and  five  (5)  cents  per  mile  over  the  nearest  traveled  routes  in 
going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  where  attendance  is  re- 
quired by  the  Board.  All  subpoenas  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  and  may  be  served  by  any  person  of 
legal  age  authorized  by  the  Board  to  serve  the  same. 

Section  9.  The  parties  to  any  controversy  or  difference  as 
described  in  Section  5  of  this  Act  may  submit  the  matters  in 
dispute  in  writing  to  a  local  Board  of  Arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion ;  said  Board  may  either  be  mutually  agreed  upon  or  the 
employer  may  designate  one  of  such  arbitrators,  the  employes 
or  their  duly  authorized  agent  another,  and  the  two  arbitrators 
so  designated  may  choose  a  third  who  shall  be  Chairman  of 
such  local  Board ;  such  Board  shall  in  respect  to  the  matters 
referred  to  it  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  the  State 
Boaixi  might  have  and  exercise,  and  its  decision  shall  have  such 
binding  effect  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  to  the  con- 
troversy in  the  written  submission.  The  jurisdiction  of  such 
local  Board  shall  be  exclusive  in  respect  to  the  matter  submitted 
by  it,  but  it  may  ask  and  receive  the  advice  and  assistance  of 
the  State  Board.  Such  local  Board  shall  render  its  decision  in 
writing,  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  any  hearing  held  by 
it,  and  shall  file  a  copy  thereof  with  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
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Board.  Each  of  such  local  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive from  the  Treasurer  of  the  city,  village  or  town  in  which 
the  controversy  or  difference  that  is  the  subject  of  arbitration 
exists,  if  such  payment  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  such  city, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  such  village,  or  the  Town  Board  of 
such  town,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  ser- 
vice not  exceeding  ten  days  for  any  one  arbitration :  Provided, 
that  when  such  hearing  is  held  at  some  point  having  no  organ- 
ized town  or  city  government,  in  such  case  the  costs  of  such 
hearing  shall  be  paid  jointly  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy : 
Provided  further  that  in  the  event  of  any  local  Board  of  Arbi- 
tration or  a  majority  thereof  failing  to  agree  within  ten  (10) 
days  after  any  case  being  placed  in  their  hands,  the  State  Board 
shall  be  called  upon  to  take  charge  of  said  case  as  provided  by 
this  Act. 

Section  10.  Said  State  Board  shall  report  to  the  Governor 
annually,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  in  each 
year,  the  work  of  the  Board,  which  shall  include  a  concise  state- 
ment of  all  cases  coming  before  the  Board  for  adjustment. 

Section  11.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  authorized  and 
instructed  to  have  printed  for  circulation  one  thousand  (1,000) 
copies  of  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  provided  the 
volume  shall  not  exceed  four  hundred  (400)  pages. 

Section  12.  Two  members  of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  shall 
each  receive  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  annually, 
and  shall  be  allowed  all  money  actually  and  necessarily  ex- 
pended for  traveling  and  other  necessary  expenses  while  in  the 
performance  of  the  duties  of  their  office.  The  member  hei-ein 
designated  to  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  receive  a 
salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200)  per  annum.  The 
salaries  of  the  members  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  instalments 
by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  the  warrants  issued  by  the  Auditor 
of  the  State.  The  other  expenses  of  the  Board  shall  be  paid 
in  like  manner  upon  approved  vouchers  signed  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  and  the  Secretary  thereof. 

Section  13.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
shall  be  as  follows :  That  of  the  members  who  are  to  be  selected 
from  the  ranks  of  labor  organizations  and  from  the  active  em- 
ployers of  labor  shall  be  for  two  years,  and  thereafter  every 
two  years  the  Governor  shall  appoint  one  from  each  class  for 
the  period  of  two  years.     The  third  member  of  the  Board  shall 
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be  appointed  as  herein  provided  every  two  years.  The  Gov- 
ernor shall  have  power  to  remove  any  members  of  said  Board 
for  cause  and  fill  any  vacancy  occasioned  thereby. 

Section  14.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  there  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  General 
Revenue  Fund  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars  for  the  fiscal 
years  1897  and  1898,  only  one-half  of  which  shall  be  used  in 
each  year,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

Section  15.  In  the  opinion  of  the  General  Assembly  an 
emergency  exists ;  therefore,  this  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be 
in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.  / 


WYOMINQ. 


Wyoming  was  admitted  to  the  Union  on  July  11, 1890.  Arti- 
cle 5  of  the  Constitution  has  the  following  provisions  for  the 
arbitration  of  labor  disputes : 

Section  28.  The  legislature  shall  establish  courts  of  arbi- 
tration, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  hear,  and  determine  all  differ- 
ences, and  controversies  between  organizations  or  associations 
of  laborers,  and  their  employers,  which  shall  be  submitted  to 
them  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  may  provide. 

Section  30.  Appeals  from  decisions  of  compulsory  boards 
of  arbitration  shall  be  allowed  to  the  supreme  court  of  the 
state,  and  the  manner  of  taking  such  appeals  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 


MABYLAND. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  reference  of  disputes  between 
employers  and  employees  to  arbitration. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Mary- 
land^ That  whenever  any  controverey  shall  arise  between  any 
corporation  incorporated  by  this  State  in  which  this  State  may 
be  interested  as  a  stockholder  or  creditor,  and  any  persons  in  the 
employment  or  service  of  such  corporation,  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  tend  to  impair  the  useful- 
ness or  prosperity  of  such  corporation,  the  said  Board  of  Public 
Works  shall  have  power  to  demand  and  receive  a  statement  of 
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the  grounds  of  said  controversy  from  the  parties  to  the  same  ; 
and  if,  in  their  jadgment,  there  shall  be  occasion  so  to  do,  they 
shall  have  the  right  to  propose  to  the  parties  to  said  controversy, 
or  to  any  of  them,  that  the  same  shall  be  settled  by  arbitration ; 
and  if  the  opposing  paities  to  said  controversy  shall  consent 
and  agree  to  said  arbitration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Boaixl 
of  Public  Works  to  provide  in  due  form  for  the  submission  of 
the  said  controversy  to  arbitration,  in  such  manner  that  the  same 
may  be  finally  settled  and  determined  ;  but  if  the  said  corpora- 
tion or  the  said  person  in  its  employment  or  service,  so  engaged 
in  controversy  with  the  said  corporation,  shall  refuse  to  submit 
to  such  arbitration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  of 
Public  Works  to  examine  into  and  ascertain  the  cause  of  said 
controversy,  and  report  the  same  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  encuUedy  That  all  subjects  of  dispute  aris- 
ing between  corporations,  and  any  person  in  their  employment 
or  service,  and  all  subjects  of  dispute  between  employers  and 
employees,  employed  by  them  in  any  trade  or  manufacture,  may 
be  settled  and  adjusted  in  the  manner  heretofore  mentioned. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  whenever  such  sub- 
jects of  dispute  shall  arise  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
either  party  to  the  same  to  demand  and  have  an  arbitration  or 
reference  thereof  in  the  manner  following,  that  is  to  say : 
Where  the  party  complaining  and  the  party  complained  of  shall 
come  before,  or  agree  by  any  writing  under  their  hands,  to 
abide  by  the  determination  of  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace 
to  hear  and  finally  determine  in  a  summary  manner  the  matter 
in  dispute  between  such  parties ;  but  if  such  parties  shall  not 
come  before,  or  so  agree  to  abide  by  the  determination  of  such 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  but  shall  agree  to  submit  their 
said  cause  of  dispute  to  arbitrators  appointed  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  such  judge  or 
justice  of  the  peace,  and  such  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  is 
hereby  required,  on  complaint  made  before  him,  and  proof  that 
such  agreement  for  arbitration  has  been  entered  into,  to  ap- 
point arbitrators  for  settling  the  matters  in  dispute,  and  such 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  then  and  there  propose  not 
less  than  two  nor  more  than  four  persons,  one-half  of  whom 
shall  be  em'ployers  and  the  other  half  employees,  acceptable  to 
the  parties  to  the  dispute,  respectively,  who,  together  with  such

judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  have  full  power  finally  to 
hear  and  determine  such  dispute. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  in  all  such  cases  of 
dispute  as  aforesaid,  as  in  all  other  cases,  if  the  parties  mutu- 
ally agree  that  the  matter  in  dispute  shall  be  arbitrated  and 
determined  in  a  different  mode  to  the  one  hereby  prescribed, 
such  agreement  shall  be  valid,  and  the  award  and  determina- 
tion thereon  by  either  mode  of  arbitration  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive  between  the  parties. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  in 
all  cases  for  an  employer  or  employee,  by  writing  under  his 
hand,  to  authorize  any  person  to  act  for  him  in  submitting  to 
arbitration  and  attending  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  every  determination 
of  dispute  by  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  be  given 
as  a  judgment  of  the  court  over  which  said  judge  presides,  and 
of  the  justice  of  the  peace  determining  the  same  ;  and  the  said 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  award  execution  thereon  as 
upon  verdict,  confession  or  nonsuit ;  and  every  award  made  by 
arbitratora  appointed  by  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  under 
these  provisions  of  this  statute,  shall  be  returned  by  said  arbi- 
trator to  the  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  by  whom  they  were 
appointed ;  and  said  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  enter  the 
same  as  an  amicable  action  between  the  parties  to  the  same  in  the 
court  presided  over  by  said  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  with 
the  same  effect  as  if  said  action  had  been  regularly  commenced 
in  said  court  by  due  process  of  law,  and  shall  thereupon  become 
a  judgment  of  said  court,  and  execution  thereon  shall  be  awarded 
as  upon  verdict,  confession  or  nonsuit ;  in  the  manner  provided 
in  article  seven  of  the  Public  General  Laws  of  Maryland ;  and 
in  all  proceedings  under  this  act,  whether  before  a  judge  or 
justice  of  the  peace,  or  arbitrators,  costs  shall*  be  taxed  as  are 
now  allowed  by  law  in  similar  proceedings,  and  the  same  shall 
be  paid  equally  by  the  parties  to  the  dispute ;  such  award  shall 
remain  four  days  in  court  during  its  sitting,  after  the  return 
thereof,  before  any  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon ;  and  if  it 
shall  appear  to  the  court  within  that  time  that  the  same  was 
obtained  by  fraud  or  malpractice  in  or  by  surprise,  imposition 
or  deception  of  the  arbitrators,  or  without  due  notice  to  the  par- 
ties or  their  attorneys,  the  court  may  set  aside  such  award  and 
refuse  to  give  judgment  thereon.     [^Approved  April  i,  1878. 
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KANSAS. 

An  Aot  to  establish  boards  of  arbitration^  and  defining 

their  powers  and  duties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  That  the  district  court  of  each  county,  or  a 
judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall  have  the  power,  and  upon  the 
presentation  of  a  petition  as  hereinafter  provided  it  shall  be 
the  duty,  of  said  court  or  judge  to  issue  a  license  or  authority 
for  the  establishment  within  and  for  any  county  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  said  court,  of  a  tribunal  for  voluntary  arbitra- 
tion and  settlements  of  disputes  between  employers  and  em- 
ployed in  the  manufacturing,  mechanical,  mining  and  other 
industries. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  petition  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
hereinafter  given,  and  the  petition  shall  be  signed  by  at  least 
five  persons  employed  as  workmen,  or  by  two  or  more  separate 
firms,  individuals,  or  corporations  within  the  county  who  are 
employers  within  the  county :  Provided^  That  at  the  time  the 
petition  is  presented,  the  judge  before  whom  said  petition  is 
presented  may,  upon  motion,  require  testimony  to  be  taken  as 
to  the  representative  character  of  said  petitioners,  and  if  it 
appears  that  the  requisite  number  of  said  petitioners  are  not  of 
the  character  they  represent  themselves  to  be,  the  establishment 
of  the  said  tribunal  may  be  denied,  or  he  may  make  such  other 
order  in  that  behalf  as  shall  to  him  seem  fair  to  both  sides. 

Sec.  8.  If  the  said  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  requisite 
number  of  either  employers  or  workmen,  and  be  in  proper 
form,  the  judge  shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  issued  a  license, 
authorizing  the  existence  of  such  a  tribunal  and  containing  the 
names  of  four  persons  to  compose  the  tribunal,  two  of  whom 
shall  be  workmen  and  two  employers,  all  residents  of  said 
county,  and  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting 
thereof ;  and  an  entry  of  the  license  so  granted  shall  be  made 
upon  the  journal  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the 
petition  originated. 

Sec.  4.  Said  ti*ibunal  shall  continue  in  existence  for  one  year, 
from  the  date  of  the  license  creating  it,  and  may  take  jurisdic- 
tion of  any  dispute  between  employers  and  workmen  in  any 
mechanical,  manufacturing,  mining,  or  other  industry,  who  may 
submit  their  disputes  in  writing  to  such  tribunal  for  decision. 
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judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  have  full  power  finally  to 
hear  and  determine  such  dispute. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacledj  That  in  all  such  cases  of 
dispute  as  aforesaid,  as  in  all  other  cases,  if  the  parties  mutu- 
ally agree  that  the  matter  in  dispute  shall  be  arbitrated  and 
determined  in  a  different  mode  to  the  one  hereby  prescribed, 
such  agreement  shall  be  valid,  and  the  award  and  determina- 
tion thereon  by  either  mode  of  arbitration  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive  between  the  parties. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  in 
all  cases  for  an  employer  or  employee,  by  writing  under  his 
hand,  to  authorize  any  person  to  act  for  him  in  submitting  to 
arbitration  and  attending  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  every  determination 
of  dispute  by  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  be  given 
as  a  judgment  of  the  court  over  which  said  judge  presides,  and 
of  the  justice  of  the  peace  determining  the  same  ;  and  the  said 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  award  execution  thereon  as 
upon  verdict,  confession  or  nonsuit ;  and  every  award  made  by 
arbitrators  appointed  by  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  under 
these  provisions  of  this  statute,  shall  be  returned  by  said  arbi- 
trator to  the  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  by  whom  they  were 
appointed ;  and  said  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  enter  the 
same  as  an  amicable  action  between  the  parties  to  the  same  in  the 
court  presided  over  by  said  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  with 
the  same  effect  as  if  said  action  had  been  regularly  commenced 
in  said  court  by  due  process  of  law,  and  shall  thereupon  become 
a  judgment  of  said  court,  and  execution  thereon  shall  be  awarded 
as  upon  verdict,  confession  or  nonsuit ;  in  the  manner  provided 
in  article  seven  of  the  Public  General  Laws  of  Maryland ;  and 
in  all  proceedings  under  this  act,  whether  before  a  judge  or 
justice  of  the  peace,  or  arbitrators,  costs  shall*  be  taxed  as  are 
now  allowed  by  law  in  similar  pmceedings,  and  the  same  shall 
be  paid  equally  by  the  parties  to  the  dispute ;  such  award  shall 
remain  four  days  in  court  during  its  sitting,  after  the  return 
thereof,  before  any  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon ;  and  if  it 
shall  appear  to  the  court  within  that  time  that  the  same  was 
obtained  by  fraud  or  malpractice  in  or  by  surprise.  Imposition 
or  deception  of  the  arbitrators,  or  without  due  notice  to  the  par- 
ties or  their  attorneys,  the  court  may  set  aside  such  award  and 
refuse  to  give  judgment  thereon.     \^Approved  April  i,  1878. 
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KANSAS. 

An  Act  to  establish  boards  of  arbitration^  and  defining 

their  powers  and  duties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas : 

Section  1.  That  the  district  court  of  each  county,  or  a 
judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall  have  the  power,  and  upon  the 
presentation  of  a  petition  as  hereinafter  provided  it  shall  be 
the  duty,  of  said  court  or  judge  to  issue  a  license  or  authority 
for  the  establishment  within  and  for  any  county  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  said  court,  of  a  tribunal  for  voluntary  arbitra- 
tion and  settlements  of  disputes  between  employers  and  em- 
ployed in  the  manufacturing,  mechanical,  mining  and  other 
industries. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  petition  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
hereinafter  given,  and  the  petition  shall  be  signed  by  at  least 
five  persons  employed  as  workmen,  or  by  two  or  more  separate 
firms,  individuals,  or  corporations  within  the  county  who  are 
employers  within  the  county :  Provided^  That  at  the  time  the 
petition  is  presented,  the  judge  before  whom  said  petition  is 
presented  may,  upon  motion,  require  testimony  to  be  taken  as 
to  the  representative  character  of  said  petitioners,  and  if  it 
appears  that  the  requisite  number  of  said  petitioners  are  not  of 
the  character  they  represent  themselves  to  be,  the  establishment 
of  the  said  tribunal  may  be  denied,  or  he  may  make  such  other 
order  in  that  behalf  as  shall  to  him  seem  fair  to  both  sides. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  said  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  requisite 
number  of  either  employers  or  workmen,  and  be  in  proper 
form,  the  judge  shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  issued  a  license, 
authorizing  the  existence  of  such  a  tribunal  and  containing  the 
names  of  four  persons  to  compose  the  tribunal,  two  of  whom 
shall  be  workmen  and  two  employers,  all  residents  of  said 
county,  and  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting 
thereof ;  and  an  entry  of  the  license  so  granted  shall  be  made 
upon  the  journal  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the 
petition  originated. 

Sec.  4.  Said  tribunal  shall  continue  in  existence  for  one  year, 
from  the  date  of  the  license  creating  it,  and  may  take  jurisdic- 
tion of  any  dispute  between  employers  and  workmen  in  any 
mechanical,  manufacturing,  mining,  or  other  industry,  who  may 
submit  their  disputes  in  writing  to  such  tribunal  for  decision. 
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Vacancies  occarring  in  the  membership  of  the  tribunal  shall  be 
filled  by  the  judge  or  court  that  licensed  said  tribunal.  Disputes 
occurring  in  one  county  may  be  referred  to  a  tribunal  already 
existing  in  an  adjoining  county.  Said  court  at  the  time  of 
the  issuance  of  said  license  shall  appoint  an  umpire  for  said 
tribunal,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  impartially  decide  all  questions 
that  may  be  submitted  to  him  during  his  term  of  office.  The 
umpire  shall  be  called  upon  to  act  after  disagreement  is  mani- 
fested in  the  tribunal  by  failure  to  agree  during  three  meetings 
held  and  full  discussion  had.  His  award  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive upon  such  matters  only  as  are  submitted  to  him  in  writ- 
ing and  signed  by  the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  tribunal,  or 
by  parties  submitting  the  same.  And  the  award  of  said  tribunal 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  the  questions  so  submitted  to 
it :  Provided^  That  said  award  may  be  impeached  for  fraud,  ac- 
cident or  mistake. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  tribunal  when  convened  shall  be  organized 
by  the  selection  of  one  of  their  number  as  chairman,  and  one 
as  seci*etary,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members. 

Sec.  6.  The  members  of  the  tribunal  and  the  umpire  shall 
each  receive  as  compensation  for  their  services,  out  of  the  treas- 
ury of  the  county  in  which  said  dispute  shall  arise,  two  dollars 
for  each  day  of  actual  service.  The  sessions  of  said  tribunal 
shall  be  held  at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  where  the  petition 
for  the  same  was  presented,  and  a  suitable  room  for  the  use  of 
said  tribunal  shall  be  provided  by  the  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  7.  All  submissions  of  matters  in  dispute  shall  be  made 
to  the  chairman  of  said  tribunal,  who  shall  file  the  same.  The 
chairman  of  the  tribunal  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  to 
all  witnesses  who  may  be  produced,  and  a  majority  of  said  tribu- 
nal may  provide  for  the  examination  and  investigation  of  books, 
documents  and  accounts  necessary,  material,  and  pertaining  to 
the  matters  in  hearing  before  the  tribunal,  and  belonging  to 
either  party  to  the  dispute.  The  umpire  shall  have  power  when 
necessary  to  administer  oaths  and  examine  witnesses,  and  ex- 
amine and  investigate  books,  documents  and  accounts  pertain- 
ing to  the  matters  submitted  to  him  for  decision. 

Sec  8.  The  said  tribunal  shall  have  power  to  make,  oi*dain 
and  enforce  rules  for  the  government  of  the  body,  when  in  ses- 
sion, to  enable  the  business  to  be  proceeded  with  in  order,  and 
to  fix  its  sessions  and  adjournments ;  but  such  rules  shall  not

conflict  with  this  statute  nor  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  state :  Provided^  That  the  chairman 
of  said  tribunal  may  convene  said  tribunal  in  extra  session  at 
the  earliest  day  possible,  in  cases  of  emergency. 

Sec.  9.  Before  the  umpire  shall  proceed  to  act,  the  question 
or  questions  in  dispute  shall  be  plainly  defined  in  writing  and 
signed  by  the  members  of  the  tribunal  or  a  majority  thereof,  or 
by  the  parties  submitting  the  same ;  and  such  writing  shall  con- 
tain the  submission  of  the  decision  thereof  to  the  umpire  by 
name,  and  shall  provide  that  his  decision  thereon  after  hearing 
shall  be  final ;  and  said  umpire  must  make  his  award  within  ^ve 
days  from  the  time  the  question  or  questions  in  dispute  are 
submitted  to  him.  Said  award  shall  be  made  to  the  tribunal ; 
and  if  the  award  is  for  a  specific  sum  of  money,  said  award  of 
money,  or  the  award  of  the  tribunal,  when  it  shall  be  for  a 
specific  sum,  may  be  made  a  matter  of  record  by  filing  a  copy 
thereof  in  the  district  court  of  the  county  wherein  the  tribunal 
is  in  session.  When  so  entered  of  record  it  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive,  and  the  proper  court  may  on  motion  of  anyone 
interested,  enter  judgment  thereon  ;  and  when  the  award  is  for 
a  specific  sum  of  money  may  issue  final  and  other  process  to 
enforce  the  same:  Provided^  That  any  such  award  may  be 
impeached  for  fraud,  accident,  or  mistake. 

Sec.  10.  The  form  of  the  petition  praying  for  a  tribunal 
under  this  act  shall  be  as  follows :  — 

To  the  District  Court  of  County  (or  a  judge  thereof,  as  the 

case  may  be)  :  The  subscribers  hereto  being  the  number  and  having 
the  qualifications  required  in  this  proceeding,  being  desirous  of  estab- 
lishing a  tribunal  of  voluntary  arbitration  for  the  settlement  of  dis- 
putes in  the  manufacturing,  mechanical,  mining  and  other  industries, 
pray  that  a  license  for  a  tribunal  of  voluntary  arbitration  may  be 
issued,  to  be  composed  of  four  persons  and  an  umpire,  as  provided 
by  law. 

Sec.  11.  This  act  to  be  in  force  and  take  effect  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  ofiScial  state  paper.  {^PublisJied 
February  25, 1886. 
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IOWA. 

An  Aot  to  Authorise  the  Creation  and  to  ProTide  for  the 
Operation  of  Tribunals  of  Voluntary  Arbitration  to 
Ac^ust  Industrial  Disputes  between  Employers  and 
Employed. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa: 

Section  1.  That  the  district  court  of  each  county,  or  a 
Judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall  have  power,  and  upon  the  pres- 
entation of  a  petition,  or  of  the  agreement  hereinafter  named,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court,  or  a  judge  thereof  in  vacation, 
to  issue  in  the  form  hereinafter  named,  a  license  or  authority 
for  the  establishment  within  and  for  each  county  of  tribunals 
for  voluntary  arbitration  and  settlement  of  disputes  between 
employers  and  employed  in  the  manufacturing,  mechanical  or 
mining  industries. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  petition  or  agreement  shall  be  substantially 
in  the  form  hereinafter  given,  and  the  petition  shall  be  signed 
by  at  least  twenty  persons  employed  as  workmen,  and  by  four 
or  more  separate  films,  individuals,  or  corporations  within  the 
county,  or  by  at  least  four  employers,  each  of  whom  shall  em- 
ploy at  least  five  workmen,  or  by  the  representative  of  a  firm, 
corporation  or  individual  employing  not  less  than  twenty  men 
in  their  trade  or  industry ;  provided^  that  at  the  time  the  peti- 
tion  is  presented,  the  judge  before  whom  said  petition  is  pre- 
sented may,  upon  motion  require  testimony  to  be  taken  as  to 
the  representative  character  of  said  petitioners,  and  if  it 
appears  that  said  petitioners  do  not  represent  the  will  of  a 
majority,  or  at  least  one-half  of  each  party  to  the  dispute, 
the  license  for  the  establishment  of  said  tiibunal  may  be  de- 
nied, or  may  make  such  other  order  in  this  behalf  as  to  him 
shall  seem  fair  to  both  sides. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  said  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  requisite 
number  of  both  employers  and  workmen,  and  be  in  proper  form 
and  contain  the  names  of  the  persons  to  compose  the  tribunal, 
being  an  equal  number  of  employers  and  workmen,  the  judge 
shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  issued  a  license  substantially  in  the 
form  hereinafter  given,  authorizing  the  existence  of  such  tribu- 
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nal  and  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  thereof, 
and  an  entry  of  the  license  so  granted  shall  be  made  upon  the 
journal  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  petition 
originated. 

Sec.  4.  Said  tribunal  shall  continue  in  existence  for  one  year 
from  date  of  the  license  creating  it,  and  may  take  juiisdiction 
of  any  dispute  between  employers  and  workmen  in  any  mechan- 
ical, manufacturing,  or  mining  industry,  or  business,  who  shall 
have  petitioned  for  the  tribunal,  or  have  been  represented  in  the 
petition  therefor,  or  who  may  submit  their  disputes  in  writing 
to  such  tribunal  for  decision.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  mem- 
bership of  the  tribunal  shall  be  filled  by  the  judge  or  court  that 
licensed  said  tribunal,  from  three  names,  presented  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  tribunal  remaining  in  that  class,  in  which  the  vacan- 
cies occur.  The  removal  of  any  member  to  an  adjoining  county, 
shall  not  cause  a  vacancy  in  either  the  tribunal  or  post  of  umpire. 
Disputes  occurring  in  one  county  may  be  referred  to  a  tribunal 
already  existing  in  an  adjoining  county.  The  place  of  umpire 
in  any  of  said  tribunals  and  vacancies  occurring  in  such  place, 
shall  only  be  filled  by  the  mutual  choice  of  the  whole  of  the 
representatives,  of  both  employers  and  workmen  constituting 
the  tribunal,  immediately  upon  the  organization  of  the  same, 
and  the  umpire  shall  be  called  upon  to  act  after  disagreement 
is  manifested  in  the  tribunal  by  failure  during  three  meetings 
held  and  full  discussion  had.  His  award  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive upon  such  matters  only  as  are  submitted  to  him  in 
writing  and  signed  by  the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  tri- 
bunal, or  by  parties  submitting  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  tribunal  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  two 
employers  or  their  representatives,  and  two  workmen  or  their 
representatives.  The  exact  number  which  shall  in  each  case 
constitute  the  tribunal,  shall  be  inserted  in  the  petition  or  agree- 
ment, and  they  shall  be  named  in  the  license  issued.  The  said 
tribunal,  when  convened  shall  be  organized  by  the  selection  of 
one  of  their  members  as  chairman  and  one  as  secretary,  who 
shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members,  or  if  such 
majority  cannot  be  had  after  two  votes,  then  by  secret  ballot, 
or  by  lot,  as  they  prefer. 
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Sec.  6.  The  members  of  the  tribunal  shall  receive  no  com- 
pensation for  their  services  from  the  city  or  county,  but  the  ex- 
penses of  the  tribunal,  other  than  fuel,  light  and  the  use  of  the 
room  and  furniture,  may  be  paid  by  voluntary  subscription, 
which  the  tribunal  is  authorized  to  receive  and  expend  for  such 
purposes.  The  sessions  of  said  tribunal  shall  be  held  at  the 
county  seat  of  the  county  where  the  petition  for  the  same  was 
presented,  and  a  room  in  the  court  house  or  elsewhere  for  the 
use  of  said  tribunal  shall  be  provided  by  the  county  board  of 
supervisors. 

Sec.  7.  When  no  umpire  is  acting,  the  chairman  of  the  tri- 
bunal shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  to  all  witnesses  who 
may  be  produced,  and  a  majority  of  said  tribunal  may  provide 
for  the  examination  and  investigation  of  books,  documents  and 
accounts  pertaining  to  the  matters  in  hearing  before  the  tribunal, 
and  belonging  to  either  party  to  the  dispute ;  provided^  that  the 
tribunal  may  unanimously  direct  that  instead  of  producing 
books,  papers  and  accounts  before  the  tribunal,  an  accountant 
agreed  upon  by  the  entire  tribunal  may  be  appointed  to  examine 
such  books,  papers  and  accounts,  and  such  accountant  shall  be 
sworn  to  well  and  truly  examine  such  books,  documents  and 
accounts,  as  may  be  presented  to  him,  and  to  report  the  results 
of  such  examination  in  writing  to  said  tribunal.  Before  such 
examination,  the  information  desired  and  required  by  the  tri- 
bunal shall  be  plainly  stated  in  writing,  and  presented  to  said 
accountant,  which  statement  shall  be  signed  by  the  members  of 
said  tribunal,  or  by  a  majority  of  each  class  thereof.  Attorneys 
at  law  or  other  agents  of  either  party  to  the  dispute,  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  appear  or  take  part  in  any  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  tribunal,  or  before  the  umpire. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  umpire  is  acting  he  shall  preside  and  he 
shall  have  all  the  power  of  the  chairman  of  the  tribunal,  and  his 
determination  upon  all  questions  of  evidence,  or  other  questions 
in  conducting  the  inquiries  there  pending,  shall  be  final.  Com- 
mittees of  the  tribunal  consisting  of  an  equal  number  of  each 
class  may  be  constituted  to  examine  into  any  question  in  dis- 
pute between  employers  and  workmen  which  may  have  been  re- 
ferred to  said  committee  by  the  tribunal,  and  such  committee 
may  hear,  and  settle  the  same  finally,  when  it  can  be  done  by  a 
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nnanimoas  vote ;  otherwise  the  same  shall  be  reported  to  the 
full  tribunal,  and  be  there  heard  as  if  the  question  had  not  been 
referred.  The  said  tribunal  in  connection  with  the  said  um- 
pire shall  have  power  to  make  or  ordain  and  enforce  rules  for 
the  government  of  the  body  when  in  session  to  enable  the  busi- 
ness to  be  proceeded  with,  in  order,  and  to  fix  its  sessions  and 
adjournments,  but  such  rules  shall  not  conflict  with  this  statute 
nor  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
Iowa. 

Sec.  9.  Before  the  umpire  shall  proceed  to  act,  the  question 
or  questions  in  dispute  shall  be  plainly  defined  in  writing  and 
signed  by  the  members  of  the  tribunal,  or  a  majority  thereof  of 
«ach  class,  or  by  the  parties  submitting  the  same,  and  such 
writing  shall  contain  the  submission  of  the  decision  thereof  to 
the  umpire  by  name,  and  shall  provide  that  his  decision  thereon, 
ikf  ter  hearing  shall  be  final.  The  umpire  shall  be  sworn  to  im- 
partially decide  all  questions  that  may  be  submitted  to  him  dur- 
ing his  term  of  office.  The  submission  and  his  award  may  be 
made  in  the  form  hereinafter  given,  and  said  umpire  must  make 
his  award  within  ten  days  from  the  time  the  question  or  ques- 
tions in  dispute  are  submitted  to  him.  Said  award  shall  be 
made  to  the  tribunal ;  and  if  the  award  is  for  a  specific  sum  of 
money,  said  award  may  be  made  a  matter  of  record  by  filing  a 
copy  thereof  in  the  district  court  of  the  county  wherein  the  tri- 
bunal is  in  session.  When  so  entered  of  record  it  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive,  and  the  proper  court  may,  on  motion  of  any  one 
interested  enter  judgment  thereon ;  and  when  the  award  is  for 
a  specific  sum  of  money  may  issue  final  and  other  process  to 
enforce  the  same.

FENNSYIiVAKIA. 

An  Act  to  establish  boards  of  arbitration  to  settle  all 
questions  of  wages  and  other  matters  of  varianoe  be- 
tween capital  and  labor. 

Whereas,  The  great  industries  of  this  Commonwealth  are 
frequently  suspended  by  strikes  and  lockouts  resulting  at  times 
in  criminal  violation  of  the  law  and  entailing  upon  the  State 
vast  expense  to  protect  life  and  property  and  preserve  the  pub- 
lic peace : 

Andj  whereas^  No  adequate  means  exist  for  the  adjustment 
of  these  issues  between  capital  and  labor,  employers  and  em- 
ployes, upon  an  equitable  basis  whei*e  each  party  can  meet  to- 
gether upon  terms  of  equality  to  settle  the  I'ates  of  compensation 
for  labor  and  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  their  branches 
of  industry  in  harmony  with  law  and  a  generous  public  senti- 
ment: Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  <fcc.,  That  whenever  any  differ- 
ences arise  between  employers  and  employes  in  the  mining, 
manufacturing  or  transportation  industries  of  the  Common- 
wealth which  cannot  be  mutually  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of 
a  majority  of  all  parties  concerned,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  either 
party,  or  for  both  parties  jointly,  to  make  application  to  the 
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coart  of  common  pleas  wherein  the  service  is  to  be  performed 
about  which  the  dispute  has  arisen  to  appoint  and  constitute  a 
board  of  arbitration  to  consider,  arrange  and  settle  all  matters 
at  variance  between  them  which  must  be  fully  set  forth  in  the 
application,  such  application  to  be  in  writing  and  signed  and 
duly  acknowledged  before  a  proper  officer  by  the  representatives 
of  the  persons  employed  as  workmen,  or  by  the  representatives 
of  a  firm,  individual  or  corporation,  or  by  both,  if  the  applica- 
tion is  made  jointly  by  the  parties ;  such  applicants  to  be  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  and  the  said  application  shall  be 
filed  with  the  record  of  all  proceedings  had  in  consequence 
thereof  among  the  records  of  said  court. 

Section  2.  That  when  the  application  duly  authenticated  has 
been  presented  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  as  aforesaid,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  court,  if  in  its  judgment  the  said  applica- 
tion allege  matters  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  the  inter- 
vention of  a  board  of  arbitrators  in  order  to  preserve  the  public 
peace,  or  promote  the  interests  and  harmony  of  labor  and  capital, 
to  grant  a  rule  on  each  of  the  parties  to  the  alleged  controversy, 
where  the  application  is  made  jointly,  to  select  three  citizens  of 
the  county  of  good  character  and  familiar  with  all  matters  in 
dispute  to  serve  as  members  of  the  said  board  of  arbitration 
which  shall  consist  of  nine  members  all  citizens  of  this  Com- 
monwealth ;  as  soon  as  the  said  members  ai*e  appointed  by  the 
respective  parties  to  the  issue,  the  court  shall  proceed  at  once 
to  fill  the  board  by  the  selection  of  three  persons  from  the  citi- 
zens of  the  county  of  well-known  character  for  probity  and  gen- 
eral intelligence,  and  not  directly  connected  with  the  interests 
of  either  party  to  the  dispute,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated 
by  the  said  judge  as  president  of  the  board  of  arbitration. 

Where  but  one  party  makes  application  for  the  appointment  of 
such  board  of  arbitration  the  court  shall  give  notice  by  order  of 
court  to  both  parties  in  interest,  requiring  them  each  to  appoint 
three  persons  as  members  of  said  board  within  ten  days  there- 
after, and  in  case  either  party  refuse  or  neglects  to  make  such 
appointment  the  court  shall  thereupon  fill  the  board  by  the  selec- 
tion of  six  persons  who,  with  the  three  named  by  the  other  party 
in  the  controversy,  shall  constitute  said  board  of  arbitration. 

The  said  court  shall  also  appoint  one  of  the  members  thereof 
secretary  to  the  said  board,  who  shall  also  have  a  vote  and 
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the  same  powers  as  any  other  member,  and  shall  also  desig- 
nate the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  said  board.  They 
shall  also  place  before  them  copies  of  all  papers  and  minutes  of 
proceedings  to  the  case  or  cases  submitted. 

Section  8.  That  when  the  board  of  arbitrators  has  been  thus 
appointed  and  constituted,  and  each  member  has  been  sworn  or 
affirmed  and  the  papers  have  been  submitted  to  them,  they 
shall  first  carefully  consider  the  records  before  them  and  then 
determine  the  rules  to  govern  their  proceedings ;  they  shall  sit 
with  closed  doors  until  their  organization  is  consummated  after 
which  their  proceedings  shall  be  public.  The  president  of  the 
board  shall  have  full  authority  to  preserve  order  at  the  sessions 
and  may  summon  or  appoint  officers  to  assist  and  in  all  ballot- 
ings  he  shall  have  a  vote.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  him  at  the 
request  of  any  two  members  of  the  board  to  send  for  persons, 
books  and  papers,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  enforce  their 
presence  and  to  require  them  to  testify  in  any  matter  before 
the  board,  and  for  any  wilful  failure  to  appear  and  testify 
before  said  board,  when  requested  by  the  said  board,  the  per- 
son or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  thereof  in  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
the  county  where  the  offence  is  committed,  shall  be  sentenced 
to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  thirty  days,  either  or  both,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 

Section  4.  That  as  soon  as  the  board  is  organized  the 
president  shall  announce  that  the  sessions  are  opened  and  the 
variants  may  appear  with  their  attorneys  and  counsel,  if  they 
so  desire,  and  open  their  case,  and  in  all  proceedings  the  appli- 
cant shall  stand  as  plaintiff,  but  when  the  application  is  jointly 
made,  the  employes  shall  stand  as  plaintiff  in  the  case,  each 
party  in  turn  shall  be  allowed  a  full  and  impartial  hearing 
and  may  examine  experts  and  present  models,  drawings,  state- 
ments and  any  proper  matter  bearing  on  the  case,  all  of  which 
shall  be  carefully  considered  by  the  said  board  in  arriving  at 
their  conclusions,  and  the  decision  of  the  said  board  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive  of  all  matters  brought  before  them  for  ad- 
justment, and  the  said  board  of  arbitration  may  adjourn  from 
the  place  designated  by  the  court  for  holding  its  sessions,  when 
it  deems  it  expedient  to  do  so,  to  the  place  or  places  where  the 
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dispute  arises  and  hold  sessions  and  personally  examine  the 
workings  and  matters  at  variance  to  assist  their  Judgment. 

Section  5.  That  the  compensation  of  the  members  of  ihe 
board  of  arbitration  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit :  each  shall  re- 
ceive four  dollars  per  diem  and  ten  cents  per  mile  both  ways 
between  their  homes  and  the  place  of  meeting  by  the  nearest 
comfortable  routes  of  travel  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of 
the  county  where  the  arbitration  is  held,  and  witnesses  shall 
be  allowed  from  the  treasury  of  the  said  county  tiie  same  fees 
BOW  allowed  by  law  for  similai*  services. 

Section  6.  That  the  board  of  arbitrators  shall  duly  execute 
their  decision  which  shall  be  reached  by  a  vote  of  a  xnajority  of 
all  the  members  by  having  the  names  of  thoae  voting  in  the 
affirmative  signed  thereon  and  attested  by  the  secretary,  and 
their  decisions,  togetlter  witia  all  the  papers  and  minutes  of 
their  proceedings,  shall  be  returned  to  and  filed  in  the  court 
aforesaid  for  safe  keeping. 

Section  7.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 
[Approved  the  18th  day  of  May^  A.D.  1893. 


[Chaptbr  379.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  amicable  adjustanent  of  grier- 
anoes  and  disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers 
or  receiver  and  employes,  and  to  authorise  the  crea- 
tion of  a  board  of  arbitration ;  to  provide  for  com* 
pensation  of  said  board,  and  to  provide  penalties  for 
the  violation  hereof. 

Section  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Texas :  That  whenever  any  grievance  or  dispute  of  any  nature, 
growing  out  of  the  relation  of  employer  and  employes,  shall 
arise  or  exist  between  employer  and  employes,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful upon  mutual  consent  of  all  parties,  to  submit  all  matters 
respecting  such  grievance  or  dispute  in  writing  to  a  board  of 
arbitrators  to  hear,  adjudicate,  and  determine  the  same.  Said 
board  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  persons.  When  the  employes 
concerned  in  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  the  aforesaid  are 
members  in  good  standing  of  any  labor  organization  which  i^ 
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represented  by  one  or  more  delegates  in  a  central  body,  the 
said  central  body  shall  have  power  to  designate  two  (2)  of  said 
arbilratoro,  and  the  employer  shall  have  the  power  to  designate 
two  (2)  others  of  said  arbitratora,  and  the  said  four  arbitrators 
shall  designate  a  fifth  person  as  arbitrator,  who  shall  be  chair- 
man of  the  board.  In  case  the  employes  concerned  in  any  such 
grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are  members  in  good  standing 
of  a  labor  organization  which  is  not  represented  in  a  central 
body,  then  the  organization  of  which  they  are  members  shall 
designate  two  members  of  said  board,  and  said  boai*d  shall  be 
organized  as  hereinbefore  provided ;  and  in  case  the  employes 
oo&eerned  in  any  such  grievance  or  dispute  as  aforesaid  are 
not  members  of  any  labor  organization,  then  a  majority  of  said 
employes,  at  a  meeting  duly  held  for  that  purpose,  shall  desig- 
nate two  arbitrators  for  said  board,  and  said  board  shall  be 
organized  as  hereinbefore  provided:  Provided^  that  when  the 
two  arbitrators  selected  by  the  respective  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy, the  district  judge  of  the  distinct  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  subject  matter  shall,  upon  notice  from  either  of  said  arbi- 
trators that  they  have  failed  to  agree  upon  the  fifth  arbitrator, 
appoint  said  fifth  arbitrator. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  board  as  aforesaid  selected  may  present  a 
petition  in  writing  to  the  district  judge  of  the  county  where  such 
grievance  or  dispute  to  be  arbitrated  may  arise,  signed  by  a 
majority  of  said  board,  setting  forth  in  brief  terms  the  facts 
showing  their  due  and  regular  appointment,  and  the  nature  of 
the  grievance  or  dispute  between  the  parties  to  said  arbitration, 
and  praying  the  license  or  order  of  such  judge  establishing  and 
approving  of  said  board  of  arbitration.  Upon  the  presentation 
of  said  petition  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  judge,  if  it  appear 
that  all  requirements  of  this  act  have  been  complied  with,  to 
make  an  order  establishing  such  board  of  arbitration  and  re- 
ferring the  matters  in  dispute  to  it  for  hearing,  adjudication 
and  determination.  The  said  petition  and  order,  or  a  copy 
thereof,  shall  be  filed  in  the  oflfice  of  the  district  clerk  of  the 
oounty  in  which  the  arbitration  is  sought. 

Sbc.  3.  That  when  a  controversy  involves  and  affects  the 
interests  of  two  or  more  classes  or  grades  of  employes  belong- 
ing to  different  labor  organizations,  or  of  individuals  who  are 
not  members  of  a  labor  oi^anization,  then  the  two  arbitrators
